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RULES 
BOARD  OF   PARDONS. 


1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  hoard  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Monday  of  Janoaiy,  April,  July,  and  October  of 
each  year. 

2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Govemor  at 
any  time  when  the  exigencies  of  any  case  demand  it,  notice 
thereof  being  given  to  each  member  of  the  board. 

3.  No  application  for  the  remission  of  a  fine  or  forfeiture, 
or  for  a  commutation  of  sentence  or  pardon,  shall  be  con- 
sidered by  the  board  unless  presented  in  the  form  and 
manner  required  by  the  law  of  the  State,  "approved  Feb- 
ruary 20,  1875." 

4.  In  every  case  where  the  applicant  has  been  confined  in 
the  State  prison,  he  or  she  must  procure  a  written  certifi- 
cate of  his  or  her  conduct  during  such  confinement,  from 
the  warden  of  said  prison,  and  file  the  same  with  the  secre- 
tary of  this  board,  on  or  before  the  day  of  bearing. 

6.  All  oral  testimony  offered  upon  the  hearing  of  any 
case  mast  be  presented  under  oath,  unless  otherwise  directed 
by  a  majority  of  the  board. 

6.  Action  by  the  board  upon  every  case  shall  be  in  pri- 
vate, unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  consent  of  all  the 
members  present. 

7.  After  a  case  has  once  been  acted  upon  and  the  relief 
asked  for  has  been  refused,  it  shall  not,  within  twelve 
months  thereafter,  be  again  taken  up  or  considered  upon 
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any  of  the  groands  specified  in  tlie  origiDal  application, 
except  by  the  consent  of  all  the  members  of  the  board. 

8.  In  voting  upon  any  application  the  roll  of  members 
ehall  be  called  by  the  secretary  of  the  board,  in  the  follow- 
ing order: 

First.  The  Attorney-general. 

Second.  The  Junior  Associate  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court. 

Third.  The  Senior  Associate  Justice. 

Fourth.  The  Chief  Justice. 

Fifth.  The  Governor. 

Each  member,  when  his  name  is  called,  shall  declare  his 
vote  "for"  or  "agsinst"  the  remission  of  the  fine  or  for- 
feiture, commatatiou  of  sentence,  pardon  or  restoration  of 
citizenship.

BtTLEI. 

1.  Applicants  for  liceDse  to  practice  as  attorneys  and 
counselors  will  be  examined  in  open  court  on  the  first  day 
of  the  term. 

2.  The  Supreme  Court,  upon  application  of  the  district 
judge  of  any  judicial  district,  will  appoint  a  committee  to 
examine  persona  applying  for  admission  to  practice  as  attor- 
neys and  counselors  at  law.  Such  committee  will  consist  of 
the  district  judge  and  at  least  two  attorneys  resident  of  the 
district. 

The  examination  by  the  committee  so  appointed  shall  be 
conducted  and  certified  according  to  the  following  rules: 

The  applicant  shall  be  examined  by  the  district  judge  and 
at  least  two  others  of  the  committee,  and  the  questions  and 
answers  must  be  reduced  to  writing. 

No  intimation  of  the  questions  to  be  asked  must  be  given 
to  the  applicant  by  any  member  of  the  committee  previous 
to  the  examination. 

The  examination  shall  embrace  the  following  subjects: 

1.  The  history  of  this  State  and  of  the  United  States; 

2.  The  constitutional  relations  of  the  State  and  Federal 
governments; 

3.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  various  courts  of  this  State  and 
of  the  United  States; 

4.  The  various  sources  of  our  municipal  law; 

6.  The  general  principles  of  the  common  law  relating  to 
property  and  personal  rights  and  obligations; 
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6.  The  general  gronnds  of  equity  jarisdiction  and  princi- 
ples of  equity  jurisprudence; 

7.  BuleB  and  principles  of  pleadings  and  evidence; 

8.  Practice  under  the  civil  and  criminal  codes  of  Nevada; 

9.  Bemedies  in  hypothetical  cases; 

10.  The  course  and  duration  of  the  applicant's  studies. 

3.  The  examiners  'will  not  be  expected  to  go  very  much 
at  lai^e  into  the  details  of  these  subjects,  but  only  suffi- 
ciently so,  fairly  to  test  the  extent  of  the  applicant's  knowl- 
edge and  the  accuracy  of  his  understanding  of  those  sub- 
jects and  books  which  he  has  studied. 

4.  When  the  examination  is  completed  and  leduced  to 
writing,  the  examiners  will  return  it  to  this  court,  accom- 
panied by  their  certificate  showing  whether  or  not  the  appli- 
cant is  of  good  moral  character  and  has  attained  his 
majority,  and  is  a  bona  fide  resident  of  this  State;  such  cer- 
tificate shall  also  contain  the  facts  that  the  applicant  was 
examined  in  the  presence  of  the  committee;  that  he  had  no 
knowledge  or  intimation  of  the  nature  of  any  of  the  ques- 
tions to  be  propounded  to  him  before  the  same  were  asked 

,  by  the  committee,  and  that  the  answers  to  each  and  all  the 
questions  were  taken  down  as  given  by  the  applicant  with- 
out reference  to  any  books  or  other  ontside  aid. 

5.  The  fee  for  license  must  in  all  cases  be  deposited  with 
the  clerk  of  the  court  before  the  application  is  made,  to  be 
returned  to  the  applicant  in  case  of  rejection. 

BULE  n. 

In  all  cases  where  an  appeal  lias  been  perfected,  and  tbe 

statement  settled  (if  there  be  one)  thirty  days  before  the 

commencement  of  a  term,  the  transcript  of  the  record  shall 

be  filed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  such  term. 

BULE  m. 

1.  If  the  transcript  of  the  record  be  not  filed  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  Hule  II,  the  appeal  may  be  dismissed  on 
motion  during  the  first  week  of  the  term,  without  notice. 
A  cuose  so  dismissed  may  be  restored  during  the  same  term, 
upon  good  cause  showu,  on  notice  to  the  opposite  party; 
and  unless  so  restored  the  dismissal  shall  be  final,  and  a 
bar  to  any  other  appeal  from  the  same  order  or  judgment. 

2.  On  such  motion,  there  shall  be  presented  the  certifi-        , 
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cate  of  the  olerk  below,  luider  the  eeai  of  tlie  coart,  certi- 
fying tlie  amount  or  character  of  the  judgment;  the  date  of 
its  rendition;  the  fact  and  date  of  the  filing  of  the  notice 
of  appeal,  together  with  the  fact  and  date  of  service  thereof 
on  the  adverse  party,  and  the  character  of  the  evidence  by 
which  said  service  appears;  the  fact  and  date  of  the  filing 
the  undertaking  on  appeal,  and  that  the  same  is  in  due 
form;  the  fact  and  time  of  the  settlement  of  the  statement, 
if  there  be  one;  and  also,  that  the  appellant  has  received  a 
duly  certified  transcript,  or  that  he  has  not  requested  the 
clerk  to  certify  to  a  coiTCct  transcript  of  the  record;  or,  if 
he  has  made  such  request  that  he  has  not  paid  the  fees 
therefor,  if  the  same  have  been  demanded. 


1.  All  transcripts  of  record  in  civil  cases  shall  be  printed 
on  unruled  whit©  writing  paper,  ten  inches  long  by  seven 
inches  wide,  with  a  margin,  on  the  outer  edge,  of  not  less 
than  two  inches  wide.  The  printed  page,  exclusive  of  any 
marginal  note  or  reference,  shall  be  seven  inches  long  and 
three  and  ooe-half  inches  wide.  The  folios  embracing  ten 
lines  each,  shall  be  numbered  from  the  commencement  to 
the  end,  and  the  nnmberiag  of  the  folio  shall  be  printed  on 
the  left  margin  of  the  page.  Small  pica  solid  is  the  smallest 
letter,  and  most  compact  mode  of  composition  allowed. 

2.  Transcripts  ia  criminal  cases  may  be  printed  in  like 
manner  sis  prescribed  for  civil  cases;  or,  if  not  printed, 
shall  be  written  on  one  side  only  of  transcript  paper,  six- 
teen inches  long  by  ten  and  one-half  inches  in  width,  with 
a  margin  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  wide, 
fastened  or  bound  together  on  the  left  sides  of  the  pages  by 
ribbon  or  tape,  so  that  the  same  may  be  secured,  and  every 
part  conveniently  read.  The  transcript,  if  written,  shall 
be  in  a  fair,  legible  hand,  and  each  paper  or  order  shall  be 
separately  inserted. 

3.  The  pleadings,  proceedings,  and  statement  shall  be 
chronologically  arranged  in  the  transcript,  and  each  tran- 
script shall  be  prefaced  with  an  alphabetical  index,  specify- 
ing the  folio  of  each  separate  paper,  order,  or  proceeding, 
and  of  the  testimony  of  each  witness;  and  the  transcript 
shall  have  at  least  one  blank  fly-sheet  cover. 
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4.  No  record  vhioii  fails  to  conform  to  these  rales  shall 
be  raoeired  or  filed  by  the  clerk  of  the  court. 

RULE  T. 

The  written  transcript  in  civil  caases,  together  with  Eaffi- 
cient  fonds  to  pay  for  the  printing  of  the  same,  may  be 
transmitted  to  the  clerk  of  this  conrt.  The  clerk,  upon  the 
receipt  thereof,  shall  file  the  same  and  cause  the  transcript 
to  be  printed,  and  to  a  printed  copy  shall  annex  his  certifi- 
cate that  the  said  printed  transcript  is  a  full  and  correct 
copy  of  the  transcript  furnished  to  him  by  the  party;  and 
said  certificate  shall  be  prima  /acie  evidence  that  the  same 
is  correct.  The  said  printed  copy  so  certified  shall  also  be 
filed,  and  constitute  the  record  of  the  cause  in  this  court, 
subject  to  be  corrected  by  reference  to  the  written  transcript 
on  file. 

BtTLE  TI. 

The  expense  of  printing  transcripts,  on  appeal  in  civil 
causes  and  pleadings,  affidavits,  briefs,  or  other  papers  con- 
stituting the  record  in  original  proceedings  upon  which  the 
case  is  beard  in  this  court,  required  by  these  rules  to  be 
printed,  shall  be  allowed  as  costs,  and  taxed  in  bills  of  costs 
in  the  nsual  mode. 

RULE  Tn. 

For  the  purpose  of  correcting  any  error  or  defect  in  the 
transcript  from  the  court  below,  either  party  may  suggest 
the  same,  in  writing,  to  this  court,  and  upon  good  cause 
shown,  obtain  an  order  that  the  proper  clerk  certify  to  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  record,  as  may  be  required,  or  may 
produce  the  same  duly  certified,  without  such  order.  If 
the  attorney  of  the  adverse  party  be  absent,  or  the  fact  of 
the  ulleged  error  or  defect  be  disputed,  the  suggestion,  ex- 
cept when  a  certified  copy  is  produced  at  the  time,  must  be 
accompanied  by  an  affidavit  showing  the  existence  of  the 
error  or  defect  alleged. 

BULE  vin. 

^Exceptions  or  objections  to  the  transcript,  statement,  the 
nndertaking  on  appeal,  notice  of  appeal,  or  to  its  service  or 
proof  of  service,  or  any  technical  exception  or  objection  to 
the  record  affecting  the  right  of  the  appellant  to  be  heard 
on  the  points  of  error  assigned,  which  might  be  cured  on 
suggestion  of  diminution  of  the  record,  must  be  taken  at 
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the  first  term  after  the  transcript  is  filed,  and  must  be  noted 
in  the  written  or  the  printed  points  of  the  respondent,  and 
filed  at  least  one  daj  before  the  argument,  or  thej  will  not 
be  regarded. 

BULE  IX. 
Upon  the  death  or  other  disability  of  a  party  pending  an 
appeal,  his  representative  shall  be  snbstitnted  in  the  suit 
by  suggestion  in  writing  to  the  court  on  the  part  of  such 
representative,  or  any  party  on  the  record.  Upon  the  ^ntry 
of  snch  sa^estion,  an  order  of  snbsUtntion  shall  be  made 
and  the  cause  shall  proceed  as  in  other  cases. 

BULK  X. 

1.  The  calendar  of  each  term  shall  consist  only  of  those 
causes  in  which  the  transcript  shall  have  been  filed  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  the  term,  unless  by  written  consent 
of  the  parties;  provided,  that  all  civil  oases  in  which  the 
appeal  is  perfected,  aud  the  statement  settled,  as  provided 
in  Bule  H,  and  the  transcript  is  not  filed  before  the  first 
day  of  the  term,  may  be  placed  on  the  calendar,  on  motion 
of  the  respondent,  upon  the  filing  of  the  transcript. 

2.  When  the  transcript  in  a  criminal  cause  is  filed,  after 
the  calendar  is  made  up,  the  cause  may  be  placed  thereon 
at  any  time,  on  motion  of  the  defendant. 

3.  Causes  shall  be  placed  on  the  calendar  in  the  order  in 
which  the  transcripts  ore  filed  with  the  clerk. 

BUI£  XI. 

1.  At  least  six  days  before  the  argument,  the  appellant 
shall  furnish  to  the  respondent  a  printed  copy  of  his  points 
and  authorities,  and  within  two  days  thereafter  the  respond- 
eut  shall  furnish  to  the  appellant  a  written  or  printed  copy 
of  his  points  and  authorities. 

2.  On  or  before  the  calling  of  the  cause  for  argument 
each  party  shall  file  with  the  clerk  his  printed  points  and 
antborities,  together  with  a  brief  statement  of  such  of  the 
facts  as  are  necessai-y  to  explain  the  points  made. 

3.  The  oral  argument  may,  in  the  discretion  ef  the  coort, 
be  limited  to  the  printed  points  and  authorities  filed,  and  a 
failure  by  either  party  to  file  points  and  authorities  under 
the  provisions  of  this  rule,  shall  be  deemed  a  waiver  by 
such  party  of  the  right  to  orally  argae  the  cause.

6.  !Cn  criminal  cases  it  is  left  optional  with  counsel  either 
to  file  written  or  printed  points  and  authorities  or  briefs. 

BULE  xn. 
In  all  cases  where  a  paper  or  document  is  required  by 
these  rules  to  be  printed,  it  shall  be  printed  upon  similar 
paper,  and  in  the  same  style  and  form  (except  the  number- 
ing of  the  folios  in  the  margiu)  as  is  prescribed  for  the 
printing  of  transcripts. 

BULEXm. 
Besides  the  original,  there  shall  be  filed  ten  copies  of  the 
transcript,  briefs  and  points  and  authorities,  which  copies 
shall  be  distributed  by  the  clerk. 

EULEXIV. 
All  opinions  delivered  by  the  court,  after  having  been 
finally  corrected,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk.

All  motions  for  s  rehearing  shall  be,  npon  petition  in 
writing,  and  presented  within  ten  days  after  the  final  judg- 
ment is  rendered,  or  order  mode  by  the  court,  and  publica- 
tion of  its  opinion  and  decision,  and  no  argument  will  be 
heard  thereon.

sought  to  be  reviewed,  except  under  special  circumstances. 

BCLE  xxin. 
Appeals  from  orders  granting  or  denying  a  change  of 
venue,  or  any  other  interlocutory  order  made  before  trial, 
will  be  heard  at  any  regular  or  adjourned  term,  upon  three 
days'  notice  being  given  by  either  appellant  or  respondent, 
when  the  parties  live  within  twenty  miles  of  Carson.  'When 
the  party  served  resides  more  than  twenty  miles  from  Car- 
son, au  additional  day's  notice  will  be  required  for  each 
fifty  miles,  or  fraction  of  fifty  miles,  from  Carson. 

ROLE  XXIT. 
In  all  cases  where  notice  of  a  motion  is  necessary,  unless 
for  good  cause  shown  the  time  is  shortened  by  an  order  of 
one  of  the  justices,  the  notice  shall  be  five  days.

y.  The  recording  ai  the  verdict,  a^ing  the  jury  if  the 
verdict  as  recorded  was  their  verdict,  fixiog  a  time  at  which 
the  time  for  pronoQUcing  sentence  xrould  be  set,  remanding 
the  defendant  to  the  castody  of  the  sheriff,  and  adjoamiug 
court,  were  all  jadicial  acts  not  authorized  hj  law  to  be 
done  on  Sunday,  which  is  a  Don-jndicial  day.  [Bead'v. 
CommonweaUh,  22  Qratt.  924.) 

VI.  If  any  error  intervenes  in  the  proceedings,  it  is  pre- 
sumed to  be  injurious.  The  prisoner  is  entitled  to  stand 
upon  his  strict  legal  rights,  and  to  bo  tried  according  to 
law.  (People -v.  Jfiflionw,  18  CJal.  187;  People  n.  Ibarra,  17 
Id.  171.)

n.  The  court  did  not  err  in  allowing  the  witness  MoWor- 
thy  to  answer  the  question:  "  What  caused  or  induced  yon 
to  maJie  the  complaint  that  Eovet  bad  murdered  Sharp?" 
(1  Oreenleaf  on  Ev.,  sec.  218.) 

III.  Such  evidence  is  not  hearsay,  but  original  and  ma- 
terial evidence.  (1  Greenleaf  onEv.,  sec.  100, 101;  1  Whar- 
ton Cr.  Law,  sec.  663;  1  Philips  on  Ev.,  aec.  139,  note;

y.  Instruction  number  two  asked  by  defendant,  is  errone- 
ous. {People  V.  Dich,  32  Cal.  215;  People  v.  Cronin,  ?4  Id. 
201;  People  v.  Murray,  41  Id.  67.) 
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Bj  the  Court,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

When  tbe  tranBcripi  on  appeal  in  tLis  case  was  filed  in 
this  conrt  H  contaiDed  over  eiglit  hundred  pages.  Upon 
the  oral  argnment  it  was  ascettained  that  tlie  clerk,  at  the 
reqnest  of  oonosel,  had,  with  other  irrelevant  matter,  iQ* 
Berted  all  the  testimony  snbmitted  at  the  trial,  althongh  not 
embodied  in  any  bill  of  exceptions. 

At  the  close  of  the  argument  we  made  an  order  that  the 
transcript  be  returned  to  the  clerk  of  Washoe  coanty,,with 
instmctions  to  eliminate  therefrom  all  matters  contained 
therein  that  were  not,  by  the  provisions  of  sections  450  and 
480  of  the  criminal  practice  act  (1  Compiled  iJaws,  2075, 
2105)  made  part  of  the  record  in  a  criminal  case.  It  came 
back  with  only  one  hundred  and  fifteen  pages,  and  still  con- 
tains an  aflidavit  made  by  T.  W.  W.  Davies,  of  counsel  for 
appellant,  aettiog  forth  what  is  claimed  to  have  been  an 
irregularity  upon  the  part  of  the  counsel  for  the  state  in  his 
closing  argnment  to  the  jury,  and  the  instructions  given  to 
the  jury  by  tbe  conrt  of  its  own  motion. 

These  ought  not  to  have  been  included  in  the  transcript, 
becanse  not  embodied  in  any  bill  of  exceptions. 

After  what  has  been  said  by  this  court  in  The  State  \. 
F(»-aha,  8  Nev.  137;  State  v.  Bums,  8  Id.  251;  Slate  v. 
Muff;  11  Id.  17;  Slate  v.  Larkin,  11  Id.  314;  State  v. 
Sover,  11  Id.  343;  State  v.  M  Mook,  12  Id.  369;  and  Stale 
v.  Sam  Mills,  12  Id.  401,  there  is  certainly  no  excuse  in 
incnmbering  the  transcript  on  appeal  with  any  matter  not 
authorized  by  sections  450  nnd  480  of  the  criminal  practice 
act.  If  the  county  clerks  will  remember  that  it  is  their  duty 
not  to  insert  anything  in  the  transcript,  whether  asked  for 
by  counsel  or  not,  except  ns  provided  for  by  said  sections, 
and  that  tliey  are  not  entitled  to  any  pay  for  services  per- 
formed in  copying  papers,  documents  or  statements  that 
ore  not  made  any  part  of  the  record  in  a  criminal  case,  they 
would  hereafter  save  themselves  some  trouble  and  the  coun- 
ties considerable  expense,  to  say  nothing  of  the  unnecessary 
task  so  often  imposed  npon  this  court  of  sifting  the  tore 
from  the  wheat  and  expelling  the  chaff  from  the  transcript.

Opinioa  of  the  Court— Eavle;,  G.  J. 

The  points  made  by  appellant's  conDsel,  that  are  based 
upon  the  record,  will  bo  uoticed  in  their  regular  order: 

1.  The  qneation  of  jeopardy  and  the  power  of  the  eonrt 
to  grant  a  new  trial,  although  not  asked  for  hj  the  defend- 
ant, is  settled  bj  the  former  decision  in  this  case.  (State  t. 
Eoctr,  10  Nev.  388.) 

2.  The  conrt  did  not  err  in  admitting  the  voluntary  state- 
ment of  the  defendant  as  token  down  on  hia  preliminary 
examination  before  Job  Davis,  a  jnstlce  of  the  peace  in 
Humboldt  county.  The  justices  of  the  peace  can  select 
clerks  ad  libitum  to  perform  the  clerical  labor  of  writing  out 
the  testimony  taken  upon  the  preliminary  examination,  but 
must  see  that  they  correctly  perform  the  duty.  In  this  case 
the  statement  was  written  by  clerks  under  the  direction  and 
in  the  presence  of  the  justioe.  It  was  read  by  one  of  the 
clerks,  at  the  request  and  in  the  presence  of  the  justice,  to 
the  defendant.  It  was  corrected  in  every  particolar  desired 
by  the  defendant.  The  defendant,  before  mitkiug  the  state- 
ment, was  fully  advised  by  the  justice  of  all  bis  rights, 
lu  short,  the  record  shows  that  sections  152, 164, 155  and  156 
of  the  criminal  practice  act  (1  Compiled^  Laws,  1780,  1782, 
1783,  1784)  were  in  every  respect  fully  complied  with.  lu 
the  absence  of  any  evidence  tending  to  show  that  the  wit- 
nesses were  not  excluded  pending  the  examination  of  de- 
fendaot,  as  provided  for  in  section  158  (1  Compiled  Laws, 
178C),  we  cannot  presume  that  the  justice  did  not  conform 
to  this  provision  of  the  statute.  The  interlineations  in  the 
statement  were  satisfactorily  explained  and  the  missing  por- 
tions of  the  certificate  properly  accounted  for  and  supplied. 
The  provisions  of  the  law  respecting  the  manner  in  which 
the  statement  of  defendant  may  be  taken  having  been  com- 
plied with,  the  statement  was  admissible  in  evidence  against 
the  defendant,  upon  the  trial  of  the  case,  under  the  general 
principles  applicable  to  the  admissibility  of  confessions. 
(X  Greenl.  on  Ev.,  sees.  216,  224;  1  Phil  on  Ev.,  533;  2 
Id.  242;  State  v.  Lamb,  28  Mo.  218;  De  Foe  v.  Peoiple, 
22  Mich.  224;  Pe&ple  v.  Edley,  47  Cal.  125.)  The  time  of 
introducing  the  statement  was  optional  with  the  counsel 
for  the  prosecution. 
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Opinion  of  the  Court— Hftvrley,  C.  J. 

3.  The  proseoatiug  witness,  McWorthy,  after  testifying 
that  Le  came  from  the  camp  where  the  homicide  had  been 
committed  to  Clark  and  Osbnm's  Station,  and  had  gone 
from  there  to  Mill  City  and  to  Winuemuccs,  where  he  made 
a  complaint  before  a  justice  of  tlie  peace,  accusing  Bover  of 
the  murder  of  I.  N.  Sharp,  was  asked  by  counsel  for  the 
State:  "What  caused  or  induced  yoa  to  make  ibis  complaint 
against  Bover?"  He  answered,  among  other  things,  nsfol- 
lows:  "By  inquiries  and  from  what  Bover  told  me  that 
Sharp  said  he  was  going  to  Wright's  ranch.  When  I  in- 
quired for  him  at  Osburu's  ranch  Mr.  Clark  stood  there, 
and  after  Mr.  Osburn  saying  he  had  not  seen  him,  Mr. 
Clark  he  says:  'I  just  came  from  Wright's  ranch,  and  I  do 
not  think  he  is  there.'  Mrs.  Osburn  then  says:  "That  man 
Bover  has  murdered  him;'  and  I  saja:  'I  guess  not;  he  was 
too  cowardly — wouldn't  murder  anything.'  Mrs.  Oabum 
says:  'It  is  cowards  that  do  such  things.'"  The  portions 
of  this  answer  particalarly  complained  of  by  appellant — 
viz:  the  declarations  of  Mrs.  Osburn — were,  upon  motion, 
stricken  out.  It  was  therefore  the  dnty  of  the  jury  to  dis- 
regard them,  without  any  special  instrnctioD  from  the  court 
to  that  e£fect.  Where  testimony  is  stricken  out  it  is,  we 
believe,  the  usual  custom  for  courts,  in  the  trial  of  criminal 
cases,  to  instruct  the  Jury  to  disregard  the  evidence,  and  it 
is  perhaps  the  better  practice,  out  of  abundant  caution,  to 
do  bo;  but  the  appellant  has  no  cause  of  complaint  npon  this 
ground,  unless  he  affirmatively  shows  that  the  court,  upon 
request,  refused  to  so  instruct  the  juiy.  The  court  did  not 
err  in  allowing  the  witness  McWorthy,  in  answer  to  the 
question  asked  by  counsel,  to  detail  the  efforts  he  hod  made 
to  learn  the  whereabouts  of  the  deceased.  The  defendant 
Bover,  in  his  voluntary  statement  before  the  committing 
magistrate,  had  accused  the  witness  McWorthy  of  being  the 
murderer  of  Sharp,  and  the  jury  were  called  upon  to  deter- 
mine, among  other  things,  whether  this  accusation  was  true 
or  false.  The  declarations  of  third  persons  were  not  called 
out  by  the  prosecution  for  tlie  purpose  of  being  used  as 
evidence  against  Bover,  but  were  introduced  simply  for  the 
purpose  of  explaining  the  conduct  of  the  witness  McWorthy, 
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BO  thut  the  jary  miglit  determioe  therdfrom  whether  he  acted 
m  good  faith,  or  whetlier,  being  himself  the  real  murderer, 
he  had  falselj  made  the  charge  agaiost  Bover,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  directing  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the  acoosed 
and  diTerttng  it  from  himself.  To  that  extent  it  was  proper 
for  the  witness,  in  detailing  the  steps  he  hud  taken,  to  state 
what  answers  were  given  to  the  inquiries  made  by  him.  (1 
Greenl.  on  Ev.,  aecs.  100,  101;  1  Whart.  Cr.  Law,  sec.  663; 
Stute  V.  F0X,  25  N.  J.  567.) 

i.  The  objections  arged  by  appellant's  counsel,  that  the 
court  en-ed  in  having  the  verdict  read  to  the  jaiy  and  re- 
corded OD  Snnday,  and  in  discharging  the  jnry  and  desig- 
nating a  day  tipon  which  he  would  pronounce  judgment,  ara 
wholly  untenable.  The  statutes  of  this  state  expressly  pro- 
vide that  the  courts  may  be  held  on  Snnday:  "To  receive  a 
verdict  or  discharge  a  juiy."  (1  Compiled  Iaws,  956.) 
When  the  verdict  is  given,  "the  clerk  must  immediately 
record  it  in  full  on  the  minutes,  and  must  read  it  to  the  jury 
and  inquire  of  them  whether  it  be  their  verdict."  '  (1  Com- 
piled Laws,  2043.)  The  power  given  to  the  court  to  sit  on 
Sunday  to  receive  the  verdict,  necessarily  authorizes  it  to 
have  the  verdict  then  read  and  recorded,  to  diHcharge  the 
jury,  and  make  snch  other  orders  as  are  incident  to  the 
power  given  by  the  statute.  (McCorJde  v.  The  Slaie;  14 
Ind.  39.) 

5,  The  court  did  not  err  in  refusing  to  give  the  second 
instruction  asked  by  defendant's  connsel.  It  reads  as  fol- 
lows: "In  order  to  justify  the  inference  of  legal  guilt  from 
circumstantial  evidence,  the  existence  of  the  inculpatory 
facts  must  be  absolutely  incompatible  with  the  iunocence  of 
the  accused,  and  incapable  of  explanation  upon  any  other 
reasonable  hypothesis  than  that  of  his  guilt.  This  is  the 
fundamental  rule  by  which  the  relevancy  and  effect  of  cir- 
cnmstaiitial  evidence  must  be  estimated."  This  instruction 
is  copied  from  Wills  on  Circumstantial  Evidence,  149. 
Bnrrill  states  the  rule  correctly,  as  follows:  "The  evidence 
against  the  accused  must  be  suet  as  to  exclude,  to  a  moral 
certainty,  every  hypothesis  but  that  of  his  guilt  of  the  of- 
fense imputed  to  him."     (Burzill  on  Cir.  Ev.,  737.)     He 
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says  the  rule  has  been  otherwise  stated  by  Wills,  and  with- 
out commeuting  upon  the  difference  in  the  language  adds 
that  this  rale  "is  the  great  test  rule  of  all  presomptive 
proof."  The  court  iu  this  case  waa  fully  justified  in  refus- 
ing the  instruction  upou  the  authority  of  2he  Slate  t.  O'Con- 
nor, 11  Nev.,  416  ou  the  ground  that  it  hud  already  been 
given  in  substance  in  the  second  instruction  asked  by  the 
prosecution  {copied  from  People  v.  Cromn,  34  Cal.  194),  and 
the  first  iustructiou  asked  by  defendant  (copied  from  People 
V.  Dick,  32  Oal.  215). 

The  ruling  ought,  however,  to  be  sustained  upon  broader 
grounds.  The  words  "absolutely  incompatible,"  as  con- 
tained in  the  instruction,  in  their  usual  signification,  imply 
that  the  proof  of  defendant's  guilt  mast  be  established 
beyond  the  possibility  of  a  doubt.  This  ia  not  the  law. 
(Slate  V.  Ferguson,  9  Nov.  118;  Stale  v.  Xelaon,  11  Id. 
340.)  "The  law,"  us  waa  aaid  by  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Caliioruia  in  The  People  v.  Murray,  "requires  that  the 
facts  sbali  not  only  be  consistent  with  the  guilt  of  the  ac- 
cused, but  inconsistent  with  any  other  rational  conclusion. 
A  higher  degree  of  certainty  in  establishing  the  guilt  of 
the  accused,  by  means  of  circumstantial  evidence,  cannot 
be  required  without  rendering  such  evidence  valueless." 
(41  Cal.  67.) 

The  judgment  and  order  overruling  defendant's'  motion 
for  a  new  trial  are  affirmed,  and  the  district  court  is  di- 
rected to  fix  a  day  for  carrying  its  sentence  into  execution. 

Beattt,  J.,  concurring: 

In  regard  to  the  third  point  discnssed  in  the  foregoing 
opinion,  I  consider  it  doubtful  whether  the  record  shows 
satisfactorily  the  materiality  and  relevancy  of  the  answers 
made  to  McWortLy's  inquiries  in  regard  to  the  deceased. 
But  I  am  satisfied  that  if  any  error  was  committed  in  admit- 
ting them,  it  could  not  possibly  Lave  injured  the  defend- 
ant. All  that  those  answers  (aside  from  those  that  were 
stricken  out)  had  any  tendency  to  prove  was  that  the 
deceased  had  not  been  seen  at  places  away  from  the  mining 
camp  subsequent  to  the  time  when,  according  to  the  de- 
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fendnat's  own  Btatement,  he  had  Been  him  killed  and  huried 
at  the  camp.  If  the  evidence  was  heursay,  it  tended  oulj 
to  prove  a  fact  conceded  bj  defendant — that  Sharp,  the  de- 
ceased, bad  not  left  the  cump. 

I  concur  in  the  judgment  and  in  all  other  particulars  in 
the  opinion  of  the  chief  justice.

Of  THE  Vendor— CosDinoNa  ot  Salk. — One  McAvoy,  having  the  po«- 
oeBsiun  of  certain  personal  property,  and  being  indebted  to  £.  ft  C.  in 
the  Bom  of  bix  hundred  dollars  and  to  S.  in  the  sum  of  four  hundred 
dollars,  agreed  to  let  3.  have  the  property  and  to  give  him  a  clear  title 
thereto  if  be  would  pay  the  debt  due  B.  1  C,  sell  the  property  and  from 
the  proceeds  take  out  the  debt  of  B.  ft  C,  bis  own  debt,  and  pay  the 
balance  to  McAvoy.  S.  sgreed  to  this  contrmct,  provided  no  other  per- 
son had  any  claim  on  the  property  conveyed,  S.  took  possession  of  the 
property,  and  the  next  day  was  notlfiod  that  McAvoy's  title  aa  to  a  por- 
tion of  the  property  was  not  complete;  that  ha  had  the  privilege  of 
making  his  title  perfect  by  paying  one  Goldstoae  the  sum  of  three  hun- 
dred and  seventy  dollars.  Whereupon  he  either  made  on  effort  to  rescind 
the  cootisct  by  informing  B.  &,  C.  that  ha  would  not  pay  McAvoy's  in- 
debtedness to  them,  or  elected  to  consider  the  contract  rescinded  by  the 
terms  thereof;  bat  retained  possession  of  all  the  property  after  full 
knowledge  of  (roldstone's  claim,  and  under  a  new  arrangement,  in  which 
B.  ft  C.  did  not  participate,  he  paid  to  Goldstone  the  amount  due  him, 
snd  took  a  bill  of  sale  for  the  pro[icrty  fiom  both  McAvoy  and  Gold- 
stone:  Iftld,  that  8.  conld  not,  upon  this  stata  of  facta,  avoid  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt  of  six  hundred  doltais  to  B.  &  C. 

CosTKACT— How  REScratiED. — A  party  cannot  rescind  a  contract  and  at  the 
same  time  retain  possession  of  the  consideration,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
which  he  has  received  under  it.

I((»n«rcnoss— When  not  Pkbjueicial.— Where,  upon  appellant's  own 
showing  of  foots,  the  judgment,  if  rendered  in  his  favor,  would  have  to 
be  reverwd:  Jitld,  that  the  instructions  given  fay  the  court,  oven  if 
IS  and  contradictory,  could  not  have  prejudiced  the  appellant. 
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Argament  for  Appellant. 

Appeal  from  the  Diatrict  Court  of  the  Sixth  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, Eureka  County, 

The  facta  are  stated  in  the  opiDion. 

Wren  <fe  l^ortUon,  for  Appellant. 

I.  The  verdict  is  contrary  to,  and  unsupported  by,  the 
evidence,  and  is  against  law.  The  defendant  is  not  liable, 
because  if  Lis  promise  be  construed  to  pay  his  oirn  debt  to 
plaintiff  out  o!  the  funds  or  goods  of  McAvoy,  or  to  pay 
McAvoj's  debt  to  plaintiffs  out  of  McAtoj's  goods,  there 
must  be  a  sufficient  existing  consideration  between  the 
plaintiffs  and  McAvoy  on  one  side,  and  the  defendant  on 
the  other.  If  McAvoy  had  no  title  certainly  the  considera- 
tion failed.  This  must  also  be  the  conclusion  in  the  other 
aspect  of  the  case,  viz:  that  the  promise  of  the  defendant 
to  the  plaintiff  and  McAvoy  was  upon  the  condition  that 
there  were  no  other  claims  against  the  team,  and  that  Mc- 
Avoy coald  transfer  the  team  clear.  This  is  only  tUe  ex- 
pression of  what  the  law  would  imply;  the  fact  being  shown 
without  any  contradiction  that  both  the  express  and  the 
implied  condition  failed,  the  liability  failed  also.  It  is 
settled  that  upon  a  sale  of  personal  property,  a  warranty  of 
title  is  implied.  (1  Parsons  on  Con.,  456,  457.)  A  breach 
of  such  warranty  may  be  a  cause  of  action  in  itself,  or  may 
be  pleaded  in  defense  to  an  action  for  the  price.  (2  Kent's 
Com.,  pp.  G51,  652,  653;  1  Story  on  Con.,  sec.  481,  p.  583.) 
The  reader  must  assume  the  bnrden  of  proof  showing  that 
the  title  of  the  adverse  claim  is  paramount.  {Scotl  v.  Scotia 
Ailm.,  2  A.  K.  Marsh.  (Ky.)  218;  Pmjne  v.  Eodden,  4  Bibb. 
(Ky.)304;CAan(flerv.  )F/£7yt»a,4B.  Monroe  (Ky.)  201.)  The 
question  whether  a  loss  of  the  property  by  process  of  law  was 
necessary  to  establish  a  failure  of  title,  is  immaterial  in  this 
case.  It  could  only  arise  between  the  vendor  of  the  chattel 
and  an  adverse  claimant.  The  question  was  settled  by  the 
admission  of  Goldstone's  title  by  all  parties,  including  the 
plaintiffs,  and  its  purchase  by  the  defendant.  If  the  plaint- 
iffs had  been  the  vendors  of  the  team,  suing  for  its  price, 
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tlieir  odmissiou  of  Goldstone's  paramouDt  title  tFonId  have 
dispensed  with  the  necessity  of  farther  proof.  Goldstone 
had  the  title  and  right  of  possession,  opon  defanlt  of  pay- 
ment against  the  plainti^,  McAvoy  and  the  defendant. 
(Cardinal  v.  Edtcards,  5  TSev.  36,  and  cases  cited.) 

H,  The  conrt  erred  in  the  aecond  instrnction  to  the  jnry, 
on  behalf  of  plaintiff.  The  words  "rescind  the  contract, " 
may  bear  either  of  several  instructions.  If  they  mean  that 
Stewart  could  not  escape  liability  on  his  promise  to  the 
plaintiffs,  whether  that  promise  was  absolute  or  conditional, 
the  instruction  is  erroneona.  If  tbey  mean  that  the  defend- 
ant conld  not  acquire  the  paramount  title  of  Goldstone,  and 
thus  assert  a  failure  of  title  and  consideration  between  the 
plaintiffs  and  Mo Avoj  on  one  side,  and  himself  on  the  other, 
the  instruction  is  incorrect.  If  the  purchase  had  been 
fraudulent  as  between  the  defendant  and  MoAroy,  the 
plaintiffii  wonid  have  bad  no  remedy.  They  had  no  lien  by 
mesne,  or  final  process,  at  the  time  of  sale.  If  it  should 
appear  that  the  plaintiffs  had  intended  to  exhaust  all  legal 
remedies  against  McAvoy,  yet  withoat  having  obtained  any 
lien,  their  loss  is  too  remote,  indefinite  and  contingent  to  be 
the  ground  of  au  action.  TUo  action  lies  in  their  favor  for 
the  infringement  of  such  a  shadowy  right.  (Hutchiiis  v. 
muchim,  7  Hill  (N.  T.)  104;  Sleveiison  v.  Nemiham,  13 
C.  B.  E.  285;  Moran  v.  Dawes,  Hoptin's  Ch.  R.  365;  Pen- 
rod  V.  Mitchell,  8  Serg.  &  Rawle,  522;  Kdmj  v.  Marphy,  26 
Penu.  St.  78;  Yalta  v.  Jinjce,  11  Johns.  136;  Lamb  v.  Stone, 
U  Pick.  527;  Wellington  v.  Small,  3  Cush.  146.)  The 
same  rule  in  r^ard  to  proof  of  failure  of  title,  or  breach  of 
warranty  of  title,  applies  to  both  real  and  personal  prop- 
erty. {McGanj  V.  Hndinfjs,  39  Cal.  360;  Bordwell  v.  Collie, 
45  N.  Y.  49i;  Burt  v.  Dewey,  40  Id.  283;  Sttxetman  v. 
Prh>ce,  26  Id.  224;  Hamilton  v.  CuOs,  4  Mass.  349; 
GreenvauU  v.  Davis,  4  Hill,  643;  Si.  John  v.  Palmer,  6  Id. 
599.)  The  instructions  of  the  court  on  behalf  of  the  re- 
spective parties,  are  inconsistent  and  contradictory  upon  the 
real  issues  in  the  cause.  This  is  such  an  error  as  to  justify 
a  new  trial.     {People  v.  Vcdeiuna,  43  Cal.  652.) 
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HiUJiouae  &  Daveuport,  for  respondents. 

I.  The  condition  wliich  is  claimed  by  appellant  to  have 
Ijeeu  anuesed  to  Lis  promise  to  McAvoy,  is  immaterial,  un- 
der the  circnmstikDces  of  this  case  and  the  facts  proven 
therein,  for  the  reason  that  such  condition,  if  any  there  was, 
was  never  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  respondenta 
nntil  after  they  had  acted  npon  the  promise  of  appellant  to 
McAvoy,  and  not  until  after  they  had  lost  the  oppottonity 
of  securing  their  demand  against  McAvoy  by  allowing  Stew- 
art to  take  the  property  of  McAvoy  into  his  possession, 
which  was  done  immediately  upon  the  promise  of  Stewart, 
not  only  to  McAvoy,  but  also  to  respondents.  The  liability 
of  appellant  to  pay  the  claim  of  Bishop  &  Carpenter 
against  McAvoy  being  fised,  appellant  could  not  relieve 
himself  from  such  liability  by  subsequently  rescinding  the 
contract,  even  though  he  had  a  right  to  rescind,  without 
notice  to  Bishop  &  Carpenter,  and  the  return  of  the  prop- 
erty to  its  original  positioo.  Appellant  could  not,  under 
the  law,  rescind  the  contract  after  respondents  Lad  acted 
OD  the  promise  made  by  him  to  McAvoy  and  Carpenter. 
(Trimble  v.  StrotJier,  25  Ohio  St.  378.)  The  promise  of 
Stewart  to  McAvoy  and  Cm'penter  was  binding  upon  Stew- 
art. {Barker  v.  Bradley,  42  N.  T.  316;  Barker  v.  Buddin, 
2  Denio,  45.) 

n.  The  court  did  not  err  in  giving  the  instructions  asked 
for  by  respondents.  {Bohall  v.  Diller,  41  Cal.  633;  Purdy 
ef  at.  V.  BuUard  ef  ol.,  41  Id.  444;  Hilliard  on  Sales,  pp. 
262,  273,  278,  279;  Sweetman  v.  Prince,  62  Barb.  K.  Y. 
267-09;  IVatta  v.  mUte,  13  Cal.  321;  Slate  v.  McCauley,  15 
Id.  458;  52N.  T.  403.) 

III.  The  appellant  fails  entirely  to  show  any  defense  of 
any  kind  to  the  cause  of  action  sued  upon  by  plaintiffs. 
The  answer,  as  originally  filed,  only  denied  the  sale  and  the 
promise.  The  amendment  sets  up  a  conditional  promise, 
and  an  allegation  that  Goldstouo  mado  claim  to  the  prop- 
erty. The  only  cases  that  hold  a  vendee  can,  without  re- 
turning the  property  or  losing  it  at  law,  rescind  the  contract, 
is  in  cases  where  there  was  actual  fraud.  (42  Barb.  N.  Y. 
267.)     Iq  this  case  no  fraud  is  pleaded,  none  provui.        i 
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By  the  Conrt,  Leonaud,  <T.  : 

On  and  before  tbe  tweDtj-secocd  day  of  NoTember,  1875, 
one  JoLn  MeAvoy  was  indebted  to  respondents,  who  were 
copartuers,  in  tbe  sam  of  six  Landred  dollars,  for  barley 
and  buy  sold  and  delivered.  On  tbe  thirtieth  day  of  No- 
vember, 1875,  respondents  commenced  this  action,  and  in 
addition  to  the  nbove  facts,  alleged  in  tbeir  complaint  that 
on  tbe  twenty-second  day  of  November,  1875,  McAvoy, 
above-named,  sold  and  delivered  to  defendant  certain  teams, 
to  wit:  ten  horses  and  their  harness,  and  three  wagons,  for 
which  defendant,  at  tbe  same  time  and  place,  agreed  with 
plaintiSb  and  McAvoy,  to  pay  plaintiffs  on  the  following  day 
the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars.  United  States  gold  coin,  on 
account  of  and  in  settlement  of  the  said  demand  due  plaint- 
iffs from  McAvoy,  and  that  no  portion  had  been  paid. 
PlaintiSs  demanded  judgment  for  six  hundred  dollars  and 
interest  from  tbe  date  of  tbe  alleged  sale  and  promiae. 

Defendant  denied  the  sale,  delivery  and  promise  alleged, 
or  that  any  sam  was  due  from  him  to  plaintiffs.  At  the 
trial,  by  leave  of  the  conrt,  defendant  filed  amendments  to 
his  answer  as  follows: 

' '  Defendant,  for  a  further  defense,  alleges  that  his  promise 
to  pay  plaintifis  sis  bnndred  dollars  of  tbe  amount  due  tbem 
from  McAvoy,  was  upon  tbe  express  condition  that  there 
was  no  third  person  who  had  any  claim  upon  said  property 
described  in  plaintiff's  complaint;  that  said  property  was 
tbe  property  of  one  S.  Goldstone  at  tbe  time  it  was  delivered 
to  defendant  by  said  McAvoy  as  aforesaid,  and  not  the  prop- 
erty of  said  McAvoy;  that  said  Ooldstone  on,  to  wit:  tbe 
twenty-second  day  of  November,  1875,  and  the  day  after 
Buid  property  was  delivered  to  defendant  by  McAvoy,  claimed 
said  property ;  whereupon  said  defendant  informed  said 
Carpenter  of  the  fact  of  said  claim,  and  informed  him  that 
lie  would  not  pay  the  said  six  bnndred  dollars  to  bim;  that 
by  reason  of  tbe  facts  above  set  forth  there  was  a  total 
failure  of  consideration  for  suid  promise." 

The  cause  was  tried  by  a  jury,  who  found  a  verdict  for 
tbe  plaintiff,  as  demanded  in  their  complaint.     Defendant 
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moved  for  a  new  trial.  The  motion  was  denied,  and  tbia 
appeal  is  taken  from  the  order  overruling  defendant's  motion, 
and  from  the  jadgment. 

The  record  discloses  these  facts:  On  the  twenty-second 
of  November,  1875,  the  said  TAcAvoj  was  indebted  to  re- 
spondents for  barley  and  hajin  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and 
twentf-one  dollars.  He  was  on  that  daj  also  indebted  to 
appellant  in  something  like  four  hundred  dollars,  upon  a 
promissory  note,  for  money  loaned.  He  had  in  his  posses- 
sion oertain  teams,  oonsisting  of  ten  horses  and  mules  with 
their  harness  and  three  wagons,  with  the  usual  acoompaui- 
ments  of  such  an  outfit.  As  to  six  of  the  animals  with  their 
harness  and  two  wagons,  McAvoy,  on  the  seventh  of  Sep- 
tember, 1875,  entered  into  a  written  agreement  with  Gold- 
etone,  their  owner,  the  former  agreeing  to  buy  and  the  latter 
to  sell  the  property  last  named  for  seven  hnndred  dollars, 
which  was  to  remain  the  property  of  Goldstone  until  paid 
for.  Two  promissory  notes  for  three  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  each,  payable  October  16  and  November  16,  1875, 
respectively,  were  given  by  McAvoy  to  Goldstone,  and  it 
was  agreed  that  the  payment  of  the  two  notes  should  con- 
stitute payment  for  the  team. 

McAvoy  was  to  have  the  use  of  the  property  during  the 
time  allowed  him  for  payment,  but  the  title  was  not  to  pass 
to  him  from  Goldstone  until  fall  payment.  Should  McAvoy 
fail  to  pay  the  notes  at  maturity,  it  was  agreed  that  Gold- 
stone might  take  the  property  described  in  the  written 
agreement  from  any  person  in  possession  of  the  same,  and 
that  any  money  paid  less  than  the  whole  amonnt  due  should 
be  considered  and  taken  as  "  rent"  for  the  use  of  the  prop- 
erty; "provided  however"  (so  it  was  stipulated)  "that  when 
the  second  note  shall  have  become  due  and  the  said  John 
McAvoy  shall  be  unable  to  pay  the  same  at  maturity,  then 
the  said  Sam  Goldstone  agrees  to  extend  the  payment  of 
the  said  second  note  for  the  period  of  thirty  days  longer 
from  the  day  of  its  maturity."  McAvoy  took  possession  of 
the  six  horses  with  their  harness  and  two  wagons  mentioned 
in  the  agreement.  There  is  no  positive  evidence  that  the 
first  note  was  paid  by  McAvoy,  but  it  seems  to  have  been 
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for  several  reasons.  Appellant  stated  at  tlie  trial,  that  he 
settled  Goldstene'a  alaim  on  the  team  a  day  or  two  after  his 
promise  to  pay  respondent's  bill,  by  paying  between  three 
liandred  and  fifty  and  three  hnudred  and  seventy  dollars. 
MoAvoy  testified  that  Goldstone  had  a  note  against  him  at 
the  time  of  hia  agreement  with  appellants  and  respondents, 
bat  he  mentioned  only  one.  Goldstone  testified  that  on  the 
twenty-third  of  November,  1875,  he  released  his  claim  upon 
the  team  to  Stewart  in  considerBtion  of  the  agreement  of  the 
latter  to  pay  him  the  money  dne  on  the  team.  So  it  seems  that 
on  the  twenty-second  of  November,  only  the  second  note  was 
Qupoid,  and  that,  nnder  the  written  agreement,  McAvoy  had 
cntil  the  sixteenth  day  of  December  in  which  to  pay  the 
last  note;  that  dnrtng  snch  period  he  bod  a  right  to  the 
nse  of  the  property  the  same  as  before,  and  the  privilege  of 
keeping  the  team  aa  his  own  prc^>«ty  by  paying  the  amount 
dne  Ooldstone. 

There  were  foar  animals,  with  their  harness,  and  one 
wagon,  delivered  by  McAvoy  to  appellant,  under  the  agree- 
ment stated  in  the  pleadings,  upon  which  neither  Goldstone 
nor  any  person  other  than  McAvoy  bad  any  claim. 

Bespondent  Carpenter  testified  that  on  the  twenfy-first 
of  November  he  went  to  see  MoAvoy  in  relation  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  bill  dne  from  him  to  respondents;  that  McAvoy 
said  he  disliked  to  give  np  the  team,  because  he  wanted  to 
use  it;  that  witness  teld  McAvoy  respondents  would  give 
him  thirty  and  sixty  days  farther  time,  if  he  wonld  get 
secarity.  McAvoy  did  not  think  he  could  farnish  the  secnr- 
ity,  and  finally  said  he  wonld  torn  over  the  team  of  four 
animals  to  respondents;  that  witueas  and  McAvoy  soon  met 
appellant;  McAvoy  and  appellant  stepped  aside  and  taikeil 
privately,  and  on  their  retnm,  appellant  asked  witness  hon- 
much  of  respondents'  bill  he  wpuld  throw  off,  if  appellant 
would  pay  it;  that  he  agreed  to  deduct  twenty-one  dollars; 
that  appellant  then  and  ^ere  agreed,  in  consideration  of  the 
transfer  of  the  t^am  to  him  by  McAvoy,  to  pay  respondents 
their  bill  of  six  hundred  dollars  on  the  following  day. 

Both  parties  agreed  that,  in  parsuance  of  the  ^reement, 
whatever  it  was,  the  whole  outfit  was  delivered  to  appellant, 
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and  that  he  contioaed  to  retain  it  after  he  learned  of  Gold- 
stone's  claim  upon  a  portion  thereof,  and  after  iDforming 
respondents  that  he  vould  not  paj  their  bill. 

One  or  two  days  after  refueing  to  pay  respondents'  bill, 
appellant  paid  Goldetone  between  three  hundred  and  £fty 
and  three  hundred  and  seventj  dollars,  and  received  a  bill 
of  sale  of  the  whole  team  from  both  Goldstone  and  McAvoy; 
nothing  was  paid  to  McAvoy. 

As  to  the  agreement,  appellant  testified  as  follows :  "  Some 
time  in  NoTember,  1876,  Carpenter  and  MoAvoy  came  to 
my  place.  McAvoy  took  me  to  one  side,  and  said  he  owed 
Carpenter  a  barley  bill,  and  he  had  uo  money  to  settle  it; 
that  I  had  a  note  against  him  for  five  hundred  dollars,  and 
that  he  wonld  tnrn  over  the  team  to  me  if  I  wonld  pay  the 
bill  he  owed  Carpenter ;  that  I  could  keep  the  team  till  spring, 
and  if  I  could  sell  it  for  more  than  wonld  pay  my  bill  and 
the  barley  bill,  to  pay  him  the  balance.  Itold  him  lioould 
take  it,  provicfed  nobody  had  any  claim  upon  it.  He  turned 
the  team  over  to  me.  The  next  morning  I  received  a  letter 
from  Mr.  Goldstooe,  claiming  the  property  he  turned  over 
to  me.  *  *  *  McAvoy  assented  to  this  agreement.  I 
told  Carpenter  the  proposition  McAyoy  had  made  to  me, 
and  asked  him  what  he  would  take  for  his  bill  against  Mc- 
Avoy. He  said  he  would  take  six  hundred  dollars.  I  told 
him,  provided  the  team  was  turned  over  to  me,  and  was  not 
claimed  by  anybody,  I  would  pay  him;  Carpenter  said  he 
did  not  think  thero  was  any  claim  on  it.  I  told  him  I  did 
not  know." 

Carpenter  testified  that  there  was  no  proviso  in  the  prom- 
ise made  by  appellaut  to  pay  the  six  hundred  dollars.  Mc- 
Avoy testified:  "I  turned  over  to  Stewart  ten  horses,  three 
wagons,  harness,  etc.  I  turned  the  stock  over  with  the  un- 
derstanding that  Stewart  was  to  pay  Bishop  &  Carpenter. 
I  don't  know  what  he  agreed  to  pay.  I  told  him  T  owed 
them  six  hundred  and  twenty-one  dollars.  He  took  the 
property  and  retained  possession  of  it.  I  asked  Stewart  to 
take  the  stock  and  sell  it,  and  to  give  me  the  remainder 
that  wira  over,  after  paying  what  I  owed  him,  and  this  bill. 
I  was  owing  Stewart  close  on  to  four  hundred  dollars,  and 
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the  bargain  between  us  was,  that  I  sbonld  tarn  the  stock 
over  to  Stewart,  in  consideration  of  bis  paying  this  bill, 
and  then  lie  wns  to  sell  it,  and  alter  paying  what  I  owed 
him  and  Bishop  &  Carpenter's  bill,  he  was  to  pay  the  bal- 
ance to  me.  The  understanding  was,  that  Z  was  to  give  him 
the  property  clear  of  all  claims.  Goldstone  had  a  note 
against  me,  and  I  intended  to  get  money  due  me  in  Secret 
CunoD,  and  pay  Goldstone.  Stewart  did  not  know  Qold- 
stone  had  any  claim  against  the  property.  Stewart  may 
Lave  said  something  about  paying  Carpenter,  if  there  was 
uo  claim  un  the  team.  I  calcalated  to  give  him  a  clear  title 
to  it.  I  do  not  recollect  exactly  what  Stewart  did  say;  I 
can  not  give  bis  langnage.  If  a  man  speaks  a  little  low, 
I  can  not  catch  his  discourse;  I  am  a  little  deaf.  When 
Stewart  agreed  to  pay  Bishop  tfc  Carpenter's  bill,  he  asked 
me  if  there  was  anything  against  the  team.  I  told  him  I 
thought  not;  that  I  would  make  that  all  right — I  would  give 
Lim  tbe  team  clear." 

Ooldstone  testified  that  appellant  said  in  the  presence  of 
Bishop  &  Carpenter,  at  their  office:  "The  team  is  out  there 
in  the  stable,  and  any  one  who  claims  it  may  go  and  get  it."  . 
Bishop  testified  that  he  was  present  when  Ooldstone  and 
Stewart  came  to  the  office  of  Bishop  &  Carpenter,  and  that 
Stewart  did  not  offer  to  give  up  the  team  to  him  or  anybody 
else.  Carpenter  testified  that  Stewart  did  not  offer  to  give 
up  tbe  team  to  him. 

Appellant  testified  that  he  only  offered  to  rdease  the  team 
Goldstone  claimed;  that  he  told  Goldstone  he  would  hold  the 
four  horge  team  for  his  indebled/neea ;  that  there  was  no  par- 
ticular property  upon  which  he  promised  to  pay  re- 
spondent's bill;  that  no  particular  part  of  the  property  was 
tamed  over  to  him  for  any  particular  amount;  that  he  had 
sold  six  horses  and  one  wagon,  for  between  six  hundred 
and  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  had  two  wagons,  two 
horses  and  two  mules  left.  There  was  no  proof  of  tbe 
value  of  the  property  remaining  in  appellant's  hands. 
The  separate  values  of  the  Goldstone  team,  and  the 
team  owned  by  McAvoy,  without  incumbrance,  do  not 
appear.  Carpenter  valued  the  team  at  the  time  appellant 
Vou  xm.— 3. 
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bought  it,  at  sixteen  buudred  dollars;  appellant  considered 
it  worlh  less  than  one  thoasaod  dollars;  and  McAvoy  said 
it  was  not  worth  in  the  fall  of  1875,  as  mach  oa  it  was  in  the 
spring,  but  fails  to  state  its  value  in  the  spring. 

The  foregoing  is  the  snbstance  of  the  evidence  affecting 
this  appeal.  The  case  made  by  appellant's  own  proof  is 
this:  McAvoj  was  indebted  to  Bishop  &  Carpenter  in  the 
sum  of  six  hundred  and  twentj-one  dollars,  and  to  him  in 
the  snm  of  four  hundred  dollars,  or  thereabouts.  McAroy 
agreed  to  let  him  have  the  whole  property  described,  and 
give  him  a  clear  title  thereto,  if  he  would  pay  Bishop  & 
Giirpenter's  bill,  sell  the  team,  and  from  the  proceeds 
thereof,  take  out  what  he  hod  paid  Bishop  &  Carpenter,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  of  McAvoy's  indebtedness  to  him, 
and  pay  any  balance  t^  McAvoy.  Appellant  agreed  to  this, 
provided  no  other  person  had  any  claim  on  the  property 
conveyed.  Under  this  agreement,  the  whole  property  was 
delivered  to  him,  and  on  the  following  day  he  received  no- 
tice for  the  first  time,  that  as  to  six  horses  with  their  har- 
ness, and  two  wagons,  McAvoy's  title  was  not  complete  or 
perfect,  but  that  he  had  a  valuable  interest  in  this  portion 
of  the  property,  to  the  extent  of  its  use  for  the  period  of 
twenty-four  days,  and  the  privilege  of  making  his  title  per- 
fect by  paying  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and  seventy  dol- 
lars. As  to  four  horses,  with  their  harness,  and  one  wagon, 
McAvoy's  title  was  perfect.  Upon  being  notified  that  Qold- 
stoue  had  a  claim  against  a  portion  of  the  property,  be 
either  made  an  effort  to  rescind  the  contract  by  informing 
respondents  that  he  would  not  pay  McAvoy's  indebtedness 
to  them,  or  he  elected  to  consider  it  rescinded  by  the  terms 
thereof,  upon  the  theory  that  having  made  his  promise, 
coupled  as  claimed,  with  the  promise  stated,  his  liability 
ceased  when  the  condition  failed  as  to  part  of  the  property. 
But  whether  he  undertook  to  rescind  by  informing  respond- 
ents that  be  would  not  pay  only,  or  considered  the  contract 
rescinded  by  its  terms,  or  as  having  never  existed,  because 
of  failure  of  the  proviso  or  condition,  or  by  reason  of  par- 
tial failure  of  consideration,  or  on  account  of  fraud;  still, 
in  either  case,  the  result  was  that  be  retained  possession  of 
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all  tlie  property  after  aacertainiDg  the  extent  and  character 
of  Goldatoue'a  claim,  and  did  not  offer  to  return  any  pot^ 
tion  to  MeAvoy,  and  in  a  day  or  two  after  its  delivery, 
when  cognizant  of  all  the  facts  stated,  he  paid,  nnder  a  new 
arrangement  in  which  respondents  did  not  participate,  and 
to  which  they  did  not  consent,  about  three  hundred  and 
fleventy  dollars  to  Goldstone,  and  received  a  bill  of  sale 
from  both  Goldstone  and  McAvoy. 

Upon  this  state  of  facta  alone,  ander  the  pleadings  and 
proofs,  independent  of  the  evidence  on  the  part  of  re- 
spoudeuts  that  appellant's  contract  was  withont  proviso  or 
condition,  and  independent  of  the  verdict  of  the  jury  upon 
that  issue,  it  seems  clear  to  us  that  appellant  cannot,  in  this 
action,  escape  payment  of  the  six  hundred  dollars  to  re- 
Bpondents. 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  respondents  can  maintain  this 
action,  if  McAvoy  could  have  recovered  in  an  action  for  the 
purcLase-money,  had  the  same  been  due  to  him,  and  had 
he  seen  fit  to  stand  upon  the  first  contract  with  appellant, 
instead  of  entering  into  another,  at  a  subsequent  date.  (Al- 
ocdda  V.  MoraLea,  3  Nev.  137;  Barker  v.  BmMin,  2  Denio,  51; 
Pars,  ou  Cout.,  vol.  i,  pp.  467-8.) 

The  learned  counsel  for  appellant,  urge  three  reasons 
why,  in  their  opinion,  the  case  should  be  reversed.  We 
will  consider  them  in  their  order. 

Appellant's  counsel  urge  that  upon  the  facts  proved,  re- 
spondents were  not  entitled  to  judgment.  At  present,  we 
shall  consider  this  objection  from  the  standpoint  claimed 
by  appellant,  that  the  contract  was  coupled  with  the  condi- 
tion or  proviso  stated  by  him. 

Bat  when  we  speak  of  the  contract  we  do  not  refer  simply 
to  the  promise  of  appellant  to  pay  respondents  the  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  provided  there  was  no  other  person  who  had  a 
claim  on  the  property,  but  we  mean  the  whole  contract,  in- 
cloding  the  proviso  just  mentioned;  for  there  was  but  one 
contract,  and  that  was  entire.  The  consideration  was  entire 
on  both  sides.  On  the  side  of  McAvoy,  it  was  the  whole 
team,  with  a  warranty  of  title  express  and  implied;  on  the 
part  of  appellant,  it  was  an  agreement  to  pay  respondents' 
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bill  of  Biz  bnudred  dollars,  sell  the  team,  and  from  the  pro- 
ceeds of  its  Fiale  pay  McAvoy  whatever  migbi  remain,  after 
dedacting  the  barley  bill  and  McAvoy's  indebteclnesa  to 
him,  provided  m^>odt/  had  any  claim  vpon  it.  Appellaut'a 
statement  of  the  contract  shows  plainly  that  the  proviso  was 
attached  to  the  entire  contract,  and  not  alone  to  bis  promise 
to  pay  respoudects.  Here  it  is:  "McAvoy  said  be  owed 
Carpenter  a  barley  bill,  and  be  had  no  money  to  settle  it; 
that  I  had  a  note  against  him  for  five  bandred  dollars,  and 
that  be  would  turn  the  team  over  to  me  if  I  would  pay 
the  bill  be  owed  Carpenter;  that  I  conid  keep  the  team  till 
spring,  and  if  I  could  sell  it  for  more  than  would  pay  my 
bill  and  the  barley  bill,  to  pay  him  the  balance.  I  told  him 
2  lootild  take  it,  provided  nohody  had  any  claim  iiponil.  He 
turned  the  team  ova-  to  me."  Conoediug,  then,  that  the  pro- 
viso stated  existed  as  to  the  entire  contract,  it  was  in  the 
nature  of  a  condition  subsequent,  which  might,  at  appel- 
lant's option,  avoid  the  agreement  if  it  failed  as  to  any  pai't 
of  the  property,  but  the  sale  was  complete,  and  McAvoy's 
title  to  the  properly  passed  to  appellant  at  the  time  of  de- 
livery, notwithstanding  the  condition,  and  no  one  but  appel- 
lant could  complaiu  or  take  advantage  of  its  failure.  (Story 
on  the  Law  of  Sales,  p.  233,  note  3;  Id.,  p.  239,  note;  Zht^ 
V.  Fisher,  1  Gushing,  271.) 

And  although,  prior  to  the  contract  and  delivery  of  the 
property  to  appellant,  respondents  had  no  nght  in  or  claims 
upon  it  which  hindered  its  bova  fide  transfer,  yet  the  moment 
the  agreement  was  made  in  part  for  the  benefit  of  respond- 
ents, and  the  property  delivered  in  accordance  with  its 
terms,  they  bad  fixed  rights  which  could  not  be  changed  to 
their  injury  without  their  consent,  except  by  acts  of  appel- 
lant, which  alone,  under  the  law,  could  relieve  bim  from  the 
burdens  he  bad  assumed. 

McAvoy  might  have  made  a  hoTia  fide  sale  and  transfer  of 
the  property,  to  the  exclusion  of  respondents;  bat  the  fact 
remains  that  he  did  not  do  so.  He  protected  them  by  the 
terms  of  the  agreement,  and  applied  six  hundred  dollars 
of  the  purchase-money  to  the  payment  of  their  claim. 
Therefore  they  hod  the  right  to  reckon  appellant's  promise. 
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ioBtead  of  McAvo;'s  iudebtedness,  as  a  portion  of  tbeir 
assets,  until  appellant,  by  lawful  means,  should  become  re- 
lieved of  the  obligations  be  bad  assumed.  It  is  neceasarj 
to  ascertain  whether  or  not  appellant's  acts  were  sufficieut 
to  entitle  him  to  such  relief,  and  conseqnently  to  a  judg- 
ment iu  his  favor  in  this  cose.  It  is  impoitant  to  keep  in 
mind  these  facts :  that  the  whole  title  of  McAvoj,  aa  well  as 
all  his  rights  and  interests  in  the  property,  passed  by  deliv- 
ery to  appellant,  and  that,  notwithstandiog  the  proviso  or 
condition,  appellant  could,  at  his  option,  waive  tbe  condi- 
tion, retain  the  property  and  insist  upon  all  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  the  contract  after  the  condition  failed;  that 
at  tho  time  of  tbe  contract  and  delivery,  McAvoy  bud  u  per- 
fect title  to  four  horses  and  their  harness  aod  one  wagou, 
and  that,  in  the  balance  of  the  property,  ho  had  valuable 
rights,  to  wit:  its  use  for  twenty-four  days,  and  the  entire 
property  therein  by  paying,  in  the  meantime,  the  sum  of 
three  hundred  and  seventy  dollars.  The  whole  property, 
then,  was  valuable,  not  only  to  McAvoy,  but  to  appellant. 
It  is  difficult  to  see  howtlie  conditioner  proviso  relied  upon 
by  appellant  in  this  case  differs  from  a  warranty  of  title,  or 
how,  under  it,  he  can  claim  any  other  or  greater  rights  than 
he  conid  have  done  had  his  plea  been  n  breach  of  warranty, 
or  fraud  in  the  sale,  with  prayer  for  damages.  For  instance, 
A.  has  two  teams.  He  says  to  B.:  "This  team  is  mine.  I 
will  sell  it  to  you  for  one  thousand  dollars,  and  warraot  the 
title."  B.  replies:  "I  will  take  it,  if  no  one  has  any  claim 
on  it."  A.  assures  him  that  his  title  is  perfect.  B.  pays 
the  purchase-money  and  the  team  is  delivered  to  bim. 

A.  then  says  to  C. :  "This  team  is  mine;  I  will  sell  it  to 
yon  for  one  thousand  dollars  and  warrant  the  title."  C.  re- 
plies: "I  will  take  it,"  and  the  team  is  thereupon  delivered 
to  him.  In  the  first  case,  the  vendee,  in  his  acceptance,  in 
terms  expresses  a  condition,  and  in  the  last  be  does  not. 
In  each  case  there  is  an  express  and  implied  warranty  of 
title,  and  in  each  the  vendee  takes  the  property  with  the 
understanding  that  he  gets  a  clear  title.  Besides,  the  rem- 
edy of  each  is  the  same,  in  case  of  failure  of  title,  in  whole 
or  in  part. 
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Mr.  Hilliard,  lu  bis  work  on  coatracts,  vol.  i,  p.  140, 
Bajs:  "I£  is  to  be  farther  remarked,  with  reference  to  tbe 
Bo-called  mviual  stipulations  of  tbe  respective  parties  to  the 
.  contract,  that  no  sabject  has  been  more  prolific  of  nice  dis- 
tinctious  aud  couflicliug  decisions  than  that  of  the  depend- 
ence or  independence  of  snch  covenants." 

The  practical  difference  is  expressed  oe  follows:  "When 
there  ia  a  stipulation  amounting  to  a  condition  precedent, 
the  foilare  of  one  party  to  perform  snch  condition  will  ex- 
case  the  other  party  from  all  further  performance  of  stipu- 
lations depending  upon  such  prior  performance.  But  a 
.failure  to  perform  an  independent  stipulation,  not  amount- 
ing to  a  condition  precedent,  though  it  subject  the  patty 
failing,  to  damages,  does  not  excuse  the  party  on  the  other 
side  from  the  performance  of  oU  stipulations  on  his  part." 
{Mill  Dam  Foimdry  v.  Hovey,  21  Pick.  437;  Story  on  Cont, 
Tol.  ii,  250;  3  Biug.  N.  C.  175.) 

In  Kingsbm  v.  Preslo^t,  Dougl.  G90,  Lord  Mansfield  says: 
"The  dependence  or  independence  of  covenants  is  to  be 
collected  from  the  evident  sense  and  meaning  of  the  pur- 
ties  ,  aud  however  transposed  .they  may  be  in  the  deed,  their 
precedency  must  depeud  upon  the  order  of  time  in  which 
the  intent  of  the  transaction  requires  their  performance." 
So  says,  also,  Sergeant  Williams  in  Pordage  v.  Co/e,  1  Wms. 
Saunds.  319,  i,  and  adds:  "If  a  day  be  appointed  forpay- 
ment  of  money  or  part  of  it,  or  for  doing  any  other  act, 
and  the  day  ia  to  happen,  or  7nay  happen,  before  the  thing 
which  is  the  consideration  of  the  money  or  other  act  is  to 
be  performed,  an  action  may  be  brought  for  the  money,  or 
for  not  doing  such  other  act  be/ore  performance;  for  it  ap- 
pears that  the  party  relied  upon  his  remedy,  and  did  not  in- 
tend to  make  the  performance  a  condition  precedent;  and 
so  it  is  where  no  time  is  fixed  for  the  performance  of  that 
which  is  the  consideration  of  tbe  money  or  other  act. 

And  where  a  covenant  goes  only  to  a  part  of  the  consid- 
eration on  both  sides,  and  a  breach  of  snch  covenant  may 
be  paid  for  in  damages,  it  is  an  indepeudant  covenant,  and 
an  action  may  be  maintained  for  the  breach  of  the  cove- 
nant OD  the  part  of  the  defendant,  without  averring  perform- 
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ance  in  the  cleclaration."  The  leading  case  upon  the  last 
point  is  Boom  v.  Epe,  1  H.  Bl.  273,  note  (a):  The  plaintiff 
coDvejed  to  the  defendant  the  title  in  equity  of  redemption 
of  n  plantation  in  the  West  Indies,  together  with  a  stock  of 
negroes  upon  it,  in  consideration  of  five  hundred  ponnds 
and  an  annuity  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  pounds  per  annum 
for  life,  and  covenanted  that  he  had  good  title  to  the  planta- 
tion, ^os  lawfully  possessed  of  the  negroes,  and  tbat  the 
defendant  ehonld  quietly  enjoy.  The  defendant  covenanted 
that  the  plaintiff  well  and  truly  performing  all  and  every- 
thing on  his  part  to  he  performed,  Jie,  the  defendant,  would  pay 
the  annuity. 

The  action  was  brooght  for  the  non-payment  of  the  an- 
nuity. Plea,  that  the  plaintiff  was  not,  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ing the  deed,  legally  possessed  of  the  negroes,  and  so  had 
not  a  good  title  to  convey.  In  ruling  upon  the  demurrer  to 
the  plea.  Lord  MonsEeld  said:  "The  distinction  is  very 
clear,  where  mutual  covenants  go  to  the  whole  of  the  con- 
sideration on  both  sides,  they  are  mntual  conditions,  the 
one  precedent  to  the  other;  but  when  they  go  only  to  a  port 
where  a  breach  may  be  paid  for  in  damages,  there  the  de- 
fendant has  a  remedy  on  his  coTenant,  and  shall  not  plead 
it  as  n  condition  precedent.  If  this  plea  be  allowed,  any 
one  negro  not  being  the  property  of  the  plaintiff,  would  bar 
the  action." 

And  Sergeant  Williams,  in  commenting  on  this  case,  re- 
marks as  follows;  "The  whole  consideration  of  the  covenant 
on  the  part  of  S. ,  the  purchaser,  to  pay  the  money,  was  the 
conveyance  by  A,,  the  seller  to  him,  of  the  eqxiiiy  of  re- 
demption of  the  plantation,  and  also  of  the  stock  of  negroes 
upon  it.  The  excuse  for  the  non-payment  of  the  money 
was,  that  A.  hod  broken  his  covenant  as  to  part  of  the  con- 
sideration, namely,  the  stock  of  negroes.  But  as  it  appeared 
that  A.  had  conveyed  the  equity  of  redemption  to  B.,  and 
so  had,  in  part,  executed  bis  covenant,  it  would  be  unreo* 
sonable  that  B.  should  keep  the  plantation,  and  yet  refuse 
imyment  because  A.  had  not  a  good  title  to  the  negroes." 
(Parsons  on  Coot.,  vol.  ii,  631,  note,  and  676-7;  Story  on 
Cont.,  vol.  ii,  616  et  seq.) 
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It  is  plain  to  oar  minds  that;  the  proviso  claimed  by  ap- 
pellnnt  was  uot  intended  by  the  parties  to  be  in  tlie  nature 
of  a  condition  precedent.  Appellants  promised  to  pay  re- 
spondent:; on  a  (lay  certain,  the  day  following  the  contract, 
which  was  wholly  inconsititeut  with  the  idea  that  he  ehoald 
not  pay  until  it  should  be  shown  beyond  question  that  no 
other  person  had  a  claim  npon  the  property.  Certainly  he 
knew  that  any  claimant  might  not  make  his  claim  known  be- 
fore the  time  appointed  for  payment. 

As  before  stated  Ihen,  McAvoy's  whole  title  and  interest 
in  the  team  passed,  with  the  delivery,  to  appellant,  whose 
liability  to  respondents  then  became  fixed,  and  now  re- 
mains, unless  by  his  subsequent  acts  he  was  released. 

Undoubtedly  appellant  had  a  right  to  claim  a  clear  title  to 
the  property,  and  certainly,  as  between  him  and  McAvoy, 
he  had  ample  remedy,  if  the  title  failed  in  whole  or  in  part. 
But  in  this  case  his  remedy  under  the  pleadings  and  x>roofs, 
is  limited  to  one  defens.',  which  is  a  failure  of  the  proviso 
or  condition  claimed,  as  a  plea  in  bar  of  the  action,  and  as 
a  consequence,  failure  of  consideration;  he  also  asked,  and 
received,  favorable  instructions  on  the  question  of  fraud, 
although  that  defense  is  not  directly  pleaded. 

There  having  been  but  partial  failure  of  consideration,  and 
the  condition  being  sobsequent,  should  it  be  admitted  that 
appellant  had  a  right  to  rescind  the  contract  on  the  ground 
of  fraud,  or  because  of  the  failure  of  the  condition,  or  for 
any  other  reason,  still  his  privilege  was,  also,  to  waive  tho 
condition  in  his  favor,  or  the  fraud,  and  insist  upon  the 
remaining  benefits  of  the  contract;  or  he  might,  by  his  aots, 
forfeit  his  right  to  treat  the  contract  as  void.  (Hilliard  on 
Gout.,  vol.  i,  pp.  306,  333,  340;  Burton  v.  Slewari,  3  Wend. 
339;  Hiayei-  v.  2i*niei-,  8  Mete.  552;  Benj.  on  Sales,  453; 
Desha's  ex'rs  v.  Itobiiiaon,  adm'r,  17  Ark.  240.)  And  in  case 
of  such  waiver  or  forfeiture  he  would  be  held  to  the  terms 
of  the  contract;  that  is  to  say,  the  fraud  or  condition  subse- 
quent would  not  bar  the  action,  and  his  only  remedy  would 
be  damages  for  breach  of  warranty,  or  fraud,  under  proper 
pleadings,  in  which  case  no  return  of  the  property  would 
have  been  required. 
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Hod  Goldstone's  claim  on  the  team  been  ten  dollars,  iu- 
ste&A  of  three  hundred  aud  Beventy  dollaia,  appellant  could 
have  paid  that  amount,  kept  the  property,  and  looked  to 
MoAvuy  for  repajment,  as  Iq  that  case  he  probably  woald 
have  done.  Bo  he  coald  pay  the  three  hundred  aud  seventy 
dollars  and  keep  the  property  as  he  did.  But  having  done 
BO,  for  the  purposes  of  this  action,  the  contract,  as  to  re- 
spoudents,  was  continued  iu  force.  There  was  nothing  to 
hinder  a  return  of  the  property  to  MoAvoy,  with  the  notice 
of  sach  return  to  respondents,  thus  placing  all  parties  in 
such  a  position  that  their  rights  and  interests  could  be  pro- 
tected;  but  there  should  have  been,  and  there  was,  much  to 
prevent  appellant  from  getting  and  retaining  possession  of 
all  the  property  under  the  contract,  and  thereafter  refusing 
to  comply  with  his  iigreement  to  pay  I'capoudents. 

No  principle  is  better  settled  than  that  a  party  cannot  re- 
scind a  contract  and  at  the  same  time  retain  possession  of 
the  consideration,  in  whole  or  in  pai-t,  which  he  has  received 
under  it.  He  must  rescind  in  tola,  or  not  at  all.  (Jewell  v. 
Petit  et  al.,  4  Mich.  512;  Hendricla  v.  Goodrich,  Ifi  Wis.  G79; 
Sumner  &  Co.  v.  Farkev,  3G  N.  H.  454;  JFefi&Y.  SUme,  24  N. 
H.  288 ;  Jenninga  v.  Gage  el  al. ,  13  Ills.  612 ;  Stoddard  v.  Gra- 
ham, 23  How.  Pr.  618;  Ogbura  v.  Ogburn,  3  Porter,  129; 
Deaha'a  ex^ra  v.  Sobinson,  adm'r,  supra;  Heed  v.  AlcGrew,  5 
Ohio,  386;  Pa-ley  v.  Batch,  23  Pick.  285;  JUinor  v,  Kelly,  5 
Mon.  274;  SarueU  v.  Stanton  d  Pollard,  2  Ala.  189;  Cocke 
et  al.  V,  Bvck's  guardian,  34  Miss.  109;  Utter  v,  Stewart,  30 
Barb.  20;  Clark  v.  Baker,  5  Mete.  461;  BryatU  v.  Murgh, 
13  Gray,  611;  Bunt  v.  Silk,  5  East,  225;  Carlo-  v.  Harden  ik 
JValk^,  2  Rich.  46;  ChHaty  v.  Cimminga,  3  McLean,  3S6; 
Bain  V.  Wilton,  1  J.  J.  Marsh.  203;  Norse  v.  BrackeU,  98 
Mass.  207;  Story  on  Sales,  492  et  seq.;  Id.  505  el  seq.;  2 
Pars.  Cent.  678;  State  of  Califortiiay.  McCauley,  15Cal.  458.) 
In  the  case  last  cited  the  court,  following  a  long  line  of  de- 
cisions, refused  to  decree  a  right  of  rescission  in  the  plaintiff, 
because  the  contract  having  been  partially  executed,  and 
consequently  there  having  been  only  a  partial  failure  of 
consideration,  the  parties  could  not  be  replaced  iu  their 
ptevioos  condition;  and  because  the  state  did  not  offer  to 
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make  restitntion  of  the  property  received.  If  the  law  re- 
fased  relief  to  the  Teodee  when  he  cannot  restore  the  prop- 
erty to  the  vendor,  iiDles3  the  fault  lies  with  the  latter,  il 
Bnrely  will  not  grant  it  to  one  who  can  restore  the  property, 
but  will  not. 

In  Ogbum  v.  Offfntm,  supra,  the  court  says:  "Aa  a  vendee 
of  a  chattel,  who  has  paid  the  puFchase-money,  cannot  main- 
tain an  action  to  recover  it  back,  for  the  want  of  title  in  hia 
vendor,  while  he  has  aud  is  in  the  nndispnted  possession  of 
the  chattel,  how  can  one  in  the  same  circumstances  prevent 
the  recovery  of  the  pnrchase-mouey  ?  To  sustain  the  defense 
would  be  a  rescission  of  the  sale.  We  think  no  defense  can 
be  made  to  an  action  for  the  purchase-money  whea  the  facts 
relied  npon  to  make  it  would  not,  if  the  parties  were 
changed,  and  the  money  had  been  paid,  enable  the  vendee 
to  recover  it  back  for  the  breach  of  the  warranty  of  title." 

Had  appellant  paid  HcAvoy  one  thousand  dollars  in 
money  for  the  property  and  received  it  under  the  same  con- 
tract, or  had  that  amount  been  paid  by  him  to  respondents 
in  satisfaction  of  a  debt  due  to  them  from  MoAvoy,  it  would 
not  be  seriously  contended  that  it  could  be  recovered  back 
by  appellant  without  returniiig,  or  offering  to  return,  uU  of 
the  property  of  any  value  to  either  party,  received  by  him. 

lu  J%ai/erY.  lurnCT-,  9Mete.  552,  itiasaidbyShaw,  C.  J., 
"that  a  sale  made  under  false  representations  is  not  ipw)  facto 
void,  but  it  is  voidable  at  the  election  of  the  party  defrauded. 
The  vendor  who  has  parted  with  his  property  upon  such 
false  representatious,  may  insist  that  no  title  passed  to  the 
vendee  or  to  any  other  person  claiming  under  him,  other 
than  a  bona  fide  purchaser  for  value,  and  without  notice  of 
the  fraud.  And  in  such  case,  the  vendor  may  maintain  re- 
plevin or  trover  for  his  property.  But  the  rule  thus  laid 
down  is  always  accompanied  with  this  qnalificatiou,  that 
the  power  of  rescinding  in  the  case  stated,  is  at  the  elec- 
tion of  the  party  defrailded.  Although  he  is  imposed  on, 
he  may  keep  the  property  and  affirm  the  sale,  or  he  may 
rescind  at  his  option.  Bat  if  he  electa  to  rescind  the  sale, 
he  must  return  and  restore  to  the  other  party,  the  whole  of 
the  consideration,  whether  money,  goods  or  seoarities  re- 
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ceived  b;  ttoj  of  consideration  for  the  sale,  vLich  ma;  be 
of  valne  to  either  party," 

"  A  condition  precedent  corresponds  to  tbe  suspensive 
condition  of  the  civil  and  Bcottishlaw,  and  a  condition  sab- 
sequent  to  tlie  resolutive  condition.  Mr.  Brown,  in  Lis 
Treatise  on  Sales,  sajs:  'A  condition  resolutive,  when  it  is 
AcoompIiBhed,  puts  an  end  to  the  contract,  bat  does  not  sus- 
pend its  existence.' 

The  contract  is  perfect,  notwithstanding  the  presence  of 
A  condition  subsequent,  and  is  merely  liable  to  be  rescinded   . 
on  the  condition  being  accomplished."    (Story  on  Sales,  p. 
233,  note  3. 

And  in  commenting  apoa  a  contract  of  sale  of  hemp  "on 
arrival"  of  a  certain  ship,  the  same  author,  p.  239,  note, 
says:  "The  fairest  interpretation  of  the  contract  would 
seem  to  be,  that  the  sale  was  abeolnte,  with  a  condition  sub- 
sequeat  or  resolntive;  that  is,  it  was  a  present  sale,  with 
the  condition  that  if  no  hemp  arrived,  the  sale  was  to  be 
null.  The  condition  was  not  precedent,  for,  provided  the 
hemp  had  arrived,  it  would  not  have  become  the  property 
of  the  vendee  at  the  time  of  the  arrival;  but  it  would  have 
been  his  property  from  the  time  when  the  note  was  given. 
It  was  not  necessary  before  the  property  passed,  that  the 
condition  should  be  performed,  but  it  was  agreed  that,  if  a 
certain  condition  did  not  happen,  the  sale  should  thereby 
be  defeated.  lu  like  manner  a  person  would  buy  an  article 
on  a  warranty,  or  on  trial,  and  if  the  condition  should  foil, 
the  sale  would  be  avoided;  but  it  would  yet  have  been  a 
complete  sale;  m  that  if  the  vendee  did  not  take  advantage  of 
the  future  of  the  condilion,  ito  one  could." 

We  ore  of  the  opinion,  therefore,  that  the  condition 
claimed  is  not  a  bar  to  this  action;  that  by  reason  of  ap- 
pellant's failure  to  restore  the  property,  the  condition  was 
waived,  and  his  promise  to  pay  respondent's  bill  of  six  hun- 
dred dollars,  remains  in  full  force.  '  Having  arrived  at  this 
conclusion  from  appellant's  theory  of  the  case,  it  is  of 
course  nonecessary  to  conaider  this  objection  in  the  light  of 
respondent's  proofs  and  the  verdict  of  the  jury. 

It  is  next  urged  that  the  second  and  fourth  instcuotions 
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for  rospondeata,  were  erroneooa,  and  that  the  instrootioDa 
ou  behalf  of  the  respective  patties  were  iuconsistent  and 
coiitradictorj  upon  the  promiueut  legal  issues  of  the  case; 
and  that  the  fact  last  stated,  alone  constitutes  an  incarable 
error.  We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  or  advisable  to  pro- 
long this  opinion  by  a  review  of  the  several  instmctious, 
although  we  are  satisfied  that  the  instructions  given  for  re^ 
spondents  were  substantially  correct  in  principle,  and  that 
the  contradictions  and  inconsistencies  claimed  by  counsel 
for  appellant,  arise  from  n  view  of  the  lai?  too  favorable  f or 
appellant,  so  far  as  is  shown  by  the  instructions  given  in 
his  behalf. 

We  have  seen  that  respondents  were  entitled  to  a  verdict 
and  judgment  in  this  case  upon  facts  admitted  by  appellant 
to  be  true.  Under  such  circumstauces  the  court  conld  not 
have  refused  to  grant  a  new  trial,  if  the  verdict  had  been  for 
defendant,  and  the  instructions  given  could  not  have  preju- 
diced appellant,  even  though  they  were  erroneous  and  con- 
tradictory. {Green  v.  Ophir  C.  b\  it:  G.  M.  Co.,  45  Cal.  527.) 
The  verdict  and  judgment  should  have  been  the  same,  had 
the  iasti'uctions  been  correct  and  consistent  with  each  other. 

The  order  and  judgment  of  the  court  below  ore  affirmed.

Title  to  Peopertt — When  not  Affected  by  Dbclaratioks  0»  the  As- 
aiQHEG  or  A  Contract.— Where  the  terma  of  a  contract  for  cutting  wood 
required  the  parties  of  tho  first  part  to  advance  certain  supplies  and  each 
moneys  as  they  deemed  ' '  nccoaBary  to  caudnct  the  business  to  the  beat 
interestB  of  both  parties,"  and  tlie  contract  was  assigned  by  the  parties 
of  the  first  part  to  8.  &  Co.,  who  refused  to  make  any  fnrtlier  advances, 
and  said  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part;  "The  wood  is  your  wood  to- 
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day;  it  aio't  my  wood;  it  ia  jour  wood,  and  I  can't  go  ao;  further.  I 
wont  jon  to  keep  tbo  wood,  aod  I  will  buy  it  from  yon  when  it  is  pat 
into  Wolf  Craek:"  Jlfld,  that  «ucb  declarations  did  not  vest  the  title  to 
the  wood  in  coDtrovcny  iu  the  parties  of  the  second  ptirt. 

IsEu— Estoppel. —/^c/i/.  that  the  plaintiff  was  not  estopped  by  auch  declara- 
ttona  from  aaserting  his  title  to  the  property. 

Tax  TnLE—CERTiwcATB  op  Sale^Whbs  Siosatdbb  of  Ofticeb  Sitst  db 
PROVEir. — It  ia  eaaeatial  to  the  validity  of  a  certificate  of  Bale,  executed      r 
by  on  officer  of  another  state,  that  it  be  shown  that  the  person  aigning  it 
is  the  ofCcer  antiiorized  by  the  laws  of  that  state  to  execute  it,  and  that 
Ilia  signature  thereto  is  genuine. 

Idem— Saus  op  Pbofbbtt  foh  Taxes.  —Where  property  is  sold  for  taxes  in  « 
summary  manner,  without  any  regular  proceedings  in  a  court  of  justice, 
it  is  essential  that  all  the  rsquirementa  of  the  law  sboultl  be  atrictly 
complied  with. 

AcnoH  OF  TnovER— Wben  Deuakd  kot  !^iECEsaABT. — When  there  bos  beea 
on  octnol  conveision  of  penonoi  property,  do  demand  is  necessary,  in 
order  to  sustain  the  action  of  trover. 

Iniai — Conversion. — The  taking  of  pcrsoDal  property  under  an  invalid  sals, 
with  the  intent  to  convert  it  to  one's  own  use,  amonnl*  to  a  conversion, 
anil  the  trna  owner  of  the  property  can  recover  its  value  in  an  action  of 
trover,  without  making  any  demand,  notwithstanding  thu  fact  that  the 
purchaser  purchased  the  property  iu  good  faith,  believing  his  title  to  be 

Ideh— Flacb  and  Time  op  Conveksiom — Llabiutt  of  Bailbe. — A.  waa 
the  owner  of  wood  in  Alpine  county,  CoUfomia.  It  was  there  wrong- 
fnlly  taken  by  B.  and  C. ,  claiming  it  as  their  own.  It  waa  delivered  in 
tho  Carson  river  to  D. ,  as  a  bailee  for  B.  and  C. ,  and  transported  to  Em- 
pire City,  Nevada,  at  the  expense  of  B.  and  C. ,  and  was  there  sold  to 
E.,  where  a  demand  foe  the  wood  was  made  by  A.  of  the  bailee,  and  re- 
fused.  Held,  that  the  conversion  took,  place  in  Alpine  county,  Califor- 
nia; that  tho  refusa!  of  the  bailee  to  deliver  the  wood  when  demanded, 
did  not  amount  to  a  new  conversion ;  that  by  the  refusal,  the  bailee  be- 
came liable  to  tho  some  extent  that  B.  and  C.  and  K.  were  liable,  and  no 
more,  and  that  they  were  only  liable  for  the  value  of  tlie  wood  at  the 

lozM— Measure  or  Damaoes.— There  being  nothing  in  this  case  calling  for 
special  or  exemplary  damages;  Htld,  that  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
recover  the  value  of  the  wood  at  the  time  of  the  conversion,  with  legal 
interest  from  that  date  up  to  judgment. 

Appeal  from  the  District  Court  of  the  Second  Judicial 
District,  OrmBby  couaty. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion  of  the  court. 

Petitions  for  a  rehearing  were  filed  by  both  parties  and 
refused.  , .  , 
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Argument  for  AppelUnt. 

Tlie  answer  to  tlie  petition  of  respondents  for  a  rehear- 
ing, contained  a  corrected  statement  of  facts.  The  answer 
to  appellant's  petition,  was  only  with  reference  to  the  ques- 
tion of  estoppel.  The  opinion  as  published,  contains  the 
substance  of  the  opinion  of  the  ooort  on  rehearing. 

Edbert  M.  Clarice,  for  Appellant. 

I.  The  action  being  trover,  the  meaaore  of  damages 
should  be  the  price  of  the  wood  iu  Alpine  county,  where 
the  conversion,  if  any,  took  place,  {8  Nev.  345;  2  Nev. 
123;  33  Cal.  117;  19  Maine  361;  31  Cal.  641;  3  Sandford 
614.)  By  suing  iu  trover,  the  plaintiff  waived  the  tort,  and 
abandoned  his  right  to  the  property.  He  consented  to 
treat  defendant  as  the  owner  of  the  wood.  His  cause  of 
action  arose.  If  at  all,  when  the  taking  occurred;  his  rights, 
if  any,  then  commenced;  and  no  correct  rule  will  permit 
those  rights  to  be  enlarged  or  made  more  valuable  by  rea- 
son of  labor  performed  or  money  invested  by  defendant 
after  they  accrued,  and  after  the  cause  of  action  arose,  es- 
pecially in  a  case  like  this,  where  the  defendant  is  shown  to 
have  acted  in  good  faith. 

n.  The  court  erred  in  excluding  the  evidence  of  the 
tax  title.  (Sec.  3794  Pol.  Code  of  Cal.;  Cooley  on  Taza- 
tion,  p.  195.) 

ni.  The  court  erred  iu  denying  defendant's  instructions, 
to  the  effect  that  boundaries  of  timber  land  of  the  United 
States,  must  be  plainly  and  distinctly  marked  before  a  pos- 
sessory title  to  them  can  be  acquired,  and  that  no  such  title 
con  be  acquired  to  timber  land  under  the  laws  of  California. 

IV.  If,  aa  tlie  defendant  maintained,  and  as  the  proof 
clearly  warranted,  the  plaintiff  and  grantors  were  to  furnish 
supplies  sufficient  to  enable  defendants*  grantoi-s  to  deliver 
the  wood  into  Wolf  Creek,  and  if,  as  alleged,  and  aa  the 
proof  clearly  warrants,  the  plaintiff's  grantor  refused  to  fur- 
nish  such  supplies,  aod  gave  up  his  rights  under  the  con- 
tract and  all  claim  to  the  wood,  and  told  the  defendants' 
grantor  that  the  wood  was  his,  and  that  he  should  take  it 
and  do  what  he  pleased  with  it;  and  thereafter  neither 
plaintiff  nor  his  grantor  did  or  would  perform  said  contract. 
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on  their  part,  and  never  bad  or  received  the  wood  at  Wolf 
Creek,  or  elsewLere,  and  tlie  defendants'  grantor,  acting 
npon  sacU  abandoument,  took  the  wood  and  sold  it  to  tlie 
defendant,  and  the  defendant,  in  good  faith,  paid  for  the 
wood,  itod  transported  it  fram  Alpine  connty,  in  the  s'^ato 
of  California,  to  Kmpire  City,  in  the  state  of  Nevada — in 
tbat  case,  whatever  may  have  been  originally  the  rights  of 
plaintiff's  grantor,  they  were  fully  relinqnished  and  can- 
celed,  and  the  defendants'  rights,  aa  against  the  plaintiff,  were 
complete. 

The  vendors  of  appellant  Hawkins  were  indaced  to  ex- 
pend large  sums  of  money,  upon  the  faith  of  the  declarations 
made  by  Stodtmuller  in  the  purchase  and  removal  of  tlio 
wood,  and  as  Stadtmaller  was,  at  the  time  of  making  sni^h 
declarations,  the  absolute  owner  of  the  contracts,  the  plaint- 
iff is  estopped  by  such  declarations  from  now  claiming  the 
wood,  or  denying  the  title  of  appellant  Hawkins.  (24  Vt.

Ellis  &  King,  for  Bespondents. 

I.     The  contract  was  not  abandoned  by  Word  through 
StadtmoUer.     Stadtmuller  &  Co.  were  mere  mortgagees; 
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they  could  not,  by  mere  empty  declaration,  vest  title  to  this 
property  in  Dison  or  Bertrand  ao  that  they  could  make  a 
good  and  sufficient  title  to  third  parties.  There  was  no 
cou»ideration  passed  to  StadtmuUer;  there  'n-as  no  delivery 
of  poBseseion, 

II.  The  corporation  defendant  actually  converted  the 
wood  to  its  own  use.  The  terms  of  its  refusal  to  deliver  it 
upon  demand,  amounts  to  a  conversion  of  the  wood.  A 
demand  and  refusal  is  equivalent  to,  or  rather  is,  conclusive 
evidence  of  a  convorsion.  [Whitman  G.  &  S,  M.  Co.  y. 
Tdlh,  4  Nev.  603.)  The  question  always  is,  does  the  de- 
fendant exercise  dominion  over  the  property  in  question  in 
defiance  of  plaintiff's  right?  If  it  does,  that,  in  law,  is  a 
conversion,  whether  it  be  for  his  own  or  another  person's 
use,  as  in  this  case.  (5  Cowen,  325;  1  Chitty  PI.  157;  1 
Dev.  N.  C.  308;  also  cases  in  4  Nev.  602.)  If  the  pliuntiff^ 
had  seen  proper  to  bring  his  action  of  replevin  on  the 
eleventh  of  September,  1876,  he  could  have  got  possession 
of  the  property  itself,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  the  value  of  that 
proper^  nt  that  time  and  place.  The  action  of  trover 
which  was  brought,  is  precisely  the  same  in  legal  effect  aa 
the  action  of  replevin.  The  mere  form  of  action  cannot  ' 
change  the  substantial  rule  of  damages  or  compensation. 
The  plaintiff  having  the  right  of  dominion  and  right  of  pos- 
session over  this  property,  anywhere  in  the  world,  he  has 
the  right  to  elect  the  point  at  which  he  will  undertake  to  ac- 
quire poasession  of  his  own.  {Ilialer  v.  Can-,  34  Cal.  644; 
2  N.  Y,295;  SiUshury  v.  McCoov,  3  Coms.  381;  4  Nev.  494; 
7  Cowen,  94;  6  Johns.  168;  8  Wend.  608;  6  Johns.  348.) 
The  defendant  corporation — the  real  party  who  is  guilty  of 
conversion  in  this  case — never  had  possession  of  the  prop- 
erty until  it  was  delivered  in  the  Carson  river.  The  ques- 
tion here  is  not  one  of  fluctuating  values,  but  it  is  as  to 
when  the  conversion  took  place,  whether  or  not  it  was  not 
a  distinctive  conversion  at  Empire  City  on  the  eleventh  of 
September,  at  the  time  the  demand  was  made.  It  appears 
that  the  property  iras  at  that  time,  and  in  that  manner,  con- 
verted by  the  defendant,  and  by  that  distinct  act  of  conver- 
sion this  action  has  been  brought,  and  has  been  fully  sustain- 
ed by  all  the  proof.    To  permit  the  defendant  to  escape  with 
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Ihevalae  of  the  wood  at  a  cerUia  time,  on  the  rsnch,  would 
be  taDtamonnt  to  permitting  Lim  to  take  advantage  of  liis 
own  wrong.  If  this  property  bad  been  transported  to  any 
other  State  iu  the  Union,  and  plaintiff  had  followed  it  up, 
and  made  hia  demand,  defendant  would  have  been  under 
obligations  to  surrender  the  poaseBsion  at  the  time  and 
place  where  the  demand  was  made,  and  the  value  of  the 
property  at  that  time  and  place  in  that  jarisdictioD,  would 
be  tbe  measure  of  damages. 

m.  Tbe  defendants  claim  that  they  came  into  posses- 
sion of  this  property  under  color  .of  law.  In  sucli  a  case, 
before  tbe  action  of  trover  can  be  miuntaieed,  it  is  es- 
sential to  make  demaod,  and  until  sucb  demand  is  mtide,  and 
a  refusal  by  tbe  defendants  to  deliver,  there  is  no  conversion 
for  which  trover  can  be  maintained.  (Addison  on  Torts, 
454,  also  398-9;  2  N.  T.  296.) 

IV.  The  defendant's  alleged  tax  title  is  utterly  worthless. 
He  totally  failed  to  show  a  compliance  with  tbe  statute  of 
California  on  that  sabjeot. 

Y.  Hawkins  cannot  destroy  bis  liability  to  pay  tbe  value 
of  tbe  wood  at  Empire  by  proving  that  some  other  tort  feasors 
— bis  pretended  predecessors  in  interest — bad,  at  another 
time  and  place,  converted  tbe  same  property,  and  thus,  by 
a  wrongful  deraignmeut  of  a  spurious  title  by  relation,  be 
carried  back  to  a  so-called  conver&iou  committed  by  some 
stranger  to  tbe  record.  He  cannot  plead  iu  extenuation  tbe 
wrongful  acts  of  bis  predecessors,  any  more  than  he  can  be 
held  responsible  for  those  acts  with  which  be  was  in  no  wise 
connected,  (d  N.  Y.  381,  390,  and  cases  cited;  Sedgwick 
on  Dam.  484.) 

By  tbe  Court,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

This  is  an  action  of  trover,  brought  against  tbe  Carson 
Siver  wood  company,  a  corporation,  to  recover  the  value 
of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two  cords  of  mer- 
cbaotable  pine  cord-wood,  which  plaintiff  alleges  was  wrong- 
fully converted  by  said  defendant  on  tbe  eleventh  day  of 
September,  A.  D.  1876,  at  Empire  City,  in  Ormsby  county, 
Nevada. 

Vol.  XUL— 4. 
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The  answer  of  the  Carson  RiTer  wood  compoay,  ufter 
denyiDg  the  plaintiff's  ownersliip  of  the  wood,  alleges  tbat 
one  D.  H.  Uawkios  was,  prior  to  the  commencement  of  this 
suit,  and  ia  now,  the  owner  of  said  cord-wood;  tliaton  the 
nineteenth  day  of  Jaly,  1876,  at  Alpine  cotiDty,  California, 
said  D.  It.  Hawkins  and  one  S.  W.  Griffith,  then  being  the 
owners  of  the  wood,  delivered  the  same  into  the  possession 
of  the  Carson  Biver  wood  company,  as  their  agent  and 
bailee,  to  be  by  it  driven  and  transported  down  the  Carson 
river  to  Empire  City;  that  said  wood  was  so  driven 
and  transported  by  said  company,  and  is  now  held  by  it  as 
tho  agent  and  bailee  of  the  said  D.  B.  Hawkins,  and  not 
otherwise. 

D.  B.  Hawlcins  subsequently  intervened  and  filed  an  an- 
swer, as  a  defendant  in  said  cause,  denying  plaintiff's  own- 
ership of  said  wood,  and  asserting  ownership  and  possession 
in  himself. 

The  cause  was  tried  before  a  jary,  and  resalted  in  a  judg- 
ment against  the  defendants  for  thirteen  thousand  and  thirty- 
four  dollars,  and  costs. 

The  defendants  moved  the  court  for  a  new  trial,  which 
was  refused.  From  this  judgment  and  order  defendants 
appeal.  From  the  record  it  appears  that  one  Sol  Simpson, 
as  a  party  of  the  first  part,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  a. 
D.  1875,  entered  into  a  written  contract  with  one  Sam  Dixon, 
as  a  party  of  the  second  part,  the  terms  of  which  are  as  fol- 
lows: "The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  to  cut,  split, 
bank,  and  mn  into  the  main  stream  of  what  is  known  as 
"Wolf  creek,  in  Alpine  county,  California,  three  Uiousand 
cords  of  good,  merchantable  wood;  said  wood  to  be  cut  on 
what  is  known  as  the  Simpson  &  W^ard  ranch,  on  said  Wolf 
creek;  *  *  *  to  pile  the  wood  fonr  feet  and  two  inches 
high,  •  *  •  oud  have  the  same  completed  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  June,  A.  D.  1876.  Tho  party  of  the  first  part 
f^rees  to  pay  the  party  of  the  second  part  three  dollars  and 
fifty  cents  per  cord  for  each  and  every  cord  delivered  as 
aforesaid  in  payment,  as  follows:  To  furnish  the  said  second 
party  with  tools,  provisions,  and  team  necessary  for  use  in 
cutting  said  wood;  also  with  what  moaey  the  party  of  the 
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first  part  mny  deem  oecessarj  to  oondaot  tbe  basmees  to 
the  best  iDterest  of  both  parties.  It  is  further  agreed  that 
no  money  shall  be  paid  until  after  September  1,  1875,  and 
the  balance  due  after  the  completioQ  of  this  contract  to  be 
paid  thirty  days  after  all  the  wood  is  oat  of  the  river  at  Em- 
pire City,  Nevada." 

On  the  first  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1875,  a  similar  con- 
tract was  made  between  Sol  Simpson  aoc^  O.  SV.  Ward, 
parties  of  the  first  part,  and  liuuis  Bertrand,  of  the  secood 
part,  for  cutting,  splittiug,  banking  and  flaming  into  Wolf 
creek  one  thousand  cords  of  wood,  more  or  less,  the  con- 
tract to  be  completed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May, 
A.  D.  1876;  the  price  per  cord  to  bo  three  dollars  and  twen- 
ty-five cents.  In  this  contract  the  parties  of  the  first  port 
"further  agree  to  pay  the  party  of  the  second  part,  fifty 
cents  per  cord  for  flaming  two  hundred  cords  of  wood  left 
oat  of  wood  cut  by  St.  John  and  Mayo,  and  owned  by  tlie 
said  first  parties."  *  *  *  "  The  parties  of  the  first  part 
further  agree  to  pay  said  second  party  for  flntaing  the  above 
mentioned  two  hundred  cords  of  wood  as  soon  as  the  work 
is  completed,  and  to  pay  five  bandied  dollars  on  cutting  af- 
ter the  wood  is  measured." 

Prior  to,  and  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  these  contracts, 
Sol  SimpBOti  and  the  respondent  Ward,  claimed  the  land 
upon  which  the  wood  was  cut,  and  upon  the  trial  much  tes- 
timony was  offered  tending  to  show  that  they  had  a  good 
possessory  title  to  the  timber  land  known  as  the  Simpson 
and  Ward  ranch,  and  that  they  had  purchased  the  hind 
kuowu  as  the  St.  John  ranch,  from  St.  John,  who  claimed 
to  have  the  possessory  title  thereto. 

The  contract  made  with  fiertrand  did  not  specify  apon 
what  land  the  wood  was  to  be  out,  but  nearly  all  of  it  was 
cut  on  what  is  known  as  the  St.  John  ranch.  Of  the  wood 
in  controversy  in  this  suit,  one  thousand  and  seventy-nine 
cords  were  cut  under  the  contract,  by  Dixon,  on  the  Simpson 
and  Ward  ranch;  two  hundred  and  eleven  cords  belonged 
to  Simpson  and  Ward  under  their  purchase  from  8t.  John; 
the  balance  was  cut,  under  the  coutract,  by  Eertrand. 

On  the  thirti'>th  of  March,  A.  D.  1876,  upon  settlement  of 
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accoQDts  with  DixoQ,  it  was  ascertained  that  five  thousand 
three  hnndred  and  sixteen  dolinra  and  eighty  cents  had  been 
advanced  to  him  in  money,  provisions  and  supplies.  The 
amount  of  the  wood  that  had  been  cut  by  Dixon  was  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  seveD  cords.  Of  tLat  amount, 
three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  cords  had  been  delivered  to 
Sol.  Simpson.  After  deducting  the  contract  price  of  the 
three  hnndred, .and  eighty-nine  corde,  and  tlie  snm  of 
five  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  for 
labor,  there  remained  a  balance  of  three  thousand  three 
hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  eighty  cents,  more  than  suf- 
ficient to  pay  for  the  value  of  the  one  tbonsand  and  seventy- 
nine  cords  at  the  ranch  where  cut,  and  nearly  enough  to 
pay  the  oootraot  price  at  the  point  of  delivery.  The  amount 
advanced  by  Simpson  &  Ward  to  Bertrand  was  one  thou- 
sand and  eighteen  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents,  being  over 
two  thirds  of  the  value  of  the  wood  cut  by  him.  At  the 
time  of  this  acc'ounting  the  contracts  were,  by  Simpson  & 
and  Ward,  assigned  to  StadtmuUer  &  Co.,  of  Empire  city. 
The  assignments  were  made  "for  value  received,"  and  there- 
after, on  the  ninth  day  of  September,  1876,  StadtmuUer  & 
Co.,  "for  a  valuable  consideration,"  sold  and  transferred  to 
O.  W.  Ward,  respondent,  all  their  right,  title  and  interest 
in  and  to  the  wood  in  controversy.  At  the  time  of  the 
asstgnmentB  of  the  contracts  to  StadtmuUer  &.  Co.,  Ward 
informed  Dixon  and  Bertrand  that  StadtmuUer  &  Co. 
would  run  the  business  with  them,  and  it  appears  that 
StadtmuUer  &  Co.  (for  Ward)  then  advanced,  in  money  and 
supplies,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  ten  dollars. 
Whether  the  assignments  to  StadtmuUer  £  Co.  were  mode 
as  security  for  any  advances  they  might  make  to  Dixon  and 
Bertrand,  does  not  definitely  appear  from  the  record;  but 
the  facts  that  do  appear,  warrant  the  conclusion,  claimed 
by  respondent's  counsel,  that  it  was  not  an  absolute  sole. 
Ward  testified  that  he  owned  the  contracts  between  tho 
thirtieth  of  March,  1676,  and  the  tenth  of  September, 
1676,  although  they  had  been  assigned  to  StadtmuUer  &  Co. 
This  testimony  is  not  denied;  but  it  does  not,  perhaps,  very 
clearly  appear  that  Dixon  or  Bertrand  had  any  notice  tiiat 
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Waixl  tT&s  the  real  owner,  aud  tlierefore  ia  determining  the 
effect  of  any  declaration  made  by  any  of  the  firm  of  Stadt- 
mullcr  &  Co.,  it  will,  by  ns,  be  assumed  that  tbey  were  the 
real  owners  of  tlie  cootraota  and  of  the  wood  in  controversy 
at  the  time  the  declaratioas  were  made. 

Abont  three  weeks  after  the  assignments  were  made, 
Dixon  and  Bertrand  applied  to  Stadtmnller  &  Go.  for  more 
Bopplies.  Stadtmnller  informed  tbem  that  he  had  ascer- 
taioed  that  the  matters  were  not  as  they  had  been  rep- 
resented, and  for  that  reason  he  would  not  hare  any- 
thing more  to  do  with  the  businesA.  He  refused  to  make 
any  further  advances,  and  said  to  Dixon  and  Bertrand: 
"The  wood  is  yoor  wood  to-day;  it  ain't  my  wood,  it  is 
your  wood,  and  I  can't  go  aay  further.  I  want  jou  to  keep 
the  wood,  and  I  will  buy  it  from  you  when  it  is  pot  into 
Wolf  creek  or  in  the  main  river."  After  this  conversation, 
Dixon  applied  to  Ward  for  supplies,  and  was  told  that  he 
had  better  go  up  the  river  and  wait.  Ward  eaid:  "I  don't 
want  to  give  you  any  money;  if  I  do,  I  will  have  to  raise 
it  on  my  honse;"  and  added:  "You  had  better  go  and  see 
Stadtmnller."  No  supplies  were  furnished  after  this  con- 
versation ;  no  more  wood  was  out,  and  no  attempt  was  made 
by  Dixon  or  Bertrand  to  get  the  wood  into  Wolf  creek,  or 
into  the  Carson  river,  except  by  repeated  efforts  to  obtain 
further  supplies,  which,  they  claim,  was  necessary  for  them 
to  have  to  enable  them  to  comply  with  their  contracts. 
Failing  to  get  any  further  supplies,  Dixon,  after  consolting 
with  S.  W.  GrifiGth,  county  judge  of  Alpine  oounty,  on  the 
fonrth  of  May,  1876,  sold  and  delivered  the  wood  then  on 
the  Simpson  &  Ward  ranch,  to  L.  H.  Bnel,  county  cleik  of 
Alpine  county.  Buel  afterwards  sold  the  same  to  D.  B. 
Hawkins.  Bertrand,  at  the  same  time,  sold  and  delivered 
the  wood  on  the  St.  John  ranch,  to  S.  W.  Griffith.  Grif- 
fith afterwards  sold  it  to  A.  M.  White,  and  White,  at 
Griffith's  suggestion,  afterwards  conveyed  the  same  to  Haw- 
kins. A  portion  of  the  wood  cut  under  the  Dixon  contract 
was  removed  from  the  Ward  &  Simpson  ranch  by  Buel,  be- 
fore he  sold  the  wood  to  Hawkins,  and  a  portion  of  it  was 
removed   by  Hawkins  after  ho   purchased  it  from  Bnel. 
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Hawkius  claimed  to  own  all  this  wooil  at  the  time  it  was  de- 
livered to  the  Carson  river  wood  company.  The  wood 
cnt  under  the  Bertrand  contract  was  removed  from  the  St. 
John  ranch  by  Griffith,  and  was  not  conveyed  to  Hawkins 
until  after  it  arrived  at  Empire  city.  The  expenses  for 
finming  the  wood  down  Wolf  creek  were  paid,  or  agreed  to 
be  paid,  in  the  first  instance,  by  the  respective  parties, 
Buel,  Hawkins  and  Griffith.  But  Hawkins,  in  purchasing 
the  wood,  assumed  all  the  expenses  incurred  by  its  trans- 
portation. 

1.  It  13  first  claimed  by  appellants  that  the  court  erred  in 
denying  certain  instmctiona,  asked  by  tfaem,  to  the  effect 
that  the  bonndaries  of  timber  lands  in  the  United  States 
must  be  plainly  and  distinctly  marked  before  a  possessory 
title  thereto  can  be  acquired,  and  that  no  snoli  title  can  be 
acquired  under  the  possessory  laws  of  California. 

In  determining  this  question,  it  must  be  remembered 
that  the  title  to  the  land  is  not  in  controversy  in  this  action. 
The  question  whether  plaintiff  had  the  possessory  title  is, 
in  onr  opinion,  immaterial.  The  fact  is  undisputed  that 
Simpson  &  Ward  claimed  to  have  the  possessory  title; 
that  DixoQ  and  Bertrand  entered  into  the  contracts  agree- 
ing to  cut  the  wood  for  them,  and  that  the  wood  was  cnt 
upon  Eaid  lands  under  these  contracts.  We  are  of  opinion 
tliat  appellautB  could  not  defeat  a  recovery  of  the  wood,  by 
plaintiff,  by  showing  the  title  to  the  land  to  be  in  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  unless  they  in  some  manner 
connected  themselves  with  the  government  title.  ('^i?y- 
moulh  V.  Chicago  ami  Northwesler^i  Railway  Compamj,  17 
Wis.  560;  Hunger/end  v.  Bedford,  29  Wis.  3i6;  Khig  v.  Or- 
eer,  4Duer,  431;  Carter  y.  Beiinet,  4  Fla.  355;  Cook  v.  Pul- 
terson,  35  Ala.  102.) 

2.  Did  the  declaration  of  Stadtmuller,  as  ai^ed  by  ap- 
pellant's counsel,  vest  the  title  to  the  wood  in  controversy, 
in  Dixon  and  Bertrand? 

There  is  nothing  in  either  of  the  contracts  to  the  effect 
thot  if  Simpson,  in  the  one,  or  Simpson  &  Ward  in  the 
other,  failed  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  contract,  the 
wood  cut  therennder  should  belong  to  Dixon  or  Bertrand; 
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nor  is  tbere  any  agreement  tliat  either  Dixon  or  Bertraod 
sliould  have  nuj  lien  upon  tbe  Viood  to  secnre  Uie  contract 
price.  The  testimony  fails  to  establish  an  abautlonmeut  of 
the  contracts  apon  the  part  of  Simpson  &  Ward.  More 
money,  provisiona  and  Bupplies  had  been  furnished  by  them 
than  the  contracts  called  for.  By  the  express  tei'ms  of  the 
contract,  they  were  not  to  pay  for  the  wood  until  it  was  out 
of  tlie  river  at  Empire.  They  were  only  required  to  ad- 
vance such  amounts  of  money  as  they  deemed  "necessary 
to  conduct  the  business  to  the  best  interests  of  both  par- 
ties," and  there  is  uo  positive  proof  that  they  did  not,  prior 
to  the  assigumeuts,  furnish  all  the  supplies  that  were  nec- 
essary to  enable  Dixon  and  Bertrand  to  folly  complete  the 
contracts.  But  even  if  we  should  admit,  for  the  sake  of  tbe 
argument,  that  the  declarations  of  Stadtmuller  amounted  to 
an  abandonment,  it  does  not  necessarily  follow  that  the  effect 
of  the  abandonment  was  to  vest  the  title  of  tbe  wood  pre- 
viously cut  under  the  contracts,  in  Dixon  and  Bertrand. 
Hot?  could  the  unexplained  and  singular  declaration,  and 
expression  of  opinion,  of  Stadtmuller,  vest  the  title  in  tbe 
men  who  cut  the  wood?  There  was  nothing  said  by  him 
that  amonnled  to  a  sale;  nothing  that  amounted  to  a  gift; 
no  delivery  or  transfer  of  possessiou;  nothing  but  the  mere 
grataitous  expression  of  an  opinion  that  tbe  wood  was 
theirs,  and  that  he  would  buy  it  from  them  when  they  put 
it  iuto  Wolf  creek  or  into  the  Carson  river.  Whatever 
migUt  be  the  effect  of  this  statement  in  an  action  to  recover 
damages  for  a  breach  of  the  contracts,  it  seems  to  as  very 
clear  that  it  did  not,  under  the  proofs  in  tUis  case,  vest  the 
title  to  the  wood  in  Dixon  and  Bertrand.  It  therefore, 
necessarily  follows  that  the  sale  by  Dixon  and  Bertrand 
conveyed  no  title  to  the  purchasers.  It  is  contended  by  ap- 
pellant that  inasmoch  as  Hawkins  and  bis  predecessors  in 
interest,  relied  upon  the  declarations  of  Stadtmuller  thiit 
the  wood  belonged  to  Dixon  and  Bertrand,  and  were  there- 
by induced  to  purchase  tbe  wood,  paying  full  value  therefor, 
and  expending  large  sums  of  money  thereon;  that  Stadt- 
muller and  bis  assignee  are  estopped  from  asserting  any 
tide  to  the  wood. 
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It  is  evident  that  the  facta  relied  upon — if  tbej  bod  been 
properly  pleaded— are  wholly  insufficient  to  conBtitnte  en 
equitable  estoppel  in  pais. 

The  declarations  oi  StadtmuUer  were  not  made  to  eitber 
Buel,  Ori£Btb  or  Hawkins,  and  tbey  cannot  claim  that  tbej 
were  induced  thereby  to  expend  any  money  ou  the  faith 
thereof.  If  they  had  applied  to  Stadtmuller  to  ascertain 
the  facts  in  regard  to  the  title  to  the  wood,  and  Stadtmnller 
had  informed  them  that  he  had  no  claim  upon  the  wood,  and 
that  the  title  thereto  was  iu  Dixon  and  Bertrand,  then  some 
of  the  nameroQs  authorities  cited  by  appellant's  ooansel 
vould  have  been  applicable.  Bnt  the  proofs  are  that  the 
declarations  were  made  to  Dixon  and  Bertrand,  who  knew 
nil  the  facts  just  as  well  as  Stadtmuller.  They  knew  tbat 
the  legal  title  was  in  Stadtmuller;  that  bis  remarks  were 
made  without  consideration,  and  did  not  amount  to  eitber  a 
gift  or  sale  of  the  wood  to  tbem,  and  did  not  authorize  them 
to  sell  or  convey  the  same  to  any  one.  (Cummings  v.  IFet- 
sler,  43  Me.  192;  Lewia  v.  OasUeman,  27  Tex.  408.) 

3,  The  appellant  Hawkins  also  claims  the  wood  by  virtue 
of  certain  tax  titles. 

Upon  the  trial,  the  court  excluded  the  certificates  of  sale, 
and  it  was  argued  that  this  action  of  the  court  was  erroneous. 
It  appears  from  the  recitals  in  the  assessor's  certificate  of 
sale  of  the  wood  on  the  Simpson  &  Ward  ranch,  that  the 
assessor,  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  1876,  duly  listed 
and  assessed  to  L.  M.  Buel,  8.  Dixon,  F.  D.  Stadtmuller,  S. 
Simpson  and  O.  W.  Ward,  two  thousand  cords  of  wood,  at 
two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  cord,  and  ten  thousand  feet 
of  lumber,  at  fifteen  dollars  per  thousand;  tbat  the  assessor, 
on  the  said  twenty-sixth  day  of  May,  advertised  the  property 
for  sale,  by  posting  written  notices,  signed  by  him,  in  tliree 
public  places  in  Alpine  county;  that  on  the  third  day  of 
June,  1876,  the  assessor  ofi'ered  at  public  auction  "so much 
of  said  property  as  would  be  sufficient  to  raise  said  sum  of 
money  so  due  for  said  taxes;"  tbat  "D.  B.  Hawkins  bid  tfae 
smallest  or  least  quantity  of  said  personal  property  and  pay 
said  taxes  and  costs,  to  wit:  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  dol- 
lars and  ninety-two  cents  taxes  and  one  dollar  and  fifty-K>ne 
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cents  costs;  tliat  the  smallest  quantity  bid  or  offered  to  be 
taken  by  said  D.  B.  Hawkins,  and  pay  said  taxes  and  costs, 
was  the  whole  of  said  cord-wood;  that  the  whole  of  said 
cord-wood  was  by"  the  aaeessor  "then  and  there  stmck  off 
and  sold  to  said  D.  B.  Hawkins,  he  being  the  best  bidder 
therefor,*' 

Similar  recitations  appear  in  the  certificate  of  sale  from 
the  assessor  to  S.  W.  Griffith,  for  eight  hundred  and  fifty 
cords  of  wood  and  five  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighty 
feet  of  Inmber,  on  the  St.  John  ranch,  assessed  to  Ii.  Ber- 
trand,  S.  Simpson,  O.  W.  Ward  and  P.  SUdtmnller.  The 
certificates  were  signed  "A.  M.  Grover,  assessor  of  Alpine 
county;  Heni-y  H.  Merrill,  deputy." 

Appellants  oEfei'ed  testimony  to  prove  that  Grover  was 
assessor,  but  failed  to  make  any  proof  whatever  that  Merrill 
was  his  deputy,  or  that  the  signature  to  the  certificate  of 
sale  was  the  signature  of  the  officer  making  it.  These  facts 
were  essential,  in  order  to  give  validity  to  the  certificates. 
(Blackwell  on  Tax  Titles,  92,  217;  lioclrbold  v.  Barnes,  8 
Baud,  473.) 

In  California,  it  has  been  held  that  the  supreme  court 
should  take  judicial  notice  of  the  fact  as  to  who  fills  the 
various  county  offices  withiu  their  jurisdiction,  and  of  the 
genuineness  of  their  signatures.  (Wel/ierbee  v.  Dunn,  32 
Gal.  106.)  But  our  attention  has  not  been  called  to  any 
authority,  and  we  apprehend  none  can  be  found  that  re- 
quires the  courts  of  one  titate  to  take  judicial  notice  of  the 
various  county  officers  of  another  state,  or  the  genuineness 
of  their  signatures.  This  objection  was  of  itself  sufficient 
to  justify  the  ruling  of  the  conrt  iu  excluding  the  certificates 
of  sale.  Other  objections  were  mode  by  respondent,  which, 
in  our  opinion,  were  equally  well  founded. 

The  law  of  California  relating  to  the  collection  of  taxes  by 
the  assessor  on  personal  property,  and  authorizing  a  seizure 
-and  sale,  where  the  owner  has  no  real  estate,  provides, 
among  other  things,  that  "the  sale  must  be  at  public  auction, 
and  of  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  property  to  pay  the  taxes, 
I>ercentage  and  costs."  (2  Cal.  Political  Code,  3791.) 
"3792.     The  sale  must  be  made  after  one  week's  notice  of 
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the  time  and  place  tliereof,  giyeD  bj  publication  in  a  news- 
paper in  the  county,  or  by  posting  it  in  tbtee  public  places." 
"8794.  On  payment  of  tbe  price  bid  for  any  property 
sold,  the  delivery  thereof,  with  a  bill  of  sale,  vests  the  title 
in  tbe  purebaser." 

Appelluntii  failed  to  prove  that  these  provisions  of  law 
were  complied  with.  The  property  was  not  sold  at  "public 
auction,"  in  tbe  manner  required  hy  section  3791.  There 
is  no  Batisfoctory  proof  that  it  was  necessary  to  sell  the  en- 
tire quantity  of  wood  is  order  to  pay  the  taxes,  and  we  are 
of  opinion  that  tbe  wood  ought  to  have  been  offered  for  sole 
by  tbe  cord,  and  only  so  much  sold  as  was  sufficient  to 
pay  the  taxes,  percentage  and  coats.  (Cooley  on  Taxation, 
344;  BlackweUoB  Tax  Titles,  286-289,  and  authorities  there 
cited.) 

Appelhmts'  counsel,  having  attempted,  but  failed,  to  prove 
tliat  the  notices  of  sale  were  posted  in  three  public  places, 
as  required  by  section  3792,  contend  that  the  certificutett  of 
sale  were  conclnsive  evidence  of  tbe  faots  therein  recited. 
Tbis  position  ie  wholly  untenable. 

There  are  no  provisions  in  the  law  of  Oalifornia — at  least 
none  that  were  offered  in  evidence — which  makes  the  bill  of 
sale  of  personal  property  even  prima  fade  evidence  of  the 
facts  recited  in  it.  The  law  does  not  specify— as  it  does  iu 
regard  to  certificates  of  sale  given  by  the  officer  upon  tbe 
sale  of  real  property — what  shall  be  stated  in  the  bill  of 
sale.  Section  3786  relates  exclusively  to  sales  of  real  estate. 
It  is  not  made  applicable  to  soles  of  personal  property  made 
by  the  assessor.     (See  sec.  3822.) 

Tbe  law  does  not  require  the  assessor,  in  selling  personal 
property,  to  give  a  certificate  of  sole,  but  simply  provides 
that  npon  the  payment  of  tbe  purchase-money  be  must  de- 
liver tbe  property,  "with  a  bill  of  sale." 

It  is  evident  that  if  tbe  court  had  permitted  the  certificates 
of  sale  to  be  introduced  in  evidence,  the  jury  would  have 
been  compelled,  nnder  proper  instructions,  to  disregard 
them,  because  tbe  testimony,  in  several  particulars,  failed 
to  show  the  essential  facts  required  by  law  to  give  them  any 
validity. 
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It  is  noDecessarr  to  sotic-e  the  various  other  objectioDS 
made  b;  respoudent'a  counsel  to  the  certificates  of  sale.  It 
is  sofficteDt  to  state,  in  general  terms,  that  the  fact  that  the 
property  \ras  levied  npon  and  adrertised  for  sale  -without 
any  effort  having  been  made  by  the  assessor  to  notify  the 
onruers  of  the  property,  and  that  property  assessed  at  over 
five  thonsand  dollars  vos  sold  for  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  shows  the  necessity  of  oonrts  enforcing  a  strict  com- 
pliance of  the  law.  In  coses  like  this,  where  the  sales  were 
made  ex  parte,  without  auy  regular  proceedings  in  a  court  of 
justice,  it  is  essential  that  each  and  every  of  the  require- 
ments of  the  law  should  be  strictly  observed  by  the  ofiScer 
exercising  this  summary  power.  The  bore  possibility  that 
the  power  might  be  abased  by  the  officer,  and  that  injustice 
might  be  done  to  the  owner,  ought  to  require  from  the 
courts  a  strict  construction  of,  and  a  literal  compliance  with, 
the  law. 

4.  This  brings  us  to  the  most  importont  question  involved 
in  this  case,  viz:  did  the  court  en  in  giving  the  fifth  instnic- 
tioD  asked  by  respondent's  counsel?  It  reads  as  follows: 
"If  the  jury  find  from  the  evidence  that  the  wood  in  con- 
troversy was  put  into  tho  wood-drive  of  the  said  defendant, 
the  Carson  river  wood  company,  at  Alpine  county,  state  of 
California,  by  some  person  or  persons  having  the  custody 
or  possession  thereof,  not  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  tbo 
possession  of  snch  Carson  river  wood  company  of  sold 
wood  was  lawful  until  demand  made  by  the  owner  or  own- 
ers, and  it  was  not  until  after  demand  wos  made  on  them  by 
the  owner  or  owners,  and  refusal  to  deliver  it  up,  thot  any 
conversion  took  place,  and  an  nctioa  for  the  recovery  of  the 
property,  or  for  damages  for  its  conversion,  would  lie  by 
the  owner;  and  the  owner  of  the  property  is  entitled  to  re- 
cover the  volue  of  the  property  converted  at  the  time  and 
place  of  snch  conversion." 

The  wood,  at  the  time  of  the  demand  upon,  and  refusal 
by,  the  Carson  river  wood  company,  was  ont  of  tho  river 
and  corded  up  at  Empire  city,  in  Ormsby  connty,  in  this 
state,  and  was  then  and  there  worth  the  sum  of  seven  dollars 
per  cord  (the  value  found  by  the  jury).     The  Carson  river 
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wood  compsnj  did  Dot  claim  the  wood  as  its  property;  bnt 
vlien  the  writteu  demand  was  made  upon  it  to  deliver  tbe 
possession  to  Ward,  it  reFased,  upon  tlie  ground  "tliat  the 
wood  thereby  claimed  by  O.  W.  Ward  is  also  claimed  by 
otlier  persons  or  parties."  Tbe  proofs  sliow  tbat  the  corpor- 
ation was  a  mere  bailee  for  tbe  defendant  Hawkins  and 
others,  and  had  no  further  interest  in  the  wood  except  to 
secure  its  pay  for  services  in  driving  and  transportiiig  tbe 
wood  to  Empire  city.  Its  refusal  to  deliver  the  wood  un- 
der such  circumstances  did  not  amount  to  a  new  conversion. 
Its  liability  was  not  fixed  or  determined  by  tbe  time  or 
place  it  came  into  possession  of  the  property.  It  might 
have  relieved  itself  from  all  liability  to  the  plaintiff  by  de- 
livering liim  the  wood  whea  it  was  demanded.  By  its  net 
of  refusal  to  deliver  the  wood  when  demanded  it  became 
liable  to  tbe  plaintiff  to  the  same  extent  that  tbe  defendant 
Huwkius,  and  his  predecessors  in  interest,  were  liable,  and 
no  more.  Hawkins,  Griffith  or  Buel  could  only  have  been 
lield  liable  (there  being  nothing  in  the  case  to  warrant  spe- 
cial or  exemplary  damages)  for  the  value  of  the  wood  at  tbe 
time  and  place  of  its  conversion,  with  legal  interest,  from 
that  date  up  to  the  time  of  judgment. 

During  the  progress  of  tbe  trial  the  defendants,  having  iu 
their  original  answers  admitted  the  value  of  tho  wood  at 
Empire  city  to  be  Sve  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  per 
cord,  were,  on  motion,  allowed  to  amend  their  answers  by 
alleging  that  the  value  of  the  wood,  on  the  respective  ranches 
where  it  was  out,  was  two  dollars  per  cord,  and  no  more. 
The  testimony  as  to  ita  value  at  that  point  varies  from  two 
dollars  to  three  dollars  per  cord. 

The  proofs  show  that  Hawkins,  and  his  predeoessors 
in  interest,  took  possession  of  the  wood  upon  said  ranches, 
and  at  their  own  expense  caused  it  to  be  removed  there- 
from and  fiumed  down  Wolf  creek  into  the  Carson  river, 
claiming  it  as  their  own.  The  expenses  so  incurred  by 
them,  added  to  the  amounts  paid  for  the  purchase  of 
the  wood,  exceeded  six  thousand  dollars.  This  does  not 
include  the  amount  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  cord 
due  the  Carson  river  wood  company  for  driving  and  trans- 
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porting  the  wood  down  the  Carson  river  to  Empire.  It  is 
])roper  to  etate,  in  thta  cODuection,  that  the  plaintiff,  upon 
the  oroBS-ezamination  of  Hawkins  and  other  witnesses, 
eoaght  to  prove  that  there  was  a  collasive  agreement  be- 
tween HawkinB  and  the  persons  from  whom  he  purchased 
the  wood  that  the  pnrchase-monej,  as  evidenced  by  certain 
promissory  notes,  was  not  to  be  paid  unless  lie  finally  re- 
covered in  this  action.  Nevertheless,  the  fact  remains 
.  iiadispnted  that  the  entire  cost  of  removing  the  wood 
from  the  ranches  in  Alpine  county,  California,  where  it 
was  out,  was  either  paid  or  iucnrred  by  the  defendant 
HKwkins,  and  that  its  enhanced  value  was  solely  cause<l 
by  the  acta  of  Hawkins,  and  his  predecessora  in  interest, 
in  having  it  so  removed,  flumed,  driven  and  transported  to 
market  at  Empire  city,  Nevada.  The  plaintiff  knew  that 
the  wood  had  been  sold  by  Dixon  and  Bertrand,  and  that  it 
was  claimed  by  other  parties,  but  took  no  steps  to  advise 
the  pnrohasers  of  hia  title  until  the  wood  arrived  at  Empire. 
In  his  testimony  on  cross-examination  he  said:  "I  knew  or 
heard  when  the  drive  was  going  to  leave  up  there.  I  didn't 
go  and  look  alter  the  wood,  becaase  £  heard  it  had  been 
sold  and  that  fighting  men  had  been  put  in  the  camp  to  kill 
me  if  I  came  up."  There  is  no  pretense  that  Ward  or  Stadt- 
muller  claimed  any  title  to  the  wood  or  attempted,  in  any 
manner,  to  assert  any  dominion  or  control  of  it  after  the 
sale  by  Dixon  and  Bertrand  until  it  arrived  at  Empire.  The 
nrgoment  of  respondent's  counsel  in  support  of  the  instmc- 
lions  given  by  the  court,  and  of  the  meaanre  of  damogoa 
found  by  the  jury,  is  based  upon  the  theory  that  a  d^nand 
was  necessary,  and  that  the  demand  and  refusal,  as  proven 
in  this  case,  fixed  the  date  of  the  conversion  of  the  property. 
This  principle  is  often  applied  in  actions  t^ainst  brokers  to 
recover  the  value  of  mining  stocks,  etc.,  and  a  demand  and 
refusal  are  sometimes  proven  in  other  cases  for  the  pnrposo 
of  showing  the  defendant's  possession  to  be  wrongful.  But 
the  proof  of  the  demand  and  refusal  is  only  one  of  the  means 
that  may  be  resorted  to  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  the 
tact  of  a  conversion.  When  there  has  been  an  actual  con- 
version, no  demand  is  necesaary  in  order  to   suatun  the 
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action  of  trover.  (Carr  v.  Eemenwaij,  Pavies,  328;  Earle  v. 
Van  Bnren,  2  Halsted,  344;  Dajmm  v.  Donadi,  2  E.  D. 
Smith,  121;  State  v.  PoUen,  49  Me.  383;  llardy  v.  KeeUr.  66 
Lis.  152.)  Tlie  eamo  rule  prevails  in  actions  of  repleviD. 
{PerUrta  v.  Barnea,  3  Nev.  657.) 

The  taking  of  the  wood  by  Hawkins  and  others,  aoder 
the  unauthorized  sales,  "witti  the  intent  to  convert  it  to 
their  own  aae,  amounted  to  a  conversion,  and  the  trae 
owner  of  the  wood  conld  recover  its  value  in  an  action  of 
trover,  vrithont  making  any  demand,  notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  they  purchased  the  property  in  good  faith,  believ- 
inR  the  title  to  be  valid.  ( WhUman  G.  &  S.  M.  Co.  v.  IvUle, 
4  Nev.  494.) 

The  trood,  as  it  was  piled  npon  the  ranches  in  Alpine 
county,  belonged  to  the  plaintiff  and  his  predecessors  in  in- 
terest. It  was  there  wrongfully  converted  by  thedefendaut 
Hawkins  and  his  predecessors  in  interest.  That  was  the 
l>lace  where  the  plaintiff's  property  was  taken  from  him. 
After  this  conversion,  the  defendant  Hawkins  and  hia 
grantor,  Griffith  (claiming  the  wood  as  their  own),  delivered 
it  in  the  Carson  river  to  the  defendant,  the  Carson  river 
wood  company,  as  their  bailee.  The  Carson  river  wood 
company,  as  a  bailee  for  Hawkins  and  Griffith,  transported 
the  wood  down  the  Carson  river  to  Empire  city,  where  the 
plaintiff  made  the  demand  for  the  wood.  The  plaintiff  is 
entitled  to  recover  full  compeusatioo  for  the  vsJae  of  the 
property  taken;  but  he  is  not  entitled  to  recover  the  valae 
as  increased  by  the  labor  and  expenditure  of  money  upon 
the  part  of  the  defendant  Hawkins  or  any  of  his  predeces- 
sors in  interest.  This  would  certainly  be  giving  him  com- 
plete indemnity  for  the  loss  he  sustained,  which  is  the  i-eal 
object  of  the  action  of  trover.  (Boylart  v.  Iluguet,  8  Not. 
358,  as  well  as  in  replevin,  where  the  property  cannot  be 
returned;  Bucklet/  v.  Buckley,  12  Nev.  424,  and  authorities 
there  cited.)  There  is  nothing  in  this  case,  calling  for 
any  special  or  exemplary  damages,  and  hence  the  tme 
measnra  of  damages  which  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to 
recover,  was  the  value  of  the  wood  at  the  time  of  the  con- 
version, with  legal  interest  from  that  date  up  to  judgment. 
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(Botfian  T.  Hugitei,  supra;  Weymouth  t.  Chicago  and  NoriJi- 
western  Railway  Company,  17  Wis,  554;  Moody  v.  WkUnty, 
38  Me.  174;  Bourne  v.  Ashley,  1  Lowell,  27;  Winch&Oery, 
Craiij,  33  Mioli.  207.)  There  may  be  cases  imagined  that 
migLt  reqaire  a  modification  of  tliis  rule,  in  order  to  reach 
the  controlling  principle  of  compensation;  for  itbasbeen 
often  said  tliat  the  mle  always  yields,  when  tlie  facts  re- 
qnire  it,  to  the  principle  npon  which  the  rule  is  foanded. 
'  Bat  "fitifficieot  unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof,"  and  it 
will  be  time  enough  to  decide  snch  cases  when  they  are 
presented.  It  is  enough  for  us  here  to  say  that,  iu  our 
jodgnieut,  there  are  so  facts  in  this  case  that  call  for  any 
modification  of  the  rule.  The  rule  adopted,  if  properly  ap- 
plied, does  give   the  plaintiff  full  compensation. 

In  the  case  cited  from  Wisconsin,  the  plaintiff  had 
caused  wood  to  be  cut,  aud  Lad  piled  it  on  the  premises 
of  the  defendant,  in  the  town  of  Farmington,  in  Jefferson 
county,  with  a  view  of  selling  it  to  the  defendant.  At  that 
place  the  wood  was  worth  about  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents 
per  cord.  Before  the  contntct  was  completed,  the  defend- 
ant, by  mistake,  carried  the  wood  to  Janesrille,  and  there 
mingled  it  in  such  a  manner  that  its  identity  was  lost. 
The  plaintiff  then  demanded  it  at  Janesville,  and  the  de- 
fendant did  not  deliver  it.  Wood  at  that  time  was  worth 
four  dollars  per  cord  in  Janesville,  aud  was  afterwards 
worth  five  dollars.  The  plaintiff  brought  an  action  of  tro- 
ver to  recover  the  value  of  the  wood,  and  the  question  was 
whether  the  plaintiff  should  recover  its  value  at  Janesville, 
or  only  the  value  at  Formington,  where  it  was  first  taken. 
Fuine,  J.,  on  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  after  ad- 
mitting that  a  tvrong-doer  cannot,  by  bestowing  labor  upon 
the  property  of  another,  which  he  has  tortioosly  taken,  di- 
vest the  title  of  the  original  owner,  and  that  the  owner  may 
retake  it  in  whatever  form  it  may  be  found,  so  long  as  its 
identity  can  be  established,  said:  "But  where  the  owner 
voluntarily  waives  the  right  to  reclaim  the  property  itself, 
and  sues  for  the  damages,  the  difficulty  of  separating  the 
enhanced  value  from  the  original  value,  no  longer  exists. 
It  is  then  entirely  practicable  to  give  the  owner  the  entire 
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Taliid that  was  takea  from  liim,  nbicli  certainlj  seems  to  be  all 
that  nataral  jaatice  requires,  witboat  addiDg  to  it  sacli  value 
as  the  property  may  hare  aftei'varda  acquired  from  the  labor 
of  the  defendant.  In  the  case  of  recaption,  the  law  does  not 
allow  it,  becaase  it  is  absolute  Justice  that  tbe  original 
owner  should  have  the  additional  value,  but  because  the 
wrong-doer  has,  by  his  own  act,  created  a  state  of  facts 
where  either  he  or  the  owner  must  lose  something.  There 
the  law  says  the  wrong-doer  shall  lose.  But  if  the  owner 
chooses  to  resort  to  another  remedy,  in  applying  which  the 
law  may  give  him  full  compensation  for  all  that  he  Las  lost, 
without  compelling  the  wrong-doer  to  pay  more,  I  see  no 
reason  why  that  should  not  be  the  rule.  The  Tolae  of  the 
property  at  the  moment  of  the  conversion,  without  sucb  in- 
crease OS  it  may  have  received  from  fluctuations  of  tbe  mar- 
ket, or  other  causes  independent  of  the  acts  of  tbe  defend- 
ant, should  be  the  measure  of  tbe  damages." 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  authorities  cited  by  respond- 
ents' counsel,  which  hold  that  tlie  measure  of  damages 
should  include  the  enhanced  value  of  the  property,  merely 
because  the  owner  might,  in  an  action  of  replevin,  have  re- 
covered it  in  specie,  are  not  supported  by  sound  reason  nor 
sustained  by  tbe  weight  of  the  decided  cases;  and  hence 
they  ought  not  to  be  followed  by  this  court. 

The  judgment  of  the  district  conrt  is  reversed,  and  the 
cause  remanded  for  anew  trial,  unless  the  respondent  elects, 
within  ten  days  after  the  filing  of  the  remittitur  herein  in 
the  district  court,  to  have  the  judgment  modified  so  as  to 
include  only  the  value  of  the  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-two  cords  of  wood,  at  two  dollars  per  cord,  with 
legal  interest  on  such  value  from  the  time  of  the  conversion 
of  the  wood  from  the  ranches  in  Alpine  county,  California 
(said  judgment  to  be  for  gold  coin  of  tbe  United  Btates),  in 
which  event  tbe  judgment,  as  thus  modified,  will  be  affirmed. 
Appellants  are  entiUed  to  recover  their  costs  on  appeal.

UoH^EAS — Wbat  tt  iNCLrDEB.— In  coiuijmmg  tbe  homestead  law  of  ISG5: 
Held,  tb>t  a  town  lot  upon  which  is  erected  a  dwelling-liouBe,  two  other 
Imildings  used  as  stores,  uid  a  atone  house  for  storing  goods,  the  build- 
ings being  separate  from  each  other,  can  be  claimed  and  held  as  a  home- 
stead; tiist  the  law  exempts  from  execution  a  tract  of  land  on  irbich  Uie 
homestead  is  located,  to  the  extent  of  five  thousand  doUors  in  value, 
without  limiting  the  other  niea  to  which  the  land  is  put,  u  long  as  it  is 
used  and  claimed  aa  a  homestead. 

Appeal  from  the  Disbrict  Contt  of  the  Third  Judicial 
District,  Lyon  coautj. 

The  facts  appear  in  the  opinion. 

Himna  dc  Deal,  for  appellant. 

Boisot's  homestead  only  embraced  the  land  upon  which 
Lis  dwelling-hoaae  stood,  the  dwelliag-hoase  and  out-hnild- 
ings  used  in  connection  with  it,  necessary  to  the  proper 
enjoyment  of  the  dwelling  itself.  The  primary  object  of  the 
legislatare  is  to  exempt  a  homestead,  tbut  is  the  dwelling- 
plbce  of  the  family,  and  not  simply  property  to  the  value  of 
five  thousand  dollars.  {Gregg  t.  Boalwick,  33  Cal.  225; 
EstaU  of  DeUmey,  37  Id.  176.) 

The  decision  in  Clark  t.  Shaniion,  1  Ner.  S69,  was  based 
upon  sections  4,  5,  6,  7  of  the  act  of  1861.  That  act  ia  in 
many  respects  essentially  different  from  the  act  of  186i-5. 

C.  H.  Bdknap  and  Kirkpalrick  d:  Stephens,  for  respondents. 

The  entire  premises  embraced  by  Boisot's  homestead 
claim  was  homestead  property.  (I  Gomp.  L.  186  ef  seq. 
Goldman  t.  Clark,  1  Nev.  607;  Clark  v.  5Aai»«m,  I  Id.  568; 
Kdly  T.  Baker,  10  Minn.  151;  Stats,  of  Minnesota,  498; 
Jddey  T.  Chamberlaiii,  16  Cal.  181.) 

By  the  Ooart,  Leomabd,  J. : 

On  the  tweutyeighth  day  of  October,  1875,  one  William 
Hogan  recorered  judgment  in   the  third  judicial  district 
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covit,  JstyQU  county,  in  this  state,  against  Charles  V.  Boi- 
sot,  which  was  dalj  docketed  on  the  same  day.  On  the 
thirtieth  day  of  October  foliowing,  ezecntioD  was  duly  is- 
sued thereon,  and  the  property  described  in  the  complaint 
in  this  action  was  levied  on,  and  on  the  twenty-ninth  day  of 
January,  1876,  sold  to  said  Rogan.  There  was  no  redemp- 
tion of  any  portion  of  the  premises,  and  on  the  thirty-first 
day  of  July,  1876,  the  sheriff  executed  and  delivered  to 
Bogan  a  deed  conveying  the  same  to  bim.  On  the  day  last 
stated,  Bogan,  for  a  valuable  considdration,  conveyed  the 
premises  to  appellant.  On  the  seventh  day  of  November, 
1871,  W.  H.  Seawell,  judge  of  the  third  judicial  district 
09urt  before  mentioned,  and  trustee  under  the  act  of  the 
legislature  of  this  State,  entitled,  "  An  act  prescribing  rules 
and  regulations  arising  under  the  act  of  Congress  entitled, 
'An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  inhabitants  of  cities  and 
towns  upon  the  public  lands,'  approved  March  2,  1867;  ap- 
proved February  20, 1869,"  as  such  judge  and  trustee,  con- 
veyed the  premises  in  controversy  to  said  Boisot,  who,  on 
the  eleventh  day  of  November,  1874,  made  his  declaration 
of  homestead  in  writing,  claiming  the  said  premises  as  a 
homestead,  and  caused  the  same  to  be  recorded  on  the  thii^ 
teenth  day  of  November  following,  in  the  office  of  the 
county  recorder  of  said  Lyon  county,  wherein  the  premises 
are  situated.  At  the  time  of  making  his  declaration,  Boi- 
8ot  was,  and  over  sinoe  has  been,  a  married  man,  and  at 
such  time,  and  up  to  December  1,  1875,  he  resided  with 
Lis  family  upon  said  premises,  using  the  dwelling-house 
thereon  as  his  family  residence.  The  property  in  contro- 
versy consists  of  a  lot  of  land  on  Main  street,  in  Silver  city, 
about  forty-nine  by  one  hundred  and  thirty-seveu  feet, 
whereon  there  is  the  said  dwelling-house  and  two  buildings 
used  as  stores,  and  a  stone  house  used  for  storing  goods. 
The  two  stores  are  on  Main  street,  and  the  stone  house  is  in 
the  rear  of  the  stores,  all  bemg  separated  from  each  other 
and  from  the  dwelling-house.  There  is  an  alley-way  about 
two  and  a  half  feet  wide  between  the  two  stores,  which  is 
used  in  reaching  the  dwelling-house  in  the  rear  of  the 
stores,  bnd  there  is  a  stone  wall  behind  the  two  stores  for 
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the  support  of  n  bank  of  e&ith  in  the  rear,  making  &  terrace 
of  the  gronnd  npon  which  the  dwelling-honse  stands. 
There  are,  and  have  been,  no  fences  dividing  the  dwelling- 
house  from  the  other  bnildinga.  Boisot  and  family  never 
used  the  stores  on  Main  street  or  the  stone  honse  in  the 
rear,  as  a  dwell ing-honse,  bat  while  occnp^ing  the  dwelling- 
faoase  with  his  family,  he  used  the  two  stores  as  places 
wherein  he  sold  goods  and  carried  on  other  business,  and 
the  stone  honse  as  a  place  for  storing  goods.  In  one  of  the 
stores  Boisot  carried  on  business  as  a  broker  and  druggist, 
until  about  October  14,  .1875,  defendant  Stewart  having 
been  his  partner  in  the  drag  business  from  August  1  until 
October  14, 1875,  when  the  partnership  terminated.  In  the 
other  store  Boisot  and  defendant  Gowen  carried  on  the  to- 
bacco and  variety  business,  as  partners,  the  latter  having 
assumed  the  management  in  consideration  of  the  partnei*- 
ship,  using  the  store  without  paying  mnch  rent.  This  part- 
nership continued  from  some  time  in  July  until  October  9, 
1875,  and  thereafter  Gowen  carried  on  the  business  in  the 
same  store  on  his  own  account,  bnt  it  does  not  appear  that 
he  paid  Boisot  any  rent.  All  the  bnildinga  and  improve- 
ments mentioned  were,  at  the  time  of  making  the  home- 
stead declaration,  and  now  are,  on  said  lot.  The  whole 
premises,  including  the  land  and  buildings,  have  always 
been,  and  now  are,  worth  less  than  five  thousand  dollars. 
Some  time  after  said  jadgment  was  docketed,  to  wit:  about 
November  8, 1875,  Boisot  and  wife  duly  conveyed  the  whole 
property  to  Samuel  Heitsher.  This  conveyance  was  re- 
corded in  the  office  of  the  county  recorder  of  Lyon  county, 
November  19,  1875.  Heitsher  leased  the  premises  to  re- 
spondents November  19,  1875,  and  they  are  in  possession  as 
his  tenants.  The  value  of  the  rents  since  July  31, 1876,  the 
date  of  appellant's  deed  from  the  sheriff,  until  judgment  in 
this  case  was  ninety-five  dollars  per  month. 

As  conclusions  of  law,  the  court  found  that  no  part  of 
the  premises  described  in  plaintiff's  complaint  was  subject 
to  sale  under  his  execution,  for  the  reason  that  they  were 
all  homestead  property  of  said  Boisot  and  wife,  the  grant- 
ors of  defendants*  lessor;  that  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to 
recover  either  possession  or  rents.  ( 'nciole 
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JudgmeDt  was  entered  accordingly,  aud  this  appeal  is 
taken  therefrom. 

The  only  question  for  our  consideration  is  as  to  the  ex- 
tent of  Boisot's  homestead.  Ooonsel  for  appellant  claim 
that  it  only  embraced  the  dwelling-house  and  the  ont-bmld- 
ings  and  appurtenances  used  immediately  in  connection 
therewith,  together  with  the  land  upon  which  they  stand; 
while  respondents'  counsel  contend  that  it  included  the 
whole  property  described  in  Boisot's  declaration  of  home- 
stead, which  is  the  same  as  that  described  in  the  sherifiF's 
deed  and  iu  the  complaint  in  this  action. 

Counsel  for  appellant  admit  the  correctness  of  the  decis- 
ion in  the  ca.se  of  Clark  v.  Shannon  (1  Nev.  569),  under 
the  statute  of  1861,  but  urge  that  under  the  statute  of  1661-5 
n  different  rule  must  prevail.  We  shall  examine  that  case 
in  connection  Avith  both  statutes,  with  the  view  of  ascertain- 
ing whether  or  not  there  is  such  a  difference  between  the 
two  statutes  as  to  work  the  radical  change  claimed  by  coun- 
sel for  appellant.  Homestead  exemptions  as  to  extent  and 
character,  depend  entirely  upon  the  constitution  and  stat- 
utes. They  were  unknown  under  the  common  law.  The 
constitutions  and  statutes  of  the  different  states  being  unlike 
ours,  us  a  rule,  the  decisions  of  other  courts  upon  the  sub- 
ject in  hand  furnish  few  authorities  that  can  be  followed 
here. 

The  case  of  Gre(fg  v.  Bo8lvnc&,  33  Cal.  225,  referred  to 
and  greatly  relied  on  by  counsel  for  appellant,  was  rendered 
when  the'statute  of  that  state  in  relation  to  homestead  ex- 
emptions  was  like  ours.  We  shall  examine  that  case  here- 
after. 

It  is  said  by  counsel  for  appellant  in  their  brief,  "that 
all  tlie  sections  of  the  act  of  1861,  upon  which  Clark  v. 
S/ianvon  was  decided,  are  left  out  of  the  act  of  1864-5,"  and 
hence  it  is  claimed  that  the  case  referred  to  is  not  un  au- 
thority in  this  case.  If  the  premises  assumed  by  counsel 
aro  correct,  their  conclusions  certainly  follow;  because  i-e- 
Bpondents'  rights  depend  upon  the  last  named  statute,  and 
that  decision  was  based  upon  the  statute  of  1861,  although 
Clark  V,  Shannon,  and  Goldman  v.  Clark  (1  Ney.  607),  were 
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rendered  more  tlian  eight  months  after  the  atatate  of  1864-5 
was  in  force. 

It  is  also  said  bj  counsel  for  appellant,  that  the  legisla- 
tnre  of  1864-5  left  ont  certain  provisions  of  the  act  of  1861 
for  the  pnrpose  of  avoiding  the  construction  adopted  in 
Clark  V.  S/ianno7i.  If  such  are  the  facts,  it  is  the  duty  of 
this  coart  to  so  declare.  A  comparison  of  the  two  statutes 
will  best  show  the  intention  of  the  legislature.  It  may  be 
well  to  notice  preliminatily,  however,  that  at  the  session  of 
the  legislatare  of  1864-5  the  constitution  of  this  state  was 
in  force,  and  that  seotion  30,  article  iv,  required  laws  to  be 
enacted  providing  for  the  recording  of  homesteads  within 
the  county  in  which  the  same  should  be  situated.  Such 
provision  was  made  in  section  1,  statute  of  1864-5.  In  the 
same  law  nearly  all  the  provisions  of  the  old  law  were  re- 
enacted;  bnt  those  seeming  to  allow  the  execution  debtor 
to  claim  at  least  one  acre,  although  of  greater  value  than 
five  thoaaand  dollars,  were  left  ont  of  the  new  law,  and  with 
good  reason.  They  were  inconsistent  with  section  1.  They 
made  an  important  and  oftentimes  nunecessai-y  distinction 
between  one  person  owning  an  acre  and  anotlier  owning 
more,  altliongh  the  property  of  each  was  worth  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars.  The  estate  of  the  latter  could  be 
divided  so  as  to  deprive  the  owner  of  a  greater  portion  of 
Lis  last  acre,  if  the  balance  was  worth  five  thousand  dollars, 
while  the  former  conld  hold  a  fnll  acre,  except  in  case  of 
Bale  of  the  whole.  If  a  homestead  exceeded  one  acre,  and 
the  land  and  dwelling-house  and  appurtenances  thereon 
were  worth  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  a  portion  less 
than  an  acre  in  compact  form  might  have  been  set  off  as  the 
homestead,  if  that  portion,  with  the  dwelling-house,  etc., 
was  Tvorth  five  thousand  dollars;  but  if  a  homestead  did  not 
exceed  an  acre,  although  that  acre,  with  the  dwelling-house, 
etc.,  was  ol  greater  value  than  five  thousand  dollars,  the 
portion  representing  the  excess  of  five  thousand  dollars  in 
value  could  not  be  sold,  and  the  only  remedy  of  the  plaintiff 
was  to  sell  the  whole,  and  take  the  balance  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale,  after  paying  the  defendant  five  thousand  dollars. 
Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the  statute  of  1861  made  a  useless, 
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unjust  diBtitiotion  betweea  liomeBtead  claimaats.  We  think 
tbe  facts  jnst  stated  caused  the  legislature  to  change  the  lair 
of  1861  in  1864-5.  We  think  farther,  that  if  the  legislatare 
had  iutended  to  make  the  radical  change  claimed  bj  coun- 
sel for  appellant,  such  intention  wonld  have  been  made 
plain;  the  language  of  the  first  section  defining  a  homestead, 
would  have  been  changed  so  as  to  show  the  intended  modi- 
fication. They  would  not  have  re-enacted  the  significant 
words:  "The  homestead,  consistiag  of  a  quantity  of  land, 
together  with  the  dwelling-honse  theieou  and  its  appurte- 
nances, not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  five  tbouaand 
dollars,  *  *  *  shall  not  be  subject  to  forced  sale 
on  exeontioQ."  Section  1  of  the  statute  of  1861  did  not 
specify  the  time  or  manner  of  selecting  a  homestead,  and 
section  3  provided  that  the  householder  might  notify  the 
officer  of  what  he  regarded  aa  his  homestead  at  the  time  of 
making  the  levy,  and  that  the  remainder  alone  should  be 
subject  to  sale.  Section  1  of  the  law  of  1864-5  does  requite 
the  selection  to  be  made  in  a  certain  way,  and  it  is  nowhere 
stated  that  it  may  be  done  in  any  other  manner  or  at  any 
time  after  levy.  But  in  Hav^kome  and  wife  v.  Smith  (3 
Nov.  185),  this  court  decided  that  property  which  possesses 
the  characteristics  of  a  homestead,  may  be  selected  and  the 
declaration  recorded,  any  time  before  sale  under  execution, 
and  that  the  levy  of  an  attachment  will  not  prevent  such 
selection. 

So  the  only  practical  difference  between  seotions  1  and  3 
of  the  old  law  and  section  1  of  the  new  is,  that  the  latter 
requires  a  declaration  in  writing  containing  the  facts  therein 
mentioned,  to  be  itcknowledged  and  recorded  in  the  proper 
office  sometime  before  sale,  and  the  former  do  not  contain 
this  requirement. 

Section  2  of  each  statute  does  not  afiect  the  question  un- 
der consideration. 

Sections  4  and  5  of  the  old  law  are  embodied,  substan- 
tially, in  section  3  of  the  new,  with  the  exception  of  the 
"one  acre"  provisions  already  referred  to.  In  the  present 
statute  there  is  a  new  provision,  "that  when  tbe  execution 
is  against  the  husband  whose  wife  is  living,  the  judge  may. 
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in  bis  discretioD,  direct  the  five  thoioand  dollars  to  be  de- 
posited in  court,  to  be  paid  out  only  upon  the  joint  receipt 
of  the  husband  and  vife,  and  it  shall  possess  all  the  pro- 
tection against  legal  process  and  voluntary  disposttion  of 
the  husband  as  ^rere  the  original  homestead  premises." 

An  impartial  esomioation  of  the  two  statutes  has  ood- 
Tinced  qb  that  the  legislature  did  not  intend  to  change  the 
policy  of  the  former  law  in  relation  to  the  character  and 
extent  of  homestead  oxemptions,  and  that  is  the  principal 
question  in  this  case,  if  not  the.  only  one. 

In  Clark  t.  SJtannon,  the  defendant  was  residing  upon  lot 
fonr  in  a  certain  block  in  Washoe  city,  and  en  lot  three  in 
tlie  same  block,  and  immediately  adjoining,  he  hod  a  livery 
stable.  The  two  lots  made  a  square  of  one  hundred  feet. 
He  executed  a  promissory  note  to  plaintiff  Clark  for  eight 
hundred  dollars,  and  at  the  same  time  executed  a  mortgage 
to  him  on  lot  three,  to  secure  its  payment.  Shannon  was 
conducting  his  livery  business  on  lot  three,  and  his  wife  was 
living  with  him  on  lot  four.  Soon  after  the  execution  of 
the  mortgage.  Shannon  filed  in  the  proper  office  his  declara- 
tion of  homestead,  incladiog  in  the  premises  described  both 
lots  three  and  four;  and  after  the  passage  of  the  present  law 
providing  for  the  registration  of  homestead  claims,  he  had 
his  declaratiou  recorded.  Clark  filed  his  bill  to  foreclose 
his  mortgage  on  lot  three,  and  Shannon  resisted  the  decree, 
on  the  ground  that  when  he  executed  the  mortgage  the 
stable  lot  constitated  a  part  of  the  homestead  property,  and 
was  not  bonud  by  a  mortg^e  in  which  his  wife  did  not  join. 
The  only  question  raised  in  the  court  below,  and  the  con- 
trollingoae  in  this  court,  was,  whether,  under  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case,  the  stable  lot  constituted  a  part  of  the 
homestead  property.  The  court  below  held  that  the  home- 
stead was  confined  to  the  lolf  on  which  the  dwelling-house 
was  situated,  and  did  not  include  a  separate  lot  which  was 
devoted  to  busioess  purposes.  This  court,  on  appeal,  held 
that  the  stable  lot  was  a  part  of  the  homestead,  and  was  ex- 
empt from  execution,  and  also  from  the  operation  of  the 
mortgage  executed  without  the  concurrence  of  the  wife. 
Counsel  for  appellant  say  that  "the  old  statute  seemed  to 
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coDtemplate  Uie  selection  of  the  i3ebtor  of  one  acre  of  land, 
STen  if  tLe  dwellic^f  teis  not  on  it."  We  tliiiik  connsel  are 
plainly  in  error.  Under  botli  statutes  it  is  "the  homestead, 
consisting  of  a  quantity  of  land,  together  with  the  dwelling- 
house  thereon  and  its  appnrtenances,  not  exceeding  in  value 
the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,"  that  is  exempt;  and  under 
both,  if  property  is  selected  which  is  not  a  part  of  the  home- 
stead, it  may  be  acid.  When  section  3  of  the  statute  of 
1861  provided  that  if  a  levy  was  made  upon  the  lauds  or 
tenements  of  a  householder,  whose  homestead  had  not  btien 
selected  and  set  apart,  he  might  notify  the  officer  .  *  *  * 
of  what  he  regarded  his  homestead,  »  *  »  and  the 
remainder  alone  should  be  subject  to  sale  under  such  levy, 
it  meant  only  that  no  property  so  selected  should  be  sold, 
provided  it  was  such  as  could  be  selected,  and  was  exempt, 
as  a  Lomestead.  It  did  not  mean  that  other  property  should 
not  be  sold,  although  it  was  claimed  and  selected  as  a  home- 
stead. It  was  homestead  property  to  the  extent  of  five 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  no  other,  that  he  had  the 
right  to  select,  and  which  the  law  protected.  It  was  an 
unlimited  quantity  of  land  upon  which  the  dwelling-house 
stood,  the  whole  not  exceeding  the  specified  value,  that  was 
exempt,  and  all  other  lands  were  subject  to  sale  then  as  they 
are  now. 

In  Clar&  V.  Shannon,  after  stating  the  substance  of  sec- 
tions 1  and  3,  the  court  say:  "If  the  owner  sets  apart 
property  worth  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  steps  may  be 
taken  by  the  plaintiff  in  execution  to  appraise  the  property, 
and  either  sell  a  portion  thereof  or  sell  the  whole,  reserving 
five  thousand  dollars  of  the  proceeds  for  the  debtor.  It  is 
also  provided  that  no  division  of  the  homestead  property 
shall  be  made  without  the  assent  of  the  owner,  where  it 
consists  of  one  acre  or  leas.  '"Sere,  then,  is  the  privilege  to 
the  debtor  of  selecting  any  land  included  in  the  homestead 
tract,  provided  it  does  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars  in 
value.  There  is  no  qualification  as  to  the  uses  to  which  it 
maybe  applied.'" 

It  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  conclusion  of  the  court  ex- 
pressed in  the  sentence  quoted  by  us  was  at  all  dependent 
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upon  the  sentence  immediatelj  preceding,  having  reference 
to  the  "one  acre"  provisions  of  the  statate  of  1S61.  That 
coQcInBion  applied  to  all  homesteads,  includiog  those  worth 
less  than  five  thonsand  dollars;  and  jet  the  "one  acre"  pro- 
Tisiou  did  not  take  effect  nnless  the  property  claimed  'n-as 
worth  more  than  five  thousand  dollars.  If  the  property  waa 
of  liomestead  character,  and  was  of  less  valne  than  five 
thonsand  dollars,  it  could  have  been  claimed  and  held  as  a 
homestead,  whether  there  was  one  acre  or  more  or  less. 

The  moat  that  can  be  said  of  the  "one  acre**  provision  is, 
that  if  a  homestead  happened  to  contain  no  more  than  one 
acre,  and  was  worth  more  than  five  thonsand  dollars,  the 
quantity  in  excess  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  value  conUl 
not  be  sold,  and  the  creditor  was  compelled  to  sell  the 
whole.  But  we  fail  to  see  how  the  elimination  of  those  use- 
less, uDJnst  provisions  in  any  manner  influenced  the  coartr 
in  arriving  at  their  conclusions  upon  the  general  policy  of 
the  law. 

The  court  says,  further:  "Had  the  lots  been  levied  on, 
can  there  he  any  donht  but  that  the  defendant,  Shannon, 
might  have  notified  the  sheriff  that  he  claimed  them  as  a 
homestead?  If  he  had  done  so,  it  appears  to  us  they  could 
not  have  been  divided.  It  is  admitted  both  together  are  of 
less  value  than  five  thonsand  dollars.  Both  together  contain 
less  than  an  acre." 

"Why  could  it  not  have  been  divided?  Becanse  it  was  a 
part  of  the  homestead,  as  well  as  becanse  there  was  less 
than  an  acre,  and  in  either  case  becanse  it  was  worth  less 
than  five  thousand  dollars.  If  it  was  a  part  of  the  home- 
stead, being  of  less  value  than  five  thonaaod  dollars,  no  part 
oonld  have  been  sold  if  the  "one  acre"  provisions  had  not 
been  in  the  law;  and  if  it  was  not  a  portion  of  the  home- 
stead it  could  have  been  sold,  becanse  the  homestead  law 
did.  not  apply  to  it.  The  fact  is  the  conrt  treated  the  stable 
lot  as  a  part  of  the  homestead,  and  having  done  so,  the 
conclusion  was  irresistible  that  the  mortgage  could  not  be- 
come an  incumbrance  upon  the  property  without  the  joint 
action  of  the  wife,  as  required  by  law.  We  agree  with 
counsel  for  appellant  that  property  which  does  not  possess 
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a  homestead  character  oanoot  be  made  each  by  filing  a  dec- 
laration claiming  it  as  a  tomeBtead,  and  the  same  was  true 
under  the  old  law.  If  the  stable  lot  was  not  a  portion  of 
the  homestead,  ander  the  statute,  it  was  idle  to  claim  it  and 
have  it  recorded  as  such.  If  it  was  a  part  of  it,  then  claim- 
ing it  and  having  it  recorded  secured  its  exemption;  and  it 
having  been  of  less  value  than  five  thousand  dolhu^,  it  was 
a  matter  of  uo  consequence  whether  there  was  one  acre  or 
more  or  less.  Had  it  been  true  that  the  stable  lot  could 
not  bo  held  as  a  part  of  the  homestead  because  it  was  not  ap- 
purtenant to  the  lioase,  or  because  it  was  devoted  to  busi- 
uess  purposes,  certainly  the  court  would  not  have  held 
against  the  validity  of  the  mortgage,  either  because  there 
was  less  than  an  acre  in  the  two  lots,  or  because  it  was  worth 
less  than  five  thousand  dollars;  nor  would  it  have  said,  as 
applicable  to  that  cose,  that  "the  law  seems  to  contemplate 
that  the  debtor  shall  not,  under  any  circumstances,  be  com- 
pelled to  accept  less  than  one  acre  of  land  for  his  home- 
stead, although  half  that  quantity  might  be  worth  five 
thousand  dollars." 

Having  treated  the  stable  lot  as  a  part  of  the  homestead, 
the  court  stated  as  an  additional  reason  for  its  decision 
against  the  plaintiff,  that  the  defendant  had  the  right  to 
claim  at  least  an  acre,  if  the  whole  was  of  less  value  than 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  therefore  the  property  could  not 
be  divided.  We  think  the  decision  of  the  court  did  not  in 
any  manner  necessarily  depend  apon  the  "one  acre"  pro- 
visions of  the  statute  of  1861.  The  present  statute,  in  all 
essentials  showing  the  policy  of  the  legislature,  is  the  same 
as  that  of  1861.  Section  1,  in  stating  what  a  homestead 
shall  consist  of,  is  precisely  the  same  in  both  laws,  and  the 
provisions  requiring  five  thousand  dollars  to  be  paid  to  the 
debtor  iu  case  of  sale  of  the  homestead  property,  is  the 
same  in  both.  In  the  present  statute,  the  claimant  is  re- 
quired to  insert  in  his  declaration,  among  other  things,  that 
"it  is  his  intention  to  use  and  claim  the  same  as  a  home- 
stead;" hut  how  he  shall  use  it  "  as  a  homestead,"  depends 
upon  the  statatoiy  definition  of  that  word,  the  uses  required 
by  the  act,  and  the  property  that  can  be  held  as  such.     The 
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Btatate  requires  Mm  tu  use  it  as  a  homestead,  bnt  allows 
Lim  to  select  ao;  quantity  of  land  upon  which  bis 
dweUing-lionse  etonds,  if  tha  wLole  does  not  exceed  fire 
Uioasand  dollars  in  Talue.  If  a  man  with  his  family  owns 
and  resides  npoa  a  rtmoh  of  five  hundred  aores,  and  uses  it 
ia  the  ordiuarj  way  for  the  purposes  of  profit,  he  can  hold 
the  whole,  with  the  house  and  hams  thereon;  if  the  whole 
property  is  within  the  maximum  limit  us  to  value.  Shan- 
non, in  Clark  v.  Bhanjum,  used  the  stable  for  the  purposes 
for  which  it  is  built.  In  our  opinion,  any  property  which, 
as  used,  is  exempt  as  a  homestead,  is  "used  as  a  home- 
stead," end  that  any  property  which  was  exempt  under  the 
old  law  is  equally  so  tinder  the  present  statute.  We  do  not 
think  the  l^islature  intended  to  exempt  simply  the  dwell- 
ing-house with  its  necessary  or  convenient  appurtenances- 
It  is  not  more  necessary  to  favor  a  family  with  shelter  than 
their  bodies  with  clothes,  and  their  stomachs  with  food. 
The  legislature  did  not  intend  to  exempt  five  thousand  dol- 
lars, as  so  much  money,  but  the  intention  was,  in  our 
opinion,  to  protect  that  amount  of  realty  if  it  is  in  one 
body,  and  altogether  it  makes  up  what  is  home.  And  the 
law-makers  intended  to  treat  all  alike  who  are  entitled  to 
this  favor.  They  told  the  farmer  that  he  should  be  pro- 
tected against  the  forced  sole  of  his  ranch  and  his  boose 
and  bams,  so  long  as  the  whole  are  not  worth  more  than 
five  thousand  dollars.  If  to-day,  his  modest  house  and  a 
few  acres  of  land  are  worth  no  more  than  one  thousand 
dollars,  he  is  assured  that  if  he  will  practice  industry 
and  economy,  and  thereby  save  four  thonsand  dollars  more, 
he  can,  with  that,  purchase  additional  lands,  or  enlarge  his 
house,  or  do  both,  and  in  either  case  his  property  cannot 
be  taken  from  him,  nor  can  he  dispose  of  it  without  the 
joint  deed  of  himself  and  wife.  Shall  it  be  said  then,  un- 
less the  law  compels  the  confession,  that  an  industrious  me- 
chanic who  owns  a  town  lot  upon  which  is  his  cheap  dwelling, 
cannot  invest  his  savings  in  a  shop  upon  another  portion  of 
the  lot,  and  call  to  his  aid  steam  or  water  power,  if  he  does 
not  pass  the  fiTe-thousaod-dollar  limit,  without  losing  the 
law's  protection,  not  only  as  to  tho  shop,  but  even  the  land 
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upon  irliicL  it  stands?  The  sbop  ia  in  fact  a  part  of  the 
home  place,  and  as  important  a  part  as  the  hoase  itselF. 
The  land  upon  which  it  is  built  is  a  part  of  tbe  bonae 
lot,  and  the  dedication  of  that  to  homestead  uses  car- 
ries with  it  the  tenements  and  hereditaments  thereon.  (C. 
L.  302.)  In  some  states,  where  the  quantity  of  land  al- 
lowed OS  n  homestead  has  heeu  limited  by  law,  but  the 
value  has  been  left  nulimited,  the  courts  have  felt  it  their 
duty  to  construe  the  law  as  favorably  as  possible  to  credit- 
ors, for  the  reason  that  in  such  cases  a  dishonest  debtor  cod 
enhance  the  value  of  his  property  to  an  unlimited  extent, 
and  still  hold  it  from  his  creditors.  But  where  the  value  is 
limited,  as  in  this  state,  such  danger  does  not  exist.  Be- 
sides, the  exemption  does  not  extend  to  any  vendor's,  me- 
chanic's or  laborer's  Hen. 

Counsel  for  appellant  assert  that  the  language  of  section  1 
of  the  present  \im  clearly  shows  that  no  building  can  be 
claimed  as  a  homestead,  except  the  residence  and  its  appni^ 
tenances,  for  the  reason  that  the  legislature  hits  expressed 
the  dwelling-house  as  exempt,  and  such  expression  excludes 
oil  other  buildings. 

When  counsel  brought  this  action  they  described  the  land 
claimed  by  plaintiff  by  metes  and  bounds,  but  they  did  not 
describe  or  mentioo  any  of  the  buildings  thereon,  for  the 
reason  that  a  judgment  for  the  land  would  carry  the  build- 
ings. So,  in  the  statute,  an  exemption  of  a  "quantity  of 
laud"  would  exempt  the  bnildings  thereon  also;  but  the 
l^islatare  did  not  intend  to  exempt  any  lands  except  those 
that  are  impressed  with  the  homestead  character,  that  is  to 
say,  those  upon  which  the  dwelling-honse  is  situated.  We 
think  the  reason  why  the  dwelling-house  was  mentioned, 
was  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  locus  and  extent  of  the 
exempted  property,  including  the  dwelling,  etc.,  and  that 
in  mentioning  that  building  the  legislature  did  not  intend 
to  exclude  others,  except  for  the  reason  that  they  are  not 
a  part  of  the  homestead. 

Counsel  refer  us  to  Gregg  v.  Boatwv^,  33  Cal.  220,  and 
other  cases  from  that  state  which  follow  the  decision  named. 
Our  present  homestead  act  is  like  the  one  in  force  there, 
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when  that  decision  waa  rendered,  and  we  are  arged  to  adopt 
ihs  reasoning  and  policy  of  that  opinion  in  this  case,  "as 
we  have  no  decisions  of  onr  own  giying  the  law  a  different 
construction."  That  decision  was  not  rendered  nutil  after 
the  passage  of  our  present  law,  nor  until  after  the  decision 
of  this  conrt  in  Clark  t.  Shannon.  So  if  our  law  was  copied 
from  the  California  statute,  there  is  no  presumption  that  the 
constrnction  Bubsequeiitly  given  to  it  bj  the  snpreme  court 
of  that  state  waa  adopted  by  oor  legislature.  Although  that 
case  differs  very  materially  from  this,  aa  will  be  seen  from 
an  examination  of  the  findings,  and  although  we  agree  with 
much  of  the  reasoning  of  that  coart  and  many  of  its  conclu- 
sions,  we  can  hj  no  means  adopt  it  as  a  whole,  for  two  rea- 
sons: first,  should  we  do  bo,  we  should  overthrow  the  adju- 
dications of  this  court  acquiesced  ia  for  a  period  of  twelve 
years  as  to  the  true  policy  of  the  homestead  law,  and  under 
which  property  and  property  rights  have  been  acquired;  for 
no  impartial  reader  can  conclude,  after  examinatiori,  that 
Leads  of  families,  under  the  preseut  law,  are  deprived  of 
any  of  the  privileges  that  were  grantedto  them  under  the  for- 
mer statute.  Second,  we  are  satisfied  with  the  construction 
given  to  the  law  by  onr  predecessors.  Appellant's  construc- 
tion wonld  strip  every  tanchman  of  his  land  outside  of  that 
upon  which  his  dwelling  and  its  appurtenances  are  situated, 
because  liis  farming  lands  are  not  more  "necessary  or  con- 
venient," for  home  purposes,  than  are  the  stores  to  respond- 
ents in  Ihta  case.  The  farm  lands  and  barns  are  surely 
convenient  and  necessaiy;  they  assist  in  the  support  of  the 
family;  but  they  are  neither,  in  the  sense  of  the  word 
"homestead,"  as  used  by  counsel  for  appellant;  they  are 
neitlier,  for  the  purpotie  of  affording  u  family  shelter;  but 
they  are  both,  as  we  thinli,  when  used  in  the  sense  intended 
by  the  legislatui'e,  as  interpreted  in  Clark  v.  Shannon. 
The  judgment  of  the  coort  below  is  af&rmed. 
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fNo.  840.]

Parol  Ijcknbb — Wbkh  Emforckd.— A  parol  agreement  to  oonstmot  a  ditch 
and  keep  it  in  repair,  for  the  matnal  benefit  of  seveial  partiet,  will  be 
enforced,  if  the  parties  have,  in  pnnniance  of  auch  agreement,  performed 
labor  and  paid  tiieir  thare  of  the  expenses  iucniTed  in  the  coottractioD 
of  the  ditch.

Admitting  tbat  the  relation  existing  between  plaintiffs  and 
defendants  are  those  of  licensors  and  licensees,  then,  ander 
the  evidence  in  the  case,  the  license  granted  is  executed, 
and  is  not  revocable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  licensor.  {Ber- 
rioij  T.  Eem,  14  Serg.  &  R.  267;  Stiowden  v.  Wilaa,  19  Ind. 
10;  SkphenB  v.  Beiison,  19  Id.  368;  Wootlbnnj  v.  ParsMey,  7

to  each  other,  as  in  the  case  of  licensor  and  licensee,  and 
they  mutually  agreed  to  make  and  construct  the  ditch  for 
their  joint  use  and  benefit.

This  case  is,  in  mauy  respects,  like  Zee  et  at.  v,  ilcLeod, 
12  Nev.  280.  Plaintiffs  seek  to  recorer  an  andirided  seven 
sixteeiitlia  part  of  a  certain  water-ditch  described  in  their 
complaint,  alleged  to  have  been  constrncted  from  a  tail-race 
of  the  Nevada  Land  and  Mining  Company  over  the  lands  of 
plaiutiffs  and  defendants,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting 
vater  from  said  tail-rac^-  to  and  npon  the  land  of  defend- 
ants and  plaintiffs  respectively,  a  distance  of  four  or  6re 
mileB,  for  farming  and  irrigating  parposes.  Plaintiffs  also 
ask  that  defendants  be  perpetually  enjoined  from  interfering 
with  plaintiffs'  free  and  andistnrbed  use  of  said  ditch  to  the 
extent  of  their  interest  therein,  and  that  plaintiffs  have 
judgment  for  dama^^es  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  £ve 
hnndred  dollars,  on  account  of  an  unlawful  diversion  of  the 
waters  of  said  ditch,  on  and  after  May  20,  1876,  until  the 
twelfth  day  of  Angost,  1876,  whon  this  action  was  com- 
menced. Defendants  were  enjoined  from  interfering  with 
plaintiffs' alleged  rights  in  said  water-ditch;  ulso  from  di- 
verting therefrom  any  portion  of  one  hundred  and  forty-five 
inches  of  water,  claimed  to  have  been  purchased  from  said 
Nevada  Land  and  Mining  Company  for  the  irrigating  sea- 
son of  1876  by  plaintiffs. 

Defendants  answered  separately,  and  denied  all  the  alle- 
gations of  the  complaint  that  are  material  on  this  nppeal, 
except  the  allegation  "that  the  ditch  in  question  was  con- 
structed and  used  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  water  from 
said  tail-race  to  the  lands  of  plaintiffs  and  defendants,  for 
farming  and  irrigating  purposes,  and  is  capable  of  condnct- 
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ing  from  five  to  six  hundred  inclies  of  Trater."  I>efeiijaiits 
also  admitted,  hy  failing  to  deny  the  same,  that  plaintiffs 
pnrcbased  the  nse  of  one  hnodred  and  forty-five  inches  of 
■water  from  the  Nevada  Land  and  Mining  Company,  to  be 
conducted  throagh  Raid  ditch  and  used  for  irrigating  pnr- 
poses  upon  their  ranches  on  and  after  July  4,  1676,  during 
tite  farming  season  of  that  year;  and  further,  that  they,  the 
defendants,  diverted  the  water  claimed  by  plainti&,  but 
they  denied  plaintiffs'  alleged  right  aud  title  to  the  ditch 
or  any  of  the  vater  therein. 

It  was  agreed  by  counsel  upon  the  trial,  and  so  ordered 
by  the  court,  that  plaiutifife  might  offer  oil  evidence  \viiich 
they  had  or  could  procure  to  maintain  or  establish  the  right 
claimed  by  them,  subject  to  defendant's  objection,  thattiuch 
lights  could  be  established  only  by  deed  or  proper  instru- 
ment in  ^vritiDg,  vesting  the  same  in  plaintiffs  or  their 
grantors;  that  all  evidence  offered  by  plaintiffs,  except  such 
■written  evidence,  should  be  taken  under  such  objection, 
aud  the  court  should  decide  upon  the  same  after  plaintifib 
should  rest  their  case.  Thereupon  plaintiffs  introduced 
evidence  tending  to  establish  these  facts:  That  plaintiffs 
and  defendants  respectively  own  and  cultivate  ranches  near 
the  town  of  Beno,  through  aud  over  which  the  ditch  in 
question  was  constructed  by  defendants'  and  plaintiffs' 
grantors  in  the  year  1868  or  thereabouts,  for  the  purpose  of 
conducting  to  their  lands  for  irrigating  purposes  waters 
runniug  throngh  the  tail-race  above  mentioned,  and  belong- 
ing to  the  Nevada  Land  and  Mining  Company;  that  defend- 
ants' and  plaintiffs'  grantors,  in  1868,  agreed  to  construct 
and  own  tlie  ditch  together,  for  the  purposes  stated,  and 
when  it  should  be  completed,  to  keep  it  in  repair,  defend- 
ants to  own  one  fourth  each,  aud  plaintiffs'  grantors  one 
fourtli  each;  that  each  of  the  parties  to  the  agreement  con- 
tributed his  proportion  of  the  labor  and  expenses  necessary 
for  its  completion;  that  defendants,  and  plaitatiffs,  and  their 
grantors,  jointly  kept  it  in  repair,  and  until  about  Ma}'  20, 
1876,  used  the  same  in  common,  according  to  their  respect- 
ive interests,  without  further  permission  or  consent  from 
the  others;  that  the  ditch  is  from  four  to  five  miles  in

loDgth,  and  capable  of  condaoting  from  five  to  six  handred 
inches  of  \rater;  that  defeBdaots,  prior  to  the  date  last 
mentioDed,  did  not  claim  but  an  andivided  one  fourth  io- 
terest  eaoli,  and  recognized  plaintiffs'  right  to  the  balance; 
that  in  tbe  year  1876  plaintiffs  required  vater  for  use  upon 
their  respective  ranches  in  their  proper  cultivation,  and  that 
in  the  spring  of  said  year  they  purchased  one  hundred  and 
forty-five  inches  of  water,  to  be  taken  from  the  tail-race  and 
used  upon  their  lands  for  irrigating  purposes  during  the 
irrigating  season;  that  defendants  deprived  plaintifb  of  the 
use  of  a  greet  portion  of  the  water  so  purchased  by  them,  and 
thereby  greatly  injured  their  crops. 

After  plaintiffs  had  rested  their  oaee,  defendants'  counsel 
moved  for  a  judgment  of  nonsuit  upon  the  ground  that  the 
right  claimed  by  plaintiffs,  and  by  them  sought  to  be  en- 
forced, was  an  estate  or  interest  in  the  lands  of  defendants, 
other  than  a  lease  thereof,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one 
year,  and  that  the  same  was  not  created,  granted,  assigned, 
surrendered  or  declared  by  act  or  operation  of  law,  or  by 
deed  or  conveyance  in  writing,  subscribed  by  the  defendant 
or  either  of  them,  or  by  their  lawful  agents,  etc.  The  motion 
was  granted,  and  this  appeal  is  taken  from  the  judgment  of 
nonsuit. 

It  is  ui^ed  that,  by  their  agreement  and  acts,  respondents 
are  estopped  from  denying  appellant's  alleged  rights  in  the 
ditch  in  question.  In  answer  to  this,  counsel  far  respond- 
ents reply  that  the  facts  necessary  ta  constitute  an  equitable 
estoppel  must  be  pleaded;  that  they  are  not  in  any  manner 
stated  in  the  complaint  in  this  case,  and  consequently  that 
appellants  cannot  invoke  the  principle  claimed.  We  need 
not  inquire  whether  it  was  necessary  for  appellants  to  plead 
sioh  facts  or  not,  for  the  reason  that  the  only  ground  of 
objection  to  appellants'  evidence  was  the  one  above  stated. 
It  was  not  objected  that  the  evidence  was  inadmissible  be- 
cause the  facts  constitnting  an  equitable  estoppel  were  not 
pleaded.  In  Sharon  v.  JUinnock,  6  Herv.  38S,  the  court  held 
that  the  ground  of  objection  must  be  stated  in  the  court 
below,  and  that  this  court  would  not  reverse  a  ruling  admit- 
ting or  rejecting  evidence  upon  a  ground  in  no  way  sng- 
voL.  xin.— «. 
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gested  at  tbe  time  of  objectioD,  and  apoD  which  the  conrt 
vasnot  called  apoD  to  decide;  tliatthia  coart  voald  con- 
sider objections  only  npon  the  gronnds  specified  in  tbe 
oonrt  below.  Such  a  construction  was  evidantlj  intended 
by  the  legislatnre,  and  is  the  only  one  that  is  jnat  to  conrts 
and  litiganta.  That  parol  evidence  is  admissible  in  general, 
to  prove  such  an  exeonted  parol  license  88  should  be  en- 
forced in  equity,  requires  no  at^ameut  or  citation  of  author- 
ities. Any  parol  license  which,  if  given  and  executed,  will 
be  upheld  and  enforced  in  equity,  may  be  proven  by  parol. 
The  fact  that  the  license  was  in  parol,  excludes,  as  a  rule, 
the  possibility  of  proving  it  by  evidence  in  writing. 

The  question  for  onr  consideration,  then,  is :  Did  the  facts 
admitted  in  the  pleadings  and  proven  on  the  trial,  the  same 
beiug  nneontradioted,  entitle  appellants  to  any  relief  sought 
in  the  court  below?  We  think  they  did.  They  tended,  at 
least,  to  establish  an  executed  parol  license  in  favor  of  ap- 
pellants, which  supplied  the  place  of  a  writing  and  took  the 
case  out  of  the  statute  of  frauds.  The  facts  admitted  and 
proven,  if  true,  show  that  for  the  mutual  benefit  of  respond- 
ents' and  appellants'  grantors,  an  agreement  was  by  them 
entered  into,  jointly  to  construct  the  ditch  in  qaestion  for  a 
common  purpose;  that  In  pursuance  of  such  agreement  and 
by  reason  thereof,  they  performed  their  proportion  of  labor 
and  advanced  their  share  of  the  expenditure  necessary  in 
its  construction,  and  that  subsequently  appellants  and  their 
grantors  contributed  their  share  of  labor  and  expense  nec- 
essary in  keeping  it  in  proper  condition  for  use;  that  at  the 
time  appellants  were  deprived  of  the  water  they  had  the 
right  to  use  one  hundred  and  forty-five  inches  from  the  tail- 
race  mentioned  during  the  whole  irrigating  season;  that 
water  was  indispensable  to  the  growth  and  matority  of  their 
crops,  and  that  by  reason  of  its  diversion  their  crops  were 
injured;  that  appellants  and  their  grantors,  from  1868  until 
1876,  uninterruptedly  used  said  ditch  in  proportion  to  the 
interests  claimed  by  them  respectively,  and  that  during  such 
period  respondents  did  not  claim  but  a  fourth  interest  each 
therein.  If  the  facts  stated  are  true,  respondents  had  no 
right  to  deprive  appellants  of  tbe  ose  of  the  ditch  to  the  es- 
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tent  of  their  interest;  at  least  so  loDg  as  tbe  latter  -wepe  able 
to  purchase  water  from  the  owner  of  the  said  tail-race,  and 
80  long  as  they  did  so  purchase  it  to  be  nsed  upon  their 
lands  for  irrigating  parpoaes.  (See  Lee  et  al,  v.  McLeod,  12 
Ne7.  280,  and  the  cases  therein  cited.) 

In  BarUan  Waier  Povxr  Co.  y.  Feghle,  21  N.  J.  Eq.  463, 
the  conrt  say :  ' '  "Where  improvements  of  a  permaDent  natare 
have  been  made  by  a  person  on  bis  own  land,  the  enjoyment 
of  vhich  depends  upon  a  right  recognizable  by  the  law, 
affecting  the  land  of  another,  and  to  which  his  consent  is 
necessary,  and  where  snch  consent  is  expressly  proved,  or 
necessarily  implied  from  the  oircamstances,  and  the  im- 
provements have  been  made  in  good  faith  npon  it,  equity 
will  not  permit  advantage  to  be  taken  of  the  form  of  the 
consent,  although  not  according  to  the  strict  mode  of  the 
common  law,  or  within  the  statute  of  frauds;  and  to  defeat 
snch  a  purpose  will,  upon  proper  bill  filed,  enjoin  the 
licensor  from  accompliBhing  his  frand,  or  when  he  asks 
relief  it  will  be  refosed,  or  if  granted,  will  be  allowed  merely 
in  the  shape  of  compensation,  bat  protecting  the  right  of 
the  licensee." 

It  is  said  by  counsel  for  respondenta  that  the  ditch  was 
intended  for  temporary  purposes  only.  The  evidence  cer- 
tainly does  not  show  that  snch  was  the  intention,  and  we 
cannot  presume  it  to  have  been  so  from  the  character  of  the 
property  and  the  surroundings  of  the  parties.  It  is  true 
the  tail-race  is  not  a  natural  stream,  and  that  all  the  parties 
were  obliged  to  purchase  the  water  from  its  owner.  But 
surely  these  facts  did  not  justify  respondents  in  depriving 
appellants  of  the  use  of  the  ditch  so  long  as  they  were  able 
to  secure  the  water  by  purchase  or  otherwise. 

We  do  not  deem  it  important  to  consider  other  points 
raised  by  counael  for  appellants. 

The  appellants  will,  if  they  so  desire,  be  allowed,  upon 
proper  motion,  to  amend  their  complaint  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  case  may  be  tried  npon  its  merits. 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  reversed  and  a  new 
trial  ordered.

By  the  Oontt,  BEiTir,  J. : 

This  Ib  a  Boit  to  recover  certain  horses,  mnlea,  harness, 
vagoQS,  etc.,  held  by  the  defendant,  Gilmote,  sheriff  of 
Eureka,  under  an  attachment  issaed  in  an  action  com- 
meuoed  by  the  defendant,  McKeroan,  against  one  Davis. 
The  defendants,  iu  their  answers,  deny  plaintiff's  title  to 
the  property,  and  allege  that  it  is  the  property  of  Davis. 
The  defendant,  MoKeman,  alBO  asserts  a  right  to  hold  the 
borseB  and  mules  by  virtue  of  a  stable-keeper'a  lien  for  the 
price  of  hay,  grain,  etc.,  fed  to  them  in  Lis  stables.-  These 
-were  the  issues  made  by  the  pleadings.  The  caase  was 
tried  by  the  coart  without  a  jory,  and  the  plaintiff  had 
judgment  for  all  the  property  except  the  horses  and  mules. 
Being  dissatisfied  with  this  judgment,  he  moved  for  a  new 
trial,  and  on  appeal  from  the  order  overruling  his  motion, 
he  argues  that  the  evidence  was  insufficient  to  support  the 
findings,  and  that  the  findings  do  not  support  the  conoln- 
sion  of  the  district  court,  that  the  defendant,  McKeman, 
had  a  valid  Hen  upon  the  live  stock.  The  plaintiff,  how- 
ever, nef^ected  to  include  in  his  statement  of  the  case  the 
findings  and  conclusions  of  the  coart,  and  no  counter  state- 
ment was  proposed.     It  is  objected  by  the  roBpondents 
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tbat  the  findings  of  the  dlatrict  court  ara  not  a  part  of  the 
xecord,  and  canooti  be  considered.  We  are  obliged  to  sus- 
tain the  objection.  It  has  been  too  often  decided  to  be  any 
longer  a  question  in  this  oonrt  that  the  findings  of  the  dis- 
trict jndge  cannot  be  considered  unless  thej  are  included 
in  the  statement  of  the  case.  {Bowker  t.  Goodivin,  7  Kev. 
137;  Imperial  S.  M.  Co.  v.  Barstow,  &  Ner.  254;  CorbeH  v. 
t/bb.  Id.  204.)  The  objection  that  they  are  not  a  part  of  the 
record  is  not  one  of  those  exceptions  to  the  transcript  or 
technical  objections  to  the  statement  that  are  waived  unleaa 
taken  in  accordance  with  Kale  VIII.  of  this  court.  We 
have  no  power  to  loolc  outside  of  the  record  of  a  case,  and 
when  it  clearly  appears  that  a,  paper  copied  into  the  trans- 
cript is  no  part  of  the  record,  we  are  bonnd  to  ignore  it. 

Since,  therefore,  we  cannot  look  at  the  findings  in  this 
case,  we  cannot  know  wbat  were  the  grounds  of  the  decision 
of  the  district  court.  If  we  should  be  satisfied  from  an  ex- 
amination of  the  statement  on  motion  for  a  new  trial  that 
there  was  no  evidence  to  sustain  a  finding  that  McKernan 
had  a  lien  on  the  horses  and  mules,  we  would  be  bound  to 
presume  in  favor  of  the  judgment,  that  the  finding  was 
against  the  plaintiff  on  the  issue  of  ownership  of  the  ani- 
mals. As  the  judgment  and  order  of  the  district  court  mast 
at  all  events  be  affirmed,  it  is  unnecessary  to  consider  or 
decide  the  questions  discussed  by  counsel,  which  relate  ex- 
clusively to  the  lien  claimed  by  McKeman. 

The  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  affirmed. .

I.  Under  the  rules  of  the  oommon  law  it  was  necessary  to 
Bpecifj  the  names  of  the  defendants;  but  the  statute  sets 
aside  the  common  law  rale  and  provides  that  where  seToral 
persons  are  associated  nnder  a  common  name,  they  maj  be 
sued  by  that  common  name.  The  district  conrt  therefore 
exceeded  its  authority,  under  the  statute,  in  setting  the  rule 
aside.  (1  Comp.  Laws,  1658;  GUman  v.  Coagrooe,  22  Cal. 
366;  Oillig,  MoU  db  Co.  v.  Zake  Sigler  Co.,  1  Nev.  214.) 

H.  The  service  of  anmmons  was  safficient.  (1  Comp. 
Laws,  1658;  WUspn  v.  Spring  Bill  Q.  M.  Co.,  10  Cal.  445; 
Soicev.  Table  M.  Co.,  Id.  441 ;  DoreftUe  v.  Sullivan,  7  Id.  279; 
EamiUon  y.  McDonaid,  18  Id.  128.) 

m.  The  justice  had  no  power  to  grant  the  defendants* 
motion  to  vacate  or  set  aside  the  judgment,  nor  could  he 
exercise  any  control  over  the  judgment,  except  to  enforce  it. 
(18  Wend.  558;  1  Hinton,  90;  2  Cowen's  Treatise,  960; 
Leonard  v.  Peacock,  8  Nev.  84.) 

IV.  Justices  are  allowed  great  latitude.  (1  Comp.  Laws, 
1597-1599;  Liening  v.  Gould,  13  Cal.  598;  Linhart  v.  Buif, 
11  Id.  280;  Ch-ase  Valley  QuaHz  M.  C.  v.  Stackhouae  et  al.,  6 
Id.  413;  Butler  v.  King,  10  Id.  342.) 

Y.  If  the  return  were  defective,  it  was  demurrable  only; 
and  we  were  entitled  to  an  amendment  in  accordance  with 
the  facts  of  service,  as  no  rights  or  claims  of  others  had 
intervened.  (Oavitl  v.  Voub,  23  Cal.  78,  and  cases  there 
cited.) 

Lema  dtDeal,  for  Bespondents. 

I.  Tbe  complaint  filed  in  tbe  juatice's  court  is  not  such 
a  complaint  as  is  authorized  by  tbe  statute.  The  account 
filed  as  a  complaint  is  not  in  form  or  substance  sach  an 
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nccouut  as  authorized  by  the  statute.  (1  Comp.  Laws,  1595.) 
The  acconat  should  disclose  the  oamea  of  the  parties  to 
the  action.  It  does  not  appear  from  the  paper  filed  who 
the  defendants  are.  Messrs.  Irving,  McKay  &  Co.  would 
indicate  a  copartnership  name,  but  the  names  of  the  firm - 
do  not  appear.  Tlie  real  names  of  the  defendants  should 
be  given,  or  if  a  fictitious  name  is  used,  that  fact  should  ap- 
pear.    (7  How.  Pr.  271;  Frank  v.  Zevei,  5  Rob.  599.) 

H.  The  summons  issued  by  the  justice  of  the  peace  was 
not  such  a  summons  as  the  statute  required.  The  require- 
ments of  the  statutes  are  mandatory.  If  the  real  name  of 
the  defendant  is  in  the  summons  be  is  bound  to  take  notice 
that  an  action  is  commenced  against  him,  but  if  a  fictitious 
name  is  used,  and  there  is  no  statement  to  that  effect  iu  the 
summons,  a  person  on  whom  service  ia  made  is  not  bound 
to  take  any  notice  of  it.  (Pinda  v.  Black,  4  How.  Pr.  95; 
Farnham  v.  Meredith,  32  Barb.  277,  278;  MouUon  v.  2)ema 
CaHy,  6  Eob.  470.) 

in.  The  complaint  must  show  that  the  conditions  re- 
quired by  the  statute  existed.  {Wdeh  v.  Kirkpatrick,  30 
Cal.

IV.  The  judgment  was  void,  because  the  court  never 
acquired  jurisdiction  of  the  defendants,  no  service  baring 
been  made  and  the  defendants  not  having  waived  service  by 
au  appearance.  {Hoffman  v.  Fish,  18  Abb.  Pr.  76;  Cole  v. 
Bindaon,  6  Term  R.  234;  Griswoldv,  Sedgmck,  6  Cow.  456.) 

V.  On  cerliorari  this  court  will  only  consider  the  ques- 
tion whether  the  inferior  tribunal  acted  without  its  jurisdic- 
tion, (^hll  V.  Co.  Com.  Humboldt  Co.,  6  Nev.  100;  Mason  v. 
Co.  Com.  Ormsby  Co.,  7  Id.  398;  In  re  Wiixim,  12  Id.  219; 
Ex  parte  Siceejiy,  12  Id.  158.)  The  district  court  having 
full  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  had  the  power  to  make  any 
order  therein  as  fully  as  if  the  case  had  originally  been  com- 
menced there.  (Morley  v.  EUdm,  37  Cal.  454;  People  v. 
nidm,  40  Id.  642;  Monreal-v.  Sush,  46  Id.  79;  C.  P.  B.  B. 
Co.  v.  Placer  Co.,  46  Id.  667.) 
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By  tlie  Court,  BKiTxr,  J. : 

Tbe  petitioners  commenced  an  action  in  a  justice's  court 
of  Storey  county,  by  filing  an  account  against  "Irving,  Mc- 
.Kay&Oc,"  withoat  disclosing  the  names  of  the  indiridnals 
composing  the  firm.  The  summons  thereupon  issued  vas 
directed  to  "Imng,  McKay  &  Co.,"  and  acoording  to  the 
constable's  return,  was  served  on  "tbe  defendants"  person- 
ally, in  the  township  where  the  action  was  pending.  The 
defendants  having  failed  to  appear,  judgment  was  entered 
upon  their  default.  Nearly  a  month  thereafter,  J.  G.  Irving 
and  Daniel  MoKay  appeared  in  the  justice's  court  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  moving  that  the  judgment  be  eet  aside. 
Their  motion  being  overruled,  they  appealed  to  the  district 
court,  where  it  was  renewed  and  granted,  upon  the  grounds 
that  the  complaint  was  defective  in  form  and  substuice,  and 
that  no  legal  summons  had  been  issued  or  served. 

We  think  the  district  judge  was  in  error  iu  so  holding. 
The  snfBciency  of  pleadings  in  justices'  courts  is  not  to  be 
tested  by  the  rules  that  are  applied  in  the  higher  courts. 
The  statute  makes  the  copy  of  an  account  a  sufficient  com- 
plaint in  justices' courts.  (C.  L.,  sections  1575  and  1595.) 
It  is  allowed  to  import  allegations  that  must  be  expressly 
made  in  similar  actions  commenced  iu  the  district  coott. 
An  account  in  the  following  form,  "Daniel  MoKay  to  Louis 
Feusier,  Dr.,  March  1, 1878,  to  50  sacks  of  flour  at  $2  60— 
1125,"  would  be  equivalent,  as  a  complaint  iu  a  justices* 
court,  to  the  allegation  that  on  the  first  day  of  March,  1878, 
Louis  Feusier  hod  sold  and  delivered  to  Daniel  McKay,  at 
his  request,  £fty  sacks  of  flour  reasonably  worth  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-flve  dollars,  and  that  the  whole  of  that  sum 
was  at  the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  account  due  and  unpaid. 
Iu  other  words,  formal  and  precise  pleading  is  dispensed 
with  iu  those  courts,  and  in  an  action  upon  an  account  every- 
thing is  deemed  to  be  alleged  which  can  be  reasonably  infer- 
red from  the  face  of  the  paper.  An  account  against  "Irving, 
McKay  &  Co."  just  as  fully  imports  the  allegation  that  two 
or  more  persons  are  doing  business  under  the  firm  name  of 
Irving,  McKay  &  Co.,  as  that  goods  reasonably  worth  the 
amount  charged  were  sold  and  delivered  at  their  request. 
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Wliere  two  or  more  personB  are  doing  basineBS  nnder-  a 
common  name,  whetber  it  comprises  the  namea  of  saoh  per- 
Bons  or  not,  they  may  be  sued  by  their  common  name  (C. 
L.,  sec.  1658),  and  in  snob  case  tiie  indiyidnal  names  need 
not  be  disclosed,  the  very  object  of  the  atatnte  being  to  dis- 
pense with  the  necessity  of  ascertaining  the  names  of  the 
members  of  the  firm.  Jarisdiction  is  acqnired  by  serving  the 
summons  upon  any  one  or  more  of  the  asBOciatee,  but  the 
judgment  binds  only  their  joint  property,  onlesa  on  the  trial 
the  names  of  the  associates  are  shown,  in  which  case  judg- 
ment may  be  rendered  against  the  individnals  composing 
the  company.  (C.  L.,  X673;  Qillig,  Mott  d:  Go.  v.  £aie  Bighr 
fibofiCo.,  2NeT.  214.) 

It  may  be  conceded  that  in  an  action  under  these  provis- 
ions, in  the  district  court,  it  would  be  necesaaiy  to  allege 
that  two  or  more  persons  were  doing  business  under  the 
firm  name  set  out  in  the  title  of  the  complaint,  but  it  does 
not  follow  that  each  express  allegations  are  necessary  in 
justices',  courts.  It  is  su£Scient  there  if  the  facts  can  be 
inferred  from  the  form  of  the  account.  This  dixposes  of 
the  objections  to  the  complaint.  The  objection  to  the  sum- 
mons is,  that  it  was  not  directed  to  the  individual  defend- 
ants by  their  proper  names.  We  think  it  was  properly 
dii-eoted  to  the  defendants  by  their  common  name.  The 
object  of  the  statute,  as  we  have  said,  was  to  enable  the 
plaintiff  to  commence  hia  suit  without  being  nnder  the  ne- 
cessity of  first  ascertaining  the  names  of  the  several  defend- 
ants, an  object  which  would  be  completely  frustrated  by 
requiring  the  names  to  be  ascertained  before  the  issDanoe 
of  summons.  The  name  of  the  firm — whioh  alone  is  to  be 
bound,  unless  the  names  of  the  assooiates  are  proved  at  the 
trial — is  known,  and  to  that  name  the  sommong  should  be 
directed.  (C.  L.,  sec.  1577.)  When  it  is  served,  the  per- 
son upon  whom  it  is  served  knows  whether  or  not  he  is  a 
member  of  the  firm  or  company  named.  If  he  is  not,  he 
may  safely  disregard  it;  but  if  he  is,  he  must  answer,  or 
take  the  consequences.  In  this  case,  if  J.  G.  Irving  and 
I>aniel  McKay  were  not  members  of  a  company  doing  basi- 
ness   under  the  firm  name  of  Irving, '  McKay  &  Co.,  the 
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judgment  did  not  concern  them;  if  thej  vers  members  of 
sucli  a  company,  it  was  Iij  their  own  default  that  the  jodg- 
ment  -was  entered,  and  they  have  neither  eubstastial  nor 
tdcbnioal  grounds  of  complaint.  Something  has  been  said, 
it  is  true,  about  the  insuffioiency  of  the  constable's  return 
of  service,  but  it  is  not  denied  that  service  was  really  made, 
and  if  the  original  return  -was  defeotive  it  was  cored  by  the 
affidavit  subsequently  filed.  It  ia  the  service  that  gives 
jurisdictiou;  if  the  return  is  inanfficient  it  may  be  amended  . 
in  conformity  with  the  facts. 

But  the  important  question  in  this  case  is  not  whether 
the  district  court  erred  in  reverBing  and  eetting  aside  the 
judgment  of  the  justice's  court,  but  whether  it  exceeded  its 
jurisdiction.  The  proceeding  is  by  certiorari,  and  if  the 
district  court  had  the  power  on  appeal  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  question  whether  the  default  of  Irving,  McKay  & 
Co.  had  been  improperly  entered,  then  its  order,  no  matter 
how  erroneous,  must  stand. 

We  think,  howcTer,  that  the  district  court  had  no  juris- 
diction by  appeal  in  thia  case.  The  judgment  was  entered 
upon  the  default  of  the  defendants,  and  there  was  no  issue 
of  law  or  fact  to  be  tried.  All  the  district  conrt  can  do  in 
a  case  appealed  from  a  justice's  court  ia  to  try  it  anew  (C. 
L.,  1643),  and  if  no  sort  of  issae  has  been  made  or  tried  in 
the  justice's  court,  there  is  nothing  to  be  tried  anew.  (10 
Cal.  19;  11  Id.  328.)  These  decisions  were  approved  by 
Judge  Brosnan  (1  Nev.  96),  and  his  decision  has  only  been 
BO  far  qualified  as  to  hold  that  an  appeal  lies  to  this  court 
from  a  judgment  by  default  in  the  district  conrt  upon  the 
question  wbethertLe  default  has  been  properly  entered.  (3 
Kev.  386.)  This  is  correct,  no  doubt,  because  this  court, 
on  appeal  from  a  judgment,  may  review  any  question  affect- 
ing its  correctness  or  validity  wliich  can  be  raised  upon  the 
record. 

But  on  appeal  to  the  district  court  the  case  ia  different. 
All  the  district  court  can  do  ia  to  retry  issues  of  law  or  fact 
that  have  been  made  in  the  justice's  conrt.  If  the  defend- 
ant, by  making  the  default,  has  failed  to  raise  any  sort  of 
issue  in  the  court  of  original  jurisdiction,  he  will  not  be 
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permitted  to  raise  snch  issneB  for  tho  first  time  in  the 
appellate  court.  He  cannot  foe  allowed  at  liis  option  to 
convert  a  court  of  appellate  into  a  court  of  original  juris- 
diction. 

If  the  defendant,  in  an  action  commenced  in  jaatice's 
court,  thinks  the  complaint  etates  no  canse  of  action,  he 
may  object  to  it  on  that  ground  (0.  L.,  1597),  and  if  he 
chooBes  he  may  Btand  upon  that  isaae  and  app«al  upon  it, 
but  if  he  does,  it  will  be  the  only  issue  triable  in  the  dis- 
trict court.  If  he  wishes  to  make  an  issue  of  fact,  he  most 
make  it  in  the  justice's  court,  or  he  cannot  have  it  tried  in 
the  district  court. 

It  is  contended  that  the  last  clause  of  section  1644:  is  a 
qualification  of  the'proviaion  of  section  1643,  that  all  causes 
appealed  to  the  district  court  shall  be  tried  anew.  We  do 
not  think  so.  It  is  explained  \>y  reference  to  sections  1697, 
1599,  etc.  Either  partj  may  desire  te  amend  his  own 
pleading,  or  compel  an  amendment  of  his  adversary's,  but  if 
be  failed  to  make  his  motion  in  the  justice's  court,  Le  might 
be  held  to  have  waived  the  right  to  make  it  in  the  district 
court.  It  is  accordingly  provided  that  the  justice  shall 
enter  in  his  docket  a  stetement  of  all  such  motions  and  his 
decisions  thereon.  (0.  L.,  section  1623.)  If  his  decisions 
upon  such  motions  are  erroneous  or  arbitrary,  the  party 
^[griered  may  renew  hia  motion  or  objection  in  the  district 
court.  It  is  such  and  similar  objections  that  we  think  are 
contemplated  by  section  1644,  and  if  so,  it  is  perfectly  con- 
sistent  with  the  provision  of  section  1643,  requiring  all 
cases  appealed  to  the  district  court  to  be  tried  anew.  This 
construction  of  the  law  does  not  leave  a  party  who  has  been 
improperly  defaulted  without  a  remedy.  Hia  remedy  by 
eerlwrari  is  ampler  than  it  would  be  if  he  bad  the  right  of 
appeal,  for  he  is  not  limited  in  the  exercise  of  it  to  the 
period  of  thirty  daya;  and  if  either  party  is  dissatisfied  with 
*the  judgment  of  the  district  court,  an  appeal  lies  to  this 
court. 

It  is  not  contended  in  this  case  that  there  would  hare 
been  any  right  of  appeal  to  the  district  court  if  the  defend- 
ants had  not  first  made  their  motion  to  vacate  the  judgment 
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in  tbo  JQstice's  court.  Bat  we  think  the  making  of  that 
motion  did  not  chango  the  remedy.  The  'wrong  complained 
of  was  the  entry  of  jadgment  withont  jariediotion.  If  the 
wrong  bad  existed,  and  if  certiorari  was  the  appropriate  and 
exdaaive  remedy,  as  we  think  it  was,  a  right  of  appeal  wna 
not  created  by  the  refusal  of  the  jnatice  to  undo  the  anp- 
posed  wrong. 

Oar  opinion  is  that  the  order  of  the  district  conrt  vacat- 
ing and  setting  aside  the  judgment  in  favor  of  the  petition- 
ers against  Irviug,  McKay  &  Co.,  and  adjadging  the 
petitioners  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  appeal,  was  erroneous, 
and  in  excess  of  the  jurisdiction  of  said  ooart,  and  it  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  nail  and  void.

Lynch  had  the  poBseaaoiy  title  to  certsin  hmd,  including  land  thkt  WM 
kid  down  on  tb«  official  map*  of  Virjpnia  city,  bat  never  opened  to  the 
public  a«  a  «tneL  The  railroad  company  obtainad  from  the  citj  the 
right  of  way  to  lay  iti  track  upon  said  street,  and  in  so  doing  excavated 
it  in  mcb  a  manaer  as  to  render  the  access  t«  hia  dweUing-liotue  difficult, 
•od  entirely  destroyed  a  pnblio  road  leading  acron  said  itreet  to  a  qniftl 
mill  owned  bj  bim:  Htid,  that  it  wa«  immaterial  vhether  the  title 
in  fee  was  in  the  United  States  or  in  Tir^nia  <uty  in  tmit  for  the  pub- 
lic, tbat  the  prior  poatessory  rights  which  Lyncb  had  acquired  by  pos- 
semlon  could  not  be  destroyed  by  the  railroad  company  withont  com- 
pensation.

ly.  Even  if  the  settlement  under  which  respondent 
claima  had  been  made  with  view  to  general  pre-emption, 
which  could  not  be  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
(Eev.  Statutes  U.  S.  417,  sec.  2268),  or  other  acquirement 
of  the  realty,  the  United  States-had  the  undoubted  right  to 
grant  to  another,  no  purchase  having  been  oonsummated.

V.  J.  C.  Clark,  through  whom  respondent  derives  his 
claim,  recognized  tlie  official  map  and  claim  of  the  city,  by 
his  application  filed  in  the  land-office.

I.  The  act  of  congrBBs  (Statutes  of  the  United  States, 
sec.  238),  was  never  intended  to  embraoe  a  citf  already 
bailt,  -with  ita  streets  laid  ont  sad  bniU  npon,  and  which  is 
folly  organized  and  incorporated.  It  is  only  the  parties 
who  have  founded,  or  desire  to  fonnd  a  town,  that  have  any 
rights  nnder  the  statate.  Congress  did  not  intend  to  give 
any  parties  the  ri^t  to  ran  streets  through  valnable  and 
extensire  improTements  placed  on  the  pablio  lands  in  good 
faith  withont  awarding  compensation.  Congress  has  never 
arbitrarily  anthorized  any  one  to  oast  another  from  his  pos- 
session, and  to  take  from  him  his  improvements  without 
compensation,  but  on  the  contrary,  it  has  always  been  the 
policy  to  protect  all  boiia  fide  settlers,  whether  in  the  cities 
or  upon  the  agrionltnral  lands  of  the  United  States. 

H.  The  statute  of  limitations  rnns  against  a  munioipal 
corporation.  (5  Ohio  St.  694;  8  Ohio,  299;  Angell  on 
Limitations,  sec.  38;  2  Harris  &  MoHenry,  137;  Tyler  on 
Ejectment,  126;  49  Mo.  468;  22  Id.  525;  24  Iowa,  283,  and 
oases  there  cited;  Compiled  Laws  of  Nevada,  sees.  1018, 
1034.)  The  board  of  aldermen  had  no  right  to  anthorize  the 
appellant  to  destroy  the  street.  (7  Ind.  38;  Id.  497;  31 
Mo.  180.)  The  mere  survey  or  platting  does  not  make  a 
street;  it  must  sctoally  be  opened.  (2  Wats.  &  S.  320;  7 
Md.  600-516;  31  Cal.  654;  Harrington's  Ct.  98;  6  Mich. 
176;  12  Id.  404.) 

By  the  Court,  Hawlet,  0.  J. : 

Appellant,  pnrsttant  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled 
"an  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  of  railroad  com- 
panies and  Uie  management  of  the  affairs  thereof  and  other 
matters  relating  thereto,"  approved  March  22,  1865,  peti- 
tioned the  district  court  of  Storey  county  for  the  condemna- 
tion of  certain  lands  situate  on  H  street,  in  Vii^oia  city, 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  it  to  construct  a  side  track  and 
carry  on  its  business  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public, 
and  prayed  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  to  ascer- 
tain and  assess  the  compensation  for  ssid  land. 
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Petitioner,  amoBg  other  things,  allies  that  Michael 
Ljncli  "  IB  now  occapying  and  claims  to  own  a  portion  of  H 
street,"  and  that  said  proposed  side  track  "vill  pass 
through,  over  and  across  the  portion  of  said  street  occupied 
and  claimed  hj  the  defendant,  Ljnch." 

The  defendant,  Lynch,  in  his  answer  alleges,  among  other 
things,  "  that  he  is  the  owner  of  a  certain  tract  of  land,  in- 
clading  the  ground  sought  to  be  coodemned,*'  and  "  that  he 
and  his  predecessors  in  interest  have  been  the  owners  of  the 
said  lot  of  land  through  which  said  H  street  passes  for  the 
past  thirteen  years." 

Commissiouers  were  regularly  appointed,  and  after  hear- 
ing the  allegations  and  proofs  of  the  respective  parties  they 
ascertained  and  assessed  the  oompeosation  to  be  paid  by 
the  petitioner  to  the  person  or  persons  having  or  holding 
any  right,  title  or  interest  therein  at  twelve  thousand  £ve 
hundred  dollars.  Their  report  was  confirmed,  and  within 
tweo^  days  thereafter  petitioner  deposited  the  money  with 
the  clerk,  and  then  petitioned  the  court  for  an  order  direct- 
ing the  clerk  to  repay  and  return  to  it  the  said  sum  of  twelve 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  The  coart  denied  this  peti- 
tion and  ordered  that  said  money  be  paid  to  respondent 
Lynch.     From  this  order  the  appeal  is  taken. 

From  the  statement  in  the  transcript  it  appears  that  J.  C. 
Clark,  the  immediate  grantor  of  the  respondent,  in  Septem- 
ber, 1865,  filed  his  declaration  of  settlement  upon  the  land, 
in  the  land-office  at  Carson  City,  Nevada;  but  that  the  title 
in  fee  has  never  been  acquired  by  the  said  Lynch  or  any  of 
his  grantors. 

The  portion  of  H  street  occupied  by  respondent  was 
never  opened  to  the  public,  but  it  is  laid  down  as  a  street 
upon  the  official  map  of  the  city  of  Virginia,  the  survey  of 
the  city  being  made  long  after  the  ooonpanoy  and  posses- 
sion of  the  land  by  the  grantors  of  respondent,  l^ere  is 
aqnaxts  mill  and  dwelling-honse,  owned  by  respondent, 
sihiate  upon  the  laud  claimed  by  him. 

For  a  period  of  sixteen  years  prior  to  the  condemnation 
of  the  liuid  there  existed  a  pnblio  road  across  H  street, 
vhich  had  been  used  by  respondent,  in  commoD  with  the 
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pablio,  as  a  means  of  access  io  his  qaartz  mill,  and  bj  rea- 
son of  the  excavations  made  hy  the  appellant  along  said 
street,  this  highway  had  been  destroyed  and  the  access  to 
respondent's  qaartz  mill  from  that  portion  of  Yirginia  citj 
lying  west  of  H  street  entirely  cat  off. 

The  dwell  in  g-honse  is  sitoate  adjacent  to  the  street,  and 
the  excavations  destroyed  the  fence  inclosing  the  honse  and 
rendered  the  access  to  said  honse  from  the  street  mnch 
mote  diffionU.  The  compensation  awarded  by  the  commis- 
sioners waa  for  the  depreciation  in  valne  of  the  dwetling- 
honae  and  the  qaartz  mill,  and  depreciation  of  the  land  ooon- 
pied  by  the  respondent  adjoining  the  cot  made  by  appellant. 
No  qnestion  is  made  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  award,  so 
far  as  the  amoant  thereof  is  concerned.  Prom  the  views 
we  entertain  of  this  case  it  will  be  nnnecessary  to  notice 
many  of  the  important  qaestions  that  were  ably  discossed 
in  the  oral  argument  by  the  respective  ooansel. 

We  consider  it  immaterial  whether  the  tiUe  in  fee  to  H 
street  is  in  the  United  States  or  in  the  manioipality  of  Yir- 
ginia city  in  tmst  for  the  pnblio.  There  is  no  pretense  that 
either  have  ever  granted  the  title  to  appellant,  the  only 
aathority  of  appellant  to  make  the  excavations  com- 
plained of,  independent  of  the  proceedings  for  con- 
demnation, is  a  resolution  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  Virginia  city,  which  only  par- 
ports  to  give  and  grant  to  it  the  right  to  use,  ran  throngh 
and  across  all  the  streets  which  said  track  will  mn  throngh 
and  across.  Asanming,  therefore,  without  deciding  the 
quBBtioD,  that  this  resolution  was  valid  without  the  signa- 
ture of  the  mayor,  it  only  gives  and  grants  the  right  of  way 
to  build  a  side  track  on  H  street.  It  did  not,  by  its  terms, 
authorize  appellant  to  excavate  or  grade  the  street  so  as  to 
destroy,  ohBtmct,  or  interfere  with  its  use  as  a  street.  Ad- 
mitting, also,  for  the  sake  of  the  argument,  that  the  statute 
of  limitations  does  not  run  against  the  municipal  corpora- 
tion (a  question  upon  which  there  is  great  diversity  of  opin- 
ion), and  that  respondent  has  no  title  by  prescription  to 
that  portion  of  the  land  laid  out  upon  the  city  map  as  H 
street,  uevMiheless  we  are  of  opinion  that,  as  an  owner 
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of  the  possessor;  title  to  tlie  land  abutting  on  said  street, 
be  bod  certain  rights  which  are  entitled  to  protection.  He 
cnnnot,  in  this  proceeding,  b«  treated  as  a  mere  naked 
wrong-doer  having  no  eqaitable  rights  in  the  premises. 
(California  NoHhem  B.  R.  Co.  v.  Gould,  21  Oal.  254.) 

His  right  to  use  the  street  as  a  means  of  ingresa  and 
egress  to  and  from  his  dwelling-botiBe,  and  to  use  the  road 
leading  across  said  street  to  his  qaartz  mill  was  acquired 
long  prior  to  an;  right  of  appellant  to  ase  the  street  for  anj 
pnrpose.  The  rights  acquired  hj  respondent  were  valuable 
and  could  not  be  destroyed  by  appellant  without  compensa- 
tion. 

If  the  right  of  way  could  haTd  been  enjoyed  without 
further  damage  than  that  which  usually  results  from  the 
mere  ordinary  use  of  a  street  by  a  railroad  company  laying 
its  track  thereon,  independent  of  the  questions  of  excava- 
tions or  embankments  that  prevent  the  use  of  the  street  by 
the  owners  of  lots  abutting  thereon,  then  there  is  a  very 
respectable  array  of  authorities  which  hold  that  the  owner 
or  occupants  of  such  lots  are  not  entitled  to  compensation. 
But  none  of  the  authorities  cited  by  appellant's  counsel  go 
to  the  extent  that  the  street,  or  a  highway  across  the  same, 
could  be  destroyed  or  obstructed  to  the  extent  shown  in 
this  case. 

We  think  the  respondent  had  the  right,  by  virtne  of  his 
possessory  title  to  the  land,  as  gainst  evt-ryhody  except  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  of  this  state,  or  of  the 
municipality  of  the  city  of  Virginia,  to  prevent  such  excava- 
tions being  made  to  hia  injury  unless  compensation  was 
awarded  for  the  damages  resulting  therefrom.  The  city  of 
Virginia  is  not  shown  to  have  ever  established  any  grade 
upon  or  over  the  land  condemned.  Appellant  took  the  right 
of  way  along  H  street  in  the  condition  it  found  it.  No 
rights  were  granted  to  it  by  the  resolntion  to  materially 
injure  the  use  of  the  street  to  the  damage  of  the  lot-owners, 
vithont  making  compensation.  Whether  the  legislature  or 
the  city  authorities  could  legally  grant  the  power  to  a  pri- 
vate corporation  to  so  change  or  alter  the  grade  of  a  street 
astopreventitause  by  the  adjoining  lot-owners,  as  a  means 
Vol.  XnL-7. 
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of  egress  or  iogreas  from  and  to  their  property,  is  a  qaes- 
tioQ  we  do  not  decide.  The  resolution  shows  the  anthority 
given,  and  none  other  is  implied.  Uuder  all  the  facts  and 
circnmstancea  of  this  case,  ve  are  of  opinioD  that  respond- 
ent is  entitled  to  the  compensation  awarded  by  the  com- 
missioners. 

Iq  Shte  y.  Tlie  Ohio  ajid  MisaiaBtppi  Satlroad  Company, 
7  Ind.  480,  the  defendant  having  heeu  graoted  the  right  of 
way  over  William  street,  under  aa  act  of  the  legislature  and 
by  an  ordinance  passed  by  the  city  authorities  of  Lawrence- 
bui^,  claimed  that  it  possessed  every  right  essential  to  its 
enjoyment  of  the  street.  It  made  such  an  embankment 
along  the  center  of  the  street  as  to  prevent  ingress  and 
egress  to  the  lots  across  it.  The  plaintiff  did  not  claim 
that  any  part  of  his  lots  were  appropriated  by  reason  of  the 
constractioQ  of  the  railroad.  He  only  asked  for  damages 
for  the  obstmctioa  of  his  easement  in  the  street,  and  the 
consequent  damages  to  his  property.  The  city  ordinance 
granting  the  right  of  way  did  nob  establish  the  grade  upon 
which  the  track  was  to  be  laid,  and  the  court  held  that  the 
right  must  be  restricted  to  "the  grade  of  the  street  snb- 
stantially  as  it  then  existed."  In  the  discussion  of  the  case 
the  court,  after  approving  the  decision  in  Haynea  v.  Thomas, 
7  Ind.  38,  say:  "A  street  which  had  been  dedicated  twenty- 
five  years  in  front  of  Tate's  lots,  owned,  occupied,  and  im- 
proved by  him  for  fifteen  years,  is  obstructed  by  the  rail- 
toad  embankment  four  and  one  half  feet  high.  He  alleges 
and  proves  special  damages.  In  such  a  case  the  owner  of 
the  lots  is  entitled  torecover  for  the  obstruction  of  his  ease- 
ment in  the  street."  In  answer  to  a  petition  for  rehearing 
the  court  said  that  the  grant  of  the  city  "mast  be  under- 
stood  to  mean  that  the  railroad  company  might  so  use  Wil- 
liam street  for  its  track  and  snperstrnctnre  as  not  to  ol>< 
sti-nct  it  to  the  injury  of  the  adjoining  proprietors." 

In  Ladcland  v.  North  Missouri  Railroad  Company,  31  Mo. 
180,  the  ordinance  from  the  city  authorities  of  St.  Charles 
granting  the  light  of  way  through  Main  street,  was  similar 
*o  the  resolution  in  this  case.  The  railroad  company  built 
a  side  track  along  the  main  track  in  the  street  fronting  the 
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plaintiff's  lot,  aod  a  switoli-track  counectiag  the  two  others. 
These  tracks  rested  on  embankments  which  obstmcted  all 
passages  of  vehicles  over  any  part  of  the  street.  The  qnes- 
tioD  was  then  presented  to  the  oonrt  whether  the  grant  of 
the  right  of  way  antborized  the  company  to  go  to  this  ex- 
tent. The  court  said:  "In  oonstming  a  grant  of  power  to 
a  private  corporation  the  power  must  be  given  in  plain  lan- 
guage or  by  necessary  implication.  Whatever  is  doabtfol 
is  against  the  corporation." 

Aiter  reviewing  the  cases  of  the  ComioomaetUlh  v.  Erieaiid 
N.  E.  B.  n.,  27  Pa.  St.  351,  and  Ihte  v.  ITie  Ohio  and  Miss. 
R.  R.,  Bupra,  and  approving  the  principles  therein  decided, 
the  conrt  held  that  a  grant  of  a  mere  right  of  way  over  the 
public  street  did  not  aathorize  "the  erection  of  depote,  or 
car  bnildings,  or  any  other  stmotiires,  which  materially  ob- 
stroct  the  nee  of  the  street  or  highway  as  a  public  ease- 
ment," and  that  it  was  immaterial  "whether  the  plaintiff 
owned  the  ground  to  the  middle  of  the  street  or  not,  as  his 
right  of  action  grew  out  of  his  ownership  of  the  lot." 

The  principles  announced  in  these  cases  fully  support  our 
views  of  the  case  under  consideration.  It  is,  however, 
proper  to  add  that  the  condnsions  we  have  reached  are  not 
antagonistic  to  the  general  proposition  contended  for  by 
appellant,  that  a  street  may  be  occupied  in  common  by  » 
railroad  and  by  the  public  in  ench  a  manner  as  not  to 
abridge  the  freedom  of  its  use  for  ordinary  parposes,  and 
that  when  so  occupied  and  used,  the  abutting  lot  owners 
will  not  bo  entitled  to  any  compensation. 

The  court,  in  SlaUen  v.  Des  Moinea  VaUey  R.  R.  Co.,  29 
Iowa,  152,  one  of  the  strongest  cases  in  favor  of  appellant 
upon  this  point,  expressly  state  that  the  general  rule  which 
it  decides  id  not  in  conflict  with  the  decision  in  Tate  v.  7%: 
Ohio  B.  B.,  aupra. 

The  opinion  iu  Pm-ttr  v.  North  MisBoun  Railroad  Compavy, 
33  Mo.  128,  does  not  disturb  the  role  annonnced  in  Lack- 
land T.  NoHh  MissouH  Railroad  Company,  aiipra. 

The  order  appealed  from  is  a£Brmed. 
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BEAmr,  J.,  concurriDg: 

I  coDcar  in  the  opioioa  tbat  even  assuming  tlie  land  taken 
by  tbe  appellaot  to  liave  been  part  of  a  street  of  Virginia 
city,  tbe  respondent  was  eatitled  to  compensation  for  the 
iiijnry  sustained  by  him  as  owner  of  the  land  contiguous  to 
the  out.  I  think,  however,  there  is  a  still  more  satisfactory 
reason  for  affirming  the  decision  of  tbe  district  court.  It 
appears  from  the  evidence  that  the  land  embracing  tbe  eo* 
called  street  was  occupied,  inclosed  and  bnilt  upon  by  the 
respondent  or  his  grnntors  years  before  any  map  of  Ylrgiuia 
city  was  filed  in  the  land-office.  When  this  proceeding  was 
instituted,  no  street  had  ever  been  opened  through  the  land 
so  occupied  by  the  respondent.  It  is  very  doubtful,  from 
tbe  evidence,  if  any  survey  of  this  part  of  the  city  had  ever 
been  made;  all  that  appears  with  any  degree  of  certainty  is 
that  various  streets  had  beeu  platted  on  a  map,  and  the  taap 
some  time  iu  the  year  1665,  recorded  in  the  county  re> 
corder's  office,  and  copies  filed,  one  in  the  local  land-office 
at  Carson,  and  another  in  the  general  land-office  at  "Wash- 
ington. The  streets,  as  platted  on  the  map,  run  throogh 
the  iuclosure  and  house  of  the  respondent.  The  map  was 
filed  iu  tbe  land-office  by  the  direction  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men of  Yii^inta  city,  iu  assumed  conformity  to  the  town 
site  act  of  congress  of  July  1, 1864.  (R.  S.,  sec.  2382  elseq.) 
I  think,  however,  no  authority  can  be  found  iu  that  act  or 
anywhere  for  what  the  board  of  aldermen  attempted  to  do. 
Conceding  that  they  had  power  to  act  in  tbe  premises  at  all, 
which  is  doubtful,  I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  they  had  no 
right  to  lay  out  imaginary  streets  niiinii)g  through  valuable 
improvements,  and  by  that  simple  process  deprive  citizens 
of  their  property  without  any  compensation.  Tbe  bare 
statement  of  such  a  proposition  seems  to  me  to  demonstrate 
its  absurdity. 

It  may  be,  and  probably  is  true,  that  the  respondent  has 
not,  and  that  his  grantors  have  never  bad,  any  rights  in  tbe 
land  inclosed  and  improved  by  them  that  congress  might 
not  disregard  iu  favor  of  another  donee;  but  they  had  rights 
which  tbe  subordinate  officers  of  the  land  department,  and 
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more  especially  the  board  of  aldermen  of  Yirginia  city, 
could  not  disregard.  (See  Yoaemite  Valley  case,  and  cases 
cited,  15  WaI.  78.)  Tliey  were  occnpying  the  land  and  liad 
improvetl  it,  and  tlie  size  of  the  tract  was  no  impediment  to 
their  right  of  pre-emptian.  (B.  S.,  sec.  2385.)  In  my  opin- 
ion the  respondent  had  a  right  of  pre-emption  in  the  whole 
tract  occupied  by  him  at  the  date  when  this  proceeding  was 
instituted.  It  appears  that  he  or  his  grantor  has  a  claim 
pending  in  the  United  States  land-office  for  the  whole  truct, 
and  his  claim  is  superior,  nnder  any  reasonable  construction 
of  the  acts  of  congresB,  to  the  claim  of  Virginia  city  or  the 
people  of  the  state  to  the  streets  platted  on  the  official  map 
after  his  right  of  pre-emption  bad  accrued.  To  saj  that 
congress  may  deprive  him  of  his  equitable  right  of  pre- 
emption is  wholly  beside  the  purpose.  There  is  uo  pre- 
sumption that  congress  will  do  so,  and  certainly  uo  one  else 
can.  In  fact,  it  is  not  pretended  that  any  one  besides  the 
board  of  aldermen  of  Virginia  city  has  attempted  to  do  so. 
All  that  appears  to  have  been  done  in  the  land-office  is  to 
file  certain  applications  for  lots  as  they  are  laid  down  on 
the  map,  and  the  application  of  respondent's  grantor,  which, 
thongh  it  refers  to  the  map  as  a  means  of  description,  that 
being  necessary,  distinctly  contests  the  claim  of  the  city  by 
demanding  a  patent  for  the  whole  tract,  including  those 
parts  of  the  so-called  streets  embraced  within  it.  There 
has  been  no  decision  of  any  officer  of  the  government  in 
faror  of  the  right  of  the  city  authorities  to  extend  streets 
through  improved  lots,  and  in  view  of  the  provisioas  of  the 
United  States  law,  it  is  impossible  to  believe  that  such  a 
decision  will  ever  be  made. 

My  conclusion  is  that  the  city  of  Vii^;iuia  had  no  title  to 
or  control  over  the  land  taken  by  the  appellant,  and  that  the 
resolution  of  the  board  of  aldermen  was  of  no  effect.  The 
respondent  having  been  in  possession  with  a  right  of  pre- 
emption, is  entitled  to  be  fully  compensated  for  the  land 
condemned  and  the  resnlting  injury  to  the  contignons  land.

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BESPONSE  TO  PETITION  FOB  BEHEABDia. 

By  til©  Coart,  Hattlei,  0.  J. : 

Wheii  this  cose  was  argued,  appellant  claimed  a  reversal, 
solely  upon  the  ground  that  it  was  entitled  to  the  money  it 
had  paid  into  court.  No  question  was  then  made  as  to  the 
Talidity  of  the  acts  of  the  commissioners,  or  as  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  amount  of  their  award.  In  fact,  it  did  not 
appear  that  any  such  objections  were  ever  made  or  relied 
npon  in  the  court  below.  These  facts  induced  the  writer  of 
the  opinion  of  the  conrt  to  consider  whether  the  record, 
viewed  in  the  moat  favorable  light  for  the  appellant,  would 
warrant  a  judgment  in  its  favor.  For  this  purpose  it  was 
then  admitted,  for  the  sake  of  the  argument  only,  that  even 
if  the  respondent  was  not  the  owner  of  the  land  marked  out 
npon  the  official  map  of  Virginia  city  as  H  street,  still  he 
was  entitled  to  compensation  for  the  injury  to  his  land 
abutting  the  street. 

A  rehearing  is  now  asked  for,  upon  the  ground  that  the 
commissioners  did  not,  under  the  proTisions  of  section 
3146,  2  Comp.  Laws,  have  "the  power  to  find  (and  did  not, 
in  fact,  find)  any  compensation  except  for  property  actually 
taken." 

If  this  point  had  been  uiged  npon  the  argument  we  should 
have  deemed  it  necessary  to  decide  whether  upon  the  record 
it  could  have  been  considered,  not  having  been  made  in  the 
court  below,  and  if  so,  whether  it  had  any  merit.  And  if 
we  had  considered  the  point  well  taken  we  would  then  have 
decided  the  case  upon  a  grotmd  that  would  have  covered 
the  objection  now  made,  for  we  were  then,  and  are  now, 
satisfied  that,  upon  the  facts  presented  in  the  record,  the 
respondent  has  such  an  interest  in  the  land  actually  taken 
by  the  appellant  as  entitles  him  to  compensation  therefor. 
This  being  true,  it  necessarily  follows  that,  nnder  the  rule 
laid  down  by  this  court  in  The  Virginia  and  Truchee  Bail- 
i'oad  Company  v.  Henry,  8  Nev.  165,  ilie  r&spondent  is 
clearly  entitled,  in  this  proceeding,  to  recover  the  compen- 
sation  awarded  by  the  commissioners. 

The  petition  for  a  rehearing  is  denied.

Costs  aqukst  Oasmihhbi  nota  "Tax,  iMPoar,  on  Fine."— An  order  of  a 
jortice's  court  imposing  costs  against  t,  garnishee  that  bad  refused  to 
makes  atatement,  is  not  a  "tax,  impost,  asaMsment,  or  municipal  fine," 
within  the  meaning  of  those  words  as  used  in  aection  i,  articla  vi,  of 
the  state  oonstitation.

No  appearance  by  Bespondent. 

By  tbe  Court,  Leohabd,  J. : 

On  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  June,  1876,  the  plaintiff,  John 
"Wearne,  commenced  an  action  in  the  justice  court  of  the 
ninth  township,  White  Pine  county,  agaiuat  Asa  B.  Eastwood, 
to  recover  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  forty-eight 
cents.  A  writ  of  attachment  was  issued  and  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Jamea  Henry,  constable  of  said  township.  The 
plaintiff  notified  the  constable  that  he  hud  reason  to  believe, 
and  did  believe,  that  Bartholomew  O'Connor,  secretary  of 
the  San  Jose  Mining  Company,  and  W.  J.  Haynes  were  in- 
debted to,  or  had  money  or  other  property  of  the  defend- 
ant Eastwood  under  their  control,  and  reqaested  the  con- 
stable to  act  accordingly  in  the  service  of  the  writ.  The 
constable,  in  his  return,  stated  that  he  served  tlie  writ  upon 
said  O'Connor,  who  gave  statement;  that  "he  also  served 
garnishment  upon  W.  J.  Haynes,  of  whom  a  statemeDt  was 
demanded,  and  said  Haynes  refused  to  give  such  state- 
ment." '  On  the  same  day  plaintiff,  Wearne,  made  and  filed 
nu  affidavit  with  the  justice,  setting  out  tbe  above  facts, 
together  with  the  farther  facts  that  the  defendant  Eastwood 
was  indebted  to  him  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  dollars  and  forty-eight  cents,  and  that  he  had  reason  to 
believe,  and  did  believe,  that  said  W.  J.  Haynes  was  in- 
debted to  the  said  defendant,  or  that  suid  Haynes  had 
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money  or  other  property  belocging  to  said  defendant, 
Eastwood,  and  aaked  the  ooart  to  issue  aa  order  command- 
ing Huyues  to  appear  before  the  court,  and  answer  concern- 
ing the  same.  An  order  was  issued  commanding  Hayues 
to  appear  before  the  court  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June, 
1876,  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  answer  under  oath  as  to 
■whether  or  not  he  had  any  money  or  other  property  of  said 
defendant,  Asa  B.  Eastwood,  under  his  control.  The  order 
was  fjerred  on  the  defendant  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  June, 
and  he  appeared  at  the  time  and  place  mentioned  in  the 
order.  He  testified  that  be  whs  not  indebted  to  defendant 
Eastwood,  and  that  he  had  no  money  or  other  property 
under  his  control  belonging  to  said  Eastwood.  Where- 
upon the  court  "ordered,  decreed,  and  adjudged  that  John 
Wearne,  plaintiff  herein,  do  have  and  recover  of  and  from 
W.  J.  Hayues,  the  garnishee,  the  sum  of  eleven  doUurs 
gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  with  interest  thereon  at  the 
rate  of  ten  i>er  cent.  x>er  annum  until  paid,  the  costs  in  this 
action." 

It  is  admitted  that  the  eleven  dollara  mentioned  were  the 
costs  of  the  proceedings  had  ander  section  1193,  Compiled 
Laws,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  information  respecting 
the  amount  and  description  of  the  debt  alleged  to  be  due 
from  Haynes  to  defendant  Eastwood. 

Haynes  appealed  from  the  judgment  of  the  justice's 
court  to  the  district  court  of  the  county,  where  the  judg- 
ment was  affirmed.  Haynes  now  appeals  to  this  oonrt,  and 
claims  that  this  court  has  jurisdiction  under  section  4, 
article  vi,  of  the  constitution  of  this  state,  and  section  914, 
Compiled  Laws,  which  provide  that  "the  supreme  court 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  in  equity,  uud 
also  in  all  coses  at  law,  in  which  is  involved  the  title  or 
right  of  possession  to,  or  the  possession  of,  real  estate  or 
mining  claims,  or  the  legality  of  any  tax,  impost,  assess- 
ment, toll,  or  municipal  fine,  or  in  which  the  demand,  ex- 
clusive of  interest  or  the  value  of  the  property  in  contro- 
versy, exceeds  three  hundred  dollars;  also,  in  idl  other  civil 
cases  not  included  in  the  general  subdivisions  of  law  and 
equity,  and  also  on  questions  of  law  alone,  in  all  criminal 
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cases  in  wbicli  the  offense  cbarged  amoouts  to  felony." 
Appellant  claims  that  the  requirement  of  the  court  that  he 
should  pay  the  costs  of  the  proceedings  stated,  'was  a  "tas, 
impost,  or  municipal  fine."  We  do  not  think  it  was  either, 
and  ure  satislied  that  this  court  has  no  jurisdiction  of  the 
question  in  dispute.  If  this  court  has  jurisdiction  on  ap' 
peal,  it  is  certain  that  the  district  court  hud  exclusive  orig- 
inal jurisdiction  (Sees.  4  and  6,  Art.  vi.  Const.),  and  it 
would  follow  that  the  lost  part  of  section  1193,  Compiled 
Laws,  is  a  dead  letter  in  justices'  courts.  If  the  require- 
ment of  the  justice  that  appellant  should  pay  the  costs  of 
special  proceedings  taken  under  the  statute  is  a  "  tas,  im- 
post, itssessment,  or  municipal  tine,"  it  must  be  the  lust. 
But  u  fine  is  a  sum  of  money  paid,  or  required  to  be  paid 
by  way  of  penalty.  It  is  a  pecuniary  puuisliment  for  doing 
Eomotbiug  prohibited,  or  failing  to  do  something  com- 
munded  to  be  done  by  law.  In  nil  legal  proceedings  there 
must  be  costs,  and  one  party  or  both  mast  pay  them.  The 
general  requirement  is  that  they  shall  fall  upon  the  party 
in  the  wrong  or  in  default.  In  justices'  courts,  the  plaintiff 
is  allowed  Lis  costs,  if  bo  obtain  judgment  for  any  sum,  be- 
canise  the  defendant  is  in  default  in  refusing  to  pay  the 
amount  found  due,  and  an  action  is  necessary.  In  the  dis- 
trict court,  in  an  action  ut  law,  the  plaintiff  is  not  allowed 
his  costs  if  he  obtain  judgment  for  less  than  three  hundred 
dollars,  because,  in  such  case,  he  should  have  brought  bis 
suit  in  the  justices'  court,  where  the  costs  would  generally 
be  less  than  in  the  district  court.  So  the  law  provides  that 
the  sberiCF  shall  make  a  full  inventory  of  the  property  at- 
tached, and  return  the  same  with  the  writ.  To  enable  him 
to  do  so,  he  shall  request  the  party  owing  the  debts  or  hav- 
ing the  credit,  to  give  Iiim  a  memorandum  stating  the 
amount  and  description  of  each;  and  if  snch  a  memorandum 
be  refnsed,  he  shall  return  the  fact  of  refusal  with  his  writ. 
The  statute  further  provides  that  "the  party  refusing  the 
memorandum  may  be  required  to  pay  the  costs  of  any  pro- 
ceeding taken  for  the  pnrpose  of  obtaining  information  re- 
specting the  amoont  and  descriptiou  of  such  debt  or 
credit."     He  is  required  to  pay  the  costs,  not  as  a  punish- 
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ment,  bnt  becaase  of  liis  own  fault  in  failing  to  give  tlie 
memoi-aDdam.  By  his  failure  to  comply  with  the  statntoiy 
tegnirement,  he  compels  the  plaintiff  to  institnte  proceed- 
iuga  that  would  not  have  been  necessary  perhaps,  had  he 
done  his  dnty;  and  being  alone  in  faolt,  the  law  requires 
him  to  pay  costs  that  he  only  has  made.  Bnt  tbey  are  in 
no  just  sense  a  fine,  tax,  impost,  or  assessment,  and  this 
court  has  no  jurisdiction.  The  consent  of  parties  cannot 
give  jnrisdictioa  to  this  or  any  other  court.  Having  no 
jurisdiction  over  the  matters  iu  dispute  in  this  proceeding, 
the  merits  will  not  be  disoussed,  and  the  appeal  is  dismissed.

Action  aqainst  Railboas  Cohfakt — Damaoes  iob  Pebsokal  lutOKna — 
NoflBurr,— S.  waa  walking  on  hia  rejnkr  route  from  hia  work  at  the 
Opbir  mine,  along  the  track  of  tbo  V.  kT.  R.  It.  Co.,  on  a  public  street, 
mnch  frequented  by  foot  paaaengera  in  Virginia  city;  there  waa  no  side- 
walk or  pLWSBge-way  provided  along  the  atrcet ;  there  was  a  heavy  bdow 
atorm  with  anoh  high  winds  as  to  prevent  hia  seeing  mon  than  t«n  feet 
ahead  of  him ;  there  was  snow  on  the  tails  which  deadened  the  Boond  of 
the  engine  or  trun  on  the  track  ;  ho  was  at  a  place  where  it  was  the 
usual  custom  of  the  railroad  company  when  moviag  its  tnuns  or  loco- 
motives to  give  signals  either  by  tbe  vhistle  of  the  locomotive,  or  the 
ringing  of  the  bell;  he  wsa  looking  ahead  wbeaever  be  conld  and  was 
liatening  for  the  sound  of  the  whistle  or  bell,  which  he  conld  have  heard 
if  each  signals  had  been  given ;  none  was  given ;  he  was,  without  any 
warning,  knocked  down  by  a  loccmotivo  or  tender  backing  along  the 
track  near  a  regalar  crossing :  ffeld,  that  upon  this  statement  of 
plaintifTs  case,  tho  court  did  not  err  in  refusing  to  grant  a  nonsuit. 

Idbm— Dott  of  PujsnrF— Reasohabls  Cabb— CiurTBiBoroiiT  N«gu- 
OBHCB.^ — A  plaiaCiSis  bound  to  use  due  and  leaaonable  diligence,  and  to 
exercise  ordinary  coro  and  prudence  lie  must  use  his  ordinary  facnltiea 
in  protecting  himself  from  danger,  and  if  he  fuls  to  use  his  eyes  or  can, 
having  the  opportunity  and  ability  so  to  do,  then  tbe  court  is  antboriisd 
to  grant  a  nonsuit  upon  tbe  ground  of  contributory  negligence. 

Idem— Dbgbee  OF  Dahoeb The  plaintiff's  prudence  is  to  be  measured  in 

proportion  to  tbe  danger.    Tbo  greater  the  risk  tbe  greater  the  degree 
of  euro  required. 

Idem— Dditof  Defendant.— A  railroad  company,  when  moving  ita  loco- 
motives or  trains  upon  tbe  public  streets  of  a  city,  is  bound  to  use  dna 
care  and  give  some  signal  of  their  approach. 
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Idkm — PREamonox  that  Siohals  wili.  bb  Gite^. — A  peraon  walking 
along  a  track  on  $•  public  street,  in  a  city,  bas  a  right  to  preBame,  and 
act  on  the  belief,  that  the  railroad  company  will  not  move  it«  locomo- 
tives or  cars  along  Buch  track  without  giving  the  uauol  signals. 

Idsm— Nbglioencb — Wheh  a  QOBJiTOd  OF  Law  or  Fact. — When  the  facts 
showing  A  want  of  ordinary  oore  and  pmdence  on  the  part  of  the  plaint- 
iff, are  clear  and  undisputed,  the  question  of  n^Iigeiice  is  one  of  law, 
to  be  decided  by  tho  court;  but  when  there  ia  any  doubt,  or  uncertainty; 
any  question  in  regard  to  wbich  reasonable  men  might  honestly  difior  in 
opinion,  then  tho  question  of  negligence  becoraet  a  question  of  fact,  and 
sbould  be  submitted  to  a  jury. 

Jdch^-Kew  Tbiai.— Vbbdict  Against  Eyidehce. — It  is  not  tho  province  of 
the  appellate  court  to  weigh  the  evidence  in  order  to  determine  the  pre- 
ponderance thereof;  that  duty  devolves  upon  the  jury  and  tho  nisi  priiu 
coort.  If  there  is  a  substantial  conOict  in  tho  evidence,  this  court  will 
not  distnrb  the  verdict. 

Idem — Dahaobs  When  not  ExciaaiTE. — The  plaintiff  was  thirty-four  yean 
of  age,  a  miner  by  occupation;  by  the  accident  his  right  sboalder  and 
some  of  his  ribs  were  broken;  one  of  his  legs  had  to  bo  amputated ;  ho  had 
severe  pains  through  his  broast  and  sides,  was  confined  to  his  bod  five  or 
six  weeks;  his  right  shoulder  and  amv  were  disabled.  He  has  no  means 
of  sapport  except  by  his  penonal  labor:  fftld,  that  the  verdict  of  fifteen 
thousand  doUan  is  not  so  excessive  ••  to  indicate  passion  or  prejudice 
qpon  the  part  of  the  jury, 

PcBUC  Stheet — Denials  rs  Answer — When  iNSOFFiciEJir. — The  track  ot 
defendant  runs  along  E  Btreot  in  Virginia  city.  The  complaint  alleges 
in  positive  terms  that  this  was  "a  public  street  of  said  city;  the  answer 
denies  that  the  plaintiff  was  rightfully  or  lawfully  walking  on  its  track 
at  the  time  of  the  injury,  or  that  the  public  were  accustomed  to  walk 
thereon,  or  that  they  hod  any  right  so  to  do:"  Held,  that  these  aver- 
ments in  the  anawor  did  not  constitute  ■  denial  of  the  allegation  in  the 
complaint  that  defendant's  track  was  on  a  pnblio  street, 

l!T8TBCCTioii3 — When  Verbict  will  hot  be  Sbt  Aside. — A  verdict  onght 
never  to  be  set  aside  simply  because  some  expreeaiona  of  the  oourt,  in 
its  charge  to  the  jury,  might,  in  some  particulars,  when  considered  apart 
by  themselves,  be  susceptible  of  verbal  criticism  which,  when  taken  and 
considered  with  other  portions  of  the  chai;ge,  could  not  possibly  have 
misled  a  jnry  ot  ordinary  intelligence. 

iKSntccnoNS — Reabob  able  C  are— Dakqbb — E  nown  Diapoamos  o»  Men.  — 
The  court  instructed  the  jury  aa  follows:  "  In  considering  the  question 
of  reasonable  care  and  prudence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  William 
Solen,  the  jnry  have  a  right  to  take  into  connderation,  together  with 
the  other  focts  of  the  case,  the  known  and  ordinary  disposition  of  men 
to  guard  themselves  against  danger:"  Held,  not  prejudicial  to  the  de- 
fendant. 

Idem — Rcui  or  Damaoks. — The  coart  instructed  the  jury  as  follows:  "  In 
eattea  of  this  character  the  law  does  not  piMcribe  any  fixed  or  definite 
rale  of  damagee,  but  leaves  their  assessment  to  the  good  sense  and 
nnbiaaed  judgment  of  the  jury:"  Htid,  not  erroneous. 
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Appeal  from  the  District  Court  of  the  First  Judicial  Pis- 
trict,  Storey  Couutj. 

Tlte  complaint,  witli  refereuce  to  the  queation  wlietlier 
E  Btreet  is  a  public  street — alleges:  "That  on  or  aboat  tbe 
tweoty-fifth  day  of  Febrnary,  1876,  between  the  hours  of 
six  aud  seveu  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  said  day,  the  said 
plaintiff  was  retarning  to  his  home  from  his  work  as  a 
miner  in  the  North  Cousolidnted  Yii'ginia  mine,  in  the  Ylr- 
giuia  Mining  District,  Htorey  oounty,  and  state  of  Nevada, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  returning  as  aforesaid,  was  walking 
along  "E"  street,  a  public  street  in  the  city  of  Virginia, 
state  of  Nevada,  upon  Tvhich  is  constructed  the  said  railroad 
track  of  the  said  defendant,  as  he,  the  said  plaintiff,  might 
rightfully  and  lawfully  do,  and  as  the  pablic  are  acoastomed 
to  do,  and  rightfully  do," 

The  answer  denies  "  that  plaintiff  was  rightfully  or  law- 
fully walking  on  its  road  at  the  time  of  the  injury  by  him 
alleged,  or  that  the  public  are,  or  ever  were,  accustomed 
so  to  do,  or  that  they  hare  any  right  so  to  do.  Defendant 
aveiH  that  any  one  who  walks  on  its  road  at  the  point  by 
plaintiff  designated,  doea  so  against  its  oonaent  and  at  his 
or  her  own  great  peril." 

The  instructions  of  the  court,  referred  to  in  the  opinion, 
read  as  follows:  "The  plaintiff  has  brought  this  action  to 
recover  from  the  defendant  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  injuries  resulting  from  an  accident  which  it  is 
claimed  was  caused  by  carelessness  and  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  employees  of  defendant,  a.  railroad  company.  It 
is  admitted  that,  on  the  twenly-fifth  of  February  last,  an 
engine  belonging  to  the  defendant  ran  ou  the  jtlaintiff  and 
produced  serious  injuries.  The  first  question  for  yon  to 
determine,  aud  which  is  disputed,  is,  did  this  accident  re- 
sult from  the  carelessness  of  the  employees  of  the  railroad 
company  ?  If  so,  the  defendant  is  responsible.  The  next 
question  which  is  presented  by  the  testimony  is,  did  the 
plaintiff  in  the  action  contribute  by  his  carelessness  to  the 
injury  or  accident?  If  so,  he  cannot  recover.  The  question 
of  negligence,  by  which  is  meant  that  want  of  care  and  dili- 
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gence  wlitcli  it  is  tlie  do^  of  a  party  to  obaerve,  is  always 
one  which  most  be  considered  in  regard  to  the  circum- 
stances.  There  is  do  absolate  rule  of  DOgligence  or  dili- 
gence. The  diligence  required  of  a  party  is  that  care  and 
attention  to  the  matter  in  hand  ^rhich  au  ordinarily  prudent, 
careful  man  would  exercise  in  regard  to  his  own  transactions. 

Whether  tho  parties  exercised  or  failed  to  exercise  dili- 
gence, is  a  question  for  the  jury  to  determine;  and  under 
the  circumstauoes  of  this  case,  both  the  plaintiff  and  the 
defendant  were  bound  to  use  reasonable  diUf:;eDce,  the 
plaintiff  to  avoid  receiving  injuries  and  the  defendant  to 
avoid  committing  injury.  Ileasonable  care  is  that  care 
which  men  of  ordinary  pmdence  are  accustomed  to  employ, 
and  which,  placed  in  like  circamstances  with  the  plaintiff 
they  would  have  employed.  The  evidence  of  proof  of  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  defendant  is  upon  the  plaintiff,  and 
the  jury  mnst  be  satisfied  from  the  evidence  that  defendant 
and  its  employees  were  negligent,  before  they  con  find  n 
verdict  for  the  plaintiff.  In  considering  the  question  of 
reasonable  care  itnd  prudence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  Wil- 
liam Solen,  the  jury  have  a  right  to  take  into  consideration, 
together  with  the  other  facts  of  tho  case,  the  known  and 
ordinary  disposition  of  men  to  guard  themselves  against 
danger. 

Tho  law  imposes  the  duty  on  railroad  companies  to  exer- 
cise reasonable  care  in  the  running  of  engines  and  to  adopt 
proper  precaution  against  accidents  likely  to  happen  by 
reason  of  the  railroad;  and  the  faulty  neglect  of  a  railroad 
company  in  these  respects,  when  satisfactorily  shown,  snb- 
jecta  it  to  liabilities  for  injuries  caused  thereby.  If  the 
jury  believe  that  at  the  place  where  the  accident  occurred  to 
plaintiff  the  defendant's  railroad  track  is  laid  in  n  public 
and  much  frequented  street,  at  the  city  of  Virginia,  then 
the  defendant  was  bonnd  to  nse  reasonable  care  and  dili- 
gence, by  ringing  the  bell,  sounding  the  whistle,  or  other- 
wise  giving  sufficient  signals  of  the  approach  of  the  engine 
to  avoid  committing  injury;  and  if  the  jury  believe  the  de- 
feudaut  failed  to  give  such  signals,  then  the  defendant  is 
liable  to  the  plaintiff  for  the  damage  snstained  by  him,  uo- 
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less  tbe  juTj  also  believe  that  the  plaintiff  failed  to  nse 
reasonable  care  and  caution  to  avoid  receiving  injniy,  and 
by  such  want  of  care  coutribnted  to  the  accident. 

TLe  plaintiff  was  required  to  exercise  that  degree  of  pm- 
dence,  care  and  caution  incumbent  on  a  person  possessing 
ordinary  reason  and  intelligence,  under  the  special  circam- 
stances  of  the  case,  having  regard  to  its  being  a  railroad 
track  on  which  he  was  passing  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 
The  plaintiff  in  this  case  cannot  recover,  nnless  jon  shall 
l>e  satisfied  from  the  evidence  that  he  was  free  from  negli- 
gence or  blame  in  the  matter  which  contributed  to  the 
accident. 

The  plaintiff  was  required  to  exercise  proper  care  as  well 
as  the  defendant  and  its  servants,  and  if  by  the  exercise  of 
snch  care  the  plaintiff  could  have  avoided  the  danger,  he 
was  guilty  of  negligence,  and  he,  in  snch  case,  is  not  en- 
titled to  recover.  If  the  plaintiff  while  walking  on  the 
track  was  guilty  of  any  negligence  contributing  to,  or  to- 
wards his  injury,  he  cannot  recover  in  this  action;  the  neg- 
ligence, if  any,  of  the  employees  of  the  raiJrood  company 
will  not  eicase  the  negligence  of  the  plaintiff,  aud  if  bis 
want  of  care  contributed  to  the  accident,  he  cannot  recover 
notwitlistanding  the  employees  of  the  railroad  company 
may  have  been  negligent.  If  the  jury  believe  from  the 
evidence  that  the  plaintiff  might,  by  the  exercise  of  ordi- 
nary care,  have  escaped  the  accident  whereby  he  was  iii- 
jnred,  then  he  was  guilty  of  contributory  negligence,  and 
yon  will  find  a  verdict  for  defendant.  The  railroad  com- 
pany being  in  the  rightful  possession  of  the  street,  was  law- 
fully entitled  to  run  its  railway  engines,  tenders  and  cars, 
ou  and  along  its  track,  and  plaintiff  had  no  right  to  walk  on 
the  track  when  being  used  by  the  defendant,  and  his  pres- 
ence there  was  negligence  on  his  part  unless  you  believe  he 
was  using  every  diligence  and  care  t9  avoid  injory.  In 
cases  of  this  character  the  law  does  not  prescribe  any  fixed 
or  definite  rule  of  damages,  but  leaves  their  assessment  to 
the  good  sense  and  unbiased  judgment  of  the  jury,  and  if 
the  jury  find  for  the  plaintiff,  then  in  fixing  the  amount  of 
damages,  the  jnry  may  take  into  consideration  not  only  the

The  defendant,  in  operatiug  its  raiUoad 
at  tiie  point  where  Solen  van  iiijured,  was  bound  to  use 
ordinary  care.

rV.  The  mle  of  law  which  forbids  a  plaintiff  to  recover, 
whose  own  conduct  boa  contributed  to  the  injury  sastained, 
is  founded  upon  public  policy.  The  law  requires  every 
man  to  take  a  reasonable  care  of  himself.  The  doctrine  of 
contributory  negligence  applies  ouly  in  those  cases  where 
the  act  of  the  plaintiff  has,  to  some  extent,  directly  contrib- 
uted to  the  injury  sustained.  (B.  dk  0.  B.  B.  Co.  v.  Tiumor, 
33  Md.  542;  TrowY.  Vermont  Cent.  B.  R.  Co.,  24  Vt.  494; 
Wakefield  v.  C.  d  P.  R.  R.  Co.,  37  Id.  330;  Wharton  on  Neg- 
ligence, sec.  388;  Chaffee  v.  B.  &  L.  R.  R.  Corp.,  104  Mass. 
115;  65  Mo.  23;  19  Conn.  566;  26  Id.  591;  60  Mo.  323.  475; 
43  Id.  380;  59  Id.  223;  45  Id.  255. 

Y.  Under  the  statute  to  authorize  tbe  granting  of  a  new 
trial,  damages  must  not  only  be  excessive,  bnt  must  appear 
to  have  been  given  under  the  influence  of  passion  or  preja- 
dice.  There  is  no  fixed  rule  to  govern  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages which  a  jury  may  award  iu  a  case  of  this  nature.  The 
whole  subject  is  left  to  the  good  sense  of  the  jury,  and  witli 
its  verdict  neither  the  trial  judge  nor  the  appellate  conrt 
will  interfere,  except  iu  a  clear  case.  (F.  B.  B.  Co.  v.  Allen, 
53  Pa.  St.  276;  Sedgwick  on  Dam.  764.)  If  the  proper 
amount  of  damages  to  which  Solen  was  entitled  is  to  be 
determined  by  comparison,  then  we  insist  the  verdict  must 
stand.  {Caldwdl  v.  N.  J.  Steamboat  Co.,  66  Barb.  420; 
Boyce  v.  Cal.  Stage  Co..  25  Oal.  460;  Worsier  v.   Props,  of 
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Conal  liridye,  16  Pick.  547;  Shaw  v.  B.  &  W.  B.  B.  Co.,  8 
Gray,  45;  Choppin  t.  N.  0.  d  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  17  La.  An.  19; 
flcAiHsonv.  W.  P.  S.  R.  Co.,  iSCal.  iOd.)  In  a  few  Eaglisb 
oases  au  attempt  has  been  made  to  establish  such  a  measure 
of  damages  as  will  give  the  injured  party  an  annuity  com- 
mensnrate  with  the  income  derived  by  his  own  efforts  before 
the  injury,  and  which  the  injury  has  prevented  him  from 
further  obtaining.  ITo  such  rule  has  obtained  in  this  coun- 
try; but  if  such  a  rule  were  to  be  established  here,  then  wo 
maintain  that  the  amount  given  by  the  verdict  is  not  dispro- 
portionate to  the  income  Solen  derived  from  his  work  as  a 
miner.

I,  The  motion  for  a  nonsuit  ought  to  have  been  granted. 
The  charge  of  negligence,  on  the  part  of  defendant,  is 
grounded  solely  upon  its  omission  to  ring  the  bell  or  sounti 
the  whistle.  The  defendant  was  under  no  statutory  or  com- 
mon law  obligation  to  do  either,  because : 

1.  The  statute  which  requires  a  railroad  company  to  ring 
a  bell  or  sound  a  whistle  on  approaching  a  highway-croesing 
is  for  the  benefit  of  persons  traveling  on  such  highway,  and 
who  may  be  approaeliing  the  crossing  an3  about  to  cross 
the  railroad;  and  hence  a  person  who  is  injured  by  the  en- 
gine while  walking  along  the  track  of  the  railroad,  cannot 
recover  upon  the  ground  that  his  injury  was  caused  by  the 
failure  of  the  company  to  comply  with  the  statute.  (O'Don- 
neU  V.  P.  <&  TV.  R.  R.  Co.,  6  R.  I.  211;  Bolinea  v.  77ie  Central 
dc.  B.  B.  Co.,  37  Ga.  596.)  The  plaintiflf,  in  this  case,  was 
was  not  approaching  or  upon  a  crossing.  He  was  walking 
along  and  upon  the  railroad. 

2.  The  common  law  did  not  require  the  defendant  to  ring 
the  bell  or  sound  the  whistle,  because  E  street,  at  the  place 
in  question,  and  at  the  time  in  question,  whatever  it  may 
have  been  formally  in  fact,  or  according  to  the  map  or  plan 
of  Virginia  city,  was  not  there  and  then  a  public  street  or 
highway,  but  was  in  fact  a  part  of  the  yard  and  depot 
gronnds  of  the  defendant.  The  fact  that  foot-pafisengers 
were  allowed  to  pass  and  repass  along  the  track  without  ob- 
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jectioQ  from  defeDdants,  did  not  convert  tbe  defendaDt's 
yard  into  a  pnblic  way,  or  entitle  them  to  tlie  benefits  of 
beU  orwbistle.  {lilinots  Cent.  B.  R.  Co.  v.  Godfiey,  71  EI. 
500;  22  Am.  R.  112;  Sweeney  v.  Old  Colony  etc.  R.  R.  Co., 
10  Allen,  372-3;  Phil,  d  Read  R.  R.  Co.  v.  EummeU,  U 
Pa.  St.  375;  Gillis  v.  Penn.  B.  R.  Co.,  59  Id.  129.)  This 
ia  not  u  case  where  the  parties  were  iu  their  places  of  equal 
right.  The  plaintiff  was  uot  iu  the  exercise  of  a  legal  right; 
the  defendant  was.  At  best,  the  plaintiff  was  merely  eu- 
jojiug  a  privilege  or  favor  granted  by  defendant  without 
compensation  or  benefit.  Where  such  are  the  conditions, 
the  plaintiff  must  show  extraordinary  care  before  he  can 
complain  of  the  defendants.  The  plaintiff  was  negligent, 
and  his  negligence  contributed  proximately  to  the  injuries 
which  he  sustained.  (Counsel  here  cites  the  authorities 
reviewed  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  on  rehearing.)  The 
plaintiff  made  a  case  of  negligence  in  law.  The  court  ooght 
to  have  so  declared  upon  the  rule  stated  by  Whurton  in  his 
work  on  Ilegligence,  sec.  420.  (Ijewis  v.  Bolt.  &  Ohio  R.  R. 
Co.,  38  Md.  688;  17  Am.  E.  521;  Fleming  v.  JVeslern  tic. 
a.  R.  Co.,  49  Cal.  253;  EeUer  v.  X.  Y.  Cent.  R.  R.  Co.,  24 
How.  Pr.  172;  PiUaburg  etc.  R.  Co.  v.  McClnrg,  56  Penn.  St. 
300;  Toledo  dt  IVub.  M.  R.  Co.  v.  GoddarJ,  23  Ind.  194; 
Uarlan  v.  St.  L.  &  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  65  Mo.  22;  Chicago  R.  I. 
&  C.  R.  R.  V.  Houston,  Cent.  L.  J.,  vol.  6,  p.  132.) 

II.  Tlio  court  below  erred  in  not  granting  u  new  trial. 
The  instructions,  as  a  whole,  might  not  mislead  a  lawyer, 
but  were  liable  to  confuse  and  mislead  a  juryman.  The 
court  erred  iu  instructing  the  juiy  to  take  Into  considera- 
tion tlie  known  and  ordinary  disposition  of  men  to  guard 
Ihemselves  against  danger,  {Guy  v.  Winlet;  34  Cal.  153.) 
The  court  erred  in  instructing  the  jury  as  to  the  measure  ol 
damages.  (Sherman  &  Redfield  on  Negligence,  sec.  606; 
UAl  V.  Glanding,  42  Pa.  St.  493.)  The  plaintiff  was  en- 
titled to  just  compensation,  and  nothing  more.  This  is  uol 
a  case  for  exemplary  damages,  there  being  no  evidence  ol 
willful  or  intentional  wrong.  (S.  &,  R.  on  Negligence,  sec. 
GOO;  Moody  v.  McDonald,  4  Cal.  297;  Uagan  v.  P.  <&  W.  R. 
Co.,  3  R.  I.  88;  Sedgwick  on  Damages,  5  ed.  632.) 
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By  the  Court,  Hawlet,  C  .  J. : 

Tbe  plaintiff,  William  Solen,  wliile  walking  along  tlio 
track  of  llie  Virginia  and  Tiniukee  railroad  companj  was 
knocked  down  and  run  over  by  tbe  tender  of  defendant's 
engine.  His  collar  bone  and  one  or  two  of  bis  ribs  were 
broken,  and  one  of  h'lB  feet  so  badly  crushed  as  to  require 
immediate  umpntation.  He  brought  this  suit  to  recover 
forty  thonsand  dollars  damages  for  the  injuries  tbuB  re- 
ceived. Tbe  jury  awarded  him  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 
Tbe  defendant  moved  for  a  now  trial,  which  was  refused. 
This  appeal  is  taken  from  tbe  order  of  the  district  court 
refusing  a  new  trial  and  from  tlia  judgment. 

1.  When  plaintiff  rested  bis  cnBe  tbe  defendant  moved 
for  a  nonsuit  upon  the  following  grounds:  First.  There 
is  no  sufficient  evidence  to  entitle  tbe  plaintiff  to  go  to  the 
jury;  Second.  Tliere  is  no  showing  of  any  such  negligence 
on  tbe  partoE  defendant  as  wouIH  entitle  plaintiff  to  recover; 
Third.  Tbe  evidence  fully  shows  that  the  negligence  of 
the  plaintiff  contributed  to  tbe  accident. 

Appellant  claims  that  tbe  court  erred  in  refusing  to  grant 
this  motion. 

It  is  conceded  by  counsel  that  a  nonsuit  should  not  hare 
been  granted  unless  upon  the  plaintiff's  own  showing  it 
clearly  appears  that  he  was  guilty  of  contributory  neg- 
ligence. 

The  plaintiff  had  resided  in  Virginia  city  for  nearly  two 
years,  and  was  eng^ed  as  a  laborer  in  the  North  Cousoli^ 
dated  Virginia  mine.  On  the  morning  of  the  twenty-fifth  of 
February,  1876,  he  came  off  Lis  shift  at  seven  o'clock,  and 
started  for  his  boarding  honse  on  his  regular  route  from  tbe 
Ophii-  works,  along  the  railroad  track  of  defendant  on  E 
street.  There  was  a  very  heavy  snow-storm  blowing  in  his 
face.  While  traveling  along  the  main  track  he  was  knocked 
down  by  defendant's  locomotive,  or  tender,  backing  north 
at  a  point  near  the  crossing  of  Sutton  avenue. 

The  plaintiff  testifies  as  follows:  "I  took  all  possible 
care  that  could  be  possibly  taken;  was  listening  as  much  as 
possible,  and  watching  ahead  at  times  when  I  could;  I  did 
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not  see  the  eogiae  before  it  struck  me;  heard  no  sigual;  was 
not  warned  by  uuybodj;  beard  no  steam  nbistle  and  there 
was  no  bell  ringing  ;  tho  wind  was  blowing  from  the  Boiitb, 
parallel  with  E  street  and  the  track;  the  storm  was  heavy, 
and  I  could  not  tell  *  *  how  far  I  could  see  ahead  of 
me  throngli  the  storm;  but  at  times,  probably  say  ten  feet, 
an<l  at  other  times  I  conlda't  see  hardly  any  distance  at  all; 
it  came  in  gasts,  kind  of  blinded  me  so  that  I  couldn't  see 
any  distance  whatever ;  I  do  not  know  how  many  tracks 
there  were  on  E  street,  between  Uuiou  street  and  the  Ophir 
trestle,  but  my  impression  is  there  were  four;  the  street 
was  mostly  occupied  by  tracks  at  this  point;  I  was  walking 
ou  the  main  track,  tlie  second  from  the  freight  depot;  I 
don't  know  what  distance  there  was  between  the  tracks; 
the  ground  between  them  was  partly  broken  and  rough 
ground  in  places,  and  all  covered  over  level  with  snow  ; 
between  the  rails  it  was  level  and  pretty  smooth;  there 
-were  large  piles  of  heavy  lumber  outside  the  track,  and  no 
sidewalks  or  passage-way  provided  along  the  street;  £ 
street  is  a  mnch  freqnented  street,  and  at  that  time  foot- 
passengers  were  in  the  habit  of  traveling  along  it  as  their 
business  required  them  ;  *  *  tlie  meu  employed  iu  the 
Consolidated  Virginia,  California  and  Ophir  mines,  were 
ill  the  habit  of  passing  along  the  street  and  railroad  track 
going  to  their  work  and  homes;  there  was  probably  from 
four  to  six  inches  of  snow  ou  the  track  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  which  deadened  all  sound  of  engine  or  train  ou 
the  track  ;  I  heard  no  sound  of  the  engine,  nor  of  the  bell 
or  whistle ;  if  either  had  been  sounding  I  conld  have  heard 
it,  for  the  reason  that  the  wind  was  blowing  directly  to  my 
ear." 

Plaintiff  had  passed  over  the  track  for  a  year,  and  knew 
that  it  was  used  for  running  cars  back  and  forward  and  for 
moving  track  engines,  tenders,  freight  and  patisenger  cars. 
Upon  cross-examination,  iu  reply  to  the  question,  "  Could 
you  have  helped  seeing  it  (the  engine)  if  you  had  been  look- 
ing that  way?"  he  answered:  "I  cannot  say,"  and  added: 
' '  I  don't  know  that  I  was  taking  all  possible  care  in  walking 
on  the  track  at  all;  bat  suppose  one  has  got  to  walk  there 
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\rhen  he  has  got  no  otlier  place  to  \Talk.  Tliere  were  four 
tracks  and  a  space  between  the  tracks,  but  I  conld  not  say 
irith  what  safety  a  man  coald  walk  there.  I  suppose  in  a 
clear  day  one  roight  walk  there  if  he  conld  see  exactly 
where  it  was  marked.  I  wns  walking  between  the  rails  be- 
cuase  it  was  my  habit.  I  supposed  I  had  a  right  to  do  so, 
and  it  was  better  tiaTeling."  Further  on  hesays:  "I  thought 
I  was  rather  in  a  dangerous  place,  but  I  expected  as  the 
storm  was  blowing  as  hard  as  it  was,  being  a  stormy  morn- 
ing, and  they  being  in  the  habit  of  giving  signals  if  there 
was  an  approaching  train;  I  took  all  possible  care  looking 
ahead.  *  *  At  times  I  could  see  ten  feet,  and  at 
other  times  I  conld  not  see  at  all.  *  *  I  g^y  there  was 
no  bell  ringing  for  the  simple  reason  I  didn't  hear  any. 
The  -wind  was  blowing  my  way  from  the  south,  and  if  a  bell 
had  been  ringing  I  should  have  heard  it." 

Charles  McDermott  testified  in  plaintifTs  behalf  as  fol- 
lows: "I  was  brakeman  on  the  locomotive  J.  "W,  Bowker, 
and  was  on  it  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  Immediately 
preceding  the  accideut  the  engine  was  standing  still  and 
commenced  to  back  twenty-five  or  thirty  paces  from  where 
we  run  over  Solen.  With  me  on  the  engine  were  Thomas 
Martin,  engineer;  James  Boyd,  brakeman,  and  John  Mono- 
bun,  fireman.  *  *  When  the  engine  started  Thomas 
Martin  was  in  his  place  on  the  right-hand  seat  of  tlie  cab. 
Monohan  was  in  tlie  tender  piling  wood.  James  Boyd  was 
sitting  in  the  cab  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  engine.  I  was 
standing  partly  with  one  foot  on  the  tender  and  one  foot  on 
the  engine,  with  my  hands  up  against  the  cab.  From  the 
time  the  engine  started  until  it  stopped,  after  mDuing  over 
Bolen,  there  was  no  signal  given  that  I  knew  of.  The  bell 
was  not  ringing.  I  did  not  hear  it  ring.  None  of  the 
parties  in  the  engine  rung  the  bell.  *  *  I  -was  six  or 
seven  feet  from  the  bell-rope.  There  was  no  look-out  in 
the  direction  the  engine  was  moving  that  I  know  of.  I 
didn't  see  Solen  nntil  we  struck  him  and  run  over  him. 
There  was  no  passage-way  around  the  west  of  the  freight 
depot  except  by  going  around  the  platform,  which  is  two  or 
three  feet  high,  and  there  is  no  chance  for  one  coming  from 
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the  direction  of  the  Ophir  to  walk  on  the  platform  except 
by  climbing  on  it.  He  would  have  to  climb  aboat  three 
feet.  I  suppose  if  the  bell  had  been  ringing  at  the  time  of 
the  ftccideut  that  Solen  would  have  heard  it  when  he  got 
within  three  or  four  feet.  We  were  raoniug  verj  slow — not 
to  exceed  four  miles  an  hour.  E  street  was  at  that  time, 
und  before  that  time,  a  much  frequented  street  by  passen- 
gers, miners  going  to  and  from  work  at  all  hours  of  the  day 
and  night;  great  numbers  passing  along  every  day  walking 
upon  the  track — walking  every  place,  in  fact." 

This  witness  was  subjected  to  a  rigid  cross-examination. 
He  adhered  to  his  statement  that  he  did  not  ring  the  bell, 
and  persistently  denied  that  the  engineer  ordered  him  to 
ring  it,  und  also  denied  that  be  said  to  Solen  at  the  time 
of  the  accident,  "D — n  it,  man,  I  was  ringing  the  bell 
myself."  In  the  light  of  this  testimony  we  do  not  think  the 
court  erred  in  refusing  to  grant  a  nonsuit. 

The  plaintiff  was  bound  to  use  ordinary  care  and  pru- 
dence and  to  use  his  ordinary  faculties  in  protecting  him- 
self from  danger,  and  if  the  evidence  shows  beyond  contro- 
versy that  he  failed  to  use  his  eyes  or  ears,  having  the 
opportunity  and  ubility  to  do  so,  then  the  court,  under  the 
rule  laid  down  by  many  of  the  authorities  cited  by  appel- 
lant's counsel,  would  have  been  justified  in  granting  a  non- 
suit upon  the  ground  that  the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of  con- 
tributory negligence.  But  none  of  the  decisions  go  to  the 
extent  that  if  the  plaintiff  did  not  use  both  his  eyes  and  ears 
he  wonld  necessarily  be  gnilty  of  contributory  negligence. 

A  traveler  walking  along  a  raili'oad  track  upon  a  pnblio 
street  is  bound  to  use  reasonable  care  and  prudence.  If  he 
can  see,  he  id  bound  to  look;  if  he  can  hear,  he  is  bound  to 
listen;  ordinarily,  he  is  required  to  both  look  and  listen. 
But  if,  without  his  fault,  he  is  for  the  time  being  deprived 
of  making  fall  use  of  his  eyes,  and  he  is  at  a  place  where  be 
can  hear  the  ringing  of  a  bell  or  the  sounding  of  a  whistle, 
and  it  is  at  a  place  where  it  is  the  usual  custom,  as  well  oa 
the  reqnirement  of  the  law,  for  the  railroad  company  to 
ring  its  boll  or  blow  its  whistle,  and  he  does  listen,  then  ho 
would  not  be  gnilty  of  negligence,  from  the  simple  foot  that 
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witboat  any  fault  on  his  part,  lie  was  for  the  time  being  de- 
piiTed  of  the  sense  of  sight  to  such  an  extent  that  he  could 
not  see  the  approach  of  a.  locomotive. 

lo  Hemming  v.  The  Wcatem  Pacific  Railroad  Company, 
the  plaintiff,  in  driving  a  four-horse  team  over  the  crossing 
of  the  railroad,  woe,  owing  to  the  atmosphere  being  com- 
pletely filled  witli  dost,  prevented  from  seeing  but  a  few 
feet  from  him,  and  owing  to  the  noise  of  his  wagon,  conld 
not  hear  the  approaching  train.  He  did  not  stop  to  listen, 
and  while  attempting  to  croes  the  track  was  injured.  He 
was  held  guilty  of  oontribntory  negligenoe,  beoause ' '  as  the 
plaintiff  could  not  use  his  eyes  with  effect,  it  was  incum- 
bent on  him,  as  a  person  of  ordinary  prudence,  to  moke  the 
best  use  of  his  ears,  which  he  could  not  do  while  his  team 
was  in  motion."     (49  Cal.  257.) 

The  same  principle  was  declared  in  Benton  v.  The  Central 
Railroml  of  loiwa,  where  the  court  held  the  plaintiff  guilty 
of  contributory  negligence,  because  be  "  neither  looked  uor 
listened,  but  thoughtlessly  drove  into  the  danger."  The 
court  said:  "It  may  have  been  that  the  immediate  noise  of 
his  wagon  prevented  him  from  heariug.  IF  this  was  so,  he 
shonld  have  stopped  his  team  and  listened."  If  the  plaint- 
iff hud  listened  be  would  "  have  heard  the  train  in  time  to 
have  avoided  the  injury."     (42  Iowa,  195.) 

In  Shearman  and  Bedfield  ou  Negligence,  the  general 
rule,  with  its  exceptions  is  thus  stated:  "It  is  universally 
deemed  culpable  negligence  for  any  one  to  cross  the  truck 
of  a  railroad  operated  by  steam  power  in  full  view  or  hear- 
ing of  au  approaching  train,  or  without  taking  any  precau- 
tious, if  any  are  reasonably  witbin  hia  power,  to  ascertain 
vhether  a  train  is  approaching;  and  as  a  general  but  not 
invariable  rule,  it  is  such  negligenoe  to  cross  without  look- 
ing in  every  direction  that  the  rails  run,  to  make  suro  that 
the  road  is  clear.  But  in  all  the  cases  where  this  rule  has 
been  enforced,  the  circumstances  made  it  reasonable,  us  the 
most  natural  aud  reasonable  way  of  ascertaining  tbat  there 
was  no  danger.  Where,  however,  tbe  injured  party  had 
other  satisfactory  evidence  that  it  was  safe  for  him  to  pro- 
ceed, it  has  been  held  that  he  was  not  absolutely  bound  to 
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look  up  or  down  the  track.  If  tlie  track  is  so  obstrncted 
tbut  the  traveler  cannot  see  along  it,  it  maybe  sufficient  tot 
Lim  to  listen  for  the  approach  of  a  train.  If  he  both  looks 
and  liatens,  no  more  can  be  espected  of  him."     (Sec.  488.) 

It  is  shown  hj  plaintiffs  testimony  that  it  was  the  usual 
custom  of  the  defendant,  when  moving  its  locomotives  and 
trains  along  the  track  where  plaintiff  was  injared,  to  ring 
its  bell  or  blow  its  whistle. 

This  testimony  is,  in  fact,  materially  strengthened  by  the 
evidence  offered  upon  the  part  of  defendant.  The  engineer 
of  defendant's  locomotive,  J.  W.  Bowker,  upon  his  cross- 
examination,  testified  aa  follows:  " It  ia  generally  the  duty 
of  any  one  who  Is  near  to  ring  the  bell — fireman,  engineer  or 
brakeman.  There  is  no  person  designated  to  ring  the  bell. 
It  is  everybody's  duty  who  is  near  the  bell.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  engineer  to  see  that  the  bell  is  rung,  and  it  is  the 
dnty  of  the  fireman  to  ring  it.  It  is  the  duty  of  all  employees 
on  an  engine  to  take  all  necessary  precautions.  If  they  are 
near  the  rope  they  me  to  ring  the  bell." 

It  is  admitted  that  the  place  where  the  injury  occurred 
was  within  eighty  rods  of  a  crossing,  and,  under  the  law  of 
tbia  state,  the  railroad  company  was  required  to  ring  its  bell. 
(2  Compiled  Laws,  3466.)  But  independent  of  the  cuatom 
and  the  statute  we  are  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  u  railroad  company  ut  all  times,  ■when  moving  its 
locomotives  or  traina  through  the  public  streets  of  a  city, 
to  give  some  signal  of  their  approach.  To  move  its  locomo- 
tives or  cars  through  the  streets  at  night,  or  on  dark, 
stormy  and  windy  days,  without  giving  any  signal,  would  be 
gross  negligence. 

Woodruff,  J.,  in  Orippen  v.  JVeip  York  Central  Saitroad 
Co.,  speaking  of  the  legal  duty,  which  rests  upon  railroad 
companies  to  mn  their  engines  and  cars  carefully,  pru- 
dently, with  a  caution  proportioned  to  their  power  of  injury 
and  governed  by  a  due  regard  for  the  time  and  place,  and 
other  circumstances  affecting  the  liability  of  third  parties 
to  receive  injuries,  says:  "This  high  measure  of  duty  on 
the  part  of  the  railroad  company,  the  statute,  prescribing 
notices  by  sign-boards  at  road  or  street  crossings,  the  ring- 
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JDgof  tlie  bell  or  the  blowiagof  the  whistte,  bos  not  relaxed 
iu  anj  d^ree.  As  n  rule  of  dutj  it  standn  an  stringeut  &ud 
inflexible,  founded  iu  common  la^  and  ibe  plunesl;  right, 
AS  if  there  were  no  sach  statute.  Complianoe  with  the  stat- 
nte,  is,  of  conree,  one  of  the  circnmstanoee,  under  which 
they  run  their  trains;  and,  incidentally,  such  compliance 
may  make  it  consistent  with  due  care  and  caution,  to  do 
what,  without  using  such  signals,  would,  even  if  there  were 
uo  such  statutes,  be  negltgeuoe.  But  the  rule  stands  and 
the  statute  stands  with  it;  both  must  be  satisfied.  And 
hence,  it  is  properly  said,  the  etatute  does  not  constitute 
the  sole  rule  of  duty.  The  common  law  still  requires  the 
'  exercise  of  care  and  prudence  iu  the  running  of  their  pou- 
dorouB  engines  and  heavy  trains  through  an  inhabited 
country;  and  that  care  and  prudence  increases  in  degree,  as 
they  enter  towns,  villages  and  cities  and  cross  their  thor- 
oughfares."   {40  N.  T.  42.) 

Under  all  the  circumstances  of  this  case  we  are  unwilling 
to  say,  as  a  question  of  law,  that  the  plaintiff,  as  a  reason- 
able, careful  and  prudent  man,  had  no  right  to  assume  or  to 
act  upon  the  belief  that  the  defendant  would  not  move  its 
locomotive  or  cars  without  giving  the  usual  signals. 

It  lias  been  frequently  decided  that  a  railroad  company, 
in  the  conduct  and  management  of  its  engines  and  tiains. 
Las  the  right  to  act  upon  the  assumption  that  u  traveler  in 
ivalking  upon  or  driving  across  its  track  will  use  due  care 
and  i>rndence  to  avoid  impending  danger.  In  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railroad  Co.  y.  Hummetl,  in  defining  the  care 
and  duty  of  a  railroad  company,  the  court  say:  "Ordinary 
care  they  must  be  held  to,  but  they  have  a  right  to  presume 
and  act  on  the  presumption  that  those  in  the  vicinity  will 
not  violate  the  laws.  *  *  Precautiou  is  a  duty  only  so 
far  as  there  is  reason  for  apprehension.  No  one  cau  com- 
plain of  want  of  care  in  another  where  care  is  only  rendered 
necessary  by  his  owu  wrongful  act.  It  is  true  that  what 
amoants  to  ordinary  care  under  the  circumstances  of  a  case 
is  generally  to  be  detei'mined  by  the  jury.  Tet  a  jury  can- 
not hold  parties  to  a  higher  standard  of  care  than  the  Jaw 
requires,  and  they  cannot  find  anything  negligent  which  is 
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less  than  a  failure  to  discharge  a  legal  duty.  If  tlie  law  de- 
clares, as  it  does,  tliat  there  is  no  duty  resting  npoii  any 
persuB  to  imtioipate  wrongful  acts  in  otliers,  and  to  take  pre- 
cautious ugainat  saoli  acts,  tbeu  the  jury  cannot  say  that  n 
failure  to  take  such  precautions  is  a  failare  in  duty  and  iieg- 
Ugence."    (44  Pa.  St.  379.) 

lu  Finlayaon  v.  Railroad  Company,  Justice  Miller  in- 
structed the  jury  that  the  agents  of  the  railroad  company 
Lad  the  right  to  snppose  that  a  man  seen  walking  upon  the 
railroad  track  in  front  of  a  moving  train  of  cars  was  a  man 
of  sound  mind,  and  that  he  would  take  reasonable  care 
to  protect  himself  in  case  of  danger.    (I  Dillon  C.  C.582.) 

The  same  general  principles  Lave  been  often  applied  in 
favor  of  persons  who  have  beea  iujured  in  attempting  to 
cross  over  or  walk  upon  a  railroad  track.  lu  Newson  v.  TJie 
2^ew  York  Central  Railroad  Company,  the  court  declare  that 
"the  law  will  never  hold  it  imprudent  in  anyone  to  act 
upon  the  presumption  that  another  in  Lis  conduct  will  act 
in  accordance  with  the  rights  and  duties  of  both."  (29  N. 
T.  390.) 

Porter,  J.,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court  in  Ernst 
v.  Hudson  River  Railroad  Company,  35  N.  T.  9,  discusses 
this  question  at  great  length.  After  referring  to  the  statute 
which  requires  a  railroad  company  to  riug  its  bell  for  a 
distance  of  eighty  rods  before  passing  a  crossing,  and  de- 
claring that  a  railroad  is  responsible  in  damages  for  any 
accident  that  might  occur  by  reason  of  its  neglect,  unless 
the  plaioti£f  hud  been  gnilty  of  a  broach  of  duty  which  con- 
tributed to  the  injury,  said:  "The  plaintiff  is  not  guilty  of 
such  breach  of  duty  when  he  assumes,  in  the  absence  of  any 
indication  to  tho  contrary,  that  the  company  obeys  the  law, 
and  that  no  engine  is  advancing  to  the  crossing  within  a 
distance  of  eighty  rods  without  public  signals  of  its  ap- 
proach. If  he  is  deceived  by  the  unlawful  omission  of 
the  signals,  the  wrong  is  not  his,  but  theirs." 

Justice  Miller,  in  Wilcox  v,  2'Ae  Rome,  tValerlown  and 
Ogdensburg  Railroad  Company,  39  N.  y.  358,  questioned  the 
correctness  of  the  views  expressed  in  Ernst  v.  Hudson  River 
Railroad  Company,  supra,  and  it  may  with  safety  be  said. 
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w-ithoat  referriug  to  the  authorities,  tliat  there  is  a  siDgnlar 
luck  of  nnifoimity  iu  the  subsequent  dociaioas  of  the  court 
of  appeals  of  New  York  upon  this  question. 

In  Sobiuaon  v.  The  IVeatern  Pacific  liailroad  Company,  the 
court  said:  "Xor  should  the  fact  thiit  the  plaintiff  was  on 
the  track— disconnected  from  the  other  circamstauces — be 
considered  as  proving  negligence.  *  *  *  The  i>liiintiff 
here  was  exercising  an  undoubted  right,  and  she  waa  au- 
thorized to  assume  that  all  other  persons  using  the  atreet 
would  act  with  due  care.  It  cannot  be  imputed  as  negli- 
gence that  she  did  not  anticipate  culpable  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  defendant.  *  *  *  She  could  properly  act  on 
the  presumption  that  the  employees  of  the  defendant  would 
use  the  degree  of  care  which  persons  of  ordinary  prudence 
are  accustomed  to  employ  under  tbe  same  or  Bimilar  circum- 
stances, due  regard  being  had  for  the  rights  of  others.  (48 
Cal.  421.) 

In  Kenrtayde  v.  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  the  court  de- 
cide that  a  citizen  upon  the  public  highway,  in  approach- 
ing a  railway  track,  when  ho  can  neither  see  nor  hear  any 
indication  of  a  moving  train,  is  not  chargeable  with  negli- 
gence for  assuming  that  there  is  no  car  sufficiently  near  to 
make  the  crossing  dangerous.  "He  has  a  right  to  assume 
that  in  handling  their  cura  the  railroad  companies  will  act 
with  appropriate  care,"ond  "  that  the  usual  aignals  of  ap- 
proach will  be  seasonably  given."  (45  Mo.  262.)  This 
deciaion  was  affirmed,  all  the  justices  concurring,  in  Tabei' 
V.  MiasouTi  Valley  Railroad  Company,  46  Mo.  353. 

The  rule  of  hiw  upon  this  subject  is  very  clearly  and,  in 
our  judgment,  correctly  stated  in  Shearman  &  Redfiekl  on 
Kegligence,  sec.  31,  as  follows:  "As  there  is  a  natural  pre- 
sumption that  every  one  will  act  with  due  care,  it  cannot  be 
imputed  to  the  plaintiff  as  negligence  that  he  did  not  an- 
ticipate culpable  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendant. 
He  has  a  right  to  nsaume  that  every  one  else  wilj  obey  the 
law,  and  to  act  upon  that  belief.  Nor  even  where  the 
plaiutiiT  sees  that  the  defendant  has  been  negligent,  is  he 
bound  to  anticipate  all  the  perils  to  which  he  may  possibly 
be   exposed  by  such   negligence,  or  to  refrain   absolntely 
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from  parBQiDg  biB  nsnal  course  on  accoant  of  risks  to  wbich 
he  is  probably  exposed  bj  the  defendant's  fanlt.  Some 
risks  are  taken  by  the  most  prndent  men;  and  the  plaintiff 
is* not  debarred  from  recovery  for  his  injnrj,  if  he  has 
adopted  the  course  which  most  prudent  men  would  take 
under  similar  circumstanoeB." 

But  the  right  to  assume  that  tho  railroad  company  would 
properly  perform  its  duty  does  not  shield  the  plaintiff  from 
the  exercise  of  ordinary  oare  and  prudence  on  his  part. 
The  fact  that  the  locomotive  and  tender  of  defendant  was 
being  oar^essly  and  negligently  moved  backwards,  without 
any  signal  being  given  of  its  approach,  does  not,  of  itself, 
uutLorize  plaintiff  to  recover  damages.  If  plaintiff,  not- 
withstanding tlie  negligence  of  the  railroad  company,  reck- 
lessly exposed  himself  to  danger,  and  it  appears  that  the 
injury  complained  of  would  not  have  occurred  but  for  his 
own  miscondnct  or  negligence,  he  cannot  recover  damages, 
but  must  bear  the  consequences  of  his  own  folly. 

Wheu  the  plaintiff  rested  his  case,  the  proof  was  uncon- 
tradicted tliat  the  bell  was  not  rung,  and  that  no  signal  of 
any  kind  was  given.  A  prima  facie  case  of  negligence  upon 
the  pert  of  the  defendant  was  clearly  established. 

The  remaining  qoestion  is  whether  the  injury  complained 
of  was  caused  solely  by  the  negligence  or  improper  conduct 
of  the  defendant's  employees,  or  whether  the  plaintiff  so 
far  contributed  to  the  injury  by  his  own  negligence  or  want 
of  ordinary  care  and  prudence  that,  but  for  such  negligence 
or  want  of  care  and  caution,  the  injury  would  not  have 
happened.  {Lewis  v.  Baitimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, 38  Md.  689;  Baltimore  and  Potomac  Railroad  Com- 
pany V.  Jones,  published  in  The  Keporter,  vol.  v.  No.  5.) 

Did  the  plaintiff  exercise  proper  carOj  or  was  it  on  act  of 
negligence  upon  his  part  to  take  the  chances  of  walking 
along  the  railroad  track  at  a  time  wheu  he  knew  that  owing 
to  the  snow  upon  the  rails,  both  sound  and  sensation  of 
motion,  ordinarily  produced  by  an  approaching  troia,  was 
deadened,  if  not  entirely  destroyed,  and  that  owing  to  the 
severe  gusts  of  wind  and  the  falling  buow,  he  could  not  see 
more  than  fifteen  or  twenty  feet  in  front  of  Iiim,  and  was 
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liable  at  any  moment  to  be  deprived  from  seeing  any  dis- 
tance at  all  ?  The  plaintiff  testified  that  he  knew  he  was  in 
some  danger,  bnt  he  knew  that  he  was  in  a  position  where 
he  could  hear  the  bells;  that  he  knew  it  to  be  the  usoal 
custom  of  defendant  to  either  ring  its  bell  or  sound  its 
whistle,  and  that  he  was  carefully  listening  for  the  asnol 
signal  of  an  approaching  engine,  and  looking  ahead  at  all 
times,  except  when  momentarily  deprived  of  sight  by  the 
severe  gusts  of  wind. 

Having  the  right  to  walk  upon  the  track,  the  plaintiff  was 
only  reqnired  to  do  what  a  reasonable  and  pradent  person 
wonld  ordinarily  have  done  nnder  the  same  or  similar  cir- 
ca mstances. 

"We  ore  of  opinion  that  it  wonld  have  been  clearly  errone- 
ous for  the  district  judge  to  have  decided  as  a  question  of 
law,  under  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  this  case,  that 
plaintiff  was  guilty  of  negligence.  It  was  a  question  forthe 
jury  to  decide.  It  addressed  itself  to  each  individual  juror : 
Would  you,  as  a  reasonable  man,  in  the  exercise  of  ordi- 
nary care  and  prudence,  have  acted  as  the  plaintiff  did  on 
the  morning  in  question  ?  "  Negligence,  as  I  understand  it," 
says  Cooley,  0.  J.,  in  delivering  the  opinioD  of  the  court  in 
Detroit  and  MUwatikee  Railroad  Company  v.  Van  Steivburg, 
17  Mich.  99,  "consists  in  a  want  of  that  reasonable  care 
which  woold  be  exercised  by  o  person  of  ordinary  prudence 
under  all  the  existing  ciroumetanoes,  in  view  of  the  probable  ' 
danger  of  injury.  The  injury  is,  therefore,  one  which  must 
take  into  consideration  all  these  circumstances,  and  it  must 
measure  the  prudence  of  the  party's  conduct  by  a  standard 
of  behavior  likely  to  have  been  adopted  by  other  persons  of 
common  prudence.  Moreover,  if  the  danger  depends  at  nil 
upon  the  action  of  any  other  person,  nuder  a  given  set  of 
circumstances,  the  prudence  of  the  party  injured  must  be 
estimated,  in  view  of  what  he  had  a  right  to  expect  from 
such  other  person,  and  he  is  not  to  be  considered  blamable 
if  the  injury  has  resulted  from  the  action  of  another,  which 
he  conld  not  reasonably  have  anticipated.  Thus  the  prob- 
lem is  complicated  by  the  necessity  of  taking  into  account 
the  two  sets  of  cironmstances  affecting  the  conduct  of  differ- 
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ent  persoDB,  and  ie  only  to  be  Batisfactorily  eohed  by  the 
jnry  placing  themselves  in  the  position  of  the  iojai-ed  jjer- 
8on,  and  examining  those  cironniatances  as  they  then  pre- 
sented themselves  to  him,  and  from  thnt  staodpoint  judging 
whether  he  was  guilty  of  negligence  or  not.  It  is  evident 
that  sach  a  problem  cannot  nsnolly  be  one  upon  which  the 
I»w  can  pronoance  a  definite  sentence,  and  that  it  mast  be 
left  to  the  sifting  and  determination  of  a  jury." 

If,  therefore,  the  question  of  negligence  arises  upon  a 
state  of  facts  iu  regard  to  which  reasonable  men  might  hon- 
estly differ,  it  ought  to  be  submitted  to  the  jury.  When- 
ever there  is  any  doubt  or  uncertainty  the  question  becomes 
one  of  fact,  and  must  be  left  to  the  unbiased  judgment  of  a 
jury  of  twelve  impartial  men. 

There  are,  of  course,  many  decided  cases  which  hold  that 
when  the  facts,  showiog  the  want  of  ordinary  care  on 
tlie  part  of  the  plaintiff,  are  clear  and  ucdispated, 
the  question  of  negligence  is  one  of  law,  to  be  de- 
cided by  the  coartj  sncli,  for  instance,  as  driving 
recklessly  upon  the  railroad  track,  at  a  crossing,  after 
being  informed  that  the  cars  are  coming  {Mackey  v. 
New  York  Central  Railroad  Co.,  27  Barb.  528);  where  the 
cars  are  in  plain  view  of  persons  upon  the  track,  and  the 
plaintiff,  with  a  bog  of  shorts  npon  his  shoulder,  that  ob- 
structs his  view  and  prevents  his  hearing,  undertakes  to 
cross  the  track  (^Rothe  v.  SlUwaukee  and  St.  Paul  RaUway 
Co.,  21  Wis.  256) ;  where  the  plaintiff  could  both  have  seen 
itnd  beard  tlie  approaching  train  and  neither  looked  nor 
listened.  (Bellefontaiiie  Railway  Co.  v.  Hunter,  33  lud.  336; 
Wilcox  V.  Rome,  IVatertowii  and  Ogdensburgh  Railway  Co.^ 
39  N.  T.  358.)  Bo  where  the  plaintiff  went  upon  the  pri- 
vate right  of  way  of  a  railroad  company,  where  she  had  no 
right  to  be,  and  walked  carelessly  upon  the  track  without 
looking  or  listening  for  an  approaching  train  (Chicago,  Rock 
Mand  and  Pacific  Bailroad  Co.  v.  Honalon,  published  in 
the  Reporter,  vol.  5,  No.  6,  and  many  other  cases  of  a 
kindred  character).  But  nearly  all  the  numerons  authori- 
ties cited  by  the  respective  counsel  admit — if  the  question 
is  at  all  discussed — that  if  the  evidence  is  doubtful,  and  the 
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inferences  to  be  drawn  from  it  questionable,  it  is  for  tlie 
jniy  to  determine  whetber  tbe  act  of  plaintiff  contributed 
to  tbe  injarj. 

In  Sailroad  Company  v .  Stont,  the  anp'reme  court  of  tbe 
United  States  say:  "  If  a  sane  man  Toluntarily  throws  him- 
Retf  in  contact  with  a  passing  engine,  there  being  nothing 
to  counteract  tbe  effect  of  this  action,  it  may  be  ruled  as  a 
matter  of  law  tbat  tbe  injury  to  him  resulted  from  his  own 
fault,  and  that  no  action  can  be  sustained  by  bim  or  his  rep- 
resentatives. So,  if  a  coach-driver  intentionally  drives 
within  a  few  inches  of  a  precipice,  and  an  accident  happens, 
negligence  may  be  ruled  as  a  question  of  law.  On  tbe  other 
band,  if  he  bad  placed  a  suitable  distance  between  bis 
coach  and  tbe  precipice,  but  by  the  breaking  of  a  rein  or 
an  axle,  which  could  not  have  been  anticipated,  an  injuiy 
occurred,  it  migbt  be  ruled  as  a  question  of  law  that  there 
was  no  negligence  and  no  liability.  But  these  are  extreme 
-cases.  Tbe  range  between  them  is  almost  infinite  in 
variety  and  extent.  It  is  in  relation  to  these  intermediate 
cases  that  tbe  opposite  rnle  prevails.  Upon  the  facta  proven 
in  sucb  cases,  it  is  a  matter  of  judgment  and  discre- 
tion, of  sound  inference,  what  is  to  be  tbe  deduction  to  be 
drawn  from  the  undisputed  facts.  Certain  facts  we  may 
suppose  to  be  clearly  established  from  which  one  sensible 
impartial  man  would  infer  that  x^roper  care  had  not  been 
used,  and  that  negligence  existed;  another  man,  equally 
sensible  and  equally  impartial,  would  infer  that  proper  care 
had  been  used  and  that  there  was  no  negligence.  It  is  this 
class  of  cases  and  those  akin  to  it  that  the  law  commits  to 
the  decision  of  a  jury.  Twelve  men  of  the  average  of  the 
community,  comprising  men  of  education  and  men  of  little 
education,  men  of  learning  and  men  whose  learning  consists 
only  in  what  they  bare  themselves  seen  and  beard,  the  mer- 
chant, the  mechanic,  the  farmer,  tbe  laborer;  these  sit 
together,  consult,  apply  their  separate  experience  of  tbe  af- 
fairs of  life  to  the  facts  proven,  and  draw  a  unanimous  con- 
clusion. This  average  judgment  thus  given  it  is  the  great 
effort  of  the  law  to  obtain.  It  is  assumed  that  twelve  men 
know  more  of  the  common  affairs  of  life  than  does  one 
Vol.  XHL— ft 
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man;  tliat  thej  can  draw  wiser  aod  safer  conclusions  from 
admitted  facts  thus  oconrring  than  can  a  single  judge." 
(17  Wall.  663.) 

Tbe  following  authorities,  in  addition  to  those  already 
cited,  fully  sustain  the  action  of  the  coart  in  refusing  to 
grant  a  nonsuit:  Bichmond  y.

2.  Did  the  court  err  in  refusing  to  grant  a  new  trial  upon 
the  ground  that  the  verdict  was  against  the  weight  of  evi- 
dence ? 

From  the  view  we  entertain  of  this  case  it  is  unnecessary 
to  follow  counsel  in  their  discussion  of  the  question  of  foot 
whether  plaintiff  could  hare  safely  walked  along  E  street  in 
the  vacant  spaces  between  the  tracks  of  the  railroad.  If  he 
had  the  right  to  walk  on  the  track,  if  he  was  at  a  place 
where  he  had  the  right  to  be,  then  the  question  whether  it 
would  Lave  been  eater  for  him  to  have  been  elsewhere,  ia 
immaterial. 

It  was  shown  upon  the  part  of  defendant  that  it  had  ob- 
tained from  the  city  authorities  permission  to  lay  its  tracks 
and  ran  its  locomotives  and  cars  on  said  street,  and  it  is 
claimed  that  it  had  thereby  obtained  the  exclusive  right  to 
all  that  portion  of  the  street  covered  by  its  tracks,  and  that 
plaintiff,  in  walking  thereon,  was  a  trespasser.  Is  this  posi- 
tion correct?    Is  it  true  that  any  distinction  exists,  or  ought 
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to  exist,  between  railroads  propelled  by  steam  and  street 
railroads  propelled  by  horse-power?  Does  the  mere  fact  that 
vehicles  cannot  be  safely  drawn  along  a  steam  railroad  pro- 
Libit  the  use  of  the  track  by  foot-travelers?  Wo  think  not. 
Ill  our  judgment,  Solen  had  the  same  right  to  parsne  his 
regular  roate  as  defendant  had  to  ran  its  locomotives. 
"They  each  have  a  right,"  say  the  court  in  Kennayde  v. 
Pacific  Ji.  R.  Co.,  supra,  "to  exercise  their  privileges  in  a 
lawfol  manner,  and  each  are  equally  bound  to  use  caution, 
care  and  diligence  to  avoid  accidente.  But,  bo  far  as  this 
case  is  concerned,  conceding  that  the  resolutions  of  tho 
board  of  aldermen,  in  granting  the  right  of  way  to  the  rail- 
road company,  is  valid  (a  question  which  we  have  not  es- 
amined,  and  do  not  decide),  it  is  not  necessary  to  base  our 
opinion  solely  upon  this  ground. 

The  testimony  is  undisputed  that  the  general  public  were 
permitted  to  use  the  tracks  as  a  publio  thoronghfare.  The 
great  body  of  the  miners  engaged  at  work  upon  three  of  the 
most  important  mines  situate  upon  the  Comstock  lode  have 
been  accustomed  for  years,  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and 
night,  iu  storm  and  sunshine,  to  walk  to  and  from  their 
work  on  the  railroad  tracks.  No  testimony  was  offered  upon 
tho  part  of  the  defendant  tending  to  show  that  such  a  use 
hiid  been  made  of  its  tracks  without  its  knowledge  or  con- 
sent. The  testimony  was  of  such  a  character  as  to  author- 
ize the  inference  of  an  implied  license  on  the  part  of  tbu 
railroad  company — treating  it  as  the  owner  of  the  land — to 
allow  pedestrians  to  walk  over  and  along  its  tracks. 

Iu  Detanej/  v.  llie  Milwati^e  and  St.  Paul  Railway  Com- 
pany, it  was  argued  that  plaintiff  was  a  trespasser,  bo- 
cause  the  place  where  he  was  Injured  was  not  a  highway 
crossing,  but  the  private  grounds  of  the  railroad  company. 
Bat  the  court  held  that,  as  applied  to  the  evidence,  the 
proposition  was  not  correct.  The  evidence  established  the 
fact  that  there  hud  been  a  practical  crossing  over  the  place 
where  the  plaintiff  was  injured,  for  a  long  time,  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  agents  of  the  company.  It  did  not  appear 
that  the  company  ever  forbade  any  one  from  going  there,  or 
took  any  steps  to  put  uu  end  to  persons  going  upon  its 
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gronods  at  tfaat  point.  The  court  said :  ' '  These  and  other 
facts  appearing  in  the  case,  show  beyond  controversj  that 
the  plaintiff  was  not  wronghiUy  on  the  crossing  where  he 
was  injured,  and  it  is  incorrect  to  view  the  relative  duties 
of  the  parties  npon  any  euch  asaumption."     (33  Wia,  71.) 

In  Kansas  Pacific  Railway  Company  v.  Poiutei;  the  facts 
were  in  many  respects  similar  to  this  case.  The  court,  in 
discussing  this  point,  said:  "The  pliiintiff  had  a  right  to 
show  that  the  place  where  he  was  injured  was  on  a  public 
iitreet  of  Leavenworth;  and  if  he  could  not  show  that  it  was 
a  public  street  in  law,  be  still  bad  the  right  to  show  that  it 
was  a  public  street  in  fact.  And  for  this  purpose,  if  for  no 
other,  he  liad  a  right  to  show  that  the  public  travel  was  ou 
or  over  this  ground,  and  to  show  that  such  travel  was  there 
with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  railway  company. 
If  be  should  show  that  the  place  where  the  injury  occurred 
was  on  a  public  street,  either  in  law  or  fact,  he  would  not 
be  such  a  trespasser  as  wouUl  relieve  the  railway  company 
from  exercising  reasonable  and  ordinary  care  and  diligeuce 
towards  him.  In  fact,  he  wonld  not  be  a  trespasser  at  all. 
The  railway  company,  in  such  a  case,  wonld  be  bound  to  I'un 
its  trains  with  reference  to  him,  and  to  every  other  person 
who  might  be  rightfully  occupying  the  street.  Such  persons 
would  have  the  same  right  to  be  on  the  street  as  the  railway 
company.  In  fact,  iu  this  case,  the  legal  right  of  the  rail- 
way company,  and  that  of  the  public,  to  use  the  gi-onnd  as 
a  street,  seems  to  be  about  equal.  Both  derive  their  right 
from  a  city  ordinance.  The  public  used  this  ground  for  a 
street,  however,  long  before  the  railroad  was  built.  If  the 
pliiintiff  and  the  railway  compauy  each  had  a  right  to  nse 
said  ground,  then  it  was  incumbent  ou  each  alike  to  nse 
ordinary  care  and  diligence  to  prevent  and  avoid  injuries." 
(!)  Kan.  628;  see,  also.  Shearman  &  Bedfield  on  Negligence, 
sec.  491.) 

The  testimony  upon  the  part  of  the  defendant  tended  to 
show  that  the  bell  was  rung,  and,  hence,  to  establish  the 
fact  that  defendant  was  not  guilty  of  negligence. 

Martin,  the  engineer  of  the  defendant's  locomotive,  in  hia 
testimony  says:  That  when  the  J.  'W.  Bowker  started  from 
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tlie  freiglit-Lonse  ewitcli,  "MoDermott,  the  same  wlio  testi- 
fied iu  this  cose,  was  sittiug  oq  the  fireman's  seat  with  liia 
]eft  haod  holding  the  bell-rope.  I  said:  'D — n  it,  ring 
thut  bell;'  and  ho  rang  tho  bell."  He  says,  that  "while 
Soleu  was  lying  between  the  tracks  on  his  left  side,  MoDer- 
mott, standing  by  the  right  side  of  him,  *  *  said  to 
Solen:  'I  was  ringing  the  bell  myself.'  Solen  said:  'Why 
didn't  yon  ring  your  bell  or  blow  yoar  whistle,'  *  *  and 
McDermolt  said :  '  D — n  it,  msn,  I  rung  tho  bell  myself  ! ' " 
James  Boyd,  a  hrakeman  in  the  employ  of  defendant,  testi- 
fied to  the  same  effect. 

The  conductor,  John  M.  Dnncan,  iu  his  testimony,  says, 
that  when  he  told  the  engineer  to  start:  "  McDermott  was 
sitting  on  tlie  fireman's  seat.  I  think  he  had  hold  of  the 
bell-rope,  but  I  am  not  willing  to  swear  whether  he  was 
ringing  the  bell  or  not."  Upon  cross-examination,  in  reply 
to  the  question :  "Who  rung  the  bell?"  this  witness  said: 
"  I  cannot  testify  that  I  really  heard  the  bell.  I  oonldn't 
testify  that  I  heard  it  ringing.  I  wouldn't  be  willing  to  tes- 
tify that  I  did  or  did  uot  hear  it  ringing,"  Iu  reply  to  other 
questions  he  said :  ' '  Tho  whistle  didn't  sound  from  the  time 
wo  stopped  at  the  freight-house.  I  am  sure  the  whistle 
didn't  sound." 

William  Hill,  an  employee  of  defendant,  was  Ktanding  on 
the  corner  of  the  platform  at  the  freight  depot,  and  after  the 
engine  commenced  bucking  up  he  says  that  he  asked  a  man 
by  the  name  of  Caldwell,  who  was  then  standing  by  him,  if 
he  could  hear  the  bell,  and  he  remarked  he  could  not.  "  I 
says,  'They  are  ringing  the  bell,'  and  he  said  I  saw  him 
pulling  the  rope,  but  I  couldn't  hear  the  sound  of  the  bell." 
This  witness  also  corroborates  Martin  and  Soyd,  as  to  the 
remarks  made  by  McDermott  to  Solen,  that  the  bell  was 
rung.  There  were  some  other  points  of  minor  importance 
in  the  testimony  offered  by  defendant,  tending  to  disprove 
portious  of  McDermott's  testimony.  Counsel  for  appellant 
claims  that  McDermott  was  succeasfully  impeached;  that 
the  jnry  erred  in  finding  a  verdict  bo  overwhelmii^ly  against 
the  testimony,  and  that  the  court  erred  in  not  setting  the 
verdict  aside. 
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We  are  DOt  willing  to  accept  the  positioD,  so  earoeatly 
coutended  for  hy  appellaat's  connsel,  that  it  was  a  pLysical 
impossibility  for  any  man  of  ordinary  sagacity  to  have  been 
run  over  by  a  locomotive  moving  backward  at  the  rate  of 
four  miles  an  bour;  tbat  plaintiff  must  bave  been  I'eckleasly 
and  carelessly  breasting  the  storm,  utterly  heedless  of  tUe 
impending  danger,  aud  tbat  tbe  mere  fact  that  be  was  in- 
jured is  euougb  to  warrant  this  court  in  declaring  him  gailty 
of  contribatory  negligence,  notwithstanding  the  verdict  of 
tbe  jury,  and  the  action  of  tbe  district  court  refusing  to  set 
tbe  verdict  aside. 

There  was,  in  our  judgment,  a  direct  conflict  of  evi- 
dence upon  the  most  material  question  of  fact  involved  iu 
this  cose. 

As  already  mentioned,  several  of  tbe  witnesses  for  the  de- 
fendant testified  that  McDermott  rung  tbe  bell,  and  tbat  he 
so  stated  tbe  fact  to  be  (to  plaintiff)  at  the  time  of  tbe  in- 
jury. If  the  jurors  believed  this  testimony  to  be  true  they 
ought  not  to  have  found  a  verdict  against  the  defendant. 
But,  on  the  other  liand,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  McDer- 
mott testified  just  as  positively  that  he  did  not  ring  tho  bell, 
and  that  he  did  not  make  the  remarks  attributed  to  him  at 
the  time  of  tbe  accident.  His  testimony  is  corroborated  by 
tbe  plaintiff,  who,  knowing  tbat  ho  was  on  the  track  of  a 
railroad  where  engines  and  trains  were  hourly  passing,  that 
owing  to  tho  severe  storm  he  conld  not  see  the  approach  of 
n  locomotive,  and  realizing  tbe  fact  that  he  was  exposed  to 
danger,  was  listening  for  tbe  sound  of  tbe  bell,  and  did  not 
bear  it.  Tbe  plain  inference  to  be  drawn  from  tbe  plaint- 
iff's testimony  if  believed  by  tbe  jury,  was  that  the  bell  was 
not  rnng;  that  if  it  had  been  rung  the  plaintiff  would  bave 
beard  it,  and  tbe  accident  would  not  have  occurred.  Two 
of  tbe  defendant's  witnesses,  Martin  and  Boyd,  who  swore 
positively  tbat  the  bell  was  rung,  were  themselves  in  fault 
if  it  was  not  rung,  Martin  being  an  engineer  aud  Boyd  a 
brukeman  on  the  engine  at  the  time  of  tbe  accident.  Tbe 
corroborative  evidence  is  not  free  from  doubt  aud  comes 
al»o  from  the  employees  of  tbe  company.  The  plaintiff  is  a 
man  of  sound  mind,  of  ordinary  intelligence  and  judgment, 
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and  it  cacnot  reasonably  be  presumed  tliat  be  wonlcl  Lave 
mude  a  villing  and  canton  sacrifice  of  bis  life.  On  tbe  otbet 
Laud,  tbe  presamptioQ  woald  aeem  to  be  in'esiatible  tbat  be 
woald  not  bave  been  injured  if  be  bad  been  notified,  by  the 
ringing  of  the  bell,  of  tbe  cloao  proximity  of  tbo  locomotive 
and  tender.  But  in  any  event,  tbo  conflict  raised  a  question 
of  fact  wbicb  the  plaintiff  bad  tbe  right  to  have  determined 
by  tbe  jury.  (Bemoick  v.  N.  Y.  Cm.  li.  Co.,  36  N.  Y.  132; 
Artz  V.  C,  R.  I.  and  F.  B.  Co.,  44  Iowa,  284.) 

If  tbe  district  court,  upon  weighing  all  the  evidence,  en- 
tertained the  opinion  that  the  verdict  was  clearly  against  the 
great  preponderance  of  evidence,  it  had  the  power,  and  it  was 
its  duty,  to  set  the  verdict  aside.  This  court,  in  Phillpoiis  v. 
Blaadd,  declared  that  nisi  pj-iua  courts  bad  "  jurisdiction  on 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  to  decide,  as  a  gnestion  of  fact, 
whether  tbe  scale  of  evidence,  which  leans  against  the  ver- 
dict, very  strongly  preponderates."  (8  Kev.  7G.)  Tbe  dis- 
trict courts  ought,  however,  always  to  use  great  caution  in 
the  exercise  of  this  power,  and  they  should  be  carefnl  not 
to  invade  the  legitimate  province  of  tbe  jury  "when  they 
have  manifested  a  fair  and  intelligent  consideration  of  the 
evidence  submitted  to  them."  (Dewey  v.  C.  dt  N.  W.  R. 
Co.,  31  Iowa,  373.) 

Bat  it  is  not  the  province  of  this  court,  as  it  is  of  tbe  dis- 
trict court,  to  weigh  the  evidence  in  order  to  determine  the 
preponderance  thereof.  Our  dnty  ends  when  it  is  discovered 
that  there  is  ample  evidence  in  the  transcript  sufficient  to 
sustain  and  jnstify  the  district  court  and  trial  jury  iu  tbe 
conclusions  they  have  reached.  (Stale  of  Nevada  y.  Yellow 
Jock  t  S.  M.  Co.,  6  Nev.  415;  Lewis  v.  Wilcox,  G  Nev.  215; 
Longahaugh  v.  V.  &  T.  B.  Co.,  9  Kev.  302;  Slate  of  Nevada 
V.  C.  P.  B.  Co.,  10  Nev.  49.) 

The  general  rule  upon  this  subject  has  been  (as  was  said 
in  McCoy  y.  Baieman  (6  Buel,  8  Nev.  127)  "  so  ofteu  reiter- 
ated as  to  become  somewhiit  monotonous." 

Wo  have  examined  all  the  testimony  set  forth  in  the 
record,  with  the  care  which  the  importance  in  this  case  de- 
mauds,  and  ore  unwilling  to  say  that  there  is  not  sufficient 
legal  evidence  upon  which  the  jury  might  reasonably  con- 
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elude  tbitt  the  plaintiff  did  not,  by  any  negligence  on  bis 
part,  coutribnte  to  tbe  injuries  be  received,  and  tbat  the 
accident  wbicb  caused  tlie  iujurlea  complained  of  occurred 
by  reason  of  tbe  negligence  of  defendant  iu  not  giving  tbe 
usuiil  and  proper  Bignol. 

Tbe  testimony  is  contradictory  and  iiTeconoilable,  and, 
following  tbe  rules  beretofore  announced  by  tbis  court,  a 
new  triuJ  upon  tbis  ground  sbould  not  be  awarded.  We 
cannot  invade  tbe  province  of  a  jury.  Every  litigant,  under 
our  laws,  bus  tbe  legal  ligbt  to  bave  bis  case,  upon  ques- 
tions of  fact,  submitted  to  and  determined  by  a  jury  impar- 
tially selected  from  tbe  citizens  of  tbe  county,  and  8ome 
consideration  must  always  be  shown  to  tbe  conclusions 
reached,  otherwise  tbe  right  of  u  trial  by  a  jury  would  be 
but  a  farce  and  a  delusion.  Wbetber  we  would  bave  arived 
at  tbe  same  verdict  it  is  impossible  for  us  to  tell.  We 
cannot  undertake  to  say  which  of  tbe  witnesses  sbould 
be  credited  and  wbicb  disbelieved,  nor  determine  upon 
which  side  the  weight  of  evidence  preponderates.  It 
was  the  duty  of  tbe  jury  and  nisi  pi-itts  court  to  determine 
these  questions,  and  we  are  bound  to  presume  tbat  tbey 
bave  performed  their  duty  witb  fidelity  and  with  a  conscien- 
tious desire  to  esact  justice  between  the  respective  parties. 
Better  opportunities  were  afforded  tbem,  by  the  presence  of 
tbe  witnesses,  to  judge  correctly  of  tbeir  credibility  and  to 
determine  therefrom  as  to  tbe  weight  of  tbe  evidence  than 
we  can  possibly  obtain  from  reading  tbe  testimony.  Surely, 
it  requires  uo  argument  to  establish  tbis  self-evident  truth. 
Everybody  knows  tbat  a  clearer  conception  and  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  testimony  is  always  obtained  from  bear- 
ing it  us  it  is  delivered  from  tbe  lips  of  a  witness,  and  ob- 
serving bis  demeanor  while  on  tbe  witness  stand,  than  could 
ever  be  obtained  by  an  examination  of  tbe  testimony  writ- 
ten out  by  a  reporter  at  tbe  trial.  There  is  oftentimes 
more  iu  the  manner  of  a  witness  in  giving  bis  testimony  than 
in  the  matter  testified  to  tbat  convinces  tbe  minds  of 
tbe  jury  of  the  truth  or  falsity  of  his  statement.  Tbe 
jury  having  decided  the  weight  of  evidence  to  be  in  favor 
of   tbe  plaintiff  and   the   district  court  having  approved 
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the  verdiot;,  we  will  not  distarb  tlieir  decision  upon  this 
question. 

3.  Is  the  verdict  of  the  jury  excessive  ?  Does  it  appear 
from  all  the  facts  and  circamstanoes  of  this  case  that  the 
dutnages  awarded  hj  the  jar;  are  so  ezceBsive  as  to  cod- 
riDce  us  that  the  verdict  was  "given  under  the  influence  of 
passion  or  prejudice?"  (Compiled  Laws,  1256,  subdivis- 
ioii  5.)  Is  it  manifest  that  the  jury  adopted  any  erroneous 
principle  in  arriving  at  the  amount  of  the  verdict?  Is  there 
anythiDg  to  justify  the  assertion  of  appellant's  counsel  that 
the  minds  of  the  jurors  mast  have  been  warped  by  sympa- 
thy for  the  plaintiff  or  controlled  by  enmity  toward  the  de- 
feudant?  We  think  these  questions  must  all  be  fiuswered 
in  the  negative.  What  are  the  facts?  The  plaintiff,  thirty- 
four  years  of  age  and  a  miner  by  occupation,  thus  details 
the  injuries  he  received:  "I  was  thrown  under  the  mils  aud 
dragged  a  little  distance.  I  was  injured  by  having  a  leg 
amputated  and  a  collar  boue  broken.  I  thiuk  some  of 
my  ribs  were  broken.  »  *  *  i  t^d  very  severe 
paius  through  my  breast  aud  sides.  I  was  confined  to 
my  bed  five  or  sis  weeks,  and  caunot  now  do  any  kind  of 
hard  work.  My  right  shoulder  ia  broken;  it  doQ't  trouble 
me  only  at  times  when  I  go  to  lift  anything  heavy;  can't 
handle  anything.  I  can  use  it  without  muuh  pain  until  I  go  to 
use  itto  lift  something  heavy.  My  rightshoulder  and  arm  aro 
dLsabled  and  have  been  so  ever  since  the  accident.  I  can- 
not walk  far  without  fatigue.  *  *  *  j  have  uo  means 
of  making  my  living  except  by  my  personal  labor." 

For  these  injuries,  resulting,  as  the  jury  found,  from  the 
uogligence  of  the  defendant,  plaintiff  was  awarded  fifteen 
thousand  dollars. 

The  argument  of  appellant's  counsel  that  the  judgment 
shoaid  be  confined  to  the  simple  question  of  plaintiff's 
avocation  and  the  compensation  limited  or  extended  to  a 
sum  which  would  produce  as  great  an  income  as  he  could 
have  earned,  by  pursuing  such  avocation  had  he  not  been 
injured,  Ignores  the  right  of  the  jury  to  award  damages  for 
the  bodily  sufferiug  of  plaintiff  which  all  the  anthorities 
admit  is  proper  to  be  considered  by  the  jury  iu  determin- 
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iug  the  amoaDt  of  damages  tliat  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  le- 

There  being  no  absolute,  fixed,  leg^  mle  of  compensa- 
tion, appellate  courts  ougbt  not  to  interfere  with  the  verdict 
unless  it  clearly  appears  that  there  haa  been  soch  a  mistake 
of  the  principles  apon  ^hich  the  damages  were  estimated, 
or  some  improper  motive  or  biaa  indicating  passion  or 
prejudice  upon  the  part  of  the  jury.  ( Worskr  v,  Prop)'ie(ors 
of  Canal  Bridge,  16  Pick.  517;  Bwjcev.  Cal.  Stage  Oo.,  25 
Cal.  461;  Schmidty.  M.  and  St.  P.  B.  Co.,  23  Wis.  195; 
Eletny.Jemtl,  26N.  J.  Eq.  480;  Penn.  S.  Co.  v.  AUeii, 
63  Peun.  St.  276;  Segdwick  on  the  Measure  of  Damages, 
601,  602,  and  authorities  there  cited.) 

The  amount  of  the  verdict — although  perhaps  greater 
than  we  would  have  given — is  not,  in  onr  opinion,  incon- 
sistent with  the  exercise  of  an  honest  judgment  upon  the 
part  of  the  jury  whose  special  province  it  was  to  determine 
this  question. 

4.  The  instructions  given  by  the  court  were  certainly 
as  favorable  to  the  defendant  as  the  law  would  warrant.  Wo 
have  repeatedly  declared  that  the  instructions  must  be  read 
together  and  considered  as  a  whole.  When  so  read  and 
consideied  with  reference  to  the  evidence,  we  are  satisfied 
that  the  jury  could  not  in  this  case  have  been  misled  to  the 
defendant's  prejudice.  A  verdict  ought  never  to  be  set 
fm'iilo  simply  because  some  expressions  of  the  court,  in  its 
charge  to  the  jury,  might  in  some  particulars,  when  con- 
sidered apart  by  themselves,  be  susceptible  of  verbal  criti- 
cism, which,  when  taken  and  considered  with  the  other  por- 
tions of  the  chaise,  could  not  possibly  have  misled  a  jury  of 
ordinary  intelligence.  ( fVJtalen  v.  St.  L.  K.  C.  and  N.  B. 
Co.,  60  Mo.  323;  Baitwai/  Co.  v.  WhiUon,  13  Wal.  290.) 

In  conclusion,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  whole  case 
was  properly  tried  and  fairly  submitted  to  the  jnry;  that  the 
verdict  is  sustained  by  the  evidence;  that  the  court  did 
not  err  in  refusing  to  set  it  aside,  and  that  a  new  trial  ought 
not  to  be  granted. 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed.

OpinioD  of  Hsvlej,  C.  J.,  on  reheanDg. 

BESPONBi:  TO  PETITIOM  FOB  BEEEAHIKa. 

By  the  Coart,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

1.  ^Iie  argument  of  appellant's  connsel  upon  rehearing  is 
principally  bused  upon  the  proposition  that  E  street,  in 
Virginia  City,  where  the  accident  occurred,  is  not  a  public 
Btreet. 

It  is  contended  that  the  evidence  shows  coQclusirely  that 
the  locus  in  quo  was  in  the  private  and  excIuBive  use  of  the 
defendaut  as  a  yard  and  terminus,  aud  that  the  plaintiff  in 
traveling  over  it  was  a  mere  iutmder — a  trespasser  upon 
the  property  of  the  defendant. 

Wo  are  of  opinion  that  the  pleadings  admit  it  to  be  a  pub- 
lic street.  It  is  bo  alleged  iu  the  complaint,  and  is  not 
denied  by  the  auswer.  But  iudependent  of  the  pleadings, 
the  proof  offered  by  appellant,  as  well  as  the  testimony  sub- 
mitted on  the  part  of  plaintiff,  clearly  establishes  the  fact 
that  E  street  was  a  public  street  opened  to  all  foot  passen- 
gers, and  that  the  public  had  been  accustomed  at  all  hours 
of  the  day  and  uight  to  walk  thereon.  To  decide  this  case, 
therefore,  npon  the  ground  that  it  was  not  a  public  street 
would  be  introducing  "a  false  quantity  into  the  calcula- 
tion," a  quantity  which  neither  the  pleadings  nor  proofs 
sanction. 

2.  It  is  again  urged  that  the  plaintiff  was  negligent,  aud 
that  his  negligence  coutributed  proximately  to  the  injuries 
which  lie  sustained.  Numerous  authoiities  have  been  cited 
with  the  nssertiou  of  counsel  that  "in  none  of  these  oases  was 
the  negligence  of  the  plaintiff  greater  than  in  the  case  at  bar." 
We  have  re-examined  "these  cases  "with  care,  and  shall 
notice  them  in  the  order  presented  by  counsel  for  appel- 
lant. 

77te  la.  Cent.  R.  Co.  v.  Godfrey,  71  Ills.  500,  was  decided 
u])on  tho  ground  that  Godfrey,  at  the  time  of  the  accident, 
was  II  trespasser  npon  the  private  grounds  of  the  railroad 
company  and  was  therefore  bound  to  use  extraordinary  care. 
Iu  examining  the  testimony,  however,  it  will  be  discovered 
that  the  plaintiff  said  that  "  when  he  went  on  to  the  road  he 
looked  and  saw  no  engine."    The  court  said:  "This  was 
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not  euougli.  He  should  have  kept  constant  watch  while  ho 
waa  travetiug  uluug  the  track,  for  the  approach  of  an 
engine.  If  the  plaintiff  hud  looked  he  could  have  seen  the 
engine  in  time  to  have  avoided  the  accident.  Moreover, 
pluiutiff  was  walking  in  the  space  between  the  tracks,  and 
as  the  engine  approached,  to  quote  the  language  of  oue  of 
the  witnesses,  "  )iO  just  looked  like  he  staggered  up  against 
the  eogiiie." 

Flemiug  v.  W.  P.  R.  Co.,  and  Both  v.  M.  and  St.  P.  S. 
Co.,  were  Bufiicienlly  noticed  in  our  former  opinion. 

In  nkke'j  V.  B.  and  L.  It.  Co.,  14  Allen,  429,  it  waa  held 
that  a  passenger  in  the  raihoad  cars  could  not  maintain  an 
action  against  a  railroad  company  for  injuries  sustained  by 
him  in  consequence  of  his  voluntarily  and  unnecessarily 
leaving  Iiis  seat  and  standing  iu  an  exposed  conditiou  upon 
the  platform  of  the  passenger  car,  while  the  train  was  iu 
motion. 

In  C.  aiidli.  I.  B.  Co.  v.  SHU,  19  Ills.  508,  a  collision 
occurred  while  Still  was  attempting  to  drive  a  two-horse 
team  and  wagon  over  the  railroad  track  at  a  regular  cross- 
ing. The  facts  wero  that  Still  "waa  sitting  down  in  the 
bottom  of  the  wagon,  with  his  back  turned  in  the  direction 
from  which  the  cars  were  approaching,  so  as  to  prevent  his 
seeing  tliem."  It  also  satisfactorily  appeared  "  that  by 
looking  in  the  direction  of  the  cars,  he  could  have  seen  them 
for  a  considerable  distance,  and  for  a  sufficient  length  o£ 
time  to  have  avoided  all  damage;  and  that  the  sound  of  the 
approaching  traiu  could  be  heard  for  a  distance  sufficient 
to  give  ample  time  to  have  prevented  this  collision."  lb 
a^so  appeared  from  all  the  positive  testimony  in  the  case 
that  tho  railroad  company  rung  its  bell  for  the  usual  dis- 
tance, and  that  a  headlight  was  burning.  Under  such  cir- 
cumstances, tho  court  very  properly  said  that  the  plaintiff 
"  haviug  placed  himself  in  a  position  that  prevented  him 
from  being  able  to  see  the  approach  of  the  cars,  and 
having  tied  up  his  ears  in  a  manner  tliat  must  have  pre- 
vented his  hearing  tho  approach  of  the  trains,  is  certainly 
gnilty  of  gross  negligence." 

Iu  Dascovib  v.  B.  and  S.  L.  B.  Co.,  27  Barb.  227,  "  the 
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plaiutifT,  living  about  a  fonrtb  of  a  mile  from  the  railroad 
track,  owning  a  farm  tlirided  by  the  track,  leaves  bis  bouse, 
nitli  a  horse  and  wttgon,  taking  in  liis  son  and  Lired  man, 
and  drives  along,  upon  a  trot,  directly  upon  the  track  of  the 
roiid,  vitUout  taking  the  slightest  precantion  to  ascertain 
the  dangerous  proximity  of  the  locomotive.  This  was  ueg- 
ligeuee," 

In  N.  P.  n.  Co.  V.  Heilema»,  49  Pa.  St.  CO,  the  plaintiff, 
Heileman,  was  seated  far  back  in  his  covered  wagon,  with 
the  curtaios  closely  drawn  down,  and  drove  his  horse  and 
wagon  slowly  upon  the  track  in  front  of  the  passing  locomo- 
tive, and  a  collision  occurred.  If  plaintiff  bad  looked  out 
of  his  wagon,  as  be  was  bound  in  law  to  do,  he  could  have 
seen  the  railroad  track  for  seventy-five  yards.  He  failed  to 
use  bis  eyes  to  tlie  best  of  bis  ability,  and  was  therefore 
belli  guilty  of  negligence. 

Ill  liniujon  v.'C.  It.  Co.,  25  S.  J.  L.,  656,  the  plaintiff 
liad  lived  for  thirty  years  within  three  hundred  yards  of  the 
railroad.  He  was  driving  toward  the  track  on  n  slow  trot, 
sitting  down  in  an  open  wagon,  with  his  back  towards  the 
direction  in  which  the  train  was  coming.  In  describing  the 
facta  of  the  collision  to  a  witness  be  said:  "He  did  not 
think  of  the  road;  his  miud  was  enveloped  in  thought;  *  * 
he  could  not  tell  what  be  was  thinking  of;  *  »  »  ^g 
he  heard  the  whistle  he  gave  his  horses  a  pull,  and  they 
went  ahead  rather  fjister  than  before."  Had  he  looked  he 
could  have  seen  along  the  railroad  track  for  a  distance  of 
several  hundred  yards.  This  being  the  evidence  in  relation 
to  pluintifiTu  conduct,  the  court  said;  "It  is  entirely  clear 
tliat  he  failed  in  showing  ordinary  care  and  diligence  on  his 
part  to  avoid  the  injury.  In  fact,  it  appears  that  be  did 
not  exercise  any  care  or  precaution  whatever.  He  never 
even  thought  of  it." 

In  Sieves  t.  0.  and  S.  S.  Co.,  18  N.  Y.  422,  the  testi- 
mony, OS  in  the  preceding  case,  presents  an  instance  of 
Burprisiug  negligence  and  inattention  on  the  part  of  the 
plaintiff.  "After  riding  aloug  parallel  to  and  in  plain  sight 
of  the  railroad  track  for  the  distance  of  about  a  mile,  he 
nudertook  to  cross  the  track,  bis  horses  being  upon  a  walk. 
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Tbe  duj  was  cold  aod  the  wind  blowing  fresh  from  the 
north-west.  He  was  traveling  ogainat  the  wind.  His  coiit 
was  tamed  up  aronnd  his  ears  and  a  far  cap  drawn  down 
over  them.  With  his  hearing  thus  obstrocted,  and  with 
abundant  opportunity  to  see  and  avoid  the  approaching 
train,  if  he  would  but  look,  he  advanced  slowly  upon  the 
track."  A  court  in  such  a  cose  onght  not  to  hesitate  iu 
saying,  as  was  said  by  tbe  court  in  this  case,  that  *'  such 
negligence,  such  indifference  to  danger,  is  both  unaccount- 
able and  inexcusable." 

In  JVilcox  V.  a.  W.  and  0.  B.  Co.,  39  K.  Y.,  358,  the 
plaintiff's  intestate  was  killed  while  attempting  to  cross  the 
track  at  a  regular  crossing.  Tbe  evidence  failed  to  show 
whether  the  deceased,  before  attempting  to  cross,  looked  up 
and  down  the  track  to  ascertain  whether  a  train  was  com- 
ing; bat  it  did  appear  that  the  engine  or  ti-ain  was  in  plain 
sight  for  a  distance  of  seventy  or  eighty  rods;  and  tbe 
court  held,  that  under  all  the  circumstances  attending  the 
transaction,  it  was  a  fair  ami  reasonable  presumption  that 
he  did  not  look,  "forbad  he  clone  bo,  he  must  have  seen 
the  engine  approaching,  and  he  could  have  escaped,  and 
his  life  would  have  been  saved."  In  the  lungnage  of  Grover, 
J.:  "To  walk  along  or  stand  npou  a  railroad  track,  without 
availing  himself  of  the  sense  of  sight  as  well  as  hearing  to 
ascertain  whether  there  was  danger  iu  such  position,"  was 
negligence. 

■  Iu  Havem  v.  E.  S.  Co.,  41  N.  Y.,  296,  there  was  evidence 
tending  to  show,  that  by  looking  the  train  could  have  been 
readily  seen  and  the  danger  thus  avoided.  The  supreme 
court  held,  that  such  evidence  having  been  given,  the  lower 
court  erred  iu  not  instructing  the  jury:  "That  an  omissiou 
to  ring  the  bell,  or  blow  the  whistle,  would  not  excuse  the 
deceased  from  the  observance  of  proper  care  on  bis  part, 
and  that  this  care  required  liim  to  look  for  trains  when  he 
had  opportunity  so  to  do,  while  ridiug  in  the  wagon."  A 
principle  that  iu  well  settled  and  was  clearly  stated  in  our 
former  opinion  to  be  the  law. 

In  JVilda  V.  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  29  N.  T.,  315,  the  plainlirs 
intestate  had  an  opportunity  to  see  the  train  if  he  had 
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looked.  Till  a  was  made  certain,  as  tlie  court  saj,  "upon 
tlie  testimony  of  every  witness  who  has  spoken  on  the  sub- 
ject. That  he  did,  in  fact,  see  it  at  some  time  before  the 
collision  is  evident,  from  the  testimony  of  all  the  witnesses 
to  the  principal  fact,  for  they  Bwear  he  whipped  his  horses 
in  order  to  get  across  before  the  engine  shonid  reach  him." 
It  also  appeared,  beyond  controversy,  that  a  Airman  wan 
stationed  between  the  two  tracks  with  a  flagwheu  the  train- 
and  the  deceased  were  approaching  the  spot  where  the  col- 
lision happenedj"  and  that  he  did  "  his  whole  duty  by  dis- 
playing his  flag  and  warning  passengers.  oflF." 

This,  in  short,  is  one  of  the  many  cases  to  be  found  in 
tiie  books  where  persons  driving  teams,  seeing  a  train  com- 
ing, determine  to  try  the  speed  of  their  horses  against  that 
of  the  approaching  train.  In  all  such  oases  the  conrts  have 
univerBolly  declared  that  the  plaintiff  is  not  entitled  to 
recover. 

In  the  T.  and  W.  R.  Co.  v.  Ooddard,  25  Ind.  185,  a  case 
often  referred  to  by  appellant's  counsel,  suit  was  brought  by 
Goddard  to  recover  damages  for  injuries  to  his  horses  and 
wagon.  As  Oilpia  (the  driver)  approached  the  track  of  the 
Chicago  rood  with  the  team,  a  locomotive  on  one  of  the 
tracks  of  that  road,  with  its  bell  ringing  and  making  the 
usual  noise,  was  abont  to  cross  the  plank  rood;  Qilpin  in- 
creased his  speed,  thinking  to  pass  before  the  locomotive, 
but  the  latter  passed  the  crossing  before  him,  and  within 
ten  or  fifteen  feet  of  tlie  horses'  heads.  While  the  engine 
was  passing  the  horses  were  somewhat  excited.  They  were 
then,  at  most,  within  three  or  four  rods  of  the  track  where 
the  accident  occnrred,  but  Gilpin  drove  on  at  a  rate  of 
speed  of  six  miles  an  hour  until  the  collisioa  occurred.  * 
*  *  *  Gilpin  did  not  stop  the  team,  or  even  slacken  his 
speed,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  the  track  was  clear 
before  approaching  or  attempting  to  go  on  it;  nor  is  there 
any  evidence  that  ho  used  any  of  his  senses,  or  any  pre- 
caution whatever,  to  ascertain  whether  a  train  was  ap- 
proaching." lu  examining  the  details  of  the  testimony  in 
this  case,  it  is  apparent  that  the  conrt  was  correct  when  it 
said  that  the  team  "  was  run  against  the  train,  and  not  the 
train  agaiast  the  team." 
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We  have  referred  tliua  iit  length  to  "these  casea" — all 
that  were  cited  by  appellsnt  on  the  last  argumeDt — for  the 
purpose  of  showing,  aa  we  think,  the  fact^,  when  fftirly 
considered,  fullj  warrant  that  in  each  of  them  the  negli- 
gence of  the  plaintiff  was  much  greater  than  the  alleged 
negligence  of  Solen  in  the  case  at  bar. 

We  recognize,  without  indorsing  all  that  has  been  said  by 
the  courta,  the  general  principle  in  the  cases  cited,  that  the 
plaintiff  is  bound  to  use  proper  care  to  avoid  danger;  that 
his  prudence  or  imprudence  is  to  be  measured  in  propor- 
tion to  the  danger,  and  that  the  greater  the  risk,  the  greater 
the  degree  of  care  required.  And  if  the  undisputed  facts 
in  thii^  case  were  so  dear  aa  to  satisfy  us  that  Solen  did  not 
Ttse  tliat  degree  of  care  which  an  ordinarily  reasonable  per- 
son would  have  used  ander  similar  circumstances,  we 
should  not  hesitate  to  saj  that  the  district  court  erred  in 
refusing  to  grant  a  nonsuit.     But  as  to  this,  more  anon. 

3.  Connsel  for  appellant  agiiin  contend  that  it  was,  and 
is,  our  dnty  to  decide,  as  a  qnestiou  at  law,  whether  the 
plaintiff  was  guilty  of  contributory  negligence. 

It  waa  not  withont  aome  doubt  and  hesitation,  and  only 
after  the  most  careful  examination  of  all  the  authorities 
then  cited  by  the  respective  counsel  (and  they  embraced  all, 
or  nearly  all,  that  are  now  relied  upon,  and  several  others 
that  were  not  referred  to  in  the  re-argument  of  this  case), 
that  we  arrived  at  the  conclusions  announced  in  our  former 
opinion.  We  were  then,  and  are  now,  aware  that  there  ia  a 
great  diversity  of  opinion  to  be  found  in  the  books.  Courts 
of  last  resort  have  api>8rently  goue  to  extremes  upon  both 
sides  of  this  vexed  question.  If  reason  is  the  soul  of  the 
law,  ihen  our  owu  common  sense  and  judgment,  amidst  the 
conflict  of  the  decisions  upon  this  subject,  must,  after  all, 
furnish  the  only  true  guide  to  its  proper  solution.  Never- 
theless, wo  propose  once  more  to  examine  the  snthorities. 

Appellant  relies  npon  the  rule  as  announced  by  Wharton 
iu  his  Tork  on  Negligence,  as  follows:  "The  question  of 
negligence  is  one  of  mingled  law  and  fact,  to  be  decided  as 
a  question  of  law  by  the  court  when  the  facts  aro  undis- 
puted or  conclasively  proved,  but  not  to  be  withdrawn  from 
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tbe  jary  wlieo  the  facts  are  dispoted  and  the  evidence  ia 
conflicting."     (Section  420.) 

Id  conaidering  this  question,  it  mnst  be  nnderstood  that 
the  same  measure  of  justice,  the  same  rale  of  conduct,  and 
the  same  principle  of  law,  applies  to  the  plaintiff  aa  to  the 
railroad  company.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  if  the 
locua  in  quo  is  &  public  street  or  thoroaghfare,  then  it  is 
held  in  uearlj  all  the  authorities,  and  admitted  bj  counsel 
for  appellant,  that  (independent  of  any  statutory  provision) 
under  the  rules  of  the  common  law,  it  is  the  dntj  of  the 
railroad  company  to  ring  its  bell  or  sound  its  whistle;  and 
if  it  fails  to  perform  its  duly  in  this  respect,  it  ia  guilty  of 
negligence.  It  ia  equally  as  well  settled  that  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  passenger  or  traveler  going  across  or  upon  the  track 
of  a  railroad  company,  to  exercise  reasonable  care  and  dili- 
gence upon  his  part  to  avoid  danger;  and  whenever  such  a 
person  nudertakes  to  cross  over,  or  walk  upon  a  railroad 
track  (even  wbere  he  has  a  right  to  be),  without  looking  or 
liBtening  for  the  approach  of  a  locomotive  or  train,  he  is 
guilty  of  such  negligence  as  to  deprive  bim  of  the  right  to 
complain  of  the  negligent  conduct  of  the  railroad  company. 
In  these  and  kindred  cases,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court,  aa 
stated  by  Wharton,  to  take  the  case  from  the  jury,  and  to 
decide  as  a  question  of  law  that  the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of 
contributory  negligence. 

But  there  is  another  line  of  casea,  far  more  numerous,  of 
which  the  case  uuder  consideration  is  one,  where  the  undis- 
puted testimony  leaves  it  doubtful  to  the  mind  of  the  court 
whether  the  plaintiff  did  use  reasonable  care  and  prudence. 
In  snch  casea,  the  authorities  almost  universally  agree  that 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  court  to  submit  the  question  to  the 
jury.  In  the  language  of  Morton,  J.,  in  Wheelock  v.  Boston 
and  Albany  Railroad  Co.,  "When  the  question,  whether  the 
plaintiff  was  using  ordinary  care,  depends  upon  a  variety  of 
circumstances,  and  the  inferences  to  be  drawn  from  them 
as  to  the  effect  which  they  would  have  upon  the  motives 
and  conduct  of  men  of  the  usual  prudence  and  intelligence, 
and  it  cannot  be  said,  as  a  matter  of  common  knowledge 
and  experience*  that  the  plaintiff  was  careless,  then  the  law 
Vol.  Xm— 10. 
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refers  the  question  to  the  judgment  and  experience  of  tlie 
jurj:"  lUSMass.  206. 

In  Fenn.  C.  Co.  v.  Benitey,  the  facts  were  not  disputed, 
nod  it  was  nrged  there,  as  here,  thut  upon  the  nndispnted 
facts  negligence  was  a  qaestion  of  law.  The  supreme  court, 
in  answering  this  argument,  said:  "  There  is  no  such  prin- 
ciple, except  where  a  man  violates  n  plain  legal  duty."  (66 
Penn.  St.  32.) 

In  W.  C.  and  P.  R.  Co.  v.  McElwee,  the  same  court  say: 
"  The  law  is  well  settled  that  what  is  and  what  is  not  negli- 
gence in  a  particnlar  case  is  generally  a  question  for  the 
jury,  and  not  for  the  court.  It  is  always  a  question  for  the 
jury  when  the  measure  of  duty  is  ordinary  and  reasonable 
core."     (67  Penn.  St.  311.) 

All  the  authorities  cited,  under  this  head,  in  our  former 
opinion  sustaiQ  the  general  doctrine  that  the  question  of  or- 
dinary care  is  in  most  cases,  even  where  the  testimony  is 
undisputed,  a  qnestioa  of  fact  which  it  ia  peculiarly  the 
province  of  the  jury  to  determine,  under  proper  instructions 
from  the  court.  This  principle,  in  oar  judgment,  is  well 
settled  by  the  great  preponderance  and  weight  of  aathority, 
nnd  is  sustained  by  the  common  sense  and  souod  judgment 
of  the  ablest  jurists  in  the  United  States, 

The  question  upon  which  the  conflict  of  authorities,  pre- 
viously alluded  to,  arises,  is  not  so  much  upon  the  existence 
of  the  rule  as  to  its  application  in  any  given  case.  It  must 
be  acknowledged  that  it  ia  not  always  easy  to  decide  as  to 
which  class  of  cases  the  given  one  belongs.  Hence,  it  very 
naturally  follows  that  jurists,  learned  in  the  law,  ns  well  as 
jurors,  unakilled  in  the  science  of  the  profession,  differ  as 
to  what  constitutes  ordinary  care  in  a  given  case. 

Whenever,  upon  a  given  state  of  facts,  there  is  reasonable 
room  for  doubt,  for  honest  minds  to  fairly  differ,  both 
parties  have  the  right,  in  our  judgment,  to  have  the  ques- 
tion Bubmitted  to  a  jury. 

By  following  this  rule  a  judge  would  always  have  his  sep- 
arate and  diatinct  duty  to  perform  as  well  as  the  jury.  It 
would  be  the  province  of  the  jury  to  find  the  facts  aud  of 
the  court  to  declare  the  law.    But  if  we  adopt  the  rule  so 
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eaniesUy  contended  for  bj  appellant,  tlien,  in  the.  adminis-. 
tration  of  justice,  there  would  be  no  aae  whatever  for  a 
JQiy.  The  testimoDj  npon  the  part  of  plaintiff  in  actions 
of  this  character,  generally  leaves  the  main  facts  nn- 
dispnted.  If  then,  from  that  simple  fact  alone,  it  becomes 
the  duty  of  the  ntai  priiia  judge  and  appellate  courts  to  al- 
ways decide  the  qnestion  of  negligence  as  one  of  law  or  of 
mingled  law  and  fact,  a  jary  trial  would  indeed  be  but  a 
mockery  and  a  farce. 

In  IVeiich  T.  T.  B.  S.  Co.,  as  the  plaintiff  approached  the 
crossinf^,  a  freight  train  was  passing;  and  after  the  last  car 
had  passed  she  attempted  to  cross.  She  was  driving  with 
care  and  watching  the  road.  She  heard  no  signal  and  re- 
ceived no  warning.  At  a  point  forty-six  feet  from  the  cen- 
ter of  the  track  she  could  have  seen  up  the  track  forty-six 
feet;  at  thirty  feet  from  the  crossing  she  could  have  seen 
the  track  for  a  long  distance.  She  did  not  look  in  that  di- 
rection when  sho  reached  those  points,  and  gave  as  a  reason 
that  she  did  not  suppose  that  one  train  would  follow  so 
closely  upon  another.  The  court,  in  considering  these  facts, 
said:  "Whether  the  plaintiff  was  in  the  exercise  of  that  due 
care  which  persons  of  common  prudence  and  intelligence 
would  exercise  when  placed  in  a  similar  sitaation,  and 
whether  she  was  careless  in  failing  to  look  up  the  track  at 
the  points  near  the  crossing  where  it  was  visible,  was  a  ques- 
tion for  the  jury  to  determine  in  the  peculiar  circnmstances 
of  the  case."     (116  Moss.  541.) 

In  Craig  v.  N.  T.,  N.  3.  and  H.  li.  Co.,  the  deceased  was 
prevented  by  the  baildinga  on  either  side  of  the  highway 
from  seeing  the  approaching  train  nnti)  he  had  driven  npon 
the  railroad  track.  The  place  was  one  across  and  near 
which  engines  and  cars  of  all  kinds  were  constantly  mov- 
ing. The  gates  were  not  shut  across  the  highway,  and  there 
was  no  flag  or  lantern  at  the  crossing,  as  had  been  the  nsnol 
custom  when  the  gates  were  not  shnt.  The  snpreme  court 
said:  "  The  question  whether  he  was  negligent  in  proceed- 
ing in  the  manner  he  did,  instead  of  stopping  his  horse,  or 
tamiDg  abont  and  driving  back,  was  a  qnestion  of  fact  for 
the  jary."    (118  Mass.  437.) 
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laMiloijv.K  Y.G.B.R.  Co.,  the  conrt  said:  "Wbetlier 
it  -was  negligence  in  the  plaintiff  to  walk  apon  the  side- 
-walk  in  a  dark  night,  without  a  light,  was  a  question  of  fact 
for  the  jury  and  not  a  qaeation  of  law  for  the  court."  (58 
Barb.  184.) 

In  Seigd  V.  Msen  et  al,,  the  supreme  court  refased  to 
declare  as  matter  of  law  "  that  the  coodoct  of  the  plaintiff, 
in  standing  on  the  rearplatform  of  the  street  car  and  steady- 
ing himaelf  by  holding  the  rail  of  the  platform,  was  contri- 
butory negligence."     (41  Oal.  111.) 

In  Johnson  v.  W.  and  St.  P.  li.  R,  Co.,  the  defendant 
asked  the  court  to  charge  the  jury,  "  that  ioasmach  as  the 
evidence  is  undisputed  that  the  plaintiff,  of  her  own  accord, 
placed  her  foot  upon  the  links  connecting  the  two  cars 
together  between  the  bumpers,  such  act  of  hers  was  negli- 
gence on  her  part,  and  she  cannot  recover."  The  lower 
court  refused  to  so  charge,  and  its  action  was  sustained  by 
the  supreme  court:  ""Whether,  under  the  circumstances  in 
which  the  said  plaintiff  was  situated,  it  was  negligence,  is  a 
mixed  question  of  fact  and  law.  Negligence  and  pmdenc© 
are  relative  terms,  qnalified  by  the  country,  the  age,  the 
relations  and  circumstances  in  which  an  act  is  done  or 
omitted.  The  law  can  give  no  certain  fixed  standard  by 
which  a  jury  shall  be  governed  in  inquiries  of  this  charac- 
ter, for  the  simple  reason  that  there  is  none;  it  only  pro- 
fe^es  approximation  to  a  standard.  These  questions  are 
eminently  practical,  and  are,  says  Story,  more  questions  of 
fact  than  law."     (11  Min.  306.) 

In  Sehierltoldy.  N.  B.  and  M.  S.  B.  Co.,  40  Cai.  447, 
the  plaintiff's  intestate  was  playing  in  the  street,  and  found 
himself  suddenly  before  the  car  of  the  defendant,  and  to 
avoid  being  run  over,  ran  against  a  pile  of  timber  (which 
the  defendant  had  caused  to  be  piled  within  eighteen  inches 
of  the  track),  was  tnmed  back  by  it  and  run  over.  The 
district  court  granted  a  nonsuit  on  the  ground  that  the 
negligence  of  the  deceased  contributed  to  the  accident. 
The  supreme  court,  following  the  principle  announced  in 
Needham  v.  8.  F.  ami  8.  J.  B.  B.  Co.,  37  Gal.  410,  held 
that  the  court  erred  in  granting  the  nonsuit.     The  conrt 
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Bay:  "Tbe  fact  of  uegligence  is  generally  an  infereoce  from 
many  facts  aud  circomatauoes,  all  of  wbicli  it  is  tbe  province 
of  tbe  jury  to  find.  It  caq  very  seldom  liappeu  tliut  the 
question  is  so  clear  from  doubt  that  tbe  conrt  can  undertake 
to  say,  as  matter  of  law,  that  the  jury  ooiUd  not  fairly  and 
honestly  find  for  the  plaintiff.  It  is  not  the  dnty  of  the 
court  in  such  cases,  any  more  than  in  any  other,  to  usurp 
the  province  of  tho  jury  and  pass  upon  the  facta."  In  this 
case  the  evidence  was  clear  that  the  defendant's  car  was 
being  driven  in  tbe  most  reckless  and  culpable  manner. 
Ou  this  point  the  court  said:  "We  are  not  satisfied  that, 
not  wi  tils  landing  the  negligence  of  the  deceased,  tbe  injury 
might  not  have  been  avoided  by  the  exercise  of  proper 
diligence  on  tbe  part  of  the  defendant.  And  besides,  it 
may  not  have  been  negligence  on  tbe  part  of  tbe  deceased 
to  attempt  to  cross  tbe  track  at  tbe  distance  before  the 
horses  testified  to,  bad  tbey  been  driven  at  the  proper  speed 
and  under  the  proper  control  oi  the  driver." 

80  in  the  case  at  bar,  was  it  not  a  question  of  fact,  for 
the  jury  to  decide,  whether  it  was  negligence  for  the  plaintiff 
to  walk  upon  tbe  railroad  track  in  the  manner  and  at  the 
time  be  did,  relying  upon  tbe  presumption  that  the  railroad 
company  would  use  due  and  reasonable  care  in  moving  its 
locomotives  and  trains  and  give  due  and  timely  notice,  by 
tbe  nsual  signals,  of  tbeir  approach. 

In  Maginnia  v.  N.  Y.  Cent,  and  U.  R.  S.  B.  Co.,  a  train 
was  moving  backward,  at  night,  without  a  ligbt  or  any  signal 
or  warning  at  tbe  rear,  upon  the  defendant's  track,  which 
ran  through  a  public  street  in  the  city  of  Albany.  It  bod 
BO  nearly  stopped,  that  to  one  in  the  rear  no  motion  was 
l)erceptible.  Tbe  plaintiff's  intestate  attempted  to  cross 
the  street,  iu  tbe  rear  of  the  train,  when  the  speed  of  the 
train  was  increased,  and  she  was  run  over  and  killed.  Tbe 
nisi  priits  court  declined  to  nonsuit  tbe  plaintiff,  and  the 
court  of  appeals  sustained  its  action;  because,  although  tbe 
train  did  not  come  to  a  full  stop,  "it  might  be  inferred 
that  it  was  at  tbe  point  of  stopping,  and  that  tbe  intestate, 
in  looking  at  it,  was  justified  in  supposing  it  to  be  standing 
still,  and  consequently  justified  iu  crossing  tbe  street;  and 
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that,  although  there  was  no  great  snddenness  to  the  motioD, 
it  was  accelerated  in  order  to  pass  Quackenbush  Hlreet;  and 
that  the  abseDceof  a  Tisible  light  or  other  means  of  warniog' 
at  the  rear  end  of  the  train  while  being  backed  throngh  & 
public  street  of  the  city,  constituted  a  safBcient  fault  on  the 
part  of  the  company  to  render  them  liable  for  the  injory." 
(62N.T.  220.) 

Upon  the  same  principle  it  must  be  admitted  that  the 
negligence  of  the  defendant,  in  this  case,  in  not  ringing  its 
bell,  or  giving  any  signal  or  warning,  rendered  it  liable  for 
the  injury  to  plaintiff,  unless  the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of 
negligence  that  contributed  proximately  to  sach  injuries. 
And  it  cannot,  it  seems  to  us,  upon  any  substantial  reason, 
be  denied  that  the  undisputed  facts  were  not  as  sufficient  to 
authorize  the  court  in  this  case  as  in  the  case  last  cited,  to 
submit  the  question  of  plaintiff's  conduct  to  the  jury. 

Take  the  case  of  L.  K.  J?.  B.  Co.  v.  Hall,  where  the 
plaintiff's  intestate  was  found  dead  on  the  railroad  track 
between  seven  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  the  night 
being  dark.  "Two  coal  trains  belonging  to  the  company, 
one  coming  down  and  the  other  going  up,  passed  each  other 
a  sqoare  or  two  below  Linden  street.  The  down  train  had 
a  head-light,  the  up  train,  by  which  the  deceased  was  killed, 
had  no  head-light,  and  gave  no  warning  of  its  approach  by 
bell,  whistle,  or  other  signal,  as  it  passed  through  the  town." 
There  was  no  direct  or  positive  evidence  that  the  deceased 
either  looked  or  listened  for  approaching  trains.  The  court 
held  that  under  the  circumstances  the  case  could  not  be 
withdrawn  from  the  jury;  that  "  it  was  their  province  to  deal 
with  the  facts,  and  to  draw  from  them  the  proper  conclu- 
sion;" that  the  court  could  not  assume  that  Sail's  negli- 
gence "  contributed  to  his  death,  and  that  it  was  not  occa- 
sioned by  the  negligence  alone  of  the  company's  agents  ia 
chaise  of  the  train."  Again,  in  the  course  of  the  opinion, 
the  court  say:  "  If  the  train  was  without  a  head-light,  and 
without  giving  any  other  notice  or  warning  of  its  approach, 
might  not  the  jury  infer  that  his  death  was  occasioned  by 
the  recklessness  of  the  company's  agents  in  thus  running 
the  train  rather  than  by  any  want  of  care  on  his  part  in  not 
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observing  it  in  time  to  avoid  danger."  (61  Penn.  St.  368.) 
The  coart  refused  to  adopt  the  argument  tliete,  as  Iiere, 
'contended  fur  by  appellant,  tliat  tbe  person  injured  must 
Imve  been  guilty  of  negligence  "  because  lie  was  struck  by 
the  passing  train." 

Now,  ill  applying  the  principles  of  that  case  to  this,  would 
it  not  logically  follow  that  inasmuch  as  the  undisputed  testi- 
mony of  Solen  did  establish,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court, 
that  he  was  looking  whenever  he  could  and  was  listening  for 
the  Bonnd  of  the  whistle  or  bell  (it  being  a  place  where  the 
railroad  company,  in  the  exercise  of  due  care,  was  boimd  to 
give  such  warning)  and  could  huve  heard  such  a  signal  if 
any  had  been  given,  that  it  was  the  negligence  of  the  de- 
fendants' agents  in  failing  to  give  the  nsnal  and  proper 
signal  that  caused  the  accident,  "rather  than  by  any  want 
of  care  on  his  part  in  not  observing"  the  locomotive  "in 
time  to  avoid  danger." 

Was  it  not  the  duty  of  the  coart,  nnder  these  ciroum- 
stances,  to  submit  the  questions  at  issue  to  the  jury? 

Was  it  not  the  province  of  the  jury,  in  this  case,  as  well 
as  the  case  last  cited,  "  to  deal  with  the  facts,  and  to  draw 
from  them  the  proper  conclusions? 

In  Haekford  A.  T.  Ceni.  andU.  Biv.  S.  B.  Co.,  the  plaint- 
iETs  intestate  was  killed  while  driving  his  team  across  the 
railroad  track.  "  It  was  a  very  stormy  day,  snow  wa8  fall- 
ing and  the  wind  was  blowing  very  hard.  The  street,  along 
which  the  deceased  waa  driving  *  *  *  crosses  the  track 
at  nearly  right  angles.  The  deceased  was  going  west;  the 
engine  by  which  he  was  struck  was  moving  north  at  about 
twenty  miles  per  hour.  There  was  no  sign  np,  indicat- 
ing that  there  was  a  railroad  crossing  at  the  place  of  the 
accident — the  sign  that  had  been  up  having  been  removed. 
A  carman,  with  furniture  in  his  cart,  crossed  the  track  just 
before  the  deceased  attempted  to  cross;  there  were  other 
teams  approaching  the  track  from  the  east.  The  drivei-s  of 
the  other  teams  stopped,  seeing  the  approaching  engine,  and 
cried  '  whoa'  to  the  deceased  just  before  he  got  on  to  the 
track;  the  deceased  did  not  regard  it,  but  drove  on  and  was 
instantly  struck  and  killed.     *    *     *    As  the  engine  ap^ 
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prooched  the  track  the  bell  was  Dot  rang,  uor  n-os  tlia 
vliisUe  blown."  The  nisi  prin8  court  granted  a  uoDSuit. 
The  Bopreme  court  said:  "  The  court  committed  a  grave 
error  Id  refusing  to  submit  the  question  of  concurriug  negli- 
gence of  the  deceased  to  the  jury."  (43  How.  Fr.  215.)  A 
new  trial  was  granted  and  the  court  of  appeals  affirmed  this 
judgment.     (53  N.  Y.  654.) 

Numerous  other  cases  might  be  cited  where  courts  have 
refused  to  grant  a  nonsuit  under  circumstances  showing  as 
great  a  degree  of  negligence,  or  want  of  care,  ou  the  part  of 
plaintiff,  as  was  shown  in  this  case.  But  we  have  certainly 
referred  to  enough  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  views  ex- 
pressed hy  us  in  our  former  opinion  are  in  accord  with  the 
great  weight  and  current  of  the  authorities  upon  this  subject. 

4.  It  is  claimed  that  the  court  erred  in  iostracting  the 
jury  as  follows:  "In  considering  the  question  of  reasonable 
care  and  prudence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff,  William 
Holen,  the  jury  have  a  right  to  take  into  consideration,  to- 
gether with  the  other  facts  of  the  case,  the  known  and  ordi- 
nary disposition  of  men  to  guard  themselves  against  danger." 
Instructions  of  this  character  are  usually  given  only  in 
cases  where  the  facts  fail  to  disclose  the  conduct  of  a  de- 
ceased person.  But  we  do  not  think  appellant  has  any 
reasonable  ground  to  complain  of  the  language  used.  It 
was  one  of  the  tests  by  which  the  plaintiff's  proven  conduct 
was  to  be  measured.  It  being  "the  known  and  ordinary 
disposition  of  men  to  guard  themselves  against  danger," 
such  conduct  would  be  presumed  in  the  absence  of  proofs 
to  the  contrary.  (Joknsfm  v.  H.  B.  It.  Co.,  20  N.  Y.  65; 
Gay  v.  Winter.Z^  Cal.  163;  N.  C.  R.  It.  Co.  v.  Skite  of  Mary- 
land, 29  Md.  438.)  But  when  the  facts  are  disclosed  it  is 
then  the  duty  of  the  court  and  jury  to  determine  whether 
plaintiff's  conduct  in  the  given  case  did  show  that  he  had 
used  proper  care  to  guard  himself  against  danger.  Viewing 
this  instruction  in  the  strongest  possible  light  against  the 
appellant,  it  could  only  be  considered  that  in  support  of 
plaintiff's  conduct,  as  proven,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  jury  to 
take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  plaintiff,  as  a  reason- 
able man,  would  naturally  guard  against  danger;  that  his 
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testimony  was,  therefore,  natuml  and  reasonable;  tbat  h© 
muat  bave  listened  and  looked  wbenever  be  could  (as  be 
testified  be  did),  and  tbat  it  would  be  anoataral  to  consider 
bis  testimoDy  false  because  it  accorded  witb  the  known  and 
ordinary  disposition  of  men. 

The  only  way  the  jury  bad  of  determining  whether  the 
plaintiff  used  due  care  was  to  bring  to  tbeir  aid,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  proven  facts,  tbeir  own  knowledge  of  the  com- 
mon sense  and  experience  of  mankind.  {Ernst  \.  H.  R.  B. 
Co.,  35  N.  T.  29;  Beisiegd  v.  N.  Y.  C.  B.  Co.,  40  N.  T.  29; 
L.  S.  aud  M.  S.  B.  Co.  v.  MiUer,  25  Mich.  274;  Smith  m.  H. 
and  St.  J.  B.  Co..  37  Mo.  292.) 

The  portion  of  the  instruction  complained  of  does  not, 
iu  our  opinion,  authorize  the  jury  to  presnme  anything  in 
favor  of  the  plaintiff,  in  opposition  to  the  facts  established 
by  bis  testimony. 

5.  It  is  also  claimed  that  the  court  erred  in  instructing 
the  jury,  that  "in  cases  of  this  character  the  law  does  not 
prescribe  any  fixed  or  definite  rale  of  damages,  bat  leaves 
their  assessment  to  the  good  sense  and  unbiased  judgment 
of  the  jury." 

We  agree  with  appellant,  that  it  would  in  most  cases  be 
proper  for  the  court  to  instruct  the  jnrysubstantially,  aslaid 
down  in  Shearman  &  Bedfield  on  Negligence,  sec.  6U6,  tbat 
the  plaintiff  might,  in  cases  of  this  character,  "  recover  the 
expense  of  bis  cure,  the  value  of  the  time  lost  by  bim  dar- 
ing bis  cure,  and  a  fair  compensation  for  the  physical  and 
mental  suffering  caused  by  the  injary,  as  well  as  for  any 
permanent  reduction  of  his  power  to  earn  money."  Bat  the 
appellant  in  this  case  is  not  in  a  position  to  complain  of  the 
action  of  the  coart  in  this  particular.  If  it  desired  to  have 
this  rule  given  as  a  guide  to  the  jury,  it  ought  to  have  pre- 
pared an  instruction  embodying  the  correct  principle  npon 
this  subject,  and  asked  the  court  to  give  it.  {GavdeUe  v. 
Travia,  11  Nev.  149.)  Unless  the  instruction  as  given  is 
erroneous,  or  calculated  to  mislead  the  jury,  we  are  not 
authorized  to  reverse  the  case  upon  the  ground  that  the 
court  did  not  as  fully  instruct  the  jury  as  it  might,  and  no 
doubt  would  have  done  had  its  attention  been  called  di- 
rectly to  the  point  in  controversy.  /  '.^,-,n|p 
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The  jury,  nndet  the  rule,  heretofore  stated  sod  admitted 
to  be  correct  hy  appellant,  was  authorized  to  give  plaintiff 
"a  fair  oompeusation  for  the  physical  aud  mental  suffering 
caused  by  the  injury;"  and  in  determining  thia  question,  as 
we  have  already  said,  much  ranst  necesBurily  be  left  to  the 
good  sense  and  souud  judgment  of  the  jury. 

In  addition  to  the  authorities  cited  in  onr  former  opinion 
upon  this  point,  we  think  Aldrich  v.  Palmer,  24  Cal.  £13; 
IVhmlon  v.  N.  B.  and  M.  R.  Co.,  36  Cal.  590;  and  CUy  of 
St.  Paul  T.  Kvby,  8  Minn.  171,  fully  sustain  the  court  in 
giving  the  instruction  complained  of. 

In  Jfheaton  y.  N.  B.  and  M.  B.  Co.,  Bflndareon,  J.,  in  de- 
livering the  opinion  of  the  court  said:  "In  cases  of  this 
character,  as  we  had  occasion  to  say  in  AUirich  v.  Palmer, 
24  Oal.  S13,  the  law  does  not  prescribe  any  fixed  or  definite 
rule  of  damages,  bnt  from  necessity,  leaves  their  assess- 
ment to  the  good  sense  and  unbiased  judgment  of  the 
jury."  This  opinion  also  sustains  onr  action  iu  refusing  to 
set  aside  the  verdict  as  excessive. 

The  verdict  of  the  jury,  say  the  court,  "  will  not  be  dis- 
turbed on  motion  for  a  new  trial,  unless  the  amount  is  bo 
lurge  as  to  induce  a  reasonable  person,  upou  hearing  the 
circnmstanoes,  to  declare  it  outrageously  excessive,  or  as  to 
suggest,  at  the  first  binsh,  passion  or  prejudice,  or  corrup- 
tion ou  the  part  of  the  jury." 

In  Heil  v.  Glandiiig,  cited  and  relied  upon  by  appellant, 
the  lower  court  instructed  the  jury,  that  as  there  was  no 
certain  rule  by  which  to  estimate  the  darongesfor  plaiutiff's 
personal  injury,  "  the  jury  will  fix  them  at  such  sum  as 
they  think  proper  and  right  from  the  evidence."  Upon  an 
examination  of  the  opinion,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the 
court  only  said  that  inasmuch  as  the  case  had  to  go  back 
for  another  trial,  on  account  of  errors  apon  other  grounds, 
it  would  bo  proper  for  the  court  to  give  a  "more  precise 
instruction"  as  to  the  measure  of  damages,  as  a  guide  to 
the  jury. 

In  that  cose,  as  here,  there  was  no  prayer  for  an  instmo- 
tion  ou  this  point,  and  the  court  expressly  say :  "Wewould 
not  reverse  the  judgment  were  there  no  other  misdirection

than  in  wli&t  we  said  respecting  the  measure  to  be  adopted 
by  the  jarj."     (42  Penn.  8t.  499.) 

This  opinioD,  insteud  of  being  opposed  to  oqt  vievs  fallj 
sustains  them.  It  is  evident  that  tiie  jndgment  ought  not  to 
be  reversed  upon  this  gronnd. 

6.  Upon  the  other  points,  again  tu^ed  by  appellant,  font 
little  need  be  said.  They — as  veil  as  the  qneatioos  relat- 
ing to  contributory  negligence — were  as  ably  and  fully  pre- 
sented on  the  first  argament  as  on  the  last,  and  were  then 
carefully  considered  by  the  conrt.  Our  views  remain  the 
same.  The  expression  used,  in  our  former  opinion,  that  if 
the  plaintiff  was  at  a  place  where  be  had  a  righl;  to  be,  then 
the  question  "whether  it  would  have  been  sufer  for  him  to 
have  been  elsewhere,  is  immaterial,"  mnst  be  taken  with 
reference  to  the  facts  of  this  particular  case,  and  considered 
in  connection  with  the  acknowledged  doctrine — recognized 
in  all  parts  of  the  opinion — that  it  was  his  duty,  while 
walking  upon  the  railroad  track,  to  use  due  nnd  reasonable 
diligence  and  exercise  ordinary  care  and  prudence  to  avoid 
danger. 

Of  course,  the  plaintiff  could  have  avoided  all  iujury  by 
keeping  away  from  E  street;  and,  as  the  result  shows,  "  it 
would  have  been  safer  for  him  to  have  been  elsewhere." 
No  man  is  in  any  dttnger  of  a  collision  with  the  locomotive 
or  curs  of  a  railroad  company  if  he  keeps  a  sufficient  dis- 
tance from  the  trucks  of  the  road,  and  never  attempts  to 
walk  upon  or  across  the  street  through  which  the  cars  and 
locomotives  of  a  railroad  run.  But  the  people  of  Virginia 
city  have  the  lawful  right  to  l>e  upon  the  public  streets,  if 
they  exercise  due  cure,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  a  right 
of  way  has  been  granted  to  the  railroad  company  to  lay  its 
trucks  and  move  its  locomotives  and  trains  thereon.  No 
sidewalks  had  been  provided  whereon  the  foot  passenger 
could  walk  with  safety.  There  was  also  some'  testimony 
tending  to  show  that  the  railroad  company  had  to  some  ex- 
tent obstructed  the  space  between  the  tracks  by  leaving 
piles  of  lumber  thereon.  Moreover,  the  testimony  showed 
that  the  ground  between  the  tracks  was  rough  and  unbroken 
iu  places,  and  on  the  morning  in  question  was  entirely  cov- 
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ered  over  with  snow,  -while  betweeu  tbe  rails  of  the  maiii 
track,  where  plaintiff  was  walking,  it  was  level  and  pretty 
smooth.  Under  all  these  circamstances  the  mere  facf;  that 
there  was  "space  enough  "  for  a  man  to  walk  between  the 
main  track  and  the  side  tracks  was  "  immaterial."  If  there 
had  been  a  proper  sidewalk  provided  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  foot-passengers,  there  would  have  been  some  foand- 
atiou  for  the  position  soagUt  to  be  maintained  by  appellant, 
that  plaintiff  "unnecessarily"  walked  npon  the  track. 

The  question  whether  positive  testimony  outweighs 
negative,  as  held  in  Mackey  v.  N.  Y.  Ceul.  B.  Co.,  27  Barb. 
539,  and  C,  B.  and  Q.  B.  Co.  y.  Stumps,  65  111.  367,  has 
uo  special  application  to  the  facts  in  this  case. 

The  testimony  of  MuDermott  is  as  clear,  direct,  and 
l>ositive,  that  he  did  not  riiig  the  bell  as  is  the  testimony 
of  any  of  appellant's  witnesses  to  the  contrary.  There  is 
nothing  in  his  testimony,  or  in  the  transcript,  which  would 
authorize  us  to  say,  as  counsel  for  appellant  contend,  that 
he  "  is  unworthy  of  belief."  That  question  was  submitted 
to  the  jury,  and  it  was  by  them  declared  that  his  testimony 
was  true. 

In  the  consideration  of  this  cose,  we  have  proceeded 
npou  the  ground  that  the  jury  were  iotelligent  meu,  capable 
of  judging  of  the  weight  that  ought  to  he  given  to  the  tes- 
ttmouy  of  the  respective  witnesses,  aud  that  they  understood 
the  principles  of  law  as  annouuoed  by  the  court. 

Although  our  views  may  not  have  been  as  clearly  ex- 
pressed as  if  written  by  other  and  abler  hands,  yet  we  have 
no  fear  that  any  principle  decided  in  the  former  opinion, 
or  in  this,  will  ever  return  "  to  vex  the  court "  in  its  impar- 
tial administration  of  the  law. 

The  judgment  of  tbe  district  court  is  affirmed.  Eemit- 
titur  forthwith.

TRBSPASnoBTROTEit.—Thecompliuiit  in  this  case  constraed:  Held,  «af- 
ficiant  to  aiipport  a  judgment  for  domagM  >b  to  the  vsloe  of  the  ore  in 
place  in  the  mine,  or  ita  vaLae  kfter  being  Boparated  from  the  mine. 

Idbh — L£A9B  Ebqwrino  ROYALTY. — Waters,  the  plniiitiff,  leased  certain 
minea  to  one  AjiuBtrDDg  under  an  agreement  that  ha  shoald  receive  a 
royalty  of  from  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  to  two  dollare  and  fifty  cents, 
proportioned  to  the  valua  of  the  <xe,  for  each  and  every  ton  of  ora  ex- 
tnotcd.  During  the  existence  of  this  leaae,  StevenBon,  the  defendant, 
claimed  to  have  entered  upon  the  leased  mines  in  ignorance  of  the  diviil- 
iug  lines  thereof,  and  extracted  Uierefrom  certain  quantities  of  ore,  which 
he  milled  and  converted  to  his  own  use.  Armstrong  luhaequently  as- 
signed his  lease  to  the  plaintiff  Waten;  Held,  that  the  court  did  not 
err  in  refusing  to  charge  the  jury  to  include  in  the  defendant's  expenses, 
to  be  deducted  from  the  groes  yield  of  the  ores,  the  amonnt  per  ton  that 
Armstrong  was  obliged  to  pay  plaintiff  as  royalty.  That  plaintiS's  rights 
are  just  the  same  aa  Armstrong's  would  have  been  had  he  brought  this 

tDU — Measdbb  of  DAitxaea — Exfrhsbs  or  Extkacting  tee  Orb  to  be 
Deddcted — CoiamtiSATios.^Held,  upon  a  review  of  the  facta  of  this 
case,  that  the  court  erred  in  instructing  the  jnry  not  to  include  in  de- 
fendaot's  expenses,  to  be  deducted  from  the  gross  yield  of  the  ore,  the 
necessary  cost  of  mining  the  ores;  that  in  all  actions  sounding  in  tort  no 
frand  or  culpable  negligence  appearing,  the  injured  part;  ia  entitled  to 
full  compensation  for  his  Iobsch,  and  no  more. 

Appeal  from  tlie  District  Court  of  the  First  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, Storey  connty. 

The  defendant,  after  having  introdaced  evidence  tending 
to  show  the  giosa  amoant  and  vidae  of  tlie  bullion  which 
coald  be  extracted  from  each  ton  of  said  ore,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  showing  the  real  value  of  the  ore,  proposed  to  prove 
the  cost  per  ton  of  extracting  and  working  the  same,  and  for 
this  purpose  his  counsel  asked  of  defendant  while  on  the 
stand  as  a  witness,  the  following  question :  "  What  was  the 
necessary  expense  per  ton  of  digging  down  the  ore  taken 
by  yon  from  theTrench  and  Bowers  mine?"  To  which  plaint- 
iiTs  counsel  objected,  on  the  ground  that  the  only  expense 
which  could  properly  be  allowed  to  defendant  as  a  deduction 
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from  the  gross  yield,  was  the  expense  necessarily  incnrred 
after  the  ore  had  been  picked  down  upon  the  floor  of  the 
mine.  The  court  sastained  the  objection  and  excladed  the 
testimony,  and  ruled  that  do  proof  could  be  ofl'ered  as  to 
any  expense  incnned  or  necessary  to  be  incurred  before  the 
ore  was  bo  picked  down  from  its  place  in  the  mine.  To 
which  ruling  the  defendant  then  and  there  dnly  excepted. 
The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion. 

0.  J-  Hillyer,  for  Appellant. 

The  recovery  in  this  action  should  have  been  limited  and 
measured  by  the  actual  loss  sustained  by  the  plaintiff,  that 
is  to  say,  the  value  of  the  ore  as  it  stood  in  the  mine,  or  its 
proceeds,  less  the  necessary  cost  of  mining  and  reducing. 
The  following  authorities  were  cited  and  reviewed  in  appel- 
lant's brief:  Martin  v.  Porler,  6  M.  &  W.  351;  Wild -v.  Holt, 
Old.  671;  JVoody.  Moretvooil.  43  Eng.  Com.  Law  R.  810; 
Morgan  v.  Powdl,  Id.  736;  Milton  v.  Woods,  Eq.  Cases,  vol. 
4,  (L.  B.)  432;  Mueller  v.  St.  Louis  ami  Iivn  JUouiilain  S., 
31  Mo.  262;  Maye  v.  Tappen,  23  Cal.  306;  Ooller  v.  Fdt, 
30  Cal.  484;  Stockbridge  Iivn  Company  v.  Cone  Iron  Works, 
102  Mass.  86;  t^syth  v.  Wdls,  41  Pa.  St.  291;  Lijk^is  Val- 
hy  Coal  Company  v.  Dock,  62  Id.  239;  XJniied  States  v. 
Magoon,  3  McL.  171.  In  this  state  all  distinctions  of  form 
are  abolished.  Ws  have  but  one  form  of  civil  action.  The 
reasons  given  in  the  common  law  eases  for  the  rule  of  dam- 
ages contended  tor  by  respondent,  are  not  applicable  to 
actions  nnder  onr  system.  As  to  the  intrinsic  justice  of  the 
rule  for  which  we  contend,  there  can  be  no  serious  ques- 
tion. If  one  person  inadvertently  injures  the  property  of 
another,  all  that  the  injured  party  can  reasonably  ask  is  full 
compensation  for  the  injury.  He  should  be  made  whole 
and  nothing  more.  He  should  have  returned  to  him  the 
full  value  of  that  of  which  he  has  been  deprived,  and  noth- 
ing beyond  this.  Anything  in  addition  is  not  compensation 
but  punishment.  The  moment  that  it  is  conceded  that  a 
party  may  recover  something  more  than  compensation,  the 
amount  of  the  recovery  becomes  either  indefinite  or  arbi- 
trary. 
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Take  the  present  case.  The  plaintiff  is  the  assignee  of  a 
lessee  of  a  mine,  and  can  only  recover  in  the  right  of  his 
asstgDor.  The  lefisee,  by  the  terms  of  his  leuse,  bad  a  right 
to  possess  the  mine  for  a  specified  time,  and  wilhia  certain 
bonods  to  take  ont  as  mnch  or  as  little  ore  as  be  shoald 
please,  paying  to  bis  landlord  a  royalty  on  that  taken  oat. 
The  defendant  by  mistake  crossed  the  liue,  and  took  out 
some  ore  within  the  bounds  of  the  same.  What  iujury  has 
the  lessee  sustained  thereby?  Certainly  nothing  more  than 
the  profit  which  he  conid  have  made  ont  of  this  ore,  had  it 
remained  nndistnrbed  in  tbe  mine.  If  be  could  have  made 
no  profit  out  of  it,  he  could  have  lost  nothing.  Yet  the 
court  instmcts  that  although  he  could  have  made  nothing 
out  of  it,  he  can  nevertheless  recover  for  it  something 
of  the  defendant,  or  that  if  he  could  have  made  some- 
thing, he  shall  recover  in  addition  to  (his  au  amount  equal 
to  the  cost  of  timbering  and  digging  down  the  ore.  That 
is,  the  plaintiff  shall  not  only  not  lose  anything  by  this 
accidental  trespass,  but  may  make  it  the  source  of  actual 
profit;  in  this  case,  in  fact,  as  shown  by  the  verdict,  the 
only  profit  which  be  could  in  any  manner  havo  realized. 

The  court  below  erred  in  modifying  tbe  instruction  asked 
by  defeudant.  The  plaintiff  stands  in  this  action  in  tbe 
place  of  Armstrong,  bis  assignor.  Armstrong,  by  his  lease, 
had  tbe  privilege  of  taking  out  ore,  and  was  to  pay  from 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  to  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
ton  to  his  landlord  for  all  that  be  did  take  out.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  if  we  wish  to  ascertaiu  just, what  Armstrong 
lost  by  the  act  of  defendant,  we  must  deduct  from  the  gross 
proceeds  tbe  amount  which  he  would  have  been  compelled 
to  pay  as  royalty. 

Lewie  Mid  Deed,  for  Respondents. 

I.  Tbe  court  below  adopted  tbe  most  favorable  rule  for 
appellant-  Tbe  weight  of  authorities  and  tbe  analogies  of 
the  law  are  clearly  in  favor  of  this  rule.  (2  Greenleaf  on 
Evidence,  section  276;  EllU  v.  Wire,  33  Ind.  127;  EwaH  v. 
Kerr,  2  McMullan,  141;  Jenkins  v.  McConico,  26  Ala.  213.) 
No  man  sboold  be  idlowed  to  compel  another  to  pay  for 
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labor  vliich  he  Tolantarily  performs,  witiiont  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  persons  upon  wbose  property  Buch  lubor  is 
bestowed.  This  is  a  tandaibental  rule  of  the  law  of  con- 
tracts. 

Waters  could  have  reoovered  the  ore  in  question  in  an 
action  of  replevin,  wherever  he  coald  find  it,  even  in  the 
hands  of  an  innocent  parobaser,  as  he  could  recover  nnj 
other  personal  property.  Neither  Stevenson  or  his  vendee 
conld,  in  such  a  case,  demand  or  claim  the  cost  of  mining, 
hoisting,  or  hauling.  Why  then  shonld  he  be  allowed  to 
dednct  such  cost  in  an  action  of  this  kind?  Under  our 
practice,  where  bat  one  form  of  fiction  exists,  what  reason 
can  be  given  for  allowing  a  deduction  for  labor,  etc.,  iu  the 
one  case,  and  not  in  the  other?  The  measure  of  damages 
iu  an  action  of  trover  or  trespass  is  the  value  of  the  prop- 
erty at  the  time  of  conversion.  {Boylan  v.  Hugud,  8  Kev. 
3i5;  Carlyon  v.  Lannan,  4  Nev.  156.) 

The  very  earliest  period  at  which  the  conversion  in  this 
case  took  place  was  when  the  ore  became  personal  proper^. 
Hence,  the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  the  value  of  the  ore  at 
the  time  it  was  picked  down,  or  wlien  it  became  personal 
property  capable  of  conversion.  (Sedgwick  on  Measure  of 
Damages,  sec.  477-479;  Andrewe  v.  Durant,  18  N.  T.  496; 
J/cCormicfe  V.  Petm.  6'mi..B.  ^.,49N.T.303;  King -v.  Oner, 
4  Dner,  431;  Yaier  v.  Mullen,  24  Ind.  277;  Ripleij  v.  Davis, 
15  Mich.  75;  13  Fla.  501;  20  Wis.  152;  26  Conn.  339;  30 
Yt.  307.)  The  least  dam^e  ever  allowed  iu  cases  like  the 
one  under  consideration  is  the  value  at  the  time  of  severing 
tkeore,  or  its  becoming  personal  property.  {Kier  v.  Ftieraon, 
41  Penn.  St.  357;  Marlin  v.  Porter-,  6  M.  &  W.  351;  CusMug 
V.  LmigfeUow,  26  Me.  306;  Jieimeti  v.  Thompmn,  13  Ired. 
L.  146;  Smiik  v.  Otmthr,  22  Qa.  353;  Bainbridge  on  Mines, 
514;  3Ad.AE1.278;32Ill.207;8edg.onr)am.070;13Iud. 
46;  23  Cal.  306.)  A  man  ia  bound  to  know  the  boundaries 
of  his  mining  claim.  (Maye  v.  Tappen,  23  Cal.  306.)  There 
can  be  no  legal  exoase  for  a  trespass  of  this  kind,  and  a 
person  committing  it  must  neoessarily  be  treated  as  willfally 
committing  the  wrongful  act.  The  sum  which  Annstroog 
was  to  pay  to  Waters  should  not  be  deducted  in  estimating 
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the  measure  of  dsmsge.     (Baisbri^e  on  Mioes,  6-9;  WUd 
T.  SoU,9U.&  W.  671.) 

By  the  Court,  Leonabd,  J. ; 

The  reoord  in  this  case  discloses  the  following  material 
facts:  On  or  aboat  the  aeoond  day  of  October,  1871,  plaint- 
iff was  the  owner,  and  in  possession  of  a  certain  mining 
claim  in  Gold  Hill  mining  district,  in  this  state,  known  and 
called  the  Bowers  olaim,  and  was  in  possession,  and  en- 
titled to  the  possession,  as  lessee  thereof,  of  a  certain  mine 
known  and  called  the  Trench  mine.  On  the  daj  stated, 
plaintifi  leased  a  portion  of  each  of  said  mines  to  one  Arm- 
strong, for  the  period  of  twenty  months;  that  is  to  say, 
from  October  1,  1871,  nntil  Jnne  1,  1873.  By  the  terms  of 
the  lease  Armstrong  had  the  right,  at  his  own  cost  and 
expense,  to  enter  tipon  and  take  possession  of  both  of  said 
mines,  from  and  indndiDg  the  snrface,  to  and  inclading  the 
five  hundred-foot  level  of  each,  and  extract  therefrom  all 
metaUiferoos  ores  he  might  desire  to  take,  and  convert  the 
same  to  his  own  nse.  ArmBtrong  agreed  to  pay  plaintiff 
for  each  and  every  ton  of  ore  extracted  and  taken  which 
would  mill  fourteen  dollars  per  ton,  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
and  fifty  cents;  and  for  each  and  every  ton  so  extracted  and 
taken  which  wonid  mill  fourteen  dollars  and  upward  to  six- 
teen dollars,  the  sam  of  two  dollars;  and  for  each  and 
every  ton  so  extracted  and  taken  which  would  mill  over 
sixteen  dollars  per  ton,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents.  Armstrong  also  agreed  to  take  all  ore  from  the 
mines  which  would  mill  twelve  dollars  per  ton,  and  to  work 
the  ore  taken  within  sixty-five  per  cent,  of  the  assay  value. 
By  the  terms  of  the  lease  no  rights  were  reserved  by  plaint- 
iff, the  lessor,  other  than  the  privilege  of  having  access  to 
the  mines  at  all  times,  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the 
same,  and  the  right  to  declare  the  lease  forfeited  at  his 
option,  in  case  of  failure  to  make  payment  for  the  ores  ex- 
oavated  and  taken  away.  It  does  not  appear  that  plaintiff 
declared  a  forfeiture  of  the  tease,  nor  ia  it  denied  that  the 
lease  was  in  fall  force  nntil  the  end  of  the  term.  Arm- 
strong agreed  to  work  the  mines  in  a  good,  workmanlike 
Vol.  xm.— 11 
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manner,  and  return  the  machinery  leased  in  oonneoUon 
therewith  in  good  working  order,  ordinary  wear  excepted. 
He  agreed,  also,  npon  the  expiration  of  the  term,  to  anr- 
render  said  mines,  with  the  dumps,  cars,  tools,  and  appur- 
tenances, to  plaintiff.  Armstrong  took  poaBession  of  both 
mines  and  the  other  property  mentioned,  under  the  lease, 
and  engaged  in  extracting  and  taking  oat  ores. 

Defendant  admitted  in  liia  answer,  and  at  the  trial,  that  he 
entered  npon  a  portion  of  each  of  the  mining  claims  leased 
to  Armstrong,  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  lease,  and  that 
be  mined  and  converted  to  bis  own  use  a  certain  number  of 
tons  of  metalliferous  ores  containing  gold  and  silver;  but  be 
denied  that  be  did  it  willfully  or  intentionally,  and  alleged 
that  his  entry  npon  the  said  mining  claims  was  the  result  of 
inadvertenoe  and  mistake,  under  the  bona  fide  belief  that  he 
was  mining  within  the  bonndarids  of  his  own  adjoining 
mines.  The  verdiot  of  the  jury  was  in  favor  of  defendant's 
alleged  bona  fides.  On  the  ninth  day  of  April,  1873,  Arm- 
strong, for  a  valuable  consideration,  sold  and  assigned  to 
plaintiff  both  leasehold  interests  before  mentioned,  and  on 
the  tweoty-third  day  of  June,  1874,  for  a  valuable  oonsidera- 
tioQ,  sold  and  assigned  to  plaintiff  all  claims  and  demands 
of  every  nature  and  kind  which  he  had  against  defendant 
described  in  the  complaint  herein. 

The  main  question  presented  for  our  consideration  is  as 
to  the  proper  measore  of  damages  in  a  case  of  this  kind. 
In  the  court  below  defendant  contended  that  the  reooverj 
should  be  limited  to,  and  measured  by,  the  value  of  the  ore 
in  place,  as  itlayiu  the  mines  before  his  entry;  that  plaintiff 
should  recover  only  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  ores  ex- 
tracted and  worked  by  defendant,  less  the  necessary  coat  of 
mining,  assorting,  hoisting,  transporting  and  mUling,  and 
that  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  recover  the  amount  agreed 
by  Armstrong  to  be  paid  to  plaintiff  as  royalty.  The  court 
held,  and  so  instructed  the  jury,  that  if  defendant  by  mis- 
take, and  not  willfully,  wrongfully  extracted  ores  from  the 
mines  being  worked  by  Armstrong,  plaintiff  should  recover 
their  gross  yield,  less  the  necessary  expense  of  assorting, 
transporting,  hoisting,  hauling  and  milling,  and  all  other 
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neoessaiy  expense  after  the  ore  was  picked  down  in  the 
mine. 

Defendant  requested  the  oOnrt  to  instrnet  the  jaiy  to  in- 
dade  in  his  expense  the  amount  per  ton  vhich  Annstrong, 
hy  his  agreement,  'waa  obliged  to  pay  plaintiff  for  the  piiTi- 
1^^  of  extraoting  the  ores,  bat  this  instraotion  was  refused. 
It  is  urged  by  eonnBel  for  defendant  that  the  court  erred  in 
chaining -the  jaty  toexolude  from  his  necessary  expenses, 
to  be  deduoted  from  the  gross  yield  of  the  ores,  the  neces- 
sary cost  of  mining,  and  the  amount  per  ton  agreed  to  be 
paid  by  Armstrong  to  plaintiff. 

Plaintiff  claims  to  reooTer  under  and  by  virtoe  of  the 
aBsignments  from  Armstrong,  and  it  is  admitted  by  counsel 
on  both  sides  that  he  can  recover,  in  this  action,  the  same 
amount  that  conld  have  been  recovered  by  Armstrong,  had 
no  assignments  been  made,  and  no  greater  sum. 

Gonnsel  for  defendant  claims  that  this  is  an  action  of 
treBpaas  for  dsm^es  done  to  real  estate;  while  counsel  for 
plaintiff  seem  to  treat  it  as  trover  or  trespass  de  bonis,  at  least 
they  urge  the  adoption  of  the  same  rule  of  damages  as  they 
assert  is  the  true  rule  in  those  cases. 

It  is  allied  in  the  complaint:  "That  in  the  month  of 
November,  1871,  one  W.  H,  Armstrong  -was  in  the  lawful 
possession  of,  and  until  abont  the  ninth  day  of  April,  1873, 
continued  in  the  lawful  posaeeaion,  by  virtoe  of  a  certuiu 
leasehold  intorest  therein,  of  all  that  portion  from  the  sur- 
face down  to  and  including  the  600-foot  level  or  adit  of  that 
certain  mining  claim,  quartz  vein  or  lode  situated  in  Gold 
Hill  mining  district,  *  *  *  .  known  and  called  the 
'Bower's  claim,' and  described  as  follows:  *  *  *  and 
said  Armstrong  was  entitled,  by  said  leasehold  interest  in 
fais  own  right,  to  all  the  gold  and  silver-bearing  ores  and 
earth  therein,  from  the  surface  to  said  600-foot  level  or  adit ; 
that  plaintiff  was,  at  all  the  dates  hereinbefore  and  herein- 
after mentioned,  the  owner  of  the  mining  claim,  quartz  vein, 
or  lode  above  described;  that  while  said  Annstrong  was  so 
in  the  posaeesios  and  entitled  to  the  possession,  by  virtue 
of  his  said  leasehold  interest  in  the  same,  to  wit,  on  or 
abont  the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  1872,  said  defendant

wrongfall;  and  willfnlly  entered  into  and  opoo  aaid  miiUDg 
claim  and  ledge  aforesaid,  above  the  500>foot  level  or  adit 
thereof,  and  oomtnenced  eztraoting,  and  did  extract,  take 
imd  'wrongfully  cany  avay  from  said  mining  groand,  *  *  * 
irithin  five  hundred  feet  of  the  sarfaoe  thereof,  large  qoan- 
titles  of  valuable  metalliferoas  ores  containing  gold  and 
silver,  to  wit,  one  hundred  and  sixty  tons  of  the  valne  of 
fonr  thonsand  dollars,  and  did  deprive  said  AjmstrODg 
thereof;  that  but  for  the  wrongful  aot  of  the  defendant,  as 
aforesaid,  the  said  A.rmstTOQg  would  have  had  and  received 
all  the  aforesaid  metalliferons  ores  *  *  *  to  his  own 
use,  under  and  by  virtae  of  aaid  lease;  that  by  reason  of 
the  premises  said  Armstrong  wasdamaged  by  defendant  ia 
the  sum  of  four  thonsaud  dollars  in  United  Stat^  gold 
coin." 

Plaintiff  then,  in  substantially  the  SEtme  language,  states 
another  cause  of  action  against  defendant  by  reason  of  his 
alleged  willfol,  wrongful,  and  nulswfal  entry  upon  the  said 
Trench  mine,  and  extracting  and  carrying  away  therefrom 
fonr  hundred  and  eighty  tons  of  metalliferous  ores,  contain- 
ing gold  and  silver  of  the  value  of  twelve  tbonsand  dollars. 

It  is  then  alleged,  as  applicable  to  both  causes  of  action, 
"  That  said  Bowers  claim,  *  *  *  and  the  said  Trench 
mine  were,  at  the  times  aforesaid,  ssd  are  only  valuable  for 
and  on  account  of  the  metalliferons  ores  bearing  gold  and 
silver,  which  were  imbedded  therein."      *      *      *      *      » 

As  we  regard  the  cause,  it  is  a  matter  of  no  practical  con- 
sequence which  theory  is  technically  correct  as  to  the  form 
of  the  pleadings.  The  result,  in  any  event,  must  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  facts  alleged  and  proven.  The  action  ia 
brought  to  recover  damages  for  certain  unlawful  acts  per- 
formed by  defendant.  It  is  brought  upon  the  whole  case, 
and  all  the  facts  constituting  plaintifiTs  oause  of  actioa 
as  to  each  mine,  ore  stated  in  one  connt.  It  is  said  in 
Jones  V.  SteamsJtip  Cortes,  17  Cal.  487,  that  "every  action 
under  onr  practice  may  be  properly  termed  an  action  on 
the  case."  Our  statute  provides  that  "the  c<Hnplaint  shall 
contain  a  statement  of  the  facts  constitnting  the  cause  of 
action  in  ordinary  and  concise  langnage.    If  a  recovery  of 
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money  or  dam^fls  be  demanded,  tLe  amount  thereof  sball 
be  sbtted."  (0.  L.  see.  1192.)  The  eomplaint  charges 
that  defendant  wilUtilly  and  nolawlully  entered  npon  the 
mines  described,  and  willfully  and  nnlawfullj  extracted 
therelrom  and  conTerted  to  his  own  use  six  Iinndred  and 
forty  tons  of  ores,  of  the  valae  of  Bixteen  thousand  dollare, 
to  plaintiff's  dunage  in  the  same  som.  A  cause  of  action 
is  stated  by  on  allegation  of  the  facts,  and  the  alleged 
amonnt  of  damages  is  d^nanded;  and  whether  the  pleader 
intended  to  allege  trespass  to  the  land,  or  trespass  de  bo)iia, 
or  trovw,  the  result  is  that  the  plaiotiff  is  entitled  to  recover  . 
jost  saoh  damages  as  are  allowable  from  the  facts  alleged 
and  proved,  which  make  np  the  whole  case.  The  amount,  of 
ooorse,  will  depend  npon  the  mle  adopted  in  aacertainiug 
the  tme  measure. 

The  faots  stated  in  the  complaint  are  sufficient  to  support 
a  judgment  for  tho  damage  sustained,  whether  that  be  the 
Talue  of  the  ores  in  place,  or  after  they  were  separated 
from  the  mines. 

It  is  said  by  counsel  for  defendant  that  the  court  erred 
in  refusing  to  charge  the  jury  to  include  in  his  expenses  to 
be  deducted  from  the  gross  yield  of  the  ores,  the  amount 
per  ton  that  Armstrong  was  obliged,  by  the  terms  of  the 
lease,  to  pay  plaintiff  as  royalty.  In  this  connection  it  is 
espeoially  important  to  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that  plaintiff's 
rights  are  just  the  same  as  Armstrong's  would  have  been 
bad  the  latter  brought  this  action.  By  the  terms  of  the 
lease/  for  twenty  months,  Armstrong  had  the  same  right 
to  work  the  mines  ntentioaed  as  had  plaintiff  before  the 
exeoafion  of  the  lease.  He  could  excavate,  carry  away,  and 
mill  all  the  ores  contained  in  the  povtion  of  the  mines  de- 
scribed in  the  lease.  The  right  of  possession  was  in  him 
exolasirely.  He  could  have  maintained  an  action  against 
all  persons  disturbing  his  poBaessiou  or  treB[>assing  upon 
the  premises,  inoludiiig  plaintiff  himself.  He  could  have 
used  force  necessary  to  resist  defendant's  entry  or  his  re- 
moval of  the  ores,  or  he  could  have  invoked  and  received 
the  aid  of  the  law  for '  his  protection.  Plaintiff  could  not 
have  maintained  tre^ass  for  an  injury  done  to  the  land. 
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beoaoBe  the  possessioo  and  right  of  possession  vere  ezola- 
sively  ia  Armstrong. 

Anostrong  had  the  right  to  give  defendant  permission  to 
/  mine  and  carry  away  the  ores.  So,  it  defendant  wrongfally 
^  entered  and  worked  the  mines  withont  his  permission,  his 
right  was  to  allow  him  to  do  so  and  take  his  chances  of  re- 
covery in  an  action  for  damages,  instead  of  working  them 
,  himself,  or  instead  of  making  forcible  resistance  to  his  entry 
I  or  resorting  to  legal  process  for  the  protection  of  his  prop- 
erty. It  is  true  that  under  the  lease  Armstrong  had  the 
privilege  of  taking  out  as  many  tons  as  he  pleased  and  no 
greater  nnmber;  but  his  right  to  the  whole  was  jnst  aa  ab- 
solute and  inviolable  as  it  would  have  been  had  he  posi- 
tively agreed  to  mine  all  the  ores  in  the  mines.  During 
the  life  of  the  lease,  an  unlawful  entry  was  a  disturbance  of 
the  rights  and  possession  of  Armstrong  alone,  and  every 
pound  of  ore  taken  belonged  to  him  and  not  to  his  lessor. 
Had  the  taking  of  ores  been  prohibited  by  the  terms  of  the 
lease,  they  would  have  become  the  property  of  plaintiff  as 
soon  as  they  were  detached  from  the  mines ;  but  the  right  of 
mining  and  appropriating  the  ores  having  passed  to  Arm- 
strong, the  right,  as  well  as  the  remedy  for  its  infringe- 
ment, remained  in  him  until  the  assignment  to  plaintiff. 
(Taylor's  Landlord  and  Tenant  (5  ed.),  sees.  173-4-5-&-7-8 ; 
Washburn  on  Eeal  Prop.  Vol.  1,  mai^.  p.  314;  Aflersol  r. 
aievena,  1  Taunton,  200;  Sckermerrhai-n  v.  Bu^,  4  Denio, 
425.)  Sut  while  the  lease  gave  Armstrong  the  rights 
stated,  he  could  not  avail  himself  of  them,  either  by  taking 
out  the  ores  himself,  or  by  receiving  satisfaction  therefor 
from  defendant,  withont  fixing  his  own  liability  to  plaintiff 
according  to  the  terms  of  the  lease.  Buck  being  the  case, 
it  is  not  necessary  to  decide  whether  Armstrong  would  or 
would  not  have  been  liable  to  plaintiff  in  an  action  for  waste 
on  account  of  the  ores  taken  by  defendant.  {Atlertol  v. 
Stevens,  supra;  Cook  v.  Champlain  T.  Co.,  1  Denio,  104: 
Taylor's  Landlord  and  Tenant,  sees.  178,  343  tt  Beg.,  689; 
Smith's  Landlord  and  Tenant,  268;  Austin  v.  H.  R.  Co.,  25 
N.  T.  340.)  If  Armstrong  had  sold  hia  right  to  the  defend- 
ant to  work  these  mines,   and  had  received  the  contract 
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price  therefor;  or  if,  after  discovering  his  mistake,  detend- 
ant  had  paid  ATmstrong for  the  ores  wrongfully  taken,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  plaintiff  could  have  recovered  of  Aim- 
etrong  the  fall  amount  of  royalty  stated  in  the  lease.  In 
either  case,  the  fact  that  Annstroug  Lad  received  satisfac- 
tion from  defendant,  would  have  been  proof  that  the  former 
claimed  the  benefits  of  the  lease  as  to  the  ores  mined  by  de- 
fendant, and  that  be  recognized  the  validity  of  plaintiff's 
claim  against  him  according  to  the  terms  of  the  contract. 
He  conld  not  derive  the  benefits  of  the  lease  without  assum- 
ing the  burden  it  imposed.  Had  he  without  suit  received 
Batiafaction  from  defendant,  the  money  received,  as  between 
him  and  plaintiff,  would  Lave  taken  the  place  of  the  ores, 
and  he  could  not  have  escaped  payment  on  his  covenant  for 
alloroBtaken.  FoBsessionandrightof  possession  having  been 
in  ArmstroDg,  and  the  ores,  both  in  and  out  of  the  mine, 
having  been  his  property,  he  would  have  had  an  undoubted 
right  to  bring  this  action.  Had  he  done  so,  and  ob- 
tained satisfaction  against  defendant  by  the  law's  aid  rather 
than  by  agreement,  the  result  would  have  been  precisely  the 
same  as  that  before  stated.  In  either  case  he  would  have 
been  liable  to  plaintiff  for  the  amount  agreed  to  be  piiid. 
Hud  Armstrong  bronght  this  action,  then  defendant  could 
not  have  included  the  royally  in  hia  expense  to  be  deducted 
from  the  gross  yield  of  the  ores.  His  rights  are  no  greater 
in  an  action  bronght  by  plaintiff,  theassignee  of  Armstrong. 
(Jiteraol  v.  Stevens,  aupia.;  Wild  el  al.  v.  floft,"9  M.  and  W. 
671.)  It  follows  that  the  assignment  of  error  just  consid- 
ered cannot  be  sustained. 

The  nest  and  more  important  question  to  be  considered 
is:  Did  the  court  err  in  instructing  the  juiy  not  to  include 
in  defendant's  expenses  to  be  deducted  from  the  gross  yield, 
the  neoessary  cost  of  mining  of  the  ores? 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  all  actions  sounding  in  tort,  f 
no  fraud  or  culpable  negligence  appearing,  the  aim  of  the  . 
law  is  to  award  to  the  injured  ^a.r\,y  full  compensation  for 
his  actual  losses,  as  the  law  defines  those  words,  and  noth-  I 
iog  beyond  that  amount. 

In  BwMey  v.  BiuMey,  12  Nev.  423,  which  was  an  action 
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r  the  possesaioQ  of  personal  property,  or  the  valae 
in  cose  delivery  coald  not  be  had,  and  dAma£e3  for  ita  de- 
tentioD,  or  the  value  of  the  use  thereof,  we  held,  if  a  return 
of  the  property  coald  cot  be  had,  and  its  value  had  been 
appreciated  by  the  tabor  and  expenditure  of  the  wrong-doer 
actiDg  wrongfully  but  in  good  faith,  that  the  latter  should 
not  be  permitted  to  retain  any  profit,  but  that  he  should  be 
allowed  from  the  appreciated  value,  after  the  real  owner 
had  been  fully  compensated,  all  his  expenses  necessarily 
incurred  in  increasing  the  valne  of  the  property,  if  so  much 
remained  after  the  actual  damages  had  been  satisfied. 

In  Ward  v.  C.  B.  W.  Co.  et  al.,  subsequently  decided, 
which  was  an  action  to  recover  the  value  of  wood  alleged  to 
have  been  converted  by  defendants  at  Empire  city,  in  this 
state,  we  held  that  the  conversion  was  in  Alpine  county, 
California,  where  the  wood  was  less  valuable  than  at  Empire 
city,  and  that  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover  the  value  of 
the  wood  at  the  former  place,  with  interest,  but  not  the  ea- 
hauced  value  caused  by  the  labor  and  expenditure  of  de- 
fendants; that  such  meosare  of  damages  fully  compen- 
sated plaintifTs  actual  loss,  and  no  greater  sum  should  be 
awarded. 

In  both  of  those  cases  the  value  of  the  property  was  en- 
hanced after  the  couversiou,  while  in  this  case,  the  expen- 
diture not  allowed  defendant  by  the  court,  and  by  which  the 
value  of  the  ores  was  increased,  was  incurred  before  they 
became  personal  property,  and  consec[uentIy  before  con- 
version was  possible.  But  we  can  perceive  no  reason  why 
the  distinction  between  the  facts  of  those  cases  and  this  can 
justify  the  adoption  of  a  principle  in  the  former  that  should 
not  be  adhered  to  in  the  latter. 

It  is  said  by  counsel  for  plaintiff  that  no  less  stringent 
rule  of  damages  should  be  adopted  in  trespass  than  in 
trover,  and  that  in  the  latter  action,  the  rule  adopted  by 
this  court  in  Boylan  v.  Iluguei,  8  Nev.  34S,  is  the  value  of 
the  property  at  the  time  of  the  conversion,  with  interest. 
That  snch  is  the  general  rule,  there  can  be  no  doubt;  and 
that  it  should  be  so  is  equally  plain,  because  in  most  cases 
such  an  award  makes  full  compensation  for  the  iojaty  com- 
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plaioed  of,  and  no  more.  In  that  case  the  court  stated  the 
general  rale,  and  applied  it  to  the  ease  then  onder  conaid- 
etatioQ.  Bnt  it  declared  the  gOTerniog  principle  to  be 
"complete  indemaitj  to  the  part;  iujored,  but  no  punish- 
ment to  the  wrong-doer." 

The  reason  whj  the  general  rnle  stated  was  adopted,  is 
becaose,  in  most  cases,  it  approaches  nearer  making  full 
compensation  than  anj  other;  bat  we  do  not  understand 
that  this  court  has  ever  held  tiiat  it  is  nnTaiying  in  its  ap- 
plication, if  in  any  case  a  departure  from  it  will  better  ac- 
complish the  object  of  the  law.  It  is  well  known  that  to 
the  general  rule  there  are  many  acknowledged  exceptions. 
In  Pierce  t.  Benjamin,  14  Pick.  361,  the  court  says:  "The 
general  rule  of  damages  in  actions  of  trover  is  unqnestiou- 
ably  the  value  of  the  property  taken  at  the  time  of  its  con- 
version. Bat  there  are  exceptions  and  qualifications  of  tbia 
rnle  as  plain  and  well  established  as  the  rule  itself. 
Wherever  the  properly  ia  retnrned,  and  received  by  the 
plaintiff,  the  rale  does  not  apply.  And  when  the  property 
itself  has  been  sold,  and  the  proceeds  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  plaintiff's  debt,  or  otherwise  to  bis  use,  the 
reason  of  the  rnle  ceases,  and  justice  forbids  its  application. 
In  all  such  cases,  the  facta  may  be  shown  in  mitigation  of 
damages."  And  in  Baldwin  v.  Borlej;  12  Conn.  484,  it  is 
said:  "Both  the  rule  and  exceptions  proceed  upon  the 
principle  that  the  plaintiff  ought  to  recover  as  macb,  and 
no  more,  damages  than  he  has  actually  sustained,  which 
oommonly  is  the  value  of  the  property;  and  hence  the  gen- 
eral role.  Mo  good  reaaon,  consistently  with  moral  prin- 
ciple, can  be  SQggested  why  greater  damages  should  ever 
be  recovered  than  have  in  truth  been  sustained,  except 
in  thofie  cases  where  the  law  permits  by  way  of  primitive 
justice,  the  recovery  of  vindictive  damages."  (See,  also, 
Curtis  V.  Ward,  20  Conn.  206.)  We  agree  fully  with  the 
principle  announced  by  that  court,  and  ahall  endeavor  to 
apply  it  to  this  case. 

Although  entertaining  the  greatest  respect  for  the  courts 
tbat  have  held  otherwise,  we  are  anable  to  say  in  this  case, 
where  the  verdict  of  the  jury  prohibits  the  imposition  of 
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exemplary  damages,  that  the  Tolne  of  the  ores  when  eepa- 
rated  from  the  mioes  should  be  takea  as  a  just  measure  of 
Armstrong's  actnal  iujary,  rather  than  their  valae  at  the 
mill,  or  indeed  the  ralue  of  the  gold  ^id  silver  extracted, 
except  that  the  first  is  a  nearerapproaoh  to  the  trae  measure 
than  the  last.  The  question  should  be,  and  is,  how  much 
ArmstroDg  lost  by  reason  of  defendant's  wrongful  acts  com- 
plained of.  It  is  alleged  in  the  complaint  that  the  mines 
were,  and  are,  Taluable  only  on  aocount  of  the  metallifer- 
ous ores  of  gold  and  silver  imbedded  therein;  that  but  for 
Hie  wrongful  acts  of  defendant,  Armstrong  would  have  had 
and  received  all  of  said  ores  to  Lis  own  use,  under  and  by 
virtue  ot  said  lease.  In  other  words,  if  defendant  had  not 
extracted  the  ores,  Armstrong  would  have  done  so.  If  de- 
fendant had  not  expended  his  money  in  mining  the  ores 
Armstrong  woold  have  expended  his  own.  So,  too,  it 
might  be  added  that  if  defendant  had  not  taken  out  the  ores, 
transported  them  to  the  mill,  and  there  separated  the  pre- 
oioas  metals  from  the  earth,  in  all  probability  Armstrong 
would  have  done  so.  He  could  not  have  realized  any  profits 
under  his  lease  without  sub-letting  or  working  the  mines 
himself.  There  is  no  allegation  that  defendant  deprived 
him  of  the  former  privilege,  and  had  he  worked  the  mines, 
it  is  certain  that  the  cost  of  mining  the  ores  would  have 
been  an  expense  to  him,  as  well  as  the  transportiog  and 
milling,  and  that  in  ascertaining  his  profit,  or  the  value  of 
his  estate  under  the  lease,  he  necessarily  would  have  de- 
ducted the  first,  as  well  as  the  second  and  third  item  of  ex- 
pense mentioned.  If  our  object  is  to  ascertain  Armstrong's 
loss  by  reason  of  defendant's  wrongful  acts,  we  must,  it 
seems  to  us,  in  this  action,  b^n  with  the  first  act  com- 
plained of,  the  unlawful  entry,  and  compare  Armstrong's 
rights  and  interests  at  that  time,  with  what  they  were  after 
the  termination  of  the  wrongs  stated.  We  must  confine  our 
view  to  the  condition  of  the  property  and  the  extent  of 
Armstrong's  property  rights  when  their  value  was  the  meas- 
ure of  Armstrong's  actual  loss,  rather  than  their  value  on 
a  subsequent  day,  when  the  ores,  instead  of  representing 
such  loss,  had  been  appreciated  by  defendant's  labor. 
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It  was  a  matter  of  no  practical  importaoce  to  Armstrong 
irheUier  defendant  dug,  carried  away  ond  milled  the  ores, 
or  destroyed  them  in  the  mines.  la  either  cuse  his  Iobs 
woold  haye  been  the  same.  The  oonTeraioD  of  the  ores  iras 
only  an  intermediate  act  in  a  series,  which  acoompliahed  the 
destraotion  of  his  property  as  it  eziated  at  the  time  of  de- 
fendant's entry  aod  the  commission  of  the  acts  complained 
of.  Had  the  ores  been  mined  by  Armstrong  before  defend- 
ant carried  them  away,  Armstrong's  loss  most  have  been 
greater  than  it  was  after  they  bod  been  mined  by  defendant. 
If  BO,  the  combined  acta  of  defendant,  in  mining  the  ores 
and  taking  them  away,  were  not  as  detrimental  to  Arm- 
strong's interests  as  the  last  act  alone  woold  have  been  after 
the  former  had  been  performed  by  him.  But  it  is  said  that 
the  judgment  is  right,  becanse  Armstrong  was  entitled  to 
the  ores  when  separated  from  the  mine;  becanse  he  cottld 
hare  reoovered  them  in  specie;  becanse  defendant  was  a 
trespasner,  and  as  sach  cannot  receive  anything  for  his  ez- 
penditnre.  Bat,  admitting  all  these  things  except  the  cou- 
clnaion  stated,  if  onr  object  is  to  find  Armstrong's  actual 
loss,  how  do  they  all  show  that  he  or  plaintiff  shonld 
receive  in  damages  not  only  the  valne  of  the  ores  aa  they 
were  before  defendant's  entry,  all  either  oonld  have  realized 
had  he  worked  them,  and  aa  mnch  more  as  was  the  cost  of 
mining,  bnt  also  that  defendant  sboald  lose  twice  the 
expenses  incurred  ?  How  can  sach  a  rule  be  justified  in 
this  action,  when  in  trover  or  replevin  the  rightful  owner, 
aa  a  general  mle,  can  recover  only  the  value  at  the  time  of 
convei'sion,  with  interest,  although  the  property  has  been 
appreciated  in  valae  by  the  labor  of  defendant?  The  same 
argument  was  used  in  the  latter  coses,  in  favor  of  giving  the 
whole  value  to  the  plaintiff  if  the  property  was  wrongfully 
takeu  from  him,  however  innocent  the  acta  of  defendant 
might  have  been.  Bnt  this  and  many  other  conrts  have  de- 
cided against  such  u  rule,  as  unreasonable,  unnecessary, 
and  unjust.  The  some  courts  have  said  that  in  replevin  the 
rightful  owner  shoold  have  the  property  if  he  can  get  it, 
although  appreciated  in  value  by  defendant;  not  because  he 
can  justly  claim  the  whole,  but  beoause  he  is  entitled  to  his 
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own,  and  generally,  in  such  casee,  he  cannot  get  that  with- 
out taking  what  has  been  added  at  the  expense  of  the 
wrong-doer;  that  in  each  oaae  the  latter  mast  lose,  however 
innocent  he  ma;  have  acted;  bntthatif  Uie  property  cannot 
be  returned,  and  damages  have  to  be  given  for  the  wrong, 
there  is  no  difficulty  in  doing  jostioe  to  both  parties,  allow- 
ing tiie  rightful  owner  his  aotnal  losses,  and  the  other  his 
expenses,  in  whole  or  part,  as  the  appreciation  may  permit. 
In  replevin,  the  property  is  at  all  times  the  plaintiff's,  if  it 
was  so  when  taken,  do  matter  how  greatly  appreciated  in 
Talue;  at  all  times  he  has  a  right  to  recover  it  in  specie,  and 
the  defendant  isa  continoal  trespasser  so  long  as  he  retains 
it.  Then,  if  the  property  canttot  be  returned,  why  not  give 
its  increased  \alne  with  as  maeh  propriety  and  jostioe,  as  in 
ibis  action,  to  measure  pl^ntifTs  damages  by  the  valoe  of 
the  ores  when  separated  from  the  mine?  We  are  unable  to 
find  any  distinction  in  principle  between  the  two  oases.  In 
both,  plaintiGf  is  only  entitled  to  his  actual  loss.  In  neither 
is  it  necessary  to  give  him  more  in  order  that  he  may  have 
what  belongs  to  him;  and  in  both,  if  more  is  given,  the 
plaintiff  is  allowed  a  profit  by  reason  of  an  innocent  misad- 
venture of  defendant. 

It  often  happens  in  deserted  mining  towns  that  buildings 
become  useless  except  to  be  taken  down  and  removed  to 
some  other  looality.  In  snob  cases  they  might  easily  be 
more  valuable  when  taken  down  than  they  were  when  stand- 
ing. Suppose,  under  such  circumstances,  in  the  honest 
belief  Uiat  a  certain  building  belongs  to  him,  A.  should  tain 
down  the  bouse  of  B.  and  appropriate  the  lumber  to  his 
own  use;  that  it  was  worth  one  thousand  dollars  before  it 
was  taken  down,  and  l^e  lumber  one  thousand  twobondred 
and  fifty  dollars  afterwards.  Sappose  again  that  C,  in  the 
same  belief  that  another  house  adjoining,  and  of  the  same 
value,  belongs  to  him,  burns  nnd  destroys  it.  It  turns  out 
that  Uie  boose  claimed  and  bunied  by  C,  also  belonged  to 
B. ;  B.  brings  an  action  against  eaob,  alleging  in  the  first 
case  an  unlawful  entry,  the  teanog  down  and  carrying 
away,  eto. ;  and  in  the  other  an  unlawful  entry,  the  unlaw- 
ful burning  and  destruction.     In  the  latter  case  it  is  certain 
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that  the  maximnm  limit  of  Tecovery  is  the  amonnt  it  would 
cost  to  replace  the  building,  and  it  would  not  be  that  macfa 
il  such  cost  wonld  exceed  ita  value.  The  Talae  of  each 
building  was  the  Bame  to  B.,  and  in  each  case,  ae  to  him, 
tbe  result  of  tiie  onlawfol  acta  of  A.  and  C,  respectivdj,  is 
the  destraotion  of  his  property.  Can  it  be  possible,  beoaose 
A.  toot  his  down  and  carried  away  the  lumber,  thereby  in- 
creasing  its  Talne,  instead  of  destroying  it,  that  B.  can 
recoTer  of  him  one  thousand  two  hnndred  and  fifty  dollare, 
and  only  one  tbonsand  dollars  front  0.? 

la  Earvetf  t.  S.  S^  M.  Co.,  1  Nev.  543,  appellant  claimed 
ertoT,  becanae  the  court  below  refnsed  to  instruct  the  jory 
to  give  him  what  it  would  coat  to  remove  from  his  lot  dirt 
and  rocks  piled  thereon  by  defendant.  This  ooort  anstained 
the  lower  court,  and  stated  in  sabatanoe,  that  in  some  cases 
appellant  might  recover  the  amonnt  it  wonld  cost  to  restore 
Uie  property  to  tbe  condition  it  was  in  before  the  wrong 
committed;  but  in  cases  where  snoh  coat  woald  exceed  in 
value  of  the  property,  tbe  last  amount  only  could  be  given 
in  damages.  In  other  words,  plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to 
receive  an  amount  greater  than  the  value  of  the  property 
destroyed  by  the  trespasses  of  the  def^idant.  So,  in  this 
case,  if  it  were  possible  to  replace  tbe  orea  in  the  mines,  as 
tiiey  were  before  defendant's  entry,  it  is  difficult  to  perceive 
how  plaintiff  could  recover  an  funoant  greater  than  their 
value  in  place,  if  the  ooat  of  replacing  them  would  exceed 
such  value,  or  how  he  can  now  recover  more  than  sooh  value, 
although,  from  the  character  of  the  property,  they  cannot 
be  put  in  their  former  position.  If  defendant  had  inno- 
cently flooded  one  of  the  mines  in  question  and  worked  tbe 
other,  so  that  Armstrong  conld  not  take  ore  from  either, 
should  not  the  same  rale  of  damages  govern  each  case? 
Three  men  own  adjoining  claims  in  a  marble  bed;  A.  and 
B.,  by  mistake,  work  over  the  lines  upon  the  property  of  O. ; 
each  takes  oat  and  appropriates  to  his  own  use  the  same 
number  of  perches  of  the  same  value  in  the  bed;  A.  takes 
hia  in  small  blocks,  and  consequently  expends  less  than  B., 
who  at  great  coat  gets  oat  luge,  valuable  blocks,  to  be  used 
in  public  buildings.    The  actual  damage  dtme  to  the  marble 
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bed  is  the  same  in  each  cose,  bnt  the  blocks  separated  by 
B.  Are,  in  aggregate,  aa  mnch  more  valuable  than  those 
taken  by  A.,  oa  B.'s  expense  of  separation  was  greater  than 
A.'s.  It  seems  plain  to  ns  that  in  sepuate  actions  like  this 
the  same  rale  of  damages  sfaonld  govern  both  cases.  With 
apparent  candor  it  is  ui^ed  by  oonnsel  for  plaintiff  that,  if 
the  cost  of  mining  may  be  deducted  from  the  gross  yield  of 
the  ores,  it  mast  follow  if  Armstrong  had  taken  possession 
of  the  orra  without  action,  that  defendant  conld  have  re- 
covered from  him  the  amonnt  of  such  cost.  We  answer  this 
statement  of  coansel  by  referring  to  what  has  been  said  in 
relation  to  the  right  of  the  owner  of  property  to  have  it  re- 
turned, it  a  return  can  be  had,  in  an  action  of  replevin.  The 
role  and  the  reasons  therefore  are  the  some  here  as  there. 
That  every  person  baa  the  right  to  nse  and  manage  his  own 
property  as  he  deems  proper,  so  long  as  he  does  not  injnre 
others,  cannot  be  doubted;  bnt  it  mast  often  happen  that 
one  man  will,  by  mistake,  overstep  his  line  and  trespass 
open  the  rights  of  another.  When  snoh  is  the  case  onr 
sense  of  jostioe  and  the  law  of  the  land  declare  that,  as 
nearly  as  possible,  the  injured  party  shall  be  restored  to  his 
former  condition,  or  compensation  in  damages  shall  be 
made.  The  wrong-doer  shall  make  good  the  loss,  bnt  be- 
yond that  he  shall  not  suffer  for  a  wrong  committed  bat  not 
intended.  We  have  endeavored,  thus  far,  to  consider  this 
case  upon  well  settled  principles,  withoat  partionlar  refer- 
ence to  the  decided  cases.  Let  us  now  look  at  the  decisions 
apon  this  and  kindred  questions. 

Onr  attention  is  called  to  the  following  cases  by  coauset 
for  respondent:  Kier  v.  Peierson,  41  Pa.  St.  357,  on  action 
of  trover  for  fiffy  tfaonsand  gallons  of  petroleum,  vrhieh  was 
the  unexpected  product  of  certain  salt  wells  which  had  been 
sank  by  defendant  on  land  leased  to  him  by  plaintiff  for  the 
purpose  of  manufacturing  salt.  The  court  held  that  the 
petroleum  belonged  to  the  defendant,  and  hence  did  not 
consider  the  qaestion  of  value,  in  relation  to  which  these 
was  no  contest.  Woodward,  J.,  concurred  in  the  judgment 
on  the  sole  ground  that  plaintiff  had  misconceived  bis  ac- 
tion, and  alone  remarked  that  he  thought  the  judge  below 
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correctly  comprehended  ihe  measure  of  damages;  that 
"plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  the  labor  ol  defendant  but 
only  for  the  value  of  the  oil  at  the  instant  of  separation  from 
the  freehold."  It  i^  probable  that  the  oouit  might  have  so 
held  in  that  case,  had  the  petrolenm  belonged  to  pluiotiff, 
for  the  reason,  that  the  defendant  had  expended  nothing  on 
account  of  that;  he  would  have  been  to  the  same  expense 
and  trouble  for  the  salt.  Marlin  v.  Porter,  6  M.  &  W.  363, 
was  trespass  for  breaking  and  eotering  plaintiff's  close,  a 
coal  mine,  by  mistake,  and  digging  and  carrying  away  coal. 
It  is  similar  to  this  case,  and  so  far  as  we  know,  has  been 
and  is,  the  foandatton  of  the  role,  among  the  decisions, 
claimed  by  counsel  for  respondent.  Bach  being  the  case, 
and  the  leading  opinion  being  short,  we  give  it  entire: 

"  ZjOBD  Abinoeb,  C.  B.  I  am  of  opinion  that  there  ought 
to  be  no  mle  in  this  case.  If  the  plaintiff  had  demanded 
Ihe  coals  from  the  defendant,  no  lien  could  have  been  set 
up  ia  respect  of  the  expense  of  getting  them.  How,  then, 
Ciui  he  now  claim  to  dednct  it?  He  cannot  set  up  his  own 
wrongs.  The  plaintiff  had  a  right  to  treat  these  coals  as  a 
chattel  to  which  he  was  entitled.  He  did  so,  and  the  only 
gnestion  then  was  their  value.  That  the  jury  have  foand. 
It  may  seem  a  hardship  that  the  plaintiff  should  make  this 
extra  profit  of  the  coal,  bat  still  the  role  of  law  most  pre- 
vail." Barons  Parke,  Alderson  and  Maule  agreed  upon  the 
grounds  stated  by  the  chief  baron.  It  will  be  seen  that  this 
decision,  like  nil  that  follow  it,  was  based  upon  a  principle 
not  accepted  by  this  coart,  viz. :  ' '  That  if  the  owner  cannot 
obtain  hia  property  in  specie,  he  is  entitled  in  all  cases  to 
the  increased  value. 

Mnyan  v.  JPowell,  3  Adol.  &  E.,  N.  8.  281,  from  the 
printed  report,  appears  to  have  been  similar  to  Martin  v. 
Porter,  although  it  is  stated  in  Ovshing  v.  Longfdlow,  26 
Me.  310,  to  have  Iwen  an  action  of  trespass  de  bonis  aapor- 
latia.  However,  the  court  followed  the  rule  adopted  in  the 
former  case;  Lord  Denman  0.  J.,  and  Patterson,  Williams 
and  Coleridge,  JJ.,  sitting  in  banc.  The  case  was  first 
heard  before  Coleridge,  J.,  at  the  Monmonthshire  assizes  in 
1811,    at  which  inqntry.ho  stated  that  he  felt  bound  by 
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Mariin  t.  Porier,  tbongli  he  expressed  a  doabt  as  to  its  cor- 
rectness, and  in  a  note  to  the  case  we  find  the  foUowing: 
"B7  a  short-hand  writer's  notes,  his  lordship  appears  to 
hare  said:  '  Sat  for  that  case  I  shonld  have  thought  that 
the  ordinary  principle  would  have  prevailed,  and  that  Sir 
Charles  Morgan  would  be  entitled  to  recover  compeosation 
only  for  the  damage  he  has  actnallj  sastained,  and  that  all 
he  would  have  a  right  to  ask  ut  your  hands  would  bare  been 
to  put  him  in  the  same  position  as  he  would  have  been  if 
the  coal  had  never  been  stirred.'" 

In  "  Bainbridge  on  the  Law  of  Mines  and  Minerals, " 
marg.  p.  514,  the  author  saya,  in  substance,  that  in  actions 
of  trespass  for  working  beyoUd  the  boandaries  of  mining 
claims,  the  measure  of  damages  is  the  full  value  of  the  min- 
erals as  BOOQ  as  they  are  separated  from  the  freehold;  and, 
OS  authority  for  the  rule,  he  refers  to  HUion  y.  Woods,  Law- 
Rep.  Eq.  Cas.,  vol  4,  p.  432;  Maye  r.  Ihppan,  23  Oal.  306; 
GoUer  v.  Jt«,  80  Cal.  481 ;  Coleman's  Appeal,  62  Pa.  St. 
278;  SennettY.  T^mnpson,  13  Ired.  (Law)  146;  Lykena  d:  Co. 
T.  Dock,  62  Pa.  St.  232,  An  examination  of  the  cases  cited 
will  show  that  Maye  v.  Ihppan  and  Bennett  v.  Tfiompaon  are 
the  only  ones  that  in  any  manner  sustain  the  rules  stated  by 
the  author.  But  on  p.  448  he  says  that,  in  equity,  if  there 
ia  no  fraud  or  culpable  negligence,  compensation  will  be 
confined  to  aotnul  profits  accruing,  or  which  might  have 
been  fairly  acquired  from  the  trespass;  that  the  market 
price  of  the  minerals  at  the  mouth  of  the  mine  will  be 
taken,  and  alt  just  allowances  be  made  for  the  costs  of  work- 
ing. So  it  seems  that  the  courts  of  equity  in  England,  be- 
ing untrammeled  by  forms,  give  as  the  actual  damaf^es  in 
such  cases  the  gross  proceeds,  less  the  necessary  expenses 
of  working,  including  the  cost  of  mining.  ( IVild  v.  Holt, 
9  M.  and  W.  671,  follows  Martin  v.  Fartn:) 

The  above  are  all  the  English  authorities  to  which  we 
have  been  referred  bearing  upon  this  question  in  favor  of 
respondent's  position,  and  all  that  we  have  been  able  to 
find.  The  American  cases  cited  by  counsel  for  respondeot 
are:  Cvshing  v.  LongfeUoto,  26 Me.  310,  which  was  an  addon 
of  trespass  de  bonis  asporlatia.     The  court  held  that  the  value 
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of  the  logs  sued  for,  at  the  time  they  were  severed  from  tlie 
freehold,  was  the  true  meastire  of  damages;  that  they  then 
became  a  chattel,  so  that  trespass  de  bonis  would  He  for 
them.  The  form  of  the  action  evideatly  effected  the  reanlt. 
The  last  part  of  the  decision  is  instructive,  at  least,  as  tend- 
ing to  show  the  growing  inclination  of  courts  to  do  justice 
by.  giving  actual  compensation  for  damages,  sustained  Ben- 
nett V.  Thompson.,  13  Ired.  148,  follows  Martin  y.  Porter  and 
Morgan  v.  Powdl,  no  other  authorities  being  cited,  and  no 
reasons  for  the  mle  being  given.  The  same  is  sabstantially 
true  of  SmUh  v.  Gondor,  22  Ga.  353.  2%e  Chicago  So.  Br. 
Dock  Co.  T.  Dartlap,  32  El.  210,  may  be  entirely  correct, 
bat  it  is  not  in  point  in  this  case.  Sedgwick  on  Dam., 
marg.  p.  636  et  seq.,  is  also  referred  to  by  counsel  for  re- 
spondent. The  author  there  gives  the  English  doctrine  aa 
laid  down  in  Martin  v.  Porter,  but  in  a  note  at  p.  538 denies 
that  such  is  the  tme  rale,  and  strenuously  adheres  to  that 
enunciated  in  Forsyth  v.  WeUs,  41  Pa.  St.  291.  We  cannot 
regard  either  Maye  t.  Tappan,  23  Cal.  306,  or  Ooller  v.  Fdi, 
30  QaiX.  485,  as  an  authority  giving  the  rale  in  that  state. 
The  first  does,  indeed,  come  to  the  conclusion  contended 
for  by  respondent,  but  we  are  unable  to  comprehend  hov 
such  a  conclusion  was  arrived  at,  after  rending  other  por- 
tions of  the  opinion.  la  the  last  case  the  court  say:  "The 
court  erred  also  in  refusing  to  permit  defendants  to  prove 
the  expense  of  digging  the  gold-bearing  earth.  The  point 
was  directly  adjudged  in  Maye  v.  Tuppan,  23  Cal.  306." 
Sawyer,  J.,  justly  distinguished  for  his  painstaking,  concurs 
iu  the  reversal  on  the  sole  ground  that  defendant  should 
have  been  permitted  to  prove  the  expenae  of  digging  the 
gold-bearing  earth.  Bu^  as  already  observed,  in  Maye  v. 
Ihppan,  the  court  adopted  a  role  directly  opposite  the  one 
declared  correct  in  GiMer  v.  Felt,  and  yet  the  decision  in 
the  latter  case  seems  to  have  turned  upon  the  former. 
There  is  a  mistake  somewhere,  and  we  can  only  disregard 
both. 

Our  particular  attention  is  still  called  by  counsel  for  re- 
spondent to  the  case  of  The  Barton  Coal  Co.  v.  Cox,  39  Md. 
3,  decided  in  1873.    The  facts  of  that  case  were  similar  to 
Vol.  Xm.— 12. 
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thoae  preaeDted  ia  tbis,  and  tbe  deciBion  19  favorable  to  ro- 
Bpondent's  theory. 

The  declaration  in  that  case,  however,  was  somewhat 
different  from  the  complamt  in  this.  It  contained  three 
coants.  The  first  charged  that  the  defendant  broke  and 
entered  the  lobm  in  quo,  and  mined  and  carried  awaj 
hirge  qaantities  of  coal;  the  second  and  third  set  put 
the  trespasses  with  greater  minuteness,  and  charged  that 
defendants  then  and  there  took  and  carried  awa;  and 
converted  the  coal  to  theirown  use.  The  court  says:  "The 
declaration  contained  three  counts,  which,  bo  far  as  the  dis- 
tinctive forms  of  action  can  be  recognized  in  oar  present 
njstem  of  pleading,  may  be  designated  as  trespass  gttare 
clausum  fregtt  et  de  bonis  asportatia  combined."  So,  it  is  evi- 
dent that  the  pleadings  in  that  case  allowed  the  adop- 
tion of  such  a  rule  of  damages  as  the  court  deemed  proper 
in  an  action  of  trespass  de  bonis,  while  there  ia  not  such  a 
'  count  in  the  complaint  in  this  case.  Although  we  cannot 
^now  what  the  decision  would  have  been  had  the  declara- 
tion there  been  like  the  complaint  here,  we  shall  assume 
that  it  would  have  been  the  some  if  the  second  and  third 
counts  had  been  omitted,  or  if  the  second  and  third  had 
been  combined  with  the  first.  In  the  first  place,  the  court 
holds  (p.  22),  that  in  an  action  of  trover,  where  there  is  no 
fraud  or  culpable  negligence,  the  plaintiff  may  recover  the 
eahaoced  value  of  the  material  either  at  the  place  of  taking 
or  manufacture,  a  conclusion  that  finds  no  concurring  opin- 
ion in  this  coait.  Had  the  court  been  of  different  miad 
upon  that  important  question,  it  is  improbable  at  least  that 
it  would  have  arrived  at  a  similar  decision  upon  the  ques- 
tion under  consideration.  After  stating  that  there  is  a 
diversity  of  opinion  between  the  English  and  American 
cases,  and  that  the  latter  cases  are  not  uniform,  the  court 
cites  Forayih  v.  Wdle,  41  Pa.  St.  291;  H^dic  v.  Young,  55 
Id.  176;  Viiiled  Staiea  v.  Magoon,  3  McLean,  171;  CfoUer  v. 
Fett,  30  Cal.  i82;  Coleman's  Appeal,  62  Pa.  St.  278;  Stock- 
bridge  Iron  Co.  V.  Cone  Iron  Worfce,  102  Moss.  8i;  all  of 
which  are  strongly  gainst  the  decision  made.  The  court 
then  snya:  "In  tiie  absence  of  any  adjudications  in  this 
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state  OQ  the  questioD,  and  the  conflict  of  aatliorities  in 
others,  ve  must  endeavor  to  dedace  the  prinoiples  -which 
Bhonld  goreiu  in  cases  of  this  obaraoter  from  a  condensed 
statement  of  a  few  leading  cases  in  England,  -where  this 
species  of  property  has  long  been  the  basis  of  national 
wealth,  and  often  the  subject  of  judicial  consideration." 

The  conrt  then  cites  Martin  v.  Porter,  Morgan  v.  Powell, 
and  Wild  V.  Holt,  and  decides  the  case  according  to  the  rule 
adopted  bj  the  Knglish  oases  oited.  No  reasons  are  given 
for  preferring  the  rule  followed  in  the  English  cases  rather 
than  in  the  American;  but  the  decision  seems  to  have  been 
based  solely  upon  the  ground  that  the  rule  adopted  had 
been  declared  to  be  the  correct  one  by  some  of  the  English 
courts.  As  an  anthority,  the  case  adds  to  the  English  de- 
cisions the  approval  of  the  Maryland  coart,  which  we 
highly  respect,  although  unable  to  follow  its  example. 
Bobertaon  v.  Jones,  71  111.  405,  was  similar  to  this  case. 
The  appellate  conrt  held  that  the  measnre  of  damages  for 
coal  taken  by  defendant  upon  plaintiff's  land  was  its  value 
as  a  chattel  when  first  severed  from  the  mine.  The  founda- 
tion of  this  decision  was  also  laid  in  a  rule  which,  in  Ward 
T.  Simpson,  wo  said  "was  not  supported  by  sound  reason 
or  sustained  by  the  weight  of  decided  cases,  and  hence 
should  not  be  followed."  That  conrt  reco^ized  as  correct 
the  rule  that  in  trover  and  replevin  the  plaintiff  may,  in  tbe 
absence  of  fraud,  etc.,  recover  in  damages  the  appreciated 
valae  of  the  property  taken,  becanse  he  may  recover  the 
property  in  specie  if  a  retnm  can  be  had,  and  then  adds: 
"The  moment  it,  the  coal,  was  severed  from  the  freehold, 
a  right  of  action  then  existed  in  favor  of  appellant.  If  he 
could  maintain  replevin,  and  recover  the  coal  severed  from 
the  land,  and  upon  this  there  can  be  no  doubt,  upon  the 
same  principle,  in  an  action  of  trespass,  he  has  the  right  to 
recover  the  value  of  the  coal  after  it  was  dug  in  the  bank." 

In  the  McLean  County  Coal  Company  v.  John  Long,  81 
HI.  359,  an  action  of  trover  for  the  conversion  of  coals  taken 
from  the  land  of  plaintiff,  the  controversy  was  as  to  the 
proper  measnres  of  damages.  The  coart  followed  Eobeii- 
mm  Y.  Jones,  supra,  holding  that  the  rule  was  the  same  in

troTer  as  trespass.  Then,  as  the  rule  ia  trover  is  different 
liere,  so  it  may  differ  iu  trespass.  Let  ns  now  torn  to  some 
of  the  cases  TvLerein  the  rnle  contended  for  by  appellant 
has  been  adopted.  Wood  v.  Moreioood,  was  tried  at  the 
Derby  assizes  in  1811,  before  Farke,  B.  The  declaration 
contained  a  coant  in  trover  for  coals  taken,  aud  another  for 
damages  for  injury  to  plaintiff's  reversionary  interest  iu  the 
lund.  The  baron  presiding,  who  had  participated  in  the 
decision  in  Martin  v.  Poiiei;  instructed  the  jury,  "that if 
there  was  fraud  or  negligence  on  the  part  of  defendant  they 
might  give  as  damages,  under  the  count  iu  trover,  the  value 
of  the  coals  at  the  time  they  first  became  chattels,  on  the 
principle  laid  down  in  MaHin  v.  Porter,  but  if  they  thought 
that  the  defendant  was  not  guilty  of  fraud  or  negligence, 
but  acted  fairly  aud  honestly,  in  the  full  belief  that  he  had 
a  right  to  do  what  he  did,  they  might  give  the  fair  value  of 
the  coals  as  if  the  coal  fields  had  been  purchased  from  the 
plaintiff."  The  latter  rule  was  adopted  by  the  jury,  and  the 
decision  was  acquiesced  in. 

Hilton  V.  Woods,  vol.  4  Law  Bep.  Eq.  Cas.  438,  was  de- 
cided by  the  vice-chancellor  in  1867.  He  preferred  the 
rule  of  Wood  v.  JUorezoood,  to  that  of  Martin  v.  Porter,  and 
followed  the  former. 

Although  from  the  printed  reports  it  appears  that  the  two 
cases  last  mentioned  were  similar;  yet,  on  the  other  bond, 
it  seems  improbable  that  Barou  Farke,  in  the  latter,  would 
have  disregarded  the  rule  established  by  the  former,  in 
which  be  participated,  if  in  that  case  there  was  no  frand  or 
culpable  negligence. 

Barnsley  Canal  Navigation  Company  v.  TtoibUl,  vol.  3, 
English  Kailway  Cases,  356,  is  of  interest  in  this  connection. 
Under  the  canal  act,  a  canal  company  purchased  the  laud 
over  which  the  canal  passed,  but  the  coal  mines  and  coal 
were  reserved  to  the  owners,  who  were  to  be  at  liberty  to 
work  the  mines  so  as  not  to  injure  the  canal.  A.,  the  owner 
of  the  laud  over  which  the  canal  passed,  sold  it  to  the  com- 
pany, and  afterwards  leased  the  cool  up  to  the  side  of 
the  canal  on  one  side,  and  up  to  the  towing-path  on  the 
other,   to  B.      A.  sabseqnently  contracted  with  the  com- 
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puny  for  the  sale  to  them  of  the  ooal  under  the  canal  and 
towing-path,  and  eight  yards  on  each  side,  wliich  theyre- 
qatred  for  the  safety  of  their  canal.  It  was  decided  bj  the 
ooart,  "  that  B.  wus  entitled  to  compensation  in  respect  of 
the  interest  in  the  coal  vhicb  he  had  acquired  under  the 
lease,  viz.,  the  profit  to  be  deri7ed  from  the  coal  when 
gotten,  after  deducting  the  expense  of  getting."  (See,  also, 
Mayne  on  Law  of  Dam.,  227,  228;  Chipman  v.  Hlbberd,  6 
Cal.  162.) 

Slockbrictije  Iron  Companyy.  Cone  Iron  Company,  102  Maes. 
86,  was  an  action  of  tort  praying  for  relief  for  injury  to 
plain  tiffs  land  by  digging  a  shaft  on  adjoining  land  occupied 
by  defendants,  and  thence  digging  into  and  under  plaintiff's 
land  and  taking  therefrom  large  quantities  of  iron  and  other 
ores.  Plaintiff  also  prayed  for  an  injunction.  The  court 
held  that  it  was  entided  to  recover  "the  value  of  the  ore, 
to  be  estimated  as  it  luy  in  the  bed,  and  not  as  it  was  after 
the  defendaDts  had  increased  its  value  by  removing  it." 

la  United  Stales  v.  Magoon,  3  McLean,  171,  the  court  in- 
structed the  jury  "  that  the  value  of  the  ore  after  its  sepa- 
ration from  the  mine  was  not  the  measure  of  damages,  bat 
the  injury  done  to  the  soil;  that  the  digging  and  carrying 
away  by  the  same  person  is  presumed  to  be  a  continuous 
act,  and  the  lead  ore  removed  must  be  considered  in  aggra- 
vation of  the  trespass  upon  the  soil." 

Mr.  Sedgwick,  in  discussing  this  question  (p.  273),  says: 
"  The  principle  to  be  extracted  from  these  cases  is,  that  iu 
trespass,  if  the  defendant  has  in  good  faith  increased  the 
value  of  the  pro^ierty,  the  plaintiff  shall  not  have  the  ben- 
efit of  his  labor;  and  this  appears  to  be  the  rule  iu  tliis 
country."  (See  Weymontk  v.  C.  &  N.  W.  B.  Co.,  17  Wis. 
661;  Si»gle  v.  Schneider,  24  Id.  300;  Id.,  30  Id.  570;  Win- 
chests-  V,  Craig,  33  Mich.  207;  Fohom  v.  Apple  River  Log- 
driving  Co.,  41  Wis.  608. 

Foraylh  y.  fVelh,  41  Fa.  St.,  was  an  action  of  trover  for 
cool  mined  upon  and  carried  away  from  the  land  by  mis- 
take. Plaintiff  claimed,  as  in  this  case,  that  because  the 
action  was  allowed  for  the  coal  as  personal  property,  by 
necessary  logical  sequence,  she  was  entitled  to  the  value  us 
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it  lay  iD  the  pit  after  it  had  been  mioed.  The  court  say: 
"  It  is  appui-ect  that  this  view  would  transfer  to  the  plaint- 
iff all  the  defendant's  labor  in  mining  the  coal,  and  thus 
give  her  more  than  compensation  for  the  iujnry  done.  Yet 
M>e  admit  the  acoaracy  of  the  conclasion,  if  we  may  properly 
base  our  reasoning  on  the  form  rather  than  on  the  prinoipte 
or  purpose  of  the  remedy.  But  ibis  we  cannot  do;  and  es- 
pecially we  may  not  sacrifice  the  principle  to  the  very  form 
by  which  we  are  endeavoring  to  CDforce  it.  Principles  oan 
never  be  realized  without  forms,  and  they  are  often  inevita- 
bly embarrassed  by  unfitting  ones;  but  still,  the  fact  that 
the  form  is  for  the  sake  of  the  priDciplee,  and  not  the  prin- 
ciple for  the  form,  requires  that  the  form  shall  serve,  not 
i-ule,  the  principle,  and  must  be  adapted  to  its  office.  * 
*  *  When  the  taking  and  conversion  are  one  act,  or  one 
continued  series  of  acts,  trespass  is  the  most  obvious  and 
proper  remedy ;  but  the  law  allows  the  waiver  of  the  taking, 
so  that  the  party  may  sue  in  trover;  and  this  is  often  con- 
venient. *  *  *  But  when  the  law  does  not  allow 
this  departure  from  the  strict  form,  it  is  not  in  order  to 
enable  the  plaintiff,  by  his  own  choice  of  action,  to  increase 
his  recovery  beyond  just  compensation,  but  only  to  give 
him  a  more  convenient  form  for  recovering  that  much." 

The  court  then  states  that  in  an  action  of  trespass  it  pre- 
fers the  rule  adopted  in  (Kowi  v.  Morewood  to  that  of  Martin 
V.  Porter,  for  the  reason  that  the  former  gives  just  compen- 
sation for  actual  damage,  while  the  latter  does  not,  and 
adds:  "Where  there  is  no  wrongful  purpose  or  wrongful 
negligence  in  the  defendant,  comjjensation  for  the  real  in- 
jury done  is  the  purpose  of  all  remedies,  and  so  long  as  we 
bear  this  in  mind  we  shall  have  but  little  difficulty  in  man- 
aging the  forms  of  actions  so  as  to  secure  a  fair  result.  If 
the  defendant  in  this  cose  was  guilty  of  uo  Intentional 
wrong,  he  ought  not  to  have  been  charged  with  the  value  of 
the  coal  aft«r  he  had  been  at  the  espouse  of  mining  it,  but 
only  with  its  value  in  place  and  with  such  other  damage  to 
the  land  as  his  mining  may  have  caused.  Such  would  man- 
ifestly be  the  measure  in  trespass  for  mesne  profits."  (7 
Casey,  456.) 
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Merdic  v.  Young,  55  Pu.  St.  177,  was  replevia  for  logs  cat 
by  defeudaot  b;  mistake  on  plaintlfTs  luud.  The  logs  were 
driven  to  the  boom  by  defendaitt  aud  there  replevied.  The 
court  say:  »  *  *  *  "As  remarked  by  Lowrie,  C.  J., 
in  Mon-iaon  v.  BoinTtson,  7  Casey,  458,  oar  natural  sense  of 
justice  farniBhes  the  ground  and  measure  of  compensation 
for  injuries  done  by  one  man  to  the  property  of  another, 
and  demands  adequate  remedy  to  obtain  it.  In  trespass 
for  mesne  profits,  compensation  was  therefore  held  to  be 
the  measure  of  damage,  aud  the  defendant  will  be  allowed 
for  the  value  of  permanent  improvements  erected  by  one 
whose  title  he  has  bought.  *  *  *  *  Soch  compensa- 
tion merely  would  have  been  the  standard  in  this  case  had 
ejectment  or  trespass  quare  clausum  /regit  been  brought  in- 
stead of  replevin.  The  value  of  timber  on  the  ground 
would  have  measured  the  mesne  profits.  Upon  principle 
and  analogy,  it  is  unjust  to  give  to  the  plaintiff  the  advan- 
tage of  the  labor  and  expense  of  the  defendant's  cntting  and 
hanling  the  logs  and  driving  them  to  the  boom.  Yet,  if  we 
confine  our  view  to  the  condition  of  the  property  at  the 
time  of  the  replevy,  instead  of  going  back  to  the  time  of 
the  taking,  this  would  be  the  mere  effect  of  a  change  in  the 
form  of  action,  and  not  of  an  alteration  of  the  circum- 
stances. *  *  *  In  case  of  inadvertent  trespass,  or  on© 
done  under  a  bona  fide  but  mistaken  belief  of  right,  this 
(the  true  standard  of  damages)  would  generally  be  the  value 
of  the  logs  at  the  boom  (the  place  of  replevy),  less  the  cost 
of  cntting,  hauling  and  driving  to  the  boom."  (See,  also, 
Lyixna  Vcdley  Coal  Co.  v.  Dock,  62  Pa.  St.  222,  and  Cole- 
man's  Appeal,  Id.  278.) 

A  curefal  examination  of  the  authorities  lias  convinced  ns 
that  there  is  a  growing  inclination  among  all  courts,  where 
it  can  be  done,  to  apply  the  only  safe  and  just  rule  in 
actions  for  damages,  whether  ea;  con^oc^uor  ex  delicto,  and 
that  is,  to  give  the  injured  party  as  near  compensation  ns 
the  imperfections  of  hnman  tribunals  will  permit.  This  is 
the  aim,  the  ideal,  of  the  law,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  courts 
to  come  as  near  it  as  possible  in  practice;  and  although 
courts  differ  as  to  the  method  of  ascertaining  the  actual  loss. 
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as  well  aa  to  what  oonstitutas  actnol  loss,  still  there  is  a  re- 
freshing QDaniniity  of  opiniou  that  such  loss  ooly,  when 
aBCdrtaiaed,  ought  to  be  compensated  in  the  absence  of 
fraud,  malice  or  culpable  negligence. 

We  are  satisfied  that  the  weight  of  authorities  sustains 
the  views  of  counsel  for  appellant  npon  this  important  ques- 
tion, and  that  they  are  sanctioned  bj  every  sense  of  reason 
and  justice.  The  court  erred  in  refusing  to  allow  defendant 
to  prove  the  necessary  cost  of  mining  the  ore  in  question, 
and  for  this  error  the  judgment  is  reversed.

Pbivatr  WAT— AcnoM  roii  Dakaoks  StipnciBMCT  op  CoMMjaNi.— A  com- 

plaint  charging  a  railroad  coiiipiuij>  with  negEgeuce  in  failing  to  keep  in 
repair  a  private  way,  over  its  railroad  track,  constmcted  for  its  own  use 
and  benefit,  and  uied  by  other  peraonabj  themereliceDieof  theroilioad 
campony,  does  not  state  facta  suEBoient  to  constitute  a  caaio  of  action. 

Idem. — la  actiuns  of  this  cboncter  to  enable  a  plaintiff  to  maintain  hia  action 
he  must  allege  and  prove  some  act  of  mi^ttuuMe  on  the  part  of  the  rail- 
road company. 

ISBH — Prauo  Highway — Ddtt  op  Railroad  Compaht. — The  railroad  com- 
pany coald  only  be  held  responsible  for  the  injuries  plaintjff  received 
upon  the  theory  that  the  street  where  the  accident  occarrad  w«a  a  pnUio 
highway  prior  to  the  construction  of  the  railroad.  In  such  event  it 
wonld  be  the  duty  of  the  railroad  compaDy  to  keep  it  in  repiur. 

Vleadisbb  Constkced  LiBBBAiLT.— The  rule  of  oonstniing  pleadings  rao«t 
strongly  against  the  pleader  has  been  changed  by  the  statute  of  this  state 
which  provides  that,  for  the  porpose  of  determining  itaaSect,  a  pleading 
■ball  be  liberally  coustmed.    1  Comp.  Laws,  sec.  1133. 

Appeal  from  the  District  Court  of  the  First  Judicial

The  facts  appear  in  the  opinion. 
Lindsay  d  Dickson,  for  Appellant. 

I.  The  complaint  in  this  case  alleges  faots  sufficient  io 
constitute  a  cause  of  action;  as  a  motion  for  nonsuit  should 
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be  denied  when  there  is  any  evidence  tendiog  to  prove  tlie 
isBoe  on  the  part  of  plaintiff.  (9  Wall.  197;  38  N.  T.  435; 
17  Wall.  657;  and  cases  cited.)  A  complaint  in  a  cose  of  this 
kiud,  vhicli  invokes  solely  the  question,  whether  or  not  the 
defendant  is  guilty  of  negligence  in  the  premises,  should 
not  be  held  obnoxious  to  a  general  demurrer. 

H.  The  matters  alleged  in  the  complaint  establish  more 
than  a  mere  license;  something  beyond  a  mere  passive  ac- 
qniesence,  on  the  part  of  the  defendant,  in  sach  use  of  the 
way  in  question,  that  by  fitting  and  preparing  this,  as  a 
proper  way,  for  the  passage  of  teams  and  consenting  to  the 
constant  nse  of  it,  in  that  manner,  by  all  persons  desiring 
so  tn  nse  it,  the  defendant  impliedly  invited  snch  use.  It 
was  thereby  held  out  by  defendant  to  all  persons,  having 
occasion  to  pass  that  way,  as  a  fit  and  proper  way  for  the 
passage  of  their  teams,  and  is,  therefore,  brought  clearly 
within  that  line  of  decisions  which  hold  that,  where  one  has 
either,  expressly  or  impliedly,  invited  others  to  come  apoa 
his  premises,  or  by  some  preparation  or  adaptation  of  the 
place  for  nse  of  customers  or  passengers,  such  as  would 
naturally  and  reasonably  lead  them  to  suppose  that  they 
might  properly  and  safely  enter  thereon,  thereby  inducing 
or  liUnring  them  to  come  upon  his  premises,  that  he  is 
chained  with  the  duty  of  seeing  to  it  that,  the  way  or 
premises  are  iu  a  reasonably  fit  condition  to  enable  the  per- 
son so  induced,  to  enter  end  pass  with  safety;  and  that  for 
any  omission  or  n^lect  therein,  on  the  part  of  the  person 
holding  out  this  inducement,  or  implied  invitation,  result- 
ing in  injury,  to  one  so  allured  or  induced,  he,  the  pro- 
prietor, must  respond  in  damages.  {Sioeeny  v.  Old  Colowj  R. , 
10  Allen,  368;  Coi^y  v.  HiU,  4  C.  B.  (N.  S.)  566;  Iloimsell  v. 
Smyth,  7  0.  B.  (N.  S.)  738;  Elliott  v.  Praij  et  al.,  10  Allen, 
378;  Slraub  v.  Soderer,  53  Mo.  38.) 

But  if  the  facts  allegeil  show  nothing  beyond  a  simple 
permission,  a  mere  passive  acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the 
defendant,  it  is  liable.  Negligence  may  be  positive  or  neg- 
ative; may  resnlt  from  omission  or  commission.  (Shear- 
man &  Bedfield  on  Neg.,  sec.  499;  S.  Co.  v.  Stout,  17 
Wall.  657;  Dirge  v.  Oard'mer,  19  Conn.  606;  Daky  v.  Nor- 
wich B.  Co.,  26  Conn.  691.  . ,  , 
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Argument  foe  BsBpoudenta, 

Whiiman  &  Wood,  for  Bespoudents. 

I.  To  avoid  the  objection  that  tbe  oomplaiDt  is  nncertaia 
and  unintelligibk,  it  mnst  be  easy  of  aomprGhenBion,  and 
free  from  reasoDable  doabt.  (Salmon  v.  WiUon,  41  OaL 
595.)  The  rnle  saggeated  by  oouosel  for  appellant,  to  test 
the  safficiency  of  a  demnrrer  on  the  ground  that  the  com- 
plaint does  not  state  facts  snfficieot  to  constitate  a  cause  of 
action,  is  ingenious  but  fallacioua.  (Oaiilret  v.  Eget-ton,  Law 
B«p.  Tol.  2,  374.)  The  averments  in  the  complaiut  as  to 
the  duty  of  defendant,  are  bad  pleading.  {Seymour  v. 
Maddox,  71  E.  C.  L.  330.) 

II.  The  facts  stated  show  that  the  way  was  a  private  way, 
allowed  to  persons  having  occasion  to  use  the  same  with 
teams  or  wagons.  If  so,  it  was  the  business  of  those  using 
to  keep  it  in  repair.  (Washbume's  Easements  and  Servi- 
tudes, pp.  266,  683;  Rohhins  v.  Jonee,  15  C.  B.  (N.  8.)  221; 
Bomie  V.  Badger,  12  Mass.  68;  PreecoU  v.  While,  21  Pick. 
342;  Shearman  &  Bedfield  on  Negligence,  sec.  365.)  II  a 
public  way,  the  duty  devolved  elsewhere,  that  is,  npon  the 
public  representatives,  aa  a  general  rule.  (Shearman  & 
Bedfield  on  Negligence,  sec.  356;  Pollard  v.  Woburn,  104 
Mass.  84);  but  as  to  the  city  of  Yii^iuia,  nowhere;  three 
being  no  legal  obligation  to  repair  streets  resting  upon  it. 
(AIcDonoMgh  v.  Mayor  and  Mdermen  of  Virginia  City,  6 
Nev.  90.) 

m.  The  facts  fail  to  show  that  plaintiff  had  any  ocoasioa 
to  be  riding  over  the  way.  They  fail  to  show  that  the  acci- 
dent was  not  caused,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  the  driver 
with  whom  he  was  riding,  or  that  defendant  knew,  or  that 
plaintiff  did  not  know,  the  defect  in  the  way,  in  either  of 
which  events  defendant  would  be  freed  from  liability, 
though  charged  with  the  duty  of  repairing  the  way.  {Ach- 
tenhagen  v.  Cily  of  Wateriawn,  18  Wis.  331;  Fox  v.  Glasten- 
hiry,  29  Conn.  204;  Horbon.  v.  Ipswich,  12  Cash.  488; 
lalmadge  v.  Zanesmlle  &c.  B.  Co.,  11  Ohio,  197;  Smith  v. 
Smith,  2  Fiok.  621.)  None  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  com- 
plaint bring  this  case  witbin  the  cat^ory  of  actionable  n^li- 
gence.     (Gautret  v.  ^erton.  Law  Bep.  Oom.  Pleas  Cases, 
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tol.  2,  £71;  Southcote  v,  Stanley,  1  Hnrlstoae  &  Norman 
Eioh.  246;  Bokh  v.  Smith,  7  Id.  736;  Nicbolaon  v.  ErieB.  B. 
Co.,  41  N.  ¥.  525;  UoujiaeU  v.  Smyth,  97  E.  0.  L.  740.) 

By  the  Ooari,  Beatti,  J. : 

This  is  an  action  for  dam^es  for  injnrieB  alleged  to  have 
been  sostained  by  the  appeUaat  ia  consequence  of  the  fail- 
nre  of  the  defendant  to  keep  in  repair  a  certain  wagon  road 
in  the  city  of  Yii^nia.  A  demnrrer  to  the  complaint  was 
sustained  by  the  district  conrt,  and  the  plaintiff  declining 
to  amend,  the  defendant  had  jadgment,  from  which  the 
plaintiff  appeals.  The  only  question  in  the  case  is,  whether 
the  district  court  erred  in  sustaining  the  demurrer. 

Two  canaes  of  demurrer  are  assigned:  "First,  that  said 
complaint  is  uncertain  and  nniotelligible  in  this,  that  it  fails 
to  show  with  any  cle&rness  or  certainty  any  omission  of 
daty  or  commission  of  wrong  on  the  part  of  defendant  tend- 
ing to  plaintiff's  damage.  Second,  that  said  complaint  does 
not  state  faots  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of  action." 

The  second  of  these  objections  ulone  will  be  considered. 
If,  as  counsel  for  respondent  contend,  the  complaint  wholly 
fails  to  show  any  omission  of  duty  or  commission  of  wrong 
by  the  defendant,  the  defect  is  reached  by  the  second  ob- 
jection; but  if  the  complaint  is  merely  ambiguous  or  uncer- 
tain in  the  statement  of  an  omission  of  duty  or  commission 
of  wrong  by  the  defendant,  the  objection  on  that  ground  is 
too  vague  and  general  to  be  regarded.  It  should  have 
specified  distinctly  in  what  the  uncertainty  or  ombigaity  or 
want  of  clearness  consisted.  This  it  wholly  fails  to  do,  and 
ought  not,  therefore,  to  be  considered.    (0.  L.  1104.) 

Does  the  complaint  disclose  a  cause  of  action?  It 
shows  that  tbe  defendant  is  the  owner  of  a  railway  having 
its  iermmi  in  the  city  of  Virginia  and  the  town  of  Beno. 
"That  in  the  said  city  of  Virginia,  between  Wasbingtoa 
and  Flowery  streets,  the  main  track  of  said  railroad  runs  in 
npOD  and  along  a  certain  wagon  way,  road  or  tboroaghfare  for 
a  distance  of,  to  wit:  sixty  feet,  and  the  said  defendant  did, 
at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  grievances  hereinafter 
compjained  of,  and  now  does,  claim  to  own,  and  then  was, 
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and  now  is,  in  the  possession  of  the  land  and  premises  lying 
'west  of  and  immediately  adjoiDing  said  portion  of  said  main 
track.  That  said  portion  of  said  main  track  which  does  so 
iiin  in  npon  and  along  said  wagon  way,"  etc.,  "has  at  all 
times,  since  its  coostraction,  hitherto  been  covered  with 
planking  by  said  defendant,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
teams  and  wagons  of  those  having  occasion  so  to  do,  to  pass 
over,  upon  and  along  said  portion  of  said  main  track,  and 
that  said  planking  extends,  to  wit:  two  feet  west  of  the  weat 
rail  of  said  portion  of  said  main  track,  and  that  heretofore, 
to  wit:  ever  since  the  construction  of  said  main  track,  hith- 
erto all  persons  having  occasion  so  to  do  have  been  accus- 
tomed, with  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  defendant,  to 
pass  with  teams  and  wagons  over,  upon  and  along  said 
wagon  way,  road  or  thoroughfare,  and  in  so  passing  did, 
vrith  the  knowledge  and  consent  of  the  defendant,  pass  with 
their  teams  and  wagons  aloug  said  portion  of  said  main 
track,  partially  on  said  main  track  and  partially  on  the  said 
land  so  claimed  and  possessed  by  defendant,  as  aforesaid, 
to  wit:  the  laud  adjacent  to  said  portion  of  said  main  track 
on  the  west ;  and  the  said  defendant,  ever  since  the  construc- 
tion of  said  main  track,  has  kept  and  maintained  the  way  so 
used  for  the  passage  of  teams  and  wagons,  including  the 
said  lauds  so  used  as  a  wagon  way  for  all  persons  having 
occasion  so  to  nse  the  same-" 

It  is  further  alleged  that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  defendant 
to  keep  said  planking  in  repair  so  as  to  afford  a  safe  means 
of  passage  for  teams  and  wagons,  and  the  breach  of  duty 
wiUi  which  the  defendant  is  charged  is  that  it  "did  not  nse 
due  and  proper  cure  to  keep  and  maintain  said  portion  of 
said  main  track  uud  the  land  immediately  adjacent  thereto 
on  the  west,  and  nsed  as  a  wagon  way  us  aforesaid  in  a  safe, 
secure  and  proper  condition,  so  as  to  enable  teams  and 
wagons  to  pass  upon  and  along  the  same  as  aforesaid,  but 
wholly  neglected  so  to  do,  and  so  neglecting  its  daty  did 
heretofore,  to  wit,  on  the  fifth  day  of  IJovember,  a.  d.  187S, 
carelessly  and  negligently  suffer  and  allow  the  said  portion 
of  said  main  track  and  the  land  immediately  adjacent  there-, 
to  on  the  west,  and  used  as  a  wagon  way  as  aforesaid,  to 
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fall  into  decay,  and  to  be  and  become  on  the  said  last  men- 
tioned  day  in  an  unsafd  and  improper  condition  for  teams 
and  wagons  to  pass  over  and  upon  the  same."  lu  conse- 
quence of  which  it  is  alleged,  the  plaintiGT  while  rightfally 
passing  with  a  loaded  wagon  partly -on  the  track  and  partly 
npon  the  planking  west  of  the  track  was  thrown  off,  and  in- 
jnred,  and  damaged  by  reason  of  one  of  the  wheels  of  hia 
ivogou,  without  any  fault  or  negligence  on  hia  part,  falling 
into  a  hole  in  the  planking  west  of  the  track. 

This  is  the  substance  of  the  complaint.  The  pass^e 
above  qnoted,  which  charges  a  breach  of  doty,  is  clear  and 
anambigaous.  The  defendant  is  charged  with  a  failure  to 
repair  the  planking  west  of  the  track,  suffering  it,  by  use 
Qnd  the  action  of  natural  causes,  to  fall  into  decay  and  thus 
become  unsafe.  This  is  the  charge  and  the  whole  charge, 
one  of  norirfeasance  merely,  and  not  of  any  miafeaaance, 
and  the  question  before  us  is  thus  narrowed  down  to  the 
inquiry  whether  the  facts  alleged  in  r^ard  to  the  coustruc- 
tion  and  use  of  the  way  are  safficieut  to  charge  the  defend- 
ant with  the  duty,  as  regards  the  plaintiff,  of  keeping  the 
strip  of  planking  west  of  the  track  in  repair. 

The  general  allegation  that  it  was  the  duty  of  defendant 
to  repair,  asserts  a  conclusion  of  law  merely,  and  the  de- 
murrer ought  to  hsTe  been  sustained  unless  the  tacts  alleged 
support  the  conclusion.  (Seymour  v.  Maddox,  71  E.  C.  L., 
330;  Gautret  v.  EgeHon,  Law  Bep.  2  C.  P.  371.)  Do  the 
facts  alleged  show  that  the  defendant  owed  the  plaintiff  the 
duty  of  doing  what  it  is  charged  with  having  omitted  to  do? 
Under  the  old  rule  of  construing  a  pleading  most  strongly 
against  the  pleader  it  certainly  does  not.  It  does  not 
clearly  appear  that  the  wagon-way  in  question  is  a  highway, 
nor  that  it  existed  before  the  railway  was  laid  dowu,  and 
both  these  facts  are,  in  our  view,  essential  in  this  case. 
The  plaintiff,  it  is  true,  contends  that  even  if  the  complaint 
should  be  held  to  mean  that  the  road  was  the  property  of 
the  defendant,  constructed  for  its  own  purposes,  aud  used 
by  others  by  the  mere  license  of  defendant,  that  still  enough 
is  alleged  to  show  a  good  cause  of  action.  But  to  this  we 
cannot  assent.     If  the  road  belonged  to  the  defendant  it  is 
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not  liable  to  the  plaintiff  for  a  failure  to  repair  Tinless  tbe 
road  n-aa  provided  as  a  means  of  aoceBS  or  passage  for  those 
having  btisiness  with  defendant,  and  the  plaintiff  was  nsing 
it  on  Buck  business.  {Iridemaur  v.  Dames,  Iaw  Rep.,  2 
C.  P.  311;  CarlUm  v.  Franconia  Co.,  99  Mass.  216,  and 
cases  cited.)  Tf  the  plaintiff  was  using  it  on  business  of 
his  own,  by  the  mere  license  of  the  defendant,  he  took  it 
■with  all  its  imperfections.  In  snch  ease  it  -wonld  be  neces- 
sary to  allege  and  prove  some  act  of  misfeaaance  on  the 
part  of  the  defendant,  each  as  placing  a  dangerous  obstruc- 
tion on  tbe  road  at  night,  or  nndermining  or  weakening  the 
■way  {Co7^7j  V.  EUl,  93  E.  C.  L.  556).  or  at  least  that  the  de- 
fendant, with  the  knowledge  of  the  evidence  of  some  latent 
defect  in  the  way,  had  failed  to  give  warning  under  such 
circumstances  as  to  indicate  malice.  {Qauir^  v.  Egrrton, 
8up-a.) 

This  complaint  fails  to  show  that  the  plaintiff  was  using 
the  road  on  business  of,  or  with  the  defendant,  or  that  it 
was  guilty  of  any  act  of  misfeasance  or  fraudulent  conceal- 
ment. Keither  do  the  facts  alleged  bring  the  case  within 
the  principle  decided  in  Sweeney  v.  Old  Colony  Boad,  10  Al- 
len, 368.  There  it  was  held  that  the  defendant  had  invited, 
allowed  and  induced  the  plaintiff  and  others  to  cross  its 
track  at  a  certain  point  by  constructing  a  thoroughfare 
and  stationing  a  fiagman  to  warn  all  persons  of  the  approach 
of  trains.  Tbe  flagman  motioned  to  the  plaintiff  to  cross 
-when  a  train  was  approaching,  when — as  was  assumed  for 
the  purposes  of  the  decision — he  knew,  and  the  plaintiff  did 
not  know,  that  it  was  dangerous  to  cross.  A  new  trial  was 
afterwards  granted  upon  the  ground  that  the  evidence  did 
not  establish  the  facts  assumed .  This,  however,  does  not 
detract  from  the  authority  of  the  decision,  and  its  correct- 
ness is  conceded.  It  stands  upon  the  same  principle  as 
some  of  the  cases  above  referred  to.  The  act  of  the  flag- 
man in  signaling  the  plaintiff  to  cross  when  he  knew  or 
ought  to  have  known  that  it  was  dangerous,  was  a  misfea- 
sance for  which  his  employer  was  held  responsible.  There 
is  nothing  in  the  case  to  countenance  the  notion  that  the 
mere  construction  of  a  road,  adapting  it  to  the  purposes  of 
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tnnsit,  renders  the  owner  liable  for  a  failare  to  repair  to 
flTerj  p«r8on  who  is  permitted,  without  remonstrance,  to  nse 
it.  The  case  of  Bobbins  t.  Jonea,  109  £.  G.  L.  221,  is  dis- 
tinctly to  the  contrary. 

Our  oonclasion  is,  that  on  the  assumption  that  the  road 
here  in  qaestion  was  the  property  of  the  defendant,  the 
complaint  fails  to  state  a  cause  of  action.  Bat  the  rule  of 
construing  pleadings  most  strongly  against  the  pleader  has 
been  replaced  in  this  state  by  the  more  liberal  rule  pre- 
scribed in  section  70  of  the  Practice  Act  (0.  L.  1133.)  This 
section  is  the  same  as  section  159  of  the  New  York  Code. 
The  result  of  the  decisions  in  that  state  seems  to  be  that  on 
a  general  demnrrer  the  allegations  of  a  complaint  will  be 
construed  as  liberally  in  favor  of  the  pleader  as,  before  the 
code,  they  would  have  been  construed  after  a  verdict  for 
the  plaintiff.  That  is,  they  will  be  construed  in  such  a 
sense  as  to  support  the  cause  of  action  or  the  defense. 
(Moak's  Van  Santvoord's  Fl.,  3d  ed.,  side  page  771  et  aeq. 
and  oases  cited.)  In  this  state  a  similar  doctrine  has  been 
declared  in  State  v.  Central  Pacific  Co.,  7  Nev.  103. 

Applying  this  role  of  cooatruction  to  the  allegations  of 
this  complaint,  it  may  be  held  to  mean  that  the  way  in 
question  was  the  private  way  of  some  porsos  other  than  the 
defendant,  or  that  it  was  a  highway. 

If  it  was  a  private  way  of  some  person  other  than  the  de- 
fendant, the  defendant  may  or  may  not  have  been  obliged 
to  keep  the  crossing  in  repair,  according  to  ciroumstancea. 
II  it  was  obliged  to  keep  it  in  repair  for  the  owner,  proba- 
bly it  would  be  liable  for  a  failare  to  repair,  not  only  to 
the  owner,  but  to  any  person  using  it  on  bosinesa  with  the 
owner,  or  on  bosioeBS  of  hia  own  with  the  owner's  permis- 
sion. Bat  there  is  nothing  in  the  complaint  to  show  that  it 
was  the  defendant's  dal;  to  repair  the  crossing  if  it  was  a 
private  way,  and  nothing  to  show  that  the  plaintiff  was  one 
of  those  who  had  a  right  to  claim  the  fulfillment  of  such 
duty  if  it  existed. 

If  it  was  a  highway  in  use  by  the  public  before  the  rail- 
way was  laid  down,  then  it  was  the  duty  of  the  defendant, 
as  to  all  the  world,  to  restore  and  preserve  that  part  of  the 
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rood  oooupied  bj  it  iii  sncb  condition  as  to  iifford  a  safe  and 
convenient  passive  for  wagons  and  teams.  Having  planked 
the  track,  the  defendant  wonid  have  heen  bound  to  exer- 
cise ordinary  care  iu  keeping  the  planking  safe.  This  obli- 
gation exists  probably  independently  of  any  statute,  but  if 
not,  it  is  clearly  imposed  by  the  statute  of  this  state.  (G. 
L.,  sec.  3442.)  It  may  or  may  not  have  been  necessary,  in 
order  to  make  a  safe  crossing,  to  extend  the  planking  upon 
the  laud  of  the  defendant  west  of  the  track;  but  whether  it 
was  or  not,  the  defendant  was  bound  to  keep  it  in  repair  to 
its  full  width.  The  persons  who  had  occasion  to  pass  over 
it  could  not  be  expected  to  know  exactly  what  portion  of  the 
planking  covered  the  original  roadway  and  what  portion  ex- 
tended beyond  it.  The  whole  of  it  was  held  out  to  the  pub- 
lic as  a  part  of  iiiG  crossing  which  it  was  the  defendant's 
duty  to  furnish,  and  it  was  liable  for  a  defect  existing  in 
any  part  through  its  fault  or  negligence.  The  principle 
upon  which  such  liability  would  rest  is  the  ground  of  the 
decision  in  Mlioit  v.  Pray,  10  Allen,  378;  Carllon  v.  J^ran- 
conia  Co.,  99  Mass.  216. 

Upon  these  grounds  we  conclude  that  if  the  allegations  of 
the  complaint  are  construed  to  mean  that  the  road  upon 
which  this  accident  happened  was  a  highway,  in  use  as  such 
before  the  construction  of  the  railway  (and  under  the  rule 
above  adverted  to  they  may  be  so  construed),  then,  and 
then  only,  do  they  show  a  good  cause  of  action.  Bat  it  has 
not  been  contended  by  counsel  here,  and  we  suppose  was 
not  contended  in  the  district  court,  that  the  complaint 
means,  or  was  intended  to  mean,  anything  of  the  kind.  On 
the  contrary,  the  only  ground  upon  which  it  is  contended 
that  the  defendant  la  liable,  is,  that  having  made  a  road  and 
allowed  everybody  to  use  it,  it  has  thereby  become  liable 
to  any  person  injured  by  a  defect  in  the  road  for  a  mere 
failure  to  repair.  This  position  we  consider  wholly  unten- 
able, and  although  the  complaint  might  be  so  oonetrued  as 
to  show  a  cause  of  action,  no  such  construction  haviug  been 
contended  for,  we  do  not  consider  it  any  reason  for  royen^ 
iug  the  judgment  of  the  district  court. 

The  judgment  is  affirmed. 
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itBBPOmE  TO  FETinOK  FOR  BEHEABIHO. 

Bj  th©  Court,  Beattt,  J. 

In  a  former  opinion  vre  held  that  the  complaint  in  this  case 
failed  to  stnte  a  oanse  of  action,  unless  it  should  be  con* 
stnied  to  mean  that  defendant  laid  its  track  upon  a  highway. 
That  it  might  be  so  constmed,  under  the  code,  was  con- 
ceded} bnt  having  been  led  to  beliere  that  the  plaintiff  re- 
lied upon  other  and  inconaistent  facts  to  sustain  his  action, 
ve  concluded  that  a  reversal  of  the  judgment  would  be  of 
no  advantage,  and  acoordinglj  afBrmed  it.  A  rehearing  was 
afterward  granted  upon  a  petition  showing  that  the  plaintiff 
expected  to  be  able  to  prove  a  highway.  On  the  argument 
counsel  for  appellant  again  arged  the  proposition  made  in 
the  original  brief,  and  contended  that  under  the  allegations 
of  the  complaint  be  could  prove  a  state  of  facts  that  would 
render  the  defendant  liable  for  a  failnre  to  repair  the  way  in 
question,  even  though  it  was  its  own  private  way. 

We  are  satisfied,  however,  that  in  this  position  the  au- 
thorities do  not  suetaiir  him,  and  we  refer  again  to  the  cases 
cited  in  our  former  opinion.  In  all  the  cases  cited  in  op- 
positioD  to  our  views  as  therein  expressed,  the  principle 
upon  which  the  defendants  were  held  liable  was  that  th^ 
Lad  been  gaiXty  of  some  act  of  commission  by  which  others 
were  eudangered.  This  is  as  true  of  that  class  of  oases  in 
which  damages  have  been  allowed  for  injuries  to  children 
caused  by  dangerous  machines  or  instrnmenta  left  in  their 
way  as  it  is  of  any  of  the  other  oases. 

If  a  man  leaves  a  roachiue  which  he  knows  to  be  danger- 
ous where  it  is  accessible  to  children,  whose  childish  in- 
stincts will  impel  them  to  meddle  with  it  he  sets  a  dangei^ 
ons  trap  for  children  and  is  justly  held  accountable  for  the 
injury  that  ensues.  And  so  does  a  man  set  a  dangerous  trap 
who  leaves  car  trucks  Btauding  near  the  crossing  of  a  track 
without  setting  the  brakes.  But  a  man  who  permits  others 
to  use  his  private  way  is  not  bound  at  his  peril  to  keep  it 
in  repair.  He  will  be  liable  for  the  consequences  if  he 
places  a  dangerous  and  hidden  obstmotion  in  the  way,  and 
Vol.  xm— 13.  , 
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on  the  same  principle  be  ma;  be  liable  if,  with  knowledge 
of  the  existence  of  some  latent  defect  in  the  vaj,  he  fails  to 
warn  those  who  have  been  ocoastomed  to  hbo  it,  or  who  may 
be  indaced  to  doso  byits  having  the  appearance  orrepntation 
of  being  a  highway.  In  such  case,  however,  these  materia) 
facts  mast  be  pleaded.  Thej  cannot  be  proved  nnder  an 
allegation  of  neglect  to  repair.  The  liability  does  not  grow 
oat  of  the  failnre  to  repair,  bnt  arises  from  the  frandalent 
concealment  indicating  malice.  The  case  of  Knare^)orough 
V.  Tlie  Seeclter  Company,  3  Sawyer,  C,  C.  E.  446,  is  not  in 
conflict  with  this  proposition,  but,  on  the  contrary,  sustains 
it.  In  that  case,  knowledge  of  the  defect  on  the  part  of  the 
defendant  was  not  easential  to  its  liability,  and  that  was  all 
that  was  decided.  All  that  was  said,  apart  from  the  point 
decided,  was  to  the  effect  that  knowledge  may  be  proved 
nuder  a  general  allegation  of  negligence  where  it  is  merely 
an  element  of  the  negligence  to  be  proved,  bnt  not  where  it 
is  essential  to  defendant's  liability,  as  it  is  here,  on  the  aa- 
snmption  that  plaintiff  was  injured  while  using  the  defend- 
ant's private  way  on  business  of  his  own. 

There  is  no  constmction  of  this  complaint  which  shows 
any  cause  of  action  against  the  defendant  unless  it  is  held  to 
mean  that  the  track  was  laid  upon  a  highway.  Allowing  it 
that  construction  it  does  show  a  cause  of  action,  and  npon 
that  ground  alone  the  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  re- 
versed, with  directions  to  overrule  the  demorrer,  with  leave 
to  the  defendant  to  a

— Two  auita  were  bronght  agkhut  the 
Consolidated  Vtrgmia  Mining  Company,  and  two  agaiut  the  Califoniia 
Mining  Companj,  for  delinquencM  and  penalties  for  the  non-pftjment  of 
toxea.     The  complaint  and  sDinmonB  in  each  case  woto  aerred  npon  J. 
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G.  F&ir,  the  managing  agent  ol  each  corpotation.  He  delivered  the 
same  to  the  regularly  retained  attotney  for  both  corporationi,  with  the 
request  that  the  papers  should  be  properly  attended  to.  The  attorney 
appeared  and  filed  a  demnrrer  in  one  of  the  auits  againat  the  Contoli- 
^ted  Viiginik  Mining  Company,  and  also  in  one  of  the  iaita  against 
the  California  Mining  Company.  Defaults  were  regularly  entered  in 
each  of  the  other  saita.  The  attorney  ot  the  corporation  makes  an  aEB- 
davit  that  he  had  never  known  or  heard  of  bat  one  snit  against  each 
corporstioD,  and  had  no  recollection  of  bnt  one  complaint  and  muomoas 
having  been  left  with  him ;  that  while  nnable  to  state  positively  that 
bat  one  complaint  and  autnmoni  was  left,  he  aven  unqualifiedly  that  if 
more  than  one  was  left  he  did  not  apprehend  it  at  the  time;  and  that  if 
he  hod  koown  that  more  than  one  was  left  he  woald  have  appeared  and 
filed  a  demurrer  in  each  snit,  as  the  questions  to  be  litigated  wore  the 
some  in  each  action :  ITtld,  that  the  tailnre  of  the  attorney  to  appear  in 
botb  actions  was  an  honest  mistake,  without  fraud  or  negligeace  on  the 
port  of  the  oorporations,  their  saperintendent,  or  attorney,  and  that  the 
facts  stated  in  the  affidavits,  presented  on  motion  to  set  aside  the  de- 
faults, made  ont  a  case  of  ezcnsable  neglect.

iDEH— ExnTUHO  ArmiAvrrs. — The  affidavits  used  on  motion  to  set  aside 
default,  were  simply  entitled  "  State  of  Nevada,  Storey  County;"  fffM, 
that  inasmuch  as  the  affidavits  iotelhgibly  referred  to  the  respective 
actions,  the  fact  that  they  were  not  properly  entitled  therein  was  ini- 
msteriaL 

OBracnoHS — Whz9  kcst  bb  Made  ts  thb  Coubt  beuiw.— Technical  ob- 
jections to  the  introduction  of  papera  or  to  the  form  of  an  order,  which 
conld  readily  have  been  cured  if  taken  in  the  conrt  below,  will  not  be 
considered  for  the  first  time  in  the  appellate  court.

I.  The  affidavits  used  in  sapport  of  the  motion  -were  not 
entitled  in  any  canse,  nor  in  any  ooart;  nor  did  they  intel- 
ligibly refer  to  any  canse  pending  or  determined  in  any 
conrt;  nor  did  they  set  ont  any  facts  from  which  the  court 
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could  infer  tbat  n  default  had  been  entered  in  any  specifio 
cause  or  court.  (Pi&e  v.  Powers,  1  How.  Pr.  53;  HtghamT. 
Haijea,  2  Id.  27;  Whipplev.  WilUarm,  1  Mich.  115;  ^ritoMv.

II.  Tiie  order  was  made  witbout  the  condition  precedent 
required  by  the  statute.

IV.  The  record  discloses  a  good  and  perfect  service  in 
each  case  against  each  company  and  against  each  mining 
claim,  under  sections  3155  and  3233,  Compiled  Laws.  The 
publication  in  the  newspaper  constituted  a  complete  per- 
sonal service  as  to  the  defendant  corporation,  and  the  post- 
ing of  the  copies  of  those  published  notices  on  the  mining 
chiim  created  a  good  service  against  the  realty. 

V.  The  affidavits  as  to  a  statement  of  a  defense  on  the 
merits,  are  wholly  Insufficient.  (Freeman  on  Judgments, 
sec.  108;  BmmitUv.

VI.  Where  a  default  is  regular,  defendant  cannot  be

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penalty  or  iorfeitnre,  or  wliich  are  not  entitled  to  tbe  favor 
of  the  oonrt.  (Freeman  oa  Judgmenta,  sec,  108;  King  v.

C.  J.  HUlyer,  for  Bespoodent. 

The  failare  to  plead  was  not  the  result  of  any  negligence 
or  inatientioD  on  the  part  of  the  defendants,  their  agent,  or 
attorney,  or  of  any  failure  on  the  part  of  either  to  do  all 
that  is  usual  and  proper  for  prudent  men  to  do  under 
similar  circumatancea.  The  failare  was  the  result  of  an 
accident,  seemingly  imaToidable  by  the  exercise  of  ordinary 
and  proper  diligence,  even  at  the  present  time  inexplicable, 
and  of  such  unoaoal  character  that  it  wonld  be  most  un- 
reasonable to  apprehend  its  repetition.  There  is  no  sub- 
ject-matter in  reference  to  which  appellate  jurisdiction  is 
exercised  with  so  mnch  deference  to  the  opinion  and  action 
of  the  inferior  court  as  that  of  relieving  from  defaults  on 
the  ground  of  accident,  surprise,  inadvertence,  or  excusable 
negligence.  (Howe  v.  Coldren,  i  Nev,  171;  Harper  y.  Mai- 
lony,  4  Id.  447;  and  cases  cited  in  dissenting  opinion; 
Cmile?/  V.  Chedk,  7  Id.  340;  JVooilivard  v.  Backus,  20  C.d. 
137;  Francis  y.  Cox,  33  Id.  323;  41  Id.  20;  46  Id.  63;  14 
Johns.  342;  5  How.  Pr.  461;  9  Abb.  Pr.  160;  Wait's  Pr. 
vol.  3,  p.  665. )  ItcB  judicata  is  a  meritorious  defense.  (10 
Abb.  Pr.  64.) 

By  the  Court,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

These  cases,  presenting  precisely  the  same  questions, 
were  arf^ned,  and  will  be  decided  together. 

The  records  show  that  on  the  twenty-Hfth  of  June,  1877, 
the  plaintiff,  the  State  of  Nevada,  brought  four  suits,  two 
against  the  defendant,  the  Consolidated  Virginia  mining 
company,  and  two  against  the  defendant,  the  California 
mining  company,  for  the  recovery  of  certain  alleged  delin- 
quencies and  penalties  claimed  to  be  due  on  account  of  de- 
linquent taxes  for  two  quarter  years.  The  complaint  and 
summons  in  each  suit  were  regularly  served  upon  J.  G. 
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Fair,  the  maaaging  agent  and  superiQteDdent  of  the  defend- 
uata,  by  the  sheriff  of  Storej  cooBty,  on  the  twenty-omth 
day  of  Jane,  1877. 

The  defGndunts  appeared  and  filed  a  demnrrer  in  ooe  of 
the  suits  against  the  Cousolldated  Virginia  mining  corn- 
puny,  and  in  one  of  the  suits  against  the  California  mining 
company,  and  made  default  in  each  of  the  other  suits. 
Judgment  having  been  entered  by  default  in  these  suits  the 
defendants  appeared,  and  moved  the  court  to  set  the  judg- 
ments aside,  and  to  open  the  defaults.  lu  support  of  these 
motions,  the  defendants  presented  the  affidavita  of  J.  Ot. 
Fair,  the  superintendent  of  defendants;  C.  J.  Hillyer,  the 
attorney  for  defendants,  and  A.  H.  Bicketts,  a  clerk  in  the 
office  of  said  attorney.  The  court  granted  the  motion,  and 
the  plaintiff  appeals. 

The  affidavit  of  the  superintendent  shows  that  irhen  he 
was  served  with  the  copies  of  complaints  and  summons  he 
took  them,  according  to  his  usual  custom,  to  C.  J.  HiUyer, 
an  attorney  regularly  employed  on  a  salary  to  attend  to  the 
legal  business  of  said  defendants,  and  left  them  with  said 
attorney  after  making  the  request  that  they  should  receive 
proper  attention.  He  "remembers  well  there  was  more 
than  one  complaint,  but  whether  or  not  there  were  more 
than  two  he  does  not  remember;  but  he  is  confident  he 
delivered  to  the  attorney  all  the  papers  served  upon  him  by 
the  sheriff."  After  being  assured  by  the  attorney  that  the 
papers  wduld  be  attended  to  he  left  the  attorney's  office, 
and  shortly  thereafter  wrote  to  the  president  and  board  of 
trustees  of  the  respective  companies  in  San  Francisco,  Culi- . 
fomia,  that  suits  had  been  commenced  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes,  and  that  the  papers 
had  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  their  attorney,  with  insla-uo- 
tions  to  defend  the  same.  He  further  says  "that  he  is 
informed  by  his  attorney,  who  is  familiar  with  all  the  facts, 
and  fully  believes  that  each  of  said  companies  has  a  good 
and  meritorious  defense  to  the  certain  cause  of  action  in 
the  respective  suits  in  which  a  default  has  been  entered." 

The  affidavit  of  C.  J.  Hillyer  affirms  the  statements  made 
by  the  superintendent  in  respect  to  his  connection  with  the 
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snits.  He  states  that  antil  Sunday,  tlie  tenth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1877  (after  the  judgments  b;  defaalt  had  been 
entered),  he  liad  never  known  or  heard  of  more  than  one 
snit  against  each  of  said  compimies  for  the  collection  of 
penalties  excluaively,  to  wit,  the  two  snits  in  which  demnr- 
ters  were  filed;  that  a  copy  of  the  complaint  and  summons 
in  one  suit  against  the  Consolidated  Virginia  Mining  Co. 
to  recover  thirteen  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-one 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  and  one  suit  commenced 
against  the  California  Mining  Co.  to  recover  fifteen  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  three  dollars  and  thirty  cents,  were 
brought  to  him  by  the  superintendent  of  the  defendants  on 
the  twenty-ninth  day  of  June,  1877;  that  about  the  eighth 
day  of  July,  being  about  to  go  to  San  Francisco,  he  made 
a  draft  of  a  demurrer  to  each  of  said  complaints,  and  gave 
the  same  to  his  clerk,  with  iustmotions  to  make  two  copies 
in  each  case,  and  file  one  with  the  clerk  and  serve  the  other 
on  the  district  attorney  (which  the  affidavit  of  the  clerk 
shows  was  done) ;  that  he  has  no  recollection  of  ever  having 
seen  or  had  in  his  possession  either  of  the  complaints  or 
any  other  papers  in  either  of  the  suits  in  which  defaults 
were  entered;  "  that  while,  from  the  nature  of  the  case,  he 
cannot  affirm  positively  that  no  such  papers  were  ever 
shown  him,  he  can  state  unqualifiedly  that  if  so  he  did  not 
apprehend  it  at  the  time,  and  that  he  never  had  a  suspicion 
that  those  suits  had  been  commenced  until  he  learned  it  by 
telegram  of  Saturday  last  from  Mr.  Fair.  In  corroboration 
of  the  belief  that  such  papers  were  not  in  his  possession, 
affiant  states  that  neither  himself  nor  any  other  person,  to 
his  knowledge,  has  ever  had  any  occasion  to  remove  from 
his  office  any  papers  connected  with  these  tax  suits,  and 
that  immediately  after  learning  of  the  judgments  by  default, 
affiant  made  a  thorough  search  through  all  the  papers  in 
his  office,  and  that  none  connected  with  any  suits  for  penal- 
ties, except  the  two  in  which  demurrers  had  been  filed, 
were  found." 

"Aidant  further  says  that  had  he  known  of  the  commence- 
ment of  the  said  suits  he  would  have  filed  therein  at  the 
pi-oper  time  demurrers  in  the  same  form  as  those  actually 
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filed  in  the  other  two  suite,  commenced  oq  the  Bame  day, 
the  questions  to  be  litigated  in  each  cose  being  substan- 
tiall;  the  same." 

"Affiant  further  says  that  be  is  familiar  with  all  the  facts 
upon  ^vhich  a  recovery  is  sought  in  said  action,  and  fully 
believes,  and  has  so  stated  to  the  defendants,  that  the  de- 
fendants have  a  good  and  meritorious  defense  to  each  of 
said  actions,  and  are  not  in  fact  liable  for  any  portion  of  the 
amount  therein  claimed,  and  also  that  the  subject-matter  of 
said  action  is  rea  adjudicala,  and  that  this,  in  the  opinion  of 
afBant,  eofficiently  appears  on  the  face  of  the  complaints, 
but  if  Dot,  that  it  can  be  made  fully  to  appear  by  answer," 

"Affiant  further  says  that  there  is  not,  and  has  not  been, 
any  desire  oo  the  part  of  defendants  to  delay  a  hearing  in 
said  action  upon  the  merits." 

A.  H.  Kicketts  deposes  and  says,  after  confirming  the 
statements  of  Mr.  HiUyer  as  to  the  instructions  about  the 
preparation  and  filiug  of  the  demurrers  iu  the  two  suits,  and 
the  performance  of  that  duty  upon  his  part  pursuant  to  said 
instructions,  "  that  neither  from  Mr.  Hillyer,  nor  from  any 
other  source  did  he  learn,  or  have  any  reason  to  suspect 
that  any  more  than  two  actions  were  then  pending  for  taxes 
against  said  corbpanies  in  which  pleadings  had  not  been 
filed;  that  he  first  learned  that  four  actions,  instead  of  two, 
hail  been  commenced  in  the  month  of  June,  after  judgment 
by  default  had  been  entered  in  two  of  said  causes  on  the 
seventh  instant;  that  on  learning  this  and  being  satisfied 
that  there  had  been  some  mistake,  and  thinking  it  possi- 
ble that  Mr.  Hillyer  might  either  have  overlooked  the 
papers  or  have  neglected  to  give  instructions  in  relation  to 
them  he,  in  the  absence  of  Mr.  Hillyer,  who  was  in  San 
Francisco,  examined  Uioroughly  the  legal  papers  in  his 
office  and  found  there  two  copies  of  complaints  filed  June 
tweuty-fitth,  with  summons  attached,  and  no  papers  what- 
ever in  relation  to  any  other  suits  for  tax  penalties,  and 
affiant  is  confident  no  such  papers  were  iu  the  office. 
The  copies  of  complaints  found  were  both  for  the  recovery 
of  penalties  for  non-payment  of  tax  for  the  qaarter  ending 
December  31,  1876." 
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We  think  these  affidavits  presented  Bnfficieat  facts  to  aa- 
thorize  the  coart  to  set  aside  the  judgmeDt  obtained  by 
default,  and  to  open  the  defaults  a»d  allov  defendants  to  ap- 
pear and  interpose  any  defense  tbej  might  have. 

It  is  very  trne,  as  vas  argued  by  appellant's  connsel,  that 
there  is  no  satisfactory  proof  as  to  what  became  of  the  two 
misaiug  oomplaints  and  eammons.  The  retam  and  affidavit 
of  the  sheriff  is  positive  that  he  did  personally  seiTe  the 
superintendeet  with  foar  copies,  one  in  each  snit,  on  the 
tweDty-Diuth  day  of  June,  1877.  It  was  the  duty  of  the 
superintendent  to  deliver  these  copies  to  the  attorney  for 
the  defendants,  and  he  is  confident  that  he  did  so  deliver aZf 
the  papers  that  were  served  upon  him.  If  so,  there  was  uo 
fanlt  or  negligence  on  his  part.  The  attorney  seems  to  have 
acted  in  good  faith.  It  may  have  been  nn  oversight  on  his 
part  in  not  immediately  examining  all  the  papers  brought 
by  Mr.  Fair,  instead  of  simply  examining  "  one  of  the  com- 
plaints for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  geueral  nature  of  the 
suit,"  but  certainly  it  was  not  such  an  act  of  negligence  in 
omitting  to  do  eo,  at  that  time,  .as  would  authorize  the  court 
to  refuse  to  open  up  the  default  upon  this  ground  merely. 
The  defendants,  notwithstandin ;  the  fact  of  a  perfect  serv- 
ice having  been  made  by  publication,  in  addition  to  the 
personal  service  npoa  the  superintendent,  had  the  right  to 
believe,  from  the  letter  of  their  superintendent,  that  their 
attorney  wonld  file  the  necessary  papers  in  all  the  suits, 
fiat  without  noticing  all  the  points  urged  by  the  district  at^ 
tomey  in  his  brief,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the  fact  that  the 
defendants  appeared  in  two  of  the  cases  shows  oouclu- 
sively  that  their  attorney  was  ignorant  of  the  existence  of 
the  otber  two  snits,  and  that  it  was  owing  to  on  honeat  mis- 
take which  occurred  in  some  unexplained  manner,  without 
any  positive  fault  or  negligence  upon  his  part,  or  upon  the 
part  of  the  defendants  or  any  of  their  agents,  that  demur- 
rers were  not  filed  in  all  the  suits.  Thero  is  no  reason  why 
demnrrers  should  have  been  iuterposed  in  the  two  cases 
and  DOt  in  the  others.  The  suits  were  identical  in  charac- 
ter, and  if  any  defense  could  be  made  in  one  it  could  iu  all. 
The  facts  here,  although  of  an  entirely  different  nature,  are 
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as  strong  in  faTOT  of  setting  aside  the  judgment  and  open- 
log  the  default  as  in  Sotoe  v.  Cddren,  4  Kev.  171,  and  the 
decision  in  that  cose  npoa  the  facts  was  expressly  ooncorred 
in  by  the  court  iu  Hai-per  t.  Hcdloi-y,  Id.  447;  but  a  major- 
ity of  the  members  of  tiie  court  dissented  from  some  of  the 
reasons  given  in  HotiK  v.  Coldren,  upon  the  general  subject 
of  opening  defaults. 

It  is  difficult  to  establish  a  rule  upon  this  subject  that 
would  be  applicable  to  all  cases,  as  every  case  must  neces- 
sarily be  determined  upon  its  own  peculiar  facts.  We  think 
the  facts  in  these  cases,  ug  presented  in  tbe  affidavits  refer- 
red to,  bring  the  defendants  within  the  rule  of  the  statula 
which  authorizes  tbe  court,  "upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
just,  and  upon  payment  of  costs,"  to  "relieve  a  party,  or 
his  legal  representatives,  from  a  judgment,  order,  or  other 
proceeding  taken  against  him  through  his  mistake,  inadvert- 
ence, surprise  or  excusable  neglect"  (1  Comp.  Laws,  1131), 
and  are  of  opinion  that  the  action  of  the  court  below  ia 
opening  the  defaults  should  be  sustained. 

The  affidavits  as  to  the  merits  are,  in  onr  judgment,  suffi- 
cient. (Sowe  v.  Coldren,  supra;  Woodiaard  v.  Backua,  20 
Cal.  137;  IravcU  v.  Cox,  33  Oal.  323.) 

The  affidavits  were  prepared  to  be  used,  and  were  used, 
in  the  two  cases  wherein  the  defaults  had  been  entered.  The 
fact  that  they  were  not  properly  entitled  in  these  actions  is 
immaterial,  ag  they  do  intelligibly  refer  to  the  respective 
actions  in  which  the  defaults  were  entered.  (1  Comp.  Laws, 
1568.)  Sut  if  the  objection  of  appellaat  possessed  any  merit, 
it  should  have  been  made  in  tbe  court  below,  and  not  urged 
for  the  first  time  in  the  appellate  court.  (Longabavgh  v.  K 
and  T.  R.  Co.,  9  Nev.  292.) 

The  form  of  the  order  is  also  objected  to  by  appellant. 
The  court  made  the  orders  setting  aside  the  defaults  and 
opening  the  judgments,  and  added:  "It  is  further  ordered 
by  tlie  court  that  said  defendants  do  pay  the  costs  of  this 
proceeding,"  instead  of  granting  the  relief,  upon  the  pay- 
ment of  costs,  in  the  language  of  the  statute.  This  objec- 
tion, like  the  last,  might  readily  have  been  cured  if  taken 
in  the  court  below  at  tbe  time  die  order  was  made,  and  for 
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the  reasoDB  stated  in  Longabangh  v.  F.  and  T.  R.  Co.,  supra, 
cannot  be  urged  for  the  first  time  in  tLe  appellate  court. 

The  orders  appealed  from  are  affirmed,  and  the  dietrict 
conrt  -will  fix  a  reasonable  time  within  irLioh  the  respective 
defendants  will  be  allowed,  upon  the  payment  of  the  costs 
in  these  proceedings  in  the  court  below,  to  plead  to  the 
respective  complaints.  Each  parl^  to  pa;  its  own  coets  oo 
appeal.

C.  J-  RUlijer,  foi  Appellant  (on  the  merits). 

By  the  Bct  of  1871,  the  collection  of  taxes  on  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  miuea  must  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  taxes  npon  other  personal  property.  (Stat,  of  1871,  p.  90, 
sec.  10.)  The  judgment  is  erroneous  in  including  the  ten 
per  c^ot.  penalty  in  addition  to  the  penalty  of  twenty-flve 
per  cent.  In  the  original  revenae  act  of  1864-5,  and  the 
amendments  thereto,  previous  to  1871,  the  intention  is  ap- 
parent to  provide  a  complete  and  distinct  s;stem  of  assess- 
iug  and  collecting  the  tax  on  the  proceeds  of  the  mines. 
(Comp.  Laws.  pp.  214  to  221.)  Id  this  portion  of  the  act 
nothing  is  said  of  a  penalty  of  ten  per  cent.  The  relative 
order  of  tlie  several  acts  to  be  performed  is  substaatially 
the  same  as  in  the  pravions  portion  of  the  law  in  respect  to 
other  property,  and  following  this  order  a  section  in  refer- 
ence to  this  ten  per  cent,  should  Lave  been  inserted  betweea 
sections  12  and  22.  Its  omission  is  evidently  intentional. 
The  law  of  1871  is  equally  silent  in  relation  to  it.  In  fact, 
in  all  the  statutes  concerning  revenue,  this  ten  per  cent, 
penalty  is  only  mentioned  or  referred  to  in  three  places: 
first,  in  sec.  24  of  the  revenue  act  (Comp.  Laws,  188); 
second,  in  sec.  30  of  same  act  (Comp.  Laws,  191) ;  and  third, 
iu  the  act  of  1873  (Comp.  Laws,  222).  The  purpose  of  the 
act  of  1873  was  to  impose  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  per  cent, 
and  DOt  this  penalty  of  ten  per  cent.  This  is  indicated  by 
its  title  and  shown  by  the  language  of  the  enactment.  It 
does  not  impose  or  attempt  to  enforce  the  ten  per  cent, 
penalty.  No  intention  is  sbowa  to  impose  a  penalty  of  ten 
per  cent.,  uor  to  recognize  this  penalty,  except  so  far  as 
theretofore   imposed   by  the  revenue   laws.      It    imposes 
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twenty-five  per  cent.,  and  leaves  the  ten  per  cent,  to  staod 
as  fixed  bj  previoas  lejgiBlatioa. 

Lewis  &  Deal,  for  Begpoadeot. 

The  tax  on  the  proceeds  of  mioes  is  collectible  every 
quarter.  {State  v.  Eureka  Con.  M.  Co.,  8  Nev.  15.)  The  ten 
per  cent,  penalty  was  properly  added  to  the  jadgment.  The 
intention  of  the  legielatnre  controls  even  against  the  express 
language.  (Booney  v.  Buddaiid,  4  Nev.  45.)  The  act  of 
1873,  p.  169,  clearly  imposes  it  in  all  cases  when  suit  is 
brought  in  the  district  ooort.  That  act  certainly  applies  to 
all  cases  where  suits  are  first  brought  in  the  district  court, 
and  the  amount  exceeds  three  hundred  dollars.  As  this  act 
is  an  independent  one,  not  purporting  to  amend  any  par- 
ticular law,  it  certainly  cannot  be  said  that  its  language  does 
not  embrace  suits  for  the  collection  of  mining  taxes  us  well 
as  any  other.  If  the  twenty-five  per  cent,  penalty  applies  to 
the  mining  tax  in  all  soits  bron^t  in  the  district  court  for 
taxes,  then  the  ten  per  cent,  is  equally  to  be  collected,  for 
the  same  language  which  makes  the  twenty^five  per  cent, 
applicable  to  the  mining  tax,  equally  imposes  the  ten  per 
cent.  The  clear  meaning  of  the  act  is  that  in  every  suit  tor 
taxes,  whether  the  tax  be  a  mining  tax  or  not,  Uiere  shall 
be  collected  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  per  cent,  in  addition  to 
the  ten  percent,  provided  by  or  mentioned  in  the  then  exist- 
ing revenue  laws. 

By  the  Court,  Leonaiid,  J. : 

This  action  was  commenced  in  the  first  judicial  district 
conrt  against  the  California  mining  company  and  the  min- 
ing claim  described  in  the  complaint,  to  recover  a  state  tax 
of  thirty-threo  thousand  six  hundred  twentry-four  dollars  and 
one  cent. ;  a  county  tax  of  fourteen  thonsond  nine  hundred 
forty-fonr  dollars  and  one  cent. ;  a  school  tax  of  five  thou- 
sand six  hundred  and  fourdollars,  and  a  railroad  bond  tax  of 
eighteen  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  and  one 
cent. ;  amounting  in  all  to  the  sum  of  seventy-two  thousand 
eight  hnndred  and  fif^-two  dollars  and  three  cents,  in 
United  States  gold  coin,  alleged  to  be  dae  from  defendants 
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to  pl&intiff,  under  the  revenae  lawa  of  this  state  regolating 
tasatioD  of  the  proceeds  of  mines  coDtaining  precions  metals, 
on  acooant  of  twenty-nine  thoasaod  one  hondred  and  twenty 
tons  of  gold  and  silver-bearing  ores  assessed  at  one  hundred 
fifty-five  dollars  per  ton,  and  extracted  from  the  mine  de- 
scribed in  tbecompluiot,  during  tbe  quarter  of  the  year  com- 
mencing April  1,  1876,  and  ending  Jane  30,  1876;  also  the 
additional  sum  of  seven  thousand  two  hnndred  and  eighty- 
five  dollars  and  twenty  cents,  tbe  same  being  ten  per  centum 
of  tbe  said  tax,  alleged  to  be  due  as  a  penalty  for  non-pay- 
ment of  the  tax  aa  required  by  law;  and  the  further  sum  of 
eighteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars,  the 
same  being  an  additional  penalty  of  twenty-five  per  centum 
of  said  tax  for  non-payment  of  the  tax  as  reqaired  by  law, 
making  in  all  the  sum  of  ninety-eight  thonsand  three  hnn- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents,  besides  costs. 

Defendants  answered  to  the  complaint  and,  among  other 
things,  denied  that  tbe  tax  mentioned  in  tbe  complaint  waa 
delinqaent  or  due  at  the  time  the  action  was  commenced, 
and  alleged  that  the  action  was  prematurely  brongbt.  De- 
fendants denied  that  the  levy  and  assessment  of  the  taxes 
were  legally  made;  denied  that  at  the  commencement  of  the 
action,  or  at  any  other  time,  either  of  the  defendants  had 
become  liable  to  pay  as  taxes  the  amount  specified  in  the 
complaint  or  any  other  amount,  or  the  sums  claimed  to  be 
duo  as  penalties  or  percentage,  or  any  part  of  said  sums. 

PlaintifT,  by  its  attorneys,  demurred  to  tbe  answer  on  the 
grounds:  Fii^t,  that  none  of  the  material  allegations  of  the 
complaint  were  denied  by  the  answer;  second,  that  the  new 
matter  set  up  in  the  answer  did  not  constitute  »  defense  to 
plaintiff's  cause  of  action,  set  out  in  its  complaint,  either  in 
whole  or  part;  third,  that  the  defense  set  out  in  the  af- 
firmative matter  in  the  answer  constitated  no  defense  to  the 
recovery  of  the  tax  under  the  statute  of  this  state — no  snch 
defense  being  allowed. 

The  demnrrer  was  sustained,  and  defendants  refnsing  to 
amend,  judgm^it  was  rendered  and  entered  against  defend- 
ant, tbe  California  mining  company,  for  ninefy-eight  tboa- 
aond  three  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  twenty  cents — 
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the  tax  and  penalties  alleged  ia  tlie  complaint  to  be  dae; 
also  for  four  thonsand  nine  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollius 
and  ninety  cents,  the  amoont  of  costs  taxed  in  the  caee, 
making  iu  all  the  sam  of  one  hundred  and  three  thousand 
two  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  and  ten  cents,  in  United 
States  gold  coin.  Separate  judgment  for  the  same  amounts 
was  also  rendered  and  entered  against  the  mine  described 
in  the  complaint.  Defendants  appeal  from  the  judgcaenta. 
The  true  amouDt  of  the  tax  and  penalties  claimed  was 
ninety-eight  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and 
twenty  cents,  but  their  amount  as  stated  iu  tlie  judgments, 
and  for  which  jadgments  were  rendered,  was  only  ninety- 
eight  tliousand  three  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  twenty 
cents.  Howerer,  the  error  is  in  defendants'  favor  and  they 
cannot  complain. 

The  attorneys  of  record  in  the  conrt  below  were  the  dis- 
trict attorney  of  Storey  connty  and  Messrs.  Lewis  &  Deal 
for  the  state,  and  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hiilyer  and  B.  S.  Mesick 
for  the  defend  ants.  Judgment  was  rendered  March  16, 1877, 
and  this  appeal  was  taken  March  26,  1877.  On  the  first 
day  of  the  Jaly  term  of  this  court,  the  cause  was  set  down 
for  argument  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  July,  1877.  On  the 
twent^first  day  of  July,  1877,  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hiilyer  and 
Lewis  &  Deal,  representing  the  respective  parties,  appeared 
in  open  conrt,  and  consented  to  dispense  with  oral  argu- 
ment, and  to  submit  the  case  on  briefs  of  counsel.  It  was 
thereupon  ordered,  that  the  cose  be  so  submitted;  that 
counsel  for  appellants  shonld  have  fifteen  days  in  which  to 
file  brief,  and  connsel  for  respondent,  ten  days  thereafter 
to  reply. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  July,  1877,  F.  V.  Drake,  Esq., 
district  attorney  of  Storey  county,  served  upon  counsel  for 
appellants  a  notice  "that  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  July, 
1877,  at  ten  o'clock  A.  H.,  and  before  the  hearing  of  said 
appeal,  the  respondent,  by  its  attorneys,  would  move  the 
court  to  dismiss  this  appeal  with  costs,  on  the  gionnil  that 
the  appellants  had  failed  and  neglected  to  file  an  andertak- 
ing  on  appeal  in  said  cause,  as  by  law  required." 

On  the   thirty-first  day  of  July,  1877,  at  the  time  and 
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place  stated  in  the  notice,  the  district  attorney  appeared  in 
court  and  argaed  his  motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal.  The 
attomey^^eneral  has  not  at  ooy  time  appeared  in  person  in 
this  oonrt,  nor  has  he,  in  person,  taken  part  in  any  of  the 
proceedings  affecting  this  case.  The  consent  to  submit  the 
case  on  its  merits  npon  briefs  to  be  filed,  was  given  by 
Messrs.  Lewis  &  Deal  on  one  side,  and  0.  J.  Hillyer  on  the 
other;  and  the  motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal  was  argued, 
and  the  written  notice  thereof  signed,  by  the  district  attor- 
ney alone.  At  the  argament  of  the  motion  to  dismiss, 
neither  of  the  attorneys  for  appellants  was  present  in  court, 
and  no  notice  is  taken  of  the  motion  in  their  brief.  In 
accordance  with  the  order  of  the  conrt,  Messrs.  0.  J.  Hill- 
yer, for  appellants,  and  Lewis  &  Deal,  for  respondeat,  filed 
briefs  npou  the  merits  of  the  case.  And  although  we  in- 
tend to  decide  the  motion  to  dismiss  upon  its  merits, 
because  of  an  apparent  misunderstanding  between  connsel 
for  respondent,  still,  it  seems  proper  to  consider  it  in  the 
light  of  the  facts,  in  connection  with  rule  viii,  of  thia 
conrt,  which  reads  as  follows; 

"Exceptions  to  the  transcript,  statement,  the  undertak- 
ing on  appeal,  notice  of  appeal,  or  to  its  service  or  proof  of 
service,  or  any  technical  objection  to  the  record  affecting 
the  right  of  the  appellant  to  be  heard  on  the  points  of  errors 
assigned,  must  be  taken  at  the  first  term  after  the  transcript 
is  filed,  and  must  be  noted  in  writing,  and  filed,  at  least  one 
day  before  the  ai^nment,  or  they  will  be  disregarded.  In 
such  coses,  the  objection  must  be  presented  to  the  court 
before  the  argument  on  its  merits." 

The  district  attorney  does  not  claim  that  it  would  be  just 
to  appellant  to  allow  counsel  for  respondent  to  argue  a  case 
on  its  merits,  and  thus  debar  the  former  of  the  privilege  of 
correcting  the  undertaking,  and  then  permit  the  latter  to 
move  a  dismissal  of  an  appeal  that  had  been  treated  as 
valid  by  him;  nor,  as  we  understand  him,  does  be  argue 
that  such  practice  is  permissible  under  the  rule  quoted. 
But  he  urges  that  the  notice  was  given  and  the  motion 
made  before  the  argument  on  its  merits.  He  claims  that 
the  argument  was  not  hod  upon  the  merits  until  the  briefs 
Vol.  Sm— M. 
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•were  filed.  If  in  this  ease  the  briefs  constituted  the  entire 
argament  referred  to  in  the  rule,  it  must  follow  thiit  they 
are  a  part  of  the  argument  in  every  case,  and  conseqaently 
that  the  argument  U  never  coaclnded  until  after  the  briefs 
are  filed.  Such  is  not  the  cose.  The  "argument"  stated 
in  the  rule  ia  an  oral  argament  before  the  court.  But  it  is 
said  by  the  district  attorney  that  Messrs.  Lewis  &  Deal  had 
no  power  to  submit  the  case  aa  they  did.  lb  must  be  ad- 
mitted, however,  that  they  had  as  much  power  to  do  that 
aa  the  district  attorney  had  to  move  a  dismissal  of  the 
appeal.  The  district  attorney  had  charge  of  the  case  in  the 
court  below,  bat  the  moment  it  was  appealed  to  this  court, 
the  attorney^eneral  alooe  had  control  of  it.  (2  C.  L. 
2773  ei  aeq.;  People  v.  Pacheco,  29  Cal.  213.)  Afcer  the 
appeal,  the  district  attorney,  like  any  other  attorney,  may 
appear  in  a  case  vherein  tJie  state  is  a  paity,  and  by  his 
act  bind  the  state,  if  he  comes  in  aid  and  by  consent  of  the 
attorney-general,  bat  not  otherwise.  Courts  always  pre- 
sume, if  nothing  to  the  contrary  is  shown,  that  counsel  who 
appear  are  fully  empowered  to  act  in  the  case;  butsnch 
presumption  ceases  if  a  showing  is  made  by  the  proper 
party  to  the  contrary.  Nothing  appearing  to  the  contruy, 
we  therefore  conclude  that  the  acts  of  Messrs.  Lewis  & 
Deal,  as  well  as  those  of  the  district  attorney,  were  per- 
formed by  the  consent  of  the  attorney-general.  If  so, 
agreeing  to  waive  argament  before  the  court,  and  taking 
time  to  file  briefs  on  the  merits  of  the  case,  was  the  same 
in  effect  as  an  oral  armament.  The  case  was  submitted  at 
the  time  of  the  consent,  and  the  motion  to  dismiss  the 
appeal  should  have  been  made  and  noticed  before  that 
time.  Lynch  v.  Dunn,  34  Cal.  G18,  is  not  opposed  to  the 
view  we  take.  (See,  also,  Bi-yan  v,  Ben-tj,  8  Cel.  134.)  "We 
think  the  motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal  must  be  overruled, 
but  will  not  rest  our  decision  upon  what  Los  been  said. 
"Wo  are  urged  by  the  district  attornej,  in  an  exhaustive 
and  able  brief,  to  grant  his  motion,  on  three  grounds: 

1.  It  is  claimed  that  there  is  no  undertaking  on  appeal, 
as  required  by  sec.  1402,  vol.  I.,  C.  L. ;  that  the  undertalt- 
ing  given  was  for  the  purpose  of  staying  execution  only,  as 
required  by  sec.  1403. 
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2.  That  the  judgmeot  appealed  from  being  for  gold  coin, 
the  andertaking  mast  be  drawn  nnd  payable  in  the  same 
kind  of  monej;  that  inasmuch  as  the  imdertaking  in  this 
case  does  not  specify  gold  coiu,  it  is  void. 

3.  That  the  andertaking  was  ezecnted  on  Sanday,  a  dou- 
judicial  day,  and  is  therefore  illegal  as  a  contract  or  as  a 
judicial  proceediag. 

We  are  not  to  inqnire  whether  the  andertaking  is  or  is 
not  sufficient  to  stay  execution,  bat  whether  it  is  saffioient 
to  perfect  the  appeal. 

After  entitling  the  canse,  the  undertaking  recites  the 
judgment  appealed  from,  the  amount  of  the  judgment  and 
costs,  the  judgment-debtor  and  creditor,  the  appeal  to  this 
court,  and  appellants'  desire  to  stay  execution  and  all  pro- 
ceedings pending  the  appeal.  It  gives  the  names,  resiileuoe 
and  occupation  of  the  sureties,  who  bind  themselves  in  the 
som  of  two  hundred  and  twenty  tfaoasand  dollars,  that  if 
the  said  judgment  appealed  from,  or  any  part  thereof,  be 
affirmed,  the  appellants  shall  pay  to  the  plaintiff  the  amount 
directed  to  be  paid  by  the  judgment,  or  the  part  of  such 
amount  as  to  which  the  judgment  shall  be  affirmed,  if 
affirmed  only  in  part,  and  also  all  damages  and  coats  which 
may  he  awarded  against  ike  appellanis  upon  the  appeal,  or 
that  they  will  pay  the  same,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  two 
hnudred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars.  The  undertaking 
was  signed  and  sealed  by  the  two  sureties,  and  the  affidavit 
reqnired  by  statute  taken,  on  Sanday  before  a  notary  public. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  undertaking  complies  with 
the  requirements  of  section  1403,  with  the  exception  of 
binding  the  sureties,  in  terms,  to  pay  in  gold  coin.  It  will 
also  be  noticed  that  section  1402  does  not  require  an  under- 
taking given  to  perfect  the  appeal  to  be  made  payable  in 
gold  coin;  that  in  section  1402  the  only  requirement  of  the 
sureties  is  that  they  bind  themselves  "  to  the  effect  that 
the  appellant  will  pay  all  damages  and  costs  which  may  be 
awarded  against  him  on  the  appeal,  not  exceeding  three 
hundred  dollars;"  that  by  section  1403  the  sureties  are  re- 
quired, before  a  stay  of  execution  can  be  had,  to  bind 
themselves  in  doable  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  to  pay

the  amonnt  direated  to  be  paid  bj  tUis  court,  "aod  all 
damages  and  costs  whicli  shall  be  awarded  against  the  ap- 
pellant upon  the  appeal." 

It  will  be  seen  tiiat  tbe  whole  reqoirement  of  the  first 
section  mentioned  is  also  required  by  the  last;  that  is  to 
saj,  in  both,  the  saretiea  must  bind  themaelrea  to  pay  aU 
damages  and  coats,  etc.  Under  the  first  section,  if  they  so 
bind  themBelves,  the  appeal  is  perfected.  How  could  it  have 
strengthened  the  obligation  to  pay  the  damages  end  costs  of 
appeal,  if,  in  the  same  instrument,  the  sureties  had  bound 
themselves  to  pay  them  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars, 
and  then,  second,  in  the  snm  of  two  hundred  and  nineteea 
thousand  seven  hundred  dollars,  to  pay  the  judgment  of 
this  court  and  all  costs  and  damages?  The  undertaking  is 
for  something  like  fourteen  thousand  dollars,  more  than 
twice  the  amount  of  the  judgment  and  costs,  which  strongly 
indioates  that  the  intention  of  the  sureties  was,  not  only  to 
stay  execution,  bat  also  to  perfect  tbe  appeal.  But  whether 
they  unwittingly  or  intentionally  executed  the  undertaking 
for  the  purpose  of  perfecting  the  appeal  as  well  as  staying 
ezecntion,  the  result  is,  that  they  accomplished  the  firs^ 
whether  they  did  the  lust  or  not.  An  appeal  is  taken  by 
filing  and  serving  notice.  It  is  made  effectual  as  an  appeal 
simply,  by  executing  on  undertaking  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 1402.  It  is  made  effectual  as  an  appeal,  and  a  stay  of 
execution  is  obtained,  in  case  of  a  money  judgment,  by  the 
execution  of  an  undertaking  required  by  section  1403,  and 
permitted  under  section  1408.  (See  ZoUer  v.  McDonald,  23 
Cal.  136;  Domna  v.  BoUarkide,  15  Id.  374;  Curtis  v.  Biclt- 
ards  dal,,  9  Id.  37;  31okelumne  HUl  Co.  v.  Woodbury,  10  Id. 
185;  Dove  V.  Covey,  13  Id.  605;  MuJford  v.  EstudiUo,  17  Id. 
618;  Ihom'pson  v.  Blanchard,  3  Comst.  336;  DooliOle  v.  Din- 
inny,  31  N.  T.  350;  Seacard  v.  Mwgan,  17  How.  Pr.  394; 
Newton  v.  Harris,  8  Barb.  309;  Hyde  v.  PaUeraon,  1  Abb. 
Pr.  250;  McCarty  v.  Beach,  10  Cal.  461.) 

In  support  of  the  third  ground  of  objection  to  the  under- 
taking, it  is  said  that  it  would  have  been  void  under  the 
common  law  which  has  been  adopted  in  this  state,  and  that 
under  the  statute  (G.  L.  section  3)  the  tranaaotion  of  all 
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judicial  business,  vith  certain  exceptions  not  embraced  in 
this  oaee,  is  prohibited  on  Sunday;  "that  judicial  bosineas, 
in  its  broadest  sense,  includes  all  proceedings  bad  in  matters 
wliicL  give  courts  jurisdiction  of  a  case  and  which  are  osnal 
in  the  progress  of  a  cause." 

Under  the  common  law  no  judicial  act  could  be  done  on 
Sunday,  but  as  to  the  making  of  contracts  and  the  doing  of 
all  other  acta  not  of  a  judicial  nature,  that  law  mode  no  dis- 
tinction between  Sunday  and  a  week  day.  (Vol.  2.  Pars. 
Gent.  757,  note  (n);  yol.  1,  Story  on  Cont.,  sec.  75i;  Strong 
V.  UUioU,  8  Cow.  30;  Kepner  v.  Kee/er,  6  Watts,  231;  John- 
«m  V.  Bajj,  17  Pick.  106 ;  moom  v.  Bicharda,  2  Ohio  St.  387.) 

Courts  refuaed  to  sustain  or  enforce  contracts  admitted 
bj  all  to  secnre  an  immoral  end,  or  such  as  were  based 
npou  immoral  considerations;  but  no  court  of  last  resort 
went  so  far  as  to  include  in  that  class  sach  as  were  executed 
on  Sunday,  becatise  they  were  made  on  that  day.  And 
since  the  statnte  (29  Car.  2)  which  enacts  that  "no  trades- 
man, artificer,  workman,  colorer  or  other  person  whatsoever 
shall  do  or  exercise  any  worldly  labor,  business  or  work  of 
their  ordinary  calling  upon  the  iJord's  day,"  it  is  evident 
that  the  English  courts  have  considered  contracts  not  pro- 
hibited by  statute,  neither  conira  bmtoa  mores  nor  otherwise 
illegal  because  made  on  Sunday.  {Bloxsome  v.  Williams,  3 
B.  &  C.  113.)  In  Storey  on  Contracts,  vol.  1,  at  sec.  754, 
it  is  said:  "In  nil  tliese  cases,  bowever,  it  must  be  under- 
stood that  the  act  done  must  come  fairly  and  reasonably 
within  the  terms  of  the  statute  forbidding  it;  for,  as  the 
common  law  did  not  render  contracts  void  because  made  on 
Sunday,  the  case  must  be  brought  directly  within  the  pro- 
hibition of  the  act."     (See,  also,  vol.  2,  Pars.  Cont.  757.) 

The  prohibitions  which  our  legislature  has  seen  fit  to 
make  affecting  this  case  are,  that  "no  jndicial  bosiness 
shall  be  transacted  by  the  court,  except  deliberations  of  a 
jury,  who  have  received  a  case  on  a  week  day,  so  called, 
and  who  may  receive  further  instructions  from  the  court,  at 
their  request,  or  deliver  their  verdict;  nor  any  civil  process 
be  served  by  any  certifying  or  attesting  officer,  nor  any 
record  mode  by  any  legally-appointed  or  elected  officer. 
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upon  tbe  first  day  of  the  week,  commoDly  called  the  Lord's 
day."     (Vol.  1,  sec.  4,  C.  L.) 

In  onr  opinion,  the  execation  of  the  nndertaking  in  qnen- 
tion  was  neither  "judicial  business  transacted  by  the  eoort" 
uor  judicial  business  in  any  proper  sense.  It  is  sometitnes 
difficult  to  discrimiuate  between  judicial  aod  ministerial 
acts,  bat  there  is  little  difficulty  in  this  case.  It  is  not 
claimed  tliat  it  was  "judicial  business  trausneted  by  the 
court,"  but  that  it  was  judicial  business  beaanso  it  apper- 
taiDed  to  conrt  matters,  and  was  an  act  necessary  to  be  done 
in  order  to  give  jurisdiction  to  this  conit,  and  was  a  usual 
proceeding  in  such  cases.  If  any  portion  of  the  acta  pet^ 
formed  in  executing  tbe  undertaking  was  judicial  business, 
the  whole  was.  If  the  acts  of  siguiug  and  justifying  were 
of  that  nature,  then  writing  the  undertaking  was  the  same; 
for  they  were  all  requisite  in  tbe  preparation  and  completion 
of  the  instrument.  And  yet  it  would  hardly  be  claimed  by 
the  district  attorney  that  a  preparation  of  the  undertaking 
by  the  notary  on  Sunday,  so  it  could  be  executed  and  filed 
early  Monday  morning,  would  be  a  judicial  act  because  it 
was  in  aid  of  a  court  proceeding. 

Hov  can  the  preparation  and  execution  of  an  undertaking 
to  perfect  an  appeal  and  stay  execntioQ  be  judicial  business 
any  more  than  the  collecting  of  money  to  deposit  in  lieu  of 
the  undertaking  ?  One  appellant  executes  n  bond  ou  Sun- 
day to  be  delivered  and  filed  on  Monday;  another  travels 
fifty  miles  to  collect  money  to  be  deposited  in  place  ot  an 
undertaking.  The  act  of  neither  is  against  the  law  or  ia 
any  manner  invalid,  nnless  what  is  so  done  ou  Sunday  is 
judicial  business.  One  accomplishes  bis  object  in  one  way, 
the  other  in  another.  Can  ib  be  possible  that  the  first  is 
judicial  business  while  the  other  is  not  ?  We  do  not  think 
the  district  attorney  would  prosecute  either  for  violating 
the  fourth  section  of  the  act  entitled,  "An  Act  for  the  better 
observance  of  the  Lord's  day,"  and  yet,  if  his  position  is 
correct,  they  would  both  be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  thirty  dollars,  uor  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  for  transacting  judicial  business  on  Sunday.  It  is 
said  by  Chief  Justice  Field,  in  Kelly  v.  Van  Audin,  17  Cal. 
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CGj,  that  "the  clerk  in  ontering  judgments  upon  default, 
acts  inn  mere  ministerial  capacity.  Ho  exercises  no  jadi- 
cial  fuQctions.  The  statnte  authorizes  the  judgment,  and 
the  clerk  in  only  the  agent  by  whom  it  is  written  oat  and 
plooed  among  the  records  of  the  court."  He  cannot  enter 
the  default  and  judgment  on  Sunday,  becauue  by  another 
portion  of  section  4,  he  is  prohibited  from  making  any 
record  on  that  day,  bat  he  is  not  prohibited  because  it  is 
jadieial  business.  If  entering  a  default  and  judgment  is 
purely  a  ministerial  act,  for  the  reasons  stated,  it  certainly 
must  be  true  that  even  the  filing  of  the  undertaking  by  (he 
clerk  is  such  an  act,  because  he  is  not  u-uthorized  to  exercise 
any  judicial  functions,  his  only  duty  being  to  file  such  an 
ono  as  is  presented,  and  "to  place  it  among  the  records  of 
tlio  court."  (See  Johitgton  v.  People,  31  111.  473;  Johnson  v. 
Day,  17  Pick.  109;  2/iVto..  v.  Houghion,  35  Me.  144;  Goss  v. 
Whitney,  24  Vt.  187;  Lov^oy  v.  Whipple,  18  Vt.  370;  CliMgh 
T.  Shepherd,  31  N.  H.  494;  Fox  v.  MiUs,  1  Conu.  308;  People 
y.  BuBh.  40  Cal.  346.) 

The  same  reasoning  and  authorities  apply  to  the  acts  of 
the  notary.  They  were  not  prohibited  because  they  were 
parely  minlBteriul  (Betia  v.  Dimon,  3  Conn.  108);  nor  was 
the  notary  required  to  make  a  recoid  of  the  net  of  adminis- 
tering  the  oath  to  the  sureties.  (Sections  336-337-338,  vol. 
1,  C.  L.) 

The  motion  to  dismiss  the  appeal  is  denied. 

Counsel  for  appellant  claims  that  the  judgment  is  erro- 
neous for  two  reasons:  First.  It  is  urged  that  the  action 
was  prematurely  brought;  that  by  section  3254  C.  L.,  the 
collection  of  taxes  on  the  proceeds  of  mines  must  be  en- 
forced in  the  same  manner  as  taxes  upon  other  personal 
property;  that  no  suit  can  be  commenced  for  other  delin- 
quent taxes  before  the  last  day  of  Kovember  next  succeed- 
ing the  assessment  of  the  property  taxed;  that  section  3254 
is  a  complete  substitute  for  all  previous  provisions  for  the 
enforcement  of  the  collection  of  taxes  on  the  proceeds  of 
mines;  that  the. word  "  manner"  in  the  section  of  the  stat- 
ute referred  to,  includes  "time,"  and  consequently  that 
the  tax  upon  the  proceeds  of  mines  cannot  be  collected 
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qnarterly.  Seoood.  That  the  conrt  erred  in  rendering 
judgment  for  the  ten  per  oentam  penalty,  for  the  reason 
that  the  statute  doea  not  authorize  it  in  actions  for  delin- 
quent taxes  npon  the  proceeds  of  mines. 

The  first  objection  was  raised  in  T/ie  Slaie  t.  Eurdta  Con- 
solidated Mining  Company,  8  Nev.  29,  and  there  decided 
adrersely  to  appellants'  construction.  We  are  satisfied 
'with  the  opinion  rendered  in  that  case  upon  this  (jnestiou. 
The  provisions  of  the  statute  requiring  the  collection  of 
taxes  in  this  class  of  cases  to  be  enforced  "in  the  same 
manner  in  tvhich  the  tax  on  any  other  kind  of  personal 
property  is  enforced  and  collectedj"  does  not  by  any  means 
necessarily  suggest  the  conclusion  that  salts  for  their  col- 
lection  must  be  brought  at  the  same  time. 

There  are  many  sections  in  the  statute  which  convince  us 
that  the  legislature  did  not  intend  to  have  section  3264  con- 
vey the  meaning  given  by  counsel  for  appellants.  The  stat- 
ute of  1871  itself  requires  the  assessment  to  be  made 
quarterly,  and  makes  each  assessment  and  tax  separate  and 
independent.  It  provides  that  the  tax  for  each  quarter 
shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  mine  from  which  the  proceeds 
taxed  Tvere  taken,  and  that  such  lien  shall  attach  on  the 
first  days  of  Januaiy,  April,  July  and  October  of  each  year. 
If  the  legislature  iutended  to  have  the  tax  collected  annu- 
ally instead  of  quarterly,  no  good  reason  can  be  given  for 
the  enactment  of  sections  324G  and  3250  of  the  act  of  1871. 
Those  sections  are  oousisteut  and  proper,  however,  if  itwas 
intended  that  there  should  be  a  quarterly  collection.  We 
do  not  think  the  statute  of  1871  was  iutended  to  Bnpersede 
or  repeal  former  statutes  in  relation  to  the  asseesmeut  and 
collection  of  taxes  upon  the  proceeds  of  mines,  except  so 
far  as  the  former  acts  were  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  that  act.  Indeed,  such  is  the  expressed  intention  of  the 
legislature.  Suppose  the  law  provided  that  actions  should 
be  commenced  in  district  courts  on  Mondays,  Taesdays  and 
Wednesdays  of  eoch  week,  and  in  justices'  courts  on  Thurs- 
days, Fridays  and  Saturdays  only;  that  in  district  conrts 
summons  should  be  issued  and  served,  judgment  entered, 
execution  issued  and  enforced  in  a  certain  way  and  by 
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oertoiD  means  siated;  that  ia  justices'  courts  tbe  ooUectioD 
of  demands  saed  on  "sLonId  be  enforced  Id  the  same 
manner  in  ^rhich  oolIeotioD  is  entOTced  in  the  district 
conrts."  In  such  case  we  jndge  it  would  not  be  claimed 
that  actions  in  justices'  courts  should  be  commenced  on  the 
£rst  three  days  mentioned,  and  that  thej  could  not  be 
bronght  on  the  last  three,  because  such  a  constmcttou 
would  be  unneceEisary,  and  would  be  against  the  evident 
intention  of  the  legislature.  Before  the  passage  of  tbe  act 
of  1671  the  collection  of  taxes  upon  the  proceeds  of  mines 
was  enforced  enbstantially  in  the  same  manner  in  which 
taxes  on  personal  property  was  enforced ;  so  they  have  been 
and  may  be,  since  the  passage  of  that  law. 

The  second  objection  presented  by  counsel  for  appellants 
involves  a  question  both  interesting  and  importaiit  in  this 
state.  Under  the  laws  of  the  state,  was  the  court  below 
justified  in  rendering  judgment  for  tbe  ten  per  cent,  penalty 
in  this  action  for  the  collection  of  taxes  upon  the  proceeds 
of  mines  ?  It  is  our  dutj  to  construe  the  statutes  bearing 
upon  tbis  queetioQ  according  to  the  real  intootion  of  the 
legislature,  but  such  intention  must  be  gathered  from  a  fair 
constmction  of  the  several  acts  themselves.  The  language 
need  and  tbe  object  to  be  attained  must  be  considered.  If 
the  language  is  capable  of  two  constructions,  one  of  which 
is  consistent  and  the  other  ia  inconsistent  with  the  evident 
object  of  the  legislature  in  passing  the  laws,  that  constmc- 
tiou  must  be  adopted  which  harmonizes  with  the  intention. 
Bat  we  cannot  ascertain  tbe  intention  by  our  own  standard 
of  what  would  have  been  proper  or  consistent  in  the  prem- 
ises. We  cannot  conclude  that  tbe  legislature  did  impose 
the  ten  per  cent,  penalty  unless  we  find  it  in  the  law,  what- 
ever may  be  our  personal  ideas  upon  the  propriety  ot  con- 
sistency of  its  imposition  in  one  class  of  coses  and  not 
in  another;  and  where  the  language  used  is  susceptible  of 
but  one  natural,  honest  construction,  that  olono  can  be 
given.  These  principles  are  elementary.  (Sedgwick  on  the 
Construction  of  Stat,  and  Const.  Law,  190  et  seq.) 

The  provisions  of  the  statnte  requiring  payment  of  an 
additional  per  cent,  of  the  tax  in  case  of  delinquency,  is 
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penal  in  its  natiiTa  and  object.  Of  sucti  st&bitea  iu  United 
States  T.  Morris,  14  Peters,  475,  the  supreme  oonrt  of  the 
United  States  says:  "In  expoanding  a  pennl  atatate,  the 
conrt  will  certainly  not  extend  it  beyond  tlie  plain  meaniug 
of  its  words;  for  it  ha»  been  long  aiid  well  settled  that  such 
Btatotes  must  be  construed  strictly.  Yet,  tbe  evident  inten- 
tion of  the  legislature  ought  not  to  be  defeated  by  a  forced 
and  overstrict  cODstrnction."  To  the  same  effect  says  Mr. 
JnBtice  Story  ia  7%e  Schooner  Nymph,  1  Sumuer,  5iS^-5\&. 

We  do  not  uoderstand  counsel  for  reBpondeut  seriously 
to  claim  that  the  ten  per  cent,  penalty,  prior  to  the  statate 
of  1873  {C.  L.  3238),  was  required  to  be  paid  in  actions  to 
enforce  payment  of  taxes  ou  the  proceeds  of  miDds;  bat  it  is 
nrged  that  the  payment  of  such  penalty  is  required  by  the 
last  statute.  The  title  of  this  act  is  "  An  act  prescribing  an 
additional  penalty  for  non-payment  of  taxes  in  certain  cases 
after  snit."     The  act  iteelf  ia  as  follows: 

"In  all  enits  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  orig- 
inally bronght  in  the  district  courts,  where  the  amount  ex- 
ceeds three  hundred  dollars,  the  complaint  and  summons 
shall  demand,  and  the  judgment  shall  be  entered,  for 
twenty-five  per  centum,  iu  addition  to  the  tux,  and  t«n  per 
centum  thereon  and  costs,  provided  in  the  act  to  provide 
revenue  for  the  support  of  the  government  of  the  state  of 
Nevada  and  the  acts  amendutory  thereof;  and  such  tax,  pen- 
alty and  costs  shall  not  be  disohai^ed,  nor  shall  the  judg- 
ment therefor  be  satisfied  except  by  the  payment  of  the  tax, 
original  penalty,  coats,  and  the  additional  penalty  herein 
prescribed  in  full." 

We  think  this  statute  is  fairly  susceptible  of  but  one  con- 
struction; and  that  is,  that  in  all  suits  origiDolly  brought  in 
district  Qonrts  for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes,  where 
the  amount  of  the  tax  exceeds  three  hundred  dollars, 
twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  tax  shall  be  entered  aa  a 
judgment  in  addition  to  tlie  tax  and  costs;  ondifinaoy 
case,  the  revenue  laws  enacted  prior  to  the  statute  quoted, 
provide  for  the  ten  per  centum  penalty  in  that  case,  then 
Bach  penalty  shall  also  bo  entered,  in  addition  to  the 
twenty-five  per  cent,  penalty;  but  that  if  in  any  case  where    ' 
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Buit  is  broaglit  id  a  district  court  for  taxes  exceediog  three 
hTindred  doUore,  the  former  revenue  laws  do  not  provide  for 
the  ten  per  centum  penalty,  then  iu  sach  esse,  it  cannot  be 
given  under  the  statute  of  1873.  To  be  plain,  our  opinion 
is,  that  prior  to  this  statate,  the  revenae  laws  of  the  state 
did  not  require  the  ten  per  centum  penalty  in  actions  for  the 
collection  of  delinquent  taxes  upon  the  proceeds  of  mines, 
and  that  in  such  cases,  under  the  statute  of  1873,  judgment 
can  be  rendered  onlj  for  the  tax,  the  twentj-five  per  centum 
penalty  prescribed  therein,  and  costs.  Let  na  examine  the 
statute.  Id  the  first  x>lace,  the  seventeenth  section  of  article 
iv.  of  the  constitution  provides,  that  "each  law  enacted  by 
the  legislature  shall  embrace  but  one  subject,  and  matter 
properly  connected  therewith,  which  subject  shall  be  briefly 
expressed  in  the  title."  The  title  to  the  statute  now  under 
consideration  is  us  before  stated.  It  is  "An  act  prescrib- 
iiig  an  additional  penalty  " — that  is,  apenalty  in  addition  to 
a  penalty  already  prescribed.  Then,  so  far  as  the  title  indi- 
cates the  intentioQ  of  the  legislature,  it  was  to  prescribe  a 
penalty  in  addition  to  one  provided  before  that  statute  was 


The  law  itself  does  require,  iu  terms,  that  a  judgment  be 
entered  for  a  penalty  of  twenty-five  per  centum  of  the  tax; 
bnb  as  to  the  ten  per  centum  of  the  same,  there  is  no  such 
requirement,  except  in  coses  where  such  per  centum  was 
provided  iu  the  former  statutes  to  provide  revenue.  What 
the  legislature  plainly  intended  to  do  was  to  require,  in  the 
cases  mentioned,  a  more  stringent  penalty  for  non-payment 
of  taxes  than  was  then  provided.  Where  the  tax  exceeded 
three  hundred  dollars  they  meant  to  create  an  additional 
incentive  to  prompt  payment.  The  several  members  of  the 
legislature,  in  common  with  other  citizens,  may  have  thought 
the  ten  per  centum  penalty  was  imposed  iu  this  class  of 
cases,  and  they  may  have  passed  the  statute  of  1873  nnder 
such  impression,  but  a  bare  recital  of  their  construction  of 
the  meaniug  of  former  laws  in  the  statute  in  question  cer- 
tainly did  not  impose  the  disputed  penalty.  {Btng/uim  v. 
Board  of  Stipervisore,  8  Minn.  448.)  This  statute  provides 
that  "such  tax,  penalty  and  costs  shall  not  be  discharged, 
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nor  Bliall  the  jndgmeDl;  therofor  be  Batisfied,  except  bj  the 
payment  of  the  tax,  original  penalty,  costs,  and  the  addi- 
tional penalty  heruin  prescribed,  in  luli."  That  is  to  say, 
the  judgment  may  be  satisfied  by  payment  of  tlie  penalty 
then  before  prescribed,  and  the  penalty  therein  prescribed, 
the  tax  and  costs,  and  not  othervise.  Bat  if  in  any  cose 
there  is  no  original  penalty,  and  the  only  penalty  prescribed 
by  that  law  is  the  additional  penalty  of  twenty-five  per 
centum,  then  the  only  matters  to  be  satisfied  are  the  tax, 
the  twenty-five  per  centam  penalty  and  the  costs.  The 
"original  penalty"  referred  to  is  that  prescribed  by  the 
revenue  law  of  1865  and  the  amendments  thereto,  for  there 
was  no  other  to  which  it  oonld  refer.  If  the  legislatnre 
intended  by  the  statute  of  1873  to  impose  a  penalty  of  thirly- 
five  per  centum  of  the  tax  on  the  proceeds  of  mines,  where 
the  amount  exceeds  three  hundred  dollars,  it  should  have  so 
declared.  If  it  did  not  intend  or  wish  to  impose  bnt  twenty- 
five  per  centnm  penalty  in  such  oases,  the  intended  result 
was  accomplished.  If  it  was  of  the  impression  that  the  ten 
per  centum  was  already  imposed  in  such  oases,  it  was  mis- 
taken, and  the  result  is  that  only  twenty-five  per  centam 
can  be  collected. 

Suppose  a  law  should  be  passed  by  the  next  legislature 
prohibiting  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  prescribing  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  "in  addition  to  the  fine  of 
fifty  dollars  now  provided  by  law  for  the  saine  offense  by 
the  act  concerning  crimes  and  punishments,"  and  authoriz- 
iug  a  judgment  to  be  entered  accordingly.  In  case  of  viola- 
tion, would  it  be  claimed  that  the  fine  of  fifty  dollars, 
supposed  to  have  been  imposed  by  a  prior  legisluture,  could 
be  collected  without  establishing  the  fact  of  its  imposition 
by  a  law  previously  enacted?  lu  such  case,  if  an  examina- 
tion, of  tlie  statutes  should  reveal  the  fact  that  there  had 
been  no  prior  legislation  imposing  a  penaKj  for  such  an 
offense,  the  conclusion  would  necessarily  be  that  the  legisla- 
ture was  mistaken  in  fact,  and  the  penalty  would  be  limited 
to  one  hundred  dollars.  Ctiving  the  language  of  the  statute 
of  1873,  under  consideration,  ite  natural,  and  to  our  minds, 
its  only  proper  meaning,  we  are  entirely  satisfied  that  the 
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teo  per  centam  penalty  claimed  ia  this  case  ooold  not  be 
inclnded  ia  the  jadgment  againat  defendants,  unless  aathoi- 
itj  therefor  can  be  found  iu  prior  Btatntea.  The  only  seo- 
tiona  of  other  and  former  laws  therein  mention  ia  made  of 
a  peualtj  in  tax  Butts,  are  3118,  3151  and  3155  (0.  L.) 
Those  sections  do  not  relate  to  the  taxation  of  the  prooeeda 
of  mines,  but  of  real  aod  personal  property,  as  defined  in 
sections  3128  and  3129,  In  the  last  section  personal  prop- 
erty, for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  is  defined  and  specified, 
and  at  the  last  of  the  section  it  is  provided  "tbat  gold  and 
silveT-bearing  ores,  qnarbs  or  minerals  from  which  gold  or 
silver  is  extracted,  when  in  the  hands  of  the  producers 
thereof,  shall  not  mean,  nor  be  taken  to  mean,  nor  be  listed 
and  assessed  under  the  term  'personal  property,'  as  used  ia 
this  section  of  this  act,  bat  is  specially  excepted  therefrom, 
and  shall  be  listed,  assessed  and  taxed  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided." 

Such  provision  was  oiade  ia  the  act  of  1865,  commeDcing 
at  section  99.  In  that  and  all  subsequent  statutes  relaUve 
to  assessment  and  taxation,  as  well  as  to  the  eof  oroement  of 
payment  by  action,  the  proceeds  of  mines  have  been  and 
are  treated  by  provisions  appertaining  to  them  alone.  In 
those  sections  there  is  nothing  aaid  in  relation  to  a  penalty 
in  cases  where  taxes  become  delinqaeot.  And  it  woold 
seem  that  until  1873,  the  legislature  did  not  intend  to  im- 
pose a  penalty  in  case  a  tax  on  the  proceeds  of  mines  should 
become  delinquent,  for  by  section  30  of  the  statute  of  1865, 
and  as  amended  in  1866,  and  as  it  still  remains,  the  form  of 
the  complaint  prescribed  requires  the  district  attorney  to 
insert  a  prayer  for  ten  per  centum  penalty  upon  "the  tax 
due  on  real  estate,  improvements,  and  personal  property," 
which  does  not  include  the  tax  upon  proceeds  of  mines,  as 
will  be  seen  by  teferenoe  to  section  6  (C.  L.  3129). 
Then,  in  section  31  (0.  L.  3155),  in  case  of  default  in 
actions  to  enforce  payment  of  taxes  upon  all  property 
except  the  proceeds  of  mines,  it  is  provided  that  jadg- 
ment shall  be  entered  "for  the  amount  of  taxes,  with 
ten  per  cent,  damages  and  costs."  But  turning  to  the 
part  of  the  statate  which  treats  of  the  taxation  of  the  proceeds 
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of  mines  aod  the  collection  of  taxes  due  tbereou,  as  before 
stated,  there  is  uot  the  elightest  iDtimation,  until  1873,  that 
the  legislatnre  intended  to  prescribe  a  penalty  in  case  of 
deliuguencj.  But,  on  the  coutrarj',  there  is  striking  proof 
that  they  did  not  so  intend,  by  the  prescribed  foms  of  com- 
pliiint  ill  actions  like  this,  as  well  as  in  actions  for  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  upon  real  and  personal  property.  In  the 
latter,  the  form  provides  a  prayer  for  ten  per  cent,  damages 
for  non-payment,  as  required  by  law,  while  the  former  re- 
quires nothiug  but  the  tax  and  coats.  Then  section  129 
(C.  L.  3233)  declares  tjiat  "so  far  as  they  are  applicable, 
and  not  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  act,  the  an- 
swer to  the  complaint,  the  means  and  manner  of  serving  the 
papers,  *  *  *  and  iu  all  other  matters  concerning  the 
collection  of  delinqnent  taxetj  on  the  proceeds  of  mines,  the 
laws  for  the  coUectioa  of  taxes  on  real  estate  and  personal 
property,  as  provided  in  this  act,  shall  apply  to  the  collec- 
tion of  delinqnent  taxes  on  the  proceeds  of  mines."  The 
statute  of  18C5  was  one  of  the  most  important  laws  passed 
at  that  or  any  other  session  of  our  legislature,  and  it  bears 
upon  its  face  evidences  of  mature  deliberation.  Under  ench 
circumstances  it  is  difficult  to  arrive  at  any  other  conclnsion 
than  that  the  legislature,  until  1873,  did  not  intend  to  re- 
quire a  penalty  in  cases  of  this  character.  IE  the  legislature 
of  1865  did  in  fact  so  intend,  it  left  no  evidence  of  such 
intention  in  the  statate,  and  subsequent  legislatures,  until 
1873,  in  no  respect  changed  the  law  iu  this  regard. 

The  court  erred  in  entering  judgment  for  the  ten  per 
centum  penalty,  bnt  we  perceive  no  occasion  for  a  new 
trial.  The  jndgment  may  be  modified  acoordiug  to  the 
rights  of  the  parties.  Plaintiff  is  entitled  to  recover  judg- 
ment for  the  whole  tas,  seventy-two  thousand  eight  hundred 
andfifl^-two  dollars  and  three  cents;  the  twenty-five  per 
cent,  penalty,  eighteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  thirteen 
dollars,  and  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  fourteen  dollars 
and  thirty-nine  cents  costs,  making  a  total  of  ninety-five 
thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-nine  dollars  and  forty- 
two  cents  in  United  States  gold  ooin. 

The  cause  is  remanded  to  the  court  below  with  instmc- 
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tioDS  to  modify  tbe  judgments  Lerein  as  follows:  Ej  insert* 
ing  tlie  sum  of  foar  tliousuud  five  liondred  and  fiftj-tbrae 
dollani  and  twenty-five  cents  in  place  of  four  thousand  nine 
Lnndred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  eeveuty-aix  oents,  taxed  as 
costs,  and  entered  as  the  district  attorney'apercetiUge;  also, 
by  inserting  the  sum  of  ninety-one  thousand  aud  sixty-five 
dollars  and  tbree  cents  in  place  of  ninety-eight  tbousasd 
three  hundred  and  fifteeu  dollars  aud  twenty-three  cents, 
entered  as  the  total  nmoant  of  the  tax  and  penalties;  also, 
by  inserting  the  sum  of  four  thousand  six  hundred  and  four- 
teen dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  in  place  of  four  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  and  ninety  cents, 
entered  as  the  whole  amount  of  costs,  including  the  district 
attorney's  fee  and  percentage;  and  the  jndgment  so  modified 
is  a£Bjrmed  without  costs  of  appeal. 

Hawut,  C.  J.,  dissenting: 

I  coDonr  in  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  court,  that 
this  oase  must  be  examined  and  decided  upon  its  merits, 
and  that  the  ten  per  oentum  penalty  imposed  by  section  21 
of  the  revenue  act  of  1864-5  (Stat.  1864-5,  282;  Stat.  1866, 
172),  does  not,  by  the  terms  of  said  section,  for  tbe  reasons 
stated  in  tiie  opinion  of  the  oonrt,  apply  to  suits  brought 
for  the  collection  of  delinquent  taxes  upon  the  proceeds  of 
mines.  But  I  entertain  a  different  opinion  as  to  the  con- 
struction that  ought  to  be  given  to  the  act  approved  March 
7,  1873.     (Stat.  1873,  169,  170.) 

In  tbe  first  place,  it  mnst  be  conceded  that  tbe  general 
power  of  taxation  is  unlimited;  that  it  rests  upon  necessity; 
is  inherent  in  every  sovereignty,  and  essential  to  the  exist- 
ence ol  the  government.  Every  individual  must  bear  his 
portion  of  the  public  burdens. 

The  object  of  imposing  penalties  is  to  secure  the  prompt 
payment  of  the  taxes  when  due,  and  the  imposition  of  the 
penalties  prescribed  by  the  statute  must,  in  my  judgment, 
be  Bustaiued  opon  tbe  same  general  principles  that  support 
the  power  of  taxation.  It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that 
upon  principle,  the  general  rule  of  strict  construction,  as 
applied  to  ordinary  penal  statotes,  has  no  application  what- 
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ever  to  this  case,  and  I  do  not  nnderstaDd  the  court  to  base 
its  opinion  npon  this  gronnd. 

Statatea  imposing  penalties  for  the  non-payment  of  taxes 
are  not,  strictly  speaking,  in  derogation  of  the  natural 
rights  of  individnala.  In  the  oonstniotion  of  all  revenue 
statutes  iu  relation  to  the  imposition  or  oolleotion  of  a  lax 
or  penalty,  we  ought,  Tvhenever  it  can  be  done  Tvitboiit  vio- 
lence to  the  language  used,  to  so  constrae  tbd  acta  as  to 
give  effect  to  the  meaning  and  iotention  of  the  legislature, 
without  any  reference  to  strictness  upou  one  side,  or  favor 
upon  the  other.  ( Wood  v.  Untied  States,  16  Peters,  342; 
Taylor  v.  United  Stake,  3  How.  210;  Cltquot'a  Champague, 
3  Wal.  144;  VnUed  States  v.  Hodso»,  10  Id.  395;  United 
Stales  V.  Dreed,  1  Snm.  C.  C.  160;  Davij  v.  Morgan,  56 
Barb.  222;  ConiwaU  v.  Ibdd,  38  Conn.  443.)  The  con- 
stmction  must,  as  all  courts  say,  seek  the  real  intent  of  the 
law-makers,  "Courts  of  justice  are  bonnd  to  give  efifect  to 
that  intent,  and  are  not  at  liberty  to  fritter  it  upon  meta- 
physical niceties."  [Ifie  Schooner  Nymph,  1  Snm.  C.  0. 
618.)  No  interpretation  ought  to  be  adopted  which  would 
in  auy  manner  tend  to  defeat  the  object  aud  purpose  of  the 
law,  if  the  language  used  is  fairly  and  honestly  susoeptible 
of  a  construction  that  will  sustain  the  object  which  the  leg- 
islature had  in  view  in  passing  it.  What,  then,  was  the 
object  of  the  legislature  in  passing  the  statute  of  1873? 
This  question  is  very  easy  of  solntion.  It  was,  in  brief,  to 
compel  the  prompt  payment  of  taxes,  and  to  prevent  delin- 
quencies and  delays. 

The  legislature  was  CTidently  of  the  opinion  that  the  ex- 
isting penalties  imposed  in  the  revenue  act  were  not  suffi- 
cient to  accomplish  the  desired  purpose.  It  knew  that 
taxes  were  not  only  regarded  by  many  people  aa  burdens, 
but,  in  the  languid  of  the  supreme  court  of  Connecticut  in 
the  case  above  cited,  "  that  many  look  upon  them  as  money 
arbitrarily  and  unjustly  extorted  from  them  by  the  gorem- 
ment,  and,  hence,  justify  themselves  and  quiet  their  con- 
Bcieuoes  in  resorting  to  questionable  means"  for  the  purpose 
of  avoiding  the  payment  of  their  taxes,  and  it  determined 
to  oppose  this  resistance  of  the  taxpayers  by  the  impoaition 
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of  a  Leavy  paoiilty.  It  wonM  furthsr  seem  from  the  lan- 
gaage  of  tbe  act  that  the  failure  or  refosal  to  pay  the  taxes 
nbeo  dae  came  odIj  from  tbe  heavy  taxpajers,  for  the 
penalty  is  limited  to  aacli  snita  as  are  "originally  bronght 
in  the  district  courts,  where  the  amount"  of  the  (ax  "ex- 
ceeds three  hundred  dollars." 

The  legislatare  also  knew  that  the  existing  penalty  of  ten 
per  oeut.  only  applied  to  tbe  collection  of  delinquent  taxes 
upon  real  estate  and  personal  property  (as  distinguished  by 
the  express  terms  of  the  revenue  act  from  the  collection  of 
taxes  on  tbe  proceeds  of  mines.)  At  least,  this  knowledge 
onght  to  be  presumed,  because  each  member  of  the  legisla- 
ture, like  every  other  iDdividual,  is  preaumed  to  know  the 
law. 

Now,  it  seems  to  me  that  if  the  rule  of  strict  constmction 
is  to  be  literally  enforced,  then  the  object  which  the  legis- 
lature had  .in  view  would  to  some  extent  be  defeated,  for  it 
might  be  ai^ed,  with  some  degree  of  plausibility  at  least, 
that  the  twenty-five  per  cent,  penalty  does  not  apply  to 
saita  brought  for  the  collection  of  delinqueut  taxes  upon 
tbe  proceeds  of  jnines;  because  by  a  literal  and  strict  inter- 
pretation of  the  langut^c  of  the  act  of  1873  it  only  imposes 
the  twenty-five  per  cent,  as  an  additional  penalty  to  the 
penalty  already  imposed  upon  delinqaent  taxpajera  on  real 
estate  and  personal  property  by  the  "  set  to  provide  revenue 
for  the  support  of  tbe  goverometit  of  the  state  of  Nevada 
and  the  acta  amendatory  thereof,"  and  that  it  could  not  be 
enforced  in  suits  brought  for  the  collection  of  delinqaent 
taxes  against  ilie  proceeds  of  mines,  because  no  original 
penalty  was  imposed  in  each  cases,  and  this  act  only  pre- 
scribes an  addUvmol — not  an  origiTtal — penalty.  And  if 
any  effect  is  to  be  given  to  the  title  of  the  act  as  bearing 
upon  tbe  constractiou  of  it,  then,  it  seems  to  me,  that  this 
view  is  strengthened  becanse  the  title  indicates,  as  tbe  court 
say,  that  it  was  "the  intention  of  the  legislature  to  pre- 
scribe a  penalty  in  addition  to  one  provided  before  that 
siatnte  was  passed,"  and  as  no  penalty  whatever  had  been 
provided  for  against  delinqoents  on  the  pvooeeds  of  mines 
there  could  not  be  any  additional  penalty  against  that  char- 
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aoter  of  property.  Bnt,  as  before  stated,  I  do  Dot  believe 
tliat  the  rule  of  strict  oonstraction  lias  any  application  what- 
ever to  tliis  case,  and,  therefore,  in  examiaing  the  act  I 
have  endeavored  to  find  tlie  real  intention  of  the  legislature, 
wbtoh  is  the  eurdisal  guide  that  beacons  the  pathway  of  all 
oourta  ia  determiniDg  the  proper  oonstraotion  to  be  giveu 
to  all  doubtful  statutes,  tmd  I  hare  sought  to  collect  this 
iutention  from  the  language  of  the  act  itself,  viewed  with 
reference  to  "the  occusiou  and  uecessitj  of  the  law — -from 
the  misohief  felt  and  the  object  and  remedy  iu  view."  {Sibley 
y.Sokiik,  2  Mich.  492.) 

The  court,  in  Wimlow  v.  Kimball  (25  Me.  465),  Id  refusing 
to  given  strictly  liberal  coDstrnctiou  to  the  statute,  said: 
"But  statutes  are  to  i-eceive  such  a  oonBtruction  as  ntusi 
evidently  have  been  iuteuded  by  the  Legislature.  To  asoer- 
toiu  this  we  may  look  to  the  object  in  view,  to  tlie  remedy 
intended  to  be  ufibrded,  and  to  the  mischief  intended  to  bp 
remedied."  In  order  to  get  at  Uie  intention  of  the  law- 
makers, where  the  statute  is  ambigoous  or  its  language  unoer- 
tain,  ooarts  have  never  hesitated  to  sacrifice  the  letter  of  the 
statute  to  the  purpose  and  object  of  the  legislature  wherever 
it  could  be  done  without  violence  to  the  language  of  the 
statute.  I  am  of  opinion  that  in  a  case  like  the  present, 
where  it  is,  as  I  think,  plainly  perceivable  that  a  particular 
intention,  thoogh  not  very  clearly  expressed,  must  liave 
been  in  the  minds  of  the  legislators,  that  intention  ought  to 
be  enforced  and  made  to  control  the  strict  letter  of  the  stat- 
ute. The  legislature,  in  the  act  of  1873,  made  no  dlsorina- 
ination,  as  in  previous  aots,  between  delinquents  on  real 
estate,  personnl  property  or  the  proceeds  of  mines.  It  was 
intended  to  apply  to  all.  No  suit  for  the  colleetion  of  delin- 
qaeat  taxes  should  thereafter  be  brought  in  the  district 
conrt,  where  the  amount  exceeded  three  hundred  dollars, 
without  a  demand  being  made  for  twenty-five  per  centum  in 
addition  to  the  ten  per  centum  that  hud  been  previously 
imposed  only  against  delinquent  taxes  on  real  estate  and 
personal  property,  bnt  by  this  act  extended  and  mode  appli- 
cable to  all  suits  of  every  kind  and  character  that  might 
thereafter  be  brought  for  delinquent  taxes  where  the  amount 
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of  the  tax  exceeds  three  hundred  dollars.  TU©  limitation — 
and  tbe  only  liaitatioD — is  in  the  amoont  of  the  tax,  not  in 
the  ohacacter  of  it. 

If  the  legielatare  only  intended  that  the  twenty-five  par 
cent.  Bhould  be  enforced  iu  coses  where,  nnder  the  revenue 
acts,  the  ten  per  cent,  waa  imposed,  wliy  did  they  not  insert 
after  the  word  "dollars"  the  words  "except  in  suits  brought 
to  recover  delinquent  taxes  on  the  proceeds  of  miDea?" 

If  tbe  twenty-five  per  cent,  was  only  to  be  enforced  in 
suits  brought  for  delinquent  taxes  against  the  proceeds  of 
mines,  why  shonld  the  act  provide  that  no  judgment  in  any 
suit  for  delinquent  taxes,  which  necessarily  includes  the 
proceeds  of  mines,  should  be  satisfied  except  by  the  pay- 
ment of  the  original  penalty  of  ten  per  cent,  "and  the  addi- 
tional penalty  herein  prescribed  in  fall?" 

It  must,  as  I  think,  be  admitted  that  the  act  ot  1873, 
viewed  from  any  standpoint  of  coustmctioQ  that  takes  into 
Gonsidemtion  the  previous  statute  imposing  the  tea  per 
cent.,  fails  to  prescribe  in  clear  and  positive  terms  its  exact 
meaning.  Bnt  if,  in  addition  thereto,  we  look  at  the  pur- 
pose of  tbe  law-mokeiB,  their  intention  is  made  certain.  If 
it  had  occurred  to  the  legislature  that  tlie  ten  per  cent,  was 
not,  by  tbe  language  used,  clearly  imposed  against  the  pro- 
ceeds of  mines,  I  have  no  doubt  that  it  would  have  been 
expressly  incladed  so  as  to  prevent  any  possible  misundar- 
atanding  of  their  meaning  by  any  coastxuction  whatever. 

It  is  manifest,  to  my  mind,  that  it  was  the  real  intention 
of  tbe  legislature  to  impose,  and  that  by  a  reasonable,  hon- 
est  and  fair  oonstmotion  of  its  langnnge,  it  did  impose,  the 
additional  and  original  penalty  in  "  all  suits  for  the  collec- 
tion of  delinquent  taxes  origin^y  brought  in  the  district 
court,  where  the  nmoaut  exceeds  three  hundred  dollars," 
whether  it  be  for  a  tax  upon  real  estate,  personal  property, 
or  the  proceeds  of  mines,  and  that  the  tax  for  which  the  suit 
is  brought  "shall  not  be  discharged,"  nor  the  jadgmenb 
therefor  satined,  "except  by  the  payment  of  the  tax,  origi- 
nal penalty"  (of  ten  per  cent.},  the  costs,  "and  tbe  additional 
penalty"  (of  twenty-five  per  cent). 

I  think  the  judgment  of  tbe  district  court  was  cc»xeat  and 
that  it  ought  to  be  affirmed.  , .  ,

By  the  Court,  Leonaed,  J. : 

Tlie  questioDS  involved  in  this  appeal,  and  those  die- 
cuBsed  and  decided  in  the  case  of  Stale  of  Nevada  v.  Cal.  M. 
Co.  Hal.  (No.  653),  are  the  same.  Upon  the  authority  of 
that  decision,  the  motion  to  dismiss  appeal  is  deuied,  and 
the  judgment  herein  will  be  modified.  Plaintiff  is  entitled 
to  recover  from  the  defendant  the  whole  tax,  forty-nioe 
thousand  eight  boadred  aud  sixty-five  dollars  and  fort^ 
cents;  the  twenty-five  per  cent,  penalty,  twelve  thousand 
four  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents,  aud 
costs,  amountiDg  to  three  thousand  one  hundred  and 
sevens-seven  dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents,  making  a  total 
of  sixty-five  thousand  five  hundred  and  nine  dollars  and 
thirty-three  cents,  iu  gold  coin  of  the  United  States. 

The  cause  is  remanded  to  the  court  below,  with  direc- 
tions to  modify  the  jadgments  herein  as  follows:  Hy  in- 
serting the  sum  of  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
dollars  and  fifty-eight  cents  iu  place  of  three  thousand 
three  hundred  and  sixty-five  dollars  and  ninety  cents,  taxed 
as  costs  and  entered  as  the  district  attorney's  percentage; 
also,  by  inserting  the  sum  of  sixty-two  thousand  three 
hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents,  in 
place  of  sixty-seven  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighteen 
dollars  and  fifteen  cents,  entered  as  the  total  amonut  of  the 
tax  and  penalties;  also,  by  inserting  the  som  of  three  thou- 
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Bun(\  one  hundred  and  Beventy-seven  dolliir?  and  fifty-eight 
cents  in  place  of  tbree  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty- 
six  dollars  and  niuety  cents,  entered  as  the  whole  lunotint 
of  coBts,  inelnding  the  diatrict  attorney's  fee  and  percent- 
age; and  the  judgment  so  modified  is  affirmed,  neither  party 
to  recover  costs  of  appeal. 

Hawley,  C.  J.,  dissenting: 

For  the  reasons  stated  in  my  dissenting  opinion  la  StaU 
of  Nevada  v.  Ccd.  M.  Co.  (No.  853).  I  think  the  judgment 
of  the  district  court  ought  to  be  affirued.

WHEN.— ^In  a  contract  for  the  »ole  of  ore  lit  prieea  regulated  by  theaaMy 
Tolne  per  ton,  and  the  ores  delivered  to  be  paid  tor  mootbly:  Held,  that 
tiie  assays  of  the  ore  were  to  be  averaged  at  the  end  of  each  month,  and 
not  taken  is  tepaiate  Lota  and  quantities  as  delivered. 

Idem — Non-comfuance  of  Tbrus  or  a  Contkact— Auootrr  to  bb  Rb- 
covxEED, — The  plaintiff  agreed  to  deliver  to  defendant  one  thousand 
tone  of  ore  within  three  montha.  The  defendant,  on  hie  part,  agreed  to 
pay  for  each  one  hnndred  tons,  as  soon  as  delivered,  one  thoasand  dol- 
laro.  In  an  action  brought  to  recover  the  valne  of  the  ores  delivered  to 
tbs  defendant:  Held,  that  if  the  defendant  bad  failed  to  comply  with  tba 
provisions  of  the  contract,  the  plaintiET  would  be  entitled  to  recover  the 
fall  contritct  price  of  all  ores  delivered;  but  if  the  plaintiffs  had  failed  or 
refused  to  comply  with  its  tenns,  they  conM  only  recover  for  each  and 
every  one  hnndred  tons  of  ore  indivisible,  and  would  be  liable  for  dam* 
ages,  if  any  were  sostained  by  reason  of  their  Don-complianoe  with  tiw 
terms  of  the  contract.

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Bj  the  Court,  Ha.vle;,  C.  J. : 

The  plaintiffs,  Eennedy  ami  Toung,  on  tlie  foarteentU  of 
August,  1876,  were  tbe owners  of  tb©  CrownPointaudVnIcaa 
mines,  situate  in  Hunter  miuiug  district,  Wliite  Pine  comity. 
Tlie  ores  in  the  Crown  Point  mine  were  of  high  grade  ia 
silver,  and  of  low  grade  in  lead.  Tlie  ores  in  the  Ynlcan 
mine  contained  a  heavy  per  cent,  of  lead,  bat  were  of  low 
grade  iu  silver,  and  were  valuable  to  be  nsed  as  u  flax  in 
the  smelting  of  other  ores.  The  defendant,  Schwartz,  was 
the  lessee  of  n  smelting  furnace  at  Hobinson,  and  was  de- 
sirous of  procuring  ores  that  would  enable  him  to  ruu  the 
faruace  with  profit. 

After  esamiDing  the  character  of  the  ores  in  the  Crown 
Point  and  Yulcau  mines,  negutiutions  were  entered  into 
which  resulted  in  the  mukiog  of  a  written  contract,  by  the 
terms  of  which  the  plaintiffs,  as  parties  of  the  first  part, 
agreed  to  deliver  to  the  defendant,  as  party  of  the  second 
part,  within  three  mouths  after  the  first  day  of  September, 
A.  D.  1876,  at  the  dumps  of  said  mines,  one  thousand  tons 
of  ore,  to  be  assorted  npou  said  damps  by  defendant,  on 
the  following  conditions,  viz.:  "1.  For  all  ores  delivered, 
ten  dollars  per  ton  iu  gold  coin  of  the  United  States;  2. 
For  all  of  said  ores  so  delivered  which  have  or  sliow  an 
assay  value  over  or  in  excess  of  sixty  dollars  per  ton,  said 
second  party  shall  pay  to  said  first  parties  one  half  of,  or 
fifty  per  cent,  value  of  said  excess  over  and  above  said  sixty 
dollars  value,  in  addition  to  the  ten  dollars  per  ton  afore- 
said. 3.  For  all  lead  ores  which  assay  over  thirty  per  cent, 
value  per  ton,  said  second  party  shall  pay  to  suid  first  par- 
ties twenty-five  cents  for  each  per  centum  of  value  in  excess 
of  said  thirty  per  cent,  of  assay,  and  pay  the  same  in  gold 
coin  of  the  United  States." 

The  defendant,  on  his  part,  agreed  to  pnrchaae,  receive 
and  pay  for  said  one  thousand  tons  of  ore,  as  follows:  "  1. 
For  each  one  hundred  tons  delivered,  so  soon  as  delivered, 
the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  gold  coin  of  the  United 
States.  2.  For  any  excess  of  value,  as  above  set  forth, 
over  and  above  the  said  ten  dollars  per  tou,  said  second 
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party  shall  paj  the  same  to  said  first  jiarties  on  the  first  day 
of  each  and  eyery  month  during  and  after  thia  agreement." 

The  defendant  also  agreed  to  take  "  all  fine  or  powdered 
ores  now  on  the  Crown  Point  No.  2  dumps,  without  further 
assorting,  at  ten  dollars  i^er  ton  gold  coin,"  and  bound  him- 
self "to  take  all  ores  which  may  be  assorted  by  his  men 
and  pUced  upon  miid  dnmpB."  It  was  further  agreed  that 
"  the  oss^y  value  of  all  ores  may  be  taken  by  both  parties 
to  this  contract,  and  all  differences  in  the  same  shall  be  set- 
tled and  adjusted  by  dividing  the  same  between  the  two  m 
the  ratio  of  said  differences." 

This  action  was  brought  to  recover  a  balance  claimed  to 
be  due  upon  the  value  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-nine 
and  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine  two  thousandths  tons  of 
ore  which  it  is  alleged  the  defendant  received  and  smelted 
in  his  furnace. 

1.  lu  order  to  decide  some  of  the  qnestioos  presented  by 
this  appeal,  it  is  necessary  to  determine  whether,  under  the 
written  contract,  the  assays  of  the  ore  were  to  be  averaged 
at  the  end  of  each  mouth,  or  whether  the  assays  were  to  be 
taken  and  the  value  of  the  ore  asoertained  in  separate  lots 
and  qoautitiea  as  delivered. 

The  language  of  the  contract  is  not  free  from  doubt,  and 
to  enable  us  to  determine  its  meaning,  we  must  look  at  the 
relative  position  of  the  parties  at  the  time  the  contract  was 
made,  and  consider  the  object  they  had  in  view.  In  other 
words,  the  contract  must  be  interpreted  by  a  consideration 
of  all  of  its  provisions  with  reference  to  the  general  subject  to 
which  they  relate,  and  in  the  light  of  the  contemporaneous 
facts  and  circumstances,  so  as  to  arrive  at  the  intention  of 
the  parties  at  the  time  the  contract  was  entered  into.  When 
BO  interpreted,  it  seems  to  us  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the 
parties  that  assays  of  all  the  ore  delivered  uuder  the  con- 
tract for  each  month  should  be  taken  and  averaged,  and 
that  the  payments  for  excess  of  value  over  and  above  sixty 
dolhu-s  per  ton  should  be  paid  on  the  first  day  of  the  suc- 
ceeding month.  This  payment  to  be  in  addition  to  the 
payments  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  each  and  every  one 
hundred  tons  at  ten  dollars  per  ton,  as  specified  in  the  con- 
^ct. 
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Any  otlier  coDstructioD  woald  leave  the  resnlts  pnrelj 
accideotol.  It  ia  bLowh  bj  the  testimony  that  some  of  tlie 
ore  from  tbe  Crown  Poiut  vus  very  fine  powdered  ore,  aod 
it  was  sampled  and  assayed  from  tlie  eacka  wh^i  Oolivered 
at  the  furnace,  while  other  portiooa  of  the  ore  were  coarse 
and  had  to  be  put  throagh  a  rock-breuket  before  being 
shoveled  into  the  fni-nace,  and  the  samples  and  ossaja  of 
the  coarse  ores  were  generally  taken  after  the  ore  vob 
crushed  hy  the  rock-breaker.  The  powdered  ore  waa  richer 
than  tbe  course  ore.  One  lot  of  ten  tons  of  the  fine  pow- 
dered ore  had  au  as^aj  vulae  of  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  fort^-uine  dollars  and  eighty  cents  in  excess  of  the  sixty 
dollsi-s  per  ton,  while  one  lot  of  seven  tons  of  the  coarao 
ore  had  an  assay  value  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars 
in  excess  of  the  sixty  dollars  per  ton.  There  is  nothing  iu 
the  contract  to  the  effect  that  tbe  fine  powdered  ore  Bliould  be 
sampled  and  assayed  separate  from  tbe  course  ore,  or  that 
tbe  samples  aud  assays  of  tbe  ores  from  the  Crown  Point 
sliould  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the  ore  from  the 
Vnlcan,  or  tliat  settlements  should  be  made  for  eaeJi  and 
every  ton  of  ore  that  assayed  over  sixty  dollars  per  ton,  in- 
dependent and  exclusive  of  the  value  of  other  ores  that  did 
not  assay  sixty  dollars  per  too.  Tbe  ores  seem  to  have 
been  sampled  aud  assayed  iu  separate  lota  ua  taken  from 
tbe  wagons  for  convenience  sake  only,  and  the  ores  from 
the  Crown  Point  and  Vulcan  were  kept  in  separate  piles 
simply  to  enable  tbe  workmen  to  properly  feed  the  furnace 
with  tbe  different  qnalities  of  ore.  Several  samples  were 
taken  and  assays  made  from  tbe  ore  of  tbe  respective  mines 
prior  to  the  signing  of  tbe  contract.  The  ores  in  the  Vul- 
can assayed  from  nine  to  ninety  dollars  per  ton  in  silver, 
the  general  average  being  in  tbe  neighborhood  of  thirty 
dollars  per  ton,  while  the  assays  of  tbe  Crown  Point  ore 
averaged  about  one  hundred  dollars  per  ton. 

Tbe  prevailing  idea  to  be  gathered  from  the  language  of 
tbe  contract,  as  well  as  from  the  acts  of  tbe  parties,  seems 
to  be  that  all  the  ores  delivered  would  average  about  sixly 
dollars  per  ton.  If  tbe  average  was  less  it  wt»  tbe  defend- 
ant's fault,  as  tbe  privilege  of  employing  assorters  to  assort 
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tbe  ores  was  left  to  him.  If  the  ores  averaged  more  than 
sixty  dollars  per  ton,  the  plaintiff  were  protected  by  the 
clause  allowing  them  a  certain  percent^e  of  the  excess. 

The  conclusions  reached  bj  the  eoart  below  in  allowing 
the  plainti^  to  recover  the  assay  value  of  the  separate  lots 
of  ore  that  assayed  over  sixty  dollars  per  ton,  vrithoat  tak- 
ing into  account  tbe  general  average  of  all  the  ore  received 
daring  the  mouth,  is  at  variance  with  the  views  we  have 
expressed,  and  necessitates  a  reversal  of  the  jodgmeot. 

2.  The  third  finding  of  the  coart,  to  tbe  effect  that  E.  K. 
Pbipps  was  ossayer  for  both  parties  is  not  sostained  by  any 
evidence.  He  was  weigher  for  both  parties;  but  as  ossayer 
of  the  ores  delivered  under  the  contract,  he  acted  solely  for 
the  plaintiffs. 

3.  All  differences  as  to  the  assay  value  of  the  ore  were 
settled  and  adjusted  as  provided  for  in  the  contract,  or  oth- 
erwise agreed  upon  by  the  respective  assayers,  except  one 
lot  of  one  hundred  and  fifteen  tons.  There  is  some  testi- 
mony tending  to  show  that  the  assays  of  this  one  hundred 
and  fifteen  tons  were  not  adjusted,  for  the  reason  that 
neither  Cook,  the  assayer,  nor  defendant,  nor  any  of  his 
ageuts,  would  agree  to  any  such  settlement.  If,  upon  a 
new  trial,  the  weight  of  evidence  sustains  this  view,  it  would 
be  the  duty  of  the  court  or  jury  to  accept  the  assay  of 
Phipps,  if  proven  to  be  correct.  Neither  party  ought  to 
reap  any  benefit  by  a  failure  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the 
termy  of  the  contract. 

4.  If  the  conrt  or  jury  should  find  as  a  matter  of  fact  that 
plaintiffs  were  ready  and  willing  at  all  times  to  deliver  ores 
to  the  defendant  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  con- 
tract, and  that  defendant  failed  to  comply  with  its  provis- 
ions, they  would  be  entitled  to  recover  tlie  full  contract 
price  for  all  ores  delivered.  But  if,  on  the  other  hand,  as  de- 
fendant contends,  the  weight  of  evidence  shows  that  defend- 
ant was  ready  and  willingto  receive  thefull  one  thousand  tons, 
and  the  plaintiffs,  notwithstanding  the  capacity  of  the  mines 
to  enable  them  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  contract, 
foiled  and  refused  to  furnish  or  deliver  the  ore,  they  could 
only  recover  for  each  and  every  one  hundred  tons  of  ore 
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indivisible,  nnd  would  be  liable  to  defendant  for  alt  dam- 
agea,  if  any,  he  sastained  bj  reason  of  their  failore  to  com- 
plj  with  the  oontraot. 

5.  The  remaining  qneations  which  have  been  argued  on 
this  appeal,  as  to  whether  there  was  a  verbal  agreement 
changing  the  written  contract  so  as  to  specify  the  proportion 
of  ores  to  be  delivered  from  the  respective  mines;  or  aa  to 
the  percentage  that  should  be  allowed  in  making  the  assays, 
for  the  shrinhage  or  diyage  of  the  ores;  or  in  any  other  par- 
ticolars,  as  claimed  by  defendant,  cannot  be  considered 
under  the  present  state  of  the  pleadings,  as  both  parties 
rely  solely  npon  the  express  terms  of  the  written  contract. 
If,  however,  the  pleadings  should  be  amended  ia  this 
respect  (and  it  would  be  the  daty  of  tlie  district  court  to 
allow  sach  an  amendment  if  properly  asked  for),  then  these 
questions  should  be  determined  in  aocordaace  with  the  evi- 
dence that  may  be  offered  upon  a  new  trial;  the  burdea  of 
proof  resting  upon  the  party  aeekiug  to  establish  any  verbal 
modification  or  change  of  the  terms  of  the  written  contract. 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  reversed  aad  the 
cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial.

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Bj  the  Conrt,  Hawley,  C.  J.: 

The  trsDscript  ou  appeal  in  this  case  shoira  that  judg- 
ment was  rendered  March  9,  1876;  that  a  ststement  on  mo- 
tion for  a  new  trial  was  filed  March  14,  1876;  that  the  mo- 
tion for  a  new  trial  was  denied  Angast  11,  1876,  and  tho 
notice  of  appeal  filed  September  26,  1876.  The  appeal  is 
taken  from  the  jndgment  only.  Respondent  moves  to  strike 
ont  "the  statement  on  motion  for  a  new  trial,"  and  if  his 
motion  is  granted  there  will  be  nothing  left  for  ns  to  con- 
sider except  the  judgment  roll. 

An  appeal  from  the  jndgment,  without  a  statement,  brings 
np  nothing  for  review  except  the  judgment  roll.  {HbtaaTil 
T.  Bicharda  et  ul.,  2  Nev.  133;  Klein  v.  AlleTAadi,  6  NeT. 
159;  JUeCausland  v.  Lamb  et  al.,  7  Nev.  288;  JVetkerbee  v. 
Carroll  et  al,  33  Cal.  549.) 

It  is  claimed  by  counsel  (or  appellants  that  inasmuch  as 
the  statement  on  motion  for  new  trial  was  filed  within  the 
time  allowed  by  law  for  the  preparation  of  a  statement  on 
appeal,  this  Conrt  ought  to  consider  it  as  a  statement  on 
appeal  regardless  of  the  facts  that  it  does  not  purport  to  be 
sncb  a  statement  and,  aa  admitted  on  the  argument,  that  it 
was  not  prepared,  or  intended  to  be  used,  as  a  statement 
of  the  case  on  appeal;  and  it  is  argned  that  tbere  is  no  sub- 
stantial reason  why  it  should  not  be  so  considered. 

Does  the  statute  authorize  us  to  so  consider  the  statement? 
We  think  not.  The  statute,  in  its  terms,  is  clear,  plain  and 
explicit ;  there  ia  no  ambiguity,  no  doubtful  meaniug.  By 
following  its  directions  we  comply  with  the  law,  and  cer- 
tainly no  more  substantial  reason  oonld  be  given  for  our  ac- 
tion. Let  ua  see  what  the  statute  reqnires.  Bee.  197  of 
the  civil  practice  act  provides  that  when  the  appeal  is  from 
an  order  granting  or  refusing  a  motion  for  a  new  trial,  the 
statement  on  motion  for  new  trial  "  shall  constitnte,  with- 
out further  statement,  tLe  papers  to  be  used  on  appeal."  (1 
Comp.  Laws,  1258.)  There  is  no  other  provision  of  the 
statute  that  authorizes  the  statement  on  motion  for  new 
trial  to  be  considered  as  a  statement  on  appeal,  and  it  can- 
not, in  onr  opinion,  be  otherwise  so  considered  unless  there 
is  a  stipulation  ori^reement  of  counsel  to  that  efiieot.  / 
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Sec.  332  provi.des  S3  follows:  "  When  the  party  who  lias 
the  right  to  appeal  wishes  a  statement  of  the  case  to  be  an- 
nexed to  the  I'ecoril  of  the  jadgment  *  *  he  shall,  within 
twenty  days  after  the  entry  of  such  judgment*  *  prepare 
snoh  statement,"  etc.,  etc.     (1  Comp.  Laws,  1393.) 

When  the  Btatement  is  prepared  and  settled  or  Agreed 
upon,  aa  pTovide<1  for  in  eaid  section,  "it  shall  be  filed  with 
the  clerk,"  (sec.  335)  and  "ft  copy  of  the  statement  shall 
be  annexed  to  a  copy  of  the  judgment-roll."  (Sec.  396.) 
But  if  no  snch  statement  is  prepared,  the  party  appealing 
from  the  judgment  "  shall  be  deemed  to  have  waived  his 
right  thereto."    (Sec.  883.) 

Under  the  prOTisions  of  the  shttnte  the  statement  on  mo- 
tion for  new  trial  LasadtBtinct  and  separate  office  to  per- 
form and  is  wholly  independent  of  the  statement  provided 
for  in  sec.  332.  It  is  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  being 
used — as  the  stntnte  provides — on  motion  for  a  new  trial, 
and  when  "thnstised"  it  "shall  conatitnte,  without  further 
statement,  the  papers  to  be  uaed  on  appeal,"  and  it  is  only 
when  thns  used,  and  when  the  appeal  is  taken  from  the  or- 
der granting  or  refusing  n  new  trial,  that  the  statute  anthor- 
izes  it  to  be  considered  as  a  statement  ou  appeal.  This,  it 
seems  to  us,  is  the  plain  meaning  of  the  statute.  Bnt  we 
are  not  without  other  anthority  directly  upon  the  disputed 
point. 

In  Bitrdge  v.  G.  H.  and  B.  S.  W.  Co.  there  was  no  state- 
ment on  appeal,  bnt  a  statement  nsed  on  motion  for  new 
triul.  Tlie  apjical  was  from  the  judgment  alone.  The  de- 
cision was  rendered  prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  statote  in 
question  by  the  legislature  of  this  state.  Field,  J.,  in  de- 
livering the  opinion  of  the  court — Baldwin,  J.,  and  Cope, 
J.,  concnrring— said :  "  The  statement  contained  in  the  re- 
cord was  used  on  the  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  we  can 
only  examine  the  action  of  the  court  below  in  denying  the 
motion.  The  judgment  cannot  be  reviewed  except  through 
the  order  mode  upon  the  motion,  and  from  such  order  there 
is  no  appeal.  *  *  This  leaves  the  case  to  stand  upon  the 
judgment-roll."     (15  Cal.  198.) 

In  Levy  v.  Geilleson  the  facts  were  different,  but  the  de- 
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cisiou  fully  eustaiiis  the  conolnsioBS  we  Lave  i-eacbed. 
Sliafter,  J.,  in  deliveriiig  tbe  opiuiou  of  tbe  court,  iu  viiich 
ull  the  jaaticoB  coDcnn-ed,  said:  "One  of  tlie  questions  pre- 
sented in,  whether  ib  ia  eri-or  for  a  distiict  court  to  rufuae  to 
settle  a  'statement'  muds  in  Bupportof  amotioii  to  Bet  aside 
a  uoDSoit,  01  to  lefose  to  cntertuiu  a  motion  to  amend  sach 
statement  aftor  it-  has  been  filed  and  served  on  the  opposita 
patty,  or  error  to  graut  an  order  strikiug  saoh  statement 
from  the  files  of  the  court.  The  diabiot  oonrta  cannot  be 
called  upon  to  review  a  case  upon  the  tfistimony,  nor  upon 
on  allegation  of  errors  of  law  ocannring  at  the  trial,  except 
in  tbe  way  pointed  out  iu  the  practice  act.  That  method  is 
simple  and  straightforward,  and  iu  our  judgment,  was  in- 
tended to  exclude  all  others.  If  the  plaintiff  desired  to 
bave  tbe  nonsuit  entered  against  bim  investigated  upon  its 
merits  iu  the  district  court,  he  should  bave  moved  for  a 
new  trial  upon  a  statement;  or,  if  be  preferred  to  bring  tbe 
case  to  this  coart  directly,  be  could  have  done  so  by  an  ap- 
peal from  tbe  judgment,  aided  by  a  statement  anf^xed  to 
the  roll.  There  ia  a  statement  iu  the  transcript,  butUiioes 
not  purport  to  be  a  statement  on  appeal  from  tite  j'ttdgment. 
The  result  is  that  the  court  did  not  err  in  refusing  its  sano- 
tioD  to  a  method  of  reviewing  decisions  made  iu  tbe  course 
of  a  trial,  altogether  ankuowD  to  our  syatem."  {27  Cal.  688.) 

If  appellants  desired  to  have  tbe  assignments  of  error,  as 
set  forth  in  tbe  statement  on  motion  for  a  new  trial,  reviewed 
by  this  court  they  should  have  taken  an  appeal  from  the 
order  of  the  district  court  refusing  a  new  trial.  Not  having 
pursued  the  conrse  clearly  pointed  oat  by  the  statute,  they 
bave,  iu  law,  waived  their  tight  to  bave  the  statement  on 
motion  for  a  new  trial  considerad.  Tbe  motion  of  respond- 
ent is  allowed,  and  there  being  no  statement  annexed  to  the 
judgment-roll,  as  provided  for  by  the  statute,  there  is  noth- 
ing properly  before  us  for  review  except  the  judgment-roll. 
In  that,  it  is  admitted,  no  error  appears. 

Tbe  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed.  Bemittitur 
forthwith. 
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BE&m,  J.,  disseotiiig: 

In  my  opiDlon  tbe  statement  contained  in  this  record, 
altbongh  it  ia  entitled,  "statemetiton  motion  for  new  trial," 
can  and  ought  to  be  treated  as  a  statement  on  appeal.  The 
Btatote  is  not  respon&ible  for  the  phrases  "statement  on 
appeal"  and  "statement  on  motion  fur  new  trial."  These 
are  merely  conTenient  forms  of  espression  which  haTo  come 
to  be  employed  in  order  to  designate  the  purpose  for  -nhich 
a  statement  has  been  made  or  the  manner  in  which  it  has 
been  ased.  They  are  not  the  law  and  do  not  determine  the 
rights  of  parties.  What  the  law  provides  for,  and  all  that 
it  provides  for,  in  speaking  of  appeals  as  well  as  of  new 
trials,  is  a  statement  of  the  case.  A  new  trial,  it  is  true, 
may  be  granted,  and  the  order  of  the  district  conrt  granting 
or  refusing  it,  may  be  reviewed  in  this  coart  on  a  variety  of 
grounds  tbat  we  cannot  consider  on  an  appeal  direct  from 
the  judgment,  so  that  usnolly  a  statement  on  motion  for 
new  trialcontains  a  great  deal  that  does  not  properly  belong 
to  a  statement  made  solely  with  reference  to  au  appeal  from 
the  judgment.  But  when  errors  in  law  occurring  during 
the  trial  have  been  eioepted  to  by  the  losing  party  (which 
is  the  case  here)  he  has  the  choice  to  bring  them  to  this 
court  for  review  on  appeal  direct  from  the  judgment;  or  to 
first  move  for  a  new  trial,  and  if  it  is  denied,  appeal  from 
the  order;  or  after  his  motion  is  overruled,  if  the  time  for 
appealing  from  the  judgment  has  not  expired,  he  may  i^uore 
the  prooeedings  on  the  motion  and  still  appeal  direct  from 
the  judgment.  This  last  is  what  has  been  done  in  the  pres- 
ent case,  not  through  choice,  bat  by  inadvertence  in  failing 
to  mention  the  order  in  the  notice  of  appeal.  It  is  not 
questioned  that  there  is  a  good  appeal  from  the  judgment, 
but  it  is  held  that  the  statement,  from  which  alone  error 
can  be  made  to  appear,  having  been  entitled  ' '  statement  on 
motion  for  a  now  trial,"  and  used  to  support  such  a  motion, 
cannot  be  regarded  on  this  appeal,  notwithstanding  it  con- 
tains precisely  the  same  matters,  was  made  in  precisely  the 
same  manner  and  aatbenticated  and  transmitted  with  the 
same  formalities  and  by  the  same  officers  as  if  it  had  never 
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been  designed  to  sabserre  anj  other  purpose  than  to  Bop- 
port  the  appeal  tliut  hus  been  taken.  The  defendaDts  are 
deprived  of  the  right  of  having  their  appeul  heard  and  de- 
cided apoD  its  merits  merely  because  un  uDQecessary  and 
saperfiaoas  designalion,  uuknovn  to  the  hiw,  was  put  upon 
a  statement,  which,  in  all  essential  respects,  is  a  perfect 
statement  of  the  case,  whetlier  designed  to  be  used  on  a 
motion  for  uew  trial  or  on  appeal.  There  might  be  some 
force  in  such  a  reason  if  anybody  had  been  deceived  or 
misled,  induced  to  waive  any  right  or  relax  any  vigilauoe, 
by  the  act  of  the  party  in  calling  his  statement  u  statement 
on  motion  for  a  new  trial.  Nothing  of  the  kind,  however, 
is  or  can  be  pretended,  and  the  statement  is  stricken  from 
the  record  simply  and  solely  because  it  purports  to  be  a 
statement  on  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  because,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  the  statute  does  not  authorize  as  to 
consider  such  a  stateiDent  except  on  an  appeal  from  the 
order. 

This  conolasion  is  deduced  from  the  language  of.Beotion 
197  of  the  praotice  act,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  ooort, 
contains  the  onlyprovbion  anthorizinge  statement  on  motion 
for  new  trial  to  be  considered  as  a  statement  on  appeal.  If 
the  statute  had  anything  to  say  about  "  statemente  on  mo- 
tion for  new  trial,"  or  "statements  on  appeal,"  or  if  the 
two  things  were  incompatible  in  their  nature,  the  argument 
would  be  moie  satisfactory.  Bnt,  as  I  have  said,  what  the 
statute  provides  for  is  a  statement  of  the  case,  and  when 
the  matters  to  be  reviewed  sre  errors  in  law  excepted  to 
daring  the  trial,  there  can  be  bat  one  statement  of  them, 
no  matter  what  the  object  of  making  it.  The  only  differ- 
ence is  that  if  the  party  a^rieved  wishes  to  move  for  a  new 
trial  he  munt  file  and  serve  his  statement  within  ten  days 
after  the  judgment,  whereas,  he  may  take  twenty  days  if  he 
only  designs  to  appeal.  In  this  case  the  statement  was  set- 
tled, engrossed,  certified  and  filed  within  five  days  after 
judgment.  It  was  in  time  for  a  motion  for  new  trial,  and 
ueoessarily  in  time  for  a  statement  on  appeal.  It  is  admit- 
ted to  be  a  correct  statement,  miuniely  specifying  num^- 
0U8  alleged  errors  ocoarriug  and  excepted  to  daring  the 
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progress  of  tlie  trial.  It  was  made  uud  settled,  certified  iinJ 
filed  io  exact  conforinitj  with  every  requii'emeat  of  sectioos 
332,  333,  334,  335  of  the  pruotice  ruit,  and  a  copy  is  unnexed 
to  a  copy  of  the  judgment-roll  iu  the  record  before  aa. 
(Sec.  336.)  Bat  it  was  entitled  "statement  on  motiou  for 
new  triul,"  and  notice  was  given  that  it  would  be  used  to 
support  snch  u  motion,  and  it  was  bo  used.  Therefore,  it 
is  not  and  cannot  be  a  statement  of  the  case  on  appeal  from 
the  jadgmeot.  Why  ?  Becaose  the  name  is  of  more  im- 
portance than  the  snbstance  of  things?  Or  did  the  nse  of 
the  statement  iu  the  district  oonrt  spoil  it? 

I  udtnit  that  what  is  called  a  statement  on  motion  for  a 
new  trial  may  be,  and  generally  is,  something  very  diSerent 
from  a  statement  on  appeal.  Bat  there  are  coses,  and  this 
is  one  of  them,  where  they  may  be  exactly  the  same.  It  is 
tme  the  motion  for  anew  trial  iu  this  case  was  partly  based 
upon  the  ground  that  the  verdict  was  contrary  to  the  evi- 
dence, and  all  the  evidence  was  included  iu  the  statement, 
which,  for  the  purposes  of  an  appeal  from  the  judgment, 
was  perhaps  nnneceseary.  But  the  fact  that  it  cootains 
something  more  than  is  necessary  invalidates  it  no  more 
than  the  fact  that  it  was  filed  and  served  Booner  than  was 
necessary. 

The  provision  of  sec.  197,  upon  which  the  conclusion  of 
the  court  is  entirely  based,  does  not,  in  my  opinion,  control 
the  operations  of  sections  332-3-4-5-0.  If,  in  making  a 
statement  of  the  case,  with  a  view  to  moving  for  a  new  trial 
under  section  197,  those  sectlions  are  also  fully  complied 
with,  there  is  u  statement  which  those  sections  authorize  to 
be  used  on  appeal  from  tlie  judgment.  The  fact  thatit  may 
be  used,  and  was  actually  designed  for  another  purpose, 
only  proves  that  the  party  "  builded  better  than  he  knew." 
He  is  not  estopped  from  changing  his  mind  aoless  by  so 
doing  he  would  gain  some  unfair  advantage  over  his  adver- 
sary. 

It  may  be  argued,  and  in  fact  snch  seems  to  be  the  argu- 
ment, that  the  express  provision  of  section  197  permitting  a 
statement  that  has  been  used  in  support  of  u  motion  for  a 
new  trial,  to  be  nsed  in  oonDection  with  other  papers  as  a 
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statement  on  appeal  from  the  order  graotiug  or  rafosing  a 
new  trial,  is  an  exclmtion  of  all  otlier  modes  of  using  it  oq 
appeal.  Bat  sach  a  construction  iu  a  case  like  this  would 
bring  section  197  and  tbe  seotions  abovo  referred  to  in  con- 
flict, whereas  they  may  be  very  easily  reconciled.  The  gen- 
eral mie  is  that  on  appeal  from  an  order  a  statement,  ii  one 
is  desired,  must  be  made  within  twenty  days  after  the  order 
(aeo.  332),  and  in  tbe  absence  of  the  special  provision  of 
section  197,  the  party  appealing  from  an  order  granting  or 
refusing  a  new  trial  would  hare  to  make  a  new  statement, 
BO  that  a  sufficient  ratson  iTeire  for  that  prorision  is  to  be 
found  iu  the  fact  that  it  was  desired  to  save  litigants  the 
trouble  of  making  the  statemout  over  again.  It  allows  a 
statement  made  before  the  order  to  be  used  the  same  as  if 
it  was  made  after  the  order,  and  it  also  allows  affidavits, 
pleadings,  depositions,  etc.,  to  be  used  as  a  statement  in 
connection  with  it.  It  is,  in  my  opinion,  a  severe  and  un- 
authorized application  of  the  rule  of  expresaio  uuius  to  say 
that  section  197  precludes  the  use  of  a  statement  on  motion 
for  new  trial  as  a  statement  on  appeal  when  it  has  been 
made  in  conformity  to  those  sections  of  the  act  regulating 
the  making  of  statements  on  appeal,  and  is  admitted  to  be  a 
correct  statement  of  the  case.  A  better  application  of  the 
rule  miglit  be  made  to  the  first  clause  of  section  333.  "If 
the  party  shall  omit  to  moke  a  statement  within  the  time 
limited,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  waived  his  right 
thereto."  Here  the  party  did  not  omit  to  make  the  state- 
ment, and  therefore  he  cannot  be  deemed  to  have  waived 
his  right  thereto. 

I  admit  that  before  the  statute  was  adopted  in  this 
state,  it  had  been  construed  in  California  as  it  has  been 
construed  by  the  court  here.  But  those  decisions,  which 
only  have  the  effect  of  denying  a  party  the  right  of  being 
heard  on  tbe  merits  of  his  case,  are  not  protected  by  the 
principle  of  stare  decisis.  If  they  are  sustained  by  reason, 
they  are  entitled  to  respect,  but  not  otherwise.  This  court, 
indeed,  has  shown  bat  little  deference  to  the  construction 
given  to  the  practice  act  by  the  supreme  coartof  California 
before  its  adoption  here,  even  in  liioae  cases  where  parties 
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relying  on  its  received  construction  were  deprived  of  im- 
portaut  rights.  For  iustaoce,  iu  Reynolds  v.  Harris,  8  Gal. 
617,  it  was  decided  that  the  findings  of  the  district  coart 
need  not  be  put  into  a  statement  in  order  to  entitle  them  to 
be  considered  ou  appeal.  If  there  is  anything  in  the  doc- 
trine that  a  statute  of  one  state,  when  adopted  by  another, 
is  to  be  held  to  have  been  adopted  with  its  received  con- 
struction, that  decision  was  protected,  though  erroneoos,  by 
the  principle  of  8i«J'e  (/ecisis;  and  yet  it  was  repudiated  un- 
hesitatingly in  Imperial  Co.  v.  Barstoio,  5  Nev.  254,  and  has 
never  been  followed  iu  this  state.  Other  instances  might 
be  cited,  but  this  is  sufficient  to  show  that  this  court  has 
never  considered  itself  bound  by  the  California  decisions 
construing, the  practice  act. 

The  cases  referred  to  by  the  court  in  15  and  27  Cal. 
merely  follow  the  rule  of  Lower  v.  Knox,  10  Col,  480,  and 
that  case  seems  to  have  been  decided  upon  the  ground  tliat 
the  statement  was  not  filed  in  time.  They  are  based  upon 
no  reasoning  whatever,  and  the  last  one  (27  Cal.  GS7),  did 
not  involve  the  question  presented  by  this  case,  for  by  ref- 
erence to  the  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  statement  was 
defective  in  substance,  in  not  specifying  the  errors  which 
would  be  relied  on.  It  was  not  a  good  statement  for  any 
purpose,  whereas  the  statement  before  us  is  a  good  state- 
ment in  every  essential  respect,  and  was  made  in  time. 

For  these  reasons  I  dissent.

I.  There  is  nothing  in  the  evidence  in  this  cose  to  jnstifjr 
the  court  below  in  granting  a  new  trial.  The  verdict  shonld 
not  be  disturbed  in  oases  of  this  character,  except  it  appears 
that  flagrant  injustice  has  been  done.  It  is  the  undoubted 
tifiht  of  the  jury  to  weigh  the  evidence,  and  they  are  the 
exclasive  judges  of  its  effect.  The  presumptions  of  law  are 
that  the  evidence  warranted  the  verdict,  {Doll  v.  Ande\-son, 
27  Cal.  248;  FoUom  v.  Boot,  1  Id.  374;  Livetmore  v.  Stiiie, 
43  Id.

A  new  trial  ■will  not  be  granted  by  an  appellate  conrt 
when  denied  by  the  niai  pritts  judge,  on  the  gronnd  of  the 
insafficiencj  of  the  evidence  to  justify  the  vei-dict,  unless 
the  evidence  so  clearly  preponderates  in  favor  of  the  party 
askiof^  a  new  trial  as  to  lead  to  the  conclusion  irresistibly 
that  the  verdict  was  wrong.

By  the  Oourt,  Leonabd,  J. : 

In  July,  1874,  and  prior  thereto,  William  Jones  and  W. 
L.  Kimerley  were  copartners  in  coal  and  wood  business  in 
Bureka  county.  They  had  formerly  owned  two  wood 
raoohea,  bat  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  July,  1874,  they 
had  but  one,  which  was  known  as  the  "  Ouau  ranch."  They 
owned  teams,  which  were  reqnired  in  carrying  on  tbeir 
bnainess.  At  the  time  of  the  sale  of  the  property  to  plaint- 
iff, hereinafter  mentioned,  Jouea  &  Kimerley,  as  copartners, 
were  indebted  to  different  parties,  among  whom  were  de- 
fendants, Oberfelder  and  Harrison,  whose  claim  was  two 
thousand  two  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  ninety- 
four  cents,  for  goods  sold  and  delivered  to  Jones  &  Kim- 
erley.     On  the  third  of  August,  1874,  Oberfelder  and  Har- 
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rison  bronghi  suit  against  Jones  &  Kimerle;  to  recover  the 
amoant  of  tlieir  claim,  and  attached  tlie  property  described 
in  the  complaint  herein.  Defendant  SalliT&ii,  a&  sheriff  of 
Eurekii  county,  served  the  writ  by  taking  the  property  into 
his  possession.  Oberfelder  nnd  Harrison  obtained  judgment 
for  the  full  amonnt  of  their  claim,  and  this  action  was 
brought  to  recover  of  defendants  the  value  of  the  property 
attached  and  taken  by  them,  stated  to  be  one  thousand  six 
hnodred  dollars.  Defendants,  in  their  answer,  admitted 
taJiiug  the  property  described,  but  justified  the  same  by 
alleging  that  it  was,  at  the  time  of  the  attachment,  the  prop- 
erty of  Jones  &  Eimerley;  that  plaintiff's  claim  thereto  was 
fraudnleut;  that  if  any  transfer  of  said  property  was  ever 
mode,  such  truosfer  was  for  the  purpose  of  hindering,  delay- 
ing, and  defrauding  the  creditors  of  Jones  &  Kimerley,  and 
particularly  Oberfelder  and  Harrison,  defendants  herein, 
and  that  such  transfer  was  without  consideration  and  void. 
A  jury  trial  was  had,  and  plaintiff  obtained  judgment 
against  defendants  for  the  alleged  value  of  the  property  at- 
tached, one  thousand  six  hundred  dollars.  Defendants 
moved  for  a  new  trial,  on  the  grounds  that  the  jury  gave 
excessive  damages;  that  the  verdict  was  against  law;  that 
errors  in  law  occurred  at  the  trial,  and  that  the  evidence  did 
not  justify  the  verdict.  The  motion  was  granted  by  the 
court  upon  the  lost  ground  stated,  and  this  appeal  is  taken 
from  the  order  granting  a  new  trial. 

The  record  does  not  disclose  wherein  the  evidence  was  re- 
garded as  insufficient  by  the  court,  nor  has  counsel  for 
respondent,  in  his  brief,  directed  our  attention  to  any  par- 
ticular wherein  it  was  insuCBcient.  The  statement  is  incom- 
plete, and  the  result  is  that  the  most  important  qnestiona 
toucbiog  the  merits  of  the  case  cannot  be  decided. 

Counsel  for  appellant  urges  us  to  disregard  the  statement 
on  motion  for  a  new  trial,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  assign- 
ment that  the  evidence  does  not  justify  the  verdict,  on  the 
ground  that  there  are  no  sufficient  specifications  of  partic- 
ulars wherein  the  evidence  is  alleged  to  be  insufficient.  As 
to  some  of  them,  we  think  the  criticism  of  counsel  is  just; 
but  the  last  is  full  and  explicit.  It  is  "  that  no  change  of 
possession  of  property  on  the  ranch  was  shown."  , .  .

Opinioa  of  tbd  Court — Leononl,  J. 

At  tlie  trial,  plaintiff  claimed,  and  iutrodaced  eridence 
tending  to  prove,  that  on  tlie  twenty-eiglith  day  o(  Jnly, 
1874,  Kimerley,  on  behalf  of  Jones  &  Kimerley,  80I1I 
and  delivered  to  bim  tbe  personal  property  described  in  the 
complaint,  and  also  the  said  "Qnnn  ranch;"  that  a  portion 
of  said  personal  property  waa  at  the  time  upon  the  ranch, 
and  consisted  of  wood,  coal,  and  coal  socks;  that  the  con- 
sideration of  the  sale  was  two  promissory  notes  Kigned  by 
him,  and  made  payable  00  demand  to  Kimerley  alone; 
plaintiff  and  Jones  testified  to  the  effect  tliat  Kimerley  was 
authorized  by  Jones  to  sell  the  property;  also,  fliat  snbse- 
qnenttothesaleandbefore  the  attachment,  Jones  wasnotified 
of  the  acts  of  Kimerley;  but  upon  the  questions  of  previous 
authority  and  subsequent  ratificatiou,  defendants  proveil 
the  testimony  of  Jones,  given  under  oath  before  Judge  Me- 
Kenney,  subsequent  to  the  attuohmeut,  which  tended  to 
show  that  the  sale  by  Kimerley  was  unauthorized  by  Jones, 
and  that  the  latter  did  not  ratify  the  acts  of  the  former 
before  the  attachment. 

Plaintiff  testified  that  Kimerley  delivered  to  him  a  bill  of 
sale  of  the  personal  property  on  the  ranch,  and  of  tbe 
ranch  itself,  bat  the  record  contains  no  transcript  of  the 
same. 

Upon  the  question  of  delivery  of  the  property  on  the 
ranch,  plaintiff  testified  that  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of 
July,  1874,  Kimerley  delivered  to  him  the  ranch  and  the 
wood,  coal  and  coal  sacks  thereon;  that  he  stopped  on  the 
ranch  two  or  threedays;  that  he  asked  Gunn,  who  had  been 
burning  cool  for  Jones  and  Kimerley  for  seventeen  and 
one  half  cents  a  bushel,  to  continue  burning  for  him  upon 
the  same  terms,  and  that  Gunn  agreed  to  bnrn  for  him  as 
he  had  been  doing  for  Jones  and  Kimerley;  that  he  then 
went  to  Sulphur,  where  he  bad  left  the  team;  stayed  there 
all  night;  went  to  the  ranch,  loaded  with  coal  and  went  to 
Enieka,  where  the  sheriff  attached  the  wagon  and  cool 
therein,  on  the  third  day  of  Angost;  that  the  sheriff  at- 
tached the  cattle,  seven  head,  on  the  fifth  day  of  August ; 
tbe  balance  of  tbe  coal,  a  portion  of  tbe  coal  sacks  and  all 
the  wood  were  attached  on   the  ranch.     Plaintiff  testified 
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that  he  was  to  pay  th«  notes  by  hanliDg  coal,  and  -was  to 
have  time  to  do  bo.  It  does  not  appear  tLat  lie  gave  any 
security  (or  their  payment.  He  bad  dne  him  $600  ;  owned 
Lorae,  saddle  and  bridle,  and  two  coal  ranches,  the  ralne  of 
which  is  not  stated.  He  did  DOt  assume  any  debts  of  Jones 
&  Kimerley;  did  not  know  wUeiher  Jones  &  Kimerley  owed 
OberfeMer  &  Harrisou  any^thing  or  not;  kuew  that  the  lat- 
ter had  famished  the  former  with  goods,  but  was  not  cer- 
taiu  that  there  was  any  iudebteduesa  by  reaaon  thereof ; 
made,  no  inquiries  as  to  what  Jones  &  Kimerley  owed; 
thought  it  was  none  of  his  business.  Jones  testified  that 
the  property  Kimerley  sold  to  plaintiff  was  all  the  property 
that  the  firm  had  left ;  that  the  reason  why  the  sale  was 
made  was  because  Kimerley  said  Oberfelder  &  Harrison 
would  close  down  on  them  ;  that  they  wanted  their  men  to 
get  their  pay;  that  he  and  Kimerley  had  a  quarrel  and  con- 
cluded to  close  out.  He  also  stated  that  neither  he  nor 
Kimerley  was  on  the  ranch  after  tbo  sale  ;  hut  it  does  not 
appear  that  either  of  the  partners  was  on  the  ranch  at  any 
time  before  the  sale,  or  that  any  one  remained  there  except 
Gnnn,  who  still  remained  in  the  employ  of  plaintiff  aa  he 
bad  previously  done  for  Jones  &  Kimerley. 

Aaide  from  a  conveyauce  and  delivery  of  the  ranch  by 
Kimerley,  the  only  evidence  before  us  of  a  continued  change 
of  possession  of  the  personal  property  attached  thereon,  is 
this:  plaintiff  stopped  on  the  ranch  two  or  three  days.  But 
so  did  Gnnn,  as  he  had  formerly  done ;  and  there  is  no 
proof  thai  plaintiff  exercised  any  acts  of  ownership  over  the 
much  or  personal  property  thereon  dniiug  the  two  or  three 
days  he  was  there;  and  during  the  whole  time  before  the 
attachment,  the  only  act  performed  by  him  that  indicated  a 
claim  of  ownership  or  possession,  so  far  aa  the  record 
shows,  was  loading  np  a  certain  amount  of  coal  after  get- 
ting the  team  from  Sniphnr,  and  taking  it  to  Eureka.  We 
do  not  think  this  proof  was  sufficient  as  against  creditors  of 
Jones  &  Kimerley,  to  satisfy  the  statute  of  frauds.  But 
aside  from  the  fact  that  a  bill  of  sale,  signed  by  Kimerley 
alone,  purporting  to  convey  the  ranch  and  the  personal 
property  thereon,  was  admitted  in  evidence  against  defend- 
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ants'  objection,  the  testimoDj  above  stated  is  all  tlie  proof 
given  to  establish  a  deViveiy  and  contiuued  ckuDge  of  poa- 
session  of  sncli  propertj.  The  bill  of  sale  is  not  before  ns, 
and  coDsequeiitly  we  cannot  know  that  it  was  sucli  au  ia- 
atrnment  in  writing  as  tbe  statute  requires  us  a  convejauco 
of  an  interest  in  lauds.  We  do  not  know  wlietbei  the  whole 
title  of  Jones  and  Kimerlej,  or^imerley's  alone,  or  of  nei- 
ther, was  conveyed  thereby, 

Without  previous  authority  or  subsequent  rntification 
before  the  attachment,  Eimerley  could  not  sell  or  convey 
Jones'  half  interest  in  the  lanoh,  although  it  be  true  that 
the  bill  of  sale  was  sufficient  in  form  and  substance  on  its 
face  to  convey  the  whole  title;  and  upon  the  question  of 
such  authority  and  ratification,  we  bavu  seen  that  there  was 
great  conflict  of  testimony.  But  whatever  the  real  foots 
may  be  as  to  the  couvejonce  of  the  ruucli,  aa  before  inti- 
mated, tlio  cuse,  as  presented  on  this  appeal,  is  tbe  same  »s 
though  there  hod  been  no  attempted  sale  of  the  real  prop- 
erty. However,  the  order  grauting  a  new  trial  must  be 
sustained  for  another  reason.  At  the  trial  defendants  re- 
quested the  court  to  iustruct  the  jury  aa  follows: 

"Xq  making  up  your  minds  on  the  validity  of  the  sale 
claimed  by  plaintiff,  you  should  take  into  consideration  idl 
tbe  circumstances  surrounding  the  same,  the  situation  of 
the  parlies:  the  solvency  or  insolvency  of  Jones  and  Kim- 
erley;  whether  Thomas  was  acquainted  with  their  circnm- 
stances,  or  believed  or  had  reason  to  believe  them  in  debt; 
the  character  of  the  notes  given;  that  they  were  payable 
only  to  one  of  a  firm;  whether  the  trade  was  within  tbo 
legitimate  business  of  the  partnership  business,  and  tbe 
action  of  the  parties;  and  if  from  all,  you  believe  the  Bale 
was  not  in  good  faith,  and  for  a  valuable  consideration,  you 
will  find  a  verdict  for  defendant."  The  refusal  of  the  oourt 
to  give  this  instruction  is  assigned  as  error.  The  intent  of 
parties  to  a  sale  can  never  be  ascertained  except  by  a  con- 
sideration of  all  the  facts  attending  it.  If  (heir  intent  was 
fraudulent  the  sale  is  void,  although  a  full  price  was  paid 
by  the  vendee.  (Bump  on  Fraud.  Conveyances,  231.)  No 
witness  can  look  into  the  minds  of  the  parties,  and  thus  be 
able  to  swear  positively  that  they  intended  to  defraud  the 
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ereditorfi  of  tlie  vendor;  and  lience,  frand  can  generally  be 
shown  only  by  facts  and  circumstanoes  which  tend  directly 
or  indirectly  to  establish  it.  No  oue  act  or  declariition  may 
establish  it,  bot  the  whole,  when  considered  in  the  light  of 
surrounding  circnmstances,  may  show  it  to  the  satisfaction  of 
court  and  jury,  "These  acts  and  declarations,  and  s]l  con- 
comitant cironmstancea,  must  be  established,  and  then  the 
motive  may  be  deduced  from  them  in  accordance  with  those 
principles  which  are  shown  by  experience  and  observation 
to  rule  human  conduct.  The  proof  in  each  case  will  con- 
aegnently  depend  npou  its  own  ctrcnmstances.  It  nsoally 
consinte  of  muny  items  of  evidence,  which,  standing  de- 
tached and  aluiie,  would  be  immaterial,  bat  which,  in  con- 
nection with  others,  tend  to  illustrate  and  shed  light  upon 
the  character  of  the  transaclion,  and  show  the  position  io 
which  the  parties  stand,  and  their  motives,  conduct  and 
leUtioQB  to  each  other."  (Bump,  560.)  There  was  no  fact 
or  ciroumstance  mentioned  in  that  instmction  which  should 
not  Lave  been  "taken  into  oonsideration "  by  the  jury. 
Tliere  was  uo  fact  or  circumstanoa  legitimately  developed 
at  the  trial  that  should  not  have  been  taken  iuto  considers* 
tiou  by  thero  )n  deciding  upon  the  question  of  the  intent  of 
both  parties  to  the  sale.  This  instruction  would  have  di- 
lected  the  jury,  among  other  things,  to  take  into  oonsiderb- 
tion  the  fact  that  the  notes  given  by  plaintiff  were  payable 
to  Kimerley  alone.  This,  at  first  blush,  may  seem  to  take 
from  the  jury  tlie  consideration  of  the  question  whether  the 
notes  were  or  were  not  so  payable.  Bat  that  fact  was  con- 
ceded by  plaintiff.  In  fact,  he  so  testified.  So,  upon  this 
point,  there  was  no  question  of  foci  to  go  to  the  jury. 

The  instruction  offered  was  correct  and  important,  and 
the  refusal  to  give  it  was  error  that  may  have  been  prejudi- 
cial to  defendants.  For  this  error  alone,  the  court  did  not 
err  in  granting  defendants*  motion  for  a  new  trial;  for  al- 
though the  order  was  made  on  the  gronnd  that  the  evidence 
was  insufficient  to  justify  the  verdict,  it  is  well  settled  that 
"  a  wrong  reason  will  not  vitiate  or  affect  a  correct  judg- 
ment or  result."     {ScoU  v.  Haines,  4  Nev.  428.)

Tax  ok  Pbooebds  of  Uines — Deduction  of  FirrEBH  Dollahs  per  Ton — 
FilEIBUBa  PB0CGS3. — The  tniue.oWDer  working  liia  areu  under  tiie  Frei- 
burg pnioeu  ii  not  entitled  to  on  exemption  of  (iFtecn  dnlUrs  per  ton  in 
addition  to  the  actual  cost  of  working  the  ore.  (SUile  v.  Eurtka  Con. 
M.  Co.,  8Nev.  15,  affirmed.) 

This  was  a  saU  for  taxes  (lelinqnent  upon  an  assessment 
of  tlie  proceeds  of  defendant's  mine,  for  the  quarter  ending 
March  '6\,  1877.  In  making  the  assessment  tlie  a-ssessor 
deducted,  from  the  gross  ^ield  of  the  ore  extracted,  tbe  total 
cost  of  extraction,  transportation  and  reduction,  and  com- 
pnted  the  tax  upon  the  balance  remaining  after  those  de- 
ductions. (2  Comp.  Laws,  sees.  3245,  3246.)  The  defend- 
ant claimed  that  it  was  entitled  to  a  still  further  deduction 
of  fifteen  dollars  per  ton  on  the  amount  of  ore  reduced  dar- 
ing the  quarter,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  it  was  worked  by 
the  Freibnrg  process.  The  defendant  pleaded  and  proved 
a  tender  of  the  amount  of  the  t  ix  on  the  net  proceeds  less 
tho  fifteen  dollars  per  ton  claimed  by  it  as  an  additional 
exemption.  The  etate  recovered  judgment  for  t&e  larger 
amount  as  computed  bj  the  assessor.  The  defendant  ap- 
peals from  the  judgment  and  from  an  order  overmling  its 
motion  for  a  new  trial.

— In  Kctiona  for  tho 
wrongfal  divsmon  of  vater  ths  court  is  dothoriied  to  enter  »  decree  \a 
favor  of  pMutiff  for  tbo  water,  and  to  tax  the  coits  of  the  action  agoinet 
tlM  defendant,  ineipective  of  the  amoant  of  the  JndgmeDt  for  damaftea. 

Appeal  from  the  Distriot  Court  Fourth  Judicial  District, 
Humboldt  County. 

This  vas  aa  action  brought  by  plaintiff  against  the  de- 
fendant, for  the  alleged  wrongful  couTersion  of  water.  Tlie 
complaint  is  in  tbe  nsaal  form,  and  prays  judgment  for 
damages;  a  decree  that  plaintiff  is  entitled  to  the  water; 
that  defendant  be  enjoined  from  diverting  it;  for  costs  and 
for  general  relief.  The  defendant  filed  un  answer  denying 
the  allegations  of  plaintiff's  complaint,  asserted  ownership 
in  bimself,  and  asked  for  joilgment  for  hia  costs.  The  jury 
found  a  general  verdict  iu  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  and  as- 
sessed the  damages  at  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Upon  this  verdict,  judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and 
plaintiff  decreed  to  be  the  owner  of  tlie  land  and  water 
rights  mentioned  in  the  complaint;  that  lie  is  entitled  to 
have  the  water  of  the  stream  therein  designated  unob- 
structed except  that  defendant  might  use  such  portion  of 
said  water  as  might  be  necessary  for  domestic  purposes 
but  not  for  irrigation,  and  that  plaintiff  recover  his  costs 
taxed  at  oua  hundred  and  ninety-two  dollars  and  fifteen 
cents.

In  actions  of  tbis  character,  for  the 
wrongful  diversion  of  water,  it  is  the  usual  and  proper  prac- 
tice for  the  courts,  to  tax  the  costs  against  the  party  who 
is  ill  the  wrong  irrespective  of  the  amount  of  (iamoges  re- 
covered, and  such  action  is  fully  authorized  by  the  provis- 
ions of  the  practice  act  of  this  state.

Fetitioner,  M.J.  Bourke,  applied  to  the  tbird  judicial  dis- 
trict conrl;  for  a  writ,  of  certiorari.  In  his  petitioD  he  stated  in 
Babstance  that,  on  a  prior  date,  to  wit:  June  15,  1877,  Le 
was  served  with  a  snmmoDs  issued  out  of  the  justice's  coni:t. 
Silver  City  township,  in  Lyon  county,  which  commanded 
him  to  appear  before  said  conrt,  at  the  time  and  place 
stated  therein,  to  answer  the  complaint  of  Mark  Strouso 
and  C.  M.  Foster,  filed  iu  said  court,  by  which  plaintiG^ 
claimed  judgment  against  petitioner  for  tlis  snm  of  two 
hundred  dollars,  besides  costs;  that  petitioner  appeared 
at  the  time  and  place  stated  in  the  summons,  and  remained 
for  more  than  one  hour  tliereafter;  that  neither  the  jnstice 
of  the  peace  of  said  conrt  nor  plaintiff,  or  either  of  them, 
appeared,  and  that  petitioner  had  no  opportunity  of  appear- 
ing in,  or  defending,  said  cause;  that  without  notice  to  him, 
and  about  twelve  hours  after  the  time  stated  iu  the  sum- 
mons, said  conrt  rendered  judgment  against  petitioner  for 
two  hundred  dollars  and  forty-seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents 
costs  of  suit;  that  execution  had  been  issued  upon  such 
judgment  againot  him  to  a  constable  in  Storey  county,  in 
this  state,  who  was  about  to  execute  the  some;  that  he

at  tbirty-foar  dollars  and  tliirty  cents,  in  United  States  gold 

Tbe  justice  of  tbe  peace,  Alexander  Tait,  appeals  from 
"tbat  portion  of  tbe  judgment  of  the  diatrictcourt  by  wliicb 
it  was  adjudged  that  the  writ  of  execntion  mentioned  by 
said  petitioner  in  bis  petition  herein,  should  be  withdrawn 
by  the  said  Alexander  Tait,  uud  that  the  said  petitioner 
should  have  and  recover  from  the  said  Alexander  Tait  all 
hia  costs  herein." 

The  district  court  sustained  the  judgment  of  the  justice's 
court,  but  held  that  tbe  issuance  of  an  execution  directed  to 
the  sheriff  or  any  constable  of  Storey  county,  before  a  tran- 
script of  the  judgment  of  the  justice's  court  had  been  filed 
aud  docketed  ia  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court, 
was  illegal,  and  the  execution  void.     (See.  1G18,  C.  L.) 

The  conclusion  of  the  court  may  have  been  correct,  as  an 
abstract  legal  proposition,  but  we  think  a  consideration  of 
the  validity  of  the  execution,  or  tbe  legality  of  its  iasaanoe, 
was  not  within  the  scope  of  the  conrt's  inquiry.  The  stat- 
ute provides  that  "the  writ  shall  be  granted  in  all  oases 
when  an  inferior  tribunal,  board  or  officer,  exercising  judi- 
cial functions,  has  exceeded  the  jurisdiction  of  such  tribu- 
nal, board  or  officer,"  etc.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  only 
proceeding  that  can  be  reviewed  is  a  judicial  proceeding. 

People  V.  SuaA,  40  Cal.  346.  The  justice  exercised  judi- 
cial fanctiousin  rendering  judgment,  but  as  to  that  proceed- 
ing the  district  court  held  there  was  no  excess  of  jurisdiction. 
But  no  judicial  fonctions  were  exercised  by  the  justice  when 
he  issued  the  execution.  It  was  a  mere  ministerial  act  that 
required  the  exercise  of  no  judicial  functions. 

In  Kyle  t.  EvanB  et  al.,  3  AJa.  482,  the  court  say:  *  *  • 
"The  issuance  of  an  execution  upon  a  judgment  is  an  act 
purely  ministerial  in  its  character;  it  involves  no  process  of 
reasoning  or  deduction  from  other  facts,  bat  is  merely  the 
legal  consequence  of  the  judgment  previously  rendered; 
and  therefore  this  duty  is  performed  by  the  clerk,  when 
there  ia  one  attached  to  the  court.     A  justice  of  the  peace 
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has  no  clerk,  but  this  doea  not  alter  tlis  character  of  the 
act;  he  is  both  judge  aud  clerk  of  hia  own  coart." 

In  MaUIiewa  v.  HougfUon.  11  Me.  301,  the  court  held  that 
"amagiatrate  doeauot  act  judicially  in  making  up  aiid  com- 
pleting his  record.  lu  doiug  this,  he  perlorms,  himself, 
'whtit  this  court  does  by  the  agencj  of  its  clerk.  It  is  a 
mere  ministeiial  act."  (See  Kelly  y.  Van  Atistin,  17  Cal. 
565;  Wallace  v.  Eldndge  [No.  1],  27  Cal.  497;  Slate  of  Ne- 
vada V.  Cal.  M.  Co.,  recently  decided  by  thia  court.) 

Section  1280,  C.  L.,  provides  that  "  where  the  esocntioa 
ia  against  the  property  of  the  judgment-debtor,  it  may  be 
issued  to  the  sheriff  of  any  county  In  the  state." 

Section  1618  provides  that  "the  justice,  ou  demand  of 
the  party  in  whose  favor  judgment  is  rendered,  shall  give 
him  a  transcript  thereof,  which  may  be  filed  aud  docketed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  for  the  county 
where  the  judgment  wus  reudered.  The  time  of  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  traosci-ipt  by  the  clerk  shall  be  uoted  by  him 
thereon,  and  entered  in  the  docket,  and  from  that  time 
executions  may  be  issued  by  the  clerk  on  such  judgments  to 
the  sheriff  of  auy  other  county  in  the  state,  in  the  same 
manner  as  upon  judgments  I'ecovered  in  the  higher  coarta." 

These  sections  must  be  constrnsd  together,  and  it  is  un- 
doubtedly true  that  a  valid  execution  to  the  sheriff  of 
another  county  can  be  issued  only  by  the  clerk  of  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  county  whereia  tho  judgment  was  rendered, 
after  a  transcript  of  the  judgment  has  been  filed  and  dock- 
eted in  his  office.  But,  although  the  justice  had  no  right  or 
authority  to  issue  an  execution  to  the  sheriff  of  Storey 
county,  it  was  a  mere  ministerial  act  which  the  district 
court  could  not  review  upon  certiorari,  and  iu  so  doing  it 
erred.  The  only  judicial  acta  performed  by  the  justice  were 
such  as  the  court  sustained.  Such  being  the  case  in  the 
proceedings  on  certiorari,  respoudent  should  not  have  been 
adjudged  to  pay  the  coats. 

The  portion  of  the  judgment  of  the  district  court  appealed 
from  is  reversed,  appellant  to  recover  his  costs  of  appeal.

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bat  should  modify  the  judgmeot  bj  the  entry  of  a  judgment 
in  trover.  {Myers  v.  Kendrick,  13  Iowa,  699;  Woodtoard  v. 
Eoward,  13  Wis.  657;  Fitshugh  v.  Wiman,  5  Seld.  559;  In- 
geraoll  v.  Boatvnck,  22  N.  Y.  425;  Johiaon  v.  Camley,  10  Id.

Bj  the  Court,  Leonabd,  J. : 

Plaintiff  alleges  that,  on  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  Sep- 
tember, 1876,  he  was  the  owner  and  in  possession  of  the 
goods  and  chattels  described  in  his  complaint,  of  the  value 
of  two  thousand  dollars  iu  United  States  gold  coin;  that 
while  he  was  so  the  owner  and  in  possession  of  said  goods 
and  chattels,  the  defendants  unlawfully  took  the  same  from 
his  possession,  carried  them  away  and  still  unlawfully  de- 
tains s&id  property  from  plaintiff;  that  at  the  time  of  said 
conversion  by  defendants,  plaintiff  was  the  proprietor  of 
the  European  restaurant  in  Virginia  city,  and  as  such  pro- 
■  prietor,  was  carrying  on  and  conducting  a  lucrative  busi- 
ness, of  the  value  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  month  to 
plaintiff;  that  by  reason  of  the  unlawful  taking  and  deten- 
tion of  the  said  property,  plaintiff's  business  was  completely 
broken  up  and  destroyed,  whereby  he  was  damaged  in  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  dollars.  United  States  gold  coin, 
and  a  jadgment  for  the  amount  last  stated  is  prayed  for,  be- 
sides costs  of  suit. 

Defendants  denied  plaintiff's  ownership,  and  the  alleged 
value,  beyond  two  hundred  dollars.  They  admitted  the 
taking  and  detention,  but  denied  that  either  was  unlawful; 
denied  that  plaintiff  was  the  proprietor  of  said  restaurant; 
denied  that  the  value  of  the  business  of  said  restaurant  to 
plaintiff  was  two  hundred  dollars  per  month,  but  did  not  deny 
that  it  was  to  him  of  the  vdue  of  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine  dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents  per  month  ;  denied  that 
plaintiff  was  damaged  in  any  sum  whatever.  They  did  not 
deny  breaking  up  and  destroying  plaintiff's  business,  ex- 
cept  as  above  stated. 
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Thoj  justified  the  taking  and  detention  bj  alleging  that, 
prior  to  the  seizure  of  the  property  by  defendant  Smith, 
hereinafter  mentioned,  defendant  Strouse  had  obtained  a 
jnilgment  Ib  justice's  conrt,  Virginia  township  No.  1,  against 
one  Emma  Knapp,  which  was  unsatisfied;  that  an  execntion 
was  dnly  issued  upon  said  judgmeni:,  by  virtue  of  which  de- 
fendant Smith,  as  constable  of  said  township,  duly  levied 
upon  said  property  and  took  the  same  into  hia  possession, 
as  the  property  of  Emma  Knapp,  and  that  to  the  best  knowl- 
edge and  belief  of  defendants,  said  goods  and  chattels  were 
the  property  of  said  Emma  Knapp  at  the  time  of  the  levy 
and  seizure.  Kone  of  the  evidence  is  contained  in  the 
record, 

The  jury  found  the  following  verdict:  "We,  the  jury, 
find  for  the  plaintiff  for  the  delivery  of  the  possession  of 
the  property  described  in  the  complaint,  and  if  a  return 
thereof  cannot  be  had,  then  for  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
and  twenty-five  ($825)  dollars,  the  value  of  said  property, 
with  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  from 
the  twenty-eighth  day  of  September,  1876,  to  the  present 
time,  and  the  sum  of  four  hundred  (|400)  dollars  as  dam- 
Bges.  E.  WiLLUMS,  Foreman." 

Judgment  was  thereupon  entered  "  for  the  delivery  of 
the  possession  of  the  properly  described  in  the  complaint, 
and  if  a  return  thereof  cannot  be  had,  then  for  the  sum  of 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($825)  dollars,  the  value  of 
said  property,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  cent,  per 
annum  from  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  September,  1876,  to 
the  present  time,  and  the  sum  of  four  hundred  ($400)  dol- 
lars damages,  together  with  plaintiff's  costs  of  suit,"  etc. 

Appellants  appeal  from  the  judgment  ami  assign  as  error: 
1.  "Errorin  the  verdict  in  this,  to  wit:  That  it  finds  for 
the  plaintiff  for  the  return  of  the  property  claimed  in  the 
complaint,  and  if  return  thereof  cannot  be  had,  then  for  its 
value,  etc.;  appellants  claim  that  the  verdict  should  have 
followed  the  complaint,  which  does  not  ask  for  a  return  of 
the  property,  but  is  a  complaint  in  trover  for  the  value  of 
the  property;  that  a  verdict  in  the  alternative  respondent 
was  not  entitled  to;  2.  Error  in  the  judgment  in  this,  to 
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vit:  Tb&t  said  judgmeut  is  in  the  alternative  for  a  return  of 
tlie  property,  and  if  a  return  tliereof  cannot  be  had,  then 
for  ita  Talne,  etc.,  to  vkich  appellants  make  the  same  ob- 
jection as  above  specified  to  the  verdict." 

We  think  counsel  for  appellants  are  correct  in  their  con- 
clnsions,  and  vie  have  no  doubt  that  the  court  below  -wonld 
have  made  the  necessary  correction  had  its  attention  been 
called  to  the  error  complained  of.  No  complaint  is  made 
other  than  that  stated  above.  The  case  was  evidently  tried 
npon  the  issues  made  by  the  pleadings,  but  the  jury  foand 
for  plaintiff  "  for  the  delivery  of  the  possessiou  of  the  prop- 
erty described  in  the  complaint,  and  if  a  return  thereof  can- 
not be  had,  then,"  etc. 

They  Lad  no  power  or  authority  to  find  the  portion  just 
quoted,  becaase  the  pleadings  did  not  allow  it;  and  such 
finding  was  as  much  a  nullity  as  though  they  had  foond 
plaintiff  entitled  to  the  possession  of  any  other  property  not 
described  iu  the  complaint.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  jury  to 
decide  the  i^ues  made  by  the  pleadings  according  to  the 
evidence,  but  they  cannot  decide  other  issues.  This  find- 
ing onght  to  have  been  disregarded  in  entering  the  judg- 
ment, although  it  should  have  been  corrected  before  the 
jury  was  discharged  from  the  case,  as  doubtless  it  would 
have  been,  as  before  stated,  had  the  attention  of  the  court 
been  called  to  the  error.  But  the  objectionable  part  of  the 
verdict  is  mere  surplusage,  and  aside  from  that  part,  all  the 
issnea  made  in  the  ca»e  are  decided.  The  judgmentfoUows 
the  verdict,  and  all  the  relief  to  which  plaintiff  was  entitled 
under  the  pleadings  and  findings  of  the  jury,  is  found  out- 
side of  the  portion  awarding  a  delivery  of  possession  of  the 
property  to  plaintiff.  {Easton  v.  Worthington,  5  8.  and  B. 
[Pa.]  132;  McBue  et  al.  v.  CoMough,  2  Ala.  81;  Lincoln 
Hapgood,  II  Moss.  358;  Duane  v.  Simmons,  4Teates,  442] 
Leineweaver  v.  Sioever,  17  S.  and  R.  297;  PaUeruon  v.  Vniled 
Slates,  2  Wheat.  223;  Frederick  v.  Commonweal,  4  B.  Mon.  7; 
United  Stales  etc.  v.  Onts  Case  Stereoscopic  Slides,  1  Spragoe, 
468-9;  Myers  Adm'r  v.  Kendrich  Adm'r,  13  Iowa,  599;  Greg- 
ory v.  Frotkingliam,  1  Nev.  262.) 

The  canse  is  remanded,  with  directions  to  the  court  be- 
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low,  to  strike  from  the  judgaieiit  tbe  followiDg,  to  wit:  "1. 
For  tlie  deliverj  of  the  possession  of  the  property  described 
in  the  complaiut,  aod  if  a  return  thereof  cannot  be  had, 
then;"  also  the  words,  "the  valno  of  said  property,"  next 
following  the  words  "eight  hundred  and  twenty-five  (1825) 
dollars,"  and  insert  in  lien  of  thelast, thewords,  "the value 
of  the  property  described  in  the  complaint  herein." 

Tbe  jndgmeut  so  modified  is  affirmed,  appellant  to  reoover 
the  costs  of  appeal.

Damaobs  fob  Eight  of  Way  in  Cosstkcctiso  a  WATEit  Ditch. — Under 
tbe  net  of  congreas  of  July  26,  18G0,  the  defemlaut  had  the  right  to  con- 
atruct  his  ditch  across  the  public  limda  of  the  United  States,  and  could 
not  be  held  responsible  in  damages  for  the  digging  of  tho  ditch,  to  any 
party  who  came  into  possession  of  said  land  after  the  ditch  had  been 
completed.

I.  The  Truckee  river  is  a  navigable  stream  within  the 
meaaing  of  the  acts  of  congress,  its  status  as  such  is  estab- 
lished, so  far  OS  the  United  States  is  concerned,  by  the 
refusal  of  the  government  to  extend  its  surveys  over  it. 
(Sec.  2395-6.)  A  recognition  of  the  Truckee  as  navigable 
is  foaod  in  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  territory  of  !Ne-

H.  The  two  chanDela  from  the  river  and  the  south  bank 
is  on  the  south  side  of  the  south  channel,  and  not  on  the 
north  side  of  the  land  claimed  by  appellants;  therefore 
respondents'  patent  carries  them  to  the  water's  edge  of  the 
south  channel.  {Railroad  Co.  v.  Schurmier,  7  Wall.  280; 
Kraut  T.  Crawford,  18  Iowa,  649;  It.  It.  Co.  t.  Schurmeir,

III.  No  title  or  right  to  the  lands  granted  to  the  state  of 
Nevada  passed  or  vested  nntil  selection  was  made  by  the 
state.  There  might  be  a  grant  of  quantity,  but  certainly 
the  title  attached  to  no  specific  tract  nntil  the  state,  under 
its  power,  made  selection.  Under  the  act  of  congress  (Rev. 
Stat.  2339)  appellant  built  Lis  ditch  and  appropriated  the 
water  to  useful  and  beneficial  purposes.  The  right  of  way 
was  expressly  granted  and  confined  to  him.  All  subsequent 
purchasers  deriving  title  from  the  United  States,  took  sub- 
ject to  his  agreement.  {Cen.  P.  B.  B.  Co.  v.  Dyer,  1  Saw- 
yer, 646;  Hobart  v.  Ford,  6  Nev,  86;  Broder  v.  Naioma  IV. 
&  M.  Co.,  50  Cal.  623.)

I.  Upon  the  purchase  of  the  land  on  the  tenth  day  of 
July,  1871,  the  title  related  back  to  July  24,  1866,  and  be- 
came a  grant  in  'prceaenti  of  that  date.     {Layton  v.  Fai-reU, 

11  Nev.  455;  Ileydenfeldi  v.  Daney  G.  &  S.  M.  Co.,  10  Nev. 
290.) 

II.  The  case  of  the  B.  B.  Co.  v.  Schurmier,  7  Wall.  272, 
is  in  fact  and  law  conclnsive  in  favor  of  respondents  in  this 
action. 

By  the  Court,  Beatty,  J. : 

This  cause  was  tried  in  the  district  court  without  a  jury, 
and  the  findings  and  judgment  were  for  the  plaintiCEs.  The 
motion  of  the  defendant.  Hatch,  for  a  new  trial  was  over- 
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mldd,  and  be  has  appealed  from  that  order  and  the  jadg- 
ment.  The  statement  of  the  case,  trhich  was  settled  by 
sgreemeot  of  the  attoroejB,  and  parports  to  contain  all  the 
evidence,  certainly  fails  to  justify  the  decision  of  the  court. 
Instead  ol  referring  particularly  to  the  several  findings  of 
the  district  judge  that  are  unsopported  by  the  evidence,  it 
will  be  sufficient  to  make  a  brief  *  statement  of  the  facts 
proved.  For  this  purpose  the  findings  will  be  followed, 
except  where  they  are  opposed  to  the  evidence. 

It  appears  that  the  Trookee  river  flows  through  section 
12  of  township  19  north  of  range  19  east,  Mount  Diablo 
base  and  meridian,  ia  a  direction  a  little  north  of  east.  In 
the  north-west  quarter  of  section  12  the  river  divides  into 
two  permanent,  well-defined  channels,  which  reunite  in  the 
north-east  quarter,  forming  an  island  containing  about  ten 
acres.  The  northern  channel  is  straight,  and  carries  more 
of  tbd  water  of  the  river  at  all  seasons  than  the  southem 
channel,  which  makes  a  considerable  deflection,  first  to  the 
Bouth  and  then  back  to  the  north.  More  or  less  water  flows 
in  the  sontbern  channel  at  all  stages  of  the  river,  except  in 
the  season  of  extreme  low  water,  when,  in  ordinary  years, 
it  ceases  to  flow  (although  it  stands)  in  the  channel.  In 
the  year  186i  or  1865  a  survey  of  this  section  was  made  by 
the  United  States  surveyor  for  Nevada.  In  making  the 
survey  the  sectional  and  subdivisional  lines  were  not  ex- 
tended across  either  channel  of  the  river.  Fractional  anb- 
divisioDS  were  laid  off  bounding  or  abutting  upon  the  south 
side  of  the  south  channel  and  npon  the  north  side  of  the 
north  channel,  both  of  which  were  defined  by  meander 
lines.  The  island  seems  not  to  have  been  surveyed;  but 
whether  or  not  it  was  delineated  on  the  official  plat  does 
not  appear,  as  neither  the  plat  nor  the  field  notes  were  put 
in  evidence.  In  December,  1871,  the  defendant  Hatch  pro- 
cared  a  survey  to  be  made,  under  our  state  law,  of  all  the 
laud  lying  between  the  meander  lines  of  the  United  States 
survey  for  some  distance  above  and  below  the  island,  and 
under  that  survey  claims  the  right  of  possession  of  the 
island  and  of  the  strip  of  land  along  the  south  bank  of  the 
river  between  the  water  and  the  meander  line. 
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la  July,  1871,  Haydon,  for  himself  and  his  co-plaintiff, 
applied  to  the  state  register,  in  aocordaooe  with  the  provi< 
gioua  of  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  aeleotion  and  sale  of 
lands  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the  state  of  Nevada" 
(Stats.  1871,  p.  135),  to  purchase  three  fractional  sabdivi- 
sioD3  of  this  section  12,  containing  about  seventy-one 
acres;  and  at  the  time  of  making  hia  application  deposited 
the  full  amount  of  the  puicliase-nioDey.  For  some  reason 
the  selection  of  the  lands  by  the  state  agents  was  greatly 
delayed,  and  it  was  not  nntil  January,  1875,  that  a  patent 
from  the  state  was  finally  issued.  The  laud  so  purchased 
is  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Truckee  river,  for  a  dis- 
tance of  something  more  than  half  a  mile,  and  at  its  eastera 
end  lies  opposite  the  western  end  of  the  island. 

Pending  Haydon's  application  to  parchase,  and  before 
the  land  applied  for  had  been  selected  by  the  state,  and 
necessarily  before  any  approval  of  such  selection,  the  de- 
fendant Hatch  relying,  us  he  says,  upon  the  grant  of  the 
right  of  way  in  the  act  of  congress  of  July  26,  1866  (14 
Statutes  at  Large,  p.  253),  had  commenced  and  completed 
a  ditch  by  which  he  diverted  a  large  quantity  of  water  from 
the  Truckee  river  and  conducted  it  upon  his  own  land  for 
the  pnrpose  of  irrigation  and  to  supply  a  tannery  which  he 
was  carrying  on.  This  ditch  follows  the  south  bank  of  the 
Truckee  river  and  extends  along  the  front  of  the  land  pur- 
chased by  Haydon  for  more  than  half  a  mile.  There  is  no 
evidence  that  at  the  time  the  ditch  was  constructed  any  one 
was  in  possession  of  the  land,  and  Hatch  swears  that  no 
one  opposed  or  protested  against  its  construction. 

Such  being  the  case;  this  action  was  commenced  in  Oc- 
tober, 1876,  to  recover  possession  of  the  land  between  the 
meander  line  of  the  United  States  survey  ou  the  south  side 
of  the  Truckee  and  the  middle  thread  of  the  main  channel 
(the  north  channel)  of  the  river,  including  about  two  acres 
of  the  west  end  of  the  island.  There  were  counts  also  for 
damages  for  detention  of  the  land  and  for  the  digging  and 
maintenance  of  the  ditch.  The  judgment  of  the  court  was 
for  restitution  of  the  demanded  premises,  including  the  west 
end  of  the  island,  and  for  damages  in  the  sum  of  five  hon- 
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dred  dollars,  assessed  as  the  valao  of  the  right  of  waj  for 
tlie  ditch,  which  was  by  the  jadgment  confirmed  to  the  de- 
fendant Hatch. 

The  two  assigDments  of  error  principally  relied  upon  are: 
1.  That  the  court  erred  in  lioldiitg  that  the  northern  chan- 
nel of  the  Trnckee  river  instead  of  the  southern  channel  was 
the  northern  boundary  of  the  land  of  plaintiff;  and,  2.  That 
it  was  error  to  allow  any  damages  tor  the  right  of  way  of  the 
ditch. 

As  regards  the  first  point,  it  is  claimed  by  the  respond- 
ents, and  not  denied  by  the  appellant,  that  low-water  mark 
and  not  the  meander  line  is  the  boundary  of  their  land;  and 
it  is  not  denied  that  in  this  action  the  plaintiS's  were  enti- 
tled to  recover  from  the  defendant  the  land  between  the 
meander  line  and  low-water  mark  on  the  river.  (See  Rail- 
road Company  v.  SchwTneir,  7  Wal.  286-7,  and  other  cases 
cited  in  the  briefs.)  The  question  is,  what  is  the  river? 
Bespondents  claim  that  the  northern  or  main  channel  alone 
can  bo  considered  as  the  river  channel,  and  that  what  has 
been  called  an  island,  although  Burrounded  by  tuuniDg 
water  nt  all  ordinary  stages  of  the  river,  is  not  an  island, 
but  is  part  of  their  land  lying  between  the  meander  line  of 
the  survey  and  low-water  mark.  To  sustain  this  position 
Uiey  cite  and  rely  upon  the  case  just  referred  to,  which  in 
many  respects  was  extremely  like  this  case.  There  are, 
however,  essential  points  of  difference.  The  river  there  in 
question  was  the  Mississippi,  and  the  island,  so  to  call  it, 
was  at  the  time  of  the  survey  a  mere  sand-bar  about  ninety 
feet  wide  and  one  hundred  and  sixty  feet  long,  sepa- 
rated from  the  main  hnd  by  a  channel  or  slough  twenty- 
eight  feet  wide.  The  slough  in  that  case  was  abso- 
lutely as  large  as  the  south  channel  of  the  Trnckee 
in  this  case,  but  relatively  to  the  stream,  the  main  Missis- 
sippi rivet,  it  was  extremely  insignificant;  the  island  was  a 
mere  sand-bar,  entirely  submerged  in  high  water  aud  of  in- 
significant size  in  low  water.  Xo  notice  was  taken  of  it  in 
making  the  survey,  the  meander  line  being  run  on  the  land 
side  of  the  slough.  The  purchaser  of  the  adjoining  fraction 
claimed  the  bar;  it  was  filled  in  so  as  to  raise  it  above  high 
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vater,  osed  as  a  lasding  for  steamboats  before  and  after  it 
vas  filled  in,  and  covered  with  valnable  improTements. 
After  all  this  a  railroad  compaDj  procared  a  new  snrvej  to 
be  made  by  a  United  States  enrve^'or  and  nndertook  to  claim 
the  land  (Uien  increased  to  nearly  three  acres  in  size  and 
immensely  enhanced  in  valae)  under  a  Congressional  grant 
of  certain  odd  numbered  sections.  On  the  facts  of  the  case 
it  was  decided  that  the  bar  was  included  in  the  first  survey 
OS  a  part  of  the  main  land.  Bat  here  the  facts  are  dilTerent. 
The  two  branches  of  the  Trackee  river  are  both  permanent, 
well  defined  channels.  The  northern  is  the  shorter,  and 
necessarily  has  more  fall,  and  in  low  water  carries  all  the 
rnnning  water,  but  there  is  no  disparity  in  the  size  or  ap- 
pearance of  the  channels,  and  the  land  between  is  not  an 
insignificant  little  sand  bar,  overflowed  in  high  water  and 
liable  to  be  cut  away  by  a  change  of  the  current.  It  is  trnly 
an  island,  and,  compared  with  the  size  of  the  stream,  a  large 
island.  A  glance  at  the  map  shows  to  a  demonstration  tiiat 
the  intention  of  the  surveyor  was  to  meander  the  southern 
channel,  and  not  to  include  the  land  north  of  it  in  the  sub- 
divisions purchased  by  Haydon.  To  allow  the  claim  of  re- 
spondents would  give  them  only  about  two  acres  of  the  west 
end  of  the  island  as  a  part  of  a  fractional  snbdivision  con- 
taining ten  or  fifteen  acres,  but  by  the  same  rule  the  owner 
of  the  next  fractional  subdivision  on  the  east,  which  con- 
tains not  more  than  five  or  six  acres,  wonld  take  as  parcel 
of  his  purchase  about  eight  acres  of  the  island.  This  shows 
to  what  absurd  consequences  it  would  lead  if  the  case  of 
37ie  Railroad  Company  v.  Sckurmeir  were  held  to  estab- 
lish the  principle  that  where  a  river  has  two  channels,  one 
of  which  ceases  to  fiowat  low  water,  land  surveyed  as  boand- 
ing  upon  that  channel  will  take  all  the  land  between  it  and 
low-water  mark  on  the  main  channel.  As  before  remarked, 
that  case  was  decided  on  its  own  pecnliar  facts,  and  no  gen- 
eral principle  applicable  to  this  case  can  be  extracted  from 
it,  except  that  the  water-conrse,  and  not  the  meander  line 
by  which  it  is  surveyed,  is  the  boundary  of  the  fractional 
subdivisions.  To  determine  whether  a  bar  or  island  ispart 
of  the  land  on  either  side  of  a  stream,  account  must  be  t^en 
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ID  every  case  of  a  Tariet}'  of  circnnisiaDces,  snch  as  the  rela- 
tive size  and  permanence  of  the  channelB,  the  size  of  the 
island  compared  with  the  size  of  the  stream,  and  the  con- 
formity or  divergence  of  course  between  the  meander  line 
and  the  main  channel.  It  is  a  question  of  fact  to  be  deter- 
mined from  all  the  BTtrrounding  circnmstances,  whether  the 
land  between  the  meander  line  and  the  shore  of  the  lake  or 
water-oonrse  is  included  in  the  survey.  (See  Lammera  t. 
2fiS8en,  4  Neb.  261,  and  Granger  v.  Swart,  1  Woodworth'a  C, 
G.  Bep.  90.)  In  this  case  we  oonclnde  from  the  facts 
proved  and  fonnd  by  the  court  that  the  island  in  qnestion 
was  not  included  in  the  land  surveyed  on  the  soath  side  of 
the  sonth  channel. 

It  is  nnneeessary  to  decide  the  qnestion  incidentally  dis- 
cussed by  connsel  as  to  whether  the  Truckee  is  a  navigable 
stream  within  the  meaning  of  the  laws  regulating  the  public 
surveys.  It  is  conceded  to  be  a  highway  for  the  floatage  of 
wood  and  timber,  and  has  been  treated  by  the  officers  of 
the  government  as  a  navigable  stream.  Their  action  upon 
the  matter  is  conclasive,  so  far  as  this  case  is  concerned, 
and  the  district  court  held  correctly  that  low-water  mark, 
and  not  the  middle  thread  of  the  stream,  was  the  proper 
boundary  of  the  lands  of  plaintifiTs.  Its  only  error  as  to 
this  point  consisted  in  treating  the  northern  channel  as  the 
only  navigable  channel  of  the  river,  and  the  island  as  a 
part  of  the  main  land  on  the  south  of  the  stream. 

With  reference  to  the  second  assignment  above  men- 
tioned, the  respondents  contend,  as  was  held  by  the  district 
court,  that  the  state,  by  relation,  was  the  owner  of  the  land 
purchased  by  Haydon  from  and  after  the  date  of  his  appli- 
cution  to  purchase  and  his  deposit  of  the  purchase-money 
—that  is  to  say,  from  and  after  July  10,  1871 — and  conse- 
quently that  the  appellant  is  bound  to  pay  them  for  the 
right  of  way  of  his  ditch,  constructed  in  1873.  In  support 
of  this  position  they  cite  Layton  v.  Farrtll,  11  Nev.  455; 
HeydeiifelM  v,  Daney  Co.,  11  Nev.  290;  Courchaine  v.  BaUion 
M.  Co.,  4  Nev.  374,  377,  and  Barnes  v.  Sabron,  10  Nev. 
240.  We  think  none  of  those  cases  are  in  point.  What 
was  said  in  Layton  t.  Farrell  aod  Heydenfeldl  v.  Daney  Co., 
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as  to  the  time  the  grant  of  (he  sixteeDth  and  thirty-sixth 
sections  took  effect  and  vested  the  title  in  the  state,  has  no 
application  to  grants  of  quantity  of  lands  to  be  selected. 
As  to  such  grants,  the  doctrine  is  that  when  ilie  selections 
of  the  state  are  approved  the  title  of  tbe  state  relates  back 
to  the  date  of  selection  and  no  further.  {Paterson  t.  Talurn, 
3  Sawyer  C.  G.  K.  166.)  There  is  nothing  in  Barnes  v. 
Sahvn  inconsistent  with  this;  nothing,  in  fact,  that  re- 
motely implies  anything  to  the  contrary.  In  Coutvhaine  v. 
Bullion  Co.,  it  was  held  for  reasons  that  were  perfectly 
valid  that  the  right  of  tbe  pre-emptioner  related  back  to 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  his  declaratory  statement,  but  those 
reasons  are  totally  inapplicable  to  this  case.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  up  to  tbe  date  of  tbe  selection  of  these  lands  by 
the  state  they  remained  a  part  of  the  public  lands  of  tha 
United  States,  and  the  appellant  had  a  perfect  right  to 
oonstrnct  his  ditch  across  them  under  the  act  of  congress 
of  July  26,  1866  (see  14  Stats,  at  Large,  263),  subject  only 
to  the  liability  therein  imposed  of  paying  for  any  damages 
to  the  possession  of  a  settler  on  the  lands.  There  is  no 
evidence  that  the  lands  were  possessed  by  any  one  other 
than  tbe  appellant  when  the  ditch  was  dug,  and  it  is  ex- 
pressly admitted  that  tbey  were  not  selected  by  the  state 
until  after  the  ditch  had  been  completed.  As  this  view 
entirely  disposes  of  respondents'  claim  for  damages  on  ac- 
count of  the  ditch,  it  is  not  necessary  to  determine  whether 
tbey  are  a  proper  subject  of  litigation  in  this  action. 

Tbe  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  reversed,  and 
the  cause  remanded. 
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npon  the  motion  of  iL  to  set  the  judgment  aside  as  to  both  defendanta. 
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Appeal  from  the  District  Court  Foarth  Judicial  District, 
Humboldt  Connty. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  thd  opinion.

I.  The  judgment  against  Smith,  rendered  at  the  Januaiy 
term,  mei^ed  and  extingnisbed  the  notes  in  controversy 
in  the  higher  security  thus  obtained.  The  order  of  the 
court,  at  the  July  term  setting  aside  the  judgment  of  the 
previous  January  term  as  to  Mann,  left  such  judgment  in 
full  force  as  to  Smith.  If  the  plaintiff's  bad  proceeded 
against  Smith  alone,  and  taken  judgment  against  him,  such 
judgment,  under  the  code  and  common  law  alike,  vonld  be 
a  merger  and  extinguishment  of  the  obligation  as  to  both 
parties.  (i?o&«'fsoii  v.  StniCk,  18  Johns.  459;  Pierce  v.  Kear- 
ney, 5  Hill.  82;  Maaon  v.  Lldred,  6  Wall.  231;  Brady  v.  Setj- 
nolda,  13  Cal.  31 ;  Tinkum  v.  O'Neale,  5  Nev.  93 ;  Truman 
on  Judgments,  §  231.)  Under  the  code,  in  an  action  against 
two  or  more  parties  who  are  liable  upon  an  obligation,  a 
judgment  against  one  may  be  relied  upon  by  the  others  as 
a  bar  to  that  or  any  other  action.  {Sloo  v.  State  Bank  of 
lU.,  1  Scam.  428;  Sloo  y.  Lea,  18  Ohio,  279;  Steams  v. 
Aguirre,  6  Cal.  176;  Rickeiaon  t,  Richardson,  26  Id.  149; 
KeUy  V.  Bandini,  50  Id.  630;  Bank  ofStocklon  v.  Sowland, 
42  Id.  129;  The  PeopU\.  Frishk,lBlA.4Q2;  Leioiav.  Clarldn, 
18  Id.  399;  Sloddart  v.  Vandyke,  12  Id.  437;  Rowe  v.  CJiand- 
ler.  1  Id.  167.) 

II.  The  order  of  the  conrt,  passed  at  the  July  term  set* 
ting  aside  the  judgment  of  the  previous  January  term  as  to 
Smith,  was  void.  A  judgment  cannot  be  set  aside  or  modi- 
fied after  the  term  at  which  it  was  rendered.  ( Ifood  v.

The  district;  court  miglit  have  directed  the  iudgment  of 
tbe  Januarj'  term  to  stand,  but  tbat  ttie  same  ehoald  not  be 
a  bar  to  any  defense  on  the  merits  which  Mann  might  in- 
terpose. It  might  hare  opened  the  judgment  to  let  in  sacli 
a  defense,  without  vacating  it;  it  might  have  granted  any 
leas  relief  than  that  demanded,  or  qualified  it  in  any  reason- 
able manner,  and  thus  saved  the  rights  of  the  parties.  Bat 
this  course  was  not  taken.  ( Wardell  v.  Eden,  2  Johns.  Cas. 
258;  McCall  v.  JilcCall,  54  N.  Y.  541;  Fleming  v.  Jeucka,  23 
III.  475;  Lake  v.  Cook,  15  Id.  353;  Lj/on  v.  Boylvin,  2  Gilm. 
629;  Ghnningerv.  Ilasuird,  4  PLii.  354;  Spang  y.  Common- 
wealth, 12  Pa.  St.  358;  Gallup  v.  Begnolds,  8  Watts.  424.) 
The  court  could  not,  upon  the  motion  of  Mann  to  set  aside 
the  judgment  as  to  him,  step  beyond  and  over  the  limit  and 
subject  of  the  relief  thus  sought,  and  also  set  it  aside  as  to 
bis  co-defendant  Smith,  the  term  at  which  the  judgment  was 
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rendered  baving  lapsed  before  the  decision  of  tbe  motion. 
(Khox  Countp  BaiiJe  v.  Dot//,  9  Ohio,  505.) 

in.  The  motion  of  Mann  continued  the  power  of  the 
coart  over  the  jndgmeut  to  all  intents  and  purposes.  A 
motion  by  one  defendant  to  set  aside  the  jndgment  as  to 
faim,  and  a  motion  bj  another  defendant  (or  hy  the  plaint- 
iff) to  set  aside  the  judgment  as  to  him,  are  independent, 
snbstantire  motions. 

lY.  Tbe  position  of  respondent,  that  by  granting  Mann's 
motion  there  resnlted,  ipso  facto,  a  new  judgment  against 
Smith,  is  not  correct.  Where  an  order  is  made  vacating 
jndgment  as  to  one  of  several  defendants,  the  judgment  re- 
mains unaffected  as  to  the  others.  {McK'tnleyv.  2iiUle,Qi 
Cal.  235;  Silvers  v.  Seynolda,  17  N.  J.  L.  275;  Glonninger  v. 
Baaard,  4  Phila.  354.) 

IVells  &  Stewarl,  for  Bespondents. 

I.  Merger  cannot  arise  from  an  act,  not  of  the  party,  but 
opposed  by  him.  Plaintiffs  did  uot  seek  a  judgment;  did 
not  accept  u  judgment,  against  Smith  alone.  Merger  can- 
not be  forced  upon  a  party.  (38Iud.  8G;  Freeman  on  Judg- 
ment, title  "  Merger,"  215  et  aeq.;  4  Nev.  358,  426.) 

II.  When  the  defendant  Maun  moved  the  court  to  vacate 
the  judgment  as  to  him,  the  plaintiff  could  not  foresee  that 
it  would  be  sustained ;  hence,  as  it  was  uot  ruled  npon  uutil 
that  term  of  court  had  lapsed,  plaintiffs  could  not  make  a 
motion  to  vacate  it  as  to  Smith,  until  the  very  instant  they 
did  do  BO. 

III.  The  court  did  wrong,  prejudiced  the  plaintiffs,  by 
setting  aside  tbe  judgment  as  to  Mann,  which  ruling  was 
opposed  by  them;  and  as  boou  as  made,  they,  to  preserve 
their  rights  against  both  defendants,  asked  the  court  to  set 
the  judgment  aside  as  to  Smitb,  also,  aud  thus  uot  only 
preserve  their  rights  against  both,  but  deprive  Mann  of  the 
benefit  of  his  owu  wrong. 

rV.  Tbe  jurisdiction  was  saved  by  tbe  motion  of  Mann  to 
vacate  the  judgment  as  to  him.  That  gave  tlie  court  juris- 
diction to  grant  his  motion  just  as  asked,  or  to  graut  it 
coupled  with  something  else,  as  it  might  deem  right.  (5 
Cal.  406;  8  Id.  521;  19  Id.  706;  19  Id.  127;  7  Id.  443.)  , 
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Jlf.  8.  Bonnifield,  also  for  Bespondents. 

By  the  Court,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

This  action  was  brought  to  recover  the  sum  of  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  thereabouts,  the  amount  claimed  to  be  due 
from  Wm.  Smith  and  J.  J.  Mann,  doing  business  as  copart- 
ners under  the  firm  name  and  sfyle  of  "  Smith  &  Mann," 
upon  certain  promissory  notes  executed  by  them  in  their 
firm  name. 

The  complaint  and  summons  were  regularly  served  upon 
the  defendant  Smith,  in  the  month  of  May,  1876.  In  the 
month  of  August,  1876,  the  defendant  Mann  entered  "his 
appearance  in  said  action,"  and  asked  of  the  court  "a  rea- 
sonable  time  in  which  to  plead  therein."  No  time  was  fixed 
for  him  to  plead.  No  pleadings  were  filed.  On  the  second 
day  of  January,  1877,  the  clerk  noted  the  default  of  both 
defendants,  and  on  the  twenty-third  of  February,  1877,  the 
court  ordered  a  judgment  by  default  to  be  entered,  and  it 
was  entered,  against  both  defendants,  for  the  amount  prayed 
for  in  plaintiff's  complaint. 

The  defendant  Mann,  at  the  same  term,  moved  the  court 
to  annnl,  set  aside  and  declare  void  the  said  default  and 
judgment  bo  far  as  the  some  in  any  manner  affected  him. 
Pending  this  motion,  the  January  term  lapsed.  At  the 
April  term,  1877,  the  motion  was  argued  and  taken  under 
advisement.  At  the  July  term,  1877,  the  court  granted  the 
motion,  and  set  aside  the  judgment  as  to  the  defendant 
Mann.  On  the  same  day,  on  motion  of  plaintiff's  counsel, 
the  court  also  set  aside  the  judgment  as  to  the  defendant 
Smith. 

The  defendant,  Mann,  then  filed  an  answer  setting  up, 
among  other  defenses,  the  judgment  of  the  Janoary  term, 
1877,  as  a  bar  to  the  action  against  him. 

On  the  trial,  subsequently  had,  the  defendant,  Mann,  ob- 
jected to  the  introduction  of  each  note  sued  on,  upon  the 
ground  "that  since  the  commencemeut  of  this  action,  and 
since  the  service  of  summons  on  the  defendant,  Smith,  and 
the  appearance  of  the  defendant,  Manu,  herein,  the  plaint- 
iffs have  obtained  and  taken  a  judgment  herein  ogainst  the 
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defendant.  Smith,  vhioh  jad^^ent  is  still  in  force  as  to  said 
iSmith,  whereby  the  said  note  and  all  the  notes  and  indebt- 
edness alleged  in  the  complaint  have  been  merged  and  ex- 
tingaished  in  a  higher  secnrity,  and  import  no  sabsisting 
joint  indebtedness  or  liability  of  the  said  defendants,  Mann 
and  Smith." 

The  coart  overmled  the  objection,  and  admitted  the  notes 
in  evidence. 

The  defendant,  Mann,  moved  for  a  nonaait  and  for  a  dis- 
missal of  the  action  against  him  npon  the  same  ground. 
Both  motions  vere  overmled  by  the  conrt.  Judgment  was 
again  entered  in  favor  of  plaintiffs  and  against  both  defend- 
ants. 

Appellant's  counsel  argne  that  the  order  of  the  court, 
made  at  the  July  term,  setting  aside  the  judgment  of  the 
previous  January  term  as  to  the  defendant  Mann,  left  such 
judgment  in  full  force  as  to  the  defendant  Smith;  that  the 
judgment  against  Smith  rendered  at  the  January  term 
merged  and  extioguiabed  the  notes  in  controversy  in  the 
higher  security  thus  obtained,  so  that  afterwards  no  judg- 
ment conld  be  taken  or  action  maintained  on  snch  notes 
against  Mann.  These  positions  are  sought  to  be  maintaiQed 
npon  the  ground  that  the  order  of  the  court  made  at  the 
July  term  setting  aside  the  judgment  of  the  previous  Jan- 
nary  term  as  to  Smith  was  void. 

Did  the  court  have  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order  setting 
aside  the  judgment  as  to  Smith  after  the  January  term,  at 
which  said  judgment  was  entered,  had  lapsed? 

The  facts  of  this  case  are  dissi|niiar  from  the  case  of  SIoo 
v.  The  Slate  Bank  of  lUinois,  1  Scam.  428.  In  that  case 
the  State  Bank,  defendant  in  error  on  appeal  and  plaintiff 
in  the  court  below,  voluntarily  accepted  a  judgment  against 
both  defendants,  Sloo  &  McCUntoc  (doing  business  as  co- 
partners, under  the  firm  name  of  A.  G.  Sloo  &  Co.),  that 
was  entered  by  virtue  of  a  power  of  attorney  authorizing  a 
confessioa  of  judgment.  The  power  of  attorney  was  exe- 
cuted in  the  firm  name  by  McCUntoc,  without  ad^  authority 
from  his  copartner  Sloo.  Upon  appeal  the  supreme  court 
reversed  the  judgment  as  to  Sloo,  against  whom  it  had  been 
Vol.-  XIU.— 18. 
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entered  without  authority.  The  supreme  court  of  Ohio,  in 
Sloo  V.  Lea,  18  Ohio,  279,  held  that  the  judgment  of  the 
court  in  Illinois  against  McClintoc  was  a  bar  to  any  further 
action  upon  the  same  subject-matter,  as  to  the  defendant 
Sloo.  These,  and  other,  cases  cited  by  appellant  sustain  the 
general  proposition,  that  where  the  contract  Boed  upon  is 
joint,  and  the  plaintiff  by  his  own  voluntary  action  accepts 
or  consents  to  a  judgment  against  one  of  two  or  more  de- 
fendants, the  other  defendants  may  rely  npon  that  judgment 
as  a  bar  to  that  or  any  other  action  against  them  upon  the 
same  contract.  (Tinkum  v.  O'Neale,  5  Nev.  93;  Freeman 
on  Judgments,. sees.  231,  232,  and  authorities  there  cited.) 

The  decisions  sustaining  this  rule  are  very  numerous. 
They  proceed  upon  the  ground  that  by  the  recovery  of  Boch 
a  judgment,  the  cause  of  action  has  been  merged  and  extin- 
guished iu  the  judgment  against  one  "by  operation  of  law, 
at  the  instance  and  by  the  act  of  the  creditor."  The  cred- 
itor is  deprived  of  hia  right  to  collect  against  the  others, 
because  by  accepting  the  judgment  against  one,  he  has 
placed  himself  iu  a  position  where  he  is  unuble,  legally,  to 
assert  or  enforce  his  demand.  {Stiijdam  v.  Barber,  18  N.  T. 
470;  Bamdt  v.  Juday,  38  Ind.  88.)  The  facts  of  this  case, 
however,  do  not  bring  it  within  the  reason  of  the  rule  applied 
in  the  cases  referred  to. 

In  this  case,  the  court  at  the  Janaary  term  acquired  jnris- 
diction  to  enter  the  judgment  against  both  Smith  and  Mann. 
The  voluntary  appearance  of  defendant  Mann  was  "equiva- 
lent to  personal  service  of  the  summons  npon  him."  (Civil 
Practice  Act,  sec.  3S.)  The  default  and  judgment  at  the 
January  term  were  properly  entered.  Appellant's  position, 
therefore,  is,  that  by  his  own  act  in  asking  to  have  the  judg- 
ment that  was  legally  entered  against  him  set  aside,  so  as 
to  allow  him  to  make  a  defense,  and  in  obtaining  the  order 
setting  aside  the  judgment  as  to  him,  without  the  consent 
of  plaintiffs,  he  has  relieved  himself  from  all  liability  upon 
the  causes  of  action  embraced  in  the  judgment.  This  posi- 
tion cannot^  be  sustained  upon  principle,  and  is  not  sup- 
ported by  any  authority  to  which  oar  attention  has  been 
called. 
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Upon  the  motion  made  by  tbe  defendaot  Mann,  the  court 
had  jurisdiction  to  grant  him  any  relief  that  he  was  legally 
entitled  to.  It  was  not  bound  to  either  allow  or  reject  the 
relief  in  the  precise  terms  asked  for.  If  the  coart  was  of 
opinion  that  the  defeDdantMannhadagood  and  meritorious 
defense  to  the  merits,  and  that  he  had  been  improperly  de- 
prived of  making  his  defense  by  the  entry  of  the  default 
against  him,  it  might,  under  his  motion  liave  opened  the 
judgment,  in  order  to  let  in  his  defense,  without  setting  it 
aside  as  to  either  defendant.  {Lake  t.  Cook,  15  HI.  353; 
Fleming  v.  Jencka,  22  III.  475 ;  GUmninger  v,  Saxzard,  4  Phil,  , 
354.)  But  the  mode  of  graating  the  relief  is  within  the 
control  of  the  court  (McCall  v.  McCaU,  54  N,  T.  541),  and  it 
was  the  duty  of  the  court,  in  granting  any  relief,  to  protect 
the  rights  of  other  parties.  Instead  of  opening  the  judg- 
ment in  order  to  let  in  Mann's  defense,  the  court  could  have 
granted  his  motion  on  condition  that  the  judgment  should 
alao  be  set  aside  as  to  the  defendant  Smith.  The  junsdio- 
tion  of  tbe  court  to  make  such  an  order  is  unquestionable. 

Appellant  technically  relies  upon  the  mere  form,  instead 
of  the  substance,  of  the  orders  made  in  the  court  below.  It 
is  contended  that  tbe  order  setting  aside  the  judgment  as  to 
Smith  was  made  upon  the  plaintiSs'  motion,  and  it  is,  there- 
upon, argued  that  inasmnch  as  the  term  at  which  the  judg- 
ment was  entered  had  lapsed  without  any  such  motion  hav- 
ing been  made  by  the  plaintiffs,  the  court  had  no  jurisdic- 
tion to  grant  their  motion.  But,  in  our  opinion,  the  ques- 
tion is  not  as  to  the  right  of  the  plaintiffs  to  make  the 
motion,  but  as  to  the  power  of  the  court  to  make  the  order 
setting  aside  the  judgment  as  to  both  defendants.  It  is  a 
question  of  jurisdiction  only.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  court 
is  supported  and  sustained  by  the  motion  of  defendant 
Mann.  The  relief  granted  is  germane  to  the  relief  asked 
for,  and  was  properly  allowed,  although  irregularly  entered. 

It  was  proper  for  the  plaintiffs  to  make  the  motion  to  have 
the  defendant  Smith  included  in  the  order  setting  aside  the 
judgment  as  to  the  defendant  Mann,  and  the  court  had  ju- 
risdiction to  amend  the  order  setting  aside  the  previous 
judgment  so  as  to  include  both  defendants,  and  this  is  just 
what  the  court  did  in  effect  do. 
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In  Van  Rensdeaw.  Whiting,  et  al.,  the  plaintiff  recovered 
judgment  in  an  action  of  assumpsit  against  Jobn  L.  Whit- 
ing and  J.  Tallman  Whiting  upon  a  joint  obligation.  The 
circuit  court,  upon  the  motion  of  J.  Tallman  Whiting,  or- 
dered that  "  tlie  judgment  heretofore  entered  in  this  cause 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  aet  aside  and  vacated  as  to  the 
defendant  J.  Tallman  Whiting."  No  motion  was  made  to 
have  the  other  defendant  included  in  the  order,  and  no  other 
order  was  made.  Ou  appeal  the  supreme  court  said:  "The 
effect  of  vacating  the  judgment  as  to  J.  Tallman  Whiting 
was  to  vacate  it  as  to  the  other  defendant  also."  (12  Mich. 
451.)  The  court  had  jurisdiction  to  set  aside  the  judgment 
as  to  both  defendants.  {Lewis  v.  Ripiey  el  al.,  21  Col. 
272.) 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed,

The  prOTisioDS  of  toI.  1,  Comp.  Laws,  1258,  as  to  the 
authentication  of  statements  on  motion  for  new  trials  and 
other  papers  used  upon  the  hesririg  of  such  motions  is 
merely  directory.  {Lodaoood  v.  Marsh,  3  Nev.

II.  I^spondents  appeared  and  ai^aed  the  motion  for  a 
new  trial.  They  cannot  now  object  that  the  statement  was 
not  agreed  to  by  them,  or  settled  by  the  judge.  (^Dickeneon 
T.  Horn,  9  Cal.  207;  Williams  v.  Oregwy,  9  Id.  76;  Kidd  v. 
Laird,  16  Id.  161.) 

By  the  Court,  Beattt,  J. : 

Plaintiffs  recovered  a  judgment  in  this  case  on  February 
19,  1875.  On  January  20,  1877,  the  motion  of  the  defend- 
ants for  a  new  trial  was  overruled,  and  at  the  same  time  an 
order  was  made  by  the  district  court  amending  the  judgment 
80  as  to  make  it  ran  in  favor  of  Louis  Solomon,  surviving 
partner  of  Solomon  &  Cardenas,  instead  of  Louis  Solomon 
and  D.  L.  Deal,  administrator  of  Cardenas. 

On  the  twelfth  of  Febmary,  1877,  the  defendants  gave 
notice  that  they  would  appeal  from  the  judgment,  from  the 
order  overruling  their  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  from  the 
order  amending  the  judgment. 

The  respondents  now  move  to  dismiss  the  appeal  from 
the  judgment,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  taken  until 
more  than  a  year  after  the  judgment  was  rendered.  They 
also  move  to  strike  from  the  recoid  what  purports  to  be  a 
statement  on  motion  for  new  trial,  upon  the  ground  that  it 
is  not  uutheuticated  in  any  way;  and  if  this  motion  prevails 
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tbej  ask  that  the  entire  appeal  may  be  dismjsaed  as  liaving 
notiitiig  to  Bustaiu  it. 

The  motioa  to  dismiss  the  appeal  from  the  judgmeot  must 
prerail,  apou  the  gronnd  that  it  was  not  taken  in  time.  (G. 
L.,  1391;  BornlidmerY.  Baldwiv,  42  Cal.  31.) 

The  motion  to  strike  out  the  statement  must  also  prevail. 
It  is  not  authenticated  in  auy  manner  whatever,  and, 
although  it  is  trut)  that  the  indorsements  made  hy  the  judge 
on  the  affidavits  used  in  support  of  the  motion  show  that 
"a  statement  and  amendments  proposed  thereto  were  read 
and  referred  to  on  the  hearing,"  there  is  nothing  to  show 
that  any  statement  was  ever  settled  or  allowed.  If  the 
statement  which  is  contained  in  this  transcript  is  the  state- 
ment read  and  referred  to  on  the  hearing  (and  ve  do  not 
know  that  it  is),  it  is  still  not  such  a  statement  as  we  can 
regard,  because  it  appears  that  amendments  were  proposed 
to  it,  and  it  has  never  been  settled. 

But,  although  the  motion  to  strike  out  must  be  sustained, 
it  does  not  follow  that  the  appeals  from  the  orders  must  be 
dismissed.  They  were  taken  in  time,  and  it  may  be  that 
the  affidavits  in  support  of  the  motion  for  a  new  trial,  or 
the  record  of  the  judgment  and  order  amending  it,  show 
some  error  of  the  district  court. 

The  case  has  not  been  submitted,  except  so  far  as  the 
motions  to  strike  ont  and  dismiss  are  concerned,  and  we 
oannot  undertake  now  to  decide  whether  the  orders  were  or 
were  not  erroneous. 

It  is  ordered  that  the  appeal  from  the  judgment  be  dis- 
missed;  that  the  sUtement  be  stricken  from  the  record;  and 
that  the  case  be  set  down  for  argument  on  the  appeals  from 
the  order  denying  a  new  trial,  and  from  the  order  amend- 
ing the  judgment.

Laws,  sec.  1440;  Boney  t.  Bu(Mand,  4  Kev.  45.)

By  the  Conrt,  Beaptt,  J. : 

The  plaintiffs  are  sarviTing  partners  of  one  T.  J.  Hayes, 
and  sae  in  that  character.  The  defendant  pleaded  a  counter- 
clium,  and  on  the  trial  in  the  district  court  was  permitted, 
against  the  objection  of  the  plaintiffs,  to  testify  that  Hayes, 
during  his  life-time,  had  employed  him  as  traveling  sales- 
man for  the  fii'm  at  a  sulary  of  two  handred  dollars  a  month, 
besides  a  commission  on  sncb  goods  as  he  might  sell.  Ac- 
cording to  his  testimony,  the  firm  became  indebted  to  him 
for  three  months'  services  in  a  sum  considerably  exceeding 
the  amount  collected  by  him  on  account  of  his  sales.  The 
suit  was  brought  to  recover  the  money  so  collected,  but  de- 
fendant obtained  a  judgment  for  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars,  being  the  balance  dne  him,  according  to  his 
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testimoDy,  under  the  cODtr&cl;  with  Hajes,  over  and  above 
the  amount  of  his  collectioDS. 

The  pkintiffs,  appealing  from  the  jadgment  and  order 
overruling  their  motion  for  a  new  trial,  cooteod  that  it  was 
error  to  allow  the  defendant  to  testify  in  his  own  behalf. 
If,  as  surviving  partners,  they  are  the  "representatives  of 
a  deceased  person,"  within  the  meaning  of  section  379  of  the 
civil  practice  act,  the  ruling  of  the  district  court  was  erro- 
neous, otherwise  it  was  not. 

Under  section  340  of  the  old  practice  act  (Stats.  1864,  p. 
77)  the  testimoDy  would  have  been  excluded  upon  the  ground 
that  Hayes — the  other  party  to  the  transactiou — who  could 
have  testified  to  it  if  living,  was  dead.  The  case  of  Honey 
V.  Bucklahd  (4  Nev.  58)  was  precisely  like  this.  Bucldand 
was  surviving  partner  for  Bethel,  and  it  was  held  to  have 
been  error  to  allow  the  plaintiff  to  testify  to  a  transaction 
with  Bethel.  The  decision  in  that  case,  however,  was  based 
entirely  upon  that  clause  of  the  old  act  which  excluded  the 
testimony  of  an  interested  partywhen  the  adverse  party  was 
dead — the  words  "  adverse  party  "  being  construed  to  mean 
the  other  party  to  the  transaction  to  be  proved.  It  was  not 
without  some  hesitation  and  criticism  of  the  obscurity  of 
the  terms  of  the  statute  that  the  court  reached  its  conclu- 
sion, but  we  are  satisfied  that  the  decision  was  correct,  and 
that  the  rule  it  established  was  just  and  equitable.  If  the 
statute  had  not  been  changed  we  should  have  no  hesitation 
in  following  that  case;  but  unfortunately  the  law  has  been 
changed,  and  changed  materially,  by  the  adoption  of  the 
new  practice  act.  (See  sec.  376-7-8-9.)  Section  379  contains 
the  exceptions  to  the  general  rule  prescribed  in  section  277, 
nuder  which  parties  are  allowed  to  testify  in  their  own  be- 
half. It  would  seem  that  the  person  who  drafted  that  sec- 
tion had  the  decision  in  Eoney  v.  BucJdand  in  his  mind,  for 
the  words  "  adverse  party "  of  the  old  law  were  replaced 
by  the  more  apt  expression  "other  party  to  the  trans- 
action," hut  the  words  "  is  dead,"  that  should  have  followed, 
were  omitted.  This  omission  was  probably  unintended, 
but  we  are  satisfied  that  we  cannot  restore  the  missiug 
words.     The  legislature  in  revising  the  law  left  them  out, 
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and  ve  are  bound  to  preaume  that  it;  was  done  ex  indnairia, 
for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  change  wbich  13  effected  ia 
the  lav  by  their  omisBion.  We  may  be  morally  satisfied 
that  the  law  as  enacted  defeats  the  legislattTe  will;  but  we 
hare  no  powet  to  change  the  law,  and  iu  construing  it  ivo 
csDuot  go  upon  a  surmise  that  the  iutention  was  to  say 
something  that  has  uot  been  said.  Assuming,  then,  that 
the  words  "is  dead  "  were  omitted  in  the  reTision  of  the 
law,  not  by  mistake,  but  purposely,  it  cannot  be  maintained 
that  they  were  left  out  simply  for  the  reason  that  they  were 
superfluous  and  unmeaning.  The  decision  in  Itonei/ v.  Buck- 
land  shows  that  they  hud  a  very  important  meaning,  and  a 
simple  illustration  will  show  that  the  principle  of  that  decis- 
ion is  rejected  and  condemned  by  the  present  law.  Under 
the  old  law  if  A,  by  his  agent,  contracted  with  B,  and  his 
agent  died,  in  an  action  on  the  contract  after  the  death  of 
the  agent,  B.  could  not  have  testified  because  of  the  death 
of  the  "other  party  to  the  transaction,"  who,  if  living, 
could  have  testified  to  it.  Bat  under  the  present  law  it  is 
clear  that  B.  could  testify  unless  it  should  be  held  that  the 
principal  in  a  contract  is  the  "  representative  "  of  his  de- 
ceased i^ent,  and  this,  we  suppose,  would  not  be  contended 
for. 

It  appears,  then,  that  the  old  law  recognized  two  reasons 
for  excluding  the  testimony  of  a  party  interested,  while  the 
present  law  recognizes  but  one.  Of  the  two  principles  of 
exclusion,  the  sounder  and  better  has  been  rejected,  and  the 
more  arbitrary  and  unreasonable  retained.  The  result  is, 
that  our  law  on  this  subject  is  about  as  bad  as  it  conld  be 
made.  The  policy  of  sealing  the  lips  of  the  surviving  party 
to  any  transaction,  when  the  opposite  party,  whether  prin- 
cipal or  agent,  is  dead,  is  sanctioned  and  approved  by  the 
statutes  of  several  of  the  states,  and  by  unmerous  decided 
cases,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the  principle  of  arbitrarily 
excluding  the  testimony  of  a  party  whenever  the  opposite 
party  to  the  action  is  the  representative  of  a  deceased  per- 
son, has  been  as  pointedly  condemned.  It  bos  been  shown, 
for  instance,  that  there  is  no  good  reason  for  such  exclusion 
when  the  deceased  person  contracted  through  agents  who 
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ore  living  and  can  testify,  and  when  he,  if  living,  coold  not 
have  testified  to  the  transaction.  In  several  of  the  states, 
the  rule  has  been  essentially  qualified  with  referenoe  to 
consideratioDB  snch  as  this.  We,  however,  have  retained 
this  rule  in  its  most  arbitrary  {orm,  and  have  abolished 
altogether  the  other  i-ule  which  invariably  operated  to  the 
promotion  of  justice.  The  rule  so  abolished  exactly  cov- 
ered this  case.  The  reason  why  the  defendant  should  not 
have  been  allowed  to  testify,  wus  that  Hayes,  the  other 
party  to  the  transaction,  was  dead — his  lips  were  sealed.  If 
the  defendant  testified  falsely,  he  could  not  be  contrsr 
dieted.  It  was  a  good  reason  why  he  should  not  have  been 
allowed  to  testify,  but  it  ia  a  reason  which  the  legislature 
has  coadenined  and  repudiated.  It  is  no  longer  the  law  in 
this  state  that  a  party  ia  excluded  from  testifying  in  his  own 
behalf  because  the  agent  through  whom  his  adversary  con- 
tracted ia  dead.  lu  this  case,  Hayes  waa  the  agent  oon- 
traeting  for  the  firm,  and  there  is  not  a  whit  more  reason 
why  Gloster  should  not  have  been  allowed  to  testify  than 
there  would  be  in  the  case  above  supposed,  where  A.  is 
sued  by  B.  on  a  contract  made  through  his  agent,  and  in 
which  it  must  be  conceded  B.  could  testify,  notwithstanding 
the  death  of  A.'s  agent  and  sole  witness. 

But  it  is  claimed  that  the  surviving  partners  are,  within 
the  meaning  of  section  379,  the  representatives  of  a  de- 
ceased person,  and  that  Gloster's  testimony  should  Lave 
been  excluded  for  that  reason.  In  a  certain  sense  a  sur- 
viving partner  suing  in  that  character  does  represent  his 
deceused  partner.  He  represents  the  firm  which  was  dia- 
sohed  by  the  death  of  the  deceased  partner,  and  as  the 
interest's  of  the  firm  embrace  the  interests  of  the  deceased, 
the  survivor  is  indirectly  his  representative.  But  it  is  man- 
ifest that  in  the  only  sense  in  which  surviving  partners  are 
representatives  of  a  deceased  partner  they  are  his  repre- 
sentatives not  only  as  to  transactions  conducted  by  him 
during  his  life-time,  but  also,  and  to  the  same  extent,  as  to 
transactions  conducted  by  themselves.  It  would  follow, 
therefore,  on  the  construction  contended  for,  that  a  surviv- 
ing partner,  suing  or  defending  on  a  contract  made  by  liirn-  .

self,  ooald  be  a  witness  on  Lis  own  behalj,  at  the  same 
time  that  he  coold  exclude  the  testimony  of  hie  adversaiy 
upon  the  groand  that  he  represented  liia  deceased  partner. 
This  resolt  would  be  aa  absurdly  unjust  as  any  that  can 
be  imagined  and  clearly  proves  that  the  law  has  been  so 
loosely  and  improridently  framed  that,  however  it  may  be 
interpreted,  many  cases  mnst  arise  in  which  its  operation 
will  be  grossly  unfair.  To  hold  that  a  snrviving  partner  is 
not  the  representative  of  a  deceased  person  leaves  a  door 
open  to  instances  of  injustice  such  as  is  presented  by  this 
case:  to  hold  otherwise  wonld  open  a  door  to  more  numei^ 
ons  cases  of  injastioe  of  the  same  sort.  We  say  more  na- 
meroQS  because  every  deceased  partner  leaves  one  survivor 
at  least  and  often  (as  in  this  case)  several,  so  that  naturally 
more  litigated  cases  arise  out  of  the  transactions  of  surviv- 
ing than  of  deceased  partners.  For  this  reason  we  are  un- 
willing to  say  that  a  surviving  partner  is,  within  the  mean- 
ing of  the  statate,  tJie  representative  of  a  deceased  partner. 
Such  a  construction  would  lead  to  more  injostice  than  it 
would  prevent;  it  would  enlarge  the  operation  of  a  rule 
which  is  already  too  sweeping  and  arbitrary,  and  at  the 
same  time  it  would  leave  a  large  class  of  cases  of  eqaal 
merit  with  this  case,  and  equally  demanding  protection, 
wholly  unprovided  for.  The  reason,  as  above  stated,  why 
the  defendant  should  not  have  beeu  allowed  to  testify,  is 
that  the  agent  who  contracted  for  the  plaintiffs  was  dead. 
Bat  this  principle  of  exclusion  has  been  eliminated  from  the 
law,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  agent  is  not  also  a  partner 
the  injustice  of  this  case  might  be  repeated  even  if  it  were 
lield  that  a  surviving  partner  is  within  the  meaning  of  the 
law.  Still  we  might  feel  bound  to  give  the  law  that  con- 
fitmotion  if  there  was  any  precedent  for  such  a  decision;  bnt 
we  have  found  none  that  goes  to  that  extent.  The  case  of 
Dnvia  v.  Davia  (26  Gal.  34)  goes  as  far  as  any  that  we  have 
found.  It  holds  that  the  word  "representative"  as  used  in 
the  California  act  was  intended  to  designate  not  only  the 
executor  or  administrator  of  a.  deceased  person,  bnt  also 
the  person  or  party  "who  succeeds  to  his  right  by  purchase, 
descent  or  opetation  of  law."    We  do  not  question  tlie  cor- 
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rectness  of  that  decision,  but  it  18  not  broad  enough  to  covet 
this  case.  A  sarTiving  partner  does  not  succeed  to  the 
right  of  his  deceased  partner.  He  has  authority  to  wind  up 
the  affairs  of  the  firm,  but  the  share  of  the  deceased  partner 
goes  to  his  heirs  or  personal  repreaentativea.  The  decision 
in  the  case  of  Davia  v.  Davis  was  that  a  grantee  was  the 
representative  of  his  deceased  grantor  in  an  action  to  recover 
the  granted  premises.  We  think  the  decision  was  correct, 
and  we  fiud  no  fault  with  the  principle  npon  which  it  was 
based.  We  oul;  say  that  this  case  does  not  come  within 
the  principle.  The  following  cases  are  more  nearly  in  point, 
and  tend  to  support  our  conclusion:  44  Barb.  456;  44  N.  Y. 
56;  8  West  Ta.  245. 

The  other  errors  assigned  by  appellants  may  be  very 
briefly  disposed  of.  The  findings  are  snetained  by  the  de- 
fendaut's  testimouy,  and  the  statute  of  limitations  did  not 
run  against  the  counter-claim  upon  which  he  recovered  on 
account  of  the  absence  of  the  plaintiffs  from  the  state. 

The  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  affirmed.

By  the  Court,  Hawlei,  C.  J.; 

The  plaintiff,  E.  A.  Vesey,  testified  in  the  conrt  below, 
that  as  the  agent  of  H.  M.  Vesey,  deceased,  during  Lis  life- 
time, he  made  an  agreement  with  the  defendant  to  the  effect 
that  H.  M.  Vesey  should  board  and  lodge  certain  persons 
who  were  in  the  employ  of  defendant,  for  a  certain  price, 
which  defendant  agreed  to  pay. 

The  defendant  offered  himself  as  a  witness  in  bis  own 
behalf  to  contradict  the  statements  of  the  witness  Vesey, 
bat  the  court,  upon  the  objection  of  plaintiff,  excluded  him 
from  testifying. 

This  action  of  the  court  is  sustained  by  the  provisions  of 
section  379  of  the  civil  practice  act:  "  No  person  shall  be  al- 
lowed to  testify  *  *  *  when  the  other  patty  to  the 
transaction,  or  opposite  party  in  the  action,  or  the  party  for 
whose  immediate  benefit  the  action  or  proceeding  is  prose- 
cuted or  defended,  is  the  representative  of  a  deceased  per- 
son, when  the  facts  to  be  proved  transpired  before  the 
death  of  such  deceased  person."     (1  Comp.  Iaws,  1440.) 

In  this  case  the  facts  to  be  proved  "transpired  before 
the  death "  of  H. .  M.  Vesey.  The  "  other  party  to  the 
transaction  "  is  E.  A.  Vesey,  and  he  is  "  the  representative 
of  a  deceased  person." 

The  language  of  the  statute,  when  applied  to  the  facts  of 
'  this  case,  is  too  plain  to  leave  any  room  for  construction. 

It  seems  proper,  however,  in  view  of  the  results  reached 
in  Crarte,  Bastings  (£  Co.  v.  Glosler,  ante,  and  in  this  case  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  legislature  to  the  crude  and  unsat- 
isfactory provisions  of  the  statute  referred  to. 

The  only  object  of  incorporating  any  provision  of  exclu- 
sion is  to  prevent  frand  and  injustice. 

The  principle  that  ought  to  have  been  embodied  in  the 
law  is  that  while  a  party  may  give  evidence  in  his  own  be- 
half he  shall  not  speak  of  the  transactions  and  declarations 
of  the  opposite  party,  who  is  deceased.     Death  having 
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sealetl  the  lips  of  one,  the  law  ought  to  seal  the  lips  ot  the 
other. 

For  obvious  reasons  it  would  not  be  proper  to  allow  a 
party  to  testify  against  the  representatiTes  of  a  deceased 
person  in  respect  to  transactions  had  personally  between 
the  deceased  person  and  the  witness;  bnt  there  is  no  vnlid 
reason  for  the  adoption  of  a  rale  excluding  a  witness  from 
testifying  to  a  traosaction  had  personally  with  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  deceased  person.  In  snch  a  case  the  testi- 
mony of  both  the  actors  conld  and  ought  to  be  received  and 
contrasted  together  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  truth. 

As  the  law  now  stands,  the  district  court  was  compelled^ 
in  Crime,  Haatiiiga  <k  Co.  v.  Gloater,  to  allow  the  defendant 
to  testify  to  a  transaction  had  personally  with  a  deceased 
member  of  the  copartnership,  because  the  survivors  were 
not  "the  representatives  of  a  deceased  person."  In  this 
case  the  court  was,  by  the  express  letter  of  the  atatnte, 
compelled  to  reject  the  testimony  of  the  defendant,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  transaction  testified  to  occurred 
with  a  person  still  living  who  wau  able  to  testify,  and  aotn- 
ally  did  testify,  in  the  case,  because  snch  person  was  "  the 
representative  of  a  deceased  person."  Thus,  as  will  readily 
be  seen,  giving  to  the  defendant  in  the  former,  and  the 
plaintiff  in  the  latter  cade,  an  undue  and  unfair  advantage. 

A  statute  that  leads  to  such  results  is  repugnant  to  every 
sense  of  justice  and  of  right,  and  ought  to  be  amended. 

Our  dnty,  however,  ends  with  deciding  what  the  law  is, 
and  it  must  be  left  with  the  legislature  to  make  it  what  it 
ought  to  be. 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed.

By  the  Court,  Hawlei,  C.  J.: 

The  plaintiff,  Greenwell,  purchased  from  3.  J.  Mann  oer- 
tain  personal  property  belouging  to  the  copartnership  o( 
Smith  &  Mann.  This  property  was  afterwards  levied  upon 
and  taken  by  the  defendant,  Kash,  sherifF  of  Humboldt 
county,  as  the  property  of  Smith  &  Maun,  under  and  by 
virtue  of  a  writ  of  execution  issued  upon  tlie  judgmeut  ob- 
tained by  Stevenson  &  Son  against  Smith  &  Mann.  Plaint- 
iff, claiming  to  be  the  owner  of  the  property,  brought  this 
suit  to  recover  its  value. 

Did  the  court  err  in  giving  the  following  instruction? 
"  If  you  find  from  the  evidence  that  the  acts  of  said  Munu 
in  relation  to  the  alleged  sale  of  said  property  to  plaintiff 
were  fraudulent  aa  to  the  creditors  of  Smith  &  Mann,  and 
(that)  they  were  sufficient  to  put  au  ordinarily  intelligent 
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man  on  bis  guard.  In  other  words,  if  jou  find  from  the 
evidence  that  his  acts  were  frandnlent  as  to  such  creditors 
and  (were)  Buch  as  to  arouse  saspictons  of  a  frandulent  in- 
tent on  his  part  in  the  mind  of  a  man  of  ordinarj  mental 
capacity,  then  I  charge  jou  that  it  was  the  duty  of  plaintiff 
to  satisfy  himself  of  the  integrity  of  the  transaction  on  the 
part  of  Mann  before  making  any  purchase,  and  that  if  he 
failed  to  do  so  you  may  reasonably  presume  that  he  partici- 
pated in  the  fraud  of  Mann." 

As  an  abstract  legal  proposition  this  instruction  is  erro- 
neous in  assuming,. as  it  does,  that  plaintiff  Greenwell  had 
notice  of  the  fraudulent  acts  of  Mann.  The  evideDce  was 
sufficient  to  authorize  the  giving  of  a  proper  instruction  on 
this  point. 

It  is  well  settled,  in  actions  of  this  character,  that  when- 
ever the  evidence  shows  that  a  sale  is  made  by  the  vendor 
with  the  intent  to  hinder,  delay  and  defraud  creditors,  to  a 
purchaser  having  knowledge  of  such  intent,  the  sale  is  void. 

The  knowledge  to  be  brought  home  to  the  purchaser  need 
not  be  actual,  positive  information  or  notice.  The  jury 
may,  in  order  to  determine  whether  the  purchaser  bad 
knowledge  of  the  fraudulent  intent  of  the  vendor,  take  into 
consideration  the  acts  and  declavations  of  the  respective 
parties  and  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  the 
sale  {Thomas  v.  Sullivan,  ante;  Craig's  Administrator's  Ap- 
peals, 77  Fenn.  St.  448),  and  if  the  knowledge  of  the  pur- 
chaser, from  the  evidence  thus  presented,  is  sufficient  to 
put  him  upon  inquiry,  then  the  jnry  would  have  the  right 
to  infer  that  he  bad  knowledge  of  the  fraudulent  character 
of  the  transaction.  (Humphries  v.  Freeman,  22  Tex.  45; 
Jkoood  V.  Impson,  20  N.  J.  Ch.  151;  Strauss  v.  Kraiiert, 
66  III.  254;  Ringgold  v.  Waggoner,  14  Ark.  69.)  This  rule 
is  applied  even  in  cases  where  the  proofs  show  that  the  pur- 
chaser has  paid  a  full  consideration  for  the  property.  {Green 
V.  lantum,  19  N.  J.  Eq.  105;  Tantum  v.  Green,  21  N.  J.  Eq. 
364;  Wright  v.  Brandis,  1  Carter,  Ind.  336;  Stoval  v.  The

— The  complaiot  in  this  Action  ehows  that  an 
action  was  commenced  by  the  state  to  recover  the  delinquent  taxes  and 
penalties  due  on  the  proceed*  of  defeodant's  mine,  ajid  thereafter,  while 
said  suit  was  pending  and  undetermined,  the  plaintifT,  at  the  inetanco 
and  by  tbe  consent  of  the  defendant,  in  open  court  withdrew  fttiiii  the 
consideration  of  tbe  court  tbo  qneetion  of  plaintiff's  right  to  recover  tbe 
penalties  in  addition  to  said  tax,  without  prcjndice  to  plaintiff's  right  to 
bring  an  action  for  said  penalties;  that  thereafter  plaintiff  brought  tbii 
enit  to  recover  said  penalties:  Held,  upon  a  deniurrertosaid complaint, 
that  this  action  might,  although  a  part  of  the  same  cause  of  action,  nn- 
der  tbe  special  facts  alleged,  be  maintained  for  the  penalties.

II,  An  entire  cause  of  action  cannot  be  made  tbe  subject 
of  separate  suits.

HI.  Tbe  cause  of  action  for  the  tax  and  penalties  was  an 
entirety.  A  cause  of  action  is  entire  when  the  demands 
immediately  arise  out  of  one  and  tbe  same  act  or  contract. 
The  distinction,  as  well  as  the  general  rule  as  to  when  on 
action  is  entire,  is  illustrated  in  the  following  cases :  Ben- 
dei-Tutgle  v.  Cocks,  19  Wend.  207;  Secor  v.  Sturgis,  16  N.  T.

Such  a  dismissal  is  as  much  a  bar  to  the 
future  litigation  as  a  jutlgment  directly  upon  its  merits.

F.  V.  Drake,  District  Attorney  of  Storey  County,  for  Re- 
spondent. 

I.  The  complaint  states  a  good  cause  of  action;  it  does 
not  show  upon  its  face  that  the  matters  involved  in  the 
present  suit  have  been  passed  upon  or  determined  by  a 
court  having  jurisdiction.  Nor  does  it  appear  that  the 
court  has  exercised  its  judicial  mind  upon  the  subject  of 
plaintiff's  right  to  recover  the  penalties.  (Freemaa  on 
Judgments,  sees.  250  to  255,  257-61;  Bigelow  on  Estoppel,

IV.  No  one  has  power  to  relieve  the  defendants  of  pay- 
ment or  to  dissolve  tbe  lien  of  the  statute  for  the  taxes.

By  the  Court,  Beattt,  J. : 

lu  this  case  a  demurrer  to  the  complaint  was  overruled, 
aud  the  defendants,  failing  to  answer  within  the  time  al- 
lowed, their  default  was  entered  ond  a  judgment  rendered 
in  favor  of  the  plaintiiF.  The  defendants  appeal  from  the 
judgment,  asttigniog  as  error  the  order  of  the  district  court 
overruIiDg  their  demurrer. 

Tbe  complaint  shows  tbat  the  taxes  on  the  proceeds  of  the 
corporation  defendants'  mino  for  the  quarter  ending  De- 
cember, 1876,  became  delinquent,  and  that  in  April,  1877, 
an  action  was  commenced  in  the  district  court  to  recover 
the  taxes  and  the  penalties  that  had  accrued  on  account  of  ^ 
the  failure  to  pay  them  before  delinquency;  "that  there- 
after, to  wit,  on  the  fifth  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1877,  the  said 
suit  80  commenced  on  the  tenth  day  of  April,  A.  D.  1877, 
was  pending  and  undetermined  in  said  district  court;  that 
on  said  fifth  day  of  May,  a.  d.  1877,  plaintiff,  at  the  instance 
of  defendants,  the  said  California  Mining  Company,  and  by 
tlie  consent  of  said  defendants,  in  open  court,  withdrew 
from  the  consideration  of  said  court  the  question  of  plaint- 
iff's right  to  recover  of  and  from  defendants  the  said  ten 
per  centum  additional  to  said  tax  for  delinquency  and  the 
said  twenty-five  per  centum  in  addition  to  said  tax,  penalty 
accrued  upon  the  bringing  of  said  suit;  that  said  question 
of  the  plaintiff's  right  to  recover  of  and  from  the  defendants 
the  amount  of  said  delinquency  and  penalty  were  so  with- 
drawn from  the  consideration  of  the  court  aforesaid  without 
prejudice  to  plaintiff's  right  to  sue  for  and  recover  of  and 
from  said  defendants  the  said  delinquency  and  penalty." 

These  are  the  only  allegations  of  the  complaint  to  which 
the  grounds  of  demurrer  here  relied  upon  have  particular 
reference.  The  second  and  third  grounds  of  demurrer  are 
thus  stated:  "2.  The  said  complaint  shows  upon  its  fuce 
that  there  is  another  action  pending  between  the  same  par- 
ties for  tbe  same  cause.  3.  The  said  complaint  shows  upon 
its  face  that  the  cause  of  action  therein  set  forth  has  al- 
ready been  adjudicated  and  finally  deteruiiuedJ'-  .

Opinion  of  the  Oosi't — Beattjr,  J. 

Counsel  for  defendant  does  not  of  coarse  attempt  to  main- 
tain the  tmth  of  both  the  propositions.  His  position  is 
that  the  delinqaent  tax  and  the  penalties  for  delinquency 
are  one  entire  cause  of  action  and  not  capable  of  being  sev- 
ered or  split  up  into  different  causes  of  action ;  that  if  the 
complaint  is  considered  to  mean  that  the  former  suit  ^vas 
dismissed  as  to  the  penalties  -without  prejudice,  at  the  in- 
stance or  with  the  consent  of  the  defendants,  and  jndgment 
recovered  for  the  tai  alone,  that  judgment  is  nevertheless  a 
complete  bar  to  this  action;  that  it  is  a  bar  because  a  re- 
covery of  part  of  an  entire  cause  of  action  is  always  a  bar 
to  a  snit  for  the  remainder,  and  that  this  rule  is  founded 
upon  principles  of  public  policy  which  place  it  beyond  the 
power  of  the  parties  to  vary  it  by  consent.  Upon  the  moat 
favorable  construction  of  the  complaint,  therefore,  he  claims 
that  his  demurrer  ought  to  have  been  sustained;  but  he 
relies  more  especially  upon  the  second  ground  of  demnrrer; 
that  is,  that  it  appears  from  the  complaint  that  the  former 
action  for  the  penalties  as  well  as  the  tux  is  still  pending 
and  undetermined,  and  that  the  penalties  may  yet  be  recov- 
ered therein.  It  is  conceded  by  counsel  for  the  State  that 
the  cause  of  action  for  the  tax  and  the  penalties  is  entire, 
and  it  is  not  denied  that,  as  a  general  rule,  the  recovery  of 
a  part  of  an  entire  demand  is  a  bar  to  a  suit  for  the  re- 
mainder; bnt  it  is  contended  that  the  only  substantial  reason 
for  the  rule  is  that  no  man  ought  to  be  twice  vexed  for  tUo 
same  cause,  and  that  when  the  defendant  has  consented  to 
a  severance  of  the  demand,  the  reason  of  the  rule  failing, 
the  rule  itself  fails.  To  this  counsel  for  appellants  replies 
that  the  rule  is  founded  not  only  upon  the  maxim  nemo  debet 
bis  vexari,  etc.,  but  also  and  principally  upon  another  max- 
im, interest reipuhlica  uteiijinis  lUiiim,  and  con sequeutly that 
it  cannot  be  varied  by  consent  of  parties.  We  have  been 
referred  to  a  largo  number  of  cases  in  which  it  has  been 
held  that  the  action  was  barred  by  a  former  adjudication 
upon  part  of  the  same  entire  demand,  but  the  question  did 
not  arise,  and  consequently  was  not  decided,  in  any  one  of 
them  whether  the  operation  of  the  rule  would  be  affected 
by  the  agreement  of  the  party  to  be  charged  that  the  de- 
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mand  againat  liim  might  be  split.  WbereTer  a  reasoD  has 
been  assigned  for  the  enforcement  of  the  rule  iDTariable 
leferencfl  has  been  made  to  the  injustice  of  permitting  a 
party  to  be  harassed  by  namerons  anits  npou  the  same  ob- 
ligation; whereas  in  only  two  cases  that  we  remember  (jSime 
T.  ZoTie,  V2  Harria.  242,  and  Logan  v.  Cafrey,  30  Pa.  St, 
197)  was  any  allusion  made  to  the  interest  of  the  public, 
and  in  those  cases  it  was  not  decided,  and  could  not  be  de- 
cided, since  the  question  was  not  preaented,  that  the  inter- 
est of  the  public  was  in  itself  a  sufficient  reason  for  an  in- 
flexible adherence  to  the  rale  in  all  cases.  We  are  satisfied 
that  the  principal,  if  not  the  only  sabstantial,  reason  for  the 
rule  is  the  right  Qi  the  debtor  to  be  protected  from  harasa- 
iug  litigation,  and  that  where  he  consents  to  the  dismissal 
of  a  part  of  an  entire  cause  of  action  without  prejudice  a 
subsequent  action  therefor  ought  not  to  be  barred.  The  in- 
terest of  the  public  ia  juat  as  little  concerued  in  prohibiting 
sach  an  arrangement,  which  it  mast  be  presumed  will  al- 
ways be  founded  upon  some  anticipated  advantage  to  the 
debtor,  as  it  is  in  preventing  a  debtor  from  making  himself 
liable  to  a  multiplicity  of  suits  by  accepting  his  creditor's 
orders  in  favor  of  third  persons  for  portions  of  the  amount 
of  his  indebtedness. 

Moreover,  if  the  only  foundation  of  the  rule  was  the  in- 
terest of  the  public  that  there  should  be  an  end  of  litigation, 
it  might  be  said  in  this  caae  that  although  it  ia  against  the 
interests  of  the  state  that  private  parties  should  be  permit- 
ted to  split  up  entire  causes  of  action,  this  is  a  reason  that 
cannot  be  invoked  againat  the  atate  itaelf.  If  it  happens  to 
bo  to  the  advantage  of  the  state  to  bring  a  second  suit  for 
these  penalties,  she  cannot  be  prohibited  from  doing  so 
upon  the  ground  that  it  ia  against  her  interest  that  prirate 
citizens  should  be  permitted  at  their  option  to  do  the  like. 
It  is  our  opinion  that  if  the  action  aa  to  the  penalties  was 
dismissed  at  the  instance  or  by  the  consent  of  the  defend- 
ant corporatiou,  without  prejudice,  this  action  may  be 
maintained  as  to  the  twenty-five  per  cent,  penalty.  We 
have  recently  held  (see  case  of  same  title  aa  this,  No.  853, 
decided  at  this  term)  that  the  ten  per  cent,  penalty  does 
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not  aocme  upon  a  delinqnent  tax  on  miiUDg  proceeds.  Bat 
■we  agree  with  counsel  for  tbe  appellants  that  the  allegations 
of  the  complaint  are  not  sufficient  to  show  that  the  action 
waa  ao  dismisBecl. 

The  snm  and  substance  of  tbe  allegation  npon  this  point 
is,  that  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  state  to  recover  tbe 
penalties  was  withdrawn  from  tbe  consideration  of  tbe  court. 
This  is  not  equivalent  to  an  allegation  that  tbe  cause  of 
action  for  the  penalties  was  dismissed.  The  question  of 
the  right  of  the  state  to  recover  the  penalties  is  purely  a 
question  of  law,  and  neither  the  district  attorney  nor  any 
other  representative  of  the  state  had  any  power  to  absolve 
the  district  court  from  fhe  duty  of  deciding  it  in  an  action 
which  involved  tbe  penalties.  If,  without  dismissing  the 
action  as  to  tbe  penalties,  the  court  was  asked  to  ignore  tbe 
atate's  right  to  recover  them,  it  was  asked  to  commit  an 
error  for  vhicb  its  jadgment  might  liave  been  reversed  on 
appeal,  notwithstanding  tbe  nuautborized  consent  of  tbe 
district  attorney.  We  cannot  hold  npon  the  allegations  of 
the  complaint  that  tbe  action  as  to  the  penalties  bas  been 
dismissed,  and  we  tbiuk  the  district  court  erred  in  not  sus< 
taining  the  demurrer,  on  the  ground  that  the  complaint 
shows  another  action  still  pending  between  the  parties  for 
the  same  cause. 

"We  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  intimating  that  the 
diutrict  attorney  or  any  one  else  had  any  authority  to  con- 
sent to  a  dismissal  of  the  action  as  to  tbe  penalties.  We 
are  quite  of  a  coutrary  opinion,  but  we  think  it  is  clear  that 
if  the  district  court  permitted  a  dismissal  as  to  the  peual- 
ties,  at  tbe  instance  or  by  tbe  consent  of  the  defendant  cor- 
poration, and  without  prejudice,  tbe  state  onght  to  have 
some  remedy,  and  if  it  has  none  more  effective  it  ought  to 
prevail  in  this  action,  upon  a  proper  showing  of  tbe  facts. 

There  seems  to  have  been  a  miscalculation  of  tbe  amount 
due  the  district  attorney  in  this  case.  He  is  entitled  to  five 
per  cent.,  as  we  held  in  case  No.  853,  on  the  tai,  and 
twenty-five  per  cent,  penalty.  Here  he  was  allowed  nearly 
ten  per  cent,  of  the  amount  remaining  delinquent     This 
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error  will  be  corrected  in  any  judgment  that  may  be  beie- 
af  ter  rendered  in  favor  of  tbe  state. 

The  judgment  is  reversed  and  the  caase  remanded.  The 
district  court  will  eQter  an  order  sastaining  the  demurrer, 
vith  leave  to  the  plaintiff  to  amend  the  complaint.

any  iastio  of  fact,  that  no  findings  of  fact  were  filed,  and  that  tho  facts 
were  settled  by  atipnlation;  Held,  that  the  pleadings  and  stipulation 
stand  in  the  place  of  the  findings,  and  aathorize  the  oourt  to  consider 
the  question  whether  or  not  tbe  judgment  is  supported  by  the  facts 
agreed  upon, 
Ukdertakiso  to  Prbvrst  the  Levy  of  Attachment — When  StsntcTtES 
ARE  Not  Liable. — When  sureties,  not  knowing  that  a  writ  of  attach- 
ment has  been  levied  upon  the  property  of  the  defendant  in  on  attach- 
ment suit,  execnto  on  undertaking  to  prevHDt  the  levy  of  an  attaohment, 
and  the  property  that  had  been  previously  levied  upon  is  snbseqaently  re- 
leased from  tho  attachment:  Htlil,  in  ou  action  against  the  auretics,  that 
their  promise  was  only  to  prevent  a  levy  of  tbe  writ  of  attachment,  and 
that  they  could  not  be  held  liable  for  the  release  of  the  property  after 
the  attachment  bad  been  levied.

I.  Tbe  parties  settled  all  the  issaes  of  fact  npon  the 
pleadiogs  by  stipulation.  {Swift  v.  iluygj-itlge,  8  Cai.  445; 
fbx  T.  Fox,  26  Id.  687;  Ihijlor  v.  Falmer,  31  Id.  242; 
Bimtctt  T.  Steams,  33  Id.  468;  Virgm  v.  Bmbaker,  4  Nev. 
31;  Bi-own  v.  Iblles,  7  Gal.  399;  Cooper  y.  Pac.  M.  Life  Ins. 
Co.  7  Nev.  116.) 

II.  The  averment  in  the  answer  that  the  plaintiffs  had 
never  kept,  nor  had  the  defendants  broken,  the  ooveDants 
in  the  undertaking  by  which  they  were  respectively  bound, 
was  a  good  plea  as  a  substantial  denial  of  the  breach  as- 
signed. {Miller  V.  EllioU,  1  Smith,  267;  Miisgrave  v.  Musca- 
iine  County,  1  Iowa,  446.)  Tlie  conditions  of  tbe  under- 
takings have  never  been  complied  with  by  plaintiffs  nor 
broken  by  appellants.  It  does  not  appear  that  any  prop- 
erty was  released,  of  any  attachment  discharged,  or  pre- 
vented, or  waived,  on  account  of,  or  iu  consequence  of,  or 
in  consideration  of,  tbe  execution  or  delivery  of  the  under- 
taking. 

A.  W.  Flsk,  for  Bespondeuts. 

The  only  condition  attached  to  the  undertaking  given  by 
appellants  is  as  to  the  rendition  of  judgment  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiffs  against  the  Jersey  Mining  and  Smelting  Company, 
After  tbe  rendering  of  such  judgment,  nothing  further  was 
necessary  to  make  the  appellants  liable  npon  said  undertak- 
ing. {Boioers  v.  Beck,  2  Nev.  151 — opinion  of  Beatty,  J.) 
The  bond  was  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  plaintiff.  (29  Cal. 
194.)  The  consideration  or  condition  which  supports  the 
principal  contract  will  support  that  of  the  sureties.  {McCarty 
V.  Beach,  10  Cal.  461;  Roberttxyn  v.  Mndley,  31  Mo.  384;  7 
Wait's  Actions  and  Defense.)  If  the  benefit  derived  from 
giving  the  bond  is  accepted,  it  is  immaterial  whether  it  was 
asked  for  or  not.     (1  Far:  on  Cent.  469,  note  a,  and  474.) 
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The  giviDg  of  the  undertaking  as  security  for  aaj  judgment 
that  might  be  reodered  iu  favor  of  respondeota  and  against 
the  Jersey  M.  &  S.  Co.  estops  the  appellant  from  denying 
it.  {EeUj/  V.  JUcCormick,  28  N.  Y.  320.)  The  undertaking 
as  given  was  a  snbstitnte  for  the  property  of  the  defendant. 
(Drake  on  Attachment,  sec.  339.)  The  court  can  only  con- 
sider the  judgment-roll  in  this  case.  The  findings  are  not 
made  a  part  of  appellant's  statement.  (Mils  y.  G.  P.  R.  B. 
Co.,  5  Nev.  262;  Bicliarda  v.  lIowa}-d,  2  Id.  128;  Corbettv. 
Job  etal.,  5  Id.  201.) 

Wdls  db  Stewari,  also  for  Bespondents. 

The  undertaking,  if  not  good  as  a  statutory  imdertaking, 
is  good  at  common  law.  (Canfidd  v.  Bates,  13  Cal.  606; 
Curiae  v.  Packard,  29  Id.  194.) 

By  the  Court,  Beatxi,  J. : 

The  statement  shows  that  this  case  was  submitted  to  the 
district  court  upon  agreed  facts.  Plaintiffs  had  jndgment, 
and  the  defendants  appeal  therefrom  on  the  sole  ground 
that  it  is  not  supported  by  the  facts  as  agreed  upon. 

The  respondents  present  two  objections  to  any  considera- 
tion of  the  points  relied  on  by  the  appellants.  It  is  said: 
1.  There  was  no  motion  for  a  new  trial,  and  it  is  now 
too  lute  to  claim  that  the  decision  is  contrary  to  the  evi- 
dence; 2.  It  cannot  be  objected  that  the  findings  of  the 
district  judge  fail  to  support  the  judgment  because  the 
findings  are  not  made  part  of  the  statement  and  conse- 
quently are  no  part  of  the  record  before  us. 

Iu  answer  to  the  first  objection  it  is  enough  to  say  that 
ihe  appellants  are  aot  claiming  that  any  fact  was  found 
against  the  evidence.  The  statement,  as  well  as  the  recit- 
als in  the  judgment,  shows  that  there  was  no  trial  of  any 
issue  of  fact;  the  facts  were  settled  by  stipulation  in  writing 
between  tLo  parties  and  no  evidence  was  introduced. 

As  to  the  second  objection,  it  does  not  appear  that  any 
findings  of  fact  were  filed.  The  recital  in  the  judgment  is 
that  (he  court  after  deliberation  delivered  its  finding  and 
decision  in  writing,  but  this  does  "not  necessarily  imply  that 
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there  were  any  findioga  of  fact.  Certainly  none  w«re  re-, 
quired,  and  it  cannot  be  inferred  from  the  judgmeat  nor 
preaamed,  in  the  face  of  the  statement,  that  any  tacts  were 
found  by  the  court  other  than  those  admitted  by  the  plead- 
iugs  and  embraced  in  the  stipulation  of  the  parties.  The 
pleadings  and  stipulation  therefore  stand  in  the  place  of 
finding!)  and  contain  everything  essential  to  a  review  of  the 
judgment  upon  the  assignments  of  error  contained  in  the 
statement. 

Coming  to  the  merits  of  the  case,  the  facts  are  as  follows: 
July  5,  1876,  Laveaga  &  Eawley,  the  plaintiffs  in  this  ac- 
tion, liad  s  suit  pending  against  the  Jersey  Mining  and 
Smelting  Company,  and  caused  an  attachment  to  issue 
thereiu.  July  7  the  company  appeared  in  the  action  and 
applied  for  a  discharge  of  the  attachment,  which  had  al- 
ready been  levied  on  oil  or  nearly  all  of  its  property.  The 
defendants  in  this  action,  not  knowing  that  the  writ  had 
been  executed,  and  for  the  sole  object  and  purpose  of  pre- 
venting a  levy,  delivered  to  the  plaintiffs  the  following  un- 
dertaking: 

"In  District  Court,  Fourth  Judicial  District,  Nevada — 
Laveaga  &  Hawley  v.  The  Jersey  Mining  and  Smelting  Com- 
pauy.— 'Whereas,  the  above-named  plaintiffs  have  com- 
menced an  action  in  the  aforesaid  court  against  the  above- 
named  defendant;  *  *  *  and,  whereas,  an  attachment 
has  been  issued,  directed  to  Hichard  Nash,  »  *  * 
irhereby  he  is  commanded  to  attach  and  safely  keep  all  the 
property  of  said  defendant  within  his  custody,  not  exempt 
from  execution,  *  *  *  unless  the  defendant  give  him 
security,  by  the  undertaking  of  at  least  two  sufficient  sure- 
ties, in  an  amount  sufficient  to  satisfy  said  demand,  besides 
costs,  in  which  case  to  take  such  undertaking;  and,  whereas, 
the  said  defendant  is  desirous  of  giving  the  undertaking 
meutioned  in  said  writ. 

"Now,  therefore,  we,  the  undersigned,  residents  of  the 
County  of  Humboldt,  State  of  Nevada,  in  consideration  of 
the  premises  and  to  prevent  the  levy  of  said  attachment,  do 
hereby  jointly  and  severally  undertake,  in  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  gold  coin  of  the  United 
States,  and  promise  to  the  effect  that  if  the  said  plaintiffs        , 
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shall  recover  judgmeDt  in  said  action  we  will  pay  the  said 
pkiniii^,  npou  demaud,  the  amount  of  said  jadgmeut,  to- 
gether with  costs,  not  to  exceed  in  all  the  sum  of  two  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars,  gold  coin  of  the  United  States. 
"ALEXANDER  WISE, 

"  Dated  July  7,  1876.  N.  LEVY." 

Thereupon  the  attachment  was  discharged,  and  on  Jul; 
11,  four  dajs  later,  the  property  that  had  been  attachetl  was 
released  by  the  sheriff. 

Afterward  the  plaintiSa  recoTOred  judgment,  no  part  of 
which  has  been  paid,  although  demanded  of  the  defendant, 
wherefore  this  suit  is  brought. 

The  defendants  plead  a  total  failure  of  consideration. 
Thej  say,  and  the  fact  is  admitted,  that  the  sole  object  of 
their  undertaking  was  to  prevent  a  levy  of  the  writ,  and  that 
they  would  never  Lave  made  or  signed  or  executed  said  nn- 
dertaking  if  they  had  known  that  the  writ  had  been  or  would 
be  executed. 

If  they  bad  contracted  in  consideration  of  a  discharge  of 
the  attachment  and  a  release  of  the  property  attached,  it 
would  have  been  no  answer  to  the  plaintiffs,  after  a  release 
of  the  property,  to  say  that  they  meant  something  else.  But 
nothing  can  be  plainer  than  the  terms  of  the  undertaking  iis 
to  tlie  consideration  upon  which  they  agreed  to  become 
bound  for  the  debt  of  another.  It  recites  that  the  defend- 
ant "is  desirous  of  giving  the  undertaking  mentioned  in 
said  writ,"  and  it  is  "  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and 
to  iirevent  the  levy  of  said  attachment,"  that  they  promise 
to  pay  any  judgment  that  may  be  recovered  by  the  plaintiffs. 
That  considevation  has  totally  failed.  The  attachment,  it  is 
true,  was  discharged,  and  the  property  was  afterward  re- 
leased, but  that  was  not  what  these  sureties  bargained  for, 
anditwasnot  a  benefit  accepted  by  them.  It  does  not  follow 
that  a  man  who  is  willing  to  give  a  bond  to  prevent  the  levy 
of  an  attachment  will  bo  equally  wilUng  to  give  a  bond  to 
obtain  the  discharge  of  an  attachment.  The  levy  of  the 
writ  may  make  all  the  difference  in  the  worhl  in  the  sol- 
vency of  the  attachment  debtor;  it  may  break  up  his  busi- 
ness; it  may  set  other  creditors  in  motion,  and  multiply 
costs  and  expenses  indefinitely.    In  this  case  it  is  a  ooa- 
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ceded  fact  that  the  defeDdaots  voaM  not  have  ezecnted  the 
DudertakiDgnpOD  which  they  are  sued  if  the;  had  kDOwa  that 
the  irrit  had  already  been  levied.  They  were  DOt  parties  to 
the  suit,  and  th»re  is  no  presumption  that  they  knew  of  the 
order  discharging  the  attachment,  or  that  it  was  made,  if 
such  is  the  fact,  in  consequence  of  their  undertaking.  The 
henefit  of  the  order  accrued  to  the  emelting  company,  not 
to  these  defendants,  and  it  cannot  be  said  that  they  ac- 
cepted it.  It  was  not  their  undertaking,  executed  in  pur- 
suance of  section  126  of  the  Civil  Practice  Act,  that  pro- 
cured the  order;  but  it  was  the  error  of  the  court,  or  of  the 
lilaintiffs,  in  making  or  coDsenting  to  the  order  without  re- 
quiring au  undertaking  to  be  executed  in  conBideration 
thereof  in  pursuance  of  sections  139  and  140.  There  is 
nothing  in  any  of  the  opinions  in  Bowers  v.  Seek,  2  Nev. 
139,  to  sustain  the  position  of  the  respondents,  that  the  only 
condition  necessary  to  bind  the  sureties  was  the  recovery  of 
judgment  by  the  plaintiffs  in  their  suit  against  the  smelting 
company.  In  that  case  there  was  no  question  of  failure  of 
consideration.  The  bond  had  been  given  to  secure  the  re- 
lease of  property  attached,  and  it  had  been  released, 
and  whatever  was  said  in  the  opinions  mnst  be  under- 
stood with  reference  to  that  fact.  The  language  of 
the  opinion  which  respondents  rely  upon  to  sustain 
ihem  shows,  at  its  close,  that  the  author  understood  that 
the  release  of  the  property  was  just  as  essential  to  the  lia- 
bility of  the  sureties  as  a  recovery  of  judgment  against  the 
defendant.  ' '  The  only  questions  are,  v/aa  the  property  re- 
leased, and  has  a  breach  of  the  bond  been  shown."  (2  Nev. 
152,  ad  fin.)  In  a  suit  on  such  an  undertaking  as  this  the 
questions  are,  did  the  sherifiF  refrain  from  executing  the  writ 
by  a  lovy,  and  has  a  breach  of  the  bond  been  shown.  Both 
must  be  nffirmatively  answered  before  the  plaintiff  can  re- 
cover. In  this  case  the  first  is  answered  in  the  negative, 
and  the  judgment  of  the  district  court  was  therefore  erro- 
neons. 
Judgment  reversed.

liabtat  cOTpva  to  inquire  into  the  queetion  of  fact  as  to  whether  or  not  aa. 
indlctmont,  regular  upon  its  face,  wiw  ever  found  by  the  grand  jnrj. 
Idem — Judgment  of  CoNvicnoij. — A  judgment  of  conviction  in  the  diitrict 
court,  regular  upon  its  face,  ie  conclusive  nutil  revened,  and  cannot  be' 
reviewed  upon  habms  corjms. 

Application  for  writ  of  habeas  corpm. 

The  petition,  among  other  thinga,  alleged  that  Twohig 
and  Fitzgerald  were  jointly  tried  "upon  an  indictment, 
regular  upon  its  face,  purporting  to  have  been  foand  by 
the  ^and  jury  of  Nye  connty,  for  the  crime  of  an  ossanlt 
with  intent  to  kill,"  committed  upon  the  person  of  James 
Jones;  that  the  said  indictment  was  never  found  by  the 
grand  jury,  and  was  presented  to  the  court  either  by  fraud 
or  mistake;  that  after  their  trial  and  conviction,  but  before 
sentence,  they  were  informed  by  seven  of  the  grand  jurors 
that  no  such  indictment  had  been  found  against  them. 
The  report  of  the  grand  jury  is  attached  to  the  petition,  and 
among  other  things,  shows  as  follows:  "In  the  case  of 
Den uis  Twohig,  charged  with  the  crime  of  an  assault  with 
inteiit  to  kill,  we  find  a  true  bill.  In  the  case  of  Con.  Fitz- 
gerald, charged  with  the  crime  of  an  assault  with  intent  to 
kill,  we  find  a  true  bill." 

AUacbed  to  the  petition  was  an  affidavit  of  seven  of  the 
grand  jurors,  to  the  effect  that  the  said  report  of  the  grand 
jury  was  correct;  that  no  other  indictments  were  found  bj 
said  grand  jury,  and  that  the  said  graud  jury  "found  no 
indictment  wherein  two  persons  were  jointly  indicted," 

The  other  facts  sufficiently  appear  in  the  opinion.

John  R.  Killrell,  AUorney-general,  for  the  State. 

By  the  Court,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

The  question  sought  to  be  raised  hj  the  petition,  as  to 
whether   or  not  the  indictment  upon  which  Twohig  and 
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Fitzgerald  were  tried  and  convicted  was  ever  found  by  tlie 
grand  jury  of  Nye  coanty,  cannot  be  inqaired  into  by  the 
writ  of  habeas  corpus. 

The  return  to  the  writ  shows  that  defendants  are  held  in 
custody  by  C.  C.  Batterman,  warden  of  the  state  prison, 
upon  regular  commitments  of  conviction  for  the  crime  of  an 
assault  with  a  deadly  weapon  with  intent  to  inflict  bodily 
injury. 

It  appears  from  the  petition,  as  well  as  from  the  return 
to  the  writ,  that  the  indictment  and  judgment  of  conviction 
are  regular  upon  their  face. 

This  being  true,  it  follows  from  the  principles  announced 
in  JEb:  parte  Witiston,  9  Nov.  71,  and  the  authorities  there 
cited,  that  the  judgment  of  conviction  in  the  district  court 
is  coQclnsive  until  reversed.  It  cannot  be  reviewed  upon 
habeas  corpus.  The  prinoiple  is  too  well  settled  to  require  . 
discussion. 

The  writ  is  dismissed,  and  the  prisoners  ore  remanded  to 
the  custody  of  the  warden.

fil«d,  the  property  is  held  by  the  husband  and  wife  as  joint  tenuita,  and 
that  upon  the  death  of  either  the  humestead  property  vests  absolutely 
to  the  Burrivor.     (Beatty,  J.,  dissenting.) 

ISBM — When  ko  Declahatioh  ig  Filed. — When  no  dsclarotion  has  been 
filed  upon  the  homestead  property,  no  joint  tenancy  is  created;  in  such 
case,  if  it  was  conunon  property,  one  half  vested  in  the  wife  upon  the 
deatb  of  the  hnsbond,  and  the  other  half  vested  in  the  minor  children  of 
sud  deceased  and  his  wife.

Wkitman  &  Wood,  foi  Appellants. 

I.  If  appellant  Lad  aoj  rigbt  of  aotion,  Harriet;  M.  Smith 
waa  not  a  neceasaty  party.     (1  Comp.  Laws,  1077.) 

II.  The  present  constitution  and  laws  of  Nevada,  teach- 
ing the  matter  at  bar,  are  similar  to  the  corresponding  orig- 
inals in  California.  (Const.  Not.  art.  4,  sec.  30;  Comp. 
Laws,  sees.  187-189,  602-609;  Const.  Cal.  art.  11,  sec.  15; 
Stats.  Cal.  1851,  p.  298,  see.  10,  p.  463,  sees.  121,  125; 
Wood's  Digest,  art.  2280-81,  chap.  42,  p.  483.)  So,  if 
there  were  any  difficully  in  the  construction  of  the  laws  of 
Nevada,  tonchiug  the  subject  in  hand,  which  we  deny, 
the  court  may  be  aided  by  the  interpretation  given  by  the 
supreme  court  of  California.  There,  the  construction  for 
which  we  contend,  that  upon  the  death  of  a  husband  and 
father,  the  surviving  wife  and  children  take  the  homestead 
existing  at  the  time  of  his  death,  or  thereafter  set  apart  by 
order  of  the  probate  court,  as  provided  in  sec.  607  Comp. 
Laws  Nev.  \Wux>m\  Sslate,  35  Cal.  320;  likh  v.  Ilibbs,  41 
Id.  34.)  It  would  seem,  however,  that  there  Is,  or  should 
be,  no  difficulty  in  the  construction  of  the  statutes  of  this 
state,  and  that  the  natural  and  logical  reading  is  in  favor  of 
our  position. 

The  only  stumbling-block  is  the  phrase  "joint  tenants," 
occurring  at  the  close  of  section  186,  Comp.  Laws,  Nev. 
If  this  is  to  be  taken  in  strict  legal  parlance,  it  must  be 
admitted  that  the  right  of  survivorship  is  a  necessary  ele- 
ment of  such  tenancy.  And  when  technical  words  are  used 
in  a  statute  they  are  to  be  taken  in  a  technical  sense,  unless 
it  be  evident,  from  surrounding  context  and  the  language  of 
other  statutes  to  be  construed  in  pm-i  materia,  that  such  use 
was  not  intended.  Also,  having  always  regard  to  the  legisla- 
tive intent.  (Oi-vishj  County  y.  State  Nev.,  6  Nev.  265;  Davis 
V.  Cook,  9  Id.  134;  States.  Rogers,  10 Id.  320;  OddFelL  BatJe 
V.  QnilUn,  11  Id.  109.) 

Upon  inspection  o£  the  homestead  act  (Comp.  Laws,  p. 
60)  it  is  evident  that  the  phrase  in  question  could  not  have 
been  intended  in  its  strict  sense.  As  by  the  statute  the 
homestead  may  be  acquired  by  the  act  of  either  husband  or 
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wife.  (1  Gomp.  Laws,  186.)  Oace  acquired,  neither  caa 
alienate  without  the  other.  (1  Comp.  Laws,  187.)  Such  is 
not  u  joiut  tenancy.  (1  'WaahburQ  oa  Real  Property,  643, 
seo.  6;  p.  646,  sec.  11;  p.  647,  eec.  17.) 

B.  M.  Clark  and  WeUs  <&  Stewart,  for  Bespondeots. 

I.  The  statute  of  Nevada  approTed  March  7,  1865  (Btats. 
of  Nev,  1864-5,  239),  to  define  the  rights  of  husband  and 
trife,  ia  in  jxiri  materia,  and  ita  proviaious  must  be  consid- 
ered in  connection  with  other  statntes,  in  passing  upon  this 
case.  The  homestead  property  is  not  oommon  property, 
for  all  common  property,  on  dissolution  of  the  commnnity 
by  the  death  of  the  husband,  is  equally  subject  to  his  debts, 
the  family  allowance,  and  the  charges  and  expenses  of  ad- 
ministration. The  homestead  is  not  so  subjected.  (Stats. 
18C4-5,  240,  sec.  11.) 

II.  The  homestead,  from  and  after  filing  the  declaration 
for  record,  is  held  by  the  hnsband  and  vife  as  joint  tenants. 
(1  Comp.  Laws,  60,  sec.  1.)  Under  the  homestead  act  of 
California,  passed  in  1861,  the  supreme  court  of  that  state 
several  times  decided  that  the  homestead  was  lield  in  joint 
tenancy,  with  the  right  of  survivorship,  although  the  statute 
did  oot,  in  terms,  provide  that  the  property  shonld  be  held 
by  the  husband  and  wife  as  joint  tenants.  ( Taylor  v.  Har- 
gou8,  4  Cal.  268;  Foole  v.  Gerrard,  6  Id.  71;  liivalk  v.  Ki-a- 
mar,  8  Id,  66.)  These  cases  were  overruled  in  Gee  v.  Moore, 
14  Oal.  472.  The  legislature,  in  1860,  amended  the  home- 
stead act,  by  providing  for  the  selection  of  a  homestead, 
and  that  thereafter  the  husband  and  wife  should  be  deemed 
to  hold  said  homestead  as  joint  tenants.  This  statute  came 
before  the  court  several  times  for  interpretation,  and  was 
uniformly  held  to  create  a  joint  tenancy,  with  right  of  sur- 
vivorship. {3JcQuade  v.  fVhaley,  31  Cal.  526;  In  re  Eat.  oj 
James,  23  Id.  416;  Barher  v.  BaM,  36  Id.  11.)  The  statute 
of  Nevada  of  March  6,  1S65,  to  exempt  the  homestead  from 
forced  sale,  is  an  exact  copy  of  the  California  homestead 
act  of  1S60,  and  was  adopted  after  the  California  act  had 
been  there  construed  to  create  a  joint  tenancy,  with  right 
of  survivorship,    aud  must,  therefore,  be  held  to  adopt, 
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here,  the  coustractloa  it  had  received  there  prior  to  its 
passage.  (Jah  t.  Parkin807t,  5  Nev.  15;  Hesa  v.  Pegg,  7  Id. 
29;  People  t.  Coleman,  4  Oal.  46;  Oooley  Const.  Lim,  52.) 

By  the  Court,  Leonard,  J. : 

The  complaint  in  this  action  shows  that  all  the  pla.inti£k 
are  the  legitimate  mioor  children  of  Timothy  G.  Smith,  de- 
ceased, and  Harriet  M.  Smith,  his  wife;  that  Timothy  Q. 
died  on  or  aboat  December  17j  1867,  at  which  time  he  was 
the  owner,  in  the  possession  and  entitled  to  the  possessioD, 
of  the  property  described  in  the  complaint,  an  nndivided 
one  half  of  which  is  the  subject  of  controversy;  that  daring 
the  life-time  of  said  Timothy  Q.,  to  wit:  March  10,  1866, 
he  selected  as  and  for  a  homestead,  all  of  said  property  ex- 
cept that  portion  thereof  described  as  the  soath  twenty-fire 
feet  of  lots  three  and  four,  in  block  eighteen,  and  dnly 
filed  with  the  coonty  recorder  of  Ormsby  coanty,  wherein 
said  property  is  situated,  his  declaration  of  homestead, 
signed  and  acknowledged  by  him  as  required  by  law,  stat- 
ing all  the  facts  requisite  in  such  cases,  which  declaration 
was  duly  recorded;  that  during  his  life-time  and  nutil 
his  death,  said  Timothy  G.  continaed  to  reside  with  bis 
family  upon  said  premises,  and  to  claim  and  use  the  same 
as  a  homestead ;  that  during  the  settlement  of  said  estate 
and  while  Charles  Smith,  brother  of  deceased,  was  ad- 
ministrator, to  wit:  June  12,  1868,  upon  proper  and  legal 
proceedings  had  and  taken  in  the  district  court  of  said 
county,  the  property  described  in  the  declaration  of  home- 
stead was,  by  decree  of  said  court,  set  apart  for  the  benefit 
of  said  Harriet  M.  and  her  legitimate  children,  tLe  plaint- 
iffs herein;  that  thereafter,  upon  the  petition  of  said  Harriet 
M.,  said  decree,  on  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  1870, 
was  BO  amended  as  to  include  in  the  description  of  the  prop- 
erty so  set  apart,  the  said  south  twenty-five  feet  of  lots  three 
and  four,  in  block  eighteen;  that  said  decree,  as  amended, 
haa  never  been  reversed  or  modified,  and  has  remained, 
and  still  continues,  in  force;  that  no  administration  was 
ever  had  or  attempted  to  be  hud  upon  or  concerning  said 
premises,    other   than    said   decree,  and    the  aiueudmeni

thereto,  sabsequent  to  the  mekiog  and  entry  thereof;  that 
W.  H.  Smith,  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  March,  1876,  was 
duly  appoiated  guardian  of  the  persons  and  estates  of  these 
plaintifTs,  who  thereafter  duly  qualified,  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  and  has  continued  to  be,  and  now 
is,  sacii  goardian. 

Plaintiffs  allege  that  by  reason  of  the  facts  stated  they 
became,  and  now  are,  the  owners,  and  entitled  to  the  pos- 
session, of  an  ondivided  one  half  of  all  the  premises  set 
apart  by  the  district  court,  together  with  the  dwelling-house 
thereon  and  the  appartenances ;  that  on  or  about  June  1, 
1877,  defendants  wrongfully  entered  into  and  upon  said 
portion  of  said  premises  and  onsted  and  ejected  pluintiSs 
therefrom,  and  now  unlawfully  withhold  the  possession  of 
the  same  from  plaintiffs,  to  their  damage  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars;  that  the  value  of  the  use  of  said  property 
is  one  handred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  month. 

Judgment  is  asked  for  the  possession  of  the  interest 
claimed,  together  with  one  thonsand  dollars  damages,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-gve  dollars  per  month  for  use  and  oc- 
onpation,  and  costs  of  suit. 

To  the  complaint  the  defendants  interposed  a  demnrrer 
npoo  two  grounds:  "1.  That  there  is  a  defect  of  parties 
plaintiff  in  this,  to  wit:  Said  Harriet  M.  Smith  is  a  neces- 
sary party  plaintiff,  without  whose  presence  there  oannot  be 
a  complete  determination  of  the  controversy  in  this  action; 
2.  That  said  complaint  does  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  con- 
stitute a  caose  of  action  against  defendants,  or  either  of 
them,  in  this,  to  wit:  It  appears  from  said  complaiut  that 
the  said  plaintiffs,  nor  either  of  them,  are  the  owners  of 
said  property  or  any  part  thereof.  It  appears  from  said 
complaint  that  said  Harriet  M.  Smith  is  the  owner  of  said 
property,  and  is  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the  same." 

The  court  below  sustained  the  demurrer  upon  both 
grounds  stated.  Plaintiffs  refused  to  amend  their  com- 
plaint within  the  time  allowed  therefor  by  the  court,  and 
judgment  of  dismissal  and  for  defendants'  costs  was  there- 
upon entered.  Plaintiffs  appeal  from  that  judgment.  We 
will  £rst  consider  the  second  and  most  important  ground 
of  demurrer. 
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.  As  we  nnderstand  them,  counsel  for  appellants  contend 
that,  upon  the  death  of  Timothy  Gt.  Smith,  tlid  title  to  an 
undivided  one  half  of  the  property  set  apart  by  decree  of 
the  district  court  vested  iu  plaintiffs,  and  that  they  thereby 
became,  and  now  are,  entitled  to  the  possession  of  the 
same.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  contended  by  counsel  for  res- 
pondents, that  Timothy  Q.  and  Harriet  M.  held  the  prop- 
erty as  "joint  tenants;"  that  upon  the  death  of  the  former 
the  whole  estate  became  the  sole  property  of  the  latter. 

There  is  no  allegation  that  the  property  described  in  the 
complaint  was  the  separate  property  of  the  father,  and  the 
presumption  is  that  the  premises  described  in  the  declara- 
tion  of  homestead,  prior  to  the  filing  thereof,  as  well  as 
those  not  inclnded  therein,  were  common  property.  (Smiih 
v.  Smith,  12  Cul.  224.)  The  questions  presented  require  a 
construction  of  a  part  of  our  homestead  and  probate  laws. 
And,  first,  it  is  proper  to  state  certain  facts  shown  by  the 
statutes  and  decisions  of  California.  In  1851  a  homestead 
law  was  passed  in  that  state,  in  all  particulars  essential  to 
this  case,  like  the  one  passed  by  our  Legislature  in  1861. 
(Wood's  Dig.  1860,  p.  850;  Nevada  Stats.  1861,  p.  24.)  It 
did  not  declare  in  terms  the  nature  of  the  estate  held  there- 
in by  the  husband  and  wife,  or  either  of  them.  It  provided 
that  the  homestead,  *  *  *  to  be  selected  by  the  owner 
thereof,  should  not  be  subject  to  forced  sale;  and  that  the 
homestead  and  other  property  exempt  from  forced  sale, 
upon  the  death  of  the  head  of  the  family,  should  be  set 
apart  by  the  probate  court  for  the  benefit  of  the  surviving 
wife  and  his  own  legitimate  children.  Under  that  statute, 
until  1859,  the  snpreme  court  decided  that  the  homestead 
was  held  in  a  sort  of  joint  tenancy  by  the  husband  and  wife, 
with  the  right  of  survivorship.  (^Taylor  v.  Harjoiw,  4  Cal. 
272;  Poole  v.  Gerrard,  6  Ciil.  73;  Estate  of  Tompkins,  12 
Cal.  114.)  In  1859,  in  Gee  v.  Moore,  14  Gal.  472.  the 
same  court  held  that  the  doctrine  announced  in  the  previous 
cases  cited,  had  never  met  the  approbation  of  the  profession, 
and  said:  "The  wife,  if  surviving  her  husband,  takes  the 
property,  not  by  virtue  of  any  right  of  survivorship  arising 
from  the  alleged  joint  tenancy,  but  as  property  set  apart  by 
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law  from  her  Lusbaod's  estate  for  her  benefit  aod  thut  of 
hia  chiKlren,  if  there  be  any.  In  the  same  way  other  prop- 
erty, exempt  from  forced  Bale,  ia  set  apart  to  her."  (P. 
47S.)  At  the  next  session  of  the  Legialatare  of  that  state, 
the  homestead  law  of  1860  was  passed,  which,  in  all  partic- 
alars  material  to  this  case,  was  precisely  like  our  present 
law,  passed  in  1865.  (C.  L.,  aeo.  186.)  Both  statutes,  in 
the  first  section,  declare  that  the  homestead  may  be  selected 
by  either  hnsbund  or  wife,  or  both,  and  that  from  and  after 
the  filing  for  record  of  the  declaration  of  homestead  signed 
and  acknowledged  as  provided  therein,  "the  husband  and 
wife  shall  be  deemed  to  hold  said  homestead  as  joint  ten- 
ants."  In  1863,  more  than  two  years  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  the  first  and  fourth  sections  of  the  California  homestead 
law  of  1860  by  our  legislature,  the  supreme  court  stated  the 
meaning  of  the  words  "from  and  after  the  filing  for  record 
of  said  declaration  the  husband  and  wife  shall  be  deemed 
to  bold  said  homestead  us  joint  tenants,"  as  follows:  "The 
distinguishing  incident  of  a  title  by  joint  tenancy  is,  that 
the  entire  tenancy,  or  estate,  upon  the  death  of  one  of  the 
joint  tenants  goes  to  the  survivor,  and  vests  in  him  abso- 
lutely. It  would  seem  from  this  statute  that  it  wos  the  in- 
tention of  the  legislature  that  the  homestead  should  vest  in 
the  snrviving  husband  or  wife  absolutely,  and  not  descend 
to  the  heirs  of  either."  (Estate  of  James,  23  Cal.  418.) 
Between  the  date  of  thut  decision  and  the  passage  of  our 
homestead  law  in  1865,  no  other  construction  was  placed 
Qpon  the  language  of  the  first  section  adopted  by  our  legis- 
lature; nor  is  it  claimed  that  a  different  construction  has 
been  given  since,  except  in  Wixonia  Estate,  35  Cal.  320, 
and  Hick  v.  Titbbs,  41  Cal.  34,  to  which  coses  we  shall  again 
refer. 

In  McQiuuh  y.  Whaleij,  31  Cal.  527,  decided  in  1867,  the 
court  took  the  same  view.  In  that  case  one  Casement  and 
his  wife  occupied  the  lot  in  question  as  a  homestead,  from 
1852  until  1861,  when  he  died.  The  wife  conveyed  the  lot 
to  plaintiff,  who  claimed  the  whole  on  the  ground  that  his 
grantor,  upon  the  death  of  her  husband,  held  the  entire 
property  as  surviving  joint  tenant  under  the  homestead 
statute  of  1860.  ,  -  , 
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The  law  of  1860,  which  waa  amendatory  of  the  statute  of 
1851,  provided  that,  from  and  after  the  filing  for  record  of 
said  declaration,  the  husband  and  wife  should  be  deemed  to 
hold  said  homestead  as  joint  tenants;  and  also,  that  all 
homesteads  then  before  appropriated  and  acquired  bj  hus- 
band and  wife  under  the  statute  of  1851,  should  be  deemed 
to  be  held  in  joint  tenancy;  provided  they  should  within 
one  year  prepare  and  file  for  record  their  declaration  of 
homestead  as  therein  required.  It  was  admitted  by  coun- 
sel for  plaintiff,  that  neither  Casement  nor  his  wife  had  ever 
filed  a  declaration,  and  the  court  said:  *  *  *  "In  a 
number  of  cases  decided  between  the  years  1851  and  1859, 
it  was  held  that  the  homestead  was  an  estate  held  by  the 
husband  and  wife  in  joint  tenancy,  and  of  consequence  it 
became  the  absolute  property  of  thesnrvivorupon  the  death 
of  the  other.  But  in  Gee  v.  Moore,  14  Oal.  477,  tLese  decis- 
ions were  overruled  on  this  point,  and  it  was  there  declared 
that  the  doctrine  that  the  estate  was  one  of  joint  tenancy 
was  not  warranted  by  any  language  of  the  constitution  or 
the  statute.  *  *  *  The  doctrine  of  the  case  here  cited 
was  affirmed  in  Bowman  v.  Noi'ton,  16  Gul.  216,  and  was 
followed  in  Breiiiian  v.  Wallace,  25  Oal.  114.  These  several 
cases  had  reference  to  the  homestead  estate  as  created  un- 
der the  law  as  it  existed  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of 
1860,  and  must  be  deemed  as  settling  the  construction  re- 
lating to  the  subject  us  then  existing.  *  *  *  TV'e  have 
seen  tliat  by  the  decisions  in  the  cases  of  Gee  t.  Moore  and 
Bowman  v.  Norton,  it  was  held  tliat  the  relation  of  husband 
and  wife  in  respect  to  the  homestead  appropriated  and  ac- 
quired under  the  act  of  1851,  was  not  a  joint  tenancy,  and 
regarding  these  decisions  as  declaring  the  law  correctly,  we 
are  brought  to  the  inquiry  whctber,  by  the  act  of  1860,  that 
relation  was  created  «3  to  bomesteaila  before  then  acquired, 
and  if  so,  whefhei-,  by  force  of  the  statute,  such  a  change 
was  wrought  that  each  party  became  invested  with  an  inde- 
feasible estate  in  the  homestead  as  joiut  tenants,  discharged 
of  all  conditions,"  It  will  be  seen  that  the  inquiry  presented 
and  proposed  by  the  court  was  the  same  as  the  one  under 
discussion  in  this  case;  because,  if  a  joint   tenancy  was 
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created  by  the  ameudatorj  statute  of  1860,  in  relation  to  ex- 
isting liomesteaila  acquired  under  the  law  of  1851,  it  is  cer- 
tain that  the  same  was  true  conoeming  homesteads  selected 
and  acquired  according  to  law  after  tbe  date  of  the  amenda- 
tory statute.  The  court  then  states  the  provisions  of  the 
statute  of  1860,  and  add»: 

"The  amendments  contained  in  the  aot  of  1860  must  be 
considered  together  and  in  pari  materia  with  the  provisions 
of  tbe  act  of  1851,  in  order  to  ascertain  what  rights  and  in- 
terests were  brought  into  being  by  force  of  these  acta  of 
the  legislature  acting  npon  given  conditions  precedent  to 
their  possible  operation.  The  first  section  of  the  act  of 
1860  provides,  that  all  homesteads  heretofore  appropriated 
and  acquired  bj  husband  and  wife  under  the  aot  of  1851, 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  held  by  such  hasband  wife  in  joint 
tenancy.  Hud  the  act  stopped  with  this  provision,  it  might 
veil  be  said,  first  assaming  that  the  legislature  had  the 
power  thus  to  create  a  particular  estate,  that  by  this  lan- 
guage a  joint  tenancy  was  created  in  respect  to  all  home- 
steads then  acquired  and  existing  under  the  act  of  1851 ;  but 
it  does  not  stop  here.  The  fifth  section  provides  that  those 
entitled  to  homesteads  under  the  act  of  1851,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  the  benefits  of  the  act  of  1860,  ^nd  that  such  home- 
steads shall  be  protected  to  the  same  extent  and  in  the 
same  manner,  as  if  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  1860;  that  is,  by  making  a  declaration  of  intention  to 
claim  the  premises  selected  as  a  homestead,  and  signing, 
acknowledgiug  and  recording  such  declaration;  provided, 
however,  that  if  any  person  thus  claiming  a  homestead  un- 
der the  act  of  1851  makes  no  such  declaration  in  the  mode 
and  within  tbe  term  prescribed,  the  homestead  which  he  or 
she  had  under  the  act  of  1851,  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been 
abandoned." 

The  court  decided  against  plaintiff,  on  the  ground  that 
Casement  and  wife  had  not  filed  their  declaration,  and 
hence,  that  the  homestead  was  not  held  by  them  iu  joint 
tenancy.  The  opinion  closes  iu  these  words :  "  It  is  argued 
'  on  behalf  of  the  plaiutiff  that  as  the  husband  died  after  the 
passage  of  the  act  of  1860,  and  before  the  time  had  elapsed 
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within  which  a  declaration  of  homestead  might  be  made, 
acknowledged  and  recorded,  the  wife  took  the  whole  prop- 
erty as  surviving  joint  tenant  upon  the  death  of  the  hus- 
band, and  then  became  the  owner  in  fee^simple  absolute  of 
the  premises;  and  thut,  as  a  consequence  of  the  concur- 
rence of  these  circumstances,  there  was  no  necessity  to 
make  and  record  a  declaration  of  homestead  in  order  to 
secure  to  her  the  property  which  already  belonged  to  her  aa 
owner  thereof  in  fee.  We  have  already  considered  the 
ground  on  which,  if  we  are  right  in  our  interpretation  of 
the  homestead  laws,  it  must  readily  appear  wherein  the  ar- 
gument of  the  learned  counsel  is  at  fault." 

We  have  quoted  liberally  from  this  case  for  the  purpose 
of  showing,  that  although  it  went  ofiF  upon  a  point  not  pre- 
sented here,  still  the  opinion  shows  that  questions  which 
are  involved  in  this  case  were  well  considered  in  that;  and 
we  do  not  hesitate  to  express  our  belief  that  the  decision 
would  have  been  in  favor  of  plaintiff  had  it  appeared 
that  a  declaration  was  filed  according  to  law.  There  is  no 
intimation  that  the  fourth  section,  of  which,  that  section  ia 
our  statute  is  a  copy,  tends  even  to  modify  the  first;  and 
the  fifth  section,  which  declared  an  abandonment  if  the 
homestead  declaration  was  not  filed  in  time,  is  not  contained 
in  our  statute. 

As  we  have  seen,  counsel  for  plaintifE  in  that  suit  based 
his  entire  case  upon  the  claim  that  Casement  and  wifo  held 
the  homestead  as  joint  tenants,  with  the  right  of  survivor- 
ship nnder  the  statute  of  1860.  The  court  did  not  say  to 
him,  or  in  any  manner  intimate,  that  such  joint  tenancy 
would  not  have  been  created  had  the  requirements  of  the 
law  been  followed,  which  would  have  been  a  complete  an- 
swer to  his  argument;  bat  it  did  say  in  substance:  "Admit- 
ting that  the  legislature  had  the  power  to  create  a  particu- 
lar estate,  you  could  have  maintained  your  action  bud  a 
declaration  been  filed  in  the  time  and  manner  provided; 
but  Casement  and  wife  having  failed  to  perform  tlie  act 
necessary  to  create  a  joint  tenancy,  you  cannot  recover." 

In  1862,  the  first  section  of  the  California  statute  of  186U 
was  allowed  to  remain  without  change,  while  the  foartit  was 
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amended.  Prior  to  the  amendmeDt;  it  was  as  follows:  "Tlie 
homestead  aod  other  property  exempt  from  forced  Bale 
shall,  npoQ  the  death  of  either  husbtind  or  wife,  be  set 
apart  hy  the  probate  court  for  the  benefit  of  the  husband 
or  wife  and  his  or  her  legitimate  children ;  and  iu  the  event 
of  there  being  no  sarvivor  or  legitimate  children  of  either 
huabaud  or  wife,  then  the  property  shall  be  subjected  to 
the  pajmeat  of  their  debta."  *  *  *  Following  is  the 
section  as  amended:  "The  homestead  property  selected  by 
the  husband  and  wife,  or  either  of  them,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  said  act,  shall,  upon  the  death  of  the  husband 
or  wife,  vest  absolutely  in  the  survivor,  and  be  held  by  the 
survivor  as  folly  and  amply  as  the  same  was  held  by  them 
or  either  of  them  immediately  preceding  the  death  of  the 
deceased,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  any 
debt  or  liability  contracted  by  or  esisting  against  the  said 
husband  and  wife,  or  either  of  them,  previous  to  or  at  the 
time  of  the  death  of  such  husband  or  wife,  except  such 
debt  or  liability  as  the  homestead  was  subject  to  at  tho 
time  of  the  death  of  such  iiusbaud  or  wife." 

To  our  minds,  the  amended  section  just  quoted  is  but  an 
amplification  of  the  words  contained  in  the  first  section  of 
the  statute  of  1860,  to  wit:  "From  and  after  the  filing  for 
record  of  said  declaration,  the  husband  and  wife  shall  be 
deemed  to  hold  said  homestead  as  joint  tenants."  Iu  the 
Estate  of  James,  the  court  said  in  1863,  two  years  before 
its  adoption  here:  "It  would  seem  from  the  statute  of  1860 
that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  legislature  that  the  home- 
stead should  vest  iu  the  surviving  husband  or  wife  abso- 
lutely, and  not  descend  to  the  heirs  of  either."  Surely  no 
more  is  declared  by  the  amended  section. 

The  amended  section  was  more  easily  comprehended  by 
persons  uneducated  in  the  law;  but  to  others,  the  nse  of 
the  words  "joint  tenants,"  as  they  appeared  in  the  statute 
of  1660,  was  only  a  short  method  of  expressing  all  that  is 
conveyed  by  the  use  of  their  most  elaborate  definition.  At 
the  time  of  the  amendment  iu  1862,  so  far  as  we  kuow, 
there  had  been  no  expression  of  opiniou  by  the  supreme 
court  in  relation  to  the  statute  of  1860.     Under  such  cir- 
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onmatancea,  the  legislatare  of  1862  evidently  passed  the 
amendineut  of  that  session,  for  the  purpose  of  removiDg  all 
possibilitj  of  doubt  upon  the  subject,  by  putting  in  the  atat- 
nte  the  definition  of  the  words  "joint  tenants,"  foand  in 
all  the  books  treating  of  their  rights.  These  words  have  a 
settled  meaning  and  constant  recognition  ia  the  books,  both 
of  oummon  law  and  under  the  statute.  In  Washburn  on 
Real  Prop.  vol.  1,  642,  the  author  says:  "  While,  moreover, 
joint  tenants  constitute  but  one  person  in  respect  to  the  es- 
tate, as  to  the  rest  of  the  world,  between  themselves  each  is 
entitled  to  his  share  of  the  rents  and  profits  so  long  as  he 
lives,  but  subject  to  the  right  of  the  survivor  or  survivors 
to  take  the  entire  estate  upon  his  death,  to  the  exclusion  of 
his  heirs  or  personal  representatives."  And  on  page  646: 
"  The  interest  which  a  joint  tenant  has  as  survivor,  is  not 
a  new  one  acquired  by  him  from  his  co-tenant,  upon  the 
latter's  death ;  for  his  own  interest  is  not  changed  in  amount, 
but  only  his  co-tenant's  is  extiogoished." 

Our  legislature  has  recognized  their  common  definition 
in  the  statute  now  in  force  concerning  conveyances  (Stat. 
1861,  p.  17,  sec.  41) :  "  Every  interest  in  real  estate  granted 
or  devised  to  two  or  more  persons,  other  than  executors  or 
trastees,  as  such,  shall  be  a  tenancy  in  common,  unless  ex- 
pressly declared  in  the  grant  or  devise  to  be  a  joiut  ten- 
ancy." 

As  was  said  by  the  court  in  Harber  v.  Babd,  36  Col.  17, 
we  think  "  the  legislature  did  not  adopt  the  provision  that 
the  '  husband  and  wife  shall  be  deemed  to  hold  the  home- 
stead as  joint  tenants'  without  some  object.  *  *  *  They 
did  not  intend  to  use  a  meaningless  phrase,  to  be  attended 
by  DO  consequences."  The  words  "joint  tenants"  have  as 
certain,  definite  meaning  in  law  as  "mortgi^e,"  "lease," 
or  "promissory  note."  Their  use  in  our  statute  of  1865 
constituted  a  radical  difi'erence  between  the  old  law  and  the 
new,  if  it  appeal's  from  the  whole  statute  that  the  legislature 
intended  to  nse  them  according  to  their  unvarying  definition. 

In  no  instance,  except  in  the  case  of  homesteads  appro- 
priated and  selected  according  to  the  law  in  question,  has 
the  legislature   declared  that   property  shall  be   held  by 
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the  ovDera  as  joint  tenants.  In  all  other  cases  the  statute 
leaves  it  to  the  owners  io  expressly  declare  that  they  so  hold 
it,  and  if  no  BticU  declaTation  is  niade,  they  are  preBxuned 
to  hold  it  as  tenants  in  common.  If,  then,  there  is  nothing 
in  other  sections  plainly  indicating  that  the  legislntnre  did 
not  intend  what  is  definitely  and  prominently  stated  in  the 
first  section,  upon  the  question  of  snrvivorahip,  "  the  great, 
distinctive  characteristio  of  joint  tenancies,"  it  seems  to  us 
there  is  little  room  for  constmction,  and  we  must  apbold 
the  statute  as  it  is  written. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  the  unmistakable  meaning  of  section 
1,  when  considered  alone,  is  at  all  limited  or  modified, 
unless  by  section  4.  Succinctly  stated,  these  sections  provide 
as  follows : 

8eo.  I.  Upon  the  filing  of  a  declaration,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, the  husband  and  wife  shall  be  deemed  to  hold  said 
homestead  as  joint  tenants. 

Sec.  4.  The  homestead  and  other  property  exempted  from 
forced  sale,  shall,  upou  the  death  of  either  husband  or  wife, 
be  set  apart  by  the  court  for  the  benefit  of  the  snrviviDg 
hnsband  or  wife  and  his  or  her  legitimate  children;  and  in 
the  event  of  there  being  no  survivor  or  legitimate  children 
of  either  hnsband  or  wife,  then  the  property  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  payment  of  their  debts. 

"If  technical  words  are  used  in  a  statute,  they  are  to  be 
taken  in  a  technical  sense,  unless  it  appears  that  they  were 
intended  to  be  applied  dififerently  from  their  ordinary  or 
legal  acceptation.  (1  Kent's  Com.  462.)  And  it  may,  I 
think,  be  stated,  as  a  corollary  from  these  principles,  that 
when  a  word,  by  common  usage,  has  acquired  a  popular  sig- 
nificatioD,  it  shall  be  understood  in  that  sense,  unless  its 
meaning  is  controlled  by  the  contest  in  which  it  is  found, 
or  the  circumstances  under  which  it  is  used."  (Clark  v. 
CUy  of  Utka,  18  Barb.  453.) 

In  3  Wash.  (C.  C.  B.),  209,  Mr.  Justice  Washington  said: 
"If  a  statute  of  the  United  States  uses  a  technical  term 
which  is  known,  and  its  meaning  fnlly  ascertained  by  the 
common  or  civil  law,  from  one  or  the  other  of  which  it  is 
ohvioasly  borrowed,  no  doubt  can  exist  that  it  is  necessary 
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to  refer  to  the  source  wlience  it  la  taken  for  its  precise 
meaning." 

In  the  case  of  Ormsby  County  v.  The  State  of  Nevada,  6 
Nev.  286,  the  court  said:  "It  is  possible  that  the  statute 
in  question,  upon  close  investigation,  might  fall  within  the 
general  rule  as  qnoted;  bat  that  rule,  although  supported 
by  the  highest  authority,  is,  as  experience  has  proved,  of 
dangerous  application.  The  cases  vhere  a  court  should 
exercise  the  right  given  under  it,  should  be  of  the  clearest; 
as  when  a  court  takes  one  step  outside  the  literal  ivording 
of  a  statute,  to  declare  what  otherwise  or  otherwhere  ap- 
pears, there  arises  at  once  the  poeeibility,  if  not  the  proba- 
bility, of  an  assumption  of  power— Judicial  legislation — a 
thing  to  be  moat  cautioaalj  avoided  under  tlie  true  theory 
of  our  goverunaent,  national  and  state.  There  is,  thongh, 
always  this  distinction  to  be  observed  in  settling  the  mean- 
ing of  technical  words,  or  words  having  a  peculiar  legal  sig- 
nification when  they  occur  in  a  statute.  Snch  words  when 
used  with  reference  to  a  particular  subject  as  to  which  they 
have  a  special  meaning,  should  receive  that  and  no  other; 
but  if  used  generally,  the  natural  conclusion  is,  that  the  pop- 
ular meaning  is  the  one  intended." 

It  cannot  be  doubted  that  the  words,  "joint  tenants,"  are 
used  in  the  statute  in  question,  "  with  reference  to  the  par- 
ticular subject  as  to  which  they  have  a  special  meaning.^ 
In  fact  it  may  be  said  that  when  properly  used  as  designa- 
ting the  owners  of  property,  real  or  personal,  they  have  no 
other  than  a  special  meaning.  This  is  not  denied,  but  it  is 
said  that  tLe  legislature  did  not,  in  fact,  intend  to  use  them 
in  that  sense. 

What  is  there,  then,  in  section  4,  which  shows,  clearly  or 
otiierwise,  that  in  section  1  the  legislature  said  one  tbing 
but  meant  another  ?  It  will  not  do  to  answer  this  question 
according  to  our  ideas  of  the  justice  or  injustice  of  allowing 
a  homestead  to  be  held  by  the  husband  and  wife  in  joint 
tenancy,  with  the  right  of  survivorship;  because  just  and 
wise  men  have  differed  and  will  continue  to  dififer  upon  this 
question.  The  statutes  of  different  states  show  that  there 
is  great  diversity  of  opinion  as  to  what  the  statute  should 
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be,  and  the  decisions  tliereou  are  more  diacoi'dant  than  the 
statutes  tliemselves.  It  maj  appear  to  tlie  miud  of  one  per- 
soD,  that  it  is  impolitic  and  uujust  to  permit  a  surviving  wife 
to  take  tbe  homestead  as  her  own  property — trusting  to  a 
mother's  afiTectioo  and  her  seoso  of  right,  for  the  protection 
of  tiie  minor  children,  just  as  before  the  father's  death  their 
care  and  protection  was  entrusted  to  both — while  another 
may  regard  it  not  only  prudent,  but  entirely  equitable  to  do 
so.  The  state  of  California  1ms  passed  through  mauy 
changes  in  relation  to  the  homestead  law,  and  after  years  of 
experience,  and  the  greatest  care  in  the  preparation  aud 
adoption  of  her  code,  has  finally  settled  upon  joint  tenancy 
of  the  homestead  property  tvith  the  right  of  survivorship, 
as  the  wisest  and  most  desirable  policy.  So  we  must  as- 
certain the  iutentioa  of  the  legislature  from  an  examination 
of  the  law  itself.  After  much  thought  and  careful  study, 
we  are  unable  to  conclude,  that  the  expressed  and  evident 
meaning  of  section  1,  is  in  any  manner  or  to  any  extent  lim- 
ited or  modified  by  section  4.  Certainly,  the  laognage  of 
the  latter  section  does  not  in  direct  terms  conflict  with  the 
plain  signification  of  the  first.  It  contains  no  words  which 
can  be  construed  as  vesting  the  title  in  any  person  other 
than  the  survivor,  unless  this  language,  "The  homestead 
aod  other  property  exempt  from  forced  sale  shall,  upon  the 
death  of  either  hnsband  or  wife,  be  set  apart  by  the  court 
for  the  benefit  of  tbe  satviving  husband  or  wife,  and  his  or 
her  legitimate  children,"  can  be  said  to  mean  that,  the  latter 
"  are  entitled  to  take  some  interest  upon  the  death  of  either 
husband  or  wife,"  as  is  said  in  Bich  v.  Ihlibs,  41  Cal.  36. 
We  shall  endeavor  to  show  upon  an  examination  of  that 
case,  that  such  resnlt  does  not  follow  in  the  sense  intimated 
in  the  opinion.  It  would  hardly  be  contended,  under  the 
California  code,  if  the  homestead  was  selected  from  com- 
mon property  according  to  law,  that  the  survivor  takes  less 
than  the  whole  estate.  Paragraph  6264  (sec.  1265)  of  the 
civil  code  provides  that:  "From  and  after  the  time  the  dec- 
laration is  filed  for  record,  the  premises  therein  described 
constitute  a  homestead.  If  the  selection  was  mode  by  a  mar- 
ried person  from  the  commouity  property,  the  land,  on  the 
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(leatli  of  either  of  the  spouses,  vests  iii  tlie  aurvivor."  *  *  * 
Aud  yet,  paragraph  11,165  (sec.  1465)  of  the  same  code, 
provides  that:  "Upon  the  retnrn  of  the  inventory  »  •  * 
the  court,  or  the  probate  judge,  may,  on  his  own  motion, 
or  on  petition  therefor,  set  apart  for  the  nse  of  the  snr\'iv- 
ing  husband  or  wife,  or  the  minor  children  of  the  decedent, 
all  property  exempt  from  execution,  including  the  home- 
stead selected,  designated  and  recorded."  Can  it  be  said 
that  the  last  section  quoted  is  in  conflict  with  the  first,  or 
that  the  apparent  meaning  of  the  first  is  rendered  doubtful 
by  the  last?  We  think  not.  Although  the  homestead  vesta 
in  the  survivor  to  the  extent  of  the  exemption,  to  wit:  five 
thousand  dollars,  if  it  exceeds  that  value  the  excels  is  not 
exempt  from  forced  sale,  or  from  administration.  It  is  the 
homestead  described  in  section  1  of  oor  statute,  that  is  ex- 
empt, and  which  is  required  to  be  set  apart  by  section  4; 
that  ia  to  sny,  a  quantity  of  land,  together  with  the  dwell- 
ing-house thereon  and  its  appartenaDces,  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars  in  value.  It  ia,  therefore,  necessary  to  in- 
clado  the  homestead  property  in  the  inventory,  that  it  may 
be  appraised ;  then  the  whole  or  such  portion  as  is  exempt, 
must  be  set  apart  by  the  court,  as  property  not  belonging 
to  the  estate,  the  excess  remaining  to  be  subjected  to  ad- 
ministration. £y  section  4,  our  legislature  intended  to  pro- 
serve  the  method  already  provided  in  the  probate  law  for 
ascei'taiuing  the  extent  of  homestead  exemption,  in  order 
that  the  balance  might  be  added  to  other  property  not  ex- 
empt, to  bo  used  for  the  payment  of  debts  and  the  expenses 
of  administration.  This,  in  onr  opinion,  was  the  chief,  il 
not  the  only  reason  why  the  first  paragraph  of  section  4  was 
enacted. 

In  Rich  V.  Tuiibs,  cited  by  counsel  for  appellants,  the 
declaration  was  executed  and  filed  by  both  husband  and 
wife  under  the  California  statute  of  1860,  upon  the  separata 
property  of  the  wife. 

The  court  first  concludes  that  the  effect  of  the  order  of 
the  probate  court  setting  apart  the  homestead  for  the  use  of 
the  family  of  the  deceased  husband,  "was  not  to  change  or 
transmit  the  title;  that  it  did  not  adjudicate  the  question  of

title  as  between  the  parties  wlio  asserted  a  claim  to  it;  tbat 
the  purpose  and  effect  of  the  order  setting  apart  such  home- 
stead was,  merely,  that  the  property  was  relieved  from  ad- 
ministration— that  it  did  not  constitute  assets  of  the  estate 
of  the  deceased — and  the  order  eat  it  apart  for  whom  it 
might  concern." 

The  court  then  adds:  "In  whom  did  the  title  Test  upon 
the  death  of  the  husband?  The  homestead  act  of  1860  de- 
clares that  the  husband  and  wife  shall  hold  the  homestead 
property  as  joint  tenants;  but  that  provision  is  to  bs  read 
in  connection  with  the  fourth  section  of  the  act,  which  pro- 
vides that,  upon  the  death  of  the  husband  or  wife,  the 
homestead  shall  be  set  apart  by  the  probate  court  for  the 
benefit  of  the  snrvivor  and  his  or  her  legitimate  children. 
Although  they  are  denominated  joint  tenants,  they  are  not 
Buch  in  tbe  fnll  sense  of  the  common  law  definition  of  that 
term.  The  legitimate  children  are  entiUed  to  take  an  inter- 
est, upon  the  death  of  either  husband  or  wife.  It  is  nu- 
necessaij,  in  this  case,  to  define  the  nature  of  the  interest 
which  descends  to  the  children;  bnt  it  is  clear  that  under 
the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  1860,  they  take  some  interest 
by  inheritance  from  their  deceased  father  or  mother.  The 
homestead  act  of  1862  contains  no  such  provision  as  is  fonnd 
in  section  four  of  the  act  of  1860.  After  providing  that  the 
husband  and  wife  shall  be  joint  tenants,  it  provides  that, 
on  the  death  of  either,  the  homestead  shall  vest  absolutely 
in  the  survivor.  No  provision  is  made  therein  for  the  in- 
heritance of  any  interest  in  the  homestead  property  by  the 
children  of  the  deceased.  As  the  defendants  (the  children 
of  the  deceased  husband)  took  nothing  by  inheritance, 
unless  the  law  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  decease  of  their 
father  so  provided,  the  question  on  which  the  case  turns  is, 
at  what  time  did  he  die?  It  is  found  that  he  died  in  1862, 
the  precise  time  not  being  stated.  The  order  of  the  probate 
court  was  made  July  7,  1862.  The  homestead  act  of  1862 
was  passed  and  took  effect  May  12,  1862.  It  is  incumbent 
ou  the  defendants  alleging  error,  in  other  words,  claiming 
that  they  acquired  interest  in  the  homestead  property  by 
inheritance,  to  show  that  the  deceased  died  before  their 
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right  to  take  by  inbeiitance  wus  cut  off  by  the  passage  of 
the  act  of  Ma;  12,  1862.  This  fact  in  not  shown  by  the 
recoid."  If  it  is  true,  as  the  court  first  coDclutles,  as  it 
undoubtedly  is,  that  the  order  of  the  probate  court  setting 
apart  the  homestead  for  the  use  of  the  family  did  not  chauge 
or  transmit  the  title;  that  the  only  purpose  and  effect  of  the 
order  was  merely  to  relieve  the  property  from  administra- 
tion, it  is  difficult  to  perceive  how  a  provision  in  the  home- 
stead law  requiring  such  an  order  to  be  made,  could  in  any 
manner  transmit  or  change  the  title.  If  the  final  order, 
when  made,  merely  "sets  the  property  apart  for  whom  it 
may  concern,"  and  "does  not  in  any  manner  change  the 
title,"  we  fail  to  see  how  the  fourth  section  of  the  homestead 
law  requiring  such  an  order  to  be  made,  can  possibly  be  said 
to  accomplish  more  than  is  effected  by  the  order  itself. 
How  cau  it  be  said  that  the  legislature,  by  requiring  the 
probate  conrt  to  set  apart  the  homestead,  intended  by  that 
provision  in  the  homestead  law,  that  the  legitimate  children 
should  take  someiuterest  by  inheritance  from  their  deceased 
father  or  mother,"  when,  before  the  amendment  of  the  lav 
in  1860  and  before  its  adoption  in  this  state  in  1866,  the 
courts  had  always  decided,  as  they  have  since,  that  the 
effect  of  the  order  setting  apart  the  homestead  "for  the 
benefit  of  the  survivor  and  his  or  her  legitimate  children," 
when  made,  did  not  iu  any  manner  afiect  or  change  the 
title?  How  could  the  legislature,  in  passing  the  homestead 
law,  have  intended  that  any  other  or  greater  effect  should 
be  given  to  the  order  of  the  probate  court  setting  apart  the 
homestead  property,  than  the  courts  hod,  at  all  times,  de- 
olared  the  effect  to  be? 

Section  4,  to  which  the  conrt  referred,  only  commanded 
the  doing  of  what  was  already  required  by  section  121  of 
the  probate  act,  the  effect  of  which,  when  done,  was,  as 
before  stated;  and  in  the  Estate  of  Wixom,  35  Cal,  324,  th© 
court  held  that  section  121,  as  amended  subsequent  to  the 
amendment  of  tbo  homestead  law  of  1662,  did  not  direct  or 
regulate  the  course  of  the  title  to  the  homestead,  althongh 
it  contained  the  words  "for  the  use  of  the  family."  How 
then  could  those  words  regulate  or  affect  the  title  when  used 
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in  aection  4  of  the  homestead  iaiw?  We  agree  witli  the 
coDclusioDS  first  arrived  at  in  Bkh  v.  Tubbs,  and  bj  reason 
of  Euch  agreement,  we  are  compelled  to  conclude  that  sec- 
tion 4  of  the  homestead  law  does  not  in  any  manner  limit  or 
modify  the  provision  of  the  first  section,  that  the  "hus- 
band and  wife  shall  be  deemed  to  hold  said  homestead  as 
joint  tenants,"  so  as  to  entitle  a  legitimate  child  to  take  any 
interest  iu  such  property  upon  the  death  of  the  father,  in 
the  sense  intimated  in  that  opinion. 

We  find  nothing  in  section  4  which  indicates  aa  inteotioa 
to  transmit  to  the  children,  any  portion  of  the  title  to  a 
homestead  appropriated  aud  selected  according  to  that 
statute.  Every  act  done  to  preserve  the  homestead  is  "  for 
the  benefit"  of  the  children  as  well  as  the  parents,  both  be- 
fore and  after  the  death  of  the  father  or  mother.  While 
the  parents  are  living,  and  when  the  title  is  undonbtedly  in 
them,  the  property  is  exempted  from  forced  sale  as  mach 
for  tbo  benefit  of  the  minor  children  as  it  is  for  the  father 
or  mother;  and  when  the  father  dies  it  is  still  exempted, 
and  is  kept  from  administration  for  their  benefit,  as  well  as 
the  mother's,  becaose  daring  their  minority  it  is  the  pa- 
rents' duty  to  provide  them  with  a  home,  and  the  law  pre- 
sumes they  will  share  its  blessings  with  her.  In  our  opin- 
ion, the  privilege  of  sharing  the  homestead  with  the 
survivor,  so  long  as  it  is  retained  as  such,  is  the  benefit 
intended  to  be  secured  to  the  children.  If  it  is  true  that  the 
benefit  referred  to  is  the  right  of  the  children,  upon  the 
death  of  the  father,  to  take  and  use  iu  their  own  name  and 
as  their  own  property,  one  half  of  the  homestead  premises, 
then  the  grand  object  of  the  law  is  defeated;  then  the 
children  can  convey  their  interest  to  a  stranger,  and  thus 
destroy  the  home,  not  only  as  to  themselves,  but  the  sur- 
vivor also.  Such  a  result  could  not  have  been  intended. 
And,  too,  if  one  half  vests  in  the  children,  subject  only  to 
the  right  of  the  survivor  to  enjoy  the  whole  as  a  homestead, 
then  the  estate  is  no  more  valuable  to  the  latter  tlmn  it  was 
under  the  old  law.  Yet,  in  Barber  v.  Bahel,  36  Cul.  18,  the 
court  says:  "  The  ezprasa  provision  that  the  husband  and 
wife  sbuU  be  deemed  to  hold  said  homestead  as  joint  ten- 
Vol.  XnL— 21. 
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ants,  certainly  means  that  they  shall  hold  some  estate  or  in- 
terest  as  to  the  homestead  different  from  that  held  before; 
that  the  estate  or  interest  in  the  homestead  shall  be  joint, 
and  that  the  wife  at  least  shall  have  a  more  distinct,  specific, 
individaal,  available,  indestrnctible  and  valnabie  interest  or 
right  than  she  held  before;  othertrise  the  provisioD  is  with- 
out meauing  and  without  consequence.  Aside  from  the 
terms  of  the  act,  the  circamstances  under  which  it  was 
passed  show  that  the  object  indicated  was  intended  to  be 
accomplished.  Under  the  act  of  1851,  in  a  series  of  decis- 
ions prior  to  1859,  the  courts  held  that  there  was  in  the 
homestead,  '  a  sort  of  joint  tenancy  with  the  right  of  sarriv- 
orship,  at  least  as  between  husband  and  wife,'  which  could 
not  be  altered  or  destroyed  except  by  the  concurrence  of 
both,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law.  This  seems  to  have 
become  the  settled  construction  of  the  act,  and  was  in  no 
way  interfered  with  by  the  legislative  department  of  the 
government.  It  mast  therefore  be  sopposed  to  have  been 
satisfactory  to  the  people;  but  at  the  October  teinn,  1859, 
our  predecessors  felt  called  upon  to  overrule  the  prior  ae- 
ries of  decisions  and  adopt  different  views.  (Gee  v.  Moore, 
14  Gal.  472.)  The  very  next  legislature,  however,  passed 
the  act  of  1860,  and  thereby  promptly  sanctioned,  by  ex- 
press legislative  action,  the  views  which  at  first  prevailed, 
but  provided  a  more  ready  and  satisfactory  mode  of  im- 
pressing the  land  with  the  homestead  character,  and  mak- 
ing it  a  matter  of  public  record,  so  that  none  could  be 
misled  as  to  the  existence  and  extent  of  the  homestead  right. 
»  *  *  *  T]jQ  law^  doubtless,  goes  beyond  the  express 
injunction  of  the  constitution  upon  the  subject  of  protecting 
the  homestead.  The  policy,  however,  was  adopted  by  the 
legislature,  at  an  early  day,  and  has  been  rigidly  adhered 
to  in  every  amendment  made  during  seventeen  years.  The 
prompt  interference  of  the  legislature,  and  restoration,  sub- 
stantially, of  the  law  as  first  announced  by  the  courts  upon 
the  reversal  of  said  decisions  made,  shows  that  it  had  the 
approval  of  the  people." 

The  case  of  the  Estate  of  Wixom,  35  Cal.  324,  decided  in 
1868,  is  also  referred  to  by  counsel  for  appellants  as  sua- 
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taining  their  theory.  Let  ns  see.  The  case  was  this:  Wix- 
om  and  wife,  residing  upon  the  property  in  qnestion,  filed 
npon  it  a  declaration  of  homestead  in  1861.  Wixom  after- 
wards died,  and  in,  1867,  hia  wife  petitioned  the  probate 
court  to  sat  apart  the  homestead  to  her  use.  At  that  time 
the  widow  was  living  on  the  property,  two  of  her  children, 
minors,  being  with  her.  The  court  refused  to  grant  the 
widow's  petition,  holding  that  there  were  minor  heirs  who 
were  entitled  to  share  the  homestead  with  her.  The  su- 
preme court  reversed  the  order  denying  the  petition,  on  the 
ground  that  under  the  homestead  act  of  1862,  then  in  force, 
the  property  vested  in  the  widow,  upon  the  death  of  her 
hosband.  After  referring  to  the  homestead  and  probate 
acts  of  1851,  the  court  says:  "A  radical  change,  however, 
has  been  made  in  the  homestead  act,  which  now  provides 
that,  upon  the  death  of  either  husband  or  wife,  the  home- 
stead property  shall  vest  absolutely  in  the  survivor,  subject 
only  to  such  debts  or  liabilities  as  were  a  legal  charge  npon 
it  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  such  husband  or  wife.  This 
change  was  made  in  1S62.  To  have  maintained  entire  con- 
sistency, the  one  hundred  and  twenty-first  and  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-fifth  sections  of  the  probate  act  (cor- 
responding with  sections  123  and  127  of  onr  probate 
statute)  should  have  been  amended  In  like  manner."  *  * 
*  *  It  is  claimed  the  language  quoted  shows  that.  In  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  the  change  in  the  homestead  law  of 
that  state,  making  the  husband  and  wife  joint  tenants  with 
the  right  of  survivorship,  was  not  wrought  until  1862.  We 
do  not  think  so. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  it  was  a  matter  of  no  consequence 
when  the  change  took  place,  if  it  was  subsequent  to  the  date 
of  the  probate  law,  and  the  statute  embodying  the  change 
was  in  force  at  the  time  of  Wizom's  death;  both  of  which 
facts  were  tiue  as  to  the  law  of  1862.  The  statute  of  1860 
was  not  in  force  at  either  date,  and  conld  not  affect  the  case. 
The  court  therefore,  naturally  and  necessarily,  referred  to 
the  existing  statute  as  the  controlling  law.  The  statute  of 
1860  was  a  dead  letter,  and  it  would  have  been  strange,  in- 
deed, if  the  court  hud  mentioned  that,  which  did  not  affect 
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the  case,  instead  of  the  one  in  force,  which  controned  the 
decision.  Notice  the  language :  "  A  radical  change, 
however,  has  been  made  in  the  homestead  act  (that  is, 
since  1851)  which  now  provides  (statute  of  1862)  that  upon 
the  death  of  either  husband  or  wife  the  homestead  prop- 
erty shall  vest  absolutely  ia  the  survivor.  »  *  * 
This  change  was  made  in  1862."  The  court  intended  to 
say  that  the  statute,  the  provisions  of  which  were  stated, 
was  enacted  in  1862.  It  did  not  intend  to  say  that,  until 
1862,  the  homestead  was  not  held  by  the  husband  and 
wife  in  joint  tenancy. 

Our  opinion  is,  that  upon  the  death  of  their  father, 
plaintiffs  did  not  inherit  one  half  or  any  portion  of  the 
homestead  described  in  the  declaration,  and  that,  as  to  such 
property  the  complaint  does  not  state  a  cause  of  action,  re- 
gardless of  section  127  of  the  probate  law,  the  homestead 
statute  being  the  last  expressed  will  of  the  legislature. 
(Estate  of  Wbcom,  »npra.) 

But  the  south  tweuty-five  feet  of  lots  3  and  4,  in  block 
18,  described  in  the  complaint,  were  not  included  in  the 
declaration,  and  a  Joint  tenancy  therein  was  not  created  be- 
tween plaintiffs'  father  and  mother  under  the  first  section  of 
the  homestead  law.  (McQuade  v.  WhaUey,  supra;  C,  L., 
sec.  186.) 

It  was  set  apart  by  order  of  the  district  court  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  widow  and  children,  but,  as  we  have  seen,  such 
order  did  not  change  or  transmit  the  title.  Its  only  object 
and  effect  was  to  relieve  it  from  payment  of  the 'general 
debts  contracted  by  the  hnsband  during  his  life-time,  and 
from  debts  accruing  in  the  course  of  administration.  (Rich 
V.  Tubbs,  supra;  Estate  of  David  fValhy,  11  Nev.  264r-5.) 
Under  the  eleventh  section  of  the  statute  defining  the  rights 
of  husband  and  wife,  which  was  in  force  at  the  time  of  the 
death  of  T.  G.  Smith  (SUt.  164-5,  p.  240),  if  this  was  com- 
mon property,  one  half  vested  in  Harriet  M.  Smith  and  the 
other  half  in  plaintiffs,  who  were  tenants  in  common  therein 
with  their  mother.  (Broad  v.  Broad,  40  Cal.  496 ;  Broad  v. 
Murray,  44  Id.  228.)  Trae,  they  took  their  inherited  in- 
terest subject  to  the  mother's  rights  therein,  whatever  they 
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were,  after  the  order  of  tlie  conrt  setting  it  apart  was  made; 
bat  tlie  title  to  one  half  was  iu  tbem,  aa  well  as  the  rigLt  of 
entr7  and  possession,  at  least  daring  thoir  minority,  and 
while  it  was  used  as  a  homestead;  and  if  for  any  reason  the 
homestead  claim  was  abandoned,  or  ceased  to  exist,  "the 
right  of  plaintiffs  became  absolate,  and  entitled  them  to  the 
immediate  possession  of  their  undivided  interest  in  the 
property."  {Johnston  v.  BubIi,  49  Gal.  201.)  If,  then,  this 
was  common  property — and  such  is  the  presumption — 
plaintiffs,  being  minors,  had  both  title  and  right  of  posses- 
sion, as  to  one  half  of  the  same.  Counsel  for  respondents 
claim  that  it  was  not  common  property,  for  the  reason  that 
section  11,  above  referred  to,  provided  that  in  case  of  tlio 
death  of  the  husband,  the  entire  common  property  should  be 
equally  subject  to  his  debts,  the  family  allowance,  and  the 
espences  of  administration;  that  the  homestead  cannot  be 
made  subject  to  such  expenses,  and  consequently,  that  it 
was  not  common  property.  It  was  decided  by  this  conrt, 
in  the  case  of  Uie  Eaicite  of  Walley,  supra,  that  the  homestead 
law  of  1S65  did  not  repeal  the  sections  of  the  probuto  law 
providing  for  setting  apart  the  homestead.  The  latter,  then, 
must  be  constnied,  iu  this  case,  with  the  homestead  statute, 
and  the  statute  defining  the  rights  of  hn»jband  and  wife,  in 
force  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  plaintiff's  father.  (Statute 
1864-5,  p.  239.)  A  homestead  selected  and  declared  upon 
according  to  the  requirements  of  the  existing  statute  is  not 
common  property,  in  the  sense  intended  in  the  statute  de- 
fining the  rights  of  husbands  and  wiven,  and  cannot  be  sub- 
jected to  administration  {E'itate  of  T'impkius,  12  Gal.  124); 
bat  a  homestead  not  so  selected  can  be  so  used,  unless  it  is 
set  apart  by  the  court,  because  it  is  common  property  after 
the  death  of  the  father,  if  it  was  such  before.  In  case  of  a 
homestead  that  has  been  set  apart  merely  by  order  of  the 
court,  the  general  provision  of  section  11  of  the  statute  de- 
fining the  rights  of  husbands  and  wives,  above  referred  to, 
which  provided  that  the  entire  common  property  should  be 
Bubject  to  the  husband's  debts,  in  case  of  his  deufh,  is  con- 
trolled by  the  provision  of  the  probate  law,  which  declares 
that  the  homestead  shall  be  set  apart  by  the  conrt  and  re- 
lieved from  administration.    {People  v.  fVella,  11  Cal.  389.) 
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This  portion  of  the  premises  described  io  the  complaint 
hariog  been  common  property,  an  undivided  one  half,  upon 
the  death  of  the  father,  vested  in  plaintiffs,  vho  then  held 
the  same  as  tenants  in  common  with  their  mother,  as  before 
stated.  At  the  time  the  action  -waa  commenced  plaintifis 
had  the  right  of  possession  as  against  defendants.  {Johti- 
ston  V.  Bush,  supra.) 

We  think,  also,  that  npon  the  facta  stated  in  the  complaint 
plaintiffs  would  be  entitled  to  judgment  for  possession  of 
their  half  of  the  same,  without  making  their  mother  one  of 
the  purtiea  plaintiff.  {Vpdegraffv.  Trade,  18  Cal.  458;  C. 
L.,  1077.) 

Should  it  be  neceasary,  upon  the  filing  of  an  answer,  or 
at  any  time  during  the  progress  of  the  trial,  to  bring  in  the 
mother,  the  court  has  full  power  to  so  order.  At  present 
we  cannot  say  that,  as  to  this  property,  she  is  a  necessary 
party. 

The  judgment  is  reversed  and  the  cause  remanded.  The 
district  court  will  enter  an  order  ovemiling  defendants*  de- 
murrer, with  leave  to  file  answer. 

Beatty,  J.,  dissenting: 

I  concur  in  so  much  of  the  opinion  of  the  court  as  holds 
that  the  plaintiffs  inherited  an  interest  in  that  portion  of  the 
demanded  premises  which  was  not  included  in  the  declara- 
tion of  homestead,  and  I  concur  iu  the  conclusion  that  the 
jndgment  of  the  district  coort  shonld  be  reversed.  But 
upon  the  more  important  question  which  is  so  largely  dis- 
cussed by  Justice  Leonard,  I  dissent  from  the  views  of  my 


In  my  opinion,  our  homestead  law  of  1865,  considered 
without  reference  to  the  circumstances  under  which  it  was 
boiTowed  from  the  state  of  California,  does  not  sustain  the 
constniction  which  is  placed  upon  it.  The  first  section,  it 
is  true,  provides  that  the  homestead  shall  be  held  by  the 
husband  and  wife  as  joint  tenants,  and  if  that  section  stood 
alone  there  would  be  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  legisla- 
ture meant  anything  different  from  what  they  said,  though 
even  then  it  would  not  necessarily  follow  that  the  right  of 
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'orsliip  incident  to  on  estate  in  joint  tenancy  would 
attacli  to  the  fee.  On  the  contrary,  if  section  4  was  oat  of 
the  uct,  it  might  reasonably  be  held  that  tbe  right  of  sur- 
TiTorship  attached  only  to  the  homestead  as  snoh,  and  that 
vheuever  it  ceased  to  be  a  homestead,  the  estate  would 
descend  to  the  heirs  of  the  person  or  persons  who  owned  it 
at  the  time  it  was  declared  upon.  But  the  provisions  of 
section  4  must  be  considered  together  with  those  of  the  first 
section;  and  they  are  not  only  useless,  they  are  positively 
repugnant,  upon  the  supposition  that  the  homestead  is  held 
by  husband  aud  wife  in  strict  joint  tenancy.  I  prefer  to 
give  their  full  force  and  effect  to  the  speoifio  proTisiona  of 
section  4  rather  than  to  the  technical  words  "joint  tenants" 
in  section  1.  Every  member  of  the  legislature  knows  what 
lie  means  when  he  gives  particular  directions  that  property 
shall  be  set  apart  for  the  use  of  the  widow  and  children  of  a 
deceased  person,  but  how  many  know  the  meaning  of  joint 
tenancy  ? 

If  the  circumstances  under  which  our  homestead  law  was 
adopted  are  considered,  I  think  that,  far  from  weakening, 
they  add  very  greatly  to  the  force  of  these  conclusions. 
There  is  no  room  for  doubt  that  the  occasion  for  enacting  a 
new  hom^tead  law  in  1865  was  the  requirement  of  the  con- 
etitutiou  then  newly  adopted  (art.  iv,  sec.  30)  that  laws 
should  be  passed  providing  for  tbe  recording  of  homesteads 
in  the  counties  wherein  they  were  situated.  In  compliance 
with  this  iujuuotion  of  the  constitution  the  California  law  of 
1860  was  copied.  An  attempt  is  made  in  the  opinion  of 
the  coart  to  show  that  when  we  borrowed  the  California  act 
it  had  already  received  the  construction  here  placed  upon 
it,  but  I  think  the  California  decisions  referred  to  by  the 
court  may  be  safely  challenged  to  show  that  not  only  had 
the  act  of  1860  never  been  so  construed  before  we  adopted 
it,  hut  it  has  never  been  so  construed  to  this  day.  On  the 
contrary  it  has  been  construed  otherwise.  The  expression 
let  fall  by  Judge  Crocker  in  the  case  in  23  Cul.  {Estate  of 
James),  was  as  loose  a  dictum  as  can  be  found  in  there- 
ports  of  that  state,  upon  a  poiut  the  decision  of  which  was 
expressly  avoided,  and  has  never  been  referred  to  in  any 
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subsequent  opinion  of  their  sapreme  oouTt  oa  having  the 
semblance  of  aathoritj.  A  dictum  which  receives  no  con- 
sideration whatever  in  the  conrt  where  it  is  uttered  cer- 
tainly does  not  grow  into  authori^  when  transported  iuto 
another  state. 

Much  more  importance,  I  think,  is  attributable  to  the 
fact  that  when  we  adopted  our  homestead  law  and  resorted 
io  Culitomia  for  a  model,  we  had  their  act  of  1860  as  orig- 
inally adopted  and  as  amended  in  1862  to  choose  between. 
The  language  of  the  amendment  of  1862  is  quoted  in  the 
foregoing  opinion,  and  no  one  can  doubt  that  it  was  in- 
tended to  add  the  incident  of  survivorship  to  the  estate 
created  by  the  act  of  1860.  We  chose  the  act  of  1860  and 
rejected  the  act  of  1862.  The  inference  is  that  we  did  not 
desire  the  law  of  1862. 

The  Cftlifornia  cases  involving  a  construction  of  their 
various  homestead  laws  are  extensively  quoted  in  the  opinion 
of  the  court,  and  an  attempt  is  made  to  show  that  they  sus- 
tain its  conclusions;  but  those  who  may  have  the  cariosity 
to  examine  the  cases  in  the  reports  will  £nd,  if  I  am  not 
mistaken,  that  they  are  all  consistent  with  the  conclusion 
that  it  was  not  until  the  act  of  18G2  that  the  right  of  surviv- 
orship attached  to  the  homestead.  The  very  opinion  of 
Judge  Sawyer  from  which  such  extensive  quotations  are 
made  (see  Barber  v.  Babel,  36  Cal.  at  page  17)  says:  "And 
since  tlio  amendment  of  1862  the  right  of  survivorship,  the 
grand  incident  of  joint  tenancy  is  Jidded,"  showing  plainly 
that  he  did  not  mean  what  it  is  assumed  he  meant  by  other 
portions  of  his  opinion.  It  is  not  worth  while,  however,  to 
pursue  this  subject,  os  my  only  desire  is  to  record  my  dis- 
sent from  a  decision  which,  henceforth,  becomes  a  rule  of 
property  in  this  state  and  involves  the  consequence  of  dia- 
iuheriting  a  man's  children  in  favor  of  thoso  of  another. 
In  my  opinion  this  is  a  much  more  serious  consequence 
than  those  which  are  depicted  in  tho  opinion  of  the  court; 
and  those  consequences  by  no  means  follow  from  my  con- 
struction of  the  law.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  holding  that 
a  child  may  inherit  an  interest  in  the  homestead  from  its 
deceased  parent  without  being  driven  to  the  conclusion  that 
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it  coald  thereby  destroy  the  liomestead.  Its  interest  would 
remain  in  abeyance,  while  the  property  retained  the  chur- 
acter  of  a  homestead,  and  until  the  death  of  the  survivor  of 
its  parents,  but  could  then  be  asserted  and  enforced. 

BESPONSB   TO   PETITIOH   FOB   BEHEABINQ. 

By  the  Court,  Leonard,  J. : 

We  are  asked  by  appellants  to  grant  a  rehearing  in  this 
case,  mainly  upon  the  ground  stated  iu  the  petition,  that  if 
the  legislature  contemplated  that  the  husband  and  wife 
should  hold  the  homestead  strictly  as  joint  tenants,  it 
necessarily  follows  that  either  tenant  may  convey  his  or  her 
interest  to  a  co-tenant  or  even  to  a  stranger,  and  thus  de- 
stroy the  homestead.  We  do  not  think  that  under  the  con- 
stitution and  statute,  a  homestead  is  held  by  the  husband 
and  wife  strictly  as  joint  tenants.  The  constitution  pro- 
vides that  "a  homestead  *  *  *  shall  not  be  alienated 
withont  the  joint  consent  of  husband  and  wife,  when  that 
relation  exists;"  and  by  statute  it  is  enacted  that  homestead 
property  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  abandoned  without  a 
declaration  thereof  in  writing,  signed  and  acknowledged  by 
both  husband  and  wife  according  to  law.  But  we  do  think 
the  husband  and  wife  hold  the  homestead  us  joint  tenants, 
except  so  fur  as  the  usual  rights  of  such  tenants  have  been 
limited  or  modified  by  the  constitution  and  the  statutes. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  court  filed  in  this  case,  we  had  uo  oc- 
casion to  consider  whether  any  other  elements  of  a  strict 
joint  tenancy  than  that  of  survivorship  were  or  were  not 
retained  by  the  statute.  We  said:  "If  there  is  nothing  in 
other  sections  plainly  indicating  that  the  legislature  did  not 
intend  what  is  definitely  and  prominently  stated  in  the  fir.st 
section,  upon  the  question  of  survivorship,  '  the  great  dis- 
tinctive characteristic  of  joint  tenancy,'  it  seems  tons  there 
is  little  room  for  construction,  and  we  must  uphold  the  stat- 
ute as  it  ia  writtfin."  The  power  of  alienation  by  either 
husband  or  wife,  without  the  consent  and  joint  act  of  the 
other,  solemnly  evidenced  by  deed  duly  acknowledged,  is 
prohibited  by  the  constitution  and  statute^    but   there  is 
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nothing-  in  either  indicatiDg  na  intention  of  abridging  the 
usual  rights  of  joint  tenants  as  to  sarviTorahip. 

We  do  not  deem  it  neceesary  to  do  more  than  to  refer  to 
the  opinion  filed  in  answer  to  the  other  gronnds  ui^ed  in 
support  of  appellants'  petition.  To  onr  minds  the  statute 
is  plain,  and  the  intention  of  the  legislature  unmistakable. 
If  the  policy  of  the  present  law  is  unsatisfactory  to  the  peo- 
ple, a  change  must  be  wrought  by  legislative  action. 

Sehearing  denied.

iHSTBDCnotia — Pleasinqs — Evtdehcb. — The  uutractioiiB  given  by  the  oonrt 
must  be  coDsiilerad  with  reference  to  the  pleadings  and  the  evidence^ 
The  Courtis  not  required  t«. instruct  the  jury  upon  an; question  ikot 
raised  bj  the  pleadings  nor  authorized  by  the  evidence. 

Stage  Peopbietohs— Liabh-itv  for  iNjoitres  Rbcmved  bt  Pasbbnoebs. — 
Proprietors  of  stage-coaches  are  liable  for  any  injury  that  a  passenger 
may  receive  on  account  of  their  negligence  to  famish  prudent,  skillful 
and  sober  drivers. 

Idem — Dutt  or  the  Jokt. — lb  is  the  duty  of  the  jary  to  detemune  the  na- 
ture and  extent  of  the  injuries  received  by  the  plaintiff  as  a  passenger 
upon  defendants'  stage-coach,  and  to  consider  such  injuries  in  making  np 
their  verdict. 

Pekjury  of  Witness— I NSTHCcTiosa.— During  the  trial  the  court  asked 
Wadleigh,  the  driver  of  the  stage,  this  queation:  "Did  the  stogo  tip  over 
that  day  between  Eohinaon  and  Cherry  creek!"  Wadleigh  answered: 
"I  swear  positively  that  it  did  not."  To  the  same  question  Schafer,  the 
plointilf,  answered;  "Yes,  sir;  I  am  positive  it  dij."  The  court,  of  its 
own  motion,  instructed  the  jury  as  follows:  "In  this  case  thcro  is  plain 
perjury  on  one  side  or  the  other.  Either  the  plaintiff,  Henry  Schafer, 
committed  perjury  or  the  witness  Wadleigh,  and  on  one  or  the  other  of 
them  ought  to  be  in  the  penitentiary,  instead  of  being  in  this  conrt- 

Damages,  when  sot  Excessive.— The  plaintiff  claimed  that,  by  the  upset- 
ting of  defendants'  stage-coach,  he  was  so  badly  injured  as  to  produce 
pneumonia,  and  that  the  disease  of  his  lungs,  arising  from  such  injuries, 
hod  become  incurable.  Upon  this  question  there  was  a  direct  conflict  of 
evidence;  Httd,  that  if  the  jury  behoved  the  testimony  offered  upon  the 
part  of  plaintiff  to  be  true,  a  vetdiot  in  bis  favor  of  five  thousand  dollan 
was  not  excessive.  ^,^._  ^^  GoO^ic 
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AppEAli  from  the  Bistrict  Court  of  the  Sixth  Jadicial 
District,  Eureka  County. 

The  eighth  iBstmction  referred  to  in  the  opioion  of  the 
court  reads  as  follows :  "If  you  find  that  the  plaintiff  took 
passage  on  the  stage  of  the  defendants  to  be  transported 
from  Cherry  creek  to  HobinsOQ,  and  while  on  the  road  the 
driver  of  the  coach  became  so  intoxicated  as  to  incapacitate 
him  for  driving,  and  an  accident  occurred  by  which  plaintiff 
was  injured,  the  defendants  are  liable  for  the  injury,  no 
matter  who  was  driving.  It  is  not  the  law  that  a  sober 
passenger  is  compelled  to  drive  a  stage-coach  for  a  drunken 
driver,  and  then  take  all  the  perils  of  the  trip." 

The  sixth  instruction  asked  by  defendant  read  as  follows: 
"Ton  are  instructed  that  no  mere  probability  that  the 
plaintiff's  injuries  were  caused  by  the  upsetting  of  defend- 
ants' stage  will  justify  you  in  giving  him  a  verdict."  The 
court  added:  "But  if  you  are  satisfied,  from  the  evidence, 
that  the  plaintiff  did  receive  such  injuries,  then  you  are 
justified  in  taking  such  injuries  into  consideration  in  making 
up  your  verdict." 

Dr.  Owen,  a  witness  upon  the  part  of  the  defendant,  in 
giving  evidence  as  to  whether  the  disease  of  plaintiff's  lungs 
arose  from  natural  causes  or  from  external  wounds,  testified 
OS  follows:  "I  am  a  physician  and  surgeon;  a  regalar  grad- 
uate of  a  medical  college;  have  been  engaged  in  such  prac- 
tice over  thirty  years.  I  have  examined  the  plaintiff  several 
times;  he  is  suffering  from  iufiammation  of  the  left  lung, 
and  the  right  lung  is  slightly  affected.  I  have  heard  most 
of  the  evidence  in  this  case;  from  all  the  evidence  I  Lave 
heard,  and  I  heard  all  of  Schafor's  and  most  of  Rockman's, 
from  my  examination  of  plaintiff,  and  also  juJging  from  my 
medical  experience,  I  consider  that  the  disease  from  which 
plaintiff  ia  now  suffering  was  produced  by  pneumonia,  and 
that  the  pneumonia  was  produced  by  natural  causes.  I  find 
the  lungs  diseased,  the  respiratory  murmur  is  enfeebled;  I 
noticed  a  marked  change  in  the  lungs  on  different  examina- 
tions; I  thiflk  that  the  dullness  of  sound  was  caused  by  the 
thickening  or  consolidation  of  the  lung;  I  should  think,  on 
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oocoant  of  the  uamber  of  cases,  that  the  pnenmonia  iirose 
from  nataral  causes;  I  should  think  the  chauces  are  largely 
in  favor  of  idiopathic  causes;  I  do  not  deny  that  it  might  have 
arisen  from  traumatic  causes.  It  might  be  twelve,  twenty- 
four  or  forty-eight  hours  before  a  man  would  complaiu,  or 
rather  when  pneumonia  would  set  in  wheu  arisiug  from 
travmatic  eauaes.  The  pain  would  result  immediately. 
If  a  person  hod  taken  baths  for  a  number  of  days  at 
warm  spriugs  such  as  those  at  Cherry  Creek  are  described 
to  be  by  witnesses  in  this  case,  such  baths  would  weaken 
the  system  and  open  the  pores  of  the  skin;  then  if  a  person 
should  take  a  tiresome  trip  on  a  stage  such  as  that  from 
Cherry  Creek  to  Ward  is  known  to  be,  and  that  also  in  cold 
weather,  the  condttioQ  of  the  person  when  starting  on  the 
trip,  the  fatigue  of  the  trip  and  the  inhalation  of  cold  air, 
would  bo  much  more  likely  to  produce  pneumonia  than 
such  injuries  plaintiff  claims  to  have  received  from  the 
overthrowing  of  the  stage  would  be  to  produce  such  disease. 
Surface  wounds  must  be  very  severe  to  produce  pnenmonia. 
It  is  very  seldom  that  pneumonia  is  produced  by  other  than 
natural  causes.  In  al!  my  practice  I  have  never  seen  a  well- 
defined  case  of  pneumonia  arising  from  other  than  natural 
causes;  the  fact  that  plaintiff  has  been  suffering  from  rheu- 
matic diseases,  been  taking  baths  in  the  warm  springs  and 
riding  long  distances  in  cold  weather,  are  sufficient  of  them- 
selves to  account  for  the  disease  of  plaintiff.  In  my  judg- 
ment, the  disease  of  plaintiff  is  clearly  traceable  to  natural 
canses,  and  not  to  external  wounds,  I  have  never  yet  seen 
a  case  of  pneumonia  arisiug  from  externid  wounds." 

Dr.  Chamblin  and  Dr.  Bishop  testified  on  behalf  of 
defendant  to  the  same  effect. 

Dr.  Rockman,  on  behalf  of  plaintiff,  testified  as  follows: 
"  I  am  a  practicing  physician  and  surgeon;  have  been  for 
at  least  sixteen  years  iu  average  practice;  I  belong  to  the 
allopathic  or  old  school;  I  have  been  educated  iu  Europe 
and  America;  I  know  the  plaintiff;  first  knew  him  in  the 
latter  part  of  December  last  year;  he  called  upon  me  for 
treatment;  he  complained  of  his  side  and  back,  which  he 
claimed  hod  been  hurt  from  an  injury  caused  by  the  up- 
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setting  of  a  stage;  I  gave  him  a  Ayperefermic  injection,  thiok- 
iDg  bis  muscles  were  affected;  tbe  uext  day  he  cume  again 
acd  complained  of  great  pain,  and  I  gave  him  another  in- 
jection; he  came  again  in  the  evening,  aud  I  gave  him 
another;  the  third  day  he  had.a  severe  attack  of  hiccough, 
so  severe  that  I  had  to  give  him  chloroform  to  stop  it;  I 
then  told  him  to  go  home,  that  I  would  be  around  to  exam- 
ine him;  he  was  very  weak,  and  slept  on  the  sofa  in  my 
office  for  the  space  of  four  or  five  hours  that  day;  on  the 
next  morning  I  went  to  visit  him,  and  made  an  examination 
of  his  Inngs,  and  found  that  he  had  inflammation  of  the 
longs,  and  I  treated  him  for  that;  iuflammation  developed 
in  the  usual  way  until  the  sixth  or  seventh  day  after  t  first 
treated  him,  and  then  he  expectorated  a  gangrenous  mass, 
with  clotted  blood,  decomposed;  be  had  gangrene  of  the 
left  lung;  I  treated  him  for  about  a  month,  and  then  advised 
him  to  go  to  San  Francisco;  when  I  examined  him  he  had 
several  bruises  on  the  back  and  chest;  there  are  different 
causes  which  produce  inflammation  of  the  lungs;  any  injury, 
if  severe  enough,  will  produce  pneumonia;  from  his  state- 
ment to  me  of  his  having  received  an  injury,  I  took  it  that 
the  inflammation  of  the  lungs  arose  from  that  cause;  the 
clotted  blood  showed  that  it  had  been  some  time  in  the 
lung;  he  coughed  at  the  time  he  expectorated  the  blood; 
the  extraneous  matter  in  the  lung  caused  the  coughing;  he 
continued  expectorating  blood  pretty  much  every  day,  at 
first,  a  good  deal,  and  after  a  little  while  it  ceased  some- 
what; I  have  examined  him  lately;  his  left  lung  is  consoli- 
dated, and  there  is  a  small  cavity  between  the  second  and 
fourth  ribs;  he  spits  blood  now;  some  of  the  blood  was 
black,  of  a  rusty  color,  and  some  fresh  blood;  the  right 
lung  was  somewhat  affected;  now  I  think  there  is  apleurelio 
effusion  of  the  right  long;  at  the  time  I  treated  him  first, 
the  left  lung  alone  was  affected;  I  think  the  pleuretic  effusion 
of  the  right  lung  has  been  caused  by  the  inflammation  of 
the  left  long,  through  sympathy;  as  soon  as  the  blood  ex- 
ades  from  the  lungs  it  coagulates;  hemorrhage  often  arises 
from  various  causes;  the  left  lung  is  pretty  well  condensed, 
but  it  performs  some  slight  functions  yet."  The  conclusion 
of  his  testimony  is  stated  in  the  opinion. 
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A.  M.  Hillkouse,  for  Appellant. 

I.  A  plaintiff  muBt  plead  and  prOTe  that  be  was  at  the 
time  of  the  alleged  accident  without  fault.  (Button  v.  Hud- 
son Biver  S.  li.  Co.,  18  N.  T.  248;  Butterfield  y.  Forests;  11 
East.  60;  Lyiich  t.  Nurdin,  1  Ad.  &  El.  35;  Clayards  v. 
Dethick,  12  Id.  439  and  447;  Gough  v.  Bi-yan,  2  Meea.  <& 
We!.  773;  Bridge  v.  Grand  Juni^ion  B.  B.  Co.,  3  Mees.  *

II.  Plaintiff's  instnictionB  Nos.  1,  3,  4,  5  and  7  each  aa; 
that:  "If  plaintiff  was  injured  through  the  carelessness, 
etc.,  of  defendants  or  their  driver,  that  plaintiff  must  re- 
cover." The  question  of  contributory  negligence  is  in  each 
instmotion  absolutely  ignored.  This  was  erroneous.  {WUds 
v.  Uudson  Biver  B.  B.,  24  N.  T.  430;  Spencer  v.  U.  dk  8.  B. 
Co.,  S  Barb.  337;  Fox  v.  Invm  of  Gla8lenbu.rg,  29  Conn. 
209;  Murphj  v.  Beam,  lOX  Mass.  455;  Sherman  A  Bedfleld 
on  Negligence,  28,  and  cases  cited.) 

m.  FlaiutiFs  instruction  No.  8  not  only  ignores  all 
questions  of  contributory  negligence,  but  assumes  as  a  fact 
that  plaintiff  was  compelled  to  drive.  It  tells  the  jury  that 
if  un  accident  occurred  while  defendant's  driver  was  dmnk, 
that  iudependent  of  evei-ything  else  entities  plaintiff  to  re- 
cover.    This  instruction  is  entirely  erroneous. 

lY.  If  a  passenger  upon  a  stage-coach  tukes  the  lines  and 
drives  the  team  for  a  drunken  driver,  that  is  contributory 
negligence.  As  soon  as  a  passenger  takes  tbe  reins  and  as- 
sumes to  drive  for  the  carrier  he  becomes  a  servant  of  the 
carrier,  and  is  subject  to  all  the  rules  of  law  applicable  to 
cases  when  a  servant  in  the  employ  of  his  master  receives 
an  iojnry.  (Wood's  Law  of  Master  and  Servant,  678,  997; 
Degg  v.  Midland  R.,  1  Hurlatone  &  Norman,  773;  Potter  v. 
Faulkner,  3  L.  J.  Q.  B.  30  Exch.,  6  L.  T.  455;  WarhuHony. 
Tlie  Great  Western  B.,  L.  K.  2  Eich.  30-36,  L.  3.  Ex.  9; 
S.  &  R.  on  Negligence,  109. 
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y.  Tlie  court  erred  ia  refasiag  to  give  the  sixth  iDStmo- 
tioQ  as  asked  by  defendant,  and  in  modifying  the  same  so 
as  to  destroy  its  force  and  effect  as  a  correct  principle  of 
law.  (Gevhauser  v.  N.  B.  dh  M.  Ine.  Co.,  6  Nev.  15;  Under- 
kai  y.  N.  r,<&  H.  B.  B.  Co.,  21  Barb.  489;  Gale  v.  Wella. 
12  Barb.  84.) 

YI.  The  coart  erred  in  ita  oral  charge  to  the  juiy.  The 
jary  ^as  sworn  to  tty  only  the  issues  made  in  the  present 
action,  not  to  pass  upon  questions  of  perjury.  A  jury 
should  always  be  inutruoted  to  reconcile  all  the  testimony, 
if  possible,  that  no  one  will  be  by  their  verdict  accused  of 
perjury.  This  charge  was  not  only  calculated  to,  but  evi- 
deutly  did,  induce  the  jury  to  give  a  larger  sum  than  with- 
out it  would  have  been  given;  caused  a  prejudice  against 
the  defendants  in  the  minds  of  the  jurymen  which  induced 
a  verdict.  A  jury  ia  always  liable  to  be  inflaenced  by  the 
views  of  the  presiding  judge.  (^a?f  v.  Gritnalead,  1  Barb. 
321;  Balhune  v.  McCrary,  8  Geo.  114;  Croesman  v,  Han- 
son, 4  N.  y.  39;  G-raham  &  Waterman  on  New  Trials,  head 
"  misdirection  of  judge  "  in  charging  irrelevant  matters.) 

VII,  The  verdict  of  the  jury  is  excessive.  The  injuries 
from  which  plaintiff  wassnfferiug  came  from  natural  causes.

IV.  A  judgment  will  not  be  reversed  on  account  ol  erro- 
neoua  instructions  to  the  jury, when  it  is  apparent  the  ver- 
dict would  have  been  the  same  with  correct  instructions. 
(Green  et  al.  v.  Ophir  Co.,  45  Oal.  622;  Sobimon  v.  JFealem 
Pacific  R.  R.  Co.,  48  Td.  409.)  If  all  the  instructiona  taken 
together  present  to  the  jury  a  correct  statement  of  tlie  law 
of  the  case  courts  will  not  interfere  with  the  verdict,  al- 
though some  slight  errors  may  have  crept  into  one  particu- 
lar instruction.  (34  Cal.  C41;  22  Id.  42;  6  Nev.  109  and 
244;  18  Cal.  376;  22  Id.  22;  38  Id.  362;  6  Nev.  265;  45  Cal. 
522.) 

Y.  The  eighth  instrnctiou  as  to  the  duty  of  stage  proprie- 
tors in  employing  skillful  and  competent  drivers  is  correct; 
Peck  V.  Neil,  3  McLean,  22;  Sfokes-v.  Saltomtxill,  13  Peters, 
181;  Augel  on  Carriers,  sec.  540;  13  Oal.  599;  15  Wallace, 
401;  Angel  on  Carriers,  641;  Note,  same,  647;  Sherman  £ 
Bedfield  on  Negligence,  sec.  694;  Bedfield  on  Carriers, 
sees.  340  and  341;  3  Sawyer,  446;  Boise  v.  Aiiderson.  2 
Peters,  160;  Fuller  v.  Naugaiuck  R.,  21  Conn.  657. 

By  the  Court,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

This  is  an  action  brought  by  the  plaintiff  to  recover  the 
Bum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  damages,  for  injuries  alleged 
to  have  been  received  by  him  while  a  passenger  on  the  de- 
fendants' stage-coach  in  traveling  from  Cherry  Creek  to 
BobinsoD,  in  White  Pine  County. 

FlaintifT  recovered  a  judgment  for  five  thousand  dollars, 
from  which,  and  from  an  order  of  the  court  overruling  & 
motion  for  a  new  trial,  the  defendants  appeal. 

Appellants,  upon  the  trial  of  the  cause,  relied  upon  three 
separate  and  distinct  defenses:  1.  That  the  stage  did  not 
upset;  2.  That  if  it  did  upset,  plaintiff  was  not  injured;  3. 
That  if  it  did  upset,  and  if  plaintiff  was  injured,  he  was 
guilty  of  contributory  negligence,  and  was  (if  driving)  at 
the  time  of  the  accident  a  seiTuut  of  the  defendants. 
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1.  Most  of  the  objectioQS  by  appellants  ate  based  upon 
the  ground  that  the  court  in  giving  instmctions  to  the  jury 
ignored  "all  question  of  contributorj  negligence," 

It  is  a  well  settled  principle  of  law  that  the  instmctions 
given  must  be  considered  with  reference  to  the  pleadings 
and  the  evidence.  In  this  case  the  question  of  contributory 
negligence  is  not  raised  in  the  pleadings,  and  co  testimony 
was  offered  that  would  authorize  its  consideration  by  the 
jury.  In  fact,  there  is  no  evidence  to  sustain  the  third  de- 
fense relied  upon  by  appellants'  counsel. 

The  plaintiff  Schafer  was  the  only  passenger  on  the  stage- 
coach at  the  time  of  the  alleged  accident,  and  he  and  the 
driver  were  the  only  persons  present  when  it  occurred. 
Wadleigb,  the  driver  of  the  coach,  was  intoxicated.  Scha- 
fer testified  that  about  five  miles  out  from  Cherry  Creek  the 
driver  went  to  sleep;  that  he  then  took  the  lines  and  drove 
the  team  until  the  driver  woke  up;  that  Wadleigh,  after 
waking  np,  took  the  lines  out  of  his  hands  and  commenced 
whipping  the  horses;  that  the  horses  commenced  running; 
that  one  of  the  lines,  to  quote  the  language  of  the  witness, 
"  dropped  on  the  ground,  caught  on  the  wheel,  jerked  the 
horses  out  from  the  road  on  the  off  side;  I  hollered  '  whoa' 
to  stop  the  horses,  and  they  checked  up  a  good  deal.  Wad- 
leigh was  pulling  on  one  line  and  I  told  him  not  to  pull  too 
hard  or  he  would  upset  sure.  *  *  *  The  ground  was 
slanting  to  the  nigh  side,  and  the  stage  ran  into  a  little 
gnlly,  and  Wadleigh  pulling  on  the  nigh  line  caused  the 
stage  to  cramp  when  it  struck  the  gully,  and  it  upset.  I 
was  sitting  on  the  nigh  side.  I  fell  on  the  left  side,  on  a 
rock.     Wadleigh  fell  on  top  of  my  breast." 

The  only  pretense  that  plaintiff  was  guilty  of  contribu- 
tory negligence  is  based  upon  the  imaginary  idea  that  he 
might  have  been  driving  the  team  at  the  time  of  the  acci- 
dent. 

It  is  true  that  the  witness  Wadleigh  told  some  parties 
that  he  had  no  recollection  of  the  stage  upsetting,  "but  if 
it  did  upset  8chafer  was  driving,"  and  he  testified  upon  the 
trial  that  Schafer  told  him  after  he  woke  up  that  they  had 
had  a  tip  over  but  that  nobody  was  hurt.  If  he  had  stopped 
Vol.  Xin.-22. 
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here  there  might  have  heen  some  slight  foundatioQ  npon 
-which  to  submit  the  question  to  the  jnry  whether  or  not 
respoudeut  vas  driving  at  the  time  of  the  accident.  But 
he  further  testified  that  he  did  not  think  it  possible  that  the 
Btage  could  have  been  npset  withotit  hia  kaowing  it.  He 
admitted  that  he  was  driving  at  the  place  where  Schafer 
testified  the  accident  occurred,  bat  denied  that  the  stage 
npset  at  that  or  any  other  place.  This  denial  was  made 
without  any  qualification  whatever.  At  the  close  of  bis  tes- 
timony the  court  asked  him  this  question:  "Mr.  Wad- 
leigh,  do  I  understand  you  to  say  the  st^e  did  not  tip  over 
on  that  day  between  Cherry  Creek  and  Bobluson  ?"  An- 
swer— "I  swear  positively  tbat  it  did  not." 

In  the  face  of  this  testimony  it  cannot  be  reasonably 
claimed  that  there  was  any  evidence  tending  to  show  that 
plaintiff  was  guilty  of  contributory  negligence. 

2.  The  eighth  instruction  given  by  the  court,  if  erroneous 
at  all  (under  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  this  case),  is 
only  so  because  it  authorized  the  Jnry  to  consider  a  false 
quantity  by  taking  into  consideration  the  question  whether 
plaintiff  was  driviug  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 

From  the  conclusions  already  reached  it  is  evident  that 
the  appeUants  could  not  have  been  prejudiced  by  the  giv- 
ing of  this  instruction. 

The  law  compels  stage  proprietors  to  furnish  prudent  and 
skillful  drivers,  and  holds  them  liable  for  any  injury  that  a 
passenger  may  receive  on  account  of  any  negligence  in  this 
particular.  (McKiiiney  v.  27eil,  1  McLean,  540;  Stockton  v. 
Freij,  4  Gill,  406;  Farinh  &  Co.  v.  Beigle,  H  Grat.  697;  Sate 
V.  Western  Stage  Co.,  4  Iowa,  547;  Stafces  v.  SaUtontaU,  13 
Pet.  181;  Sawysr  v.  Didaiiey,  30  Tex.  479;  Kedfleld  on  Car- 
riers, sec.  340;  Angell  on  Carriers,  sec.  569.) 

3.  The  court  did  not  err  in  modifying  the  sixth  instruc- 
tion asked  by  defendants'  counsel. 

If  it  be  true  that  no  mere  probability,  that  the  plaintiff 
was  injured  by  the  upsetting  of  the  stage,  would  justify  the 
jury  in  finding  a  verdict  in  his  favor;  yet  if  the  jnry  was 
satisfied  frou)  the  evidence  that  plaintiff  did  receive  the  in- 
juries complained  of  by  the  upsetting  of  defendants'  coach. 
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through  the  negligence  of  the  driver,  then  it  was  the  dnty 
of  the  jar;  to  take  into  coDBide ration  the  iajories  thas  re- 
oeived,  in  making  up  their  verdict. 

la  other  words  it  was  the  dnty  of  the  jnr;  to  determine 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  injuries  that  plaintiff  received 
b;  the  upsetting  of  the  coach,  and  they  were  authorized  bj 
this  instruction,  as  modified,  to  consider  "such  injuries" in 
makiug  up  their  verdict. 

4.  It  is  claimed  that  the  court  erred  in  giving  an  oral 
charge  to  the  jury  in  the  following  words:  "This  is  an  ac- 
tion wherein  plaintiff  sues  defendants  for  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars for  injuries  alleged  to  have  been  occasioned  by  the 
upsetting  of  a  stage-coach  of  defendants.  The  plaintiff 
complains  that  his  injuries  resulted  from  the  npsettiug  of 
defendants'  stage.  Defendants  claim  that  this  stage  never 
was  upset.  Also,  that  the  alleged  injuries  oame  from  nat- 
ural causes. 

"  In  this  case  there  is  plain  perjury  on  one  side  or  the 
other.  Either  the  plaintiff,  Henry  Scbafer,  committed  per- 
jury or  the  witness  Wadleigh,  and  one  or  the  other  of  them 
ought  to  be  in  the  penitentiary  instead  of  being  in  this 
court-room." 

This  charge  was  given  to  the  juiy  before  any  of  the  writ- 
ten instructions  were  read.  The  objections  urged  by  appel- 
lants' counsel  «re  to  that  portion  charging  perjury. 

It  will  be  observed  that  there  is  no  intimation  from  the 
court  as  to  which  party  it  deemed  guilty  of  the  offense.  It 
was  left  to  the  jury  to  determine  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the 
respective  statements  sworn  to  by  the  witnesses,  Schafer 
and  Wadleigh.  These  witnesses  had  solemnly  testified  di- 
ametrically opposite. 

In  reply  to  the  question  asked  by  the  court,  "Did  the 
stage  tip  over  that  day,  between  Bobinson  and  Cherry 
Creek?"  Wadleigh  answered:  "I  swear  positively  that  it 
did  not;"  Hchafer  answered:  "Yes,  sir;  I  am  positive  it 
did."  The  court,  in  charging  the  jurors  that  there  was  false 
swearing  "  on  one  side  or  the  other,"  only  told  them  what 
they  already  knew,  or  ought  to  have  known.  Such  remarks 
do  not  entitle  a  party  to  a  new  trial.     (State  v.  Glovery,  10 
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Ner.  24.)  Perhaps  it  would  have  been  better  for  the  conrt 
to  have  withheld  its  opiaiou  that  either  Schafer  or  Wadleigh 
ought  to  be  in  the  penitentiary.  £nt  it  is  apparent  ihat  the 
remarks  of  the  conrt  were  only  intended,  and  could  onlj 
have  been  understood  by  the  jnry,  as  placing  the  seal  of  its 
condemnation  upon  the  crime  of  false  swearing,  and  to  im- 
press upon  the  minds  of  the  jurors  that  it  was  their  duty  to 
determine  which  one  of  the  witnesses  had  sworn  falsely.  . 

5.  The  jnry,  in  awarding  damages  to  the  extent  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  must  necessarily  have  found  as  a  fact  that 
the  injuries  from  which  plaintiff  was  suffering  were  pro- 
duced by  the  accident,  and  did  not  come  from  natural 
caases.  Upon  this  point  there  is  a  substantial  conflict  in 
the  evidence.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  there  ia  sufficient 
testimony  to  sustain  the  verdict  of  the  jury. 

Dr.  Eockman,  the  physician  called  to  attend  plaintiff 
shortly  after  the  accident  occurred,  after  giving  a  detailed 
statement  of  plaintiff's  injuries,  concludes  his  testimony  as 
follows: 

"From  the  examination  of  the  plaintiff  I  consider  that 
he  has  a  very  poor  chance  for  recovery.  I  do  not  think  he 
can  ever  perform  manual  labor,  from  an  examination  of 
plaintiff's  lungs  at  the  present  time,  it  is  impossible  for  any 
physician  to  diagnose  the  disease  so  as  to  tell  exactly  the 
origin  of  it;  that  is,  whether  the  present  injured  state  of 
the  lungs  arose  from  traumatic  or  idiopathic  causes;  bnt, 
from  my  knowledge  of  his  case  from  the  start,  and  from  the 
examination  made  at  the  commencement  of  his  sickness, 
the  development  of  the  disease  then,  and  from  the  exami- 
nations recently  made  and  the  present  development  of  the 
disease,  in  my  opinion  there  is  no  donbt  but  the  injuries  to 
plaintiff's  lungs  arose  from  traumatic  causes;  that  is,  from, 
some  injury  received,  and  that  it  ia  not  theata  or  natural  con- 
sumption." 

If  the  jury  believed  these  conclusions  to  be  correct,  and 
that  plaintiff  received  the  injuries  by  the  negligent  upsetting 
of  defendants'  coach,  the  amount  of  the  verdict  is  not  ex- 


The  judgment  of  the  district  conrt  is  affirmed.

OoMFiAUT  ON  iNDEsraiiT  BosD~8cFFiciENcy  OF. — Itoeder  bronght  an  at- 
tochmeDt  suit  againit  Guertin.  Travis,  as  eberiET,  levied  the  attachment 
apOD  certain  personal  property.  Gaudotto  gave  Travis  notice  that  he 
owned  the  property.  Boeder  requiroil  the  BherifTto  retain  said  property, 
and  gave  him  au  indemnifying  bond,  with  Glisaan  aod  Sultan  as  BnretieE. 
The  property  waa  retained  by  the  sherifi',  nlio  afterwards  sold  the  same 
at  sheriff's  sale,  under  execution  in  the  Buit  of  Rotdrr  v,  Ovr.rUn.  Gaud- 
ette brought  on  action  against  Travis,  to  recover  the  said  personal  prop- 
erty or  its  value,  and  obtained  judgment.  An  execution  was  issued  upon 
this  judgment,  and  returned  unsatisfied.  No  part  of  the  judgment  Ima 
been  paid.  Tho  bond  of  indemnity  waa  assigned  to  Gaudette  by  the 
sfaeriOl  Gaudette  bronght  this  action  against  Rooder,  Glissan  and  Sol- 
ton  to  recover  the  amount  due  on  bis  judgment  against  Travis.  Htld,

I.  A  bond  taken  by  an  officer  withont  authority  is  Toid. 
(Benedict  v.  Bray,  2  Cal.  251;  Stark  v.  Saney,  18  Cal.  622.) 
The  bond  sued  upon  was  not  a  statutory  bond  of  indemnity. 
It  was  Toid  at  common  law  as  being  an  indemnification  for 
the  consequences  of  an  illegal  act,  and  therefore  contrary  to 
public  policy.

I.  The  demurrer  was  properly  overruled.  {Grain  v. 
Aldtick,  38  Cal.  514.) 

n,  A  void  judgment  is  in  legal  effect  no  judgment. 
(Freeman  on  judgments,  117,  and  cases  cited.)  Where  the 
court  has  no  jarisdiction  either  of  the  subject-matter  or  of 
the  parties,  its  judgment  is  absolatelj  void.  {Hahn  v. 
Kdhj,  34  Cal.  402;  Campbdl  v.  McCakan  et  til.,  41  Bl.  45; 
lloUhigsworth  v.  Bagley,  35  Tex.)  The  court  had  no  power 
on  the  motion  of  Travis  to  order  judgment  to  bo  entered  in 
favor  of  Grandette  against  the  sureties  on  the  bond.  {Cohn 
V.  Barrett,  5  Cal.  210;  Turner  et  ol.  v.  Tuolumne  Water  Co., 
25  Cal.

B;  the  Court,  Leonabd,  J. : 

On  the  sizteanth  day  of  Maj,  1874,  an  action  iras  pend- 
ing in  the  district  court  of  Lincoln  eoontj,  wherein  defend- 
ant John  Boeder  waa  pluintiff  and  one  P.  Guertin  was  do- 
fendant.  Boeder  caused  a  writ  of  attaclimeut  to  be  issued 
and  delivered  to  one  Travis,  sheriff  of  the  county,  who  at- 
tached about  three  hundred  cords  of  wood,  as  the  property 
of  Guertin.  Plaintiff  served  a  written  notice  upon  sheriff 
Travis,  claiming  the  wood  ss  his  property,  and  demanding 
its  retnrn  to  him,  Boeder  required  the  sheriff  to  retain  the 
property  attached,  and  tbereapon  the  defeudanta  execated 
and  delivered  to  him  an  indemnifying  bond,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  copy,  so  fur  as  its  contents  are  important: 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  we,  John  Boeder, 
as  principal,  of  Pioche,  Lincoln  connty,  Nevada,  and  W. 
C.  Glissan  and  Louis  Sultan,  of  the  same  place,  us  sureties, 
are  held  and  firmly  bound  unto  W.  S.  Travis,  sheriff  of  said 
Lincoln  county,  *  *  *  in  the  snm  of  one  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  *  *  *  to  be  paid  to  the  said  sheriff 
or  his  *  *  *  assigns,  for  which  payment  well  and  truly 
to  be  made,  we  bind  ourselves,  *  *  *  jointly  and  seve- 
rally, firmly  by  these  presents. 

Sealed  with  our  Beals,  and  dated  this  sixteenth  day  of 
May,  1874. 

Whereas,  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  writ  of  attachment, 
issued  out  of  the  district  court  of  the  seventh  judicial  dis- 
trict, Lincoln  county,  state  of  Nevada,  in  a  certain  action 
wherein  the  above  bounden  John  Boeder  is  plaintiff,  and 
P.  Guertin  is  defendant,  against  said  defendant,  directed 
and  delivered  to  said  W.  S.  Travis,  sheriff  of  the  county 
and  state  aforesaid,  the  said  sheriff  was  commanded  to  at- 
tach and  safely  keep  all  of  the  property  of  said  defendant 
within  his  county  not  exempt  from  execution,  or  so  much 
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thereof  as  may  be  siifficient  to  satisfy  tlie  plaintiff's  de- 
maDd,  amonnting  to  seven  hundred  and  fooi  dollars  United 
States  gold  coin,  as  therein  stated;  and  the  said  sheriff  did, 
thereupon,  attach  and  tuke  into  his  possession  the  following 
personal  property,  to  wit:  three  huodred  cords  of  wood, 
more  or  less;  *  *  *  and  whereas,  upon  the  taking  of 
said  goods  and  chattels,  by  virtue  of  the  said  writ,  one  Am- 
brose Gaudette  claimed  the  said  goods  and  chattels  as  his 
property,  by  a  written  notice;  and  whereas,  the  said  plaint- 
iff, notwithstanding  said  claim,  requires  the  said  sheriff  to 
retain  the  said  property  under  said  writ  of  attachment  aud 
in  his  custody;  Now,  therefore,  the  condition  of  this  obli- 
gation is  such  that  if  the  said  above  bounden  John  Boeder, 
W.  C.  Glissan  and  Louis  Sultan  *  *  *  shall  well  and 
truly  iudemnify  and  save  harmless  the  said  sheriff  *  *  * 
of  and  from  all  damages,  expenses,  costs  and  charges,  and 
against  all  loss  aud  liability  which  he,  the  said  sheriff,  his 
heirs  _*  *  *  or  assigns  shall  sustain,  or  in  any  wise  be 
put  to,  for  or  by  reason  of  said  attachment,  seizing,  levying, 
taking  or  retaining  by  the  said  sheriff  in  hia  custody  under 
said  attachment,  of  the  said  property  claimed  as  aforesaid, 
then  the  above  obligation  to  be  null  and  void;  otherwise  to 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Signed,  sealed  and  delivered  in  presence  of  D.  Corson. 
John  Boeder,       [Seal.] 
Wm.  C.  GusauJ,  [Seal.] 
LoDia  Sdltan.      [Seal.] 
The  sureties  justified  in  proper  form.     After  receiving 
the  above  undertaking,  the  sheriff  held  the  property  under 
the  writ  until  about  June  4, 1874,  when  it  was  sold  to  satisfy 
Uie  judgment  obtained  in  the  action  wherein  it  had  been 
attached. 

On  or  about  May  21,  1874,  plaintiff  Gaudette  brought 
suit  in  said  court  against  Travis  to  recover  the  same  wood, 
or  its  value  if  the  property  conld  not  be  had,  aud  obtained 
judgment  for  its  return  or  its  value,  to  wit:  nine  hundred 
dollars,  and  four  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  and 
twentj'five  cents  costs.     Travis  appealed  to  this  court  (11 
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Nev.  149),  wherein  tlie  judgment  was  affirmed.  Thereafter 
execation  apon  said  judgment  was  issued  about  December 
20,  1876,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  then  sheriff  of  Lin- 
cola  county  for  service,  who  returned  the  execution  witli  his 
return  indorsed  thereon,  to  the  effect  that  said  wood  could 
not  be  found,  and  that  Travis,  defendant  therein,  had  no 
property  within  the  county.  The  execution  was  returned 
wholly  unsatisfied,  and  no  part  of  said  judgment  or  costs 
has  been  paid.  Plaintiff  alleges  that  on  the  fifth  day  of 
June,  1877,  Traviii,  for  a  valuable  consideration,  sold,  as- 
signed and  delivered  said  undertaking  and  all  his  right, 
title  and  interest  therein  to  Lim,  and  that  plaintiff  now  owns 
and  holds  the  same.  The  nllegstions  of  the  complaint  last 
stated  only  are  denied  by  the  answer.  On  the  sixteenth 
day  of  June,  1877,  plaintiff  demanded  of  defendants  pay- 
ment of  Uie  judgment  and  costs  in  the  case  of  Oaudelie  v. 
Tinvi^.  Xo  part  having  been  paid,  this  action  was  com- 
menced on  the  eighteenth  of  June,  1877,  to  recover  the 
amount  of  the  penalty  stated  in  the  undertaking,  fifteen 
hundred  dollars.  The  cause  was  tried  by  the  court  and 
judgment  rendered  for  plaintiff  for  the  full  amount  claimed 
in  the  complaint,  besides  costs.  This  appeal  is  taken  from 
that  judgment  and  the  order  denying  defendants'  motion  for 
a  new  trial. 

Several  points  urged  iu  the  court  below  on  motion  for  a 
new  trial  were  waived  at  the  oral  argument  in  this  court, 
and  they  will  not  be  considered,  although  they  are  re-stated 
in  one  of  the  briefs  of  counsel  for  appellant.  In  the  first 
place,  they  are  destitute  of  merit;  and,  second,  they  were 
confessed  to  be  so  at  the  argument,  as  before  stated. 

The  first  assignment  of  error  is  the  order  of  the  court 
overruling  defendants'  general  demurrer  to  the  complaint. 

All  the  facts  first  stated  herein,  with  one  exception,  to 
and  including  defendants'  failure  to  satisfy  plaintiff's  judg- 
ment against  Travis,  were  amply  set  out  in  the  complaint 
before  amendment;  and  the  only  change  thereafter  made 
was  the  insertion  of  an  allegation  at  the  trial,  that  Travis, 
as  sheriff,  sold  the  wood  under  an  execution  issued  iu  eaid 
case  of  Boeder  v.  Guertin,  on  or  about  Jane  3,  1674,  which 
allegation  was  not  denied  by  defendants.  /  ~  ■ 
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It  is  urged  by  connael  for  appellaQts  Id  another  part  of 
their  briefs,  tliat  the  consideration  for  the  DDdertakiag  was, 
that  Travis,  as  sheriff,  should  retain  the  proper^r  ander  the 
writ  of  attachment.  Before  and  after  amendment  it  was 
alleged  in  the  complaint,  "that  Travis,  as  Buch  eheriff,  in 
obedience  to  the  reqnirements  of  said  Hoeder,  *  *  did 
retain  and  keep  in  his  possession  said  personal  property, 
under  and  by  virtne  of  said  writ  of  attachment."  In  other 
words,  at  the  time  the  demurrer  was  overruled,  the  com- 
plaint showed  pteoisely  what  defendants'  counsel  now  claim 
is  necessary,  before  their  clients  can  be  held  liable  upon  th© 
undertaking.  The  court  did  not  err  in  overraling  the  de- 
murrer. 

But  it  is  said  that  the  complaint  did  not  state  a  canse  of 
action  after  amendment,  and  that  the  judgment  is  not  sus- 
tained by  the  pleadings  and  eTidence,  because  the  consider- 
ation for,  and  the  condition  of,  the  undertaking  was  that 
Sheriff  Travis  shoald  retain  the  property  uuder  the  attach- 
ment, while  the  complaint  after  amendment  contained  the 
allegation,  and  the  evidence  showed,  that  he  did  not  so 
retain  it,  but  did  dispose  of  it  without  the  consent  of  the 
sureties  Gliasau  and  Sultan.  These  objections  can  be  con- 
sidered together.  The  evidence  on  the  part  of  plaintiff,  as 
well  as  the  allegations  of  the  complaint  after  amendment, 
not  denied  by  defendants,  showed  that  the  sheriff,  Travis, 
retained  the  property  attached  until  after  Boeder  obtained 
judgment  against  Ouertin,  when  he  sold  it  nnder  execution 
issued  in  that  case,  for  the  benefit  of  Boeder.  The  rule 
undoubtedly  is,  that  the  liability  of  a  surety  cannot  be  ex- 
tended beyond  the  terms  of  hia  contract,  and  that,  if  with- 
out his  consent  the  contract  is  changed  he  is  released. 

But  it  is  also  trae  that  in  ascertaining  the  terms  of  a  con- 
tract nhich  is  made  under  and  in  respect  to  a  law,  the  law 
itself  becomes  a  part  of  the  contract.  Let  us  apply  these 
rules  to  the  case  in  hand.  After  receiving  written  notice 
from  Gaudette  that  the  latter  claimed  the  wood  and  de- 
manded its  release  from  attachment,  Travis  had  the  right  to 
demand  and  receive  indemnity,  or  release  the  levy.  (C.  L. 
2968;  Freeman  on  Executions,  sec.  275;  Herman  on  Execn- 
tiom,  sec.  164.)  „..„„, Google 
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The  process  of  attachment  creates  a  lien  npon  property 
of  the  dehtor  that  is  seized  thereunder,  and  it  is  thereafter 
held  as  secarity  for  the  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  that 
may  be  obtained  by  the  plaintiff  in  the  action.  (Sec.  123, 
Civ.  Frao.  Act.)  But  the  levy  may  be  abandoned  by  the 
direct  act  of  the  officer  in  giving  up  the  property  when  his 
reasonable  demand  for  indemnity  has  been  refused. 

Under  section  135  of  the  civil  practice  act,  if  judgment  is 
recovered  by  the  plaintiff  after  attachment,  the  sherjEF  is  re- 
quired to  "  satisfy  the  same  out  of  the  property  attached  by 
him  -which  has  not  been  delivered  to  the  defondant."  At 
the  time  this  undertaking  was  given,  defendants  knew,  that 
if  the  property  attached  was  not  released  before  judgment, 
it  would  be  the  sheriff's  official  duty  to  sell  the  same  in  sat- 
isfaction of  such  jadgmeut  as  Boeder  might  obtain,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  jadgment-crcditor.  The  only  ob- 
ject Boeder  had  in  causing  the  property  to  be  attached  was 
to  apply  it  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  he  might  ob- 
tain, anH  neither  of  the  defendants  conid  have  had  any 
other  object  in  giving  the  undertaking.  The  statute  per- 
mits no  other  object.  So,  the  defendants  Glissan  and  Sul- 
tan knew  that  the  property  was  liable,  at  least,  to  be  sold 
under  execution,  if  Boeder  should  obtain  judgment,  and 
that  it  might  not  be  "  retained  "  by  the  sheriff  nnder  the 
writ  of  attachment  after  judgment.  They  had  no  reason  to 
expect,  nor  did  they  espect,  it  would  be  longer  kept  under 
that  writ.  Under  the  circumstances  and  for  the  purposes 
stated  they  gave  the  undertaking,  requiring  the  sheriff  to 
retain  the  property  under  the  writ  of  attachment;"  that  is, 
to  hold  it  as  security  for  any  judgment  Boeder  might  ob- 
tain, and  thereby  continue  the  lien  already  secnred,  to  the 
end  that,  after  judgment,  it  might  be  sold  in  satisfaction 
thereof,  as  required  by  law. 

It  was  retained  under  the  writ  just  as  long  as  the  statute 
permitted,  under  and  in  view  of  which  defendants  con- 
tracted. One  other  assignment,  only,  requires  considera- 
tion. 

It  is  alleged  in  the  answer,  "that  on  the  eleventh  day  of 
March,  1875,  a  judgment  was  rendered  and  entered  in  said 
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district  conrt  m  fs?or  of  said  plaintiff,  Ambrose  Gaudette, 
and  against  tbese  defendants,  John  Boeder,  William  C. 
Glisson  and  Lonis  Saltan,  and  upon  tlie  same  subject-matter 
embraced  in  tb is  action,  and  upon  wbicb  tbe  complaint  of 
plaintiff  in  tbis  action  is  based;  and  tbat  said  jadginent 
now  remains  of  record  in  said  court,  and  baa  never  been  re- 
versed or  set  aside,  vacated  or  discharged,  as  will  appear 
by  the  records  of  said  court,  reference  to  wbicU  is  hereby 
made." 

Tbe  facts  admitted  by  tbe  answer  and  proven  upon  the 
trial  in  support  of  these  allegations  were  aa  follows: 

On  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  February,  1875,  plaintiff 
Gaudette  recovered  judgment  in  said  court  against  Travis 
for  a  return  of  tbe  wood  attached  in  tbe  case  of  Roeder  v. 
Gueitui,  and  described  in  tbe  undertaking  in  question,  or 
for  its  value  if  a  return  could  not  be  had,  found  to  be  nine 
hundred  dollars,  besides  costs  taxed  at  four  hundred  twenty- 
five  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents. 

On  the  sixth  day  of  March,  1875,  evidently  intending  to 
proceed  under  section  591  of  the  practice  act  (C.  L.  1652), 
Travis,  by  bis  attorneys,  gave  written  notice  to  defendants, 
Boeder,  Glissaa  and  Sultan,  "that  on  the  twenty-seventh 
day  of  February,  1875,  Gaudette  recovered  judgment  in 
said  court  against  Travis,  in  the  cause  entitled  Gaudette  v. 
Travis,  for  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars,  aud  four  hun- 
dred twenly-five  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  costs,  and 
that  Travis,  by  his  attorneys,  on  the  eleventh  day  of  March, 
1875,  at  tbe  court-room  *  »  »  wonld  move  tbe  court 
to  order  judgment  in  said  cause  to  be  entered  against  said 
Boeder,  Glissan  and  Sultan,  and  each  of  them,  for  the 
amount  of  said  judgment  and  costs." 

On  tbe  eleventh  of  March,  after  receiving  testimony  and 
bearing  argument,  the  conrt  ordered  that  judgment  in  said 
cause  of  Gaudette  v.  Travis  be  entered  against  Boeder,  Glia- 
san  and  Sultan.  The  persons  last  named  were  substituted 
for  Travis,  and  the  judgment  now  pleaded  in  bar  to  this  ac- 
tion  was  entered  in  the  following  form: 

"Amh-ose  Gaudette  v.  William  C.  Glissan,  Louis  Sultan 
arid  John  Boedei:     Whereupon     *    *    *    it  is  ordered  and 
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adjndged  that  said  plaintiff  do  have  return  from  said  Louis 
Sultan,  William  C.  Qliasau  and  Jobn  Boeder  of  *  *  * 
cords  of  wood,  or  iu  case  a  return  cannot  be  had,  that  said 
plaintiff  do  have  and  recover  of  and  from  said  Sultun, 
Boeder  and  Glissan  its  Talae,  to  wit,  nine  hnndred  dollars, 
*  *  *  and  all  costs  of  said  action,  taxed  at  fonr  hnndred 
and  twenty-five  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents,  and  the  costs 
of  this  motion,  taxed  at  twentj-eiglit  dollars  and  fifty  cents." 

This  judgment  was  docketed  iu  the  same  form — Gaudette 
was  entered  as  "judgment-creditor,"  and  Boeder,  Glissan 
and  Snltan  as  jndgmeut- deb  tors." 

On  the  twenty-second  day  of  July,  1876,  after  notice,  de- 
fendants Boeder,  Glissan  and  Sultan,  by  ^jeir  attorney, 
moved  for  a  perpetual  stay  of  execution  in  the  case  wherein 
they  bad  been  substituted  as  defendants  in  place  of  Travis, 
on  the  grounds,  in  part,  that  the  so-called  judgmeut  against 
them  was  absolutely  void,  because  the  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings showed  that  Gandette  was  not  a  party  thereto, 
either  as  plaintiff  or  defendant;  that  Gaudette  was  not  the 
actor  iu  said  proceedings;  neither  was  he  served  with  any 
summons,  notice  or  process  known  to  the  law  to  bring  him 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  said  court;  that  Gaudette  was  a 
stranger  to  said  proceedings,  and  did  not,  by  counsel  or 
otherwise,  appear  therein;  that  Qandctte  was  not,  and  had 
never  been,  sheriff,  either  de  Jure  or  de  facto,  of  Liucoln 
county;  that  the  statutory  provisions  under  which  said  pre- 
tended judgmeut  was  obtained  could  only  be  invoked  by  a 
sheriff."  *  *  »  Tte  court  agreed  with  the  views  then 
entertained  by  counsel  for  defendants,  and  perpetually 
stayed  execution  in  that  case.  On  the  same  day,  July  22, 
but  whether  before  or  after  the  order  staying  execution  we 
are  not  advised,  Travis,  by  his  attorneys,  moved  the  court 
tor  leave  to  amend  that  judgment  by  substituting  Travis  in 
place  of  Gaudette,  alleging  mistake.  The  motion  was  de- 
nied by  the  court  on  a  subsequent  day. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  decide  whether  or  not,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances stated,  defendants  are  estopped  by  the  record, 
to  deny  the  validity  of  plaintiff's  judgment  against  Travis, 
or  to  set  up  the  substituted  judgment  in  bar;  for  the  i-easoD 
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tliat  the  so-called  judgmeot  last  mentioned  ia  plainly  abso- 
lutely Toid,  and  has  never  been  anything  olae.  This  appears 
upon  the  face  of  the  records  introduced  ia  evidence  by  the 
defendants  themselves,  as  well  as  by  facts  admitted  on  both 
sides,  to  be  trae.  In  the  first  place,  the  statnte  did  not 
provide  for  or  permit  the  substitation  of  defendants  in  place 
of  Travis  in  the  original  judgment.  It  only  permitted  the 
court,  after  notice  to  the  sureties,  to  order  a  separate  judg- 
ment against  them  iu  favor  of  the  sheriff,  for  an  amount 
equal  to  that  recovered  against  him  by  Gandette.  This 
special  statutory  proceeding  is  provided  for  the  sherifiT's 
protection,  but  nothing  could  be  done  under  it  to  affect  the 
judgment  recovered  by  Qaudette.  He  had  no  interest  in 
the  proceeding,  and  could  not  be  injured  or  benefited 
thereby.  The  judgment  obtained  by  him  ivas  against 
Travis,  and  without  his  consent  or  knowledge,  so  far  as  the 
record  shows,  and  without  any  authority  of  law  so  to  do, 
the  defendants  in  this  action  were  substituted  for  his  judg- 
ment-debtor. Such  substitatiou,  if  legal  and  with  Oaa< 
dette's  consent,  might  be  beneficial  to  him  in  this  suit;  bat 
were  such  the  case,  the  same  result  would  follow,  for  it  was 
unwarranted  by  law,  and  ia  not  voidable  merely,  but  is  ab- 
solutely void,  nor  did  it  in  any  manner  affect  the  judgment 
recovered  by  Gaudette  against  Travis. 

The  court  had  no  jurisdiction  over  the  subject-matter  of 
such  a  proceediog,  unknown  at  common  law  and  not  per- 
mitted by  statute.  It  bad  no  more  power  to  substitute  the 
sureties  for  Travis  than  it  had  to  insert  the  names  of  other 
persons.  For  such  a  purpose,  it  had  do  jurisdiction  over 
the  persona  of  the  defendants,  and  over  Gaudette  it  had 
none  for  any  purpose.  The  judgment  pleaded  in  bar  can 
bar  no  proceeding  nor  bind  any  person.  (Freeman  on 
Judgments,  sees.  117,  118.) 

The  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  afSrmed.

Injas — AcTCAL  Knowludoe  or  Db£D. — A  defective  acknowledgment  cannot 
be  taken  advantage  of  by  parties  having  aotnal  knowledge  of  the  exist- 
ence of  the  deed  or  mortgage. 

FoRECLoacRE  OP  MosTOAOE — IJur  Cl-anuirrs— DBCREK._-In  a  sait  to  fore- 
close a  mortgage  where  the  lien  chumante  are  made  parties  to  the  mit, 
the  court  should  determine,  in  its  decree,  the  relative  rights  of  the 
plaintiff  and  the  several  lien  claimants. 

Appkal  from  the  Distriot  Court  of  the  Ponrtli  Jndicial 
District,  Hamboldt  Coaaty. 

Tlie  facts  are  sufficiently  stated  in  the  opinion.

I.  Tbe  plaintiff  liad  tlie  rigbt  to  have  the  eialvs  of  the 
several  liens  determined  in  this  action. 

II.  The  court  erred  in  holding  that  actual  notice  by  the 
lien-holders  of  the  esistence  of  plaintiff's  mortgage  was  not 
sufficient.  (2  Hill  on  Eeal  Prop.  [4  ed.],  676;  3  Wash- 
hurne  on  Eeal  Prop.  282  cl  seq.;  Stat.  1876,  122.) 

m.  There  was  no  defect  in  the  ackuonledgment.  An 
acknowledgment  should  be  liberallj  construed.  (2  Hill  on 
ilettl  Prop.  [4  ed.],  678;  8  Wallace,  526-28  etseq.;  68  lU. 
426.)

I.  Nothing  will  be  presumed  in  favor  of  an  acknowledg- 
ment. (U.  S.  Digest,  1876,  246,  sec.  34.)  The  acknowledg- 
ment in  this  case  is  radically  defective.     (Wolfy.  Fogartjj, 
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6  Cal.  224;  Kele^  v.  Dunlap,  7  Id.  162;  Fogarty  v.  Mnley, 
10  Id.  239;  Proffatt  on  Notaries,  pp.  28,  31,  sec.  29-32; 
Corap.  L.  Nev.  see.  234-46.) 

II.  The  offer  set  out  iu  tlie  bill  of  exceptions  to  prove  ac- 
tual notice  of  the  existence  of  the  mortgage  ia  too  vagoe. 
If  the  notice  was  after  work  and  labor  done  and  msterisl 
furnished,  the  proof  of  it  would  have  been  immaterial. 
The  presumption,  therefore,  is  that  the  offer  -was  properly 
refused,  (iform  v.  MoOo;/,  7  Nev.  399;  17  Tei.  62,  245; 
Sessmi3  V.  Seynolds,  7  S.  &  M.  130;  Fowler  v.  Lee,  4  Manf. 
373.) 

By  the  Court,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

The  plainti£r3  obtained  a  decree  for  the  foreoloaure  of  a 
mortgage  against  the  property  of  the  defendant,  the  Badger 
mill  and  mining  company.  They  appealed  from  the  judg- 
ment and  claim  that  the  court  erred  in  refusing  to  admit 
their  mortgage  in  evidence,  as  against  certain  lien-holders, 
■who  were  made  parties  defendants  in  order  that  their  rights 
might  be  heard  and  determined  iu  this  action;  and  that, 
under  the  issues  raised  by  the  pleadings,  it  was  the  duty  of 
the  court  to  determine  the  staiua  of  the  several  lieus  held  by 
the  respective  parties.  The  mortgage  in  question  was  exe- 
cuted by  H.  Q.  Kollins,  president,  and  0,  H.  Spencer, 
secretary,  of  the  Sadger  mill  and  mining  company. 

The  certificate  of  acknowledgment,  which  was  objected  to 
as  insufficient,  reads  as  follows:  "State  of  California,  cily 
and  county  of  San  Francisco,  ss.  On  this  sixth  day  of  Oc- 
tober, A.  D.,  1876,  before  me,  A.  S,  Gould,  a  commissioner 
of  deeds  for  the  state  of  Nevada,  duly  appointed,  commis- 
eioned  and  sworn,  residing  iu  said  city  and  county,  person- 
ally  appeared  H.  G.  Bollins,  known  to  me  to  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Badger  mill  and  mining  company,  and  O.  H. 
Spencer,  known  to  me  to  be  the  secretary  of  the  Badger 
mill  and  miuing  company,  the  corporation  that  executed  the 
foregoing  instniment,  and  acknowledged  to  me  that  said 
oorporation  executed  the  same  freely  and  voluntarily  for  the 
uses  and  purposes  therein  mentioned,  and  affixed  thereto  the 
corporate  seat  of  said  corporation,"  etc. 
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Under  tbe  lawB  of  this  state  it  is  esaeutisl  that  the  certifi- 
cate slioaM  bIiow  the  fact  ol  the  scknowledgement  and  the 
identity  of  tbe  person.  (1  Comp.  Laws,  235;  Henderson  t. 
Grewdl,  8  Cal.  681.) 

The  form  of  the  certificate  is,  in  several  respects,  irrega- 
lar.  Tbe  law,  however,  does  not  require  that  tbe  exact  form 
of  the  certificate  given  in  the  statute  shall  be  followed.  All 
that  is  necessary  is  a  substantial  compliance  with  tbe  stat- 
ute. (i/oiM  el  al.  V.  Clayton,  13  Sme'des  &  Marshall,  381; 
Chandler  v.  Speare,  22  Vt.  407;  Tmup  v.  Hmg/it,  1  Hopk. 
Cb.  244;  West  Pobd  Iron  Company  v.  Reymert,  45  N.  T. 
70G;  Scharfenbtirg  v.  SUhop,  35  Iowa,  60;  Calumet  and 
Chicago  Ca-nal  and  Dock  Company  v.  Bussell,  68  Ills.  426; 
Dee:ri/Y.  Cray,  6  Wal.  607 ;  Carpenter  v.  Dexter.SW&l.  526.) 

Tbe  ouly  objection  urged  by  the  respondents,  and  the 
only  one  that  we  shall  consider,  ia  as  to  the  identity  of  the 
person.  It  is  claimed  that  tbe  certificate  is  defective  in 
failing  to  state  that  BolUns  was  known  to  tbe  commissioner 
to  be  tbe  president  of  the  corporation,  or,  in  other  words, 
to  be  tbe  person  described  in  and  who  executed  the  mort- 
gage. We  are  of  opinion  that  it  is  apparent  on  the  face  of 
tbe  certificate  that  the  omission  complained  of  ia  of  the 
word  "be,"  and  that  it  ia  a  clerical  error. 

This  case  is  not  analogous  to  that  of  Wolf  v.  Fogarty,  6 
Cal.  224,  and  other  cases,  where  tbe  omission  was  of  the 
word  "known."  Such  an  omiasion  in  the  certificate  has 
usnall J  been  held  fatal,  because  it  partakes  of  the  substance 
required  by  tbe  statute.  (Proffatt  on  Notaries,  sec.  32,  and 
autboritiea  there  cited.)  In  Wolf  v.  Fogarty  it  was  said 
fhat  tbe  omission  might  as  well  be  supplied  "by  claiming 
or  representing  himself,  as  by  known  or  proved." 

In  2ully  V.  Davis  the  court  said  it  was  "  in  fact  as  easy 
to  fill  tbe  blank  so  as  to  make  the  certificate  and  acknowl- 
edgment void,  aa  to  so  fill  it  as  to  make  tbem  good."  (30 
nis.  108.) 

But  in  the  present  case,  when  tbe  entire  cei-tifioate  is  con- 
sidered, it  ia  manifest  that  tbe  omission  of  the  word  "be" 
is  a  mere  clerical  error  and  ought  to  be  disregarded.  lu  our 
opinion,  no  other  sensible  interpretation  can  be  given  to 
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tbe  certificate.  "No  blauk  space  is  left  iu  the  certificate  to 
be  filled  up.  The  commissioner  uses  the  same  woi'ds  with 
reference  to  tbe  secretary  as  the  president  with  the  addition 
of  the  word  "be"  properly  inserted.  We  think  the  certifi- 
cate is  snfficient  to  identify  Hollins  as  tbe  person  who 
signed  the  mortgage  aa  president  of  the  Badger  mill  and 
mining  company. 

Iq  Scharfeiiburg  v.  Bishop,  supra,  the  word  "appeared" 
WM  omitted  and  the  coart  held  that  the  omission  "was 
manifestly  a  mere  clerical  error." 

In  Chandler  t.  Spear,  supra,  in  the  body  of  tbe  deed  one 
of  the  grantors  was  described  as  Bichard  G.  Bailey,  and  the 
deed  was  signed  It.  G.  Bailey.  The  certificate  stated  that 
"Oliver  Hale  and  Daniel  Brown,  Bichard  G.  personally  ap- 
peared and  acknowledged  this  instrument,  by  them  sealed 
and  subscribed,"  etc.  The  conrt said :  "Although  the  ndrne 
'Bailey!  is  omitted  in  the  acknowledgment,  yet  the  state- 
ment that  Bichard  G.,  who  executed  tbe  instrnmeut,  ac- 
knowledged it,  does,  we  think,  render  it  snfBciently  certaia 
that  it  was  acknowledged  by  Bichard  G.  Bailey,  the 
grantor." 

In  Caiumel  and  Chicagu  Carud  and  Dock  Co.  v.  BuaseU, 
supra,  the  acknowledgment  was  of  a  married  woman,  and 
under  the  laws  of  Illinois  it  was  essential  that  the  contents 
and  meaning  of  the  instrnment  should  be  explained  to  her. 
.  The  certificate  used  the  words  "the  coutents  and  meaning 
of  my  husband."  The  aapreme  court  said  that  tbe  certifi- 
cate must  be  regarded  in  a  common  sense  view;  all  its  parts 
must  be  taken  together  and  a  meaning  given  to  it  which  it 
is  qvialified  to  bear.  The  court,  after  discussing  tbe  ques- 
tion at  great  length,  and  reviewing  numerous  authorities, 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  case  showed  "to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  moat  inexperienced,  on  taking  the  entire  cer- 
tificate into  consideration,  that  the  contents  of  the  deed 
were  made  known  to  her,"  and  held  the  certificate  to  besof- 
ficient  to  impart  notice." 

The  conclusions  almost  universally  arrived  at,  in  the 
ToriouB  oases  we  have  examined,  is  that  as  long  as  the  sab- 
stanoe  is  preserved  mere  technical  objections  will  not  be 
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favored.  In  Morse  v.  Clayton,  supra,  tbe  court  say:  "These 
certificates  shoold  be  liberally  coostraed;  that  it  is  neitlier 
the  duty  DOr  the  iDcliDatioD  of  courts,  ^rhere  substance  is 
found,  to  jeopardize  titles  in  any  way  depending  upon  them, 
by  severe  criticiams,  upon  their  language." 

Equally  clear  and  emphatic  is  the  language  of  the 
anpreme  court  ot  the  United  States  in  CarpeiUer  v.  Dexter: 
"  In  aid  of  the  certificate  reference  may  be  had  to  the  in- 
strnment  itself,  or  to  any  part  of  it.  It  is  the  policy  of  the 
law  to  uphold  certificates  when  substance  is  found,  and  not 
to  suffer  conveyances,  or  the  proof  of  them,  to  be  defeated 
by  technical  or  unsubstantial  objections." 

From  the  views  already  expressed  it  is  unnecessary  to  de- 
termine whether  the  offer  of  plaintifT^  to  prove  actual  knowl- 
edge upon  the  part  of  the  several  lien  claimants  of  tbe 
existence  of  the  mortgage  was  sufBciently  explicit  to  show 
that  the  court  erred  in  refusing  to  allotr  the  evidence. 

The  rule  is  certainly  well  settled  that  a  defective  acknowl- 
edgment cannot  be  taken  advantage  of  by  parties  having 
actual  knowledge  of  the  existence  of  tbe  deed  or  mortgage. 
(3  Billiard  on  Real  Property,  676,  sea.  36  and  authorities 
there  cited.) 

The  decree  of  foreclosure  against  the  Badger  mill  and 
mining  company  is  correct  as  far  as  it  goes,  and  is  a£Srmed; 
but  it  was  the  duty  of  the  court,  in  this  aotiou,  to  proceed 
and  determine  the  relative  rights  of  plaintiffs  and  the  lien 
claimants,  and  to  decide  whether  the  lien  of  plaintiff's  mort- 
gage was  prior  to,  or  subsequent  to,  the  other  liens,  and  to 
enter  such  a  judgment  and  decree  in  that  respect  as  the  evi- 
dence might  warrant. 

The  action  of  the  court  in  refusing  to  adjudicate  that 
question  amounted  to  a  judgment  of  dismissal,  without 
prejudice,  in  favor  of  the  lien  claimants,  and  was  erroneous. 

The  cause  is  therefore  remanded  for  farther  proceedings. 

Lbokabd,  J.,  having  been  of  counsel  in  the  court  below, 
did  not  participate  in  the  foregoing  decision.

DENTAL  OR  Material  Facts. - — Where  a  nitneaa  it  disqnalified,  uader 
the  prorUioas  o(  section  379  of  the  dvil  practice  act,  he  is  a  competent 
vituesa  to  testify  to  iacideotal  and  prclimitULry  matters  addressed  solely 
to  tlia  judge;  but  caimot  testify  to  any  of  the  ismes  raised  by  the  plead- 
ings. 

Idem— AOKNCv— Drawthq  Checks. — The  plwntiff  was  permitted  to  testify 
that  he  was  the  agent  of  defendant's  intestate  daring  his  life-time,  aod 
was  authorised  by  him  to  draw  cerbUD  bank  checks;  Htid,  that  the 
agency  of  Higgs  was  a  material  fact  to  be  decided  by  the  jury,  and  that 
the  court  errod  in  admitting  the  testimony,  the  witnesa  Higgs  not  being 
a  competent  witnesa,  under  the  proviaions  of  section  379. 

FLEADINOa— Partieb  UAVtNa  so  Joint  Intkbest  as  Plaimtitts. — In  a  nit 
to  foreclose  a  mortgage,  it  appearing  that  plaintiffs  had  no  joint  or  com- 
mon interest  in  the  money  advanced  upon  the  mortgage:  Htld,  that  these 
facts  should  have  been  alleged  in  the  complaint,  and  that  the  decrea 
should  be  made  to  conform  therewith. 

Appeal  from  the  District  Court  of  the  Second  Jadioial

I.  The  court  erred  in  admitting  the  testimony  of  the  wit- 
ness Higgs  as  to  the  existence  or  fact  of  his  agency,  and  as 
to  his  authority  to  draw  the  bank  checks  in  qnestioQ.  (Civ. 
Pr.  sec.  379;  Stat.  1869,  256;  Boney  v.  BucHand,  4  Nev.  46.) 

II.  The  complaint  alleges  a  joint  demand.  In  such  a 
case,  there  must  be  a  joint  demand  or  claim  proved.  (Bar- 
bour  on  Parties,  21-4;  Civ.  Pr.  sec.  14;  Laws  1869,  p. 
197;  Eile'j  v.  MarsMl,  6  Ala.  682;  Lomhard  v.  C(M,  14  Me. 
222;  Voremris  v.  Seldon,  19  Johns.  213;  Parker  v.  Leek.  1 
Stew.  523;  PrescoU  v.  Newell,  39  Vt.  82;  Srenf  v.  Fir^Mugh, 
12  B.  Mon.  87;  Jones  v.  Ikheridge,  6  Porter,  208. 

B.  M.  Clarke,  for  Respondent. 

The  transaction  testified  to  by  Higgs  was  the  payment  or 
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redemption  of  the  checks.  Dot  the  mnkiog  of  them.  His 
evideDce  was  upon  a  preliminary  matter,  and  waa  compe- 
tent. (Bagleyv.  Eaton,  10  Cal.  126;  Landis  v.  lumer,  14 
Id.  573.) 

By  the  Coart,  Beattt,  J. : 

DefoDdant's  iDtestate,  daring  his  life-time,  executed  and 
delivered  to  the  plaintiffs  a  mortgage  of  certain  real  estate 
to  Becuie  the  payment  of  a  promissory  note  for  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  to  secure  the  repayment  to  tie  mortgagees 
of  all  other  moneys  which  they  miglit  advance  for  specified 
purposes  on  account  of  the  mortgagor,  not  exceeding  five 
thousand  dollars,  inclusive  of  the  note.  This  is  a  suit  to 
foreclose  the  mortgage,  and  the  appeal  is  from  the  judg- 
ment and  an  order  overruling  a  motion  for  a  new  trial. 

The  grounds  of  the  motion  were  errors  of  law  occurring 
at  the  trial,  and  insufficiency  of  the  evidence  to  justify  the 
yerdict. 

The  first  specification  of  error  in  the  rulings  of  the  court 
at  the  trial  is,  that  the  court  erred  in  permitting  the  plaintiff 
Eiggs  to  testify  that  he  was  the  agent  of  defendant's  intes- 
tate during  his  life-time,  andautborized  by  him  to  draw  cer- 
tain bank  checks,  which  were  introduced  in  evidence.  The 
defendant  objected  to  this  testimony  at  the  time  it  was 
offered,  on  the  ground  that  he,  the  defendant,  the  opposite 
party  to  the  action,  was  the  representative  of  a  deceased 
person. 

It  is  admitted  that  Higgs  was  disqnalified  as  a  witness  by 
section  379  of  the  prnotioe  act,  unless  he  was  a  competent 
witness  as  to  the  facts  testified  to  by  him,  before  and  inde- 
pendent of  the  statulo  which  permits  parties  to  testify  in 
their  own  belialf.  (Pr.  Act,  sec.  376  etaeq.)  But  it  is  claimed 
that  his  testimony  related  exclusively  to  an  incidental  and 
prelimiuary  matter  addressed  solely  to  the  judges,  and  not 
to  the  issues  raised  by  the  pleadings.  In  support  of  this 
proposition,  we  are  referred  to  cases  in  which  parties  were 
permitted,  before  the  statute,  to  prove  the  loss  or  destruction 
of  written  instrnments  by  way  of  foundation  for  the  intro- 
duction of  secondary  evidence  of  their  contents,  and  cases 
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in  -which  parties  b;  their  owu  testimon;  laid  the  fonndatioB 
for  the  admisBion  of  their  boota  of  &ccoaat.  In  oar  opin- 
ion these  cases  are  not  in  point.  The  testimony  of  HiggB 
relttted  directly  to  one  of  the  issues  in  the  case.  lb  was 
material  to  show  tliat  Page  drew  the  checks;  the  mode  of 
showing  it  was  by  proof  of  the  authority  of  Higgs  to  draw 
them  as  his  agent;  the  agency  of  Higgs  was  a  fact  to  be 
decided  by  the  jury  (supposing  a  jury  to  have  been  sitting 
in  the  case)  and  not  as  a  preliminary  matter  to  be  decided 
by  the  judge  as  such.  This,  according  to  the  cases  referred 
to,  is  the  test  of  the  competency  of  a  party  as  a  witness  before 
the  statute.  He  could  only  testify  to  incidental  and  pre- 
liminary matters  which  were  to  be  decided  by  the  judge, 
and  could  not  testify  to  facts  that  were  to  be  found  by  the 
jniy. 

The  court  erred  in  admitting  the  testimony  of  Higgs 
against  the  objection  of  appellant,  and  for  this  error  the 
judgment  and  order  appealed  from  must  be  reversed.  The 
findings  of  fact  are  also  against  the  evidence  in  one  or  two 
particulars,  which  materially  affect  the  judgment. 

The  uncontradicted  testimony  of  Hi^s  is  that  eight  faan- 
dred  and  fifty  dollars  and  fifty-two  cents  of  the  amonnt 
claimed  for  advances  under  the  mortgage  was  doe  to  him 
individually  before  the  execution  of  the  mortg^e,  and  if  so, 
it  is  not  secured  by  the  mortgage,  which  by  its  terms  in- 
cludes only  money  to  be  advanced  after  the  date  of  its  exe- 
cution. 

The  testimony  of  both  plaintiffs,  moreover,  is  to  the  ef- 
fect that  they  had  no  joint  or  common  interest  in  the  money 
advanced  upon  the  mortgage.  If  this  is  so  the  complaint 
ought  to  be  amended  in  accordance  with  the  facts,  and  the 
decree  made  to  conform  therewith.  It  should  order  a  sale 
of  the  premises  and  the  application  of  the  proceeds,  first  to 
the  payment  of  the  note,  aud  next  tu  the  payment  of  the 
sums  due  to  the  plaintiffs  severally,  with  several  judgments 
in  their  favor  for  any  deficiency  in  the  amounts  to  which 
they  are  severally  entitled. 

Judgment  and  order  reversed  and  cause  remanded. 
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[No.  8S6.] 

J.  E.  JONES  &  CO.,  KEapoNDENTS,  v.  PAOIFIO  WOOD, 
LUMBER  AND  FLUME  COMPAKT,  Appellant. 

Ihuhd  Bills  OP  Exchakqe  Nin  ah  AsaiayKExr  ot  Funds.—Au  order  in 
the  form  of  an  inland  bill  of  eicluuige  not  upon  any  pArticulor  fond  ia 
□ot,  before  acceptajicef  on  aaiignment}  and  doeA  not  create  any  lien  in 
favor  of  the  holder  opoa  fnnds  of  the  drawer  in  the  haads  of  the  drawee. 

Appeal  from  the  District  Court  of  tlie  Second  Judicial 
District,  Waslioe  Coantj. 

InstrnctionB  2  and  3  offered  by  defendant  and  referred  to 
in  the  opinion^  read  as  follows:  No.  2.  "  If  the  jury  believe 
that  prior  to  tlie  making  and  presentment  to  D.  H.  Jones 
as  ftgeut  for  tlie  defendant,  of  the  order  of  July  21,  for  tea 
thousand  dollars,  it  had  been  agreed  between  this  defend- 
ant by  said  Jones  as  agent  of  the  defendant,  and  M.  Pettin- 
elli  &  Co.,  tliat  the  defendant  should  guarantee  to  pay  the 
workmen  of  said  Pettinelli  &  Co.,  the  nmonnt  due  from  said 
firm,  and  said  Jones  as  agent  for  the  defendant  did  guaran- 
tee and  pay  said  workmen  in  pursuance  of  said  agreement, 
then  the  said  order  iu  favor  of  the  plainiifis,  even  if  good 
in  other  respects,  would  be  postponed  to  this  agreement, 
and  the  defendant  would  not  be  liable  to  pay  the  orders  ex- 
cept from  the  surplus  of  funds  remaining  after  the  payment 
of  the  workmen.  If  the  agreement  embraced  not  only  the 
amount  due  the  workmen,  at  the  time  it  was  made,  but  also 
the  amount  to  become  due,  then,  for  future  labor,  the  de- 
fendant was  not  liiible  to  pay  the  order  until  the  workmen 
bad  been  paid  in  full  for  the  labor  performed  after,  as  well 
as  before,  the  making  of  the  agreement." 

No.  3.  "  IE  the  written  order  to  pay  the  workmen,  dated 
July  20,  introduced  by  defendant,  was  executed  by  M.  Fet- 
tinetli  &  Co.  and  delivered  to  D.  H.  Jones  as  agent  of  de- 
fendant prior  to  the  presentment  of  said  Jones'  order  for 
ten  thousand  dollars,  of  July  21,  in  favor  of  J.  E.  Jones  & 
Co.,  and  it  at  the  time  of  the  execution  and  delivery  of  s&id 
first  named  order,  D.  H.  Joues  as  agent  for  the  defendant 
accepted  the  same  verbally,  and  agreed  with  Pettinelli  & 
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Pardiui  that  he  wonld  paj  the  workmen  as  tliey  reqaested, 
then  the  defendant  had  the  right  and  was  bound  to  pay  said 
workmen  before  paying  said  orders  to  Jones  &  Co.,  nod 
Jones  &  Co.  could  only  demand  on  their  order  the  Burplos 
due  Pettinelli  &  Co.  after  paying  the  workmen  in  full." 
The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion. 

C.  J.  Sillj/er,  for  Appellants.. 

I.  The  demurrer  to  the  complaint  should  have  been  8ns< 
tained.  The  orders  set  forth  in  the  complaint  containing 
no  reference  to  any  special  fnnd,  but  being  simple  bills  of 
exchange  in  the  ordinary  commercial  form,  did  not,  until 
accepted,  operate  as  an  assignment  of,  or  create  any  lien 
apon,  funds  of  the  drawer  in  the  hands  of  the  drawee. 
(JUaTideville  v.  Welch,  5  Wheat.  277;  Luf  v.  Pope,  5  Hill. 
413;  affirmed  in  Court  of  Errors,  7  Hill.  577;  New  Yoi-ketc. 
Sank  V.  Gihson,  5  Duer,  685;  Gibaon  v.  Cook,  20  Pick.  15; 
Coppen-thwaite  v.  Slieffidd,  1  Sand.  449;  Marine  dc.  Bauk  t. 
Jaunce?/,  3  Id.  257 ;  /Jai-ris  v,  Cla>k,  3  Com.  114;  Pkillippa  t. 
8fagg,  2  Eds.  Ch.  109;  Id.  437;  Sow  t.  Dawson,  1  Vesey,  Sr. 
331;  Yeal3  v.  Gi-owes,  1  Vesey,  Jr.,  280;  JVaison  v.  Bulce  of 
W^  1  E.  &  M.  C02;  1  Parsons  on  Notes  and  Bills,  331; 
Drake  on  Attachment,  sec.  611.)  The  court  erred  in  refus- 
ing the  first,  second  and  third  tnstractions  offered  by  de- 
fendant. 

B.  M.  Clarke,  f or  Eespondents. 

I.  Although  the  ordera  in  question  are  in  form  ordinary 
bills  of  exchange,  they  were  in  fact  drawn  upon  the  fund 
arising  from  the  wood  contract,  and  so  operated  to  assign 
so  mnch  of  said  fnnd  as  was  dne  and  was  specified  in  the 
orders.  (1  Keyes,  193;  LevAs  v.  Berry,  64  Barb.  593;  Con- 
waJjr.  CiiUing,  61  N.  H.  409.) 

II.  The  orders  were  assented  to,  made  at  the  instance  of, 
and  were  agreed  to  be  paid  by,  appellant,  and  for  this  i«ason 
the  authorities  cited  for  appellant  are  not  in  point. 

IH.  The  orders  in  question  did  not  operate  to  "split" 
one  cause  of  action  into  many,  because,  under  the  contract, 
P.    &   P.  were  entitled  to  advances  whenever   "proper," 
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which  advances,  when  "proper,"  were  nlwajs  due  and 
were  separable  from  the  contract  price  of  the  wood.  Bat 
in  this  state  where  but  one  form  of  action  exists,  where 
law  and  equity  are  admiiii!.tcr"d  in  the  same  forum, 
and  where  the  assignee  and  real  party  in  interest  must  sue, 
an  assigumeat  of  part  only  of  an  entire  deniaiiJ  is  valid  and 
may  be  enforced.     (Grain  v.  Aldi-ick,  38  Cal.  514.) 

By  the  Court,  Leonard,  J. : 

In  August,  1875,  defendant  entered  into  a  written  con- 
tract Mrith  M.  Pettinelli  and  M.  Pardini,  partners  and  doing 
business  under  the  firm  name  of  M.  Pettinelli  &  Co., 
whereby  P.  &  Co.  agreed,  prior  to  July  1,  1876,  to  cut, 
manufactare  and  pile  for  defendant,  thirty  thousand  cords 
of  fire  wood  of  a  stipulated  length,  upon  lands  of  defend- 
ant, selected  and  agreed  upon  by  both  parties.  P.  &  Co. 
also  agreed  to  cat  all  trees  suitable  for  mill  purposes  into 
saw-logs  of  certain  length  and  diameter,  or  pay  all  damages 
for  failure  so  to  do,  and  to  "  clear  up  "  the  land  whereon 
the  wood  was  cut- 
Defendant  agreed  to  pay  P.  &  Co.  therefor  ninety  cents 
a  thousand  for  cutting  the  logs,  and  two  and  one  eighth 
dollars  per  cord  for  the  wood  so  cut  and  piled.  Defendant 
was  to  measure  the  wood  and  its  measurement  was  to  be 
taken  as  correct.  Defendant  agreed  to  make  such  advance- 
ments, in  the  meantime,  as  might  be  "proper"  for  P.  &  Co. 
to  carry  out  their  contract. 

Under  ihe  contract  stated,  P.  &  Co.  cut  between  eight  and 
nine  hundred  cords  in  the  full  of  1875,  when  they  ceased 
work  until  April,  1876,  at  which  time  they  resumed  and 
continued  until  about  the  first  of  September,  1876,  when 
they  ceased  work  altogether;  having  cut,  according  to  de- 
fendant's books,  a  little  less  than  fifteen  thousand  cords  of 
wood,  and  about  five  hundred  and  eighty-four  thousand  two 
hundred  and  twenty-four  feet  of  logs.  Defendant  paid  to 
P.  &  Co.,  or  on  their  account,  considerable  sums  of  money 
from  timo  to  time,  the  first  payment  haying  been  in  Novem- 
ber, 1875;  and  thereafter  the  record  shows  payments  each 
month,  except  January  and  July,  1876.     P.  &  Co.  cut  the

wood  partly  by  men  employed  by  the  day  and  partly  by  anb- 
oontractois. 

It  aJso  appears  that  on  or  about  the  seTenteenth  or  eigbt- 
eentb  of  Jaly,  1876,  F.  &  Co.  became  iavolved,  and  were 
titiable  to  pay  tlieir  laborers,  wbo  were  dissatisfied  and 
tbreatened  to  stop  work  if  they  were  not  paid  or  their  wages 
secured.  They  proposed  to  keep  possession  of  the  wood 
that  bad  not  been  measured  and  accepted  by  defendant,  un- 
til they  were  paid.  Under  such  circumstances,  D.  H.  Jones, 
defendant's  superintendent,  made  a  verbal  agreement  wiUi 
P.  &  Co.,  on  the  eighteenth  of  July,  with  the  consent  and 
to  the  satisfactioD  of  the  laborers  and  sub-contractors,  or 
at  least  a  large  part  of  them,  to  the  effect  that  defendant 
should  pay  the  men  for  their  labor  out  of  the  first  moneys 
dne  to  P.  &  Co.,  under  the  wood  contract.  Under  this 
arrangement  the  men  continued  their  work.  In  accordance 
with  the  verbal  agreement  stated,  Pettinelli  &  Pardiui,  on 
the  morning  of  July  21,  and  prior  to  the  drawing  of  the  ten 
thousand  dollar  order  hereinafter  mentioned,  made  and  de- 
livered to  defendant's  superintendent  a  written  order,  signed 
by  both,  directing  the  superintendent  to  retain  from  the 
first  moneys  doe  to  P.  &  Co.  on  their  contract,  the  amonnt 
due  their  men  for  work  done  on  wood  and  logs  by  the  terms 
of  their  contract,  the  balance,  after  paying  the  men,  to  be 
held  subject  to  their  order. 

The  superintendent  verbally  accepted  the  order  and  agreed 
to  pay  the  men  accordingly.  He  commenced  to  pay  the  la- 
borers about  the  first  part  of  August,  generally  upon  state- 
ments from  P.  &  Co.,  showing  the  amount  due,  aud  contin- 
ued to  do  so  until  F.  &  Co.  discontinued  work.  Defendant 
paid  the  men  in  full,  and  from  the  testimony  of  the  super- 
intendent and  the  books  of  defendant,  it  appears  that,  in- 
cluding the  amonnt  paid  the  men,  F.  &  Co.  have  been  paid 
the  whole  amonnt  coming  to  them  under  their  contract,  ex- 
cept four  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars,  for  which  amonnt 
defendant  is  liable  on  account  of  legal  garnishments  in  snita 
against  F.  &  Co. 

Plaintiffs  did  not  make  any  advoDcements,  or  pay  any 
sums  of  money  to  F.  &  Co.  after  the  twenty-first  of  July, 
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nor  did  defendant  pay  anj  sum  to  or  for  P.  &  Co.  on  their 
contract,  after  that  date,  except  the  amonnts  dae  the  men 
as  before  stated,  and  certain  earns  for  which  defendant  was 
held  as  garnishee,  the  latter  not  being  questioned  hy  plaint- 
iffs. Daring  the  continuance  of  work  iind»r  the  contract, 
between  the  first  part  of  June  and  the  twenty-first  of  July, 
1876,  F.  &  Co.  represented  to  plaintiffs,  who  are  bankers  in 
Heno,  that  defendant  was  indebted  to  them  on  their  con- 
tract in  a  large  sum — about  ten  or  twelve  thonsaud  dollars — 
and  thereupon  plaintiffs  honored  their  checks  from  time  to 
time,  taking  orders  or  drafts  upon  defendant  as  security  for 
money  advanced  or  to  be  advanced. 

On  the  sixth  day  of  Jons,  1876,  when  P.  &  Co.  were  in- 
debted to  plaintiffs  in  about  the  sum  of  one  thousand  three 
hundred  dollars,  for  advanoes,  the  former  made  and  deliv- 
ered to  the  latter  an  order  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy: 

Keno,  June  6,  1876. 

"  1,000.  Pay  to  the  order  of  J.  E,  Jones  &  Co.  one 
thousand  dollars  in  United  States  gold  coin,  value  received, 
and  charge  the  same  to  the  account  of 

M.  Pettinelij  &  Co. 
To  the  Pacific  Wood,  Lumber  and  Flume  Company,  Vir- 
ginia City,  Nov." 

On  the  same  or  following  day,  plaintiffs  forwarded  the 
order  to  the  defendant  with  the  request  that  the  latter  shonld 
"hold  it  against  F.  &  Co.  for  pliiintiffs'  benefit,  that  in  case 
any  suit  should  be  brought  against  P.  &  Co.,  the  order 
might  operate  as  an  assignment  to  the  extent  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars." 

On  the  sixteenth  of  July,  1876,  defendant's  superintend- 
ent returned  the  order  to  plaintiffs  with  a  letter  wherein  he 
said:  "The  inclosed  draft  I  find  among  the  papers  of  the 
company.  To  avoid  any  qnestion  (as)  to  Pardini's  authority 
to  draw  in  this  way,  I  return  it  to  you  for  proper  siguatora 
(P.  &  P.),  which  please  get,  and  if  you  wish,  will  hold  him 
(them)  for  payment  from  any  balance  due  them  in  settlement 
and  completion  of  the  contract."  This  draft  was  returned 
bv  the  plaintiffs  to  P.  &  Co.  on  the  twenty-first  of  July.  , 
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On  the  tenth  day  of  June,  187i>,  -when  P.  &  Co.  were  in- 
debted to  pluintifTs  in  tbe  snm  of  two  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars  for  advances,  the  former  made  and  delivered  to  the 
latter  an  order  upon  defendant,  in  the  same  form,  for  six 
thonsand  dollars.  This  included  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  duo  from  P.  &  Co.  to  one  Majberrj,  aud  the  bal- 
ance was  intended  to  secure  plaintifTa  for  advances  made 
and  to  be  made.  Majberry  presented  the  order  to  defend- 
ant on  the  tenth  of  June  for  acceptance  and  payment.  De- 
fendant indorsed  its  written  acceptance  for  two  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  paid  that  amount  to  Ma^'berry, 
who  receipted  therefor  in  the  name  of  J.  E.  Jonea  &.  Co. 
On  the  nineteenth  of  June  defendant  accepted  this  order  for 
the  balance,  three  thousand  five  hnndred  dollars,  which  was 
paid  to  plaintiffs  September  13,  1876. 

On  the  sixth  of  July,  1870,  plaintiffs,  for  the  same  pur- 
pose, received  a  third  order  from  P.  &  Co.,  in  the  same 
form,  for  three  thousaud  dollars,  when  P.  &  Co.  owed 
plaintiffs  four  thousand  and  seventy-five  dollars— less  the 
acceptance  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  before 
mentioned.  This  order  was  returned  by  defendant  without 
acceptance,  and  with  the  order  for  one  thousand  dollars  was 
given  up  by  plaintiffs  to  P.  &  Co.  July21.  On  the  twenty- 
first  of  July,  when  P.  &  Co.  owed  plaintiffs  about  six 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  less  the  acceptance  of  June 
19  for  three  thonsand  five  hnndred  dollars,  and  at  the  time 
that  the  one  thonsand  dollar  and  three  thousand  dollar  orders 
were  returned  by  plaintiffs  to  P.  &  Co.,  the  latter  gave 
plaintiffs  a  fourth  order  for  ten  thousand  dollars,  to  cover 
and  secure  the  entire  indebtedness  due  from  P.  &  Co.  to 
plaintiffs,  further  advances,  and  some  debts  due  to  other 
parlies.  Plaintiffs  were  not  to  bo  responsible  to  those  last 
named,  nnless  this  order  was  paid.  Defendant  had  notice 
of  the  different  orders  named  soon  after  they  were  drawn, 
but  none  were  accepted  esceptthe  one  for  six  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  was  paid,  as  before  stated,  before  the  commence- 
ment of  this  action.  Defendant  had  no  notice  of  the  ten 
thousand  dollar  order  until  after  its  agreement  to  pay  P.  & 
Go.'s  indebtedness  to  the  men,  and  there  was  no  evidence 
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of  an  assignmeDt,  unless  the  drawing  and  delivery  of  the 
orders  heretofore  mentioced,  and  set  ont  in  the  complaint, 
constituted  soch  assignment.  Flaintiffs  admit  that  defend* 
ant's  snperintendent  refased  to  accept  the  order  for  ten 
ihoasaod  dollars  when  thej  presented  it  on  the  twenty-first 
of  July,  bat  there  is  some  conflict  in  the  testimony  as  to 
what  the  saperintendent  said  at  the  time  of,  and  after,  its 
presentation.  Flointifia  admitted  on  cross-examination 
that  the  superintendent  did  not  bind  himself  to  pay  it,  but 
that  he,  at  least,  conveyed  to  tbem  the  idea  that  there 
would  be  sufficient  coming  to  P.  &  Co.  to  pay  all  their 
debts,  while  the  superintendent  testified,  that  he  did  not  at 
anj  time,  or  in  any  manner,  make  any  promise  to  pay  any  of 
the  orders  except  the  one  for  six  tliODSond  dollars ;  that  the 
only  promise  was  that  be  would  do  the  best  he  could,  and  pay 
if  there  was  enough  coming,  to  P.  &  Co.;  that  he  could  not 
then  saj  how  the  account  stood;  that  so  far  as  he  had  ex- 
amined, the  account  looked  better  than  he  had  anticipated, 
and  he  had  no  doubt  there  would  be  enough  coming  to  P. 
&  Co.  to  pay  all  their  debts. 

Three  days  after  the  ten  thousand  dollar  order  was  pre- 
sented, the  superintendent  wrote  the  plaintifis  as  follows: 
"In  relation  to  the  account  of  Fettinelli  &  Pardini,  I  will 
saj  that  there  is  not  much  doubt  but  that  there  is  plenty 
due  them  in  settlement  to  pay  all  their  liabilities.  Should 
anything  occur  to  change  my  opiniou  in  this  respect,  will 
let  you  know  at  once."  About  the  middle  of  September  he 
informed  plaintifis  that  the  condition  of  P.  &  Co.'s  account 
did  not  permit  an  acceptance  of  their  orders;  that  P.  &  Co., 
after  paying  the  workmen,  had  nothing  coming  to  them. 
Until  that  time  plaintiffs  did  not  know  of  defendant's  agree- 
ment to  pay  the  men.  It  does  not  appear,  however,  that 
defendant  conid  or  should  have  given  plainti&  earlier  infor- 
mation as  to  the  state  of  P.  &  Co.'s  aocoout,  or  that  plaint- 
ifl's  were  injured  by  the  delay.  Plaintifis  recovered  judg- 
ment for  three  thousand  dollars,  the  amonnt  due  to  them 
from  P.  &  Co.,  and  this  appeal  is  from  the  judgment  and 
the  order  denying  defendant's  motion  for  a  new  trial.  Ap- 
pellant's assignments  of  error  are  numerous.    Amoog  others. 
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that  tlie  court  erred  in  refasing  to  snatftiD  its  demarrer  to 
tlie  coiDplaiDt,  and  in  denying  its  motion  for  a  noosait. 
We  shall  not  consider  these  assigmneuts,  but  shall  endeavor 
to  state  the  principles  governing  the  case,  in  an  examina- 
tion of  the  principal  instraotions  to  the  jury  given  for 
plaintiff^,  aa  well  as  those  offered  hy  defendant,  bnt  rejected 
by  the  court. 

All  the  orders  set  ont  in  the  complaint  are  admitted  to  be, 
in  form,  inland  bills  of  exchange,  as  they  nndonbtedly  are. 
None  of  them,  npon  the  face,  were  drawn  upon  any  particu- 
lar fund.  It  is  alleged  in  the  complaint  that  all  except  the 
one  for  ten  thousand  dollars  were  drawn  for  a  part,  only,  of 
the  amoant  due  F.  <fc  Oo.  from  defendant;  and  as  to  the 
last,  the  complaint  does  not  show  with  certainty  whether  its 
amount,  and  the  sum  alleged  to  have  been  due  from  defend- 
ant to  P.  tfe  Co.,  were  or  were  not  the  same.  The  proof, 
however,  shows  that  they  were  all  drawn  for  a  portion  of 
the  fund — that  is  to  say,  the  amount  coming  to  P.  £  Co. 
upon  the  wood  contract.  The  case  was  tried  upon  the  the- 
ory that  the  orders  mentioned,  operated  as  an  equitable 
assignment  pro  (anto  of  the  fund,  or  the  money  dae  P.  &  Co. 
from  defendant  nnder  the  contract,  and  that  after  notice  of 
such  orders,  defendant  was  bound  to  the  extent  of  the  sums 
stated  in  the  orders,  or  to  such  part  as  was  due  froni  de- 
fendant to  the  drawers,  without  acceptance  or  other  promise 
to  pay  the  same. 

Appellant  nrges  that  the  coart  erred  in  so  interpreting 
the  orders  in  question,  and  this  assignment  constitutes  the 
most  important  subject  presented  for  oar  consideration. 
It  is  not  necessary  at  present  to  inquire  whether,  in  caae  of 
an  order  npon  a  particular  fnnd,  it  is  indispensable  that 
such  order  shall  embrace  the  whole  fnnd  in  order  to  operate 
as  an  assignment.  That  question  may  not  arise  in  the  de- 
cision of  this  case,  if  it  be  troe,  as  we  think  it  is,  that  an 
order  in  the  form  of  an  inland  bill  of  exchange  is  not,  be- 
fore acceptance,  an  assignment,  and  does  not  create  any 
lien  in  favor  of  the  holder  upon  funds  of  the  drawer  in  the 
bauds  of  the  drawee. 

The  following  instructions,  among  others,  were  given  to 
the  jury  on  behalf  of  plaiatifia: 
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"No.  15.  Ton  are  instrncted  that  the  fact  that  the  de- 
fefidant  has  paid  Pettiaelli  &  Fardini,  or  peraoos  for  them, 
all  the  money  due  upon  the  contract  for  cutting  wood  and 
logs,  is  no  defense  to  this  action,  provided  the  jury  believe, 
from  the  evidence,  that  before  Bach  payments,  Fettinelli  & 
Fardini  had  assigned  to  plaintiff,  with  the  knowledge  or 
consent  of  defendant,  the  sum  claimed  by  plaintiffs  and  due 
to  them." 

"Ko.  16.  You  are  instrncted  that  the  orders  set  out  in 
the  complaint  were  an  assignment  of  any  sum  or  sums  of 
money  in  the  hands  of  the  defendant,  at  the  time  due  to 
Fettinelli  &,  Fardini,  and  that  if  the  defendant  had  notice 
of  such  orders  at  such  time  as  said  sums  were  due,  then  the 
orders  bound  the  defendant  to  pay  the  plointifib  the  sums 
of  money  specified,  and  which  were  due." 

"No.  10:  You  are  instructed  that  no  promise  made  bj 
the  defendant  to  pay  the  sub-contractors  or  laborers  of  Fet- 
tinelli &  Fardini,  soms  of  money,  which  at  the  time  and  be- 
fore the  promise  was  due  to  them  from  Fettinelli  &  Faidini, 
was  valid  or  binding  upon  the  defendant,  unless  the  prom- 
ise or  some  note  or  memorandum  thereof  was  in  writing." 

"No.  13.  Yon  are  instructed  that  the  order  or  authoriza- 
tion directing  or  requiring  D.  H.  Jones,  superintendent,  to 
retain  and  set  aside  from  the  money  duo  Fettinelli  &  Far- 
dini, on  the  contract,  the  sum  due  the  men  for  work  done 
on  the  wood  and  logs,  was  not  an  assignment  in  favor  of  the 
men  of  the  sum,  or  any  sum,  of  money  then  dae  from  the 
defendant  to  Fettinelli  &  Fardini." 

"No.  14.  Yon  are  instrncted  that  the  order  of  Jnly  21, 
1876,  directing  the  defendant  to  pay  the  plaintiffs  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  was  a  revocation  of  any  previous  aathorizutiou 
to  pay  the  men,  except  as  to  such  sums  due  to  Pettinelli 
&  Fardini,  as  were  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars." 

It  will  be  noticed  that,  from  these  instructions,  the  jury 
could  not  fail  to  find  for  plaintiffs,  if  they  found  that  de- 
fendant had  notice  of  the  orders,  which  it  did  not  deny, 
and  that,  at  the  time  the  orders  were  presented,  defendant 
was  indebted  to  Fettinelli  &  Fardini,  considering  the 
amoont  paid  to  the  laborers  a  portion  of  snch  indebtedness; 
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because  tbey  were  told  by  ia^tnictions  fifteen  and  sixteen 
not  only  that  payments  to  P.  &  Co.,  or  on  tlieir  behalf,  were 
no  defense,  if  P.  &  Co.,  witli  defendant's  knowledge  or  con- 
Bent;,  had  previously  assigned  to  plaintiffs,  bat  also  that  the 
orders  iu  question  constituted  Buch  assignment,  and  if  de- 
fendant had  notice  of  the  orders,  it  was  boand  to  pay  the 
Bams  therein  specified  and  which  were  due. 

By  the  tenth,  they  were  told  that  they  could  not  consider 
defendant's  promise  to  pay  the  men,  unless  the  promise  or 
some  note  or  memorandum  thereof  was  in  writing,  and,  as 
we  have  seen,  defendant  admitted  that  it  was  not  in  writing. 

By  the  thirteenth,  they  were  told  that  the  order  from  P. 
&  Co.  to  defendant,  to  pay  the  men  was  not  an  assignment 
in  their  favor  of  any  sum  due  to  P.  &  Co.,  and  by  the 
fourteenth  that  the  order  last  mentioned  was  revoked  by 
the  ten  thousand  dollar  order  in  favor  of  plaintiffs,  except 
as  to  any  excess  of  that  sum  due  from  defendant  to  P.  & 
Co.  So,  we  repeat,  there  was  nothing  left  for  the  jury  but 
to  find  a  verdict  for  plaintiffs,  if  they  found  that  defendant 
had  notice,  and  that  it  was  indebted  to  P.  &  Go.  at  the  time 
of  such  notice. 

Let  us  consult  the  books.  In  Pars,  on  Motes  and  Bills, 
Vol.  1,  331,  theaathor  says:  "There  may  be  some  dicla 
to  the  effect  that  a  bill  of  exchange  is  an  assignment,  but 
no  case  that  we  are  aware  of,  with  the  exception  of  one  (re- 
ferring to  Corser  v.  Cmig,  1  Wash.  C.  C.  E.  424),-ha8  held 
this  doctrine  in  an  unqualified  way,  and  that  case  must  be 
considered  as  ovemded.  The  doctrine  is  well  settled,  that 
before  acceptance,  a  negotiable  bill  for  apart  of  the  funds  is 
no  assignment,  bat  becomes  one  on  the  drawee's  signifying 
his  assent  by  accepting  the  bill."  Tlia  case  of  Hntler  v. 
EUwavger,  4  Lansinp;,  11,  ia  similar  to  this  in  many  respects. 
One  Underbill  had  contracted  with  the  defendant  to  erect 
certain  houses  for  a  specified  sum,  of  which  eighty  percent, 
was  to  be  paid  as  the  buildings  progressed,  oo  the  archi- 
tect's certificates  given  once  in  two  weeks.  Plaintiff  did 
the  mason  work  under  a  sub-contruct  with  Undorhill,  and 
on  the  seventh  day  of  December,  1869,  there  was  due  to  him 
from  Underhill,  on  account  of  such  work,  six  hundred  and 
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seventy  dollars.     On  that  daj  UDdethill  drew  and  delivered 
to  liim  an  order  as  follows: 

"$670.  Messrs.  Ellwanger  tc  Barry:  Pay  the  beater, 
Mr.  Hutter,  six  Lundrod  and  seventy  dollars,  and  charge 
my  account  for  bailding  on  Cypress  street,  when  work  is 
accepted,  it  being  amonnt  due  bim  on  settlement. 

"  December  7,  1869.  E.  W.  Underhill." 

Within  a  few  days  thereafter  plaintiff  notified  defendants 
of  the  order.  More  than  a  month  prior  to  the  date  of  Hat- 
ter'a  order.  Underbill  gave  to  the  payees  therein  named  two 
other  orders  npon  Ellwanger  &  Barry,  as  fallows: 

"Please  pay  to  M.  F.  Beynolds  &  Co.  five  hundred  dol- 
lars on  my  contract  for  building  houses,  when  the  work  is 
completed  and  accepted. 

"Nov.  4,  1869.  B.  W.  Underhill." 

1900.  Fay  to  tbe  order  of  Luther  Gordon  &  Co.,  nine 
hundred  dollars,  at  time  of  completion  and  acceptance  of 
contract,  value  received,  and  charge  to  the  account  of 

"Nov.  4,  1869.  E.  W.  Underbill." 

As  in  tbis  case.  Underbill  had  no  other  account  with,  or 
funds  in  the  bands  of,  defendants  than  those  arising  from 
the  contract  for  building,  and  defendants  had  due  notice  of 
the  orders  of  November  4,  prior  to  notification  of  plaintiff's 
order;  Underbill's  contract  was  completed  and  accepted  De- 
cember 12,  1869. 

Defendants  refused  to  accept  plaintiff's  order,  but  at 
the  same  time  informed  him  that  they  Lad  more  than  suffi- 
cient funds  in  their  bands  belonging  to  Underhill,  on  his 
contract,  to  pay  it.  They  were  mistaken,  however,  as  to 
the  amount  of  money  due  Underbill,  the  fact  being,  that 
the  orders  of  November  4  covered  the  whole  amount  due 
Underhill,  if  both  operated  as  an  assignment  of  the  build- 
ing fund  due  from  Ellwanger  &  Barry  to  Underbill.  The 
court  held  that  tlie  order  of  November  4,  for  nine  hundred 
dollars  in  favor  of  Gordon  &  Co.,  was  not  an  assignment  or 
appropriation  of  any  part  of  the  money  due  Underhill  on 
his  contract,  but  that  the  orders  to  Eeyuolds  &  Co.,  and  to 
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Hutter,  assigned  aad  appropriatecl  those  moneys  pro  tanto. 
"We  qaote  from  tb©  opiuion:  "The  previooa  order  of  five 
hundred  dollars,  was  clearly,  upon  its  face,  drawn  upon 
that  fund,  and  the  principal  question  on  which  the  case 
turns  is,  whether  the  order  of  nine  hundred  dollars  is  also 
an  order  upon  the  same  fund  and  operates  as  an  assignment 
of  it  pro  tanlo  to  the  payees.  *  *  *  An  ordinary  bill  of 
exchange,  before  acceptance,  is  no  assignment  of  funds  in 
the  hands  of  the  drawee,  and  gives  the  holder  no  lien,  legal 
or  equitable,  upon  such  funds.  (Winier  v.  Dritry,  5  N.  T. 
625.)  This  order  would  be  a  bill  of  exchange  but  for  the 
fact,  that  the  time  of  payment  may  never  happen.  An  order 
drawn,  payable  out  of  a  particular  fund,  is  not  a  bill  of  ex- 
change, although  drawn  in  the  form  of  a  bill  of  exchange 
in  other  respects,  but  an  order.  It  is,  however,  an  assign- 
ment  of  the  fund,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
to  satisfy  the  amount  ordered  to  be  paid,  and  the  drawer 
has  no  further  control  over  it.  *  *  *  But  it  seems  to 
be  perfectly  settled  that,  in  order  to  constitute  an  assigU' 
ment,  the  order  must  specify  the  partionlar  fund  upon  which 
it  is  drawn." 

Hie  Marine  aiid  Mre  Insur.  Bank  v.  Jauneey  et  al.,  3 
Sandf.  258,  was  a  suit  in  equity  for  the  purpose  of  reaching 
certain  funds  received  by  the  defendant  Jauucey,  arising 
from  the  sale  of  cotton  delivered  to,  and  sold  by,  him,  on 
which  plaintiff  claimed  to  have  an  equitable  lien,  by  reason 
of  the  facts  stated  in  the  opinion.  The  court  says:  *  * 
*  "  It  was  next  insisted  that  the  bill  or  draft  having  been 
drawn  against  a  consignment,  was,  of  itself,  an  equitable 
assigumeut  by  the  drawer  of  the  property  or  its  proceeds. 
This  is  certainly  oarryiug  the  doctrine  of  equitable  assign- 
ments very  far,  and  is,  in  our  judgment,  entirely  nnsup- 
ported  by  authority.  In  the  cases  cited  by  counsel,  and  in 
alt  the  other  cases  where  an  order  has  been  held  to  be  an 
equitable  assignment  of  a  particular  fund,  the  fund  has 
been  specified  in  the  order,  and  the  party  giving  the  order 
has  thereby  divested  himself  of  all  right  to  control  the  fund 
purporting  to  be  assigned.  The  form  of  the  assignment  is 
immaterial,  but  these  two  ingredients  are  essential."    And 
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to  tlie  aam«  effect,  tliat  tlie  older  most  Id  terms  specify  the 
faiid,  althoagh  tlte  drawer  has  but  oue  fund  in  the  hands  of 
the  drawee,  in  order  to  operate  as  an  assignment,  see 
Hutler  V.  lAhoanger,  supra,  13,  In  Cowperthwaite  v.  She/"- 
field,  1  Saudf.  450,  the  court  says:  "  The  instraments  here 
were  ordinary  bills  of  exchange.  They  did  not,  on  their 
face,  pnrport  to  be  drawn  on  any  particular  fund,  nor  did 
they  import  that  their  payment  was  to  depend  upon  any 
particular  contingency.  In  McMenomy  v.  Ferras,  3  Johns, 
72,  it  wa3  held  that  where  an  order  is  drawn  for  an  entire 
fund,  the  fund  being  particularly  stated  in  the  order,  it  op- 
erates as  an  osai^nmeut  of  the  fund.  If  these  bills  had 
been  iu  tlie  form  of  orders  for  the  entiie  proceeds  of  the 
shipment  of  cotton,  they  might,  after  notice  to  the  Kelleys, 
have  operated  as  an  assignment  of  such  proceeds.  But, 
then,  they  would  not  have  possessed  all  the  characteristic^ 
of  bills  of  exchange.  If,  in  such  form,  they  could  be  ne- 
gotiated, they  would,  on  their  face,  convey  information  to 
every  holder  of  the  fund  on  which  they  were  drawn,  and 
which  they  carried  with  them." 

In  Harris  v.  Clarfc,  3  Comstock,  115,  it  is  said:  "  The  re- 
search of  the  counsel  for  the  plaintiff  has  not  enabled  me 
to  find  a  case  where  it  has  been  held,  that  upon  a  negotiable 
bill  of  exchange  the  drawee  has  been  made  liable  in  equity 
to  the  holder  of  the  bill,  without  his  acceptance  or  assent. 
Such  an  instrument  gives  to  the  holder  no  lien  upon  the 
funds  in  the  hands  of  the  drawee."  This  language  is  quoted 
with  approval  in  Limi  v.  BuTih  of  North  America,  49  Barb. 
229. 

In  Chapman  v.  TFhite,  2  8eld.  416,  the  question  was, 
whether  a  draft  payable  generally,  operated  aa  an  assignment, 
either  at  law  or  in  equity.  The  court  held  that  the  instru- 
ment was  an  ordinary  bill  of  exchange,  and  that  the  drawee 
owed  no  dul^  to  the  holder  until  it  was  presented  and  ac- 
cepted. 

Winter  v.  Drury,  1  Seld.  525,  was  a  suit  in  equity,  and 
after  announcing  the  same  doctrine  the  court  adds:  "  If  the 
holder,  by  the  receipt  of  the  bill  of  exchange  for  value,  ac- 
quired neither  at  law  nor  in  equity,  a  lien  upon  the  balance 
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due  to  Clark  (the  drawer)  and  then  remaining  with  the 
drawee,  the  drawer  had  the  right  to  dispose  of  it  at  his 
pleasare.  If  intermediate  the  time  of  procuring  the  bill  to 
be  disconnted,  and  its  presentation  to  Famess,  Brindlej  & 
Co.  (drawees)  the  drawer  himself  bad  obtained  the  two 
htmdred  and  fifty  dollars  from  his  correspondent,  the  plaint- 
iff could  not  bare  maintained  an  action  against  Clark  for 
the  sam  thus  received.  It  was  not  the  money  of  the  holder, 
but  of  the  drawer,     (H  Paige,  612.) 

Luff^  v.  Fope,  6  Hill,  416,  was  an  action  upon  an  ordinaiy 
bill  of  exchange  drawn  by  one  Bell  in  favor  of  plaintiff 
Pope.  The  court  said:  *  *  *  " There  is  no  color  for 
the  argument  that  the  instrament  on  which  tlie  plaintiff  soed 
was  not  a  bill  of  exchange.  A  bill  of  exchange  is  a  written 
order  or  request  by  one  person  to  another,  for  the  payment, 
absolutely  and  at  all  events,  of  a  specified  sum  of  money  to 
a  third  person.  >iow,  what  have  we  here?  Bell  requests 
Luff,  thirty  days  after  sight  to  pay  a  specified  sum  of  money 
to  Pope.  It  is  payable  absolutely,  and  without  reference 
to  any  particular  fund,  and  if  it  be  not  a  bill  of  exchange, 
the  wit  of  man  cannot  devise  one.  The  justice  thought  it 
was  not  a  bill,  but  only  'aaorder  or  instrameut  in  writing,' 
because  it  was  said  at  the  time,  and  the  proof  tended  to  es- 
tablish the  fact,  that  Luff  had  funds  in  his  hands  belonging 
to  Bell.  It  would  be  enough  to  say,  that  a  written  instra- 
ment which  is  perfectly  plain  and  esplicit  on  its  face,  cannot 
be  changed  into  something  else  by  anything  which  the  par- 
ties said  at  the  time  of  making  it,  nor  by  any  extrinsic  facts. 
It  must  speak  for  itself." 

In  Bopkim  v.  Beebe,  26  Pa.  St.  85,  it  was  held  that  the 
holder  of  a  bill  of  exchange  is  not  the  owner  of  money, 
goods  or  efTeots  remitted  by  the  drawer  to  the  drawee;  nor 
has  he  any  lieu  upon  the  funds,  whether  the  remittance  was 
made  before  or  after  the  date  of  the  bill;  that  effects  re- 
mitted to  meet  a  bill  drawn,  or  intended  to  be  drawn,  are 
the  property  of  the  party  remitting  them,  and  he  may  trans* 
fer  or  use  them  as  other  men  use  their  own,  at  any  time  af- 
ter they  are  shipped;  that  the  holder  of  a  bill  of  exchange 
drawn  against  sach  remittance  cannot  call  the  remittee  to 
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aoconnt  for  tbem,  or  follow  them  into  tbe  hands  of  a  party 
with  whom  he  has  no  privity,  and  who  has  paid  the  remitter 
a  valuable  consideration  for  them;  that  if  the  bill  be  un- 
paid, the  holder's  remedy  is  an  action  on  the  bill  itself. 

The  following  additional  authorities  sustain  those  from 
which  we  Lave  so  liberally  qaoted:  Harriaon  v.  Williamgon, 
3  Edwards.  Ch.  437;  Pope  v.  Lvff,  7  Hill,  577;  Dwleimtm 
V.  Phillipa.  1  Barb.  454;  EimbaU  v.  Dowdd,  20  Mo.  677; 
Drake  on  Attachments,  sec.  611. 

An  eqnitable  assignment  aecnres  to  the  assignee  the 
property  against  attachment  for  the  debt  of  the  assignor, 
althoagh  no  notice  be  given  prior  to  attachment.  It  is 
only  necessary  that  notice  be  given  in  time  to  enable  the 
person  holding  the  property  or  owning  the  debt,  to  bring 
the  fact  of  snoh  assigDment  to  the  attention  of  the  court  be- 
fore judgment  is  rendered  against  him  as  garnishee. 
(Drake  on  Attachments,  sec.  627.)  Between  the  parties,  the 
assignment  is  complete  the  moment  it  is  made,  although 
no  notice  be  given,  and  if,  after  the  assignment,  the  as- 
signor received  payment  of  the  debt,  he  will  bo  obliged  to 
pay  the  amount  to  the  assignee.  (Drake  on  Attachments, 
see.  606;  MiUer  et  ol  v.  HuUiard,  4  0ranch,  0.  C.  E.  45.1.) 
If,  then,  the  orders  set  out  in  the  complaint  operated  as  As- 
signments, it  follows  that  if  any  other  creditor  of  P.  &  Co. 
bad  garnished  the  defendant  immediately  after  the  orders 
were  delivered  to  plaintiffs,  and  before  notice  to  such  cred- 
itor or  to  defendant,  plaintiffs'  lien  would  have  taken  prece- 
dence, in  case  the  defendant  had  received  notice  before  its 
liability  had  become  fixed  as  garnishee;  and  if  these  orders 
were  assignments,  it  follows,  too,  that  in  all  cases,  a  bill  of 
exchange  drawn  upon  the  general  fund  or  general  credit  of 
the  drawer,  is  an  absolute  appropriation  of  his  fands  pro 
tanto;  that  thereafter  the  drawer  has  no  further  control  of 
each  fands;  and,  that  after  notice  merely,  if  the  drawer  pays 
out  such  funds  even  to  the  drawee  in  person,  he  does  so  at 
his  own  peril  and  risk.  If  these  orders  are  assigoments,  then 
every  bill  of  exchange  is  an  assignment,  and  the  statute  is 
practically  a  nullity.  (Compiled  Laws,  14.)  There  are  many 
authorities  which  hold  that,  an  order  drawn  on  a  particular 
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fund  in  tbe  hands  of  the  drawee,  the  fund  being  stated  in 
the  order,  is,  pro  tanto,  an  assignment  of  the  fnnd  to  the 
payee.  A  less  number,  of  the  highest  authority,  hold,  that 
before  the  order  can  bo  operate,  it  must  call  for  the  whole 
fnnd.  But  after  careful  research,  we  are  not  able  to  find  a 
single  decision  of  any  coart  of  last  resort,  which  hold  that  a 
negotiable  bill  of  exchange  for  less  than  the  whole  fund, 
operates  as  an  assignment;  and  the  fair  resalt  of  the  author- 
ities is,  that  a  bill  of  exchange  proper,  is  never,  per  se, 
an  assignment.  As  said  by  the  author  in  Pars,  on  Notes 
and  Bills,  quoted  above,  there  may  be  some  dicta  to  the 
contrary,  but  no  well-considered  case.  General  expres- 
sions may  be  used  in  text  books  that  indicate  a  different 
doctrine,  until  the  cases  cited  by  the  author  are  examined. 
For  instance,  in  Story's  Eq.  Jnr.,  sec.  1044,  after  speaking 
npon  this  subject,  in  actions  at  law,  the  writer  says:  "  Bnt 
in  cases  of  this  sort,  the  transaction  will  have  a  very  differ- 
ent operation  in  equity.  Thus,  for  instance,  if  A.,  having 
a  debt  due  to  him  from  B.,  should  order  it  to  be  paid  to  C, 
the  order  would  amount  in  equity  to  an  assignment  of  the 
debt,  and  would  be  enforced  in  equity,  although  the  debtor 
had  not  assented  thereto.  The  same  principle  %vonld  apply 
to  the  case  of  an  assignment  of  part  of  such  debt.  In  each 
case  a  trust  would  be  created  in  favor  of  the  equitable  as- 
signee on  the  fund  and  would  constitute  an  equitable  lien 
opon  it." 

In  referring  to  this  language  of  Jndge  Story,  the  court  in 
Harris  v.  Clark,  supra,  said:  "This  is  undoubtedly  true 
with  respect  to  drafts  on  a  special  fuiid,  which  are  not  bills 
of  exchange;  and  it  will  be  found  on  a  careful  reading  of 
the  section  referred  to,  and  of  the  cases  quoted  in  the  notes, 
that  the  commentator  is  speaking  of  orders  to  pay  over  par- 
ticular debts  and  drafts  on  particular  funds  and  not  of  bills 
of  exchange  proper," 

We  are  referred  to  HuUy.  The  City  of  Buffalo,  1  Keyes, 
193;  Conway  v.  Cidling,  61  N.  H.  409;  Rialey  v.  Smith,  39 
N.  T.  (S.  C.  R.)  137,  and  Lewiaelal.  v.  Serry,  64  Barb.  593, 
to  sustain  the  doctrine  that  a  court  may  receive  and  the 
jury  consider  testimony  outside  of  the  order  itself  to  prove 
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that  a  bill  of  exobaiige  was,  in  fact,  drawn  upon  a  particolar 
f  nnd  inatead  of  ascertainiug  the  cbaraotor  of  the  instrament 
from  the  bill  itself.  Of  the  four  caaes  cited,  Hall  t.  Oily  of 
Buffalo  and  Conway  v.  Cutting  were  actions  upon  orders 
drawn  apon  a  particular  fund  specified  in  the  orderEi,  Such 
was  not  the  fact  in  Lewia  t.  Berry,  although  there  were 
facta  connected  with  that  case  which  do  not  appear  in  this. 
However,  we  prefer  to  adopt  the  principle  announced  in 
the  many  cases  above  cited,  which  hold  that  the  order  must  . 
speak  for  itself.  Courts  have  no  right,  in  effect,  to  inter- 
polate words  which  were  not  inserted  by  the  parties,  and 
thus,  practicallj  change  the  character  and  value  of  the  in- 
strument. To  so  hold  would  be  offering  a  premium  to  per- 
jury, and  the  result  would  be  uncertainty  and  disaster.  The 
court  erred  in  instmctiog  the  jury  that  the  orders  set  out  in 
the  complaint  operated  as  an  assignment,  and  that,  there- 
fore, if  defendant  had  notice  of  such  orders  it  was  liable  to 
the  extont  of  the  amount  therein  specified,  and  which  was 
due  to  P.  &  Co.  BisUy  t.  Smith  is  not  ia  point.  The  ques- 
tion in  that  case  was  as  to  the  consideration,  which  was 
held  insufficient.  The  court  also  erred  in  giving  the  tentU 
instruction.  Defendant's  promise  to  pay  the  laborers  was 
not  an  agreement  to  pay  the  debt  of  another.  It  was  a 
promise  to  pay  its  own  debt  in  a  particular  manner,  and  the 
laborers  for  whose  benefit  it  was  made  could  have  main- 
tained an  action  against  defendant  for  their  pay.  {Alcalde 
V.  Morales,  3  Nev.  137;  Barker  v.  Bucklin,  2  Denio,  45;  Sea- 
man T.  Hasbrouck,  35  Barb.  151;  Bishop  d  Carpenter  v.  iSfew- 
art,  recently  decided  by  this  court.)  The  court  also  erred 
in  giving  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  instructions.  The 
order  given  by  F,  &  Co.  to  defendant  to  pay  the  men  was 
an  assignment  pro  tanto  in  their  favor.  It  was  drawn  upon 
a  particular  fond  specified  therein,  and  was  an  appropria- 
tion of  such  fund  to  the  extent  stated.  It  was  also  agreed 
to  by  the  parties  affected  thereby.  No  written  acceptance 
of  such  an  order  was  necessary.  After  its  verbal  acceptance 
by  defendant's  superintendent  F.  &  Go.  had  no  further  con- 
trol over  that  amount  of  the  fund.  Nor  was  that  order  re- 
voted  by  the  ten-thou&aud-dollar  order  set  oat  in  the  com- 
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plaiDt.  The  order  to  pay  the  men  vaa  irrevocable  by  P.  & 
Co.  without  the  conseot  of  all  the  workmen  for  whose  bene- 
fit it  was  made,  aod  without  the  consent  of  defeudant,  until 
all  the  men  had  consented  to  its  revocation,  for  nntil  then 
defeodaDt  was  liable  for  their  pay.  After  the  arrangement 
to  pay  the  men  had  been  agreed  to  by  all  the  parties,  so  far 
08  defeodant  was  oonoemed,  it  was  a  power  coupled  with 
an  interest,  and  not  revocable  in  its  nature.  (THpp  y. 
BrotoneU  el  al.,  12  Cush.  379;  Osborne  v.  Jordan,  3  Gray, 
278;  Drake  on  Attachmeut,  sees.  517,  528,  694.) 

The  second  and  third  instructions  offered  by  defendant 
should  have  been  given.  We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to 
pass  upon  any  other  assignments  of  error  contained  in  the 
record. 

The  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  reversed  and 
the  cause  remanded.

Stofpagb  IK  Tbahsitu — Eight  ot. — To  enable  the  vendor  of  personal  prop. 
arty  to  exerci«e  the  right  of  stoppage  in  tran^v,  the  goods  acdd  mnst  b« 
unpaid  for,  the  vendee  must  be  inaolvent,  and  the  goods  must  be  in 
transit. 

Idem — Matebul  Testimony. — Any  testimony  which  tenda  to  show  the 
ownership  and  right  of  possessiDn  of  the  goods  in  plaintiff,  is  admissible 
in  evidence. 

Jdxh — Iksolvenc;  ot  Ybndee. — Any  well-founded  informstion  of  an  em- 
barassment  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  vendee  to  meet  the  demands  of 
bia  cT«dit«Ta,  ia  sufficient  insolvency  to  justify  the  vendor  in  stopping 
the  goods  sold. 

Idem— In  Tkaksit. — Qoods  are  in  transit  so  long  as  tfaey  are  on  the  passige, 
and  until  tfaey  come  into  the  actual  o 
vendee,  or  of  some  person  acting  for  bim. 
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Appeal  from  ttie  District  Coart  of  the  Eightb  Jadicial 
Diatriat,  Esmeralda  Coan^. 

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion.

I.  The  right  of  stoppage  in  transitu  is  an  equitable  prir- 
ilege  not  provided  for  by  our  statntes.  (HiUiard  on  Sales, 
24S,  sec.  3.)  It  only  accrues  under  extraordinary  circnm- 
stances.  (Parsons  on  Cont.  [6  ed.]  395  et  eeq.;  Hilliord  on 
Sales  [3  ed.],  279  ei  eeq.)  The  complaint  in  this  case  fails 
to  show  the  existence  of  sach  circumstances.  The  aatliori- 
ties  are  clear  and  uniform  as  to  what  state  of  circumsiauces 
mnst  exist  to  give  n  vendor  the  right  of  stoppage  in  transitu. 
(Parsons  on  Cont.  695  et  seq.;  Hilliard  on  Sul*s,  291,  sec. 
297  ei  aeg.)  The  right  is  lost  after  the  goods  pass  into  the 
constructive  possession  of  the  vendee.  (Parsons  on  Cont. 
601  etseg.;  Hilliard  on  Sales,  286.)  To  commence  an  action  of 
thia  nature  before  demand  that  the  purchase-price  be  paid 
or  information  given  to  defendant  of  the  grounds  upon 
which  plaintiff  based  his  right,  is  clearly  error.  (Parsons 
on  Coot.  596  and  notes.)  The  right  is  only  a  lien  upon  the 
goods,  and  should  they  be  sold  at  a  price  greater  than  the 
purchase-money,  then  the  vendee  is  entitled  to  the  remain- 
der.    (Parsons  on  Cont.  59t);  HUliard  on  Sales,  284.) 

B^ia  dc  King  and  M.  A.  Murphy,  for  Kespondents. 

I.  Flinn's  refusal  to  pay  the  freight  upon  the  delivery  of 
the  goods  was  a  refusal  to  receive  the  goods.  (JVight  v. 
Gardner;  66  111.  94;  iecacAewa:  v.  Culie^;  G  Cul.  514.) 

II,  The  right  of  stoppage  in  transitu  in  this  case  was  per- 
fect. Pluiutiffii  were  the  vendors  of  the  goods;  the  goods 
were  in  transit,  unpaid  for;  vendee  insolvent,  aud  refused 
to  receivo  the  goods;  goods  in  the  bauds  of  a  representative 
of  the  freighter,  or  carrier,  and  no  delivery,  either  actual  or 
conatrnctive,  ever  made  to  vendee.  {Blackman  v.  Pierce, 
23  Cal.  509;  Jones  v.  Earl,  37  Id.  630;  Backer  v.  Dono- 
van, 13  Kan.  251;  Mtdler  v.  Pondir,  55  N.  T.  325;  CaUa- 
han  V.  Bubcock,  21  Ohio  St.  281;  Patliaon  v.  CuUtm,  33  Ind. 
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240.)  Defendant  doea  not  sbow  payment  of  freight  by  him, 
nor  connect  Limaelf  with  Fraset  in  his  payment.  {Sucker 
V.  Donovan,  13  Kan.  251.) 

By  the  Conrt,  Leonard,  J. ; 

It  is  alleged  in  the  complaint  heroin  that  on  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  May,  1877,  plaintiffs  were  the  owners  and  en- 
titled to  the  possession  of  certain  personal  property 
described;  that  on  or  about  May  12,  in  Esmeralda  county, 
defendant  wrongfolly  and  unlawfally  took  said  property 
from  the  possession  of  plaintifTs,  and  still  unlawfully  with- 
holds the  same;  that  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  and 
before  the  commencement  of  this  action,  plaintiffs  demanded 
possession  thereof,  which  was  refused,  and  that  said  prop- 
erty was  of  the  value  of  five  hundred  and  forty-foor  dollars 
and  fifty  one  cents. 

Defendant  denied  plaintiffs'  alleged  ownership  and  right  ol 
possession,  and  averred  that  one  Minn  was  the  owner  and 
entitled  to  the  possession.  Defendant  alleged  that  be  was 
sheriff  of  said  county,  and  as  such  officer  attached  said  prop- 
erty on  the  seventeenth  day  of  May,  1877,  under  and  by- 
virtue  of  a  wdt  of  attachment  duly  issued  ont  of  the  jus- 
tice's conrt  in  and  for  township  No.  4,  in  said  county,  as 
the  property  of  said  Flinn,  in  an  action  entitled  Jraver  v, 
Minn;  that  he  attached  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of 
Flinn  in  such  property,  and  took  possession  thereof  from 
the  agent  of  one  Ollingbouse,  subject  to  a  lien  for  freight, 
which  lien  ho  had  diacLarged  by  paying  the  amount  due. 
He  denied  plaintiffs'  demand,  and  alleged  that  the  valno  of 
the  property  did  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Plaintiffs  recovered  judgment  for  a  return  of  the  prop- 
erty, or  its  value,  three  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars. 
This  appeal  is  token  from  an  o^der  denying  defendant's 
motion  for  a  new  trial  and  from  the  judgment. 

The  cause  was  tried  by  the  court  without  a  jury,  and  the 
findings  of  fact  were  in  substance  as  follows:  1.  That  on 
the  thirteenth  of  April,  1877,  More,  Eeyuolds  &  Co.  of  San 
Francisco,  plaintiffs  herein,  sold  to  one  John  Flinn  of  Can- 
deloria,     Esmeralda    county,     Nevada,    a    bill    of    goods 
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amontitiQg  to  three  hnndred  and  seventy-three  dollars;  3. 
That  Bald  goods  ^ere  Bbipped  from  San  Francisco  by  plaint- 
iffs on  the  thirteenth  day  of  April,  1876,  consigned  to  John 
Flinn,  Candelaria,  iN'eTada;  3.  That  the  goods  arrived  in 
Candekria,  on  the  sixth  day  of  May,  1877;  4.  That  said 
Flinn  refused  to  receive  the  goods;  -whereupon  the  team- 
ster placed  them  in  the  hands  and  keeping  of  one  Fierce  of 
Candelaria  for  his  freight  money;  5.  That  immediately  upon 
receiving  the  goods,  Pierce  notified  plaintiffs  ot  San  Fran- 
cisco that  the  good  were  in  his  possession,  and  that  he 
vonld  hold  them  snbject  to  their  orders;  6.  That  on  the 
tenth  dayof  May,  1877,  defendant,  as  sheriff  of  said  connty, 
attached  them  as  the  property  of  said  Flinn  when  they  were 
in  the  hands  of  Pierce,  in  the  soit  of  Trover  v.  Flinn, 
before-mentioned;  7.  That  on  or  aboat  May  13,  de- 
fendant, as  such  sheriff,  was  notified  by  Pieioe  that  the 
property  in  question  then  under  attachment  belonged  to 
plaintiffs;  8.  That  Flinn  has  not  paid  plaintiffs  for  any  part 
ot  said  goods;  9.  That  Flinn  never  received  any  portion  of 
the  goods  or  paid  the  freight  thereon;  10,  That  Flinn  did 
not  have  an  attachable  interest  iu  the  goods  becanse  he  had 
notpaidfor  them,  and  had  refused  to  receive  them;  11.  That 
plaintiffs  had  not  lost  the  right  of  stoppage  in  transitu. 

Aa  conclusions  of  law  from  the  foregoing  facts,  the  coart 
found  that  the  plaintiffs  were  entitled  to  recover  from  de- 
fendant the  property  described  in  the  complaint,  and  in 
case  a  delivery  could  not  be  had,  then  plaintiffs  should  have 
judgment  for  three  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars,  with 
legal  interest  from  May  10,  1877,  and  coats  of  suit. 

Plaintiffs  recovered,  and  was  entitled  to  recover,  if  at  all, 
upon  the  ground  that  he  had  the  right  of  stoppage  in 
traiieiln,  and  that  he  exercised  snch  right  while  the  goods 
were  in  transit.  "To  enable  the  Tendor  to  exercise  this 
right  the  goods  sold  must  be  unpaid  for,  the  vendee  must 
be  insolvent,  and  the  goods  must  be  in  transit."  (Story 
on  the  Law  of  Sales,  p.  366.) 

"The  right  of  stoppage  {n  transitu  is  paramount  to  any 
Ken  against  the  vendee.  Thus  it  may  be  exercised  to  de- 
feat any  attachment  or  execution  served  upon  the  goods  by 
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a  creditor  of  the  vendee.  An  attachment  operates  only 
upon  the  interest  of  the  debtor,  but  it  does  not  defeat  the 
paramoant  right  of  a  stranger.  If  it  did,  the  right  of  stop- 
page in  transitu  -woald  be  of  little  practical  value,  because 
an  attachment  of  tia  property  is  often  the  first  notice  of  the 
vendee's  insolvencj.  The  vendor's  power  of  intercepting 
the  goods  is  the  elder  and  preferable  lien,  and  not  super- 
seded by  tlie  attachment,  any  more  than  it  would  have  been 
by  the  general  right  of  a  common  carrier  to  retain  all  his 
customer's  goods  for  his  general  balance."  (Hilliard  on 
Bales,  289;  Chitty  on  Carriers,  168;  Haija  d  Black  v. 
Moiiille  d  Co.,  11  Pa.  St.  48.)  That  the  goods  in  question 
were  sold  and  shipped  by  plaintiffs  to  Flinn,  and  that  they 
were  not  paid  for  as  found  by  the  court,  are  facts  nndenied. 

It  was  not  found  ia  terms  by  the  court,  that  Flinn  was  in- 
solvent, nor  was  the  court  asked  to  find  upon  this  question. 
Insolvency  is  a  prerequisite  of  the  right  of  stoppage  tit 
transitu,  and  the  conrt  could  not  have  found  for  plaintifis 
without  first  finding  as  a  fact  from  the  testimony,  that  Flinn 
was  insolvent  at  the  time.  Some  anthorities  hold  that  the 
requisite  insolvency  must  occur  between  the  time  of  sale 
and  the  exercise  of  the  right,  but  others  hold,  and  we  think 
correctly,  that  it  is  sufficient  if  it  becomes  known  to  tlie 
vendor  after  the  sale.  (Buckley  y .  Fumiss,  15  Wend.  137; 
Betjnolds  v.  B.  and  M.  B.  B.,  43  N.  H.  580;  Benedict  v. 
Schaellk,  12  Ohio  St.  615.) 

Xn  Tabbs  v.  GUrarddll,  45  Cal.  231,.  it  is  decided  that  al- 
though actual  findings  appear  in  the  record,  which  are  in- 
sufficient of  themselves  to  support  the  judgment,  yet  other 
findings  will  be  implied  in  favor  of  the  party  who  recovers 
judgment,  embracing  every  fact  in  issue  not  expressly  found 
in  favor  of  the  party  against  whom  judgment  was  rendered, 
or  irreconcilable  with  the  express  findings. 

In  the  City  of  Oakland  v.  Whipple,  39  C(jl.  116,  the  court 
say.  "But  in  the  absence  of  our  express  finding  *  *  * 
we  must  presume  the  implied  findings  to  have  been  sach  as 
were  necessary  to  sustain  the  judgment."  (Warren  t.  QuUl, 
9  Nev.  264;  Lovd  v.  Frosi,  44  Cal.  471;  Smith  v.  Cushing^ 
41  Id.  98.)         ' 
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We  mast  presume,  then,  that  the  coart  foand  the  fact  of 
Flion's  iosolveacy,  althongh  it  is  not  expressly  stated  in  the 
findings;  also  the  fact  that  Le  became  insolvent  Bubaequent 
to  the  parchase  of  the  goods,  or  that  plaintiffs  learned  of 
his  insolvency  between  the  data  of  the  pnrchase  and  of  the 
stoppage.  In  other  words,  the  case  stands  as  though  the 
court  had  specially  found  the  facts  jnst  stated;  and  if  there 
was  no  sabatantii^  conflict  of  evidence  in  relation  to  those 
issues,  a  motion  for  n  new  trial  having  been  made  upon  a 
statement  containing  all  the  evidence,  on  the  gronnd,  in 
part,  that  there  was  no  proof  of  iosolvency,  it  is  our  duty 
to  review  the  evidence  applicable  to  those  issues,  as  we 
would  have  done  if  the  coart  had  specially  found  them 
against  defendant.     {Stfinback  v.  Krone,  36  Cal.  306.) 

In  the  first  place,  defendant  in  his  answer  sets  up  the  fact 
that  on  the  seventh  day  of  May,  1877,  an  action  upon  a  con- 
tract made  by  Flinn  was  brought  in  the  justice's  court,  and 
that  the  goods  in  qaestioa  were  attached  in  that  suit  by  de- 
fendant. These  allegations  imply  that  Fliou  failed  to  pay 
hia  debt  according  to  contract,  from  inability  or  from  some 
other  cause.  The  testimony  of  Fierce  shows  that  one  Oling- 
honse,  a  teamster,  brought  the  goods  to  Candelaria;  that 
the  latter  went  into  Pierce's  place  of  business  and  inquired 
for  Flinn;  that  he  went  in  the  direction  of  Flinn's  place, 
but  soon  returned,  and  said  he  wished  to  store  the  goods 
marked  and  shipped  to  John  Flinn,  as  Flinn  had  refused 
to  pay  the  freight;  that  Olinghouse  wished  Pierce  to  hold 
them  for  freight.  Pierce  took  the  goods  to  hold  for  the 
teamster  until  the  freight-money  should  be  paid.  Oling- 
house indorsed  upon  the  shipping  receipts;  "  Pay  Pierce  & 
Vernon  the  within  charges."  Traver,  plaintiff  in  the  at- 
tachment suit  in  justice's  court,  testified  that  he  knew  Fliun 
expected  goods  to  aiTive  from  San  Francisco  by  Olinghouse's 
teams;  that  be  learned  they  were  stored  with  Pierce  &  Ver- 
non for  freight;  that  on  the  same  day  he  called  on  Fierce 
and  asked  him  if  he  had  any  goods  marked  and  belonging 
to  Flinn;  that  Fierce  said  he  had,  and  that  he  was  holding 
them  for  freight,  bat  had  no  other  claim  on  them.  Traver 
then  told  Pierce  that  Flinn  was  owing  him,  and  asked  if  he 
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(Pierce)  woald  give  up  the  goods  to  Traver  npoa  receiving 
tlie  freiglit-moDey.  Fierce  did  Dot  wish  to  do  ho,  and  Tra- 
yer  told  him  that  he  should  attach  the  goods. 

The  deposition  of  Samuel  L.  More,  one  ol  the  plaintifis, 
vas  admitted  in  evideQce.  It  was  taken  under  an  agree- 
ment "  that  said  depoaition  maj  be  used  on  the  trial  of  said 
action,  subject  to  the  same  objections  as  if  the  said  witness 
were  there  personally  present  and  testifjing  therein."  The 
eighth  question  was  this:  "  Did  jou  learn  of  the  insolvency 
of  said  Flinn?  If  so,  what  did  you  do?"  Witness  an- 
swered: "We  learned  on  or  about  the  twelfth  day  of  May, 
1877,  through  Messrs.  Pierce  &  Vernon,  of  Candelaria,  of 
the  failure  of  said  Fliun,  and  they.  Pierce  &  Vernon,  at  the 
same  time  notified  us  that  they  had  received  the  goods 
shipped  by  us  to  Flinn,  and  had  stored  them  for  us,  subject 
to  our  order." 

The  answer  was  objected  to  on  the  grounds  that  it  was 
not  responstTe  to  the  interrogatories;  that  it  was  immaterial; 
that  it  was  hearsay;  that  there  was  no  allegation  in  the  com- 
plaint which  could  be  proven  by  such  testimony. 

The  first  portion  of  the  answer  was  directly  responsive  to 
the  question.  It  was  material.  It  was  not  hearsay.  It 
tended  to  support  the  allegations  of  ownership  and  right  of 
possession  in  plaintifis;  that  is,  their  right  to  stop  the  goods 
while  in  transit,  and  was  admissible  under  the  pleadings. 
The  complaint  was  sufficient  {Schofidd  v.  WhUdegge,  vol.  13 
Abb.  Pr.  R.,  N.  8.  320;  Pattison  v.  Adams,  7  Hill,  126;  Band 
V.  MUckell,  3  Barb.  304;  VaTuierburgh  y.  Van  VaUcenburg, 
8  Barb.  217),  and  any  testimony  tending  to  prove  tiie  prin- 
cipal issues,  ownership  and  right  of  possession,  was  properly 
admitted.  {Q^-ay  v.  Nations,  1  Ark.  567.)  The  first  part  of- 
the  answer  objected  to  tended  at  least  to  prove  a  special 
property  in  plaintiffs  in  the  goods,  and  that,  with  the  light 
of  possession,  is  sufficient  to  maintain  this  action. 

Defendant's  objection  was  to  Uie  entire  answer.  If  the 
last  portion  was  not  responsive,  or  was  open  to  any  of  the 
objections  stated,  defendant  should  have  objected  to  that 
part,  or  moved  to  strike  out  such  portion.  The  objection 
to  the  entire  answer  was  not  well  taken. 
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The  last  part  of  the  answer  woald  have  been  entirely 
proper  in  reply  to  the  ninth  interrogatory,  and  the  objections 
nnder  the  eighth  are  purely  technical.  The  other  objec- 
tioDS  to  the  deposition  were  groundlesa,  and  it  was  properly 
admitted. 

In  answer  to  the  ninth  interrogatory  the  witness  stated: 
"Immediately  upon  learning  of  the  failure  of  Fltnn,  and 
that  the  goods  bad  not  been  dellrered  to  him,  we  instructed 
Fierce  &  Vernon  to  draw  on  ns  for  the  amount  of  the 
freight,  and  to  dispose  of  the  goods  for  ns,  and  if  unable  to 
dispose  of  them  as  directed,  then  to  hold  them  subject  to 
oar  order." 

We  think  the  proof  was  sufficient  to  aostain  the  implied 
finding  that  Flinn  was  insolvent,  and  that  he  either  became 
so  sabseguent  to  the  sale  of  the  goods,  or  that  plaintiffs  did 
not  learn  the  fact  until  after  the  goods  were  attached. 

"Any  well-founded  or  probable  information  of  such  an 
embarrassment  on  the  part  of  the  other  party  as  to  prevent 
him  from  honoring  his  drafts,  or  meeting  the  demands  of 
his  creditors,  is  sufficient  insolvency  to  justify  the  vendor  la 
stopping  the  goods  sold.  But  if,  through  excess  of  caution,  or 
from  misinformation,  he  make  a  mistake  and  stop  the  goods 
when  the  buyer  is  not  insolvent,  the  buyer  would  be  enti- 
tled to  claim  the  goods  and  an  indemnification  for  all  the 
expenses  growing  ont  of  the  stoppage."  (Story  on  the 
Laws  of  Sales,  p.  369;  0'B}-ien  v.  Norria,  16  Md.  122; 
Secomb,  Voorhiea  <&  Co.  v.  Null,  14  B,  Mon.  324;  Smith's 
Mercantile  Law,  678;  Lee  v.  Kilbwn,  3  Gray,  695;  Herrick 
J.  Borsi,  4  Hill,  652;  Bayly  v.  Seko/ield,  1  M.  and  3.  350; 
Shone  v.  Lucas,  3  Dowl.  and  Bjland,  223;  Chandler  v.  lul- 
ton,  10  Tex.  2.) 

We  are  now  brought  to  the  inquiry  whether  the  goods 
were  or  were  not  in  transit,  at  the  time  plaintiffs  claimed 
them  adversely  to  Flinn. 

It  is  settled  by  all  the  authorities  that  if  goods  have  not 
been  paid  for,  and  the  vendee  becomes  iosolvent,  the  riglit 
of  stoppage  esistfl  so  long  as  they  are  on  their  passage,  and 
tmtil  they  come  into  the  actual  or  constructive  possession 
of  the  vendee,  or  of  some  person   acting  for  him.     The 
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goods  iu  question  were  directed,  and  were  to  be  delivered 
to  Joliu  FHdd  at  Gandelaria.  They  arrived  at  the  place 
named,  bat  never  reached  tbe  hands  of  the  consignee.  The 
teamster  had  the  right  to  hold  them  until  he  received  the 
freight  money.  He  refused  to  deliver  them  until  bis  bills 
were  paid,  and  bo  long  as  they  were  in  his  bands,  it  cannot 
be  said  they  were  either  actually  or  constructively  in  the 
possession  of  Flinn.  Until  the  freight  money  was  paid, 
Oliughouse  had  the  entire  possession  and  control  of  tbe 
goods,  and  after  they  were  put  into  the  bands  of  Fierce  & 
Vernon,  they  succeeded  to  his  rights  aa  his  agents,  and  not 
the  agents  of  Flinn.  Pierce  &  Vernon's  store  was  a  mere 
substitution  for  the  teamster's  wagon,  and  the  goods  were 
not  any  more  in  Flinn's  possession,  actual  or  constructive, 
after  removal,  than  they  were  before.  (Story  on  the  Law  of 
Sales,  p.  382;  Mott7-am  v.  Seyer,  5  Denio,  629.)  If  Flinn 
had  paid  the  freight  money  due,  before  plaintiffs  gave  notice 
to  Pierce  &  Vernon,  and  either  taken  the  goods  into  his 
own  possession  or  empowered  them  to  hold  the  property  aa 
bis  agents,  the  transit  would  have  been  ended,  and  plaint- 
iffs would  have  lost  their  right.  But  there  was  no  privity  of 
contract  between  defendants  and  Flinn,  or  Traver  and 
Flinn,  and  payment  by  defendant  or  Traver,  after  attach- 
ment, gave  Fliun  neither  possession  nor  right  of  possession, 
nor  did  it  affect  plaintiffs'  prior  and  supeiior  right  to  stop 
the  goods  at  any  time  before  they  came  into  Flinn's  posses- 
sion.  Defendant  paid  the  freight  bills  as  the  agent  of 
Traver,  tbe  only  effect  of  which  was  to  discbarge  the  team- 
ster's lien,  and  by  such  payment  and  the  attachment,  de- 
fendants became  possessed  of  the  goods,  but  Flinn  did  not 
Worley,  deputy  sheriff,  who  attached  the  property,  testified 
that  it  was  never  in  Flinn's  possession;  that  Fliun  never 
exorcised  any  control  or  acts  of  ownership  over  it.  Be- 
sides, the  freight  bills  were  not  paid  until  after  plainti£& 
bad  instructed  Pierce  &  Vernon  to  hold  the  goods  for  them. 
So  the  transit  was  no  nearer  ended  even  on  the  twenty- 
third  or  twenty-fifth  of  May,  when  the  defendant  removed 
the  property  from  Pierce  &  Vernon's  store,  and  after  plaint- 
iffs had  notified  them  of  their  claim,  and  directed  them  to

retaiD  it  for  plaintiffs,  than  it  was  vhea  the  goods  were  in  the 
teamster's  wagon.  In  Kilchen  v.  Spear,  30  Vermont,  545,  the 
facts  were  that  A.,  residing  in  Vermont,  purchased  goods  of 
B.  in  New  Tort,  to  be  forwarded  bj  railroad  to  R.,  where 
A.  resided.  Immediately  on  the  arrival  at  K.,  and  before 
thej  were  placed  in  the  warehouse  of  the  railroad  company, 
A.  having  in  the  meantime  become  insolvent,  C,  a  creditor 
of  A.,  caused  the  goods  to  be  attached,  and  to  be  taken  di- 
rectly from  the  cars  and  removed  away  from  the  railroad. 
The  officer  paid  the  freight  upon  the  goods  and  retained 
possession  of  them  under  the  attachment,  until  B.  de- 
manded them  of  him.  It  was  held  that  B.'s  right  of  stop- 
page tit  irarmtu  had  not  ceased  at  the  time  of  the  attach- 
ment, or  of  the  demand,  and  that  he  was  entitled  to  the 
goods.  {Billiard  on  Sales,  p.  301.)  In  Story  on  the  Law 
of  Sales,  p.  389,  the  author  says:  "A  delivery  by  a  carrier 
is  not  complete  until  he  actually  and  entirely  parts  with  the 
possession ;  and  this  he  is  not  bound  to  do  until  the  freight 
due  to  him  is  tendered  or  paid;  although  if  he  waive  such 
right  by  delivery,  without  payment,  he  thereby  destroys  the 
right  of  stoppage."  Our  opinion  is,  that  at  the  time  plaint- 
iffs exercised  the  right  of  stoppage  in  transitu  of  the  goods 
in  question,  the  tTansiiue  was  not  at  an  end. 

It  is  true  that  Flinti  had  the  right,  within  a  reasonable 
time  after  the  stoppage,  to  pay  the  amount  due  plaintiffs 
and  take  the  goods,  but  as  between  plaintiffs  and  defendant, 
the  former  were  entitled  to  a  judgment  for  a  return  of  the 
entire  property  or  its  value.  The  court  should  have  found 
the  fact  of  Flinn's  insolvency,  but  as  we  have  seen,  such 
finding  is  implied  in  snpport  of  the  judgment.  The  tenth 
and  eleventh  findings  of  fact  are  properly  conclusions  of 
law — but  no  objection  or  exception  having  been  taken  to 
them  iu  the  court  below,  and  no  application  having  been 
made  to  correct  or  amend  them,  the  point  cannot  be  raised 
for  the  first  time  in  this  court.  (State  v.  Manhattan  S.  M. 
Co.,  4  Not.  318.) 

The  order  and  judgment  appealed  from  are  affirmed.

ANTS  IS  IN  Another  Codntt.— Tho  court  refused  to  give  the  following 
instmction  asked  by  defendant  Laarie:  "The  jury  is  instructed  that  if 
they  believe  that  an  attempt  was  made  to  rob,  as  alleged  in  tha  indict- 
ment, and  that  at  the  time  snch  attempt  was  made,  the  defcndaot,  Lan- 
rie,  was  in  Eureka  county,  Nevada,  then  they  cannot  convict  him :  Held, 
in  the  absence  of  any  evidence  showing  the  facta,  not  to  be  error. 

IsxM— Principal  ok  Accegsobt  Bbpobb  thb  Fact. — Admitting  the  facta  to 
be,  as  claimed  by  Laurie,  that  a  plan  was  arranged  between  Laarie  and 
others  to  rob  the  treasure  of  Wells,  Ftrgo  &  Co.,  on  the  road  between 
Bureka  and  some  point  in  Xye  county;  that  I^urie  was  to  aacertain 
when  the  tressure  left  Eureka,  and  signal  his  confederates  by  building  a 
fire  on  the  top  of  a  mountain  in  Eureka  county,  which  could  be  Men  by 
tiiem  in  Nye  coimty,  thirty  or  forty  miles  distant;  that  the  sign&ls  were 
given  by  him  and  hie  confederates  attacked  tha  stage  and  attempted  to 
rob  the  treasure:  Ildd,  that  Laurie  wonld  be  not  only  an  accessor;  be- 
fore the  fact,  but  a  principal,  at  least  in  the  second  degree. 

Isbh. — Where  several  confederates  act  in  puraoance  of  a  common  plan,  in 
the  commission  of  an  offense,  all  are  held  to  be  present  where  the  ofienM 
is  committed,  and  all  are  principals.

By  the  Court,  Beatit  J. : 

The  defendants  were  convicted  of  an  assault  'with  intent 
to  commit  robbery,  and  have  appealed  from  the  judgment. 
A  reversal  is  claimed  upon  several  grounds,  one  of  which 
appears  to  be  well  assigned. 

The  court  refused  the  following  instruction,  which  was  | 
Tflquestdd  by  the  defendants:  "The  jury  is  iustmcted  that  | 
unless  they  are  sutiafied  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  the  |  l 
defendants  are  guilty;  that  is  to  say,  if  you  entertain  a  rea- 1  ' 
sonable  iloubt  upon  any  material  point  in  the  testimony  es- 1 
sential  toaconvictioD,  you  must  give  the  defendants  the  ben- 1 
efit  of  the  doubt  and  acquit  them." 

Some  fault  may  possibly  be  found  with  the  phraseology 
of  this  instruction,  but  it  seems  to  us  a  sofficteutly  clear 
statement  of  the  law  universally  applicable  upon  the  trial 
of  criminal  charges.  There  is  but  one  reason  that  could 
have  justified  its  refusal,  and  that  is  that  the  court  had  al- 
ready instmoted  the  jury,  of  its  own  motion,  to  the  same 
effect. 

It  is,  however,  a  peculiarity  of  onr  criminal  practice  act, 
to  which  attention  has  been  frequently  called,  that  instruc- 
tions requested  of  the  court,  and  given  or  refused,  are  a 
part  of  the  record,  while  a  charge  given  of  its  own  motion 
con  only  be  made  so  by  being  included  iu  a  bill  of  excep- 
tions. There  is  no  bill  of  exceptions  iu  this  case  showing 
what  the  charge  of  the  conrt  was,  and  nothing,  conse- 
qneutly,  to  cure  the  error  appearing  in  the  record.  It  fol- 
lows that  the  judgment  must  be  reversed,  a  result  that  might 
perhaps  have  been  avoided  if  the  reason  for  refusing  the  in- 
struction had  been  noted  thereon.     (9  Nev.  118;  11  Id.  426.) 

There  are  some  other  questions  presented  upon  this  ap- 
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peal  which  may  arise  again  in  tli©  farther  progress  of  tlie 
case,  and  ought,  therefore,  to  be  determined  before  it  is  re- 
manded. 

It  appears  that  on  the  seventeenth  of  November,  A.  D. 
1877,  the  defendants  moved  to  set  aside  the  indictment,  on 
the  ground  that  the  names  of  certain  witnesses  whose  depo- 
sitions were  read  before  the  grand  jury,  were  not  indorsed 
thereon. 

Section  229  of  the  criminal  practice  act  (0.  L.  1,853) 
reads  as  follows:  "When  an  indictment  is  found,  the  names 
of  the  witnesses  examined  before  the  grand  jury  shall  be 
inserted  at  the  foot  of  the  indictment  or  indorsed  thereon, 
before  it  is  presented  to  the  court." 

It  is  contended  that  this  provision  does  not  embrace  the 
witnesses  whose  depositions  have  been  taken  by  the  com- 
mitting magistrate  and  returned  to  the  district  conrt.  Per- 
haps, if  read  by  itself,  it  would  not  be  held  to  embrace  snch 
witnesses,  but  section  275  (C.  L.  1,899)  provides  explicitly 
that  tlie  indictment  shall  be  set  aside  on  the  defendant's  mo- 
tion when  (among  other  grounds)  "the  names  of  the  wit- 
nesses examined  before  the  grand  jury,  or  whose  deposi- 
tions may  have  been  read  before  them  are  not  inserted  at 
the  foot  of  the  indictment,  or  indorsed  thereon."  This  is 
conclusive  of  one  branch  of  the  question. 

Bnt  it  is  also  provided  in  eS'ect  (sections  274-9)  that  the 
motion  to  set  aside  the  indictment  must  be  made  before  de- 
murrer or  plea,  or  it  will  be  deemed  to  have  been  waived. 
The  bill  of  exceptions  in  this  case  does  not  show  that  tbe 
motion  was  made  before  plea,  and  the  clerk  has  failed  to 
copy  into  the  record  the  minutes  of  the  plea,  so  that  it  does 
not  appear  whether  it  was  entered  before  or  after  the  seven- 
teenth of  November,  the  date  of  the  motion.  But  as  the 
defendants  would  be  entitled  to  have  this  omission  of  their 
plea  corrected  on  a  suggestion  of  diminution  of  the  record, 
and  as  such  correction  would  probably  show  that  their  mo- 
tion was  made  in  time,  we  shall  assume  that  it  was  so  made 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  the  court  erred  in 
overruling  it. 

The  motion  was  supported  by  the  affidavit  of  Granger, 
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ODe  of  the  ooansel  for  defendants,  and  hj  an  offer  to  prove 
the  facts  alleged  by  the  testimony  of  the  grand  jurors  them- 
selves. The  affidavit  of  Granger  is  not  included  in  the  bill 
of  exceptions,  and  we  cannot  decide  whether  it  was  com- 
petent or  sufficient  to  sustain  the  motion.  If  it  was  pre- 
sented before  demurrer  or  plea,  and  did  prove  by  com- 
petent and  satisfactory  testimony  the  facts  alleged  as  the 
gronnds  of  the  motion,  then  the  indictment  should  be  set 
aside.  But  if  the  affidavit  was  not  sufficient  to  sustain  the 
motion  it  was  properly  overruled,  for  the  testimony  of  the 
grand  jurors  was  not  competent  to  impeach  their  own  in- 
dictment, and  the  court  did  not  err  in  rejecting  it.  (See 
Slate  V.  Logan,  and  antborities  cited,  1  Nev.  516;  State  v. 
Baker,  20  Mo.  333;  StcUe  v.  B^be,  17  Minn.  241;  Stale  v. 
Davis,  41  Iowa,  311.) 

It  may  be  said  that  unless  the  testimony  of  the  grand  ju- 
rors is  received  in  support  of  this  motion  the  right  to  moke 
it  is  nugatory.  This  may  or  may  not  be  so,  but  it  is  certain 
that  the  principle  that  a  juror  shall  not  be  allowed  to  im- 
peach his  own  ttct  is  now  generally  if  not  universally  up- 
held, and  it  is  equally  certain  that  the  oath  of  a  grand  juror 
cannot  be  received  in  favor  of  the  facts  here  alleged  with- 
out allowing  him  to  impeach  his  own  act,  or  to  show  that 
he  voted  against  finding  the  bill,  which  is  a  thing  positively 
forbidden.  (C.  Ii.  1838.)  The  statute  provides  for  just 
one  cose  (C.  L.  1839)  in  which  a  grand  juror  may  disclose 
what  Las  transpired  in  the  jurj-room,  and  by  implication 
excludes  all  other  cases. 

We  cannot  say  that  the  district  court  erred  in  denying 
the  challenge  to  the  panel  of  the  petit  jury,  because  it  does 
not  appear  from  the  bill  of  exceptions  that  the  challenge 
was  in  writing,  nor  that  it  was  taken  before  a  juror  was 
sworn.  (C.  L.  1948;  Slate  v.  Millian,  3  Nev.  409.)  Be- 
sides, it  does  not  appear  what,  if  any,  evidence  was  offered 
in  support  of  the  challenge;  and  in  the  absence  of  any  sat- 
isfoctoiy  evidence  to  sustain  it  the  court  could  not  do  other- 
wise than  deny  it.     {State  v.  Rigg,  10  Nev.  289.) 

Neither  can  we  suy  that  there  was  any  error  in  overruling 
the  motion  of  defendant,  Laurie,  that  be  be  discharged  on 
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the  ground  that  the  evideDce  showed  that  lie  was  in  lEnreka 
county  when  the  crime  alleged  in  the  indictment  was  com- 
mitted. The  evidence  is  sot  in  the  record,  and  there  is 
nothing  to  show  that  Laarie  was  in  Eureka  coanty  when  the 
crime  was  committed. 
— '  The  motion  to  dischat^e  Lanrie  having  been  overmled, 
he  reqaested  the  conrt  to  give  the  following  Instrnction, 
which  was  refused :  "  The  jnry  is  instrncted  that  if  they  be- 
lieve that  an  attempt  was  made  to  rob,  as  allied  in  the  in- 
dictment, and  that  at  the  time  such  attempt  was  made  the 
defendant,  Laurie,  was  in  Enreka  coanty,  Nevada,  then  tliey 
cannot  convict  him." 

The  attempt  to  rob  is  alleged  to  have  been  committed  in 
Kyo  county,  where  the  indictment  was  found;  and  this  ei- 
ceptiou  presents  the  question  whether,  under  any  circum- 
stancea,  a  defendant  could  be  legally  convicted  in  Nye 
coanty  npOQ  an  indictment  found  in  Nye  conntj,  for 
an  offense  committed  in  Nye  connty  at  a  time  when  the 
defendiint  was  in  Eureka  coanty.  It  is  contended  that 
if  Laurie  was  in  Enreka  county  when  the  assault  was 
committed  in  Nye  county,  he  could  only  have  been  con- 
nected with  it  as  an  accessory  before  the  fetct,  and  that,  as 
such,  he  could  not  be  indicted  in  Nje  coanty  jointly  with 
the  active  participants.  Counsel,  in  sapport  of  this  prop- 
osition, rely  on  soctioo  91  of  the  criminal  practice  act  (0. 
L.  1719),  which  ia  as  follows: 

"  lu  the  case  of  un  accessory  before  or  after  the  fact  in 
the  commission  of  a  public  offense,  the  jurisdiction  shall  be 
in  the  county  where  the  offense  of  the  accessory  was  com- 
mitted, notwithstanding  the  principal  offense  was  committed 
in  another  county." 

Without  determining  whether  this  section  is  to  any  ex- 
tent qualified  or  controlled  by  other  statutory  provisions — 
conceding  that  according  to  its  pluiu  terms  an  accessory  be- 1 
fore  the  fact  can  only  be  indicted  and  tried  in  the  county^ 
where  the  offense  was  committed^and  assuming  that  the 
/  ,'  testimony  in  this  case  tended  only  to  show  that  Laurie  was 
'  '  an  accessory  before  the  fact,  it  still  does  not  follow  that  the 
instruction  was  not  correctly  refused.     If  Laarie  counseled 
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and  advised  tbe  attempted  robbei^  wLile  he  ^as  in  Nye 
coantj,  his  absence  from  the  coniity  wlien  the  attempt  was 
made  does  not  prevent  him  from  being  indicted  and  tried 
jointly  with  those  directly  concerned.  If  the  refusal  of  tliis 
instruction  conld  be  justi&ed  on  no  other  ground,  we  would 
presume  in  favor  of  the  correctnesa  of  the  rnling  of  the  dis- 
trict court,  that  the  evidence  tended  to  prove  the  case  sup- 
posed. 

Bat  it  is  not  true  that  Laurie,  if  in  Eareka  coaaty  vhen' 
tbe  attempt  to  rob  was  made  in  Nye  county,  could  onH| 
hare  been  connected  with  the  crime  as  an  accessory  before' 
the  fact. 

Our  statute  concerning  crimes  and  punishments  defines 
itQ  accessory  as  follows  (G.  L.,  2316) : 

"See.  10.  An  accessory  is  he  or  she  who  staods  by  and  *  , 
aids,  abets  or  assists,  or  who  not  being  present  aiding, 
abetting  or  assisting,  hath  advised  and  encouraged  the  per- 
petration of  the  crime.     He  or  she  who  thus  aids,  abets  t 
or  assists,  advises  or  encourages,  shall  be  deemed  or  con-  [ 
sidered  as  principal,  and  paniahed  accordingly." 

This  definition  includes  not  only  an  accessory  before  the 
fact  (one  who  has  advised  and  encouraged),  but  also  an  ac- 
cessory at  the  fact  or  principal  in  the  second  degree  (one 
who  stands  by  and  aids,  abets  or  assists).  (See  1  Bishop's 
Cr.  Law,  sec.  648  et  aeq. 

By  the  latter  clause  of  the  section  it  is  enacted  that  both 
shall  be  deemed  and  considered  principals,  and  this  taken 
in  connection  with  section  252  of  the  Criminal  Practice  Act 
(0.  L.,  1876),  might  be  held  to  have  abolished  all  distinc- 
tions for  every  purpose  between  principals  of  the  first  and 
second  degree  and  accessories  before  the  fact,  were  it  not 
that  section  91,  above  quoted,  seems  to  make  an  exception 
jn  favor  of  accessories  before  the  fact  so  far  as  the  local 
jurisdiction  of  the  offense  is  concerned. 

Section  252  declares  that  "no  distinction  shall  exist  be- 
tween an  accessory  before  the  fact  aud  a  principal,  or 
between  principals  in  the  first  and  second  degree,  in  cases 
of  felony,  and  all  persons  concerned  in  the  commission  of  a 
felony,  whether  they  directly  commit  the  act  constituting 
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the  offense  or  aid  and  abet  in  its  commission,  tlioagli  not 
present,  shall  hereafter  be  indicted,  tried  and  punished  as 
principals." 

Tliere  is  an  apparent  incongruitj  between  this  section 
and  section  91,  which  wss  commented  npon  in  the  State  r. 
Chapman  (6  Ner.  329,  330.)  Bat  in  oar  opioiou  the  utmost 
effect  that  can  be  given  to  section  91  is  to  say  that  an  acces- 
sory before  or  after  the  fact  mast  be  tried  in  the  coanty 
where  hia  offense  was  committed.  An  accessory  at  the  fact 
or  principal  in  the  second  degree  should  always  be  indicted 
and  tried  where  the  offense  was  committed. 

Now  it  is  a  matter  within  the  judicial  knowledge  of  the 
court  that  Eureka  county  is  divided  from  Nye  coanty  merely 
by  an  imaginary  line,  and  it  is  quite  possible  that  Ijaarie 
ipight  have  stood  in  Eureka  county  in  sight  and  hearing  of 
what  was  done  by  Hamilton  in  Nye  coanty.  He  may  have 
been  near  enoagh  to  render  direct  and  immediate  assist- 
ance. This  is  another  case  in  which  the  instruction  in 
question  would  haye  been  improper. 

But  as  the  only  purpose  of  this  discussion  is  to  settle  the 
question  which  will  necessarily  arise  when  the  case  comes 
to  be  re-tried,  it  will  be  as  well  to  assume  that  the  evidence 
against  Laurie  was  of  the  character  suggested  in  the  orgii- 
meut. 

We  will  suppose  that  it  tended  to  prove  that  a  plan  was 
concerted  between  Hamilton,  Laurie  and  others,  to  rob  the 
treasure-box  of  Wells,  Fargo  &  Co.,  on  the  road  from  Eu- 
reka to  some  point  in  Nye  coanty;  that  the  part  of  Laurie 
was  to  ascertain  wheu  the  stage  left  Eurokfi,  and  to  make  a 
signal  to  his  confederates  by  building  a  lire  on  top  of  a 
mountain  in  Eureka  coanty,  which  could  be  seen  by  them 
from  a  point  in  Nye  county,  thirty  or  forty  miles  distant; 
that  he  did  inform  himself  of  the  departure  of  the  mes- 
sengers with  the  treasure;  that  he  gave  the  concerted  signal; 
that  Hamilton  and  Davis  thereupon  attacked  the  stage; 
that  Davis  was  killed  aod  one  of  the  messengers  wounde<l, 
and  that  the  robbery  failed  only  because  of  too  stout  a 
resistauoe  ou  the  part  of  thode  in  charge  of  the  treasure. 

If  such  was  the  character  of  the  evidence  gainst  Laurie, 
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ire  are  satisfied  tbat  the  instractioo  ouglit  to  have  beea  re- 
fased.  In  the  case  supposed,  Laurie  Trould  be  uot  only  aa 
accessory 'before  the  fact  (as  bsylDg  counseled,  advised  and 
enoonra^ed  the  commission  of  the  crime),  but  lie  would  be 
a  principal  at  least  in  the  second  degree.  . 

C  Where  several  persons  confederate  tc^etlier  for  the  pur- 
pose of  committing  a  crime  which  is  to  be  accomplished 
in  pursuance  of  a  common  plan,  all  who  do  any  act  which 
contributes  to  the  aocomplishmeut  of  their  design  are  prin- 
cipals, whether  actually  present  at  its  consummation  or  not. 
They  are  deemed  to  be  constructively  present  though  in  fact 
\     they  may  be  absent.     (1  Bishop  Or.  Law,  sec.  650.)  J 

lu  a  note  to  this  section  Mr.  Bishop  says :  "  In  an  English 
jury  case,  Greawell,  J.,  on  consultation  with  Patterson,  J., 
ruled  that  if  one  of  two  confederates  unlocks  the  door  of  a 
room  in  which  a  larceny  is  to  be  committed,  then  goes 
away  and  the  other  confederate  comes  and  steals  the  goods, 
the  former  is  not  n  principal  in  the  theft.  {Reg.  v.  Jeffiiea, 
3  Cox  C.  0.  85.)  I  doubt  the  sonndness  of  this  ruling.  If 
sustainable,  it  must  be  on  the  ground  that  the  unlocking  of 
the  door  constituted  no  part  of  the  crime.  But  it  seems  to 
me  that  it  was  a  part  of  the  criminal  transaction,  distinctly 
contributing  to  the  end.  In  Ohio,  one  of  several  confede- 
rates enticed  the  owner  of  a  store  a  mile  away  and  detained 
him  while  the  others  broke  open  the  store  and  took  the 
goods;  and  the  court  held,  it  seems  to  me  correctly,  that  he 
was  a  principal.  The  decision  was  put  upon  the  ground 
that  he  was  constructively  present.  He  not  merely  advised, 
but  bore  a  part  in  the  criminal  transaction.  That  consti- 
tutes a  principal,  whether  we  call  it  being  constructively 
present  ornot."  (flreese  v.  iSiafe,  12  Ohio  State,  146;  seealso 
Bess  V.  The  State,  5  Ohio,  12;  i?«/ v.  Vandersletn  el  al.,  10 
Cox's  Cr.  Cases,  177;  Commonwealth  v.  Lucas,  2  Allen,  170; 
Ihte  and  another  v.  The  Slate,  6  Blackf.  110;  Rex  v.  LocMl,  7 
Carrington  and  Paine,  300;  Rex  v.  Paasey  Meadows  ct  al.. 
Id.  281;  Rex  v.  Kirktoood  el  al.,  1  Moody's  Crown  Cases, 
304;  Rex  v.  Bingleij  et  til.,  1  Ilnss.  and  Byun  Crown  Cases, 
446.) 
These  cases  all  support  the  proposition  above  stated,  that 
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where  several  confederatea  net  in  pursuance  of  a  common 
plan,  in  the  commiaBion  of  an  offense,  all  are  held  to  be 
present  where  the  offense  is  committed,  and  are  all  princi- 
pals. 

Our  conclusion  is  that  upon  the  case  suggested  the  in- 
'  strnctioD  was  correctly  refused. 

The  judgment  is  reversed  for  the  error  iu  refusing  the 
first  instroction  above  quoted,  and  the  cause  is  remanded 
for  farther  proceedings. 

RESPONSE  TO  PETTnOK  FOB  REHEABINQ. 
'  A  rehearing  was  granted  in  this  case  upon  suggestion 
by  the  attorney-general  that  a  corrected  transcript  of  the 
record  would  show  that  the  district  court  gave  to  the  jury, 
at  the  request  of  the  defeudents,  instructions  precisely 
equivalent  to  that  for  the  refusal  of  which  we  decided  that 
the  judgment  must  be  reversed.  It  now  appears  tliat  the 
following  instmctioDB,  asked  by  the  defendants,  were 
allowed : 

"  The  jury  is  instructed  that  this  case  is  one  wherein  the 
evidence  is  entirely  circamstantial,  and  that  unless  it  is  in- 
consistent witliany  other  rational  conclusion  than  that  the 
defendants  are  guilty,  then  the  jury  mast  find  the  defend- 
ants not  guilty." 

"  The  term  '  reasonable  doubt '  is  one  often  used.  The 
jury  are  instructed  that  they  must  be  satisfied  from  the 
evidence  of  the  guilt  of  the  defendants,  or  either  of  them, 
beyond  a  reasonable  doubt,  before  the  jury  can  legally  find 
hira  guilty  of  the  crime  chained  agaiust  him.  The  jury  shall 
be  satisfied  from  the  evidence,  to  a  moral  certainty,  and  be- 
yond a  reasonable  doubt,  that  the  defendants,  or  one  of 
them,  uud  no  other  or  different  person  or  persons,  commit- 
ted the  alleged  offense." 

We  think  these  instructions  were  as  clear  and  fnll  and 
favorable  to  the  defendants  as  the  instruction  refused;  and 
in  substance  amounted  to  the  same  thing.  Therefore  the 
refusal  of  that  instruction  was  not  error  {State  v.  0'Con»or, 
11  Nev.  425);  and  the  judgment  appealed  from  should  be 
aSSrmed.

By  the  Court,  Hawlbt,  C.  J. : 

This  action  was  brought  by  the  plaintiff,  Hanson,  to  re- 
cover a  certain  lot  of  machinery  for  a  quartz  mill,  consisting 
of  an  engine,  boiler,  etc.,  alleged  to  be  the  property  of  A. 
L.  Page,  deceased. 

The  cause  was  tried  before  the  conrt  without  a  Jury. 
Judgment  was  rendered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff.  Tho  de- 
fendants moved  fur  a  new  trial,  which  was  refused.  This 
appeal  is  from  the  judgment  and  from  the  order  refusing  a 
new  trial. 

1.  The  question  whether  the  evidence  sustains  the  find- 
ings cannot  be  considered  because  the  findings  of  the  court 
are  not  embodied  in  the  stiitement  on  motion  for  a  new 
trial.     (AUlerson  v.  GUniore,  ante,  84,  and  cases  there  cited.) 

2.  The  documentary  evidence  contained  in  the  transcript 
cannot  be  considered  becaose  not  embodied  in  the  state- 
ment or  identified  as  required  by  the  statute.  (1  Compiled 
Laws,  1258;  Dean  y.  Prilcliard,  9  Nev.  232.) 
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3.  Tbere  vas,  in  oar  opinion,  safficient  evidence  oq  the 
part  of  plaintifif  (althougli  it  was  very  slight)  to  sustain  the 
action  o/  the  court  in  refusing  to  grant  a  nonsuit.  It  was  ' 
Dot  absolntelj  essential  that  the  testimony  upon  the  part 
of  plaintiff  should  establish  the  title  of  Page  by  direot  testl 
mony  that  it  was  his  property  on  the  day  of  Lis  death. 
If  shown  to  be  his  property  prior  to  that  time  the  law 
would  presume,  in  the  absence  of  any  evideuce  to  the  con- 
trary, that  it  continued  to  be  his  up  to  the  time  of  his  death, 
and  that  it  belonged  to  the  estate  at  the  date  of  the  com- 
mencement of  this  action.  The  declaration  of  Page,  while 
in  the  possession  of  the  property,  that  it  belonged  to  him, 
iakeo  in  couneotioD  with  the  fact  that  it  was  marked  in  his 
name,  furnished  some  evidence,  at  least,  in  proof  of  his  title. 

4.  The  principle  ol  law  that  when  one  of  two  innocent 
parties  mast  BU0er  loss  by  the  fraudulent  act  of  a  third,  he 
who  enables  such  third  party  to  occasion  the  loss  must  bear 
it,  as  decided  in  Poorman  v.  Mills,  39  Cal.  345,  and  other 
cases,  has  no  application  to  the  facts  of  this  case.  There 
is  no  testimony  in  the  record  that  either  Page,  in  his  life- 
time, or  Lis  administrator,  after  his  decease,  consented  to 
the  taking  of  the  property  in  question  by  the  AlidaS.  M.  Co. 

5.  If  the  property  belonged  to  Page  the  taking  possession 
of  it,  withont  his  knowledge  or  consent,  by  the  Alida  S.  M. 
Co.,  or  the  levying  upon  it  and  selling  it  under  an  execu- 
tion against  the  Alida  S.  M,  Co.,  by  the  grantor  of  the  de- 
fendants, was  unlawful  and  no  demand  was  necessary  to  en- 
able the  plaintiff  to  maintain  this  action. 

6.  The  testimony  does  not  conclusively  establish  the  fact, 
as  claimed  by  appellants,  that  Page  during  his  life-time 
sold  the  property  to  the  Alida  S.  M.  Co.  It  only  shows 
that  Murray,  the  superintendent  of  said  company,  "claimed 
that  the  deed  from  Page  to  the  Alida  S.  M.  Co.  was  in- 
tended to  convey  all  of  the  property  that  he  hod  in  Alida, 
and  that  it  did  convey  all  such  property;"  that  Higgs  "al^ 
ways  claimed  that  the  machinery  for  the  new  mill  was  in- 
cluded in  the  mortgage"  to  him  and  Travis;  that  he  at  one 
time  Lad  the  possession  of  the  property  and  offered  to  sell 
it,  and  that  Murray  instituted  certain  proceedings,  by  man- 
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damia,  against  Higg3,  and  thereby  obtained  possession  of 
tlie  property  in  controversy. 

The  Btatement  sets  forth  the  fact  that  the  "peremptory 
mandamvs,"  the  deed  from  "Fage  to  the  Alida  S.  M.  Co.," 
and  the  mortgage  from  "Page  to  Higgs  and  Travis,"  was 
offered  as  rebutting  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  (al- 
though not  in  the  statement  or  identified  in  the  transcript 
BO  as  to  authorize  us  either  to  examine  or  consider  the 
same),  leaviug  the  inference  at  least  that  these  docoments 
did  nut  sustain  the  assertions  and  claims  of  the  respective 
witnesses. 

The  mere  possession  of  the  personal  property  by  the 
Alida  S.  M.  Co.  was  onlyjpn'ma  facie  evidence  of  title,  and 
did  not  protect  the  purchaser,  baying  on  the  faith  of  sncb 
possessioa,  against  the  true  owner  of  the  property. 

7.  Aa  none  of  the  documentary  evidence  can  be  consid- 
ered, the  offered  testimony  of  the  witness  Nicholas  becomes 
immaterial,  and  it  is  therefore  unnecessary  to  decide 
whether  the  court  erred  in  refusing  to  admit  it. 

8.  There  is  uo  testimony  in  the  record  that  the  defend' 
ants  or  their  gi'antor  were  ever  misled  as  to  the  ownership 
of  the  property,  by  any  act  of  Page  or  of  the  plaintiff,  so  as 
to  create  an  estoppel.  If  the  defeudants  relied  upon  snob 
a  defense  they  ought  to  have  alleged  the  facts  constituting 
the  estoppel  in  their  answer. 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed.

II.  This  land  is  a  part  of  the  public  domain,  and  Bur- 
bank  had  the  right,  under  the  act  of  congress  of  July  26, 
1866  (sec.  2339  Eev.  Stat-  TJ.  S.),  to  construct  the  ditch 
for  agricnltnral  purposes.     At  the  time  of  the  alleged  tree-

III.  The  title  was  in  dispate  and  tiio  injunction  should  not 
have  been  granted.  (High  on  lojanctions,  sees.  257,  261- 
63.)  The  damage  is  alleged  to  have  all  been  in  the  past, 
and  none  threatened  in  the  future;  for  this  reason  the  io- 
junctiou  ought  not  to  have  been  granted.  (High  on  lojano- 
tions,  seCB.  4,  8  and  10;  4  Nev.  141;  Thorne  v.  Sweerta/, 
supra.)

The  several  points  discussed  by  counsel  are  stated  in  the 
opinion. 

By  the  Court,  Leonaed,  J. : 

This  is  an  appeal  from  an  order  refusing  to  dissolve  a 
temporary  iujanction — an  order  denying  defendants'  motion 
for  a  new  trial,  and  from  the  judgment.  The  action  was 
brought  to  recover  eight  bundred  dollars  damages  for  an  al- 
leged trespass  in  digging  a  ditch  over  and  upon  the  lacd 
described  in  the  complaint,  and  running  water  therein. 
Plaintiff  also  prayed  the  court  to  enjoin  the  defendants 
from  digging  said  ditch,  from  conducting  water  therein,  and 
from  committing  aoy  fartbei  damf^es  npon  the  land  de- 
scribed. The  defendants  were  enjoined  until  further  order 
of  the  court.  After  due  notice,  defendants  moved  to  dis- 
solve the  injunction  upon  the  complaint  and  answer.  That 
motion  was  denied,  and  plaintiff  obtained  a  verdict  in  his 
favor  for  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  damages,  for  which 
sum  judgment  was  entered  against  defendants,  besides 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars  and  thirty-five  cents 
costs,  and  defendants  were  enjoined  "from  the  construction 
of  any  ditches,  and  from  the  running  of  any  waters,  over, 
through,  or  upon  plaintiff's  said  land,  and  forever  re- 
strained and  enjoined  from  further  damaging  said  premises 
by  the  digging  of  ditohes  or  the  running  of  water  as  afore- 
said." 

In  his  complaint,  plaintiff  alleges  these  facts  only :  "  That 
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since  Marcli,  1871,  Iio  Ima  been,  aud  (ttill  is,  tLe  owner,  in 
possession  nud  entitled  to  tho  possession  of  six  hundred 
and  forty  acres  of  land  described  therein ;  that  lie  Las  a 
fkmily  residence  upon  said  land,  in  wliicli  lie  and  his  family 
reside;  that  he  has  cnltirated  a  garden  and  grows  gross  and 
grain  npon  said  land;  that  on  the  tenth  day  of  April,  1877, 
vithont  plaintiff's  consent  and  against  his  will,  defendant 
forcibly  and  unlawfully  entered  upon  said  land  and  cut  a 
ditch  one  mile  in  length  across  the  same  for  the  purpose  of 
conveying  water;  tliittbythe  cutting  of  said  ditch  and  throw- 
ing the  earth  from  it  over  a  portion  of  said  land,  tbe  latter 
has  been  rendered  nnfit  for  cultivation,  plointiff's  property 
has  been  injuriously  affected,  and  his  use  of  it  obstructed, 
by  defendant's  ditch,  to  plaintiff's  damage  in  the  sum  of 
$800;  that  the  damage  being  done  to  plaintiff's  land  by  the 
digging  of  said  ditch  and  tho  flowing  of  said  water  iu  and 
npon  the  land  described,  is  irreparable;  that  plaintiff  has 
been  informed  and  believes,  and  so  charges  the  facts  to  be, 
that  defendants  are  insolvent  and  cannot  respond  to  iiim  iu 
damages  for  an;  judgment  he  might  obtain  against  them; 
that  plaintiff  is  without  any  adequate  remedy  at  law  and  is 
entirely  remediless,  witbont  the  equitable  interposition  of 
the  court."  No  other  facts  are  stated.  Defendants  deny 
all  the  material  allegations  of  tLo  complaint,  and  conse- 
quently all  the  equities,  by  a  sworn  answer.  S.  E.  Bur- 
bank,  one  of  the  defendants,  avers  that  on  the  second  day 
of  April,  1877,  he  became  the  owner  in  fee,  conditional,  of 
a  large  portion  of  the  land  described,  and  over  which 
said  ditch  was  constructed,  by  purchase  from  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  under  an  "Act  to  provide  for 
the  sale  of  desert  lauds  in  certain  states  and  territories," 
approved  March  3,  1877,  and  that  he  is  still  the  owner,  in 
the  possession,  and  entitled  to  the  possession,  of  the  lands  so 
purchased. 

Con&sel  for  plaintiff  admit  that  the  averments  of  the  com- 
plaint is  support  of  the  injunction  are  exceedingly  defect- 
ive; but  they  urge  that,  in  the  absence  of  a  demurrer,  they 
are  Boffioient  after  verdict  and  judgment  for  plaintiff,  it  the 
evidence  sustains  tbe  judgment.  Without  deciding  whether 
Vol.  Xni— 26. 
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counsel  are  or  are  not  correct  in  their  conclasious,  as  to  tha 
effect  of  tbe  defective  pleading,  we  sliall  assatue,  for  t1i« 
sake  of  the  argument  onlj,  tliat  tliej  tire  correct,  and  sball 
examine  the  case  in  tbe  light  of  tbe  evideDce,  tharo  being 
no  snbstantial  conflict  as  to  the  controlling  facts.  We  paaa 
tbe  alleged  error  of  the  court  in  refusing  to  dissolve  ths 
temporal^  injuuction,  and  sball  consider  the  questions  pre- 
sented, from  two  standpoints. 

1.  Admitting,  for  tbe  present,  that  plaintiff  w^e  entitled 
to  a  judgment  for  one  hundred  and  &ity  dollars  damage, 
was  be  also  entitled  to  an  injunction  ? 

2.  Was  he,  from  tbe  evidence,  entitled  to  any  damages? 
There  are  many  reasons  why  tbe  first  question  most  be 

answered  against  the  plaintiff,  some  of  which  will  be  stated. 
It  by  no  means  follows  that  the  court  would  have  been  jus- 
tified in  enjoining  defendants  after  verdict  for  plaintiff,  even 
though  the  proof,  hud  established  tbe  fact  that  plaintiffs 
legal  rights  in  tbe  land  were  superior  to  the  rights  of  de- 
fendants. ((FdBOJi  V.  Sanborn,  45  N.  H.  171;  Uionie  v. 
Sweeney,  12  Kev.  254.)  Tbe  land  in  question  at  tbo  time 
the  final  injunction  was  granted,  wa^  a  portion  of  the  uosor- 
veyed  public  domain.  Plaintiff  has  never  taken  any  step 
to  acquire  title  from  tbe  government.  Under  soch  ciroon- 
stances  there  can  be  no  doubt,  that  under  the  act  of  coogresa 
of  July  2C,  1866  (sec.  2339,  U.  S.  Rev.  Stata.),  defendants 
bad  tbe  right  of  way  for  the  constrnction  of  their  ditch  over 
this  land,  subject  only  to  the  liability  of  paying  for  oil  dam- 
ages or  injuries  done  by  them  to  plaintiff's  possession.  By 
that  section  the  right  of  way  for  the  constmotion  of  ditchas 
and  canals  upon  the  public  domain,  for  agricidtural  and 
other  purposes  named  therein,  is  acknowledged  and  coo- 
firmed.  There  was  no  testimony  showing  or  tending  to  show 
that  in  the  construction  of  tbeir  ditch,  or  in  coDduciing 
water  therein,  defendants  interfered  with,  or  injured,  plaint- 
iff's possession,  unless  he  was  in  possession  of  the  load 
itself.  They  did  not  injure  any  crops,  fences  or  other  im> 
provements.  The  allegation  of  defendants'  insolvency  was 
folly  denied  by  tbe  answer,  and  there  was  no  testimony 
tending  to  show  that  they  were  unable  to  respond  in  dam- 
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i^ea  for  aoy  arnonat  that  might  be  recovered  a^jainst  them, 
in  this  or  any  sabaeqaent  action.  Such  beiug  the  cose,  we 
mast  presnme  that  defendaitts  were  entirely  soWeDt. 

Upon  this  point,  then,  our  case  is  tills:  DefendaDts  are 
enjoined  from  doing,  npon  the  public  domain,  what  the  para- 
monnt  law  declares  they  may  do,  when  they  are  able  to  pay 
all  damages  done,  or  that  may  be  done,  to  plaintiff's  posses- 
sion. It  is  a  part  of  the  act  of  congress  organizing  the  ter- 
ritory of  Nevada,  tliat  "  no  law  shall  be  passed  iuterfering 
with  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil."  The  injunction  in 
this  case  did,  indirectly,  so  interfere.  It  deprived  defend- 
ants of  a  right  acknowledged  and  confirmed  to  them.  The 
court  could  not  do  indirectly  what  the  legislature  was  ex- 
pressly prohibited  from  doing.  Besides,  the  injury  is  not 
Irreparable.  Fall  compensation  can  be  recovered  in  an 
action  at  law,  if  plaintiff  has  the  superior  title.  Upon  the 
question  of  damages  plaintiff  testified  as  follows:  "  lu  dig- 
ging the  ditch,  defendants  threw  the  earth  ont  of  it  on  the 
bank — the  north  bank.  They  also  flowed  water  tlirongh 
it.  With  the  ditch  and  the  water,  they  have  damaged 
me  in  a  couBiderabte  sum  of  money.  It  is  difGcult  to 
estimate  the  amount  of  damage.  I  think  that,  including 
what  it  would  cost  me  to  fill  up  the  ditch,  the  damage  i» 
equal  to  the  amount  named  in  the  complaint.  Don't  think 
I  conld  fill  it  up  for  less  than  a  thousand  dollars.  I  con- 
sider it  a  continuing  damage  as  long  as  the  ditch  is  there. 
*  *  *  Thewaterin  the  Burbankditch  is  a  damage  tomy 
ranch,  in  addition  to  cutting  it  up  and  making  it  more  diffi- 
cnlt  to  farm.  It  will  cause  willows  to  grow  along  the  bank 
of  the  ditch  after  a  time.  That  has  been  the  effect  produced 
by  the  West  Walker  river  ditch." 

T.  B.  Smith,  a  witness  for  plaintiff,  testified  that  "he 
flionghtthe  ditch  wasa  damage  toplaintiff 'a  land;  that  if  he 
owned  the  land  he  would  not  have  the  ditch  rnu  over  it  for 
considerable  money."  Defendants  testified  that  they  were 
in  great  need  of  the  water;  that  they  had  no  other  source 
from  which  they  could  obtain  water  for  irrigating  their 
land;  that  if  they  were  deprived  of  its  use,  their  crops  would 
be  entirely  and  hopelessly  destroyed,  and  that  they  would 
be  damaged  thereby  several  thousand  dollara  in  one  season. 
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The  above  is  all  the  testimony  upon  the  question  of  (lam- 
age.  The  ditch  was  completed,  and  the  water  tmned  in  and 
kept  running,  some  time  before  the  preliminary  injunctioo 
even.  At  the  time  of  the  final  injunction,  the  only  act  done, 
or  to  be  done  by  defendants,  Avas  the  ranning  of  water  in  a 
completed  diteh,  through  auopen,  unoccupied,  uncultivated 
portion  of  tho  public  domain,  used  only  for  grazing  pur- 
poses by  plaintiff,  and  others  who  bad  no  claim  to  it.  If 
the  digging  of  the  ditch  damaged  plaiutiff,  such  damage  was 
complete  before  defendants  were  enjoined.  The  only  pos- 
niblo  future  damage  that  could  have  been  anticipated,  was 
such  as  might  result  from  keeping  the  ditch  in  repair,  and 
running  water  therein,  through  au  arid  country  that  must 
be  irrigated  by  nrtiBcial  means  before  any  kind  of  crop  con 
be  produced.  There  is  no  testimony  that  any  injarious  re- 
sult will  follow  from  the  running  of  water  iu  the  ditch,  ex- 
cept that  it  will  cause  willows  to  grow  upon  tho  banks. 
Whether  such  growth  will  be  an  injury,  and  if  so.  Low 
much,  or  a  benefit,  does  not  appear.  At  any  rate,  admit- 
ting for  the  preseut  purpose,  that  plaintiff's  rights  are 
superior  to  defendants';  it  is  apparent  that  his  injury,  on 
ocoount  of  the  running  water,  is  but  trifling  iu  comparison 
with  defendants'  losses,  if  tbey  are  deprived  of  its  use.  The 
preliminary  injunction  should  havo  beeu  refused,  because 
the  complaint  was  insufficient  to  justify  it;  but  having  been 
granted,  it  should  have  been  dissolved  on  defendants' 
motion,  and  a  final  injunctioa  should  have  been  denied  after 
verdict  for  plaintiff.     {Tliornev.  Siveeneij,  12  Kev,  254.) 

"We  now  come  to  the  inquiry,  whether  upon  Uie  undis- 
puted facts  of  the  case,  plaiutiff  was  or  was  not  eutiUed  to 
recover  damages  iu  any  sum.  The  answer  £rst  depends 
upon  the  result  of  auother  inquiry,  to  wit:  At  the  time  of 
the  alleged  trespass  did  plaintiff  have  such  title  or  posses- 
sion as  entitled  him  to  maiutaiu  this  action  for  injury  to  the 
land  itself?  If  he  did  not,  the  condition  of  defendants' 
title  is  a  matter  of  no  consequence. 

As  iu  ejectment,  a  rightful  possession  iu  the  plaintiff  is 
sufficient  to  enable  bim  to  maintain  this  action.  (Sogers  v. 
Cooriey,  7  Nev.  217.) 
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In  Staimnger  T.  Andrews,  4  Nev.  66,  tliis  court  eaid: 
"There  seem  to  be  bat  two  metliotla  in  this  stute  of  ac- 
quiring title  sufficient  to  mniutain  ejectment  to  public  lands 
not  survoyed  or  brought  iuto  raavket  by  the  general  govern- 
meut,  aud  these  are:  First.  Bj  a,  compliance  with  rcquire- 
meuts  of  'An  act  prescribing  the  mode  of  maintaining  and  de- 
fending possessory  actious  for  public  lands  iu  this  state,' 
(Laws  of  1S64-G5,  343) ;  and,  Second.  By  actual  possession 
or  occupation  of  such  land."  In  pursuing  onr  inquiry  as  to 
the  plaintifiFs  rights  we  need  not  consider  the  effect  of  a. 
compliance  with  the  desert  land  law,  because  he  claims  no 
rights  under  that. 

At  the  trial  plaintiff  offered,  and  the  court  admitted,  in  ev- 
idence, two  certificates  of  survey,  known  as  the  Hali  &  Simp- 
son survey,  made  April  29,  1864,  and  the  Mitchell  &  Fuller 
survey,  made  on  the  preceding  day,  whicli  covered  the  land 
occnpied  by  defendants'  ditch.  They  were  made  under  the 
tenth  and  thirteenth  sections  of  the  statute  of  1861,  267, 
entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  surveyors  and  surveying," 
which  sections  were  repealed  March  9,  1865.  (Stat.  1864- 
65,  344.) 

The  certificate  to  the  Hall  &  Simpson  survey  was  made 
June  10,  1864,  but  it  was  not  recorded  or  filed  for  record 
until  November  22,  1865.  The  certificate  to  the  Mitchell  & 
Fuller  survey  was  made  June  19,  1864,  but  was  not  re- 
corded, BO  far  as  the  record  shows,  until  April  9,  1877;  that 
is  to  say,  the  onlyproof  before  us  that  it  was  ever  recorded, 
is  a  certificate  of  the  county  recorder,  dated  on  the  day  last 
named,  to  the  eflect  that  a  certain  paper  marked  "  Exhibit 
B"  is  a  true  and  correct  copy  of  the  description  and  plat  of 
the  survey  of  laud  made  for  Mitchell  &  Fuller  as  appears  of 
record     *    *    *     in  his  office. 

Sections  10  and  13  of  the  statute  of  1861,  before  referred 
to,  read  as  follows: 

"Sec.  10.  Each  county  surveyor  shall,  within  thirty  days 
after  completing  any  survey,  make  out  a  copy  of  the  field 
notes  and  plat,  and  transmit  one  to  the  surveyor-general, 
and  give  a  cei*tiEcate  of  such  survey  to  the  person  for  whom 
it  was  made;    *■    »    *     and  such  certificate,  provided  the 
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eame  Bball  be  recorded  la  tlio  county  record  witMn  thirty 
daja  after  the  delivery  ol  sach  certificate,  ehall  be  evidence 
of  the  title  ol, possession  to  the  person  or  persoos  Jiolding 
the  same. 

"  Sec  13.  Such  Burrey  bo  made,  except  in  oases  of  min- 
ing claims,  iihall  be  eyidence  of  posseBaiou  for  one  year 
ixom  the  date  of  record  of  such  survey." 

The  coort  instmoted  the  jury  as  follows:  "  The  presump- 
tion of  the  law  is,  that  the  plat  of  sarvey  of  Mitchell  &  Ful- 
ler's tract  was  filed  within  the  time  required  by  law,  there 
being  bo  evidence  to  the  contrary." 

It  will  be  noticed  that  sections  10  and  13  were  repealed 
before  the  Hall  &  Simpson  survey  was  recorded,  and  there 
is  no  evidence  showing  that  the  Mitchell  &  Fuller  survey 
was  recorded  before  their  repeal;  also  that  the  former  was 
not  recorded  until  long  after  the  sixty  days  nest  sncceeding 
the  date  of  survey;  and  presuming  the  surveyor  did  his 
duty,  that  it  was  not  recorded  until  long  after  the  thirty 
days  next  succeeding  the  date  of  its  delivery  to  Hull  & 
Simpson.  And  to  say  the  least,  there  is  no  proof  that  the 
Hitchell  &  Fnller  survey  wag  recorded  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  the  statute.  Section  10  made  the  doing  of  cer- 
tuia  acts,  therein  stated,  evidence  of  poaaeasion,  but  the  re- 
cording of  the  surveyor's  certificate  within  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  its  delivery,  was  made  n  condition  precedent  to 
its  becoming  such  evidence.  The  burden  of  proof  was  npoti 
plaintiff  to  show  that  they  were  recorded  in  time.  The  law 
may  presume  that  the  surveyor  did  his  official  duty  and  de- 
livered his  field  notes,  plat  and  certificate  in  time;  but  it 
does  not  presume  in  the  absence  of  proof  showing  snch 
facts,  that  either  Hall  &  Simpson,  or  Mitchell  &  Fuller  filed 
them  for  record,  or  that  they  were  recorded,  within  thirty 
days  after  delivery  to  them. 

The  conrt  also  admitted  in  evidence  a  deed  from  Hall  & 
Simpson  to  Frank  Hull,  and  another  from  the  latter  to 
plaintiff,  conveying  the  land  described  in  the  Hall  &  Simp- 
son survey.  These  deeds  were  offered  "  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  title  in  the  plaintiff  from  Hall  &  Simpson,  throogh 
and  under  the  survey  offered,  and  to  connect  plaintiff  with 
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said  sarrej  for  the  purpose  of  sbowiog  title  iinderthesame." 
Both  deeds  vera  acknowledged  before  the  Hall  &  Simpson 
snrvej  was  recorded  and  long  after  the  sixty  days  next  snc- 
ceeding  the  survey  had  expired.  At  the  time  the  deeds 
vere  acknOirledged,  as  well  as  at  the  time  of  the  trial,  the 
surrey  and  the  certificate  thereto  were  not  evidence  of  pos- 
session under  the  statnte,  rind  consequently  the  deeds  were 
not  admissible  for  the  purposes  stated.  The  deed  from  Mit- 
chell to  plaintiff,  offered  for  the  same  purpose,  was,  for  the 
same  i-eason,  inadmissible  for  such  pnrposes.  Plaintiff 
testified  that  nntil  1874  or  1875,  there  was  but  little  of  the 
laud  in  Smith's  valley  actually  inclosed;  that  the  farmers 
of  the  valley  herded  the  stock  off  of  their  land  during  the 
growing  and  harvesting  seasons;  that  they  h&d  anander- 
staDdiug  to  that  effect,  nod  that  it  was  a  custom  among 
them;  that  they  also  recognized  and  respected  the  bounda- 
ries of  each  other's  farm,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  they 
were  not  inclosed,  and  regardless  of  the  fact  that  such 
boundaries  were  not  particularly  marked.  The  testimony 
just  stated  was  admitted  against  defendants'  objection,  and 
the  jury  were  instructed  "that  in  determining  the  fact  of 
possession  they  were  entitled  to  consider  the  character  aud 
locution  of  the  land,  the  acts  of  the  claimant,  and  the  im- 
provements  made  upon  the  land,  and  any  well-known  and 
recognized  custom  at  the  time  prevailing  in  Smith's  -valley, 
and  known  to  and  acted  on  by  the  parties,  as  to  the  manner 
of  claiming  and  holding  land  by  possessory  title  merely, 
and  as  to  the  construction  of  fences  and  mai-king  of  bound- 
aries of  land." 

They  were  farther  instructed  that  "  if  they  believed  from 
ihe  evidence  that  prior  to  1875  it  was  a  universal  custom, 
well  known  and  recognized  among  the  residents  of  Smith's 
Yalley,  to  claim  and  hold  land  by  possessory  right  without 
inclosure  or  febcing  the  same,  and  that  defendants  and 
plaintiff  knew  of  such  custom  and  recognized  it,  and  claimed 
and  held  their  lands  under  such  custom;  and  that  plaintiff 
occupied  and  claime'l  the  land  in  question  under  such  cus- 
tom; and  that  afterwards,  and  about  that  time,  the  residents 
of  said  valley  commenced  to  inclose  and  ience  their  lands:

and  abont  that  time,  and  before  defendants  mado  any  claim 
to  tbe  land  or  ditcb,  tlio  plaintiff  commenced  to  inclose  anil 
fence  the  land  in  dispute,  and  sidco  then  bag  distinctly  com- 
pleted marking  the  bouudaries  o£  aaid  land,  and  has  partly 
inclosed  said  land,  and  has  with  reasonable  diligence  pros- 
ecuted the  work  of  fencing  and  inclosing  the  some,  then  the 
jury  must  fiiid  for  the  plaintiff.  In  deciding  the  question 
of  reasonable  diligence,  the  jury  are  entitled  to  considcE 
the  situation  and  character  of  the  land  and  the  ability  and 
means  of  plaintiff." 

It  "was  proper  for  the  court  to  admit  any  testimony  tend- 
ing to  show  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  inclose  tbe  laud  iu 
question;  as  that,  in  accordifuce  with  a  custom  universally 
acquiesced  in,  stock  was  herded  by  tbe  owners  during  the 
growing  and  harvesting  seasons.  (Cotuiueij  v.  Turner,  12 
Nev.  350.) 

But  testimony  showing  that  the  farmers  of  tbe  valley 
recognized  and  respected  the  boundaries  of  each  other's 
ranches,  notwithstaudiug  no  boundaries  wero  fisod  or 
known,  and  although  there  wero  no  inolosuros,  was  iitailmis- 
sible;  and  all  instructions  were  erroneous  which  informed 
the  jury  that  they  might  consider  any  well  known  and  re- 
cognized custom  known  and  acted  on  by  tho  parties,  as  to 
the  manner  of  claiming  and  holding  land  by  possessory  title. 

Trespass  is  an  action  for  injury  tu  plaiuliff's  possession. 
The  possession  necessary  as  to  public  lands  may  bo  actual 
or  constructive.  If  it  be  the  former,  iu  order  to  recover, 
he  must  show  that  be  has  performed  such  acts  as  are  neces- 
sary in  order  to  subject  the  land  to  his  dominion  and  con- 
trol—such acts  as  are  essential  to  its  beneficial  enjoyment. 

Constructive  possession  of  such  lands  can  be  bad  only  by 
a  compliance  with  the  possessory  act  of  this  state.  An 
agreement  or  custom  among  the  farmers  of  Smith's  Valley 
prior  to  1875,  that  they  would  respect  the  boundaries 
claimed  by  each,  notwithstanding  no  boundaries  were  fixed 
or  inclosares  made,  and  that  each  might  claim  and  bold  by 
possessory  title  without  takiug  the  steps  required  by  law, 
did  not  take  the  place  of  acts  requisite  iu  order  to  constitute 
constructive  possession;  nor  did  such  agreement  or  custom 
excuse  tho  failure  to  perform  what  was  necessary  under  tho 
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law  to  constitnte  buoIi  posseBsion.  It;  was  an  eSort  to  hold 
pablio  land  by  conatruotive  poseessioo,  agniost  the  very 
terms  oi  the  statnte,  which  declares  that  "no person  ehall 
he  entitled  to  maintain  any  snch  action  for  possosaion  ot,  or 
injary  to,  any  claim,  unless  ho  or  she  occnpy  the  same,  and 
shall  have  complied  with  the  prorisions  of  the  third  and 
fourth  sections  of  this  act."     (Stat.  1864-6,  343.) 

AlthoQgh  plaintiff  did  not  attempt  to  show  a  compliance 
with  the  possessory  act  last  referred  to,  he  still  nrges  that 
his  possession  and  title  are  ample  to  maintain  this  action 
against  defendants,  for  the  following  reasons:  1.  Because 
plaintiff  resided  npon  the  land,  cultivated  twenty  acres  in 
alfalfa,  and  three  acres  as  a  garden;  hiid  a  part  actually  in- 
closed with  a  substantial  fence — that  is  to  say,  the  twenty- 
three  acres  just  mentioned,  and  held  title  of  record  to  the 
whole,  which  extends  his  possession  to  the  limits  of  his 
olaim  as  defined  by  his  deeds;  2.  Because  nntil  1S74  the 
land  was  claimed  and  held  under  a  general  custom  nniver- 
sally  prevailing  and  recognized  iu  the  neighborhood,  and 
after  the  custom  ceased  he  proceeded  with  reasonable  dili- 
gence to  inclose  his  laud  with  a  substantial  fence;  S.  Be- 
cause the  laud  was  safficieutly  inclosed,  and  the  boundaries 
marked,  to  create  a  possessory  right. 

We  shall  consider  these  three  reasons  in  the  order  stated. 
Tbo  first  is  not  good  for  the  reasons  given  in  WolfakiU  v. 
Malojowwh,  39  Oal.  280,  and  iu  Eiirtha  M.  Co.  v.  Way,  11 
Nev.  182. 

Ill  answer  to  the  second  we  shall  add  nothing  to  what  has 
been  said  as  to  the  effect  of  the  custom  or  agreement  be- 
tween the  ranchmen.  But  if  it  should  be  admitted,  that 
until  1874  or  1875,  snch  costom  supplied  the  place  of  actual 
or  constructive  possession,  still  the  testimouy  would  uot 
show  that  subsequent  to  that  dat«,  plaintiff  either  subjected 
the  land  over  which  the  ditch  was  constructed  to  his  domin- 
ion and  control,  or  that  he  proceeded  with  reasonable  dili- 
gence to  do  so.  Under  this  head  we  content  ourselves  with 
the  statement,  thatplaintiff  didnot  have  actual  possession  at 
the  time  of  the  alleged  trespass,  and  shall  defer  aii  examin- 
ation of  the  testimony  upon  the  jMiint  until  we  consider  the 
third  reason   above   stated.     It  is  necessary,  however,    to  ^ 
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ooDsider  the  alaim  tbat  lie  proceeded  with  reftsonable  dili- 
gence to  Bubjeoi  tiie  land  to  his  control.  It  being  trne  tbat 
at  the  time  of  the  alleged  trespass,  the  land  was  not  in  ihe 
nctaal  or  conBtructive  possesBion  of  plaintiff,  the  bnrden  of 
proof  wftB  upon  bim  to  show  that  he  had  proceeded  -with 
reasonable  diligence  in  oa  effort  to  acquire  sncb  poaseBsion, 
and  in  the  absence  of  such  proof,  diligence  cannot  be  pre- 
sumed. Upon  this  pointplaintifftflstified  as  follows:  "The 
fence  on  the  Boatb  and  west  sides  of  the  Hal)  &  Bampson 
tract  was  sold  by  me  soon  after  I  bought  it,  in  18G5; 
soon  afterwards  the  old  bonse  or  cabin  was  also  taken 
down  and  hanled  away  in  1866;  no  bnildings  were  ever 
afterwards  put  upon  the  Hall  &  Simpson  tract;  the  land 
was  never  inclosed  afterwards  nntil  about  two  yean  ago;  1 
then  began  to  inclose  the  remaining  portion  of  the  two 
tracts;  »  »  »  I  hauled  some  posts  and  began  to  set 
them  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  wire  fence;  I  dug  the 
post-holes  along  the  south  side  of  the  mnoh  from  the  alfalh 
field  to  the  south-west  comer  of  tlia  Hall  &  Simpson  tract, 
and  from  said  comer  northerly  to  a  point  intersecting  Dobe 
Smith's  rauoh;  I  set  ap  some  of  the  posts,  but  not  all  of 
them;  did  not  set  any  posts  for  a  year  or  more  prior  to  Uiia 
controversy;  about  the  time  when  they  were  constructing  the 
ditcblwassettiDgpostsalongtbewestornbonndaryof  mysix 
hundred  and  forty  acres,  to  and  across  the  oonrse  of  the  ditch ; 
*  «  «  J  have  been  fencing  my  land  as  fast  as  I  could 
for  the  past  two  years;  I  was  not  able  to  have  any  help, 
and  had  to  do  the  work  myself;  there  were  posts  set  np 
ou  my  west  line  north  of  where  the  defendants  dng  their 
ditch.  Some  of  the  posts  had  been  broken  down  sinoe they 
were  set  two  years  ago;  those  that  had  been  broken  down 
or  displaced  had  not  been  replaced;  there  was  probably  a 
qaarter  of  a  mile  on  the  west  side,  where  the  posts  bad  not 
been  set  np;  the  posts  were  on  the  ground;  they  were 
hauled  there  two  years  ago  and  the  post-holes  dag;  *  **  * 
no  crop  of  any  kind  had  been  cultivated  on  the  Hall  & 
Simpson  tract  since  1866,  and  no  crop  had  been  grown 
or  harvested  upon  any  of  the  land  outside  of  the  alfalfa 
field  and  garden  since  1871,  except  that  I  turned  some  water 
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oat  of  my  ditob  cm  Uie  land  to  mahe  tL«  irilfl  grass  grow 
npoD  it;  I  also  sowed  Bome  timotby  seed  on  the  land 
among  the  sagebrusL,  bo  as  to  fit  the  land  for  grazing  pur- 
poses; other  people's  cattle,  as  ivell  as  my  onu,  graeed 
apoD  the  land,  vhen  there  vera  any  in  the  valley;  it'w&B 
too  much  (rouble,  and  would  not  pay,  to  herd  them  off; 
*  *  *  there  were  several  reasons  why  I  did  not  cnlti- 
vate  the  whole  of  the  six  hundred  and  forty  acres;  I  did 
not  have  water  «nongl>;  I  was  too  poor  to  hire  help  to  gmb 
out  the  bmsh,  inclose  the  land  and  pnt  in  crops;  I  found 
it  necessary  to  hire  oat  sometimes  in  order  to  make  a  living 
for  myself  aud  family;  I  have  a  wife  and  one  child;  *  * 
in  1876  I  fwrmed  in  Mason's  valley,  in  this  connty;  nO  one 
worked  on  my  place  except  what  my  wife  did;  she  resided 
on  the  place  in  Smith's  valley  during  my  abseDce,  and 
worked  the  garden  and  attended  to  the  alfalfa  field." 

T.  B.  Smith  testified  for  plaintiff  that  "  the  tatter  had 
lived  on  theBivers  ranoh  since  1870  or  1871;  that  he  had 
been  away  part  of  the  time  woridng  for  wages;  that  he  sup- 
posed he  did  not  fenee  his  ranoh  beeanse  he  was  too  poor." 

The  above  is  all  of  the  testimony  of  plaintiff,  showing 
diligence,  snbseqnent  to  the  time  the  post-hcdes  were  dng, 
and  a  part  of  the  posts  set,  two  years  or  more  prior  to  the 
alleged  trespass. 

Defendants'  testimony  accords  with  plaintiff's.  They 
testified  that  "after  the  placing  of  the  posts  two  or  three 
years  ago,  Bivers  did  nothing  more  to  reclaim  the  land  out- 
side of  tlie  field  and  garden,  until  this  spring  (1877),  when 
he  grabbed  out  the  ei^;flbrash  from  eight  or  ten  acres  next 
west  of  the  field,  and  aboat  seventy  rods  southerly  from 
the  ditch;  the  posts  have  never  been  connected  by  any 
boanls,  wires  or  anything  else  so  as  to  make  a  fence.  When 
we  were  digging  the  ditch,  Bivers  set  up  a  few  posts  on  the 
west  side  of  the  six  hundred  and  forty  acre  tract — probably 
twenty  in  all." 

We  have  stated  all  the  testimony  tending  to  show  dili- ' 
genoe;  and  in  our  opinion,  instead  of  showing  that  he  pro- 
ceeded with  reasonable  industry  to  subject  the  land  to  his 
control,  by  the  prosecution  of  soch  work  as  was  necessary  to 
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its  complete  eDJoytuent,  it  plaini;  allows  an  inexcusable 
want  of  diligent  labor.  True,  plaintiff  teatified  that  be  in- 
closed the  lun<l  as  rapidly  a,s  lie  was  able;  but  be  etatod  no 
single  act,  or  effort  of  bia  in  aid  of  suob  resnit,  for  a  period 
of  two  years  or  more.  He  did  not  even  keep  the  posts  stand- 
ing tbat  had  been  set.  He  did  not  mi^e  nu  additional 
mark  upon  what  he  now  olaims  aa  his  boundary  line,  during 
tbat  long  period  of  time.  At  the  trial  he  did  not  know 
where  liis  bonndeiries  were,  except  from  the  recbrda  of  tho 
surveys,  and  be  admitted  tbat  when  he  set  his  posts  be  did 
not  follow  the  Unas  of  the  surveys.  In  1876  be  left  the  land 
and  cultivated  another  ranob  in  unotbet  valley.  He  went 
to  Galiforuia  during  the  two  years,  and  was  absent  about 
four  months.  It  is  said  that  he  was  poor  and  unable  to  iii- 
olose  the  land.  If  he  was  nnable  to  to  employ  help,  tbat 
fact  would  excuse  him  for  not  hiring,  but  it  does  not  esoasd 
him  for  not  being  diligent  himself.  If  a  man  is  poor,  be 
shonid  claim  no  more  of  the  nnsurveyed  public  domiun  than, 
within  a  reasonable  time,  he  can  subject  to  bis  dominion; 
then  if  be  diligently  pursnes  bis  work,  the  law  will  protect 
bim,  although,  if  ejected,  be  may  not  be  able  to  Hbow  that 
be  has  secured  sn  actual  possession.  {Stabtinger  y. 
Andreivs,  4  Ner.  70.) 

We  now  come  to  the  third  reason  stated  above  in  support 
of  the  claim  tbat  plaintiff's  possession  was  sufficient. 

Tbat  an  indosnre  was  necessary,  subsequent  to  1874, 
whether  the  laud  was  used  for  agricnltural  or  grazing  pur- 
poses, is  evident;  and  tbat  in  the  absence  of  aproper  fenoe, 
it  was  not  subjected  to  the  will  and  control  of  the  plaintiff 
ia  equally  certain.  As  we  have  seen  from  plaintiff's  testi- 
mony, other  people's  cattle  grazed  upon  the  land  whenever 
there  were  any  in  the  valley;  and  there  is  no  proof  tbat  the 
castom  of  herding  off  the  stoek  has  existed  for  two  years  or 
more.  8.  M.  Burbank  testified  tbat  "the  land  claimed  bj 
plaintiff,  for  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years  had  been  used  aa  a 
common  f<Jr  grazing  purposes,  witbont  any  objection  being 
interposed  tbat  ha  ever  heard  of,"  and  bis  testimony  was 
not  disputed. 

We  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  follow  Uie  i 
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their  dcscriptioD  of  the  boundaries  martcd,  the. posts  eet, 
etc.  It  \va9  not  claimed  tliat  there  was  an  inclosare  of  any 
portiou  of  the  land  upon  which  the  ditch  was  dog.  Oa  the 
soutli  side  of  the  two  ttaetii,  poBts,  two  rods  apart,  were  set 
in  1874  or  1875.  Ou  the  west  side  poat-holes  were  dug  the 
entire  distuoce;  post  were  set  u  part  of  the  way,  aud  were 
scattered  upon  the  grouud  throughout  the  remainiag  por- 
tion of  that  side.  Oil  the  west  side  luauj  of  the  post- 
Lolea  had  bcea  filled  bj.  gmvel,  and  for  a  long  distance 
north  of  the  diteh  (here  were  few,  if  any,  signs  of  o.  marked 
bouudarj  of  plaintiff's  claim.  From  the  north-east  coiner 
southerly  there  was  a  distance  of  forty  rods  with  no  bound- 
ary line,  except  a  ditch  belonging  to  defondaats,  while  the 
next  forty  rods  soatherlj  hiid  no  boundary  but  a  public 
road.  Throughout  the  whole  eighty  rods  just  mentioned, 
there  was  not  a  post-hole,  poet  or  fence  of  any  character. 

T.  B.  Smith,  a  witness  for  platnti^,  testified  that  plaintiff 
Lad  posts  set  up,  and  post-holes  dug,  and  ditches,  to  mark 
the  boanduries;  that  the  lines  could  be  easily  distinguished 
by  these. marks.  But  upon  icroas^examination  he  stated 
that  he  did  not  know  the  boandaries;  thut  he  had  been 
oyer  it  very  little;  never  saw  or  looked  for  any  monuments; 
hud  never  been  around  the  six  hundred  and  forty  aores,  and 
could  not  sayhowfaritwas  inclosed,  except  the  field  and  gar- 
den; had  seenafew  postsat  the  weatend;  diduofcknowhow 
far  the  east  end  was  marked  by  posts,  monuments  or  fences 
other  than  the  wiilow  fence  around  the  garden  and  field; 
that  the  land  along  the  course  of  the  ditch,  thoti^h  once 
cultivated,  was  then  overgrown  with  sage-braah,  grease- 
wood  and  rabbit- brush,  and  bore  a  strong  resemblance 
to  the  outside  lands;  that  the  brash  w«s  not  qaite  as  large, 
though  mfich  of  it  was  two  feet  high. 

'  In  my  opinion  the  testimony  wouUl  not  have  jostifiecl  a 
verdict  for  plaintiff  had  the  ground  been  timber-land  and 
the  action  been  trespass  for  ontting  and  carrying  away 
timber  therefrom.  (Eunka  JU.  Co.  v.  Way,  11  Nev.  174.) 
In  such  a  case,  it  is  established  that  an  occupation  within 
boundaries  bo  clearly  marked  and  defined  aa  to  notify 
Btiaogeia  that  the  land  is  taken  op  or  located  is  all  that  is

ont  liere  entering  into  the  details  of  the  testimooy,  it  may  be 
Btated  ID  general  t«rms  that  for  more  than  aqnarter  of  a 
mile  on  the  Booth  line  between  the  blnff  of  rocks  ami  the 
Bntnmit  of  the  moantain,  there  are  no  blazed  trees  to  desig- 
nate the  boandary,  and  for  a  distance  of  one  thoasand  two 
hundred  and  sixty  feet  from  the  aonth-west  corner,  along 
the  western  line,  over  a  smooth,  grassy  plot,  there  is  no 
monument,  tree  or  anything  else  to  mark  the  line.  (p.  17S.) 
*  *  •  That  uaiunil  bonudaries,  when  taken  in  connec- 
tion with  artificial,  are  snfficient  to  mark  the  boundaries  of 
timber-land,  will  nut  be  disputed;  but  the  artificial  bound- 
aries must  be  made  in  sueh  a  manner  as  to  clearly  mark  and 
define  the  line,  and  must  connect  with  the  uatorat  bound- 
aries in  snch  away  that  any  person  going  upon  the  land 
could,  by  following  the  marked  lines,  tell  the  precise  extent 
of  the  land  located  and  claimed,  and  the  claimant  must  be 
an  actual  occnpant  within  such  boundaries."  (p.  182.)  And 
on  page  176  it  is  said:  "In  the  al^senceof  a  perfect  in- 
closure,  it  is  certainly  essential  that  the  boundary  lines 
should  be  so  clearly  marked  and  defined  that  the  same 
could  be  readily  traced,  and  the  extent  of  the  claim  easily 
known,  and  no  stretch  of  the  imagination  could  be  so  ex- 
tended as  to  authorize  any  court  to  hold  tbut  the  boundary 
,  tines  were  so  marked  and  defined  around  the  land  in  ques- 
tion. How  oonld  a  stranger  crossing  the  smooth,  grassy 
spot  designate  the  boundary?  There  is  no  fence,  no  string 
of  brush  or  felled  trees,  no  mark  or  roonament  for  a  distance 
of  a  quarter  of  a  mile.  Almost  the  same  condition  of  the 
bonndaryis  found  on  the  south  line,  between  the  bluff  of 
rocks  and  the  south-west  comer.  A  stranger  in  entering 
would  discover  no  visible  signs  of  any  designation  of 
boundaries  whatever.  The  law  does  not  require  speculation 
upon  these  points.  The  acts  necessary  to  clearly  mark  the 
boundaries  must  be  done  in  order  to  notify  strangers  that 
the  land  is  located.  Otherwise  any  person  would  have  as 
much  right  as  the  claimant  to  enter  upon  the  land,  cat  the 
vood  and  timber  thereon  and  take  the  same  away." 
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Bnt  the  Luid  iq  tbis  case  is  not  timber  land,  and  reqaires 
more  tbau  a  markiog  of  the  bouodariea  before  it  can  be 
said  to  be  subjected  to  the  domiuion  of  plaintiff.  For 
a  period  of  two  yeura  prior  to  the  alleged  treeposB,  it 
could  have  been  pat  to  no  exclusive,  valuable  ase  by  plaint- 
iff without  iuclosiag  it.  It  ia  not  pretended  that  he  did 
have  its  exclusive  use  for  any  purpose.  It  follovs  that 
plaintiff  did  not  have  possessiou  of  the  land  over  whioh  de- 
feodantfi  dug  their  ditch,  and  consequently  that  he  was  not 
entitled  to  reoover  dainagea  in  any  sum. 

The  injunctiou  is  dissolved,  and  the  judgment  and  orders 
appealed  from  are  reversed.

By  the  Court,  Beattt,  J. : 

Thia  is  the  saiue  cose  thai  was  formerly  here  on  appeal 
from  the  order  refuaing  to  dissolve  the  temporary  injunc- 
tion. (12  Nev.  251.)  After  the  decision  of  that  appeal  the 
case  was  tried  in  the  district  court,  and  a  £nal  judgment 
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rendered  iii  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  one  tlollar  damages, 
for  Ilia  costs  of  suit,  aod  for  a  perpetual  iujuiiotioD.  From 
that  judgment,  aod  from  an  order  denying  tUeir  motiou  for 
a  new  trial,  the  defendants  appeal. 

Objection  is  made  by  the  respondent  to  the  conBideration 
of  the  appeal  from  the  order  refusing  a  new  trial  upon  the 
ground  that  notice  of  the  motion  was  not  given  in  time. 
Tliia  abjection  is  without  merit  unless  it  should  be  held  that 
the  case  was  tried  by  a  jury.  The  fact  is  that  certain  Bpe- 
cial  issues  were  submitted  to  and  found  by  a  jurj-,  but  no 
general  Terdict  was  rendered,  and  there  was  no  finding  as  to 
what,  if  any,  damage  had  been  caused  by  the  alleged  tres- 
passes of  the  defendants.  Upon  the  rendition  of  the  spe- 
cial Terdict,  the  case  was  continued  for  argument,  and  after 
argument  held  under  advisement  by  tho  court.  Finally  a 
judgment  was  filed  by  the  judge,  in  which  were  recited  the 
findings  of  the  jm-y  and  his  own  findings  and  couclusiona. 
Thereupon  the  plaintiff's  attorney  served  upon  tho  attorney 
for  the  defendants  a  written  notice  of  the  filing  of  the  de- 
cision, and  within  ten  days  thereafter  notice  of  their  inteu- 
.  liou  to  move  for  a  new  trial  was  filed  and  served  by  defend- 
ants. 

We  think  this  was  a  case  tried  by  the  conrt  witliin  the 
meaning  of  the  statute  (C.  L.  1258),  and  that  the  notice 
was  in  time.  But  whether  it  was  or  not  is  of  no  conse- 
quence; for  the  appeal  from  the  judgment  presents  the  only 
question  which  it  will  be  neoessary  to  eonsider. 

The  special  verdict  of  the  jury  and  all  the  findings  of  the 
court  are  incorporated  into  the  judgment,  and  are  thus 
made  a  part  of  the  jndgment-roll ;  and  it  appears  therefrom 
that  a  perpetual  injunction  has  been  granted  upon  the  iden- 
tical facts  which  we  decided  on  the  former  appeal  afforded 
uo  ground  for  an  injunction. 

The  decision  of  the  district  judge  seems  to  have  been 
based  entirely  upon  a  finding  of  tho  jury  that  tho  defendants 
failed  to  comply  with  one  of  the  requirements  of  the  statute 
relating  to  the  condemnation  of  the  right  of  way  for  finmes 
and  ditches,  by  not  keeping  good  their  tender  of  the  amount 
awarded  as  damages  by  the  arbitrators.     Bat  oar  deoision 
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vas  that,  independeat  of  alt  qaestions  concerning  the  con- 
stitationalitj  of  that  act,  and  of  cotirse  without  any  regard 
to  the  qnestioa  whether  or  not  it  had  been  complied  with, 
an  inJQDCtion  onght  not  to  issue  to  prevent  a  merely  nom- 
inal damage.  The  judgment  showa  that  there  has  been  no 
actual  damage  caused  bj  the  construction  and  operation  of 
the  ditch  and  flume  of  the  defendants,  and  it  follows  from 
onr  former  decision,  which  has  become  the  law  of  the  case, 
that  a  prayer  for  an  injnnction  should  have  been  denied. 
It  follows,  also,  that  it  was  error  to  allow  the  plaintiff  to 
recover  costs.    (C.  L.  1539.) 

The  judgment  ia  reversed  and  the  cause  remanded  with 
instructions  to  the  district  court  to  modify  its  judgment  by 
etriking  out  so  much  thereof  as  allows  a  recovery  of  costs, 
and  all  that  part  relating  to  the  injanction.

By  the  Court,  Beatty,  J. : 

The  relator  ^ras  appointed  pbysician  to  the  state  prison 
hy  the  board  of  state  prison  commissioners,  and  his  accoant 
for  services  as  such  physician  has  been  allowed  by  the  board 
of  examiners.  He  prays  for  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  compel 
the  respondent,  who  is  state  oonttoUer,  to  draw  hie  warrant 
on  the  treasorer  for  the  amount  so  allowed.  The  groand 
upon  which  the  respondent  refnees  to  draw  hia  warrant  is 
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that  the  right  to  appoint  a  physician  to  the  prison,  belongs 
to  the  warden  of  the  prison  (who  has  made  another  appoint- 
ment), and  not  to  the  board  of  commissionera.  This  pro- 
ceeding is  an  amicable  one,  instituted  for  the  parpoae  of 
obtaining  a  construction  of  the  law,  and  all  the  facts  neces' 
sary  to  present  the  single  question  as  to  where  the  power 
of  appointment  resides,  are  admitted.  If  it  belongs  to  tho 
board  of  commissioners,  it  is  conceded  that  the  writ  should 
issne;  if  it  belongs  to  the  warden  the  petition  must  be  dis- 


By  section  21,  article  5,  of  the  constitution,  the  governor, 
secretary  of  state,  and  attorney-general  are  constituted  n 
board  of  state  prison  commissioners,  bnt  they  are  to  have 
only  such  supervision  over  matters  connected  with  the 
prison  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  It  is  to  the  statutes, 
therefore,  that  we  must  look  for  a  definition  of  their  pow- 
ers. Under  the  act  of  1873  (Stats.  1873,  18)  they  were  in- 
vested with  very  extensive  and  general  authority,  inclnding 
the  right  to  appoint  a  warden  and  "all  necessary  help." 
But  by  the  act  of  the  last  legislature  (Stats.  1877,  fi6)  a  rad- 
ical change  in  the  government  of  the  prison  was  effected. 
The  power  of  appointing  the  warden  was  taken  from  the 
commissioners  and  vested  in  a  joint  convention  of  the  two 
branches  of  the  legislature;  and  upon  the  warden  so  to  be 
chosen  was  conferred  the  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the 
deputy  warden,  and  "  all  necessary  help  "  at  the  prison. 

In  place  of  the  general  supervisory  authority  formerly  ex- 
ercised by  the  commissioners  their  powers  were  enumerated 
and  limited  as  follows:  "  They  shall  have  full  control  of  all 
the  state  prison  grounds,  buildings,  prison  labor,  prison 
property;  shall  purchase,  or  cause  to  be  purchased,  all 
needed  commissary  supplies,  all  raw  material  and  tools  ne- 
cessary for  any  manufacturing  purposes  carried  on  at  said 
prison;  shall  sell  all  manufactured  articles  and  stone,  and 
collect  money  for  the  same;  shall  rent  or  hire  out  any  or  all 
of  the  labor  of  the  convicts,  and  collect  the  money  there- 
for."    (Stats.  1877,  66,  sec.  1.) 

If  the  power  to  appoint  a  physician  is  not  embraced  iu 
these  provisions — and  clearly  it  is  not — there  is  nothing  in 
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the  existing  lav  under  which  the  commiasioiiers  can  claim 
to  exercise  it.  Their  general  supervising  powers  have  been 
abolished,  and  their  power  to  appoint  "  all  necessarj  help" 
at  the  prison  has  been  transferred  to  the  warden.  He  alone^ 
in  OUT  opinion,  has  aathoritj  to  employ  a  physician  for  the 
prisoners. 

It  follows  that  the  petition  mast  be  dismissed,  and  it  is 
so  ordered.

By  the  Conrt,  Beaity,  J. : 

This  is  a  suit  to  recover  the  unpaid  balance  of  a  promis- 
sory note  of  which  plaintiff  is  the  assignee.  By  way  of  de- 
fense to  the  action  the  answer  alleges:   1.  That  the  consid- 
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eration  of  tlie  note  was  the  sale  of  oertain  timber  and 
other  propflrty;  that  the  -vendors  had  no  title  to  the  timber 
(which  was  iavoiced  at  one  thonsand  and  Beventeen  dollars) 
and  that  the  defendants  therefore  lost  it;  2.  That  at  the 
time  of  tbe  making  of  the  note  the  payees  were  indebted  to 
one  of  the  defendants,  and  that  it  was  agreed,  as  part  of  the 
transaction,  that  said  indebtedness  should  operate  as  a 
credit  upon  the  noto. 

Plaintiff  recovered  a  jndgmentfor  the  full  amonnt  claimed 
by  him,  and  the  defendants  appeal  relying  upon  two  assign- 
ments of  error  in  the  rulings  of  the  district  conrt. 

The  statement  shows  that  on  the  trial  the  defendants  oU 
fered  to  prove  that  the  timber  mentioned  in  the  answer  was 
lost  through  the  result  of  a  lawsuit  brought  to  determine 
the  right  of  property  therein.  The  plaintiff  objected  to 
parol  testimony  as  to  the  fact  of  the  suit  or  the  judgment 
therein,  and  the  objection  was  sustained.  There  can  be  no 
doubt  that  this  ruling  was  correct.  The  only  ground  upon 
which  counsel  contends  that  it  was  erroneous  is,  that  parol 
testimony  was  necessary  to  identify  the  timber  which  was 
lost  with  the  timber  for  which  the  note  was  given.  Ko 
doubt  parol  testimony  would  have  been  necessary  and  com- 
petent for  that  purpose,  but  the  ruling  of  the  court  was  not 
made  upon  any  such  offer. 

The  next  assignment  of  error  relates  to  the  counter-claim 
of  the  defendant,  W.  T.  Davie,  which,  as  the  answer  alleges, 
was  by  agreement  of  the  parties  to  operate  as  a  credit  on 
the  note. 

Tbe  agreement  relied  upon  in  support  of  this  allegation 
was  a  contract  ia  writing  between  the  defendant  Davis  upon 
the  one  part  and  the  payees  of  tbe  note  upon  the  other  part, 
which  was  executed  at  the  same  time  as  tbe  note.  It  ap- 
pears therefrom  that  at  that  time  there  were  some  unsettled 
accounts  between  Davis  and  said  payees,  and  that  the  bal- 
ance was  understood  to  be  in  favor  of  Davis.  Among 
numerous  other  stipulations  relating  to  a  variety  of  matters, 
the  contract  contains  the  following:  "Also  to  permit  any 
sum  of  money  found  to  be  due  from  Davis  &  Freeman  to 
Baid  W.  T.  Davis  to  be  and  remain  in  the  hands  of  said

Opinion  of  the  Coort — Beatt;,  J. 

DftTis  &  Freeman  or  said  Gillson,  as  receiver,  ontil  a  cer- 
iam  note  for  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixteen 
dollars  and  sixteen  cents  (the  note  in  suit)  made  bj  W. 
tC.  Davis  and  C.  K.  Noteware,  and  payable  to  George  Gill- 
son,  as  receiver,  has  been  paid,  and  until  all  claims  against 
said  firm  of  Davis  &  Freeman,  or  Davis,  Freemaji  &  Co., 
for  indebtedness  of  the  aforesaid  stores,  are  folly  settled 
and  paid.  In  consideration  whereof  the  said  Davia  <&  Free- 
man and  George  Gillson  agree  to  make  said  sale  to  said  C. 
N.  Notevare  and  W.  T.  Davis,"  etc. 

Having  proved  this  contract,  the  defendants  next  offered 
to  prove  the  amonnt  of  the  indebtedness  of  Davis  &  Free- 
man to  the  defendant  W.  T.  Davis;  bnt  the  testimony  was 
objected  to  by  plaintiff  and  exclnded  by  the  conrt  on  the 
groond  that  by  the  terms  of  the  contract  said  indebtedness 
was  not  to  be  credited  upon  said  note,  and  was  not  dne  or 
demandable  until  after  the  payment  of  said  note.  We  think 
the  ruling  of  the  court  was  correct. 

In  the  absence  of  any  special  circumstances  calling  for  the 
exercise  of  the  equitable  powers  of  the  courts,  a  demand  of 
one  of  the  several  defendants  cannot  be  pleaded  as  a  counter- 
claim to  a  demand  upon  which  they  are  Jointly  liable,  nn- 
less  there  is  an  agreement  that  it  shall  so  operate.  This 
seems  to  have  been  thoroughly  understood  by  the  defend- 
ants who  expressly  allege  such  an  agreement  in  their  answer. 

The  proof,  however,  failed  to  sustain  the  allegation.  The 
stipulation  above  quoted  does  not  enlarge,  but  rather  re- 
stricts the  rights  of  Davis  as  to  the  enforcement  of  his  de- 
mand. If,  independent  of  bis  agreement  he  could  have  re- 
lied upon  it  as  a  connter-claim  in  this  action,  we  might  nob 
feel  obliged  to  hold  that  he  was  thereby  precluded  from 
doing  so,  although  a  narrow  and  literal  construction  of  the 
contract  would  sustain  that  view.  But,  as  we  have  aaid,  and 
as  seems  to  be  conceded,  the  statute  (C.  L.,  1110,)  does  not 
authorize  the  demand  of  one  defendant  to  be  set-off  against 
a  demand  upon  which  he  is  jointly  liable  with  another  un- 
less  it  arises  out  of  the  very  transaction  upon  which  the 
plaintiffs  claim  is  founded.  Here  there  can  be  no  pretense 
that  the  claim  of  the  defendant  Davis  arose  out  of  the  trans- 
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action  in  which  this  note  was  given.  The  indebtedness  to 
him  existed  before  the  sale  of  the  property  or  the  execntion 
of  the  note,  and  there  was  no  sort  of  conneotion  between 
the  two  demands  except  that  created  b;  the  atipnlation 
above  quoted,  and  the  effect  of  that  was  merely  to  oblige 
Davis  to  abstain  from  collecting  his  demand  antil  the  afEairs 
of  Davis  &  Freeman  were  settled  np. 

It  is  contended,  however,  that  to  snstain  the  raling  of  the 
district  conrt  on  this  groand,  is  to  allow  the  respondent  to 
avail  himself  of  an  objection  to  the  testimony  which  was 
waived  by  the  failure  to  state  it  at  the  time  when  the  testi- 
mony was  offered.  It  is  nrged  that  in  the  diBtrict  conrt  no 
objection  was  made  npon  the  gronnd  that  a  several  demand 
cannot  be  pleaded  as  a  counter-claim  to  a  joint  liability; 
but,  on  the  contrary,  that  the  only  objection  was  that  the 
agreement  did  cot  provide  for  crediting  Davis'  claim  on  the 
note. 

There  is  no  ground  for  this  complaint.  The  objection 
was  broad  enough  and  speoiffc  enough  for  the  occasion. 
The  only  ground  upon  which  it  was  claimed  in  the  answer 
that  the  demand  of  Davis  conld  be  set  off  against  the  joint 
liability  of  the  defendants  was  that  it  had  been  agreed  that 
it  should  be  credited  on  the  note;  and  it  was  sufficient  for 
the  plaintiff  to  object  that  no  sach  agreement  had  been 
proved.  It  was  not  necessary  that  he  should  state  the  mle 
of  law  as  part  of  his  objection. 

The  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  affirmed.

I.  The  title  of  the  act,  as  weU  as  its  express  ferma,  shows 
that  one  of  its  objeete  is  to  impose  a  tax  upon  foreign  in- 
surance companies.  The  distinction  between  a  tax  and  a 
license-fee  is  marked.  License  is  an  exercise  of  the  police 
power  of  the  state;  its  object  isregUlation;  a  right  to  license 
does  not  confer  a'right  to  charge  a  lioense-fee  therefor,  for 
the  purpose  of  rereune.  Bat  taxes  are  imposed  for  the 
purposes  of  revenue  only,  (Coolej  on  Taxation,  408; 
Oooley  on  Cons.  Law,  201.)  The  imposition  of  license-fees 
has  always  been  held  to  be  in  the  exercise,  not  of  the  taxa- 
tion power  of  the  state,  but  of  its  police  power,  and  are  im- 
posed, not  upon  propertj,  but  upon  trades,  professions  and 
occupations.  {People  v.  McCreery,  34  Cai.  448;  Ckilren  v. 
Pe<^le,  11  Mich.  50;  iix  parte  BoUiistm,  12  Not.  263.) 

H.  The  firsi;  portion  of  article  10  of  the  constitution  ap- 
plies to  all  taxation;  and  that  portion  which  requires  a  just 
valuation  of  property  applies  by  its  very  terms  only  to  prop- 
er^. 

m.  Bat  a  tax  apon  premiums  is  a  tax  upon  money,  and, 
therefore,  a  tax  upon  property.  {Glasgow  v.  Bowse,  43  Mo. 
490.)

Article  10  of  the  constitution  has  no  application  to  taxes 
imposed  upon  non-resident  corporations  for  the  privilege  of 
doing  business  in  tliis  state.  {Ex  parte  liohhiBon,  12  Nev.

By  the  Court,  SAinJEY,  0.  J. : 

Petitioner  claims  that  the  "act  to  regalate  and  tax  for- 
eign insurance  companies  doing  bosuieas  in  this  state"  (2 
Comp,  Laws,  3947),  is  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of 
article  10  of  the  state  constitution,  in  this,  that  it  imposes  "a 
tax  of  two  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  gross  premiums"  col- 
lected from  fire  and  inland  risks,  and  of  "  one  per  cent,  on 
the  amount  of  premiums  "  collected  from  life  risks  on  all 
insurance  companies  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  other 
states  or  foreign  governments,  whilst  the  insurance  com- 
panies incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state  are  not 
required  to  pay  such  tax. 

This  is  the  only  point  argued  or  relied  upon  by  peti- 
tioner's counsel.  It  is  conceded  that  in  all  other  respects 
the  law  in  question  is  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
the  federal  and  state  constitution.  It  is  admitted  (as  de- 
cided by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States  in  Paul  v. 
Virginia,  8  Wal.  168,  and  affirmed  in  Ducat  v.  City  of  Chi- 
cago, 10  Wal.  410)  that  a  corporation  has  no  legal  existence 
beyond  the  limits  of  the  sovereignty  where  it  is  created,  and 
is  entirely  dependent  upon  the  comity  of  other  states  to 
which  it  migrates. 

Kow  if  a  sovereign  state  may,  under  the  federal  constitu- 
tion, exclude  the  foreign  corporation  entirely,  then  it  nec- 
essarily follows  that — as  long  as  it  keeps  within  the  limits 
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of  its  ovn  constiintioB — it  may  impose  aoj  terms  or  condi- 
tions it  pleases  io  giving  its  assent  to  such  corporation  to 
transact  bnaiueBS  witliin  the  limits  of  the  state.  The  so- 
preme  court  of  this  state,  in  Ex  parte  Robinson,  12  Not.  263, 
decided  that  article  10  of  the  state  constitution  "refers  par- 
ticularly to  the  Xerj  of  ad  valorem  taxes,"  and  doss  not  ap- 
ply "  to  licenses  imposed  for  condnoting  any  business  or 
-profession." 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  imposition  of  the  per  centage 
on  premiums  in  the  insaranoe  lav^  is  a  tax  upon  the  bosi- 
ness  of  the  iasorance  companies.  It  is  a  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  right  of  a  foreign  insuranae  corporation  to  do 
basiness  within  the  limits  of  this  state,  and  ia  not  an  ad 
vcdor&n  tax  on  property,  and  hence,  npon  the  principles 
decided  in  Ex  parte  Bobimon,  is  not  repugnant  to  the 
provisions  of  article  10  of  the  state  constitation. 
The  petitioner  is  remanded.

By  the  Court,  BEirrr,  J. : 

Tlie  Bubstanoe  of  the  oomplaint  in  this  aotion  ia  that  one 
Johnson  had  a  contract  with  the  Pacific  Wood,  Immber  and 
Flame  company  for  the  catting  of  saw-loga  and  oord-wood 
on  the  lands  of  the  company;  that  the  plaintiff  and  one 
Bassell  were  sub-contractors  nnder  him;  that  while  they 
■ware  engaged  in  the  performance  of  their  contract  with 
Johnson  be  assigned  his  contact  with  the  company  to  the 
defendant,  who,  as  part  of  the  consideration  therefor, 
agreed  to  pay  the  sub-contractors  on  the  completion  of  theii 
contract;  that  they  assented  to  this  arrangement,  released 
Johnson  and  accepted  Mayberry  in  his  place;  that  subse- 
quently BuBsell  assigned  all  bis  rights  nnder  the  sub-con- 
tract to  the  plaintiff,  who  went  on  and  fnlly  performed  their 
agreements;  that  he  thereupon  demanded  the  contract  price 
for  the  work  done,  but  was  refused  payment.  Wherefore 
suit  ia  brought. 

To  this  complaint  defendant  demurred  upon  the  ground 
that  it  failed  to  show  a  cause  of  action.  He  now  contends 
that  the  district  court  erred  in  OTermling  his  demurrer,  be- 
cause there  is  no  allegation  in  the  complaint  that  the  assign- 
ment from  Bussell  to  plaintiff  was  made  with  his  assent. 
Ko  reason  Is  stated  why  his  assent  was  necessary,  and  none 
has  occurred  to  us.  We  think  that  the  plaintiff,  if  he  per* 
formed  the  contract  nnder  the  assignment  from  his  co-con- 
tractor, is  entitled  to  recover,  whether  Mayberry  assented 
to  the  assignment  or  not. 

The  defendant  in  his  answer  alleges  a  contract  difFerenf 
from  that  set  up  in  the  complaint,  and  denies  that  it  was 
performed  according  to  its  terms,  or  that  he  ever  derived 
any  benefit  from  its  partial  performance. 

Upon  this  iaaue  there  was  a  direct,  and,  as  it  appears  to  us, 
a  pretty  equal  conflict  in  the  testimony,  and  the  district 
court  having  denied  the  motion  for  a  new  trial,  we  cannot 
reverse  its  order  on  the  groond  that  the  verdict  is  not  sus- 
tained by  the  evidence.  /-  I 
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One  tbiug  that  the  defendant  undertook  to  show  on  the 
trial  was,  that  tlie  plaintiff  and  Knssell  contracted  to  "clean 
up  "  tLe  land  from  which  they  were  to  cut  wood  and  timber 
"to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Wood  and  Flume  company," 
and  thnt  they  were  not  to  be  paid  until  the  company  ac- 
cepted their  work;  and  he  did  prove  that  the  company 
xefused  to  accept  the  work  of  plaintiff,  for  the  reason,  as 
alleged,  that  he  had  not  properly  cleaned  up  the  land. 

The  plaintiff  proved,  however,  by  the  testimony  of  a  nnm- 
ber  of  experts,  that  he  cleaned  up  his  land  as  well  or  better 
than  was  usual  in  the  business;  and  he  and  Johnson  both 
testified  that  although  their  contract  was  thai  the  land  should 
be  properly  cleaned  np,  there  was  nothing  said  between 
them  about  satisfying  the  Flume  company.  On  cross-ex- 
amination of  Johnson  he  was  asked  (in  substance)  if  the 
plaintiff  was  not  aware,  at  the  time  he  took  the  snb-contract, 
of  the  terms  of  the  contract  with  the  company  (which, 
it  seems,  did  require  the  land  to  be  cleaned  np  to  its  satis- 
faction, and  made  the  payment  of  Johnson  to  depend  upon 
its  acceptance  of  his  work).  This  question  was  objected 
to  by  the  plaintiff,  and  his  objection  was  sustained  by  the 
court.  We  cannot  say  that  the  ruling  was  erroneous.  The 
fact,  if  it  is  a  fact,  that  plaintiff  knew  the  terms  of  the 
principal  contract,  would  not  have  tended  to  prove  that  he 
contracted  in  the  same  terms.  As  a  means  of  testing  the 
accuracy  of  the  witness  it  was  perhaps  within  the  discretion 
of  the  court  to  allow  the  question,  bat  its  exclusion  was 
not  an  abuse  of  discretion. 

The  judgment  and  order  overruling  the  motion  for  a  new 
trial  are  affirmed.

By  the  Court,  Beattt,  J. ; 

The  relators  were  indicted  for  an  assanlt  with  deadlj 
weapons;  they  were  convicted  of  a  simple  assault,  and  sen- 
tenced by  the  respondent  to  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each  and  the  costs  of  the  proceedings.  They  now  ask 
that  the  judgment  be  quashed  npon  the  ground  that  the 
district  court  had  no  jiirisdiotion  to  add  the  costs  of  the 
criminal  action  to  the  fine. 

We  do  not  think  that  the  addition  of  the  costs  would  have 
been  an  excess  of  jurisdiction  (St.  1867,  44;  C.  L.  S.  3228) 
but  it  is  unnecessary  to  discuss  or  decide  the  questions  tliat 
have  been  argued  by  counsel,  as  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  bo 
much  of  the  judgment  as  relates  to  costs  is  utterly  nugatory 
by  reason  of  the  failure  of  the  court  to  state  the  amount  of  the 
costs  in  entering  the  judgment.  The  return  to  the  writ  shows 
that  the  judgment  was  entered  as  follows:  "*  *  It  is 
therefore  ordered,  adjudged,  and  decreed  by  the  court,  thai 
the  said  defendants,  S.  M.  Burbank  and  S.  E.  Burbank,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  fined  in  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
each  and  the  costs  of  this  action."  This  is  a  judgment  for 
one  hundred  dollars  against  each  of  the  defendants,  and  for 
no  more.  The  amount  of  the  costs  not  being  stated,  the 
words  "  and  the  costs  of  this  action,"  are  mere  surplusage. 
No  execution  could  issue  for  the  costs  and  the  defendants 
were  not  ordered  to  be  imprisoned  till  they  were  paid. 

There  was  no  excess  of  jurisdiction,  and  it  is  therefore 
ordered  that  the  proceeding  be  dismissed.

The  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion. 

Bobert  M.  Clarke  and  M.  A.  Murphy,  for  Appellant. 

I.  The  proofs  totally  fail  to  support  the  averments  of  the 
complaint.  There  is  no  pretense  of  any  carelessness  or  neg- 
ligence in  using  the  ditch;  nor  that  the  waters  brought  into 
the  ditch  by  the  defendant  caused  any  break  in  the  banks  of 
the  ditch,  or  did  the  plaintiffs  any  damage  whatever,  nor 
that  the  ditch  was  not  iu  good  repair.  On  the  contrary,  it 
is  shown  that  the  ditch  was  ample  for  the  nse  and  purposes 
intended,  and  in  place  of  carryiDg  water  upon  the  plaintiff's 
land,  carried  it  away  from  them.  The  damage  which  the 
plaintiffs  sustained  was  the  direct  and  sole  act  of  Ood,  and 
for  which  the  law  holds  no  man  responsible.  (Wharton  on 
Negligence,  sees.  114,  115,  557,  558;  30  N.  T.  568,  639;  35 
Gal.  416.)  As  no  negligence  is  shown  or  preteoded,  except 
buch  as  results  from  the  mere  existence  of  the  property, 
there  is  absolutely  nothing  to  support  the  Terdict  and  judg- 
ment. (Shearman  &  Kedfield  on  Negligence,  sec.  2  and 
note,  6  and  note;  Wharton,  sees.  557,  558;  34  Cal.  75.) 

II.  The  defendants  commenced  their  ditch  before  plaint- 
iffs had  their  land;  they  have  maintained  and  used  it  in  the 
same  place  and  manner,  and  with  plaintiff's  knowledge  for 
more  than  fourteen  years,  and  if  its  mere  existence  worked 
any  injury  to  plaintiffs  or  their  land,  tlieu  each  injury  is 
prescribed  against  by  lapse  of  time  under  the  statnte  of 
limitations.  (Angell  on  Water  Bights,  sees.  205,  206,  207, 
208. 

III.  The  court  erred  in  charging  the  jury  that  the  de- 
fendant must  so  use  its  ditch  as  not  to  interfere  with  plaint- 
iffs' rights.  This  instrnotion  ignored  the  defendant's  rights 
of  presctipUon.     (7  Cal.  339;  10  Id.  541;  34  Id.  76.) 

Ellis  &  King  and  D.  J.  Lewis,  for  Bespondent. 

1.  The  verdict  Is  for  plaintiff,  upon  testimony  competent 
and  amply  sufficient  to  support  the  verdict,  and  if  the  testi- 
mony is  convicting,  the  verdict  must  stand.  (25  Gal.  404; 
16  Id.  160;  21  Id.  414;  Trmdway  v.  Wilder,  9  Nev.  67.)  It 
was  the  duty  of  the  defendant  to  so  mani^e  and  maintain 
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its  ditch  as  that  no  iojary  should  befall  the  plaintiffs  in 
consequence  ot  the  neglect  of  the  defendant.  (Bichardson 
Y.  Kier,  34  Cal.  74.)  If  it  appears  that  on  injary.haa  hap- 
pened in  any  wAj,  through  the  interrention  of  man,  it  can- 
not be  held  to  have  been  the  act  of  God.  {PcHack  v.  Pioche, 
35  Cal.  423;  McArlkury.  Sears,  21  Wend.  190;  Fish  v.  Chap- 
man, 3  Geo.  349;  MerriU  t.  Earle,  29  N.  T.  115;  25  Oal.  403.) 
The  direct'  oooasion  of  this  damage  was  the  failure  to  flame 
the  channel.  This  was  negligence  upon  the  pait  of  the  de- 
fendant. (25  Cal.  403;  34  Id.  75.)  Even  if  the  instrnotion 
state?  the  law  too  broadly  the  case  shoald  not  be  sent  back 
for  another  trial,  unless  the  defendant  has  been  deprived  of 
'some  right  which  ought  to  have,  or  might  have,  legally 
changed  the  result  .of  the  trial  already  had.  The  error,  if 
any,  was  iiarmless.  {Bc^naon  t.  Imp.  Co.,  6  Nev.  44;  Car 
hia  V.  Birochmcm,  6  Id.  69;  Cajilea  v.  C.  P.  R.  B.,  6  Id.  265; 
Broton  v.  LUlie,  6  Id.  2i4;  Sharon  v.  Minrux^,  6  Id.  377; 
Bladae  v.  Cooney,  8  Id.  41;  itermea  v.  Kennedy,  9  Id.  52; 
State  V.  Dmiman,  10  Id.  36;  Slate  v.  Glooery,  10  id.  24; 
Oavdette  v.  Travis,  .11  Id.  49.)  There  is  no'qneatioa  of 
limitation  or  prescription  in  this  case. 

By  the  Court,  Beattt,  J. :       ■ 

This  is  a  suit  for  damages  for  injuries  alleged  to  have 
been  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  defendant  in  suffering 
ita  irrigating  ditch  to  break  and  flood  tire  lands  of  the 
plaintiffs.  The  complaint  contains  the  allegations  nsoal  in 
BQch  cases;  the  answer  denies  that  the  plaintiffs  were  in- 
jured; deniesihat  the  defendant  was  negligent,  and  charges 
IJiat  the  plaintiffs  were,  at  the  time  of  the  alleged  injories, 
stookboldetd  and  officers  of  the  defendant,  and  as  snch  offi- 
cers were  managing  the  ditch  and  specially  charged  with 
the  dnty  of  keeping  it  in  repair.' 

On  these  issnes  the  case  was  tried.  Plaintiff  recovered 
a  judgment  for  upwards  of  eighteen  hnndred  dollars.  The 
defendant  moved  for  a  new  trial,  and,  the  motion  being 
OT^rmled,  it  appeals  from  the  judgment  and  the  order  de- 
nying its  motion. 

It  is  claimed  by  appellant  that  the  district  conrt  erred  in 
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rsfusing  to  order  a  new  trial,  besanse  there  was  no  evidence 
tliat  it  was  guilty  of  negligence,  or  that,  the  injnrj'  to  tlie 
plaintiffs  was  caused  or  in  any  degree  augmented  by  reason 
of  its  ditch;  and  because  it  was  clearly  shown  that  aueh  in- 
jury as  plaiutiffa  sustained  was  due  solely  to  the  act  of  God 
and  their  own  culpable  negligence;  and  becauae  it  also 
clearly  appears  that  their  injury  was  less  seriouB  tliai}  it 
would  have  been  if  the  ditch  had  never  been  dag. 

We  think,  however,  that  there  is  not  only  some  evidence 
beta  preponderance  of  evidence  in  favor  of  the  pl&intifib  oa 
all  these  points.  ■ 

There  was  evidence  snffioient,  we  think,'  to  prove  the  fol- 
lowing state  of  facts:  Defendant's  ditch-heads  -in  the  West 
Walker  river,  and  extends  for  a  distance  of  sevend  miles  in 
an  easterly  direction  along  the  slope  of  the  hills  -which  lie 
to  the  south  of  that  stream.  It  is  so  constnioted  as  not 
only  to  divert  water  from  the  river,  but  also  to  intercept  all 
the  water  flowing  from  the  hills  to  the  south  of  it.  Instead 
of  being  connected  by  flames  across  the  ravines  and  water- 
courses* by  which  it  is  intersected,  it  is  made  to  dam  ap 
their  channels  and  receive  all  the  water  flowing  therein. 
Kear  its  eastern  or  lower  end  it  crosses  two  branches  of 
Desert  creek,  known  as  the  "  East  fork"  and  "  West  fotk." 
These  streams  or  channels  head  in  the  mountains  to  the 
south  of  Walker  river,  and,  before  the  constrAction  of'de- 
tendant'a  ditch,  emptied  into  that  stream.  Ordinarily  they 
are  either  dry  or  contain  bnt  little  water,  but  when  there 
are  heavy  shows,  followed  by  rains  in  the  moimtains,-they 
are  converted  into  torrents,  and  either  branch  brings  down 
more  water  -than  the  ditch  can  possibly-  carry,  so  that  it 
must  inevitably  overflow  or  break.  It  has  frequently  broken, 
sometimes  at  one  point,  sometimes  at  another.  Two  or 
three  years  before  the  trial,  there  were  waste-gates  in  the 
ditch  at  the  points  where  it  reoeives  the  east  and  west  forks, 
bat  the  wadtetgate  at  the  west  fork  having  washed  oat,  it 
was  not  replaced  when  the  b^eak  was  repaired.  Instead  of 
patting  in  a  sufficient  w&te-gate  to  draw  off  the  waters  of 
the  west  fork  in  case  of  freshets,  the  embankment  was  mads 
solid,  and  so  high  and  strong  thatit  has  not  broken  since. 
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The  coDseqnenoe  has  been  that  id  times  of  high  w&ter  the 
ditch  has  broken  near  the  oroBsiiig  of  the  east  fork,  where 
ihe  embankment  is  ireaker,  and  discha^ed  the  flood  from 
both  branches  of  Desert  creek  upon  the  lands  6t  the  plainb- 
iSa,  which  are  situated  on  the  east  fork  and  belpw  the  ditch. 
It  was  proved  that  in  their  natural  channel  the  waters  of  the 
west  fork  could  not  have  reached  the  plaintiff's  lands,  and 
that  those  of  the  east  fork  alone  would  have  caused  them 
no  material  injury..  But  At  four  different  iimes  daring  the 
jears  1875  and  1876  the  flood  from  both  branches  was 
poured  upon  them  through  a  break  near  the  crossing  of  the 
east  fork,  and  it  is  not  disputed  that  the;  were  damaged  at 
least  to  the  extent  found  bj  the  jury.  We  think  it  clear 
npon  these  facts  that  the  injurj  reanlted  from  the  negligence 
of  tha  defendant,  in  failing  to  keep  a  sulBcient  waste-gate 
at  the  CTossiog  of  the  west  fork.  The  ditch  not  being  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  carry  the  waters  of  that  stream  when 
it  is  high,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  defendant  to  provide  a 
means  for  discharging  them  through  their  natural  channel. 
Instead  o£  doing  so,  they  were  diverted  by  the  ditch  and 
tnmed  upon  the  plaintiff's  land. 

But  it  is  contended  that  the  floods  of  1875  and  1876  were 
wholly  unprecedentei^  and  soch  as  nould  not  have  been 
anticipated  or  provided  against,  and  consequently  that  the 
injury  to  plaintiffs  was  solely  doe  to  the  act  of  God. 

'  It  will  not  be  oeaessary  to  decide  whether  the  defendant 
would  have  been  absolved  if  the  floods  had  been  of  unpre- 
cedented violence,  for  the  fact  is  otherwise.  Witnesses  now 
living  in  the  valley  testify  to  ev&a  greater  floods  leaving  oc- 
curred within  the  last  twenty  years,  and  moreover,  the 
ditch  has  be^n  demonstrated  to  b^  insufficient  on  several 
occasions  since  its  completion,  notably,  at  the  time  the 
waste  gate  at  the  west  fo^k  was  washed  out.  If  the  defend- 
ant was  not  bound  to  provide  against  unheard-of  floods,  he 
was  at  least  boxind  to  provide  against  such  as  had  ooooxred 
not  more  than  three  years  prior  to  the  oonstruotion-of  its 
ditch.  It  hadabandfmt  warning  inerery  way.  The  plaint- 
iff, as  stookhijlders  and  officers  of  the  company,  frequently 
urged  upon  the  trustees  the  necessity  of  fluming  the  west 
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fork,  in  order  to  prevent  £be.Te)-y  resalta  that  have  ensaed, 
bnt  they  were  always  ovemiled  by  an  adverse  majority,  and 
when  they  offered  to  do  the  work  themselTes,  they  were 
threatened  with  personal  Tiolence  if  they  attempted  it. 
This  disposes  of  the  charge  of  eontribntory  negligence  made 
in  the  answer.  It  is  tme  the  plaintiffs  were  president  and 
foreman  reapeotively  of  the  defendant,  and  one  of  them  a 
tmstee  at  the  time  a  part  of  the  injury  occurred.  Snt  it  is 
very  clearly  shown  not  only  thai  they  had  no  power,  but 
were  expressly  forbidden  by  a  majority  of  the  tmstees,  sus- 
tained by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders,  to  provide  any 
means  for  discharging  the  waters  of  the  west  fork  into 
their  natural  channel  in  oaae  of  a  ffood. 

An  attempt  wad  made  at  the  trial  to  show  that  the  plaint- 
iSb  had  been  guilty  of  negligenoe  in  other  respeots.  It  was 
proved  that  at  the  time  of  the  floods  they  refnaed  to  open 
the  waste^ate  at  the  east  fork;  bnt  it  was  not  shown  how 
the  raising  of  that  gate  wonld  have  helped  them,  and  so  far 
aa  we  can  see,  the  only  effect  of  it  wonld  have  been  to 
hasten  their  ruin.  There  was  evidence  also'  that  the  break 
occurred  at  the  point  where  the  plaintiffs  had  a  box  for* 
drawing  water  from  the  ditch  for  irrigating  purposes,  and 
an  attempt  was  made  to  show  that  by  the  improper  con- 
stmction  or  arrangement  of  this  box  the  embankment  was 
weakened  and  caased  to  break.  The  jniy,  however,  nnd^r 
instructions  drawn  by  the  defendant,  and  quite  as  favorable 
as  it  was  entitled  to  ask,  fonnd  that  there  was  no  contrib- 
utory negligence,  and  we  think  they  were  amply  justified 
in  conclading  from  the  evidence  th^  the  ditch  must  inevit- 
ably have  broken  at  the  east  fork  in  spite  of  everything 
that  the  plaintiffs  could  have  done.  In  fact,  it  is  a  part 
of  the  appellant's  argument  that  no  human  power  conid 
have  prevented  the  ditch  from  breaking  somewhere,  and  all 
the.  evidence  ahowa  that  the  embankment  at  the  west  fork 
was  too  strong  and  high  to  be  overflowed  or  broken. 

It  was  proved'that  the  ditch  below  the  east  fork  had  a 
steeper  grade,  and  consequently  a  greater  carrying  capacify 
than  above  that  point.  From  this  it  is  argnfkd  that  it  most 
neoessarily  have  conducted  away  from  plaintifik'  lauds  more 
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water  than  ifc  biongfat  to  them,  and  ooDBeqnentlj  that  they 
weES  less  injured  than  they  irould  hare  been  if  there  had 
beau  no  ditch.  As  long  as  the  embankment  of  the  ditch 
was  unbroken,  no  doijbt  it  did  oaf  ry  away  more  water  than 
it  brought  down  to  the  east  fork,  but  when  the  water  it 
brought  from  the  west  fork,  uniting  .with  that  pf  the  east 
fork,  washed  out  the  embankment,  it  is  probable  that  very 
little  if  any' water  continued'to  flow,  down  the  ditch  to  the 
eastward.  It  foimd  a  wider. channel  and  steeper  grade  down 
the  bed  of  the  east  fork. 

These  are  all  the  points  made  on  the  evidenoe,  and  they 
are,  as  we  have  endeavored  to  show,  witbont  merit. 

It  is  next  claimed  that  the  district  oourt  erred  in  charging 
the  jury  that  time  could  not  confer  a  right  upon  tiie  defend- 
ant to  injure  the  plai^tifib. 

No  prescriptive  right  of  any  sort  ip  plead.ed  in  the  answer, 
but  on  the  trial  it.  was  proved  that  the  defeodant's  ditch  was 
completed  in  18&4,  and  has  been  constantly  in  nse  during 
the  irrigating  seasoa  ever  since. 

It  seems  to  have  been  contended  in  the  -district  court,  as 
it  has  been  here,  that  the  injury  to  the  plaintiffs  was  caused 
solely  by  the  mere  existence  of  the  ditch,  coupled  with  the 
act  of  (^od  in  producing  the  floods.  Hence  it  was  argued 
that,  since  the  defendant  could  not  be  held  responsible  for 
the  set  of  God,  if  it  could  shgw  a  prescriptive  right  to 
maintain  its  ditch,  its  defense  wonldbe  made  out.  Coonsel ' 
therefore  contends  that  the  instruction  referred  to  was  er- 
roneons,  and  deprived  it  of  the  ben^ts  of  one  of  its  de- 
teases. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  decide  whether  the  instruction  would 
have  been  erroneous  in  the  sort  of  case  supposed.  It  is 
Bofficient  to  say  that  neither  the  pleadings  nor  the  evidence 
in  this  case  entitled  the  defendant  to  raise  the  question  of 
prescription.  Damages  were  not  claimed  on  acqonnt  of  the 
mere  existence  of  the  ditch,  but  on  account  of  eareless  man- 
agement of  the  ditch,  and  the  negligence  proved  was  the 
failure  to  provide  a  means  of  discharging  the  waters  of  the 
west  fork  into  their  natural  channel  below  the  ditch,  whereby 
they  were  diverted  into  the  east  fork.     This  was  the  plaint- 
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iff's  case,  and  there  was  not  a  particle  of  evidence  tendii^ 
to  prove  that  the  defendant  ever  at  an;  time  exercised  oi 
claimed  the  right  bo  to  divert  the  waters  of  fhe  west  fork. 
It  ia  tme  the  danger  has  been  impending  ever  since  the  west 
fork  was  securely  dammed  ap  and  the  waste-gate  taken  Out, 
bot  no  rigbt  of  actjoa  accmed  to  the  plaintiffs  nntil  the  in- 
jury was  done,  and  when  ifc  was  done  this  action  was  com- 
menced. '  Conceding  tbpt  the  ihstmction  of  the  ooort  may 
have  been  erroneous,  it  is  a  sufficient  answer  to  the  arga- 
ment  of  counsel  to  say  that  its  utmost  e£Fect  was  to  take 
from  the  jury  the  question  of  preAoriptkm,  and  that  is  what 
onght  to  hare  been  done. 

The  conrt  also  instructed  the  Jury,  in  effect,  that  the 
plaintiffs  were  not  precluded  from  maintaining  this  action 
by  reason  of  the  fact  that  when  the  jnjury  occurred  the^ 
were  stockholders,  of  the  corporation. 

The  appellant  does  not  deny  that  in  general  a  corporation 
may  be  sued  by  its  stockholders,  but  it  is  claimed  that 
when  an  injury  resnlts  to  a  stockholder,  from  the  mere  ex- 
istence of  the  property  of  the  corporation,  it  would  be  nn- 
juBt  to  allow  him  to  soil  bis  stock  and  sue  for  damages. 

This  also  presents  a  question  which  is  not  involved  in  the 
case.  As  has  been  shown,  the  injury  to  plaintiff  did  not 
result  from  the  mere  existence  of  the  ditch,  but  from  mis- 
management, against  which  the  plaintiffs  constantly  pro- 
tested. We  think  that  under  the  circumstances  they  had 
an  undoubted  right  to  maintain  the  action.  And  it  makes 
no  difference  that  they  sold  their  stock  b^ore  bringing  suit. 
The  purchaser  of  the  stock  alone,  if  anybody,  can  complain 
on  that  score. 

The  other  points  made  by  appellant  are  bat  a  repetition 
of  those  which  have  been  discussed,  and  are  equally  with- 
out merit. 

The  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  affirmed.

Id.  116;  Darlington  v.  Mayer,  31  Id.  190,  20»;  State  ex  rel. 
St.  Louis  Police  Comm.  v.  St.  Louis  County  Court,  34  Mo, 
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646;  1  Dillon  Man.  Corp-,  sec.  47;  Standing  v.  Burr,  13 
Cal.  343.)  .,  .       ■       - 

II.  The  claim  of  respoudeDt  is  asoertaii^ed  ssd  definitelj 
fixed  by  the  act  of  Maich  9,  1865,  aad  the  paymeat  thereof 
by  thq  city  treasurer,  being  a  purely  ministerial  act,  he  can 
be  compelled  by  maiujamua  to  perform  it.  (Moaeson  Mand., 
142,  208;  Case  v.  Wresler,  4  Ohio  St.  561;  Staler.  Ltftich.  8 
Id.  347;  Staie  v.  Slaven,  11  Wis.  153;  High  Ex.  Leg.  jRem., 
8608.  .36,  104,  111,  112.  116, 116.). 

By  the  Conrt,  Hawlet;  C.  J. : 

The  district  conrt,  upon  the  petition  of  respondent,  issaed 
a  writ  of  Tnandwmus  to  compel  the  appellant  to  pay  respond- 
ent the  sum  of  three  hundred  doUars,  with  interest,  ,aa 
provided  in  the  act  of  the  legislature  approved  Maroli  9, 
1865.     (Stat.  1864-^5,  325.) 

It  is  argued  by  appellant  that  the  court  erred  io  refusing 
to  sustain  a  demurrer  interposed  upon  Ehe- ground  that  the 
petition  did  not  state  facts  sufficient  to  constitute  a  cause  of 
action. 

The  act  of  the  legislature,  after  authorizing  the  treasurer 
to  set  apart  certain  mopeys  as  a  special  iutad  and  out  of  said 
fond  to  pay  the  indebtedness  therein  described  (incloding 
the  claim  of  respondent)  provides:  "that  all  the  evidences 
of  indebtedness  hold  therefor,  together  with  all  ii^arrants  or 
other  legal  evidences  of  indebtedness,  held  as  collateral 
security  for  the^ayment  of  the  same,  shall  be  surrendered 
to  the  city  treasurer  at  the  tim6  of  the  payment  thereof." 

The  petition  is  defective  in  failing  to  state  that  this  pro- 
vision of  the  law  was  complied' with. . 

The  respondent  contends  that  his  claim  is  ascertained 
and  definitely  fixed  by  the  act  in  question  and  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  pay  over  the  money  when- 
ever there  was  a  sufficient  amount  in  the  special  fund  to  pay 
the  same  withont  having  the  amount  theteof  ascertained  by 
the  courts,  or  by  the  municipal  authorities  of  Virginia  city. 
"  The  cases  on  this  subject,"  says  Dillon,  "  when  carefully 
examined,  go- no  farther  probably,  than  to  assert  the  doc- 
trine that  it  is  competent  for  the  legislature  to  compel 
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municipal  corporatioBs  to  recognize  and  paj  debts  not 
binding  in  law,  and  which,  for  technical  reasons,  could  not 
be  eoforced  in  equity,  but  which,  neTertheless,  are  just  and 
equitable  in  their  character,  aud  involve  a  moral  obliga- 
tion." (1  Dillon  on  Moaicipal  Corporations,  sec.  14,  and 
aathorities  there  cited.) 

Dennis  v.  Maynard,  16  HI.  477,  is  the  only  authority  cited 
by  respondent  that  goes  to  the  extent  that  ttie  legislature 
may  ascertain  and  definitely  fix  the  amount  due  and  compel 
the  manicipal  corporation  to  pay  the  same.  In  that  ease 
the  money  raised  bj  taxation  was  to  be  applied  to  a  public 
object,' and  several  authorities  hold  that  in  cases  where  the 
public  interests  are' alone  InTolred.the  power  of  the  legisla- 
tore  is  greater  than  in  oases  which  only  concern  private 
interests.  It  is  unneoessavyin  this  case  to  decide  whether 
SQch  a  distinction  is  founded  npon  any  substantial  reason. 

lu  The  People  v.  The  Mmjor-of  Chicago,  51  HI.  30,  it  was 
held  ^t  the  legislatnre  could  not  compel  a  municipal  cor- 
jwration,  against  its  will,  to  incur  a  debt  by  the  issue  of  its 
bonds  for  any  local  improvement. .  * 

By  an  examination  of  the  authorities,  which  are  quite 
numerous,  it  will  be  observed  that  in  the  discussion  of  this 
and  kindred  questions  the  courts  are  not  entirely  harmoni- 
oas'  We  are,  however,  satisfied  that  in  a  case  like  the  one 
onder  consideration,  where,  only  private  interests  are 
involved,  it  may  be  considered  as  settled,  by  the  weight  of 
authority,  that  "the  legislature  cannot  adjudicate  iipon  dis- 
'  puted  claims.     ■ 

Cooley,  after  stating  the  general  rale  substantially  as 
quoted  from  Dillon,  and  declaring  that  the  legislatnre  has 
no  power,  against-  the  will  of  a  municipal  corporation,  to 
compel  it  to  contract  debts  for  local  purposes  in  which  the 
state  has  no  concern,  says: 

"And  there  is  much  good  reason  for  assenting  also  to 
what  several  respectable  authorities  have  hold,  that  where  a 
demand  is  asserted  against  a  municipality,  though  of  a  nat- 
ure that  the  legislature  would  have  a  right  to  require  it  to 
incur  and  discharge,  yet  if  its  legal  and  equitable  obligation 
is  disputed,  the  oorporation  has  the  right  to  have  the  dispute 
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settled  by  the  oonrts,  and  cannot  be'bonnd  by  a  legud&faTa 
allowance  of  the  claim."     (Cooley,  Const.  Lim.  233.) 

In  a  note  roTiewing  the  authorities  npOn  t^is  Bnbject  he 
B^s:  "It  is  one  thing  to  determine  that  the  natare  of  a 
claim  IB  each  as  to  make  it  proper  to  satfafy  it  by  taxaijon, 
and  another  to  adjudge'  how  mnch  is  .justly  due  upon  it. 
The  one  ia  the  exercise  of  legislative  povex,  the  'other  of 
jadicial." 

The  act  in  question,  in  so  far  as  it  nndertakes  to  definitely 
fix  the  amaant  dae  to  the  several  persona  therein  ;iamed,  is 
an  attempt  npoa  the  part  of  the  legialatare  to  exercise 
judicial  powers,  and  is  repugnant  to  section  1  of  article  iii. 
of  the  stale  constitatiou. 

The  demnrrer  oaght  to  have  been  anstftined. 

Tire  jndgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  reversed  apd 
cause  remanded.

Oarber  <fc  TJuymion,  for  Appellant. 

There  can  be  no  valid  location  of  a  claim  oa  a  mineral 
lode  sinoe  the  passage  of  the  act  of  May  10,  1872,  without 
maiking  the  boundaries  of  the  surface  groand.  (Sec.  2320 
Rev,  Stat.  U.  8.  (sec.  2  of  act  of  May  10,  1872);  sec.  2324 
Bev-'Stat.  U.S.  (sec.  5  of  act  of. May  10,  1872.)  These 
provisions  clearly  intend  and  determine  that'  the  tocatioD 
shall  be  of  the  sorface  grqnnd,  of  a  tract  of  land,  including 
a  portion  .of  a  lode,  or  portions  of  more  than  one  lode,  and 
presoiibe  positively  how  snch  location  shall  be  made.  The 
commissioners  of  the  general  land-office  department  of  the 
Ulterior,  have  iavariahly  so  constmed  the  law.  The  coarts  • 
in  similar  oaaes  have  given  considerable  weight  to  such 
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sctiona  of  the  laud  department.  (Coolej's  Const.  Lim.  69; 
Edtmrds,  lessee  v.  Darby,  12  Wheat,  210;  Surgell  v.  Lapice, 
8  How.  68;  B^-iiton  v.  Ferry,  14  Mich.  66.) 

Frior  to  the  act  of  July  26,  1866,  and  aadsr  that  act  the 
Qciversal  Qustom  of  miuorB  wae  to  locate  so  maajfeet  of 
thd  lode,  and  the  spjrface,  allowed  for  coDveuient  working, 
followedthe  portion  of  the  lode  claimed  by  operation  of 
law.  It  is  the  general  understanding  of  minars  that  by  the 
act  of  May  10,  .1872,  thia  manner  of  looating  lode  claims  was 
changed;  and  since  the  passage  of  this  act  what  is  consid- 
ered as  the  mode  provided  by  it,  viz.,  looating  a  piece  or 
parcel  of  the  surface-groond,  with  boondaries  distinctly 
marked  to  embrace  all  lodes,  the.  top-  of  or  apex  of  which 
lies  inside  of  the  sarface  lines,  has  been  adopted.  Thia 
court  can  properly  take  cognizance  of  this  condition  of 
things.  {Irvnn  t.  FhUUps,  5  Cal.  146;  Smith's  Com.  Stat, 
and  Const.  Law,  740,  742.) 

The  legislature  of  Colorado  recognized  this  mode  of  looat- 
ing mining  claims  upon  lodes.  (Law  of  May  10,  1872; 
Morrison's  Mining  Bights  in  Colorado,  16.)  In  other  states 
and  territories  the  miners  in.  the  districts  have  .generally 
passed  laws  repealing  their  former  rules  and  regnlstions, 
and  adopting  the  act  of  May  10,  1872  (with  some  additional 
provisions  for  the  record  of  claims),  and  have  complied 
with  it  by  making  the  surface  boundary  and  comers  of  the 
location.  The  marking  of  the  boundaries  of  the  surface 
olaims  is  essential  to  the  location  of  the  ledge  under  the 
mining  act  of  May  10,  1872.  (Goidm  Meece  O.  and  S.  M. 
■  Co.  T.  Cable  Con.  G.  and  S.  M.  Co..  IS  Nev.  318.) 

The  locator  of  a  mining  claim  cannot,  at  his  will  claim 
the  lode  and  relinquish  any  right  or  claim  to  any  surface 
and  all  adjacent  lodes,  because,  under  the  system  provided 
by  the  act  of  congress,  the  lode,  wiUiout  surface,  and  the  sur- 
face without  all  the  lodes  contained  in  it,  will  not  be  granted 
to  him  as  a  locator,  nor  sold  or  patented  to  him.  Such  is 
the  mandate  of  the  law.  To  obtain  the  port  of  the  lode 
be  wants,  the  locator  must  take  sDoh  surface  and  oUier 
parts  of  the  lodes  as  the  law  requires  him  to  take.  He 
can  only   take  any  portion  of  a  lode  by  taking  tho  stir- 
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face  embracing  ite  top  or  apex.  He  mnst  take  the  gift  of 
the  government  aait  ia  gtvea  to  him.  If  he  does  not  com- 
ply with  the  laws  bis  location  is  void,  and  mast  yield  to  one 
who  takes  according  to  the  laws.  (Ejigliahv.  Johnson,  17 
Cal.  107.)  When  n^ining  laws  point  out  how  mining  claims 
mast  be  located,  they  mnsb  be  strictly  complied  with.  {JUai- 
lett  V.  VncU  Scm,  1  Nev.  203.) 

Snch  an  attempted  location,  of  the  lode  merely,  wonld 
not  only  contravene  the  direct  and  positive  reqairements  of 
the  law  as  to  the  manner  of  making  locations,  bnt  woald 
contravene  its  general  principles  and  policy.  It  would  de- 
feat the  sale  of  the  mineral  lands,  and  overthrow  tbe'syatem  - 
establiahed  for  that  pnrpoae.  It  wonld  ondo  the  provisioos 
of  the  act  of  1872,  and  platJe  locations  back,  as  they  were 
before  the  passage  of  that  act.  The  location  and  the  grant 
to  the  locator  are  no  longer  of  bo  many  feet  of  and  along  the 
lode,  bnt  of  so  mnoh  enrf  ace  groand,  with  distinctly  marked 
lines,  and  thereby  aiid  ihercwUh  of  certain  portions  of  all 
lodes  having  their  tbp  or  apex  therein. 

M.  K.  MiiduM,  of  coou^el-  for'  Appellant,  argaed: 

I.  That  the  Paymaster  claim,  as  located  in  Jnfy,  and  the 
Stark,  as  located  in  September,  1872,  did  not  conflict  or 
interfete  with  each  other. 

n.  That  the  Paymaster  claim,  as  located  in  Jnly,  1872, 
was,  by  the  snbseqaent  acts  of  defendant  in  October,  1872, 
abandoned  and  lost. 

m.  That  the  location  of  the  Shark  was  a  valid  location 
nnder  the  act  of  congress  fuid  the  laws  of  the  district,  as 
against  the  defendant. 

'  IV.  That  the  acts  of  defendant's  grantors  done  in  Octo- 
ber, 1872,  did  not  constitate  a  location  either  nnder  the  act 
of  congress  or  the  laws  of  the  district,  or  •create  in  them 
any  right  or  privilege  in  the  property  in  dispnte,  but  ope- 
rated as  a  direct  fraud  upon  .the  plaintiff.- 

A.  M.  SiShouee,  for  Bespondents. 

I:  The  appeal  from  the  order  overmling  the  motion  for  a 
new  trial  ^oold  not  entitle  appellant  to  question  the  cor- 
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reotness  of  the  jadgment,  vhete  do  material  objections  are 
made  to  the  fiodings.  No  statement  on  appeal  is  filed;  ex- 
cept so  far  as  bj  lav,  the  statement  on  motion  for  a  new 
trial  is  made  the  statement  on  appeal.  In  this  appeal,  the 
findings  of  fact,  except  those  found  by  the  oonrt,  are  not 
oomplained  of.  The  only  error  in  law  oocurring  at  the'  trial 
alleged,  is  in  relation  to  the  admission  in  evidence  of  the 
Paymaster  notice, 

n.  The  plaintiff  utterly  failed  to  make  oat  a  case.  She 
proTed  that  the  defendant  had  made  application  for  a  United 
States  patent  for  the  premises  in  dispute,  bat  failed  entirely 
to  make  any  proof  of  the  filing  of  a  protest  against  that  pro- 
ceeding, on  this  gronod. .  The  action  is  brought  nnder  a 
special  statute,  is  not  a  common  law  action,  bnt  is  a  speoial 
proceeding,  institated  onder  the  terms  of  the  statute,  to 
determine  conflicting  chums  to  mining  ground.  In  saoh  an 
action  it  mast  be  averred  "  tliat  a  conflict  exists." 

in.  The  record  of  the  notice  of  the  location  of  the 
"Shark"  isToid,  because  it  does  not  fix  theJocusof  the 
claim  by  reference  to  natnr^  objects  tii  permanent  mona- 
ments.  The  notice  caJls  for  no  course,  and  does  not  state 
how  the  ^ound  or  -vein  is  claimed.  The  only  natural  or 
artificial  object  it  refers  to  is  the  "Paymastei;'' which  is 
-  now  claimed  to  have  no  existence. 

IT.  The  "Shark"  locators  never  discovered  any  vein, 
and  never  made  any  valid  location.  The  main  thing  granted 
by  the  TTnited  States-being  the  .vein,  of  course  no'mere-in- 
ciijent  such  as  surface  ground,  or  other  veins,  could  or  oan 
be  so4}uired  without  the  essential  prerequisite,  a  Tein>or 
lode.'  ' .    ' 

V.  The  "Paymaster"  notice  and  record  are  valid,  and 
its  boundaries  are  Bufficiendy  marked.  (See  Copp's  Land 
Owner,  April  i,  1875,  vtfl,  2,  p.  2.)  When  the  vein  "is 
found,"  and  also  found  to  be  a  distinct,  appreciable,  tangi- 
ble, natural  object)  projecting  several  feet  above  the  earth's 
Borface,  and  is  86nght  to  be  appropriated,  and  a  declaration 
or  notice  of  that  appropriation  is  placed  upon  that  object, 
and  that  notice  declares  in  terms  that  "\iualedfe"  issonght 
to  be  appropriated;  that  that  appropriation  runs  along'the 
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ooorseof  "  this  iedge,"  so  many  fset  in  one  direction  aDd  bo 
many  in  another;  Borely,  the  evidence  of  intention  to  appro-  ' 
priate.and  identify  the  objeota  sought  to  ba  appropriated, 
oould  not  be  more  clearly  expressed.  Such  description  of 
the  thing,  body  or  object*  sought  to  be  approprinted  can 
also  be  .strengthened  in  i,ts  claii&  to  validity  by  analogy, 
in  the  construction  of  deeds,  patents  an^  grants,  conrta 
have  ioTariiibly  held  that  boandariea  described  by  oenrse 
and  distance  should  yield  to  calls  vhich  referred  to  natural 
objects.  (Eotmes  v.  Shmi,  7  Pet.  217;  Melver^  lessee,  v. 
WaUcer,  9  Cranoh,  178.)  The  object  of  marking  bonndaries 
to  a  minii^  claim  is  to  tender  locations  certain,  and  to  pat 
Bnbaeqtienb  comers  apon  notice.  *  The  marking  of  the  oour&e 
of  the  vein  and  location  mufit  clearly  show  that  the  vein 
is  located;  and  if  the  locator  tilaims  no  snrface,  or  is  willing 
to  accept  the  leaser  amount  allowed  by  law,  no  one  can 
complain.  The  bonndaries  of  each  a  location  can  most  cer- 
tainly be  traced  very  readily.  The  "Paymaster"  vein 
cropped  boldly.  The  notice  was  placed  upon  these  crop- 
pings,  and  within  a  reasonable  time,  stakes  vfiVQ  placed  at 
each  end  of  the  claim,  on  its  true  course. 

VI.  There  was  no  abdodonmeat  of  the  "Paymaster." 
(Sickardeon  v.  McNtiUy,  24  Cal.  345;  MorrUon  v.  Wilson, 
13  Id.  499.) 

YU.  The  change  in  the  "Paymaster"  noticeand record 
■are  immaterial.  .When  the  location  was  completed,  and  the 
notice  was  posted'  aod  recorded,  that  create  an  inchoate 
title,  or  vested  interest;  which  could  only  be  destroyed  by 
some  of  the  modes  prescribed  by  law.  There  was  no  aban- 
donment. There  was  no' sale,  no  gift,  no  transfer  or  for- 
feiture.    (24  Cal.  346.) 

Vlii.  Independent  of  the  calls  in  a  notice  for  a  coarse  of 
a  location,  different  from  the  troe  course  of  the  vein,  of  the 
marking  of  boundaries,  the  disooverer  and  locator  of  a  vein 
or  lode,  is  entitled  to  it  to  its  foil  length,  on  its.  trae  coarse, 
and  on  its  dip,  indefinitely,  into  the  ground,  at  right  angles 
to  its  course.  The  act  of  congress  gifes  the*  right  to  locate 
the  vein  discovered.  That  \b  the  thing  granted.  With  the 
vein  follows,  as  im  inoidoit,  the  surface  ground.    This  box- 
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face  groond  lies  Id  equal  portions  on  each  aide  of  tiie  imag- 
inarylme  drawn  tbrongh  tlie  middle  of  the  vein  lengthwise. 
The  width  of  thesnrface  grouiicl  on  each  side  of  the  imaginar; 
linemaj.be  from  twenty-five  to  three  hnndredleet,  as  ihe 
law  of  the  district  may  prescribe. 

Prior  to  the  legislation  of  congress,  the  miners  of  the 
several  districts  made  theii;  own  laws,  and  the  conrta  in  con- 
stming  those  luva,  have  invariably  given  them'  snch  a  rea- 
sonable constmction  as  tp  enable  the  first  locators  to  follow 
their  vein  along  its  oonrse.  This  was  done :  first  on  accoant 
of  the  iincertaiiities  sxuronnding  fhe  parties  in  new  districts 
or  regions,  and  the  great  difficnlt^  that  will  nearly  always 
at  first  occnr  in  determining  the  exact  coarse  of  the  fein. 
Second,  because  the  interest  is  always,  and  the  notice 
almost  invariably  calls  for  the  groond  on  the  coarse  of  the 
vein  which  being  a  natoral  object,  controls  oonrsea.  AU 
these  reasons  still '  exist. '  -  No  legislation  has  been  made 
which  changes  the  situation  as  a  matter  of  fact,  or  the  rales 
of  law-governing  coort^  in  giving  proper  constmction  to  the 
description  in  the  notice  of  location.  To  reqaire.  that  the 
exact  line  or  coQrse  of  the  vein  must  be  ascertained,  before 
a  location  is  made,  is  to  seqoire,  ae  is  well  known  to  all  who 
know  anything  abont  veins  and  lodes,  dn  impossibility  in 
almost,  if  not  quite  all,  cases  in  an  undeveloped  country. 

In  all  patents  issued  by  the  gavemineDt  of  the  United 
States  it  will  be  noticed,' that  in  each  patent,  the  grant  id 
absolutfily  to  the  vein  patented.  The  land  is  also  granted, 
and  other  veins,  and  the  right  to  these  other  Teins  is  limited 
upon  their  dip,  to  plans  drawn  downward  through  the  end- 
lines.  The  act  of  congress  should  receive  the  same  con- 
struction. (Sees.  2320,  2322  Eev.  Stat.  U.  S. ;  Copp's  Mia- 
ing  Decisions,  61,  Dec;  26,  1872;- Id.  154,  May  20,  1875; 
Aug.  17,  1874;  1  Oopp  Land  Owner,-  83;  Weeks'  Commen- 
taries, 160. 

The  markingof  the  course  of  the  vein,  BO  that  it  can  "be 
easily  seen,"  is  a  sufficient  compliance  with  tfae  act  of  con- 
gress; at  least,  until  patent  iasnes,-  or  ii  applied  for.  Even 
if  it  would  not  give  3  locator  all  the  surface  permitted  to  be 
located  under  local  rules,  it  would  certainly  carry  the  low- 
eat  amount  allowed  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 
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R.  P.  &  H.  N.  Clement,  of'  counsel  for  Kespoudeftt,  also 
commented  upon  the  varioas  provisions  of  tLe  statute  of 
1872. 

I.  Upon  the  rules  of  statutory  construction  they  argued 
that  the  end  aimed  at — the  "polar  star"  of  all  statutory  con- 
struction— must  be  to  ascertain  the  iutention  of  the  legis- 
lature. Iq  trying  to  ascertain  the  intention  of  the  law- 
makers, the  reason  of  a  statute,  the  motives  which  led  to 
its  passage,  the  object  in  contemplation  at  the  time  it  was 
passed,  must  all  be  considered.  (Sedgwick  on  Stat.  Const. 
[2  ed.]  194;  P(Uache  v.  Pacl/ic  Ins.  Co.,  42  Gal.  430;  Bosehj 
V.  ^laitiiigli/,  14  B.  Monroe,  89;  Johnson  v.  Basil,  3  Baib. 
Oh.  207,  238;  Y'm»g  v.  Dnke,  1  Selden,  463;  People  v.  Ithica 
Insurance  Co.,  15  Johns.  358,  380.) 

II.  Statutes  ill  pari  malej-ia  are  to  be  taken  together, 
as  if  they  wero  one  law.  (Eiirl  of  Ailtsbury  v.  Paitison,  1 
Doug.  30;  Sedgwick  on  Stat.  Const.  [2  ed.]  209;  Smith  oa 
Stat.  Const.  622;  Slanuel  v.  Manuel,  13  Ohio  St.  458;  Cojiii 
V.  Bick,  45  Maine,  507;  llarrell  v.  HarreU,  8  Florida,  4fi; 
Peiiim  v.  Perkim,  62  Barb.  631;  Burrnll  v.  TulVia,  12  Min- 
nesota, 572;  Slate  of  Ind.  v,  Spri-ngfield  Tp.,  6  Indiana, 
S3;  Rule  10  of  Leiber's  Hermeneutics;  Sedgwick  on  Stat. 
Const.  247;  Rule  6  of  Leiber;  Smith's  Const,  of  Stat.  C12.) 
To  invoke  the  doctrine  of  estoppel  against  the  respondent 
in  this  cose,  the  appellant  mpst  show  that  she  has  been  mis- 
led— that  it  would  be  a  fraud  on  her  not  to  let  her  have  the 
Paymaster  vein.  (MarquaH  v.  Bradford,  43  Cal.  529;  Mar- 
tin v.  Zdlerbacli,  38  Id.  300;  Davis  v.  Davis,  26  Id.  23.) 

By  the  Court,  Beatty  J. : 

This  is  an  action  to  determine  the  right  of  possession  of 
certain  mining  ground  in  the  Ward  district,  White  Fine 
coQuty.  The  plaintiff  deraigns  title  from  the  locators  of  a 
claim  called  the  Shark,  and  the  defendant  is  the  grantee  of 
the  locators  of  the  Paymaster.  Both  claims  were  located 
on  the  same  ledge — the  Paymaster  in  July,  the  Shark  in 
September — and  the  principal  question  in  the  case  is  as  to 
the  validity  of  the  Paymaster  location.  The  facts  in  regard  to 
Vol.  XIIL— 2a  v-  i 
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tbia  location  are  very  clearly  and  fully  presented  by  the  find- 
ings of  the  district  judge,  which  embrace  the  special  verdict 
of  a  jury  upon  a  number  of  issues  submitted  to  its  deoiaion. 
Ko  exception  whatever  is  taken  by  either  party  to  the  find- 
ings of  the  jury,  and  the  objections  of  the  appellant  to  th« 
additional  findings  of  the  court  relate  rather  to  the  concla- 
sions  of  law  involved  than  to  the  facts  apon  which  they  aza 
based.  The  question  before  ns  is  therefore  narrowed  down 
to  a  constmction  of  the  legislation  of  congress  and  the  local 
rules  of  the  Ward  district  governing  the  location  of  mining 
claims. 

Before  eateriog  upon  a  discussion  of  the  purely  I^at 
questions  involved  in  the  case,  however,  it  will  be  best  to 
give  a  connected  statement  of  the  facts,  which  are  as  fol- 
lows :  Mineral  deposits  were  first  discovered  iu  what  is  now 
the  Ward  mining  district,  by  Thomas  F.  Ward,  in  March, 
1872.  On  the  first  of  May  the  district  was  organized,  a  set 
of  local  rules  adopted,  and  (it  seems)  Ward  appointed 
recorder.  The  rules  bo  first  adopted  were,  in  their  general 
features,  like  the  rules  everywhere  prevalent  on  this  coast 
before  the  enactment  of  the  law  of  congress  of  May  10, 
1872.  Claims  were  to  be  located  by  posting  a  notice  at  the 
point  of  discovery;  the  notice  to  be  recorded  in  fifteeu  days; 
tiiis  to  hold  the  claim  good  for  one  hundred  da^,  within 
which  time  a  certain  amount  of  work  was  to  be  done  on  the 
ground  in  order  to  hold  the  claim  a  year.  Each  locator 
was  to  have  fifty  feet  ot  the  surface  on  each  side  of  his  ledge 
or  vein,  but  this  not  to  carry  the  right  to  any  mineral  de- 
posit therein  distinct  from  the  one  located.  These  rules,  so 
far  ns  they  were  not  inconsistent  with  the  act  of  congress  of 
May  10,  1872,  continued  in  force  until  the  first  of  October 
following,  when  the  miners  adopted  a  new  set  of  rnles. 

Such  being  the  law  of  the  distriot  for  the  location  and 
holdiiig  of  claims.  Ward,  on  the  seventeenth  of  July,  1873, 
discovered  the  vein  or  ledge  which  is  now  in  oontroversy, 
and  placed  upon  the  croppings  at  the  discoveiy-point  the 
following  notice: 

"Paymaster  location  notice. — We,  the  undersigned,  do 
hereby  locate  and  claim  fifteen  hondred  (1600)  feet  on  this 
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ledge,  lodo,  or  deposit  of  miQeral  bearing  quartz  or  rock, 
vriih  all  its  dips,  spurs,  angles  and  variations,  together  with 
all  privileges  prescribed  by  the  mioing  laws  of  the  United 
States  aod  this  district,  and  intend  to  hold  and  work  the 
same  according.  We  claim  three  handred  (300)  feet  east^ 
orly,  and  twelvo  handred  (1200)  feet  westerly  from  this 
monnment,  running  idong  the  course  of  the  vein.  This 
shall  be  known  as  the  Paymaster.  Ward  mining  district, 
July  17,  1872,  situated  about  fifteen  hundred  feet  K.  W.  by 
K.,  from  Mountain  Pride  lode." 

To  this  notice  were  appended  the  names  of  the  locators, 
and  opposite  the  name  of  each  was  set  the  number  of  feet 
{undivided)  to  which  he  was  to  be  entitled. 

On  the  following  day,  July  18,  the  claim  was  recorded  by 
"Ward,  as  mining  recorder  of  the  district,  by  ci^ying  it  into 
a  small  memorandum-book  which  he  carried  in  his  pocket, 
and  which  at  that  time  constituted  the  record-book  of  the 
district.  Subsequently,  about  the  first  of  August,  a  larger 
book  was  obtaiDed,  and  the  records  transcribed  from  the 
little  book.  In  the  meantime,  however,  the  Paymaster  no- 
tice, and  the  record  of  it,  had  been  changed  as  follows:  It 
seems  that  there  was  some  sort  of  an  agreement  subsisting 
between  Ward,  John  Henry,  £.  C.  Hardy  and  three  others, 
that  they  should  be  equally  interested  in  the  locations  made 
by  Ward.  But  iu  the  location  of  the  Paymaster,  Ward  had 
omitted  Hardy's  name,  and  inserted  that  of  Dave  Pearson, 
-who  was  not  a  member  of  the  company.  A  few  days  after 
^o  location  and  recording  of  the  claim,  Henry  called 
Ward's  attention  to  the  fact  that  Pearson's  name  was  im- 
properly on  the  notice,  and  Hardy's  name  improperly  omit- 
ted. He  also  objected  to  the  unequal  distribution  of  the 
claim  among  the  six  locators.  Ward  thereupon  changed 
the  notice  on  the  ground,  and  the  record  in  the  little  book, 
by  erasing  the  name  of  Pearson  and  substituting  the  name 
of  Hardy,  and  by  ohanging  the  figures  following  the  names, 
so  as  to  give  to  each  locator  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of 
the  claim.  These  changes  in  the  notice  and  ia  the  little 
book  were  made  before  the  transcription  to  the  large  book 
which,  since  the  first  of  August,  1872,  has  contained  the 
records  of  the  ward  district.  i^    ^^    CjOOqIc 
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Sabseqaeol;  deTelopmeiits  Lave  shown  that  the  vein  or 
ledge  upon  wliioh  this  Paymaster  claim  was  located  has  a 
coarse  or  strike  from  ijonth-east  to  north-west.  According 
to  the  magnutio  mendian  (variation  16  J°)  it  runs  more  nearly 
east  and  west. 

lu  September,  1872,  some  work,  it  does  not  appear  how 
much,  had  been  done  on  the  Paymaster  location,  bat  the 
course  of  the  rein  was  not  clearly  determined. 

Such  being  the  condition  of  that  claim,  on  the  ninth  of 
September  the  locators  of  the  Shark  discovered  the  orop- 
pings  of  the  some  vein  at  a  point  about  four  hundred  feet 
north-west  of  the  location  point  of  the  Paymaster,  and 
posted  the  following  notice: 

Shark  miue  No.  I.  Notice.  We,  the  undersigned,  do 
hereby  locate  aud  claim  fifteen  hundred  (1,600)  feet  on  this 
ledge,  lode  or  deposit  of  mineral -bearing  quartz  and  rock, 
with  all  its  dips,  spurs,  angles  and  variations,  together  with 
all  privileges  prescribed  by  the  mining  liiws  of  the  United 
States  and  this  district,  and  intend  to  hold  and  work  tlie 
same  accordingly.  We  claim  seven  hundred  aud  fifty  feet 
on  each  side  of  the  monument  running  along  the  course  of 
the  vein.     This  shall  be  known  as  the  Shark  mine  No.  1. 

"  Ward  Mining  District,  Nye  County,  Nevada,  Septem- 
ber 9,  1872. 

"  JOHif  TayLOB,  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet. 

"  Thomas  Cosnoh,  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet. 

"  Mathew  Glkeson,  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet. 

"Chas.  Stbutenbeeoer,  three  hundred  and  seventy-five 
feet." 

On  the  following  day  this  notice  was  recorded,  the  certifi- 
cate to  the  record  being  aa  follows: 

"Becorded  September  10, 1872,  at  ten  o'clock  A.  M.  SiU 
uated  about  six  huudred  feet  north-easterly  from  Toang 
American  mine,  and  about  three  huodred  feet  north-west- 
erly from  Paymaster  mine. 

"Thomas  F.  Wabd.  Recorder." 

Some  significance  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  Ward,  the 
locator  of  the  Paymaster,  going  upon  the  ground  for  the 
purpose  of  making  this  record,  and  necessarily  observing 

uy ....,  Goodie 
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Ihe  proximify  of  the  Shark  to  the  Paymaster,  made  no  eom- 
plaint  at  the  time  tliat  the  Shark  locators  were  on  his  claim. 
It  was  not  until  October,  and  after  some  work  had  beeu 
done  by  the  locators  of  the  Shark,  that  notice  was  gi\«Q 
that  they  were  on  the  Paymaator  vein.  They,  however  de- 
nied that  it  was  the  same  vein.  They  claimed  a  cross  vein, 
and  declared  that  if  it  turned  out  that  they  were  on  the  Pay- 
master they  would  give  it  up. 

About  this  time,  on  October  10,  1872,  John  Henry,  ouo 
of  the  Paymaster  locators,  took  down  their  notice  and  pat 
up  another,  the  same  in  all  respects  as  the  one  remov^  ex- 
cept that  it  claimed  three  hundred  feet  soatherly  sad  one 
thousand  two  hundred  feet  northerly  from  the  monument, 
instead  of  three  hundred  feet  easterly  and  one  thousand 
two  hundred  feet  westerly.  On  the  same  day  he  drove 
down  two  stakes,  one  at  the  north-west  end  of  the  Paymas- 
ter and  the  other  at  the  south-east  end.  They  were  marked 
"  North-westerly  stoke  of  Paymaster  "  and  "  South-easterly 
stake  of  Paymaster,"  These  stakes  were  on  a  line,  or  very 
nearly  on  a  line,  with  the  croppinga  of  the  vein  as  now 
developed,  and  within  a  few  feet  of  the  center-line  of  the 
claim  as  now  surveyed.  At  some  time  sabsequent  to  the 
change  of  the  notice  on  the  mine,  a  corresponding  change 
was  made  in  the  record  of  the  claim  by  erasing  the  words 
easterly  and  westerly,  and  inserting  the  words  southerly 
and  northerly.  The  joiy  could  not  find  who  made  this 
change  in  the  record,  but  the  district  judge  was  of  the 
opinion,  and  so  are  we,  that  it  was  done  by  Ward  and 
Henry,  but  without  aoy  fraudulent  intent. 

In  the  meantime,  on  the  first  of  October,  the  laws  of  the 
district  had  been  changed  so  as  to  conform  more  nearly  to 
the  act  of  congress  of  May  10, 1872,  it  being  especially  pro- 
vided that  locators  should  have  three  hundred  feet  of  sur- 
face groond  on  each  side  of  their  vein,  to  include,  of  course, 
not  only  the  vein  originally  located,  bat  all  veins  within  the 
surface  lines.     (B.  S.  sec.  2322.) 

It  is  found  as  u  fact  that  sufficient  work  has  been  done 
under  each  of  these  locations  to  satisfy  the  requirements  of 
the  law  of  congress  and  the  rules  of  the  district.     The  Pay- 
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master  location  'tras  never  marked  upon  the  groaod  in  anj 
other  way  than  by  the  three  stakes  ob  the  line  of  the  crop- 
piugs,  ouQ  at  each  end  and  one  at  the  point  of  discovery, 
until  it  was  surveyed  for  the  purpose  of  tlio  patent  applica- 
tion iu  October,  1875.  The  Shark  location  was  never 
marked  on  the  groand  iu  any  way,  except  by  the  mouu- 
meut  at  its  initial  point,  until  April,  1874,  when  Gleeson  set 
stakeu  at  the  four  corners  of  the  surface  claim.  On  tliesa 
facta  the  district  judge  couoluded  that  the  Paymaster  loca- 
tion was  valid,  and,  as  a  necessary  consequence,  the  subse- 
quent location  of  the  Shark  on  the  same  ground  was  invalid. 
In  accordance  with  this  conclusion  the  judgment  of  the 
district  court  was  for  the  defendant. 

The  plaintiff,  appealing  from  the  jndgment  and  from  the 
order  denying  her  motion  for  a  new  trial,  makes  a  number 
of  assignments  of  error,  which,  however,  are  all  involved  in 
the  three  propositions  following. 

It  is  contended:  1.  That  the  Paymaster  claim  was  not  lo- 
cated iu  conformity  with  the  act  of  congress  and  the  rules  of 
the  district,  and  consequently  that  it  was  void;  2.  That  the 
Paymaster  locators,  if  they  ever  Lad  a  good  claim,  aban- 
doned it;  3.  That  Ihey  are  estopped  by  their  own  acts  from 
asserting  any  claim  adverse  to  the  Shark. 

Keeping  tbeeo  propositions  entirely  distinct,  and  con- 
fining our  attention  for  the  present  to  the  first,  it  is 
to  be  observed  that  there  is  no  question  that  the  locatora 
of  the  Paymaster  were  the  original  discoverers  of  the 
ledge  in  controversy;  that  they  made  &liona  fide  attempt 
to  locate  it ;  that  their  claim  was  notorious  ;  that  th^ 
and  their  successors  have  continued  to  occupy  and  develop 
the  property ;  that  the  Shark  locators  were  aware  of  the 
priority  of  the  Paymaster  claim,  and  originally  repudiated 
any  intention  of  locating  upon  the  same  vein.  These  facts 
being  conceded,  the  only  position  open  to  the  appeUont, 
and  the  only  position  her  counsel  have  attempted  to  main- 
tain, is  that  a  mining  claim  cannot  be  held  except  by  com- 
pliance with  certain  requirements  of  the  mining  laws  ;  that 
the  Paymaster  locators  did  not  conform  to  those  roqnire- 
ments,  while  the  locators  of  the  Shark  did,  and  that,  as  a 
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necessary  consequence,  the  law  gives  lier  tlie  property. 
Aaide  from  the  questions  of  abandoQineDt  and  estoppel, 
she  claims  nothing  except  from  a.  strict  applicutiou  of  the 
law,  regardless  of  any  seeming  hardship  in  depriving  the 
defendant  of  a  mine  which  its  predecessors  were  the  fii'st  to 
discover,  claim  and  develop. 

Tliere  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  corroctDess  of  the  prop- 
osition upon  AThich  this  claim  is  foanded.  The  United 
States  have  granted  to  their  citizens,  and  to  those  who  have 
declitred  their  intention  to  become  such,  the  right  to  explore 
and  occupy  the  pnbiic  mineral  lands,  (U.  S.  ^Revised  Stat- 
utes, sec.  2319.)  Those  qualified  locators  who  comply  with 
the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  the  local  regulatioos  not 
in  conflict  therewith;  governing  their  possessory  title,  have 
the  exclusive  right  of  possession  and  enjoyment  of  their 
locations.  (K.  S.  2322.)  Ho  who  complies  with  the  law 
has  the  exclusive  right.  Therefore,  if  it  is  true  that  the 
Shark  locators  complied  and  those  of  the  Paymaster  did 
not,  the  plaintiff  mast  take  the  mine,  no  matter  who  is  en- 
titled to  the  credit  of  the  discovery. 

"What  then  constitutes  compliance?  The  questions  in- 
volved in  this  branch  of  the  case  have  led  to  a  very  thor- 
ongh  and  elaborate  discussion  of  the  mining  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  particularly  of  the  act  of  congress  of 
May  10,  1872  (E.  S.  sec.  2319  el  seq.,),  under  which  these 
claims  were  located,  and  which  embodies  the  most  import- 
ant features  of  the  mining  legislation.  The  same  questions 
were,  to  some  extent,  involved  in  the  case  of  the  Golden 
Fkece  Compamj  v.  Cahle.  Consolidated  Company  (12  Nev.  312), 
but  were  not  very  fully  argued,  and  were  discussed  in  the 
opiniou  only  so  far  as  seemed  to  be  ueoessary  for  the  dispo- 
sition of  that  case.  Some  of  the  conclusions  then  announced 
have  been  questioned  by  counsel  for  respondent  in  this  ap- 
l^eal,  but  after  a  thorough  re-examination  of  the  whole  sub- 
ject, with  all  the  light  that  has  been  thrown  upon  it  by  the 
most  elaborate  argument,  oral  and  written,  we  remain  en- 
tirely satisfied  with  that  opinion.  So  far  as  it  goes,  it  is  a 
correct  exposition  of  our  present  understanding  of  the  law. 
But  it  does  not  cover  the  whole  ground,  and  is,  perhaps. 
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not  sufficiently  explicit  upon  eome  of  the  points  adverted 
to.  The  magnitude  of  this  case  and  the  great  importance 
of  the  subject  to  a  mining  commnnity  warrant  a  re-state- 
ment of  our  views  in  a  more  complete  and,  we  hope,  a  more 
convincing  form. 

Oue  of  the  imperative  requirements  of  the  Btatate,  an  in- 
dispensable condition  precedent  of  a  valid  location,  is  that 
it  shall  be  "  distinctly  marked  on  the  gronnd  ao  that  its 
boundaries  can  be  readily  traced  "  (R.  S.  2324).  By  refer- 
ence to  the  foregoing  statement  of  facts  it  will  be  Been  that 
one  of  the  locators  of  the  Shark  in  April,  1874,  marked  the 
boundaries  of  that  location  by  setting  stakes  at  the  four 
corners  of  the  claim.  It  is  conceded  that  this  was  a  suffi- 
cient marking  of  tliat  location ;  bnt  it  is  contended  that  the 
Paymaster  bad  been  sufficiently  marked  since  October  10, 
1872,  by  means  of  the  two  stakes  at  the  ends  of  the  claim  on 
the  line  of  the  croppings  and  by  the  location  monument  at  the 
point  of  discovery.  Whether  this  marking  was  sufficient  to 
answer  the  requirements  of  the  statute  is  the  principal  qnes- 
tion  in  the  case,  and,  as  a  step  towards  its  solution,  connsel 
have  devoted  a  great  portion  of  their  argument  to  the  pre- 
liminary question:  What  does  a  mining  claim  consist  of? 
what  nre  its  essentials?  What  are  its  incidents?  Is  it  the 
surface  ground  that  is  located,  or  is  it  the  vein  with  the  sor- 
faco  as  an  incident?  It  is  conceived  that  a  determination 
of  this  point  will  greatly  facilitate  the  inquiry  as  to  what 
sort  of  marking  of  boundaries  is  required.  Counsel  for  ap- 
pellant contend  that  the  location  is  of  the  surface  and  that 
stakes  at  the  comers  of  the  claim  are  essential.  Connsel  for 
respondent  insist  that  the  location  is  of  the  vein  as  the  prin- 
cipal thing  with  the  surface  as  a  mere  incident,  and  that 
stakes  to  define  the  limits  of  the  claim  upon  the  vein  are 
sufficient. 

What  we  said  in  the  Oolden  Fleece  case  we  think  expresses 
the  ti'uth  in  regard  to  this  matter  :  "It  is  true  that  the  vein 
is  the  principal  thing  and  that  the  surface  is  but  an  incident 
tlioreto  ;  but  it  is  also  true  that  the  mining  law  has  provided 
Qo  means  of  locating  a  vein  except  by  defining  a  surface 
claim,  including  the  croppings,  or  point  at  which  the  veiA 
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is  exposed,  and  the  part  of  the  veiii  located  is  determined 
bj  reference  to  the  lines  of  the  surface  claim."  (12  Nev. 
329.) 

The  vein  is  the  principal  thing  in  the  sense  that  it  is  for 
the  sake  of  the  vein  that  the  location  is  made;  the  sarface 
is  of  no  value  without  it;  no  location  can  be  made  nntil  a 
vein  has  been  discovered  within  its  limits,  and  the  surface 
must,  or  at  least  onght  to,  be  located  in  conformity  with  the 
course  of  the  vein.  (B.  S.  2320.)  But  the  location  is  of  a 
piece  of  land  including  the  vein. 

"A.  mining  claim  located  after  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1872, 
whether  located  by  one  or  more  persons,  may  equal,  but  shall 
not  exceed,  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet  in  length  along 
the  vein  or  lode;  but  no  location  of  a  mining  claim  shall  be 
made  until  the  discovery  of  the  vein  or  lode  within  the  lim- 
its of  the  claim  located.  No  claim  shall  extend  more  than 
three  hundred  feet  on  each  side  of  the  middle  of  the  vein  at 
the  surface,  nor  shall  any  claim  be  limited  by  any  mining 
regulation  to  lees  than  twenty-five  feet  on  each  side  of  the 
middle  of  the  vein  at  the  surface,  except  where  adverse 
rights  existing  on  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1872,  renders  such 
limitation  necessary.  The  end  lines  of  each  claim  shall  be 
parallel  to  each  other."  (B.  S.  2320.)  This  section  alone 
shows  that  it  is  a  surface  parallelogram  not  less  than  fifty 
feet  in  width  that  must  bo  located.  But  the  purpose  of  the 
law  is  more  clearly  indicated  by  its  granting  clauses.  What 
is  it  that  the  locators  have  the  exclusive  right  to  possess  ? 
Having  complied  with  the  laws  they  "shall  have  the  exclusive 
right  of  possession  and  enjoyment  of  all  the  surface  included 
within  the  lines  of  their  locations  and  of  all  veins,  lodes  and 
ledges  throughout  their  entire  depth,  the  top  or  apex  of 
which  lies  inside  of  such  surface-lines  extended  downward 
vertically,  although  such  veins,  lodes  or  ledges  may  so  far 
depart  from  a  perpendicular  in  their  course  downward  as  to 
extend  outside  the  vertical  side-lines  of  such  surface  loca< 
tiona."  (B.  S.  2322.)  This  is  the  only  part  of  the  act 
which  grants  the  right  to  possess  any  lode,  ledge  or  vein. 
The  vein  originally  discovered,  and  for  the  sake  of  which 
the  location  is  made,  is  lumped  in  with  other  mineral  de- 
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posits  that  may  happen  to  exist  witbin  the  limits  of  the 
surface  claim,  oad  do  part  of  it  is  granted  except  that  part 
the  top  or  apex  of  which  lios  iuside  of  the  sorface  lines  ex- 
tended downward  vertically.  This,  it  woald  seem,  ought 
to  be  conclusive,  but  the  language  of  section  2325  is,  if 
possible,  still  more  convincing:  "Section  2326.  A  patent 
for  any  land  claimed  and  located  for  valnable  deposits  may 
be  obtained  in  the  following  manner:  Asy  person,  associa- 
tion or  corporation  authorized  to  locate  a  claim  under  this 
chapter,  having  claimed  and  located  a  piece  of  land  for  sach 
pnrposes,"  may,  by  taking  the  prescribed  steps,  obtain  the 
title  upon  payment  of  five  dollars  per  acre  for  the  land. 

Thus  it  appears  that  a  location  on  a  vein  most  be  made 
by  taking  up  "ra  piece  of  lajid"  to  include  it.  No  other 
means  are  provided,  and  it  is  only  upon  condition  of  com- 
plying with  the  law  that  the  locator  becomes  entitled  to 
anything.  The  discoverer  of  a  vein  may  be  allowed  a  rea- 
sonable time  to  trace  its  course  before  being  compelled  to 
define  his  surface  claim,  and  in  the  meantime  may  be  pro- 
tected in  his  claim  to  fifteen  handred  feet  of  the  vein,  but 
his  location  will  never  be  complete  until  his  surface  claim 
is  defined.  That  this  is  the  only  possible  construction  of 
the  statute  seems  so  plain  to  our  minds  that  we  should  have 
thought  it  suparfluous  to  say  a  word  in  defense  of  our  view 
if  we  were  not  aware  that  an  opposite  opinion  is  very  largely 
prevalent.  We  think  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the  custom 
of  locating  a  vein  claim  by  means  of  a  notice  posted  on  the 
croppings,  and  of  holding  it  by  record  of  the  notice  and 
work  done  at  the  discovery  point,  without  any  definition  of 
boundaries,  has  prevailed  so  long  and  so  ituiversaUy  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  that  the  system  has  come  to  be  regarded  by  a 
great  many  as  something  essentially  inherent  iu  the  nature 
of  things.  The  right,  under  such  locations,  to  follow  the 
vein  iu  whatever  direction  it  might  run,  to  the  extent 
claimed  in  the  location  notice,  taking  the  adjacent  surface 
necessary  for  the  convenient  working  of  the  mine  as  a  mere 
incident  thereto,  has  been  so  long  recognized  and  enjoyed 
as  to  have  almost  ossnmed  the  character  of  one  of  the  nat- 
ural and  inalienable  rights  of  mas.    That  the  government. 
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in  disposing  of  its  mineral  lands,  lias  adopted  a  radioallj 
different  system,  under  wliich  a  vein  ^on  only  be  located  hy 
means  of  a.  surface  claim,  and  held  only  to  the  extent  tLat 
it  ia  included  witliin  the  surface  lines,  is  a  thing  too  incred- 
ible to  be  belioTod  by  those  to  vhom  the  old  customs 
seemed  rooted  in  the  very  fonndstions  of  jastice. 

But  disagreeable  as  the  awakening  may  be,  it  is  time  -we 
were  opening  our  eyes  to  the  fact  that  a  nev  system  has 
been  introdnced.  The  a«t  of  congress  of  May  10, 1872,  has 
effected  the  changes  above  indicated.  Its  language  is  plaiu 
and  noambiguoue,  and  whatever  may  be  our  opinion  of  the 
impolicy  of  the  changes  effected  by  it,  we  are  bound  to  sub- 
mit and  conform  ourselves  to  its  reqairements.  If  the  terms 
of  tlie  statute  left  any  room  for  constmction  the  aryumeiitnm 
ab  inconvenienti  might  be  entitled  to  great  weight,  but  it 
cannot  be  iuvoked  where  the  language  of  the  law  is  so  plain 
as  it  is  in  this  instance. 

Besides,  we  do  not  share  in  the  opinion  that  the  new 
system  is  so  utterly  bad.  Nobody  can  pretend  that  it 
is  perfect,  but  to  our  minds  it  is  a  great  improvement 
on  the  system  which  it  displaced.  TVe  are  willing  to 
admit  that  oases  may  arise  to  which  it  will  be  difficult 
to  apply  the  law,  but  this  only  proves  that  such  casen 
escaped  the  foresight  of  congress,  or  that,  although  they 
foresaw  tho  possibility  of  such  oases  occnrrinj;,  they  con- 
sidered that  possibility  so  remote  as  not  to  afford  a  rea- 
son for  departing  from  the  simplicity  of  the  plan  they  choso 
to  adopt.  So  far,  the  wisdom  of  the  congressional  plan  has 
been  sufficiently  vindicated  by  experience.  It  is  true  that 
veins  and  ledges  are  not  found  to  be  perfectly  regular  ia 
their  formation — they  have  not  a  perfectly  straight  course 
even  in  depth,  and  near  the  surface  they  present  still 
greater  irregularities  of  strike  and  dip;  but  still  they  ap- 
proximate the  ideal  vein  that  congress  seems  to  have  had  in 
view  sufficiently  nearly  to  admit  of  an  easy  application  of 
the  law  in  all  the  oases  of  oonfliotiog  claims  that  have  fallen 
under  our  observation. 

As  to  the  difficult  of  establishing  surface  lines  immedi- 
ately upon  the  discovery  of  a  vein,  that  also  ia  conceded. 
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It  IB  a  well-knowD  fact  tliat  th«  croppings  of  a  yein  are  al- 
-ways  a  verj  imperfect,  and  often  a  Tery  deceptive,  gaide  to 
its  course,  and  it  will  often  be  difficalt,  and  Bometimes  im- 
possible, to  locate  a  snrfaoe  claim  in  conformity  with  the 
course  of  the  vein,  even  after  years  spent  in  its  develop- 
ment. 

But  oil  this  affords  no  srgnment  against  the  system.  Un- 
less the  miners  voluntarily  restrict  themselves  by  local  regu- 
lations, a  claim  may  always  be  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet 
long  by  six  hundred  feet  wide.  Let  the  discoverer  of  a  vein 
be  ever  so  unfortunate  in  locating  his  claim,  he  cannot  possi- 
bly get  less  than  six  hundred  feet  of  the  vein,  while  under  the 
old  law  the  most  he  could  get  was  four  hundred  feet.  How, 
then,  can  it  be  said  that.he  is  subjected  to  any  hardships? 
So  far  from  restricting  his  rights,  the  new  law  has  very 
greatly  enlarged  them,  and  at  the  same  time  has  made  them 
vastly  more  certain  and  secure. 

Furthermore,  we  do  not  understand  that  the  law  requires 
the  surface  claim  to  be  defined  immediately  upon  the  dis- 
covery of  the  vein.  We  think  that  under  any  ciroumstauces 
the  discoverer,  if  he  went  to  work  diligently  to  trace  oat  its 
course,  would  be  allowed  a  reasonable  time  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  in  the  meantime  would  be  protected  in  his  right 
to  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet  of  the  vein.  In  the  ab- 
sence of  any  state  or  territorial  or  local  regulation  prescrib- 
ing the  time  to  be  allowed  for  tracing,  the  question  as  to 
what  should  be  deemed  a  reasonable  time  would  have  to  be 
determined  in  view  of  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  each 
case.  We  said,  however,  in  the  Golden  Fleece  case  (12  Nev. 
329),  and  we  still  think,  that  this  is  a  matter  for  local  regu- 
lation under  the  power  delegated  to  the  miners  by  seotion 
2324  of  the  revised  statutes,  to  make  rules  not  in  conflict 
with  the  laws.  Any  reasonable  rule  lor  the  provisional 
holding  of  a  claim,  by  means  of  the  posting  and  recordii^ 
of  notice,  during  the  time  necessary  for  tracing,  would,  we 
feel  confident,  be  favorably  viewed  by  the  courts,  especially 
if  it  required  the  locator  to  use  diligence  in  the  work  of 
tracing  during  the  time  allowed  for  that  purpose.  This, 
however,  is  a  question  which  we  are  not  called  upon  to  de- 
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cide  iu  tins  caae.  We  have  been  led  into  this  Hue  of  iirga- 
ment  in  respODSd  to  wliat  hits  been  said  by  counsel  for 
respondent  in  regard  to  the  grent  bardship  imposed  upon 
tbe  diacoverer  of  a  vein  hy  compelling  him  to  define  liis 
surface  claim  before  lie  could  poBBibly  ascertain  the  conrse 
of  the  vein.  If  we  are  right  in  our  opinion  that  he  would 
be  allowed  a  reasonable  time  for  ti'aoing,  the  supposed  burd- 
sliip  does  not  exist.  If  we  are  wrong,  and  if  the  discoverer 
miiHt  set  bis  states  without  stopping  to  trace  the  vein,  even 
then,  aa  we  have  shown,  he  is  better  off  since,  than  he  was 
before,  the  statute.  His  surface  lines  will  neoessarilj  in- 
clade  at  least  six  hnndred  feet  of  the  vein,  and  may  include 
upwards  of  one  thousand  six  hundred.  In  tbe  latter  caae 
he  may  be  compelled  to  readjust  his  lines  so  as  to  take  only 
one  thousand  five  httudre<l  feet,  but  in  any  case  he  can  se- 
cure sis  hundred  feet.  Before  the  statute  he  could  claim 
uo  more  than  four  hundred  feet  of  the  vein,  and  of  that  he 
was  not  secure  for  a  day.  Tbe  moment  he  developed  rich 
ore  he  was  beset  by  trespassers,  and  in  order  to  enjoin  them 
from  stealing  his  property,  was  obliged  to  trace  the  vein 
between  them  and  the  location  point.  He  was  harassed 
with  litigation,  and  his  means  often  entirely  consumed  in 
the  prosecution  of  work  not  necessary  for  the  development 
of  his  mine,  but  essential  for  the  vindication  of  Lis  title. 
Under  the  new  law  this  source  of  vexation  and  expense  is 
entirely  swept  away.  Within  his  surface  lines  the  discov- 
erer of  a  vein  is  secure,  and  he  might  well  consent  to  sacri- 
fice something  in  the  extent  of  his  claim  for  the  sake  of 
that  security.  So  far,  however,  from  having  to  make  such 
a  sacrifice,  bis  claim,  at  the  very  worsts  is  more  ample  than 
it  ever  was  before,  Sound  policy,  therefore,  concurs  with 
the  language  of  the  statute  in  sustaining  our  conclusion  that 
a  vein  can  only  be  located  by  means  of  a  surface  claim. 
How  soon  after  the  discovery  of  the  vein  "the  locatiou 
must  be  distinctly  marked  on  the  ground  so  that  its  bound- 
aries  can  be  readily  traced"  (B.  S.  2321),  we  do  not  decide, 
but  until  it  is  so  marked  we  are  clear  that  the  location  is  not 
complete,  and  the  law  has  not  been  complied  with. 

Bo  far  we  agree  entirely  with  the  views  of  counsel  for 
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appellant;  bnt,  although  we  are  satisfied  that  a  location 
must  be  of  a  surface  claim,  and  tbat  the  boundaries  and  ex- 
tent of  the  claim  must  be  plainly  defined  by  stakes  or  marks 
on  the  ground,  it  does  not  appear  to  be  a  necesaary  conse- 
quence that  the  least  admissible  marking  is  by  posts  or 
monuments  at  all  the  comers  of  the  claim. 

Wo  are  aware  that  the  oommissioner  of  the  land-office  has 
recommsnded  tlie  planting  of  posts  at  the  comers  and 
the  erection  of  a  sign-board  with  the  name  of  the 
claim,  the  names  of  the  locators,  etc.,  at  the  location 
pointj  and  undoubtedly  a  compliance  with  these  recom- 
mendations would  be  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  law  in  this 
particular.  Bat  at  the  same  time  we  think  it  may  be  satis- 
fied by  something  less-  There  is,  after  all,  something  in 
the  fact  that  it  is  a  miniug  claim  and  not  an  agricultnral 
claim  that  is  being  located,  and  some  account  should  be 
taken  of  the  customs,  habits  and  cironmstances  of  a  mining 
community  in  determining  what  is  a  anfficient  marking  of  a 
mining  claim.  The  vein  is  always  the  principal  object  that 
the  locator  has  in  view;  it  is  generally,  after  location  and 
work  at  the  location  point,  a  conspicuous  feature  of  the  lo- 
cality; it  is  Uie  first  thing  that  attracts  the  attention  of  min- 
ing men;  the  surface  claim  by  which  it  is  to  be  located 
ought  to  conform  to  its  coarse;  the  end  lines  most  be  par- 
allel, and,  OS  they  ought  to  conform  to  the  dip  of  the  ledge 
as  nearly  as  practicable,  they  ought  to  be  at  right  angles  to 
the  side  lines,  so  that  if  the  center-line  of  the  claim  is  once 
established  the  boundaries  are  thereby  fixed  and  may  be 
readily  traced. 

The  object  of  the  law  in  requiring  the  location  to  be 
marked  on  the  ground  is  to  fix  the  claim,  to  prevent  floating 
or  swinging,  so  that  those  who  in  good  faith  are  looking  for 
unoccupied  ground  in  the  vicinity  of  previous  locations  may 
be  enabled  to  ascertain  exactly  what  has  been  appropriated 
in  order  to  make  their  locations  upon  the  residue.  We  con- 
cede that  the  provisions  of  the  law  designed  for  the  attain- 
ment of  this  object  are  most  important  and  beneficent,  and 
that  they  ought  not  to  be  frittered  away  by  conatmction. 
But  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  law  does  not  in  express 
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tfltms  require  the  bouitdtries  to  be  marked.  It  reqair«8 
the  location  to  be  bo  mar&ed  that  its  bonBdaries  oan  be 
readily  traced.  Stakes  at  the  comers  do  not  mark  the 
boondaries;  thej  are  odI;  a  means  by  which  the  boimdaries 
may  be  traced.  Why  cot,  then,  allow  the  same  efficacy  to 
t,h;>  marking  of  a  center-]ine  in  a  district  where  the  extent 
of  a  claim  on  each  side  of  the  center-line  is  eatablishe<l  by 
the  local  rales?  It  wonld  be  safer  and  therefore  better  to 
comply  with  the  recommendations  of  the  land-office  and 
erect  stakes  at  the  corners  of  the  claim,  bat  if  the  grand  ob- 
ject of  the  law  is  attained  by  the  marking  of  a  oenter-line 
we  can  see  no  reason  why  it  should  not  be  allowed  to  be 
fjofficient. 

lu  this  case  the  locators  of  the  Faymaeter  marked  the 
center-line  of  their  claim  on  the  tenth  of  October,  1872. 
No  miner,  no  man  of  common  intelligence  acgnainted  with 
the  costoms  of  the  oonntry,  conld  have  gone  on  the  ground 
and  seen  the  monament,  notice  and  work  at  the  discovery 
point  and  the  two  stakes,  one  three  hnndred  feet  sonth-east 
of  the  location  monament,  marked  "  Bonth-easterly  ntake  of 
Paymaater,"  the  other  twelve  hnndred  feet  north-west  of 
the  location  monament  and  marked  "  North-westerly  stake 
of  Paymaster,"  in  a  line  with  the  croppings  and  with  the 
diaooveTy  point,  witbont  seeing  at  a  glance  that  they  marked 
the  center-line  of  the  claim.  By  the  mles  of  the  district 
and  the  laws  of  the  land  he  wonld  have  been  informed  that 
the  boaudaries  of  the  claim  were  formed  by  lines  parallel  to 
the  oenter-line  and  three  hnndred  feet  distant  therefrom  and 
byeod-linesatrightangles  thereto.  With  this  knowledge  he 
ooald  easily  have  traced  the  boandaries  and,  if  each  was  his 
wish,  ascertained  exactly  where  he  conld  locate  with  safety. 
We  conolode,  therefore,  that  the  Paymaster  location  was 
sufficiently  marked  on  October  10,  1872.  At  that  time  the 
Shark  location  had  not  been  marked  in  any  way,  and 
whether  the  law  allows  a  locator  a  reasonable  time  or  not 
to  mark  his  boundaries,  protecting  his  fall  claim  in  the 
meanwhile,  the  same  result  eqni^y  follows.  If  the  Paymas- 
ter was  not  marked  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  dis- 
covery, then  certainly  the  Shark  was  not,  for  the  first  waa 
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marked  within  three  months  and  the  latter  not  until  mora 
than  eighteen  months  after  discovery;  so  that  the  Shark  claim 
was  lost  by  the  failure  to  mark  its  location  within  a  reason- 
able time.  If  on  the  other  hand,  the  Paymaster  location 
was  marked  in  a  reasonable  time,  and  sach  time  is  allowed, 
then  the  Shark  was  thereby  ezclnded.  If  no  time  for  tracing 
is  allowed,  and  the  first  to  mark  his  boundariee  ia  first  in 
right,  then  the  Paymaster  location  holds  the  claim,  becaase 
it  was  first  defined  by  monnmenta  on  the  gronnd.  Unless  the 
Paymaster  locators  failed  in  some  other  particnlar  to  com- 
ply with  the  law,  there  is  no  hypothesis  upon  which  any- 
thing can  be  claimed  under  the  Shark  location.  Bat  it  is 
contended  that  the  Paymaster  location  was  rendered  invalid 
by  non-oompliance  with  the  rules  of  the  district  Eind  the 
law  of  congress  respecting  the  notice  and  record  of  claims. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  in  order  to  secure  the  right  of  pos- 
session to  a  mining  claim  there  must  be  a  compliance  not 
only  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  bat  also  with  snoh 
local  regulations  of  the  mining  districts  as  are  not  in  conflict 
therewith  (R.  S.  2324),  and  if  the  miners  of  the  Ward  dis- 
trict have  made  the  posting  and  recording  of  location 
notices  essential,  the  eonrta  are  not  at  liberty  to  dispense 
with  them. 

The  original  laws  of  the  district  were  adopted  May  1, 
1872,  ten  days  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  congress, 
which,  as  we  have  seen,  introdaced  an  entirely  new  system 
of  making  locations,  a  system  in  which  the  preiiminary 
posting  and  recording  of  notices  is  entirely  ont  of  place,  ex- 
cept, as  a  means  of.  protecting  a  claim  during  the  time 
necessary  for  tracing  the  ledge  and  marking  the  bonndaries 
of  the  location.  When  the  location  is  thus  marked,  all  that 
the  notice  and  record  were  ever  intended  or  expected  io  ac- 
complish is  eCFected  In  a  manner  far  more  satisfactory  and 
complete.  In  place  of  a  very  imperfect,  and  often  mislead- 
ing, notice  of  what  was  claimed,  there  is  a  plain  and  unam- 
biguoos  notice  to  all  the  world  of  the  exact  position  and 
extent  of  the  location.  It  might  well  have  been  held,  there- 
fore, with  respect  to  the  rales  adopted  May  1,  1872,  that 
their  requirements  as   to   the   posting  and    recording  of 
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notices  vere  snperseddd  b;  tbe  act  of  congress  of  May  10, 
1872:  that  they  vere  merged  ia  tbe  higher  and  more  effica- 
cious role  of  ite  statute,  of,  at  least  that,  if  tbey  continued 
of  any  force  whatever,  it  was  only  as  a  means  of  protecting 
a  vein  diacovery  during  the  time  reasonably  necessary  for 
tracing  its  coarse  and  marking  the  boandaries  of  the  loca- 
tion, and,  oousequeutly,  that  if  the  discoverer  chose  to 
mark  his  location  in  tbe  beginniug,  or  actaully  di^  so  at  any 
time  before  an  adverse  claim  was  made,  his  failare  to  post 
and  record  a  notice  would  count  for  nothing. 

Bat  the  rules  of  the  district  were  revised  on  the  first  of 
October,  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  congress,  and  the 
provisions  with  respect  to  the  notice  and  record  of  claims 
were  re-adoptsd  without  any  additional  provision  for  bringing 
them  into  Benaiblo  relation  to  tbe  law.  They  do  not  pur- 
port to  supply  a  means  of  holding  a  claim  pending  the 
marking  of  the  location  on  the  ground,  but  stand  as  sab- 
etantive  and  independent  requiremente,  a  compliance  with 
which  is  essential  to  the  validity  of  a  claim.  We  are  not 
willing  under  the  circnmstances  to  go  to  tbe  extent  of  hold- 
ing that  their  observance  can  be  dispensed  with,  even 
where  a  location  has  been  plainly  marked  before  the  making 
of  an  adverse  claim.  We  will  assnme  that  it  was  necessary 
for  tbe  locators  of  the  Paymaster  not  only  to  have  marked 
their  location  before  the  Shark  locators  complied  with  tbe 
law,  but  also  to  have  posted  and  recorded  a  notice  of  the 
claim.     Did  they  do  so? 

There  can  be  no  question  that  the  original  Fnymaster 
notice  was  all  that  the  law  requires.  The  only  objection  to 
it  is  that  it  did  not  contain  in  itself  a  description  of  the 
claim  by  reference  to  some  natural  object  or  permanent 
monament.  It  was  not  necessary  that  it  should.  It  is  only 
the  record  of  the  claim  that  is  required  to  contain  such  a 
description;  and  there  are  excellent  reasons  for  making  a 
distinction  between  the  notice  and  record  in  this  particular. 
A  notice  is  generallj,  and  for  safety  ought  always  to  be, 
posted  immediately  upon  the  discovery  of  the  vein,  before 
there  is  any  time  to  survey  the  groand  and  ascertain  the 
bearings  and  distances   of  natural  objects  or  permiment 
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mouumeota  in  the  Deighborhood;  aDd  besides,*  the  claim 
referred  to  hj  the  notice  is  always  safficiectly  identified 
bj  the  fact  that  it  is  posted  on,  or  in  immediate  prox- 
imity to,  the  croppings.  A  notice  claimiog  a  location  on 
"  this  vein  "  has  ooly  one  meaning.  But  the  notice  is  ex- 
posed to  the  danger  of  removal  by  adverse  claimants,  or 
destruction  by  the  elements,  and  for  permaDent  evidence  of 
the  location  its  record  is  provided  for.  The  record,  if  it 
consisted  of  a  mere  copy  of  the  notice,  would  not  identify 
the  claim,  and  there  would  be  an  opportunity  as  well  as  s 
temptation  to  the  locators,  upon  the  discovery  of  a  more 
valnable  mine  in  the  vicinity,  to  prove,  by  perjured  witnesses, 
that  their  notice  was  posted  on  that  mine.  The  floating  of 
claims  was  by  no  means  an  infrequent  occurrence  prior  to 
the  act  of  1872,  and  if  such  attempts  vere  seldom  com- 
pletely successful,  they  were  always  vexatious,  and  often 
the  means  of  levying  a  heavy  black-mail.  It  was  on  this 
account  that  the  record  (not  the  notice)  was  required  to 
contain  "  such  a  description  of  the  claim  or  claims  located 
by  reference  to  some  natural  object  or  permaneut  monnment 
as  will  identify  the  claim  "(B.  S.  2B24).  It  is  a  sufficient 
compliance  with  this  provision  of  the  law  if  the  description 
of  the  locus  of  the  claim  is  appended  to  the  notice  when  it 
is  recorded.  But  by  reference  to  the  foregoing  statement  of 
facts  it  will  be  seen  that  not  only  did  the  record  of  the  Fay- 
master  location  contain  the  necessary  description;  it  was  also 
contained  in  the  body  of  the  notice  as  posted  on  the 
ground  :  Situated  about  fifteen  hundred  feet  N.W.  by  N. 
of  the  "Mountain  Pride  lode,"  is  the  description  in  the 
notice  ;  and  as  no  objection  to  it  was  made  upon  the  ground 
that  the  "Mountain  Pride  lode"  was  not  a  well-knowa  nat- 
ural object,  at  that  distance  and  in  that  direction  from  the 
Paymaster  location  monnmeut,  we  presume  it  was,  in  fact, 
a  good  description.  The  record  also  contained  the  names 
of  the  locators  and  the  date  of  the  location,  and  tbas  fal- 
filled  every  requirement  of  the  act  of  congress.  (R.  S. 
2324.)  But  it  was  changed  by  Ward  and  Henry,  and  it  is 
contended  that  after  those  changes  it  was  no  longer  a  good 
xeoord. 
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The  ergament  in  support  of  this  point  is  about  as  follows: 
Pearson,  whose  name  was  in  the  original  notice,  as  first  re- 
corded ill  the  little  book,  vas  one  of  the  looators  of  the 
claim;  he  had  a  vested  right,  and  could  not  be  deprived  of 
his  interest  by  the  erasure  of  bis  name  from  the  notice  and 
record,  and  consequently  after  his  name  v&b  scratched  oat 
ilie  record  no  lunger  contained  the  names  of  the  locators, 
and  was  void.  We  do  not  think  it  is  by  any  means  clear  that 
Pearson  ever  acquired  any  interest  iu  the  claim.  It  does  not 
appear  that  he  ever  assented  to  the  use  of  his  name  as  a 
locator  by  Ward,  who  actually  made  the  discovery  uud 
posted  and  recorded  the  notice,  and  it  does  appear  that 
there  was  some  sort  of  arrangement  by  which  Ward  was  to 
divide  his  discoveries  equally  among  those  whose  names 
were  afterwards  signed  to  the  notice.  If  Pearson  had  no 
right  to  a  share  in  the  discovery,  and  if  Ward  merely  in- 
serted his  name  by  mistake,  or  under  some  misapprehen- 
sion, and  erased  it  before  the  claim  had  been  perfected  by 
vork  or  the  marking  of  its  boundaries,  it  is  difficult  to  see 
apoa  what  ground  he  could  claim  to  have  ever  had  any 
vested  right  as  a  locator.  But  whether  he  had  or  not  is 
a  qnestion  between  him  and  the  other  locators  of  the  Pay- 
master. As  to  outsiders,  the  notice  and  record  were  suffi- 
cient. They  contained  the  names  of  those  who  claimed  to 
be  the  locators,  and  served  every  purpose  of  the  law — that 
is,  they  identified  the  claimants  and  the  claim. 

The  subsequent  alteration  of  the  notice  by  changing  the 
words  westerly  and  easterly  to  northerly  and  southerly  had 
no  effect  apou  the  rights  of  the  parties.  The  only  purpose 
of  those  words  was  to  show  in  which  direction  from  the 
discovery  point  the  claim  extended  one  thousand  two  hun- 
dred feet,  and  in  which  direction  its  extent  was  only  three 
hundred  feet.  Either  set  of  words  served  the  purpose 
equally  well.  No  doubt  when  the  vein  was  first  discovered 
its  conrse  seemed  to  be  east  and  west;  after  a  certain 
amount  of  development  it  seemed  to  run  north  and  south, 
and  the  notice  was  changed  for  the  perfectly  innocent  and 
even  laudable  purpose  of  giving  to  all  whom  it  might  con- 
cern a  better  description  of  the  claim.     The  corresponding 
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alteration  in  tlie  record  was  miide  with  the  aame  notive,  at 
least  the  court  £uda  that  it  was  dooe  withont  asj  fraudnlent 
intent;  and  certainly  it  was  wholly  immaterial.  There  was 
no  swinging  of  the  location  effected  bj  this  change  in  the 
notice  and  record.  The  claim  was  never  fixed  until  the 
stakes  were  set;  and  so  far  as  the  notice  was  concerned  it 
claimed  one  thousand  five  hundred  feet  of  the  vein,  no  mat- 
ter where  it  might  run.  If  it  was  good  for  anything  it  was 
good  for  what  it  claimed  pending  the  marking  of  the  loca- 
tion. The  changes  and  erasures  in  the  record  were  certainly 
irregular,  and  if  they  had  been  material,  or  if  they  had 
not  been  satisfactorily  explained,  might  have  afforded  good 
grounds  for  excluding  it  from  evidence.  But  they  were 
satisfactorily  explained.  They  were  not  designed  to  defraud 
any  one,  and  bad  no  snch  effect.  We  think  that  the  com- 
ments of  the  district  judge  on  this  matter  are  very  jnsL 
"Mining  recorders  are  a  class  of  officials  that  must  be  treated 
with  a  great  deal  of  forbearance  and  indulgence.  They  are 
often  entirely  ignorant  of  legal  forms,  and  have  no  appre- 
ciation of  the  horror  with  which  an  ordinaiy  lawyer  views 
the  erasure  or  alteration  of  records  and  other  documents. 
Where  no  fraud  or  deception  is  intended,  their  blondors 
must  not  be  construed  into  crimes." 

This  disposes  of  the  first  proposition  of  appellant.  The 
second  and  third  are  entirely  without  merit,  and  aa  they  re- 
late to  well  settled  doctrines  of  the  law,  they  will  be  very 
briefly  adverted  to.  There  is  not  the  slightest  evidence  of 
an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  Paymaster  locators  to 
abandon  their  claim.  The  act  of  Henry  in  changing  the 
language  of  the  notice  on  the  tenth  of  October,  1B72, 
proves  only  that  he  had  abandoned  the  opinion  that  the 
course  of  tiie  ledge  was  east  and  west.  So  far  from  prov- 
ing an  intention  to  abandon  a  foot  of  his  claim  on  the  ledge, 
it  proves  exactly  the  reverse. 

Nor  do  the  facts  present  a  single  element  of  estoppel. 
!Each  party  hud  exactly  the  same  means  of  information. 
"When  the  Hhark  location  was  made  it  was  as  much  the  busi- 
ness of  its  locators  to  know  whether  it  was  on  the  Vajmas- 
ter  vein  as  it  was  of  Ward,  the  recorder.     The  truth  proba- 
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bly  is  tbat  no  one  at  that  time  tbonght  the  two  claims  tvonld 
coDfliot.  It  is  idle,  therefore,  to  saj  that  any  culpuble 
silence  on  the  part  of  Ward  caused  the  expenditure  of  labor 
and  money  oq  the  Sliark.  I!  the  locators  of  that  cicim 
vere  deceived  it  was  their  fault,  and  they  mast  suffer  the 
(ionseqnences. 

As  to  the  change  in  the  Paymaster  notice  from  east  and 
vest  to  north  and  south,  that  was,  as  we  have  seen,  wholly 
immaterial.  The  simaUaneons  setting  of  the  stakes  en- 
tirely superseded  the  calls  of  the  notice,  and  was  the  first 
thing  that  ever  fixed  the  boundaries  of  the  claim.  If,  after 
that,  the  Shark  locators  coatinued  at  work,  they  did  so  with 
their  eyes  wide  open,  as  they  did  everything  else  from  the 
beginning  to  the  end  of  their  attempts  to  locate  the  ground. 
From  the  outset  they  Lad  the  same  opportunities  to  know 
the  truth  that  the  other  party  had.  If  they  have  any  better 
claim  to  the  property  than  the  defendant,  it  is  not  because 
they  were  deceived  or  misled,  but  only  because  they  can 
show  a  technical  compliance  with  the  law,  while  their  ad- 
versaries cannot.  It  is  apon  this  ground  alone  that  their 
case  has  any  semblance  of  strength,  and  upon  this  ground 
we  think  it  clearly  fails. 

Since  the  foregoing  was  written  two  cases  (GW«c/i  v.  Mor- 
iarty  et  al.,  and  Holland  et  al.  v.  Mount  Auburn  G.  Q.  M.  Co.) 
have  been  decided  by  the  supreme  court  of  California,  in 
both  of  which  it  is  assumed,  as  a  point  beyond  question, 
that  the  marking  of  a  mining  location  on  the  ground  so  that 
its  boundaries  can  be  readily  traced  is  absolutely  essential 
to  the  validity  of  the  claim.  This  is  in  perfect  accordance 
with  our  own  views  as  above  expressed.  But  in  the  latter 
of  these  cases  it  seems  also  to  be  held  that  the  marking  of 
the  center  line  of  the  claim  is  not  suf&cient  to  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  the  law.  The  opinion  of  the  court  is  very 
brief,  and  no  reasons  are  assigned  for  the  conclusions 
reached.  We  have,  however,  been  led  by  that  decision  to 
thoroughly  reconsider  our  own  opinion  on  tbis  point,  and 
the  arguments  of  counsel  ^o  and  c(m.  The  result  is  that 
we  are  satisfied  of  the  correctness  of  our  first  conclnsion. 
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A  mining  claim  consists  of  a  certain  breadth  of  sui-face,  to 
be  laid  off  on  each  side  of  the  line  of  the  croppings,  with 
the  mineral  deposits  incladed  therein.  The  center  line^  as 
a  matter  of  course,  is  to  be  a  straight  line  conforming  to  the 
general  strike  of  the  veia  as  nearl;}'  as  that  can  be  ascer- 
tained. The  side  lines  are  to  be  parallel  to  the  center  line, 
and  if,  as  we  assume  to  be  the  proper  construction  of  the 
law,  the  end  lines  must  be  parallel  and  conform  to  the  dip 
of  the  vein,  which  is  at  right  angles  to  ita  strike  it  follows, 
with  the  conclnsiveness  of  a  mathematical  demoustration, 
that  when  the  center  line  is  once  definitely  fixed  the  bound- 
ary lines  can  be  traced  (that  is,  followed  out)  with  absolute 
certainty.  It  may  be  that  they  could  not  be  traced  as  easily 
and  readily  as  if  stakes  were  set  at  the  corners,  but  the  dif- 
ference would  berery  slight  and  of  no  practical  consequence. 
lu  any  case  we  think  that  the  law  should  receive  as  liberal 
and  beneficial  a  construction  as  is  consistent  with  the  object 
which  congress  undoubtedly  had  in  view  in  passing  it.  That 
object,  we  are  satisfied,  was  not  to  save  intending  locators 
a  slight  amount  of  labor  in  tracing  older  claims,  but  it  was 
to  make  the  boundaries  of  such  older  claims  certain  and  im- 
movable; to  put  an  end  forever  to  the  shifting  and  floating 
of  claims;  to  do  away  with  an  existing  and  intolerable  evil. 
The  whole  object  of  the  law  is  accomplished  whenever,  from 
the  monuments  on  the  ground,  the  boundaries  of  a  mining 
claim  can  be  traced  with  absolute  certainty  and  without  any 
practical  difficulty,  and  for  that  purpose  a  definitely  fixed 
center  line  is  sufficient. 

The  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  ought  to  be  af- 
firmed, and  it  is  so  ordered. 

Hawley,  C.  J.,  concurring: 

I  concur  in  the  conclusions  reached  by  the  court  that  the 
judgment  of  tlie  district  court  ought  to  be  affirmed;  but  I 
am  unwilling  to  give  an  unqualified  approval  of  the  con- 
struction given  to  the  mining  laws  of  the  United  States. 

If  I  entertained  the  opinion,  as  expressed  by  the  court, 
that  "it  is  a  surface  parallelogram  not  less  than  fifty  feet 
in  width  that  must  be  located;"  that  the  location  on  a  vein 
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"mast  be  made  by  taking  up  a  piece  of  land  to  include  it;" 
that  a  vein  "  can  only  be  located  bj  means  of  a  surface 
claim,  and  held  only  to  the  extent  that  it  is  included  in  the 
earface  lines,"  and  if — upon  these  points — I  agreed  "  en- 
tirely with  the  views  of  counsel  for  appellant,"  I  should  be 
inclined  to  agree  with  their  conclusions  that  it  is  the  sur- 
face location  that  "must  be  distinctly  marked  on  the  ground 
so  that  its  boundaries  can  be  readily  traced." 

But  I  do  not  believe  that  it  was  the  intention  of  congress, 
by  the  passage  of  the  several  acts  referred  tu  in  the  opinion 
of  the  court,  to  produce  an  entire  revolution  in  the  system 
of  locating  mining  claims.  Some  very  important  changes 
have  been  made,  and  the  rights  of  the  locators  have  been 
enlarged  and  made  more  specific;  but,  in  my  judgment,  it 
iB^as  it  was  under  the  old  system — the  vein  of  quartz,  the 
lode  that  is  the  principal  thing  constituting  the  location. 
The  surface  ground  is  but  an  incident  thereto.  The  loca- 
tion of  such  a  mining  claim  is  distinctly  marked  on  the 
ground  so  that  its  boundaries  can  be  readily  traced,"  by  the 
placing  of  stakes  along  the  lode  and  at  the  ends  of  the  loca- 
tion, or  by  such  other  monuments  or  marks  as  will  clearly 
designate  the  number  of  feet  in  length  and  the  particular 
lode  located.  In  my  judgment  the  location  need  not,  nec- 
essarily, be  the  taking  up  of  "  a  piece  of  land"  in  the  form 
of  aparallelogram.  When  the  vein  or  lode  is  sufficiently 
identified  and  marked,  as  above  stated,  the  laws  of  the  local 
district  fix  the  number  of  feet  in  width — of  the  surface 
ground — to  which  the  locator  is  entitled.  It  being,  of 
course,  understood  that:  "No  claim  shall  extend  more  than 
three  hundred  feet  on  each  side  of  the  middle  of  the  vein  at 
the  surface,  nor  shall  any  claim  be  limited  by  any  mining 
regulation  to  less  than  twenty-five  feet  on  each  side  of  the 
middle  of  the  vein  at  the  sai-face." 

I  differ  with  the  court  upon  another  point  discussed  in 
the  opinion.  I  think  that  after  the  vein  or  lode  is  properly 
located  the  locator  thereof  has  the  right  to  fifteen  hundred 
feet  along  the  course  of  the  lode,  "in  whatever  direction  it 
runs,  irrespective  of  the  vertical  side  lines  of  the  surface 
bonndariea"  (Dissenting  Opinion,  Golden  Fleece  v.  Cable  Con- 
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Bolidated,  12  Nev.  331),  aod  that  lie  wonld  only  be  eatitled 
to  fifteen  htmdred  feet  in  length,  slthoagb  the  veiu  took 
snch  a  course  as  to  embrace  more  than  fifteen  hondred  feet 
-within  the  end  lines  of  his  surface  location.

II.  The  new  evidence  was  material,  and  the  order  grant- 
ing a  new  trial  should  be  affirmed  for  that  reason.

By  the  Oonrt,  Leonard,  J. : 

This  is  an  action  upou  a  negotiable  promissory  note  for 
two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  with  interest  at  two  per 
cent,  per  month,  dated  January  22,  1876,  and  by  its  terms 
due  and  payable  August  10,  1876.  Upon  the  note  there  is 
an  indorsement  in  the  handwriting  of  defendant,  ua  follows: 
"Paid  on  the  within  note,  six  hundred  dollars,  July  22, 
1876.  Simpson."  Defendant,  both  by  his  answer  and  at 
the  trial,  admitted  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  note  to 
plaintiff,  but  denied  that  he  paid  thereon  six  handred  dol< 
lars  or  any  other  sum,  or  that  there  was  anything  due 
thereon.  His  defense  is  entire  want  of  consideration.  The 
allegations  contained  in  the  answer  in  sopport  of  this  plea 
are  in  sabstarce  as  follows:  That  on  the  twenty-second  day 
of  Junuaty,  1873,  defendant  was  the  duly  constituted  agent 
of  plaintiff  in  Virginia  city,  in  this  state,  and  as  such  agent 
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had  general  aupervisioD  and  control  of  all  of  plaintiff's 
financial  affairs  and  general  business,  and  fall  and  complete 
managemeDt  thereof  in  said  city  and  state;  that  as  sach 
agent  Le  liad  special  authority  to  invest  and  loan,  in  his  own 
name  or  otlienvise,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  be 
should  deem  advisable,  all  moneys  of  plaintiff  that  should 
from  time  to  time  remain  in  his  hands,  as  and  for  the 
special  ase  and  benefit  of  plaintiff;  that  on  or  about  said 
day,  he  had  ia  his  hands,  as  such  agent,  the  snm  of  one 
thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  belonging  to  plaint- 
iff; that  he  then  deemed  it  advisable  to  loan,  and  did  loan, 
Baid  sum  belonging  to  plaintiff,  together  with  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  of  his  own  money,  to  one  F.  A.  Cox,  f^ 
the  period  of  two  years,  at  the  rate  of  two  per  oent.  per 
month  interest,  and  received  Cox's  note  and  mortgage  upon 
real  pi-operty  in  Yirginia  city  to  secure  the  some;  that  after 
the  expiration  of  two  years,  and  while  he  was  still  plaintiff's 
agent  as  before  stated,  he  deemed  it  advisable  to  renew, 
and  did  renew,  said  note  and  mortgage,  for  the  term'  of  one 
year  thence  next  ensuing;  that  Cox  had  failed  to  pay  any 
part  of  the  amount  due;  that  a  decree  foreclosing  the  mort- 
gage had  been  entered  in  the  first  judicial  district  court  in 
Storey  county;  that  an  order  of  sale  had  been  made,  and 
proceedings  were  pending  to  fully  foreclose  and  satisfy  said 
mortgage,  all  of  vhich  had  been  and  was  known  to  plaintiff; 
"that  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  January,  1876,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  securing  the  plaintiff  against  all  and  singular  the 
acts  of  defendant  in  the  premises,  and  that  defendant 
should  well  and  truly  account  to  plaintiff  for  her  proportion 
of  the  moneys  that  should  be  collected  from  the  sale  of  the 
mortgaged  property,  or  from  Cox,  and  not  otherwise,  and 
while  the  foreclosure  proceedings  were  pending,  the  defend- 
ant made  and  delivered  the  promissory  note  set  out  in  the 
plaintiff's  complaint;"  that  said  note  was  and  is  "whoUy 
without  consideration  to  defendant,  and  was  not  intended 
as  evidence  or  ackaowledgtnent  of  any  debt  due  from  de- 
fendant to  plaintiff,  all  of  which  plaintiff  well  knew;  that 
the  six  hundred  dollars  indorsed  upon  the  note  was  ad- 
vanced to  plaintiff  for  the  purpose  of  relieving  her  n 
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ties,  npoo  the  atiderstandiiig  and  agreement  that  the  same 
Bum  sfaonld  be  retained  bj  defendant  from  the  moneys  to 
be  collected  upon  the  note  and  mortgage;  that  such  ad- 
TftnoB  was  not  made  as  a  payment  or  acknovledgmeut  of 
indebtedness;  that  since  the  loao  to  Cox  defendant  had  had 
QO  moneys  of  plaintiff  in  his  hands  or  noder  bis  control. 

This  action  was  commenced  September  27,  1876.  It  was 
tried  by  the  court,  without  a  jnry,  January  22,  1877,  and 
the  findings  and  judgment  were  substantially  in  accord  with 
defendant's  answer.  Defendant  had  judgment  for  his  costs. 
Plaintiff  moved  for  a  new  trial  on  the  following  grounds: 
Accident  and  surprise;  newly  discovered  evidence;  insuffi- 
ciency of  evidence  to  justify  the  decision  of  the  court,  and 
errors  in  law  occurring  at  the  trial. 

The  court  ordered  a  new  trial,  upon  the  grounds  of  acci- 
dent and  surprise,  and  newly  discovered  evidence. 

Defendant  appeals  from  the  order.  Defendant's  counsel 
insist  that  the  evidence  given  on  the  trial  shows  there 
-was  no  sufficient  consideration  for  the  note  in  suit  to  sus- 
tain an  action  thereon;  that  the  newly  discovered  evidence 
set  out  in  the  affidavit  for  a  new  trial  conld  not  change  the 
result  first  arrived  at  by  the  decision  of  the  court;  that  by 
the  answer  plaintiff  was  given  full  notice  of  the  defense  to 
the  note  as  well  as  of  the  existence  of  the  facts  set  up  in  the 
affidavit,  and  that,  consequently,  she  should  have  produced 
at  the  trial  the  evidence  now  claimed  to  be  newly  dis- 
covered. 

We  do  not  think  that  either  the  answer  or  the  evidence 
introduced  at  the  trial,  gave  notice  to  plaintiff,  or  put  her 
upon  track,  of  many  material  facts  stated  in  the  affidavit  as 
newly  discovered  evidence.  Plaintiff  had  notice  that  de- 
fendant claimed  the  note  to  be  void  for  want  of  considera- 
tion ;  that  defendant  as  plaintiffs  agent  loaned  the  money 
about  January  22,  1873,  to  Cox  for  two  years,  and  in  his 
own  name  received  a  note  and  mortgage  for  plaintiffs  use 
and  benefit;  that  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  he  renewed 
the  Cox  note  and  mortgage  for  the  period  of  one  year;  that 
a  decree  foreclosing  said  renewed  mortgage  had  been  entered 
in  the  proper  coni-t,  and  an  order  of  sale  made.     Plaintiff 
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yraa  notified  by  defendant's  testimony  at  the  trial,  tbat  the 
property  Lad  been  sold  ander  the  order  of  sale  above  men- 
tioned, and  that  the  time  for  redemption  hod  expired.  But 
the  uffidaTit  for  a  new  trial  ehows,  that  on  or  abont  Septem- 
ber 19,  1873,  Cox  executed  and  delivered  to  defendant  the 
note  and  mortgage  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars;  that  defendant  assigned  the  same  to 
O.  "W.  Ward,  February  10,  1876;  that  on  April  13,  1875, 
Cox  and  vite  executed  to  one  Douglass  notes  and  mortgages 
upon  the  same  property  for  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thiity-six  dollars,  in  conBideratiou  of  the  satisfaction  of 
the  former  note  and  mortgage  given  to  defendant;  that  on 
the  eighteenth  day  of  September,  1875,  the  last  notes  and 
mortgage  were  assigned  by  Dooglasa  to  Ward;  that  on  the 
fifteenth  day  of  March,  1876,  Ward,  in  consideration  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  dollars,  to  him  in  hand  paid  by  C. 
Derby,  the  receipt  of  which  was  duly  acknowledged  by 
Ward,  sold  and  assigned  said  notes  and  mortgage  abso- 
lutely to  Derby,  for  his  use  and  benefit;  that  on  March  15, 
18J6,  having  power  so  to  do,  Derby  brought  suit  of  fore- 
closure in  Ward's  name,  and  on  June  28,  1876,  obtained 
decree  and  judgment  for  two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
eighty-three  dollars  with  order  of  sale;  that  Derby  caused 
the  property  to  be  sold;  that  he  purchased  it  at  sheriff's 
sale  for  the  sum  of  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  dollars,  and  on  the  twenty-fourth  of  January,  1877, 
received  the  sheriff's  deed  therefor,  when  he  became,  and 
now  is,  the  absolute  owner  thereof. 

Plaintiff  was  notified  by  the  answer,  that  defendant  re- 
newed the  first  note  and  mortgf^e  for  one  year,  A  fair 
construction  of  that  langu^e,  in  this  connection,  is  that  the 
second  notes  and  mortgage  were  given  by  the  same  party  to 
the  same  party,  that  is,  by  Oox  to  the  defendant.  It  was 
not  notice  that  they  were  given  by  Cox  and  wife  to  Doug- 
lass. Plaintiff  was  also  informed  by  the  answer,  that  such 
renewed  moHgage  was  foreclosed,  not  a  mortgage  from  Cox 
and  wife  to  Douglass,  and  by  him  assigned  to  Ward.  But 
more  than  all,  plaintiff  was  not  notified  that  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  March,  1876,  months  before  the  commencement  of 
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ihia  action.  Ward,  by  an  inBtrument  nuder  seal,  m  oonaid- 
eration  of  one  thonsand  eight  hnndred  dollars,  hj  him  re- 
ceived of  Derby,  sold  and  transferred  the  notes  and  mort- 
gage, absolutelj,  to  the  latter,  as  apx>ears  prima  fade  to 
have  been  the  case,  both  from  plaintiff's  affidavit  and  ex- 
hibit D  mode  a  part  thereof.  Nor  did  she  have  notice  that 
Derby,  on  the  twenty-foarth  day  of  January,  1377,  received 
the  sheriff's  deed  of  the  mortgaged  property.  Plaintiff  can- 
not  be  presomed  to  have  been  apprised  of  any  facts  by  the 
answer,  sare  those  that  were  stated  therein,  and  such  others 
as  naturally  flowed  or  followed  from  the  ones  set  ont. 

We  think  she  had  no  notice  of  the  facts  last  stated,  and  it 
becomes  necessary  to  ascertain  whether  they  are  important 
or  not.  They  are  of  the  greatest  importance  to  plaintiff, 
tinder  the  finding  of  the  court  that  the  note  sued  on  was 
not  given  in  consideration  of  indebtedness  foand  due  upon 
settlement,  if,  being  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court 
or  jury,  they  would  show  a  sufficient  consideration  for  the 
note  to  sustain  this  action,  regardless  of  such  settlement. 

Does  the  newly  discovered  evidence,  if  true,  show  a 
sufficient  consideration  for  the  whole  amount  of  the  note  or 
any  part  thereof?  As  to  the  consideration  necessary  in 
ease  of  an  action  upon  a  note,  it  is  stated  in  Bylea  on  Bills, 
p.  228,  that  "the  same  general  rules  as  apply  to  the  nature 
of  the  consideration  for  other  simple  contracts,  are  also 
applicable  to  the  various  contracts  on  a  bill  or  note;"  that 
is  to  say,  there  most  have  been  some  benefit  to  the  maker, 
or  some  detriment  to  the  payee.  As  we  have  seen,  defend- 
ant alleges  in  his  answer  that  he  executed  and  delivered  the 
dote  in  question  "for  the  purpose  of  securing  plaintiff 
against  all  andsingular  the  acts  of  defendant  in  the  premises, 
and  that  defendant  should  well  and  truly  account  to  plaint- 
iff for  her  proportion  of  the  moneys  that  should  be  collected 
from  the  sale  of  the  mortgaged  property,  or  from  said  Cox, 
and  not  otherwise."  If  plaintiff's  affidavit  be  true,  it  is 
evident  from  defendant's  answer,  that  the  note  was  given  to 
secure  plaintiff  against  the  very  aots  of  defendant  which 
were  done,  as  well  as  those  which  were  not  done,  by  him. 
Defendant  testified  that  the  second  mortgage  had  been 
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foreclosed,  and  tLat  he  expected  to  get  the  mooey  out  of  it 
in  a  few  weeks  or  months,  vlien  he  would  pay  it  to  phuntiff; 
that  he  had  no  interest  in  it  except  to  the  extent  of  two  or 
three  hundred  dollars.  Under  such  circumatancea,  it  was 
inoambent  upon  him  to  show  at  least,  that  ho  still  held  the 
note  and  mortgage,  and  was  in  coaditiou  to  control  the  pro- 
ceeds of  sale  and  to  band  them  over  to  plainti£f.  There 
was,  however,  no  such  proof;  but,  on  the  contrary,  the 
newly  discovered  evidence  shows,  if  true,  that  months  be- 
fore this  action  was  brought,  the  notes  and  mortgage  were 
the  property  of  Derby  solely ;  that  thereafter  defendant 
had  no  control  over  them,  and  that  neither  plaintiff  nor  de- 
fendaut  had  any  property  in  them  or  any  interest  in  the 
proceeds  of  the  mortgaged  premises;  that  at  the  time  the 
new  trial  was  granted,  Derby  was  the  absolute  owner  of  the 
mortgaged  property.  Admitting  it  to  be  true  that  Ward 
acted  as  agent  of  defendant  in  getting  the  second  notes  and 
mortgage  in  the  name  of  Douglass,  and  in  having  them 
assigned  by  the  latter  to  himself,  and  that  at  the  time  the 
note  sued  on  was  exeouted  by  defendant,  he  had  received 
nothing  from  Cox  or  upon  the  mortgage;  that  ho  had  not 
at  tliut  time  placed  the  notes  and  mortgage  or  his  interest 
therein  beyond  his  control;  and  admitting,  also,  for  the 
purposes  of  this  decision,  that  the  note  in  question  was 
not  given  upon  settlement  as  claimed  by  plaintiff  still,  if  it 
be  true  that  at  the  time  this  action  was  brosght,  or  eves 
at  the  date  of  trial,  defendant,  by  himself  or  Ward,  had 
disposed  of  the  note  and  mortgage,  and  for  a  valuable  oou- 
sideration  received  from  Derby,  had  sold  and  assigned 
absolutely  to  the  latter,  all  interest  in  and  lien  upon  thfl 
mortgaged  property,  thus  rendering  it  impossible  for  him  to 
foreclose,  or  cause  to  be  foreclosed,  the  mortgage  for  plaint- 
iff's ase  or  benefit,  or  otherwise  to  perform  the  duties  of 
bis  trust,  we  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  there  was  a  suffi- 
cient valuable  consideration  for  the  note  sued  on,  to  the 
extent  of  plaintiff's  proportion  of  the  whole  value  of  the 
mortgaged  property.  Let  us  admit,  for  the  sake  of  the  argu- 
ment, that  at  the  time  the  note  sued  on  was  given.  Ward 
held  the  Cox  note  and  mortgage  for  plaintiff;  that  the  latter, 
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at  that  time,  woa  the  real  owner  of  both,  and  that  defendant 
then  owed  plaintiff  nothing.  But  let  it  be  admitted  further, 
that  before  this  action  was  biongbt,  and  aabseqaent  to  the 
date  of  tbe  note  ened  on,  giyea  to  seciire  plaintiff  againat 
her  liabilitj  of  loaa,  as  stated  in  the  answer,  defendant  con- 
verted to  bia  own  nso  the  eighteen  bnodred  dollars  paid  by 
Derbj  for  tbe  note  and  mortgage,  or  deprived  plaintiff  of 
any  benefit  from,  or  interest  in,  the  mortgage,  by  an  abso- 
lute sale  and  assignment  thereof. 

Under  such  circumstances  we  think  that  plaintiff's  liabil- 
ity of  loss  on  account  of  defendant's  possible  misfeasance, 
was  a  sufficient  consideration  to  uphold  the  note  as  a  cause 
of  action  when  it  was  executed,  to  the  extent  of  plaintiff's 
proportion  of  the  whole  value  of  the  mortgaged  property. 
"  To  that  extent,"  as  was  said  in  Eaaaeltine  v.  G'lUd,  11  N. 
H.  394,  "  the  consideration,  certainly,  has  not  failed.  On 
the  contrary,  it  has  been  perfected,  if  that  term  is  admis- 
sible." The  case  just  cited  was  an  action  commenced  June 
13,  1838,  on  a  promisaory  note  dated  November  18,  1835, 
for  three  thoasand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-three  dollars  and 
twelve  cents  payable  to  plaintiff  or  order  on  demand.  At 
the  trial  defendant  Guild  was  defaulted,  but  sabseqnent 
attaching  creditors  were  permitted  to  come  in  and  defend 
the  suit.  It  was  admitted  that  Guild  executed  the  note  de- 
scribed in  the  declaration;  but  evidence  having  been  intro- 
duced in  the  defense  tending  to  show  that  the  note  might 
be  held  in  some  measure  for  the  benefit  of  Guild,  the  plaint- 
ifiia  offered  to  prove  that  on  the  fourth  day  of  January,  1832, 
Guild  was  appointed  guardian  of  one  Searle,  a  minor,  and 
on  the  same  day  gave  a  bond  to  the  jndge  of  probate,  in  the 
penal  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  the  plaintiffs  as  bia 
sureties,  conditioned  well  and  truly  to  discharge  the  office 
of  guardian,  to  render  a  true  account  of  euch  estate  as 
should  come  to  Lis  hands,  and  to  pay  and  deliver  what 
should  remain  in  his  hands  to  Searle,  when  of  full  age,  or 
otherwise,  as  the  probate  court  should  lawfully  direct;  that 
Guild  afterwards,  as  guardian,  received  money  to  the 
amount  of  the  note,  and  for  which  he  was  liable  as  guard- 
ian, and  the  plainti£b  as  his  sureties,  at  the  time  of  the

commeucement  of  the  suit;  that  the  note  was  taken  for  the 
purpose  of  indemnifying  the  plaintiffs  agaiost  their  liabili- 
ties on  the  bond,  and  they  engaged  when  the  note  was  given, 
to  Bave  Guild  harmless  from  any  liability  as  guardian,  to 
the  extent  of  the  money  which  might  be  recovered  on  the 
note;  that  Searle  came  of  age  January  3,  1839,  and  that  on 
the  fourth  day  of  the  same  January,  the  plaiutifb  paid 
Bearle  the  snm  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  took  bis  dis- 
cbarge for  that  sum.  The  court  below  rejected  the  evidence 
offered,  which  was  held  error  on  appeal,  and  a  new  trial 
was  granted.  It  will  be  noticed  that  in  that  case  the  note 
sued  on  was  executed  several  years  after  the  plaintiffa  be- 
came liable  on  the  bond,  and  long  before  they  paid  any- 
thing, or  knew  they  would  be  required  to  pay  anything  on 
account  of  becoming  sureties;  as  in  this  case,  the  note  in 
question  was  given  after  defendant  received  plaintiff's 
money,  and  hence  after  plaintiff  was  liable  to  sustain  loss 
in  case  of  defendant's  misfeasance,  but  before  the  note  and 
mortgage  were  assigned  to  Derby,  In  that  ease  the  two 
thousand  dollars  were  not  paid  by  plaintiffs  until  about  six 
months  after  they  commenced  action  upon  the  note,  bat 
they  were  paid  before  the  trial;  while  in  this  ease  the  note 
and  mortgage  were  sold  to  Derby  before  plaintiff  brongbt 
her  action,  but  it  seems  she  was  not  aware  of  the  sale  until 
after  trial.     We  quote  from  the  opinion  of  the  court: 

"  The  plaintiffs,  upon  the  execution  of  the  note,  had  in 
fact  no  debt  against  the  defendant  such  as  appears  on  the 
face  of  the  note  to  exist;  and  it  is  very  clear  that  securities 
of  this  kind  are  not  the  most  appropriate  evidences  of  con- 
tracts to  indemnify  the  payee  for  an  existing  liability  for 
tlie  maker,  *  *  *  A  mortgage  would  undoubtedly  better 
exhibit  the  true  state  of  the  case.  But  on  the  other  hand, 
if  a  mortgage  Las  not  been  given,  justice  may  be  promoted 
by  permitting  a  surety  to  take  from  liis  principal  some  obli- 
gation upon  which  he  may  acquire  a  lien  upon  the  property 
of  the  principal,  and  provide  security  for  his  indemnity  in 
case  of  need,  before  lie  has  been  compelled  to  pay  the 
money.  And  securities  for  this  purpose  appear,  from  the 
authorities  cited,  to  have  been  sanctioned  in  England  and 
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HasBachneettB.     {lAUh  v.  lAiile,  13  Pick.  426;  Ctahirtg  v. 
Gore,  15  Mass.  72;  2  D.  and  E.  104,  105;  M.  640.) 

We  do  Dot  see  amy  solid  grounds  of  distinction  where  the 
payee  is  sotety  in  an  administration  bond,  and  wliere  he  is 
snretj  in  some  obligation,  in  terms  for  the  payment  of 
money.  The  result  in  both,  if  enforced  against  the  surety, 
is  to  compel  him  to  pay  a  snm  of  money.  It  may,  perhaps, 
be  said  that  the  tme  ground  of  the  defense  ia  want  or  fail- 
nre  of  consideration;  for,  if  there  is  a  sufficient  considera- 
tion for  the  promise  to  pay  a  snm  of  money,  there  is  no 
fraud  in  exeonting  a  note  promising  to  pay  it.  And  if  a  lia- 
bility as  surety  may  be  held  to  be  a  good  consideration  for 
a  note,  the  consideration  must  remain  good  to  the  extent  of 
the  money  which  has  sabseqnently  been  paid  upon  the  lia- 
bility. In  this  case  the  snm  of  two  thousand  dollars  was 
paid  by  the  plaintiffs  upon  the  liability  before  the  trial. 
*  *  *  There  is,  perhaps,  no  sufficient  objection  to  hold- 
ing that  an  existing,  continuing  liability  as  surety  for 
another  is  such  a  damage  to  the  party  that  it  will  form  a 
sufficient  consideration  for  a  promissory  note.  It  ia  clearly 
a  good  consideration  for  a  mortgage,  and  it  has  been  held  a 
sufficient  consideration  to  sustain  an  absolute  conveyance." 

"We  discover  no  difference  in  principle  between  that  case 
and  the  one  in  hand.  If  the  liability  of  a  surety  is  sufficient 
to  sustain  a  promissory  note,  executed  long  after  the  liabil-  ' 
ity  is  incurred,  but  before  any  sum  is  paid,  if  payment  is 
made  by  the  surety  before  trial  (and  the  cases  holding  that 
doctrine  aro  nnmerous)  much  more  was  the  actual  giving  np 
of  money  by  plaintiff  to  defendant  for  a  specific  purpose 
and  as  a  trust,  with  the  liability  of  loss  on  account  of  de- 
fendant's misfeasance,  a  sufficient  consideration  for  a  note 
given  to  secure  plaintiff  against  such  loss.  Let  us  suppose 
a  case.  A.  employs  B.  to  purchase  county  scrip,  the  latter 
agreeing  to  buy  it,  hold  it  until  paid,  and  then  faithfully 
hand  over  the  proceeds.  B.  receives  one  thousand  dollars, 
buys  all  the  scrip  he  can  for  the  money,  and  retains  it  in  his 
possession.  For  the  purpose  of  securing  himself  against 
possible  loss  on  account  of  the  wrongful  acts  of  B.,  A.  takes 
B.'s  note  in  the  snm  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars.  B.  draws 
Vou  XIII -31.  •        /  -  I 
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the  money  oo  the  Bcrip  and  retaiaa  it.  We  haye  no  doubt 
that  the  consideration  of  the  note  vould  be  ample  to  sup- 
port an  action,  and  that  A.  coald  recover  thereon  an  amount 
eqaal  to  the  amount  received  by  B.  And  that  case  is  the 
same  in  principle  as  this,  if  plaintiff's  affidavit  for  a  new 
trial  ia  true. 

Besides,  inasmuch  as  plaintiff  delivered  her  moneys  to  de- 
fendant, who  undertook  to  invest  them,  take  securities 
therefor  and  to  account  to  her  for  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  the  mortgaged  premises,  an  action  would  have  laia 
against  Lim  on  that  bailment,  altbongh  no  note  had  been 
given,  if  he  had  disposed  of  the  securities  for  his  own  use 
and  benefit  instead  of  hers;  or  if  by  other  gross  misman- 
agement he  had  lost  her  money.  (Gbitty  on  Cont.,  vol.  1, 
p.  42;  Story  ou  Bailm.,  sees.  164,  171  ei  aeq.,  and  188; 
2  Johns.  Caa.  92.) 

In  Watson  v.  Turner,  Bull.  N.  P.  147,  overseers  of  the 
poor,  were  held  liable  to  an  apothecary  for  his  attendance, 
though  not  ordered  by  them,  and  a  subsequent  promise  by 
them  to  pay  waa  held  not  to  be  a  nudum  pactum,  because 
they  were  bound  by  law  to  provide  for  the  poor.  {Wenrtall 
V.  Adney,  3  Bos.  &  P.  250,  note.) 

In  JVarnei-  v.  Booge,  15  Johns.  233,  it  was  held  that 
where  a  party  in  suit  became  entitled  to  costs  from  the  op- 
posite party,  who  promised  to  pay  the  bill,  the  promise  was 
founded  on  a  sufficient  consideration  and  would  support  an 
action. 

After  plaintiff  delivered  her  money  to  defendant,  the  lat- 
ter was  under  a  legal  obligation  to  perform  the  duties  of  his 
trust,  without  the  note,  and  that  obligation  was  a  sufficient 
consideration  to  uphold  the  note  as  a  cause  of  action  when 
it  was  given,  to  the  extent  of  plaintiff's  loss  caused  by  the 
misfeasance  of  defendant;  that  is  to  say,  if  the  affidavit  for 
a  new  trial  is  true,  the  consideration  of  the  note  in  suit  is  at 
least  sufficient  to  sustain  a  recovery  to  the  extent  of  plaint- 
iff's proportion  of  the  value  of  the  property  morf^^ed. 
,  We  have  thus  far  discussed  the  question  of  consideration 
upon  the  pleadings,  admitted  facts  and  newly  discovered 
evidence,  without  regard  to  plaintiff's  claim  that  the  note 
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sued  OD  was  given  upon  fall  settlement  with  defendant,  con- 
cerning which  fact  the  testimony  was  very  conflicting.  Upon 
the  new  trial,  if  the  conrt  or  jury  should  conclude  there 
waa  Buch  settlement,  and  that  the  note  in  ^neBtion  was  given 
in  consideration  of  inde'btedDesa  found  due  plaintiff,  these 
facts  alone  will  entitle  plaintiff  to  recover  the  whole  amount 
claimed.  Should  the  conclusion  be  against  such  settlement, 
then  the  principles  hereinbefore  stated  will  govern  the 
court  upon  the  question  of  consideration. 

Against  plaintiff's  objections  at  the  trial,  defendant  was 
permitted  to  testify  that  at  the  time  the  note  in  question 
was  executed,  it  was  given  "upon  the  complete  understand- 
ing that  she  (plaintiff)  was  to  get  her  money  out  of  the 
mortgage  when  it  was  collected,'  and  not  before."  If  such 
testimony  was  admissible  for  any  purpose,  it  was  solely  as 
a  defense  to  the  consideration.  (Pars.  Notes  and  Bills 
[2  ed.],  vol.  1,  523;  vol.  2,  501  et  seg.)  In  an  action  upon 
a  negotiable  promissory  note,  a  sufficient  valnable  consider- 
ation is  at  first  presumed,  and  to  show  a  want  or  failure  of 
the  same,  the  burden  of  proof  is  upon  the  defendant. 
(Story  on  Bills  of  Ex.  209;  Pars.  Notes  and  Bills,  vol.  1, 
175.) 

Under  the  facts  pleaded  and  admitted  by  defendant,  it 
was  incnmbent  upon  him  to  show  either  that  he  had  per- 
formed the  duties  of  his  traat  or  was  in  condition  to  do  so, 
or  BUch  facts  as  excused  him  from  such  performance.  We 
fail  to  perceive  how  the  testimony  mentioned  proved  or 
tended  to  prove  either  fact  just  stated,  or  how  it  in  any 
manner  sustained  the  defense  of  want  of  consideration. 

In  reply  to  a  i}°6stion  asked  plaintiff  by  the  court,  she 
testified  as  follows:  "I  consider  the  mortgage  and  money 
invested  in  it  as  mine;  there  never  was  any  understand- 
ing between  defendant  and  me,  by  which  he  was  to  become 
the  owner  of  the  mortgage  and  money  secured  thereby, 
or  become  liable  on  the  note;  there  never  was  any  other 
consideration  for  defendant's  note,  except  that  he  had 
moneys  of  mine  under  his  control,  loaned  out  for  me."  A' 
part  of  that  testimony  was  apparently  opposed  to  what  she 
had  before  stated,  and  was  ^[ainst  plaintiff's  whole  theory 
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of  the  case.  Bat  however  that  may  be,  and  presamiag  tbat 
she  testified  as  stated,  it  matters  not  who,  in  her  opinion, 
was  the  owner  of  the  note  and  mortgage.  She  did  not 
know  at  the  trial  what  is  set  out  in  the  affidavit,  that  defend- 
ant had  previoasly  disposed  of  the  Cox  note  and  mortgage, 
and  thus  disqualified  himself  from  performing  the  duties  of 
hie  trust.  And  if  she  did  then  consider  the  mortgage  and 
the  money  invested  as  her  property,  with  the  light  then  be- 
fore her,  that  fact  does  not  change  her  legal  rights,  if  ber 
affidavit  is  tme. 
The  order  granting  a  new  trial  is  affirmed. 

Beattt,  J.,  concurriiig: 

I  concur  in  the  order  of.  affirmance,  but  to  sustain  the 
action  of  the  district  court  I  think  it  quite  unDeoesaary  to 
resort  to  th©  newly  discovered  evidence.  The  facts  alleged 
in  the  answer  in  my  opinion  do  not  constitute  a  defense  to 
the  action.  So  far  from  showing  that  there  was  no  consid- 
eratioii  for  the  note,  they  show  that  there  was  a  valuable 
and  adequate  consideration.  The  defendant  was,  according 
to  his  own  version  of  the  facts,  liable  to  the  plaintiff  as  her 
trustee.  She  had  a  right  to  hold  him  accountable  in  that 
character,  and  to  demand  the  proceeds  of  his  investments 
of  her  money;  and  he  had  a  right,  if  his  conduct  in  her 
affairs  had  been  without  fault,  to  discharge  his  obligation 
to  her  by  turning  over  the  securities  in  which  be  had  in- 
Tested  her  money.  But  if,  instead  of  settling  in  that  way, 
he  chose  to  give,  and  she  chose  to  take,  his  promissotj  note 
for  a  sum  of  money  less  than  was  actually  due  her,  the 
validity  of  such  a  settlement  cannot  be  questioned.  His 
liability  as  trustee  was  thereby  extinguished,  and  he  became, 
JQ  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  the  owner  of  the  mortgage  and 
the  debt  thereby  secured.  Thi»  was  a  good  consideration 
for  the  note,  and  all  the  answer  alleges,  and  all  the  defend- 
ant's evidence  amounts  to,  is  that  there  was  a  contempor- 
aneous verbal  agreement  that  the  note  was  not  to  be  paid 
■according  to  its  tenor,  but  was  to  he  satisfied  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  Cox  mortgage.  In  my  opinion,  no  evi- 
dence of  any  such  agreement  should  have  been  received  or 
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considered,  &3  its  only  effect  was  to  contradict  the  terms  of 
the  note. 

This  view  of  the  case,  if  correct,  is  coDclaaire  in  fayor  of 
the  plaintiff,  regardless  of  the  weight  of  evidence  upon  the 
dispated  facts.  I  wish  to  add,  however,  that  in  my  opinion 
the  finding  of  the  conrt  onght  to  have  been  in  favor  of  the 
plaintiff  on  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  trial.  The  defend- 
ant's testimony  was  in  direct  conflict  with  his  own  written 
ackoowledgmente;  that  of  the  plaintiff  was  plain,  straight- 
forward and  consistent,  not  only  with  the  written  evidence, 
bat  with  itself.  I  do  not  agree  with  the  conrt  that  it  pre- 
sents even  an  apparent  inconsistency.  The  plaintiff  had 
testified  dearly  and  diatinotly  that  the  note  was  given  in  fnll 
and  final  settlement  of  all  her  claims  on  the  defendant  by 
reason  of  his  invmbnenta  for  her.  Up  to  the  day  it  was 
given  she  had  never  heard  of  the  Cox  note  and  mortage. 
Defendant  had  pretended  that  her  money  was  invested  in 
loans  to  other  parties,  and  in  mining  stocks.  Three  months 
after  the  date  of  the  note,  defendant  for  the  first  time  pro- 
posed to  tranafer  to  the  plaintiff  the  Oox  note  and  mortgage 
in  satisfaction  of  his  note,  and  she  agreed  to  take  it,  not  be- 
.canae  she  thought  her  money  was  invested  in  it,  bat  becanse 
she  feared  if  she  refused  to  take  that  she  would  get  nothing. 

It  was  with  reference  to  this  agreement,  made  three 
months  aubsequent  to  the  execution  of  the  note  sued  on, 
that  she  gave  a  woman's  opinion  that  the  mortgage  and 
money  invited  in  it  were,  at  the  date  of  the  trial,  hers. 
Her  further  statement  that  there  never  was  any  understand- 
ing between  the  defendant  and  her  by  which  he  was  to  be- 
come the  owner  of  the  mortgage  and  become  liable  on  the 
note,  in  the  light  of  her  other  testimony,  means  no  more  than 
this  :  That  after  aUe  firat  heard  of  the  Oox  mortgage  in  April, 
1876,  there  never  was  but  one  understanding  in  regard  to  it, 
and  that  was  that  it  was  to  be  assigned  to  her  in  satisfaction 
of  the  defendant's  note.

— Pluntiff  testified  that  he  was  employed  by  one  Hew- 
son,  who  claimed  to  be  the  president  of  the  defendant;  the  answer  was 
verified  by  HewBoa  as  defendant's  president,  and  admitted  that  plaintiff 
went  into  defendant's  employ,  etc. :  fftld,  that  such  admissions  ftnd 
proofs  were  prima /aeU  evidence  that  Hewson  was  anthorixed  to  employ 
the  plaintiff,  and  that  the  conrt  did  not  err  in  refusing  a  noosnit.

A.  B.  Elliott,  for  Respondent. 

By  the  Court,  Leonard,  J. : 

This  is  an  action  to  recover  nine  hundred  and  forty-nine 
dollars,  alleged  to  be  dae  plaintiff  from  defendant  for  labor 
performed  by  the  former  for  the  latter,  as  defendant's  super- 
intendent, between  September  1,  1876,  and  March  15, 1877, 
at  an  agreed  price  of  one  hundred  and  £ity  dollars  in  gold 
coin  per  month,  and  for  money  paid  out  by  plaintiff  for  de- 
fendant; also,  for  goods  sold  and  labor  performed  by  other 
persons  for  defendant,  at  its  special  instance  and  request, 
the  latter  demands  haviDg  been  assigned  to  plaintiff.  The 
jury  found  a  verdict  for  plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
and  seventy-two  dollars.  Defendant  moved  for  a  new  trial 
on  the  grounds  of  insufficiency  of  evidence  to  jnstify  tbe 
verdict  and  errors  in  law  occurring  at  the  trial.  This  ap- 
peal is  taken  from  the  order  overruling  the  motion  for  a  new 
trial,  and  from  the  judgment. 

After  plaintifif  rested,  defendant  moved  for  a  jndgment  of 
nonsuit,  "  because  there  was  no  showing  that  defendant 
ever  employed  plaintiff,  or  that  ooe  Hewson  (who  did  em- 
ploy him),  was  an  officer  of,  or  had  any  authority  to  act  for, 
defendant."    The  court  overruled  the  motion,  and  its  acUon 
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in  this  regard  only  is  ni^ed  bj  connsel  for  defendant  as 
error. 

Under  the  pleadings  in  this  osse,  it  is  not  necessary  to 
decide  whether  or  not  the  president  of  a  mining  company 
can  bind  the  latter  by  contracts  of  employment  made,  or  for 
sappliea  nsed,  in  the  nsnal  basiness  of  such  company, 
vithont  authority  to  enter  into  the  same  from  the  board  of 


In  the  first  count  of  the  complaint  plaintiff  alleges  that  on 
or  aboat  September  1,  1876,  he  and  defendant  entered 
into  an  agreement,  vhereby  plaintiff  undertook  and 
agreed  to  perform  the  duties  of  superintendent  of  defend- 
ant's mining  claim  in  Storey  county,  and  defendant  agreed 
to  pay  plaintiff  therefor  one  hundred  and  Sfty  dollars  in 
United  States  gold  coin  per  month;  that  plaintiff  entered 
tbo  employ  of  defendant  under  such  contract  on  said  day, 
and  so  continued  until  March  16,  1877;  that  by  reason  of 
the  premises  defendant  became  indebted  to  him  on  account 
of  said  labor  in  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  seTenty-five 
dollars,  no  part  of  vhich  has  been  paid,  etc. 

In  the  answer  defendant  denies  "  that  at  the  time  in  said 
complaint  alleged,  or  at  any  time,  the  plaintiff  and  defend- 
ant made  or  entered  into  the  alleged  agreement  in  said  com- 
plaint set  forth;"  denies  "  that  defendant  undertook,  prom- 
ised or  agreed  to  pay  plaintiff  for  the  alleged  serrices  *  * 
or  for  any  services  to  be  done  or  performed  by  plaintiff  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month,  or  any  sum 
whatever ;"  denies  "  that  plaintiff  continued  to  work  for  de- 
fendant to  and  including  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  1877, 
or  to  any  date  later  than  the  first  day  of  November,  1876;  '* 
denies  "  that  defendant  became,  is,  or  ever  was,  indebted  to 
plaintiff  in  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and  seventy-five  dol- 
lars, or  in  any  other  sum,  except  as  hereinafter  set  forth; " 
that  is  to  say:  "On  or  abont  November  1,  1876,  defendant 
and  plaintiff  accounted  together  of  and  concerning  all  trans- 
actions and  dealings  theretofore  had  or  existing  between 
said  parties,  and  thereupon  found  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  thirty-nine  dollars  due  plaintiff  from  defendant;  that 
defendant  at  divers  times  from  said  November  1,  1876,  to 
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March  1,  1877,  paid  to  plaintifi  the  earn  of  one  hundred  and 
seventy-one  dollars;  that  defendant  teudered  to  plaintiff  on 
or  about  March  1,  1877,  at  Virginia  city,  tiie  further  Bum  of 
sixt^-eight  dollars  in  full  payment  and  satiBfactton  of  said 
indebtedness,  and  is  still  ready  and  willing  to  pay  said  wim 
to  plaintifiF,  bnt  that  plaintiff  refused  at  the  time  of  snoh 
tender,  and  still  refuses  to  receive  the  same;  that  sinoe 
said  first  day  of  November  said  plaintiff  has  neither  done 
Dor  performed  any  work,  labor  or  services,  or  paid  oat  OQJ 
money  for  said  defendant." 

It  can  not  be  doubted  under  the  pleadings  stated  in 
substance  above,  that  there  was  no  necessity  of  showing  by 
proof,  that  Hewson  was  authorized  by  the  irusteea  of 
defendant  to  employ  plaintiff.  At  the  time  the  motion  for 
nonsuit  was  made,  plaintiff  had  testified  that  he  was  em- 
ployed by  Hewsoo  alone,  who  elaimed  to  be  defendant's 
preBident,  and  letters  had  been  introduced  signed  by  Hew- 
son  as  president  and  Applegate  08  secretary,  dated  nfc  the 
office  of  the  company  in  San  Francisco,  recognizing  plaintiff 
as  defendant's  agent,  and  giving  orders  as  to  plaintiff's 
duties.  Plaintiff  had  testified  as  to  the  period  of  his  em- 
ployment and  the  character  of  his  services  ;  also  that  Hew- 
Bon  in  September,  1876,  represented  to  plaintiff  that  he 
(HewBon)  had  informed  the  trustees  and  stockholders  of 
defendant  that  plaintiff  was  to  receive  foar  dollars  per  day; 
that  be  refused  to  continue  work  for  auch  sum ;  that  Hewson 
then  agreed  to  pay  him  forty-four  dollars  for  the  eleven 
days'  work  in  -July,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  the  month  of  August,  and  thereafter  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  per  month.  The  answer  was  verified  by  Hew- 
son, who  swore  that  he  was  defendant's  president.  By  the 
answer,  defendant  admitted  that  plaintiff  went  into  defend- 
ant's employ  September  1,  1876,  and  so  continued  antil  No- 
vember 1,  1876.  Such  admiasion,  together  with  plaintiff's 
testimony  that  he  was  employed  by  Hewson  as  president  of 
defendant,  and  by  no  one  else,  was  prima  facie  evidence  at 
least  that  Hewson  was  authorized  to  enter  into  a  contract  of 
employment.  It  was,  then,  for  the  jury  to  decide  from  the 
evidence  what  amount,  if  anything,  defendant  agreed  to  pay 
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j^intiff,  as  veil  as  the  length  of  time  he  contiDQed  in  Buch 
«mplo7meDt.  In  the  second  coant  of  the  complaint  it  is 
alleged,  that  between  September  1  and  October  1,  1876, 
Peasly  &  Meroer,  at  the  special  instance  and  request  of  de- 
fendant, performed  labor  in  and  about  defendant's  mine, 
-which  labor  was  reasonably  worth  the  sum  of  forty-seven 
dollars;  that  defendant  agreed  to  pay  Peasly  &  Mercer  said 
sam;  that  no  part  had  been  paid,  and  that  on  the  seven- 
teenth day  of  March,  1877,  Peasly  &  Mercer  sold,  assigned 
and  delivered  said  demand  to  plaintiff. 

In  the  answer  defendant  denied  that  the  work  was  of  any 
greater  value  than  nineteen  dollars,  and  denied  also  that  it 
promised  to  pay  any  sum  therefor.  There  was  no  denial 
that  defendant  ordered  the  work  done,  and  plaintiff  testified 
that  it  was  ordered  by  himself  and  Hewson.  Defendant 
was  therefore  liable  nnder  its  denial  alone,  for  the  reasonable 
Talae  of  the  work  as  stated  in  the  answer,  withoat  proof 
that  Hewson,  who  ordered  it  done,  had  authority  to  make 
the  order.  And  a  reot^ition  of  Hewson 's  authority  to  bind 
defendant  to  the  extent  of  the  reasonable  valne  of  Peasly  & 
Meroer's  work,  was  oertainly  some  proof  of  his  authority  in 
relation  to  his  oontraot  vitii  the  plaintiff.  What  we  have 
said  of  the  second  count  is  also  true  of  the  third. 

The  conrt  did  not  err  in  denying  defendant's  motion  for  a 
nonsuit;  and  the  order  and  jadgment  appealed  from  are 
Amtmed.

— The  statement  nade:  "The 
agreed  statemeDt  of  facts,  findings  of  the  conrt,  are  hereby  referred  to, 
and  mads  the  statement  on  motion  for  new  trial: "  Held,  that  the  fact 
thftt  anoh  papers  were  in  the  transcript  entitled  in  this  suit,  the  state- 
ment of  facta  signed  by  raepeotive  connsel,  and  findinfp  of  fact  by  the 
district  judge  and  referred  to  as  above,  was  a  sufficient  identification  to 
antborize  this  conrt  to  examine  them.     (Hawlet,  C.  J.,  dissenting.) 

FoKSCUiSOsa  or  Mohtoaqb— JuDaMsnT  roe,  D-encaticr  sal  a  libh  ok 
HoiOBTKAS  Pbopbhiy. — Wheie  homestead  property  is  sold  nnder  a  fom- 
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cIoRnre  of  mortgkge,  and  afterwards  redeemed  by  the  vendee  of  the  mort- 
gagor: Iffld,  that  the  lien  of  the  mortgage  was  satiafied  b;  the  sale  and 
redemption  of  tbe  property;  that  when  the  mortgage  lien  was  aatisGed 
the  homestead  rights  attached,  and  that  the  judgment  for  the  deficiency 
in  the  forecloaura  aoit  did  not  create  any  lien  against  tbe  real  and  bene- 
ficial estate  in  the  land. 

Appeal  from  the  District  Court  of  the  Second  Judicial

The  facts  are  stated  iu  the  opinion. 

T.  W.  W.  Dames,  for  Appellant. 

Under  the  laws  of  this  state  (sees.  233-3S  of  the  Civ.  Pr. 
Act,  234,  Stat.  1869)  the  unsatisfied  judgment  under  which 
the  sale  was  made  is  expressly  excepted  from  payment  by  a 
redemptioner.  This  matter  is  discussed  in  1  Hiil,  on  Mort. 
^7,  par.  3  et  seq.;  2  Id.  278,  501;  see  also,  Herman  on  Ex- 
ecutions, sees.  141,  142.     (1  Hill.  Mort.  par.  33,  407.) 

B.  M.  Clarke,  for  Kespondent. 

I.  The  agreed  statement  of  facts  and  the  findings  of  the 
court  are  not  contained  in  the  statement  on  motion  for  new 
trial,  nor  authenticated  as  required  by  the  statute.  (Cir. 
Pr.  Act,  197;  White  v.  While,  6  Nev.  20;  31  Cal.  667.) 

II.  The  judgroent  of  Martens  was  a  lien  upon  the  land  in 
question  from  the  time  it  was  docketed.  (Civ.  Fr.  Act, 
sec.  248.)  The  mortgage  did  not  pass  the  title  to  the  mort- 
gagee, nor  did  the  title  pass  to  Martens  under  the  foreclosure 
proceedings  at  all,  but  remained  in  BoUen  subject  to  the 
Hen  of  the  judgment.  And  iu  purchasing  BoUeu's  title, 
Gilson  took  it  charged  with  the  lien  of  the  judgment.  {Mo- 
Mllan  V.  Bickards,  9  Cal.  365.) 

By  tbe  Court,  Hawlet,  0.  J. : 

Bespondent  moves  to  strike  out  the  agreed  statement  of 
facts  and  the  findings  of  facts  by  the  court,  as  inserted  in 
the  transcript,  upon  the  ground  that  they  are  not  embodied 
iu  the  statement  on  motion  for  a  new  trial,  nor  authenticated 
or  identified,  aa  required  by  section  197  of  the  civil  practice 
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The  statemeDt  on  motion  for  a  new  trial  reads  as  follows: 
"The  *  *  *  agreed  statement  of  facts,  findings  of  the 
court,  are  hereby  referred  to  and  made  the  statement  on 
motion  for  new  trial." 

The  transcript  contains  certain  loose  papers  which  pur- 
port to  be  an  agreed  statement  of  facts,  signed  by  the  re- 
spective counsel,  and  a  finding  of  facts,  signed  by  the  district 
judge.  I  am  of  opinion  that  these  papers  ought  to  have 
been  incloded  in  the  Btatement;  or  that  the  judge  should 
hare  designated  them  "  as  having  been  read  or  referred  to" 
on  the  motion  for  new  trial  (Civil  Practice  act,  sec.  197), 
bat  in  the  judgment  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  this 
court,  the  fact  that  they  are  entitled  in  this. suit,  oigned  as 
above  stated,  and  referred  to  in  the  statement  on  motion  for 
new  trial,  whioh  is  certified  to  as  correct  by  the  respective 
attorneys,  is  a  sufficient  identification  to  authorize  this  court 
to  examine  them.     The  motion  to  strike  out  is  denied. 

The  facta  relative  to  the  merits  are  as  follows:  One  Bol- 
len  being  the  owner  of  certain  lands  in  Douglas  county, 
mortgaged  the  same  to  the  plaintiff  Martens.  The  mor^^e 
was  foreclosed,  and  Martens  became  the  purchaser  of  the 
property  for  a  less  sum  than  was  named  in  the  decree  of  fore- 
closure, and  a  judgment  in  his  favor  was  regularly  docketed 
for  the  amount  of  the  deficiency.  Subsequently  Bollen  sold 
and  conveyed  his  equity  of  redemption  to  one  Johnson,  and 
thereafter  Johnson  sold  and  conveyed  the  same  to  the  de- 
fendant Gilson.  Within  six  months  after  the  sale  in  the 
foreclosure  suit,  defendant  Oilson  redeemed  the  property 
bj  paying  to  the  sheriff  of  Douglas  county  the  amount  for 
which  the  property  was  sold  to  the  plaintiff,  with  interest, 
costs  and  percentage  as  required  by  law.  Two  days  there- 
after, the  plaintiff  Martens  caused  an  execution  to  be  levied 
nnder  his  deficiency  judgment,  and  the  property  was  sold 
under  this  execution,  and  the  plaintiff  became  the  purchaser. 
Having  obtained  a  sheriff's  deed  for  said  property  under 
such  sale,  he  claims  to  be  the  owner  of  the  property. 

At  the  time  of  the  execution  of  the  mortgage  by  Bollen 
and  wife  to  Martens,  the  property  mortgaged  was  held  as  a 
homestead.  A  declaration  of  homestead  was  filed,  and  no 
declaration  of  abandonment  was  ever  executod.    * 
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ConcediDg,  for  the  purposes  of  thia  decision,  that  tbe 
equity  of  redemption  is  the  real  aod  beneticial  estate  in  the 
land,  and  that  it  may  ordinarily  be  levied  upon  and  eold 
under  execution  {McMUlan  v.  Richards,  9  Cal.  365;  Aln^ 
atider  v.  Oreenwood,  24  Id.  512;  Tritnm  v.  Marsh,  54  N.  T. 
599),  yet  the  fact  remains  that  in  this  case  the  property 
mortgaged  was  claimed  and  properly  held  as  a  homestead. 
The  mortgage  lien  against  the  homestead  was  satisfied  by 
the  sale  and  redemption  of  the  property  under  the  decree 
of  foreclosare.  When  the  mortgage  lien  was  satisfied  the 
homestead  right  attached.  In  such  a  case  the  jadgment 
for  the  deficiency  did  not  create  any  lien  against  the  real 
and  beneficial  estate  in  the  land,  because  the  homestead 
rights  had  never  been  abandoned. 

The  defendant  Oilson,  by  her  purchase  and  redemption, 
obtained  the  same  rights  to  which  Bollen  was  entitled. 
"  She  stands  in  his  shoes,"  and  gets  whatever  estate  Bollen 
had  when  be  sold  his  right  of  redemption.  (Oilson  v.  Boe- 
ion,  11  Nev.  414.) 

The  judgment  and  order  appealed  from  are  reversed  and 
the  cause  remanded,  with  instructions  to  the  district  court 
to  enter  a  jadgment,  upon  the  agreed  statement  of  facts,  id 
favor  of  the  defendant  for  her  costs.

Bj  the  Court,  BKiin,  J. : 

The  substance  of  the  complaint  in  this  action  is  that  the 
plaintiff  wag  a  sub-contractor  under  William  Thompson  for 
the  erection  of  the  walla  of  the  state  prison  at  Reno;  that, 
as  such  contractor,  he  was  responsible  to  laborers  and 
others  for  all  debts  incurred  in  carrying  on  the  work,  and 
was  entitled  to  receive  payments  of  money  from  the  state  aa 
the  work  progressed;  that  the  defendant  received  from  the 
state,  through  Thompson,  on  acconnt  of  the  contract,  and 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  plaintiff,  sums  amounting  in  the 
aggregate  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which  he  promised 
and  agreed  to  and  with  plaintiff  and  Thompson  to  pay  over 
and  account  for  as  follows:  First,  to  pay  all  claims  of  labor- 
ers and  others  against  or  on  acconnt  of  the  work,  and  then 
to  pay  the  balance  to  plaintiff;  that  he  has  paid  out,  on 
acoonnt  of  such  claims,  not  exceeding'ten  thousand  dollars, 
and  refuses,  though  requested  so  to  do,  to  pay  over  or 
account  for  the  remaining  five  thousand  dollars. 

The  answer  of  the  defendant  admits  the  receipt  of  ten 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-six 
cents  from  the  state  on  account  of  the  contract  price  of  the 
prison  walls,  but   avers  that  the  money  was  received   in 
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accordance  with  an  agreement  between  plaintiff  and  defend- 
aot  to  the  following  effect:  Plaintiff,  being  anxiona  to  pro- 
cure from  Thompson  an  assignment  of  his  contract  with 
the  state,  and  being  a  stranger  without  means  or  credit 
snfficient  to  enable  him  to  carry  on  the  work,  agreed  that  if 
defendant  would  negotiate  the  pnrchase  of  the  contract,  and 
assist  him  with  his  means  and  credit  in  completing  it,  he 
wonld  pay  defendant  two  thousand  five  hondred  dollars 
during  the  progress  and  on  the  completion  of  the  building. 
The  defendant,  in  consideration  of  this  promise,  procared 
the  assignment  of  the  contract  from  Thompson,  aided  with 
bis  means  and  credit  in  completing  it,  and  kept  all  plaint- 
iff's acconnts  with  laborers  and  material-men.  He  also,  for 
the  protection  of  himself  and  Thompson  against  claims 
of  laborers  and  material  men,  agreed  to  and  did  receive 
and  disburse  the  money  coming  from  the  Btate.  He  avers 
that  of  the  amoant  so  received  he  paid  out  on  account  of 
labor  and  materials  all  but  one  thousand  forty-nine  dollars 
and  eighty-seven  cents,  leaving  the  plaintiff  still  indebted 
to  him  in  the  snm  of  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  and  thirteen  cents,  the  balance  of  the  contract  price 
of  hisserricee,  forwhichheprays  judgment.  There  is  also 
a  guardum  meruit  count  for  the  same  seivioes  in  which  they 
are  alleged  to  be  reasonably  worth  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Upon  these  pleadings  the  case  was  tried,  and  a  verdict 
and  judgment  rendered  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Defendant  moved  for  a  new 
trial,  which  was  denied,  and  he  now  appeals  from  the  judg- 
ment and  order  denying  his  motion  for  a  new  trial. 

The  first  point  made  in  support  of  the  appeal  is  that  the 
complaint  did  not  state  a  cause  of  action.  To  sustain  this 
proposition  it  is  argued  that  there  was  no  consideration  for 
the  promise  of  defendant  to  disburse  the  money  received 
by  him  and  keep  the  necessary  accounts  and  vouchers.  It 
may  be  conceded  that  there  was  no  consideration  for  that 
promise,  and  that  the  defendant  was  not  bound  to  perform 
it;  but,  having  received  plaintiff's  money,  he  is  bound  to 
account  for  it  in  some  way  (unless  he  is  entitled  to  keep  it, 
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vhiob,  ve  think,  woold  soaroely  be  claimed),  and  it  makes 
no  difference  whether  plaiatiff's  caaee  of  aetiou  was  l^al  or 
equitable,  nor  what  would  have  been  the  proper  form  of 
action  at  law  before  the  code.  If  any  objection  ooald  ever 
have  been  taken  to  the  form  of  the  oomplaint,  it  was  waived 
by  the  failore  to  demur.  The  only  gneetion  here  ia,  did  the 
complaint,  favorably  conatmed,  state  any  oanse  of  action? 
and  there  can  be  no  doobt  that  it  did. 

It  is  next  claimed  that  a  new  trial  ahoold  have  been 
granted  upon  the  ground  that  the  verdict  was  contrary  to 
all  the  evidence  in  the  case. 

We  think  the  evidence  amply  Bastains  the  verdict.  The 
defendant  admitted  in  his  answer  the  receipt  of  upwards  of 
one  thousand  dollars  more  than  he  had  paid  out  on  plaint- 
iff's account,  and  the  burden  was  upon  him  to  show  not 
only  that  he  had  made  the  paymento  which  he  claimed  to 
have  made,  but  also  that  he  was  entitled  to  receive  anything 
from  the  plaintiff  on  account  of  his  allied  services.  In  at- 
tempting to  do  this  he  developed  the  following  somewhat 
peculiar  state  of  facts: 

Thompson  had  commenced  work  under  his  contract  with 
the  state,  and  had  given  a  bond  with  aujeties  in  the  som  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  foithinl  comple- 
tion of  the  work  aeoording  to  the  specifications,  and  for  the 
delivery  of  the  same  to  the  state  free  and  clear  of  all  claims 
or  liens  for  labor  or  materials. 

The  defendant  was  the  architect  employed  by  the  state  to 
look  after  its  interests.  As  sach  architect  it  was  his  duty, 
among  other  things,  to  see  that  the  work  was  properly  done; 
that  good  materials  were  used,  and  that  all  claims  for  labor 
tmd  materials  were  paid  as  the  work  progressed,  and  before 
the  payment  by  the  state  of  the  full  contract  price. 

This  being  the  state  of  affairs,  the  plaintiff  was  desirous 
to  procare  an  assignment  of  the  contract,  but  as  the  state 
held  Thompson  and  his  sureties  responsible  for  its  comple- 
tion, he  (Thompson)  made  it  a  condition  of  the  assignment 
that  the  money  to  be  paid  by  the  state  should  pass  through 
the  hands  of  the  defendant,  to  be  applied  in  the  first  place 
to  the  discharge  of  alt  claims  against  or  on  acooont  of  the 
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building,  and  the  balance  remaining  to  be  paid  to  plaintifF. 
The  defendant,  being  consolted,  assented  to  this  arrange- 
ment, and  a  written  contract  of  assignment  was  accordingly 
entered  into  between  Thompson  and  the  plaintiff.  The  de- 
fendant was  not  a  party  to  this  contract,  bat  it  was  provided 
therein  that  be  should  receive  and  disbarse  the  money  as 
above  specified,  and  Thompson  and  plaintiff  both  testify 
that  he  agreed  with  them  without  anything  being  said  about 
any  compensation  for  his  services,  that  he  would  so  receive 
and  disbarse  it.  They  both  testify  that  the  arrangement 
vaa  made  solely  for  the  advantage  and  protection  of  Thomp- 
son and  his  sareties,  and  that  there  was  no  other  contracfc 
or  agreement  with  the  defendant  whatever.  The  defeDdant, 
on  the  other  hand,  testified  to  the  express  contract  set  up 
in  his  answer;  that  be  negotiated  the  assignment  of  the  con- 
tract to  plaintiff;  that  he  sapenntsnded  the  work  for 
plaintiff;  that  he  kept  his  aocount6;  that  he  porchased  on 
his  own  credit  the  materials  ased  in  the  oonstmotion  of  the 
prison  walls,  and  that  he  had  paid  oat  all  the  money  re- 
ceived from  the  state  except  seven  hundred  and  seventy-six 
dollars.  This  last  item  of  his  testimony  is  opposed  to  the 
admission  of  his  answer  that  he  had  retained  upwards  of  a 
thousand  dollars  on  aoconut  of  his  services,  but  it  was  ad- 
mitted without  objection,  and  he  will  be  allowed  the  ad- 
vantage of  it.  He  also  offered  the  testimony  of  an  expert 
that  services  such  as  he  claimed  to  have  rendered  were  rea- 
sonably worth  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  there 
was  no  opposing  testimony  on  that  point. 

Upon  this  it  is  contended  that  he  was  entitled  to  a  judg- 
ment for  the  difference  between  two  thonsand  five  hundred 
dollars,  the  reasonable  value  of  his  services  according  to  the 
uncontradicted  testimony  of  McEay,  and  seven  hundred  and 
seventy-six  dollars,  the  amount  retained  by  him  out  of 
the  money  received  from  the  state.  This,  however,  is 
a  ruyii  aequiinr,  and  the  vice  of  the  ailment  consists  in 
the  assumption  that  the  rendition  of  the  services  for  the 
plaintiff,  as  well  as  their  value,  was  undisputed.  Nothing 
can  be  farther  from  the  truth  than  the  assumption.  The 
plaintiff  denied  the  rendition  of  any  services  except  those 
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speoified  in  tlie  complaint,  and  he  and  ThompBon  both  tes- 
tified that  tbej,  so  far  as  they  were  not  dae  to  the  state 
from  the  defendant  as  architect,  were  rendered  for  the  ben- 
efit and  advantage  of  Thompson  exclnstvely.  Taking  the 
plaintiff's  version  of  the  contract  and  defendant's  statement 
of  the  account,  the  verdict  should  have  been  for  seven 
hundred  and  seventy-six  dollars  instead  of  seven  hnndred 
and  fifty  dollars.  The  plaintiff  owed  defendant  nothing  for 
his  services.  On  the  contrary,  it  appears  that  the  plaintiff 
was  seriously  inconvenienced,  and  his  business  deranged 
by  the  retention  of  his  money  in  defendant's  hands. 

Several  rulings  of  the  court  made  during  the  progress  of 
the  trial  are  assigned  as  errors:  1.  Thompson  testified  for 
plaintiff  in  regard  to  the  agreement  between  himself  and 
plaintiff  and  defendant.  On  crosS'Oxamination  he  was  asked 
what  compensation  defendant  was  to  have  for  the  services 
to  be  rendered  under  the  agreement  between  him  and 
plaintiff.  This  question  was^bjected  to,  and  the  objection 
snatained  by  the  court,  defendant  excepting.  The  ground 
of  the  objection,  we  presnme,  was  that  the  question  re- 
ferred to  the  contract  set  up  in  the  answer,  and  not  to 
the  one  set  out  in  the  complaint.  At  any  rate,  it  was 
upon  that  gronnd  that  the  court  eoatained  the  objec- 
tion. Counsel,  it  is  trne,  said  to  the  court  that 
they  meant  only  to  inquire  about  the  contract  as  to 
which  the  witness  had  testified  in  chief;  but  they  did 
not  alter  the  form  of  the  question  so  as  to  make  its 
meaning  clear  and  unambiguous,  as  they  might  have  easily 
done.  Thia  alone  might  be  sufficient  to  sustain  the  action 
of  the  court,  but  admitting  that  the  ruling  was  technically 
erroneous,  it  is  very  clearly  shown,  not  only  that  the  error 
was  harmless,  but  that  it  was  cured  by  Thompson's  answer 
to  the  same  paestion  at  a  sabseqnent  stage  of  the  trial.  In 
the  first  place,  it  was  harmless,  becaose  the  defendant,  in 
his  own  testimony,  does  not  pretend  that  Thompson  ever 
heard  the  plaintiff  promise  him  any  compensation;  and  in 
the  second  place,  Thompson  testified  in  rebuttal  that  plaint- 
iff did  not  promise  anything  to  his  knowledge. 

But   counsel  contends  that   the  question   was  not   on]y 
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material,  but  tliat  it  was  allowable  on  croBa-examination 
for  the  purpose  of  probing  "tJie  motives,  prejudices, 
inclinations,"  etc.,  of  the  witness.  We  do  not  see  tix&t  the 
questioii  could  have  served  any  snch  purpose,  and  besides, 
the  defendant  had  the  advantage  of  Thompsou'a  answer  for 
every  purpose  it  could  possibly  serve. 

2.  The  defendant,  on  croaa-examinatiou  of  one  of  pltunt- 
iS's  witnesses — a  banker — called  oat  the  fact  that  doring 
the  construction  of  the  prison  walla  the  defendant's  bank 
account  was  frequently  overdrawn.  On  the  re-direct  exam- 
ination of  this  witness  plaintiff  was  permitted  to  show  that 
defendant's  overdrafts  were  on  account  of  stock  speculations. 
Defendant  moved  to  strike  out  all  the  testimony  relating  to 
his  stock  traogactions,  and  the  motion  waa  overruled. 

If,  as  the  appellant  contends,  the  fact  of  his  overdrafts 
had  a  tendency  to  prove  that  he  liad  loaned  his  credit  to  the 
plaintiff,  then  certainly  it  was  competent  for  the  plaintiff  to 
show  that  the  overdiafts  were  on  account  of  defendant's 
own  peculiar  buainess.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  fact  that 
defendant's  bank  account  was  overdrawn  hod  very  little  rel- 
evancy to  any  issue  in  the  case;  but  the  defendant,  having 
called  it  out  for  the  purpose  of  showing  that  he  had  loaned 
Iiis  credit  to  plaintiff,  could  not  object  to  the  explanation, 
and  his  motion  to  strike  out  the  one  and  leave  the  other  was 
properly  overruled. 

3.  The  oonrt  refused  to  allow  counsel  to  oioss-exauine 
plaintiff  as  to  how  he  was  enabled  to  get  the  asaignnent 
from  Thompson.  The  ruling  was  correct.  The  plaintiff 
waa  testifying  in  the  opening  of  his  own  oaae,  and  the  testi- 
mony sought  to  be  elicited  related  solely  to  the  affirmative 
defense  set  up  in  the  answer.  The  time  to  have  asked  the 
question  was  when  the  plaintiff  testiffed  in  rebuttal,  and  in 
effect  it  was  asked  and  answered. 

These  are  all  the  assignments  of  error.  They  are  without 
merit,  and  the  judgment  is  affirmed.

By  the  Court,  Hawlei,  C.  J. : 

FlaintiSs  brought  this  action  to  recover  a  balance  alleged 
to  be  due  upon  a  contract  for  ontting  wood.  The  cause  was 
tried  by  the  court  without  a  jury.  The  findings  of  the 
court  are  in  favor  of  the  plaintiffs  upon  all  the  issues  raised 
by  the  pleadings.  Appellants  claim  that  the  evidence  is  in- 
anffioieut  to  justify  the  findiugs  in  certain  specified  par- 
ticulars. 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  testimony,  and  find  a 
substautial  confiict  upon  all  material  points.  We  are  of 
opinion  that  the  testimony  is  sufficient  to  sustain  the  findings 
of  the  court  in  every  particular. 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed.

I.  An  action  upon  breachof  an  express  stipnlation  between 
partners  will  be  sustained,  as  it  does  not  involve  the  entire 
partnership  accounts.  {Wiggtn  v.  Cummings,  8  Allen,  353; 
Ca'pen  v.  Barrows,  1  Gray,  376;  Bedford  v.  BruUon,  \  Bing. 
(N.  C.)  407;  Andrem  v.  EUism,  6  J.  B.  Moore,  199;  EsUg 
V.  Whipple,  12  Ver.  373;  Eidgway  v.  GVanf,  17  111.  117.) 
There  was  a  clear  appropriation  of  this  money  to  the  re- 
spondent. It  was  reaUj  a  balance  struck.  (Pars.  Part.  2 
Ed.  278,  marg.  page;  BueseU  y.  Ortmes,  46  Mo.  410;  Crosby 
V.  Nicliola,  3  Bosw.  450;  Jackson  v.  Stopherd,  2  Comp.  A  M. 
361;  Cofee  t.  Brian,  3  Bing.  54;  C^-obs  v.  Cheshire,  7  Exch. 
43;  Parsons,  284,  marg.  page;  Bond  7.  Says,  12  Mass.  34; 
Chase  V.  Garvin,  19  Me.  211;  B'dea  v.  Bangs,  36  Wis.  131; 
Bale  T.  Wilson,  112  Mass.  444;  Adams  v.  Funk,  53  lU.  219;

II.  We  were  entitled  to  show  the  past  life  of  the  witness, 
bis  associations,  etc.,  not  for  the  pui-poss  of  excluding  him, 
bat  to  afifect  his  credibility.     {Real  v.  Peo^e,  42  N.  Y.  281; 
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Wharton  on  Evidence,  541,  note  567;  Sowaer  v.  Gom,  61 
Penn.  St.  332;  IVUbur  t.  Flood,  16  Mich.  40;  State  v. 
March,  1  Jones  L.  (N.  0.)  526;  Siatev.  Oarrdl,  Bnsbee,  357; 
Gom  V.  Bonner,  97  Mass.  687.) 

By  the  Court,  Hawlei,  0.  J.; 

"Wicks  and  Lippman  were  copartners,  engaged  in  business 
as  merchauts.  On  the  fourteenth  of  November,  1876,  the 
partnership  was  dissolved  by  mutual  consent.  Wicka  agreed 
to  pay  Lippnian  three  hundred  and  three  dollars  and  eighty- 
eight  cents;  to  take  the  book  accounts  and  stock  of  goods 
on  hand  and  settle  all  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the 
firm.  After  paying  the  said  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
three  dollars  and  eighty-eight  cents.  Wicks  discovered  that 
several  of  the  acoounts  standing  upon  the  books  in  favor  of 
the  firm  had  actually  been  paid  to  Lippman  prior  to  the 
dissolution,  and  that  Lippman  had  failed  to  give  credit  for 
the  same.  This  action  was  brought  to  recover  the  amount 
of  these  accounts. 

1.  Appellant  claims  that  plaintiff  could  only  recover,  if  at 
all,  by  iustituting  proceedings  in  a  court  of  equity  to  re- 
pudiate his  contract  of  purchase,  and  to  open  np  and  settle 
the  acconnts  between  the  partners.  This  position  ia  not, 
in  our  opiuiou,  tenable. 

In  order  to  enable  one  partner  to  maintain  an  action  at 
law  against  his  copartner  for  a  balance  dne  on  settlement  of 
accounts,  it  is  necessary  that  there  should  have  been  a 
balance  found  and  agreed  upon  by  both  parties,  (floss  v. 
Ciyrmll,  45  Cal.  136;  Eidgetoay\.  Grant,  17  Ills.  118;  Par- 
sons on  Partuershipj  278.) 

The  testimony  offered  upon  the  port  of  the  respondent 
shows  that  both  parties  examined  the  books  and  accounts 
kept  by  the  firm;  that  Wicks  believed,  and  had  good  reason 
to  believe,  that  the  accounts  sued  for  had  not  been  paid; 
and  that' there  was  fraud  or  deception  upon  the  port  of 
Lippman  in  failing  to  give  the  proper  credits,  or  to  notify 
Wicks  that  the  acconnts  had  been  paid. 

It  is  expressly  averred  in  the  complaint  that  a  final  bal- 
ance was  struck  and  ascertained,  and  this  allegation  is  not 
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denied  in  the  answer.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  facts 
of  this  case  bring  it  substantially  within  the  rule  above 
stated.  The  acconnts  are  shown  to  have  been  "cut  oat 
from  the  partnersbip,"  and  this  is  all  that  the  law  legniree. 
(Parsons  on  Partuership,  282.) 

An  action  at  law  can  always  be  maintained  by  one  copart- 
ner against  another  for  any  money  that  has  been  withdrawn 
by  him  in  excess  of  his  share.  ( Wiggin  t.  Gumma,  8  Allen, 
354.) 

In  the  present  case  it  appears  that  Wicks,  in  ignorance 
of  the  true  state  of  the  acconnts,  was  induced  by  the  de- 
ception of  Lippman  to  pay  more  than  he  would  bave  paid 
bad  he  been  informed  of  the  true  state  of  the  facts,  and 
inasmnoh  as  the  adjustment  of  the  matters  in  controversy 
does  not  involve  the  settlement  of  any  partnership  accounts, 
the  plaintiff  is,  upon  well-settled  principles,  entitled  to 
maintain  this  action.  (FarBons  on  Partnership,  284;  .Adams 
V.  Funk,  53  Ills.  219;  Buaadl  v.  Grimes,  46  Mo.  411;  Crosby 
V.  Nichols,  3  Bosw.  450.) 

2.  The  authorities  cited  by  respondent  clearly  establish 
the  fact  that  the  court  did  not  err  in  allowing  plaintiff's 
counsel  to  cross-examine  the  defendant,  touching  his  past 
life,  for  the  purpose  of  affecting  his  credibility  as  a  witness. 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed.

make  a  mistake  occaaionall; : "  Jield,  that  the  remarks  were  in  gubetance 
and  effect  an  InHtmction  to  the  JU17  upon  qaeationa  of  fact,  and  were  in 
Tiolation  of  defendant's  constitationaL  ri^hta. 

iNaTRULTTDK^REAL  OR  Afpasent  FAcva.-^An  inatructioD  to  the  jary  that, 
in  conaideriiig  whether  or  not  the  defendant  was  guilty,  it  waa  their  dnty 
to  carefully  acrutiuize  all  the  testimony  in  the  case,  and  not  to  be  mis- 
led by  apparent,  but  not  real,  facts,  is  not  calculated  to  mislaad  the 
jury. 

Idxm — Malicz — Assault  with  intznt  to  Kill. — An  instmetion  which  is  to 
worded  •«  to  convey  the  idea  that ' '  malice  or  deliberate  purpose  on  the 
part  of  the  defendant "  is  a  necessary  element  of  the  crime  of  aasaDlt 
with  intent  to  kiU:  Held,  erroneous.

I.  Depositions  taken  in  a  criminal  case  on  preliminary 
exam iuatioDs,  prove  that  the  testimony  which  purports  to. 
hare  been  given,  in  fact,  was  given.  The  only  point  open 
to  denial  is  the  identity  of  the  person  making  the  deposi- 
tion. (Roacoe's  Crim.  Evid.  73;  Bex  v.  Wylde,  6  Catr.  & 
Payne,  380;  25  E.  C.  L.  346,  cited  Eoscoe,  816,  817;  Sex 
V,  TJioriilon,  cited  2  Euasell  on  Cr.  894  in  notes;  2  Phill. 
Ev.  235-37;  1  Green.  Ev.,  sees.  227,  275,  277.)  The  depo- 
sitions, when  returned  to  the  custody  of  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court,  under  the  certificate  of  the  justice,  become 
judicial  records,  and  as  such,  parol  evidence  la  not  compe- 
tent to  vary  or  contradict  them,  or  impeach  their  correct- 
ness. (Brintnell  v.  Foster,  7  Wend.  103;  McLean  v.  Hugarin, 
13  Johns.  184;  Posson  v.  Broton,  11  Id.  166;  Hard  v. 
Shlpman,  6  Barb.  621;  Smith  v.  Compon,  20  Id.  268.) 

II.  The  comments  of  the  judge  upon  the  facts  were 
wholly  unjustifiable  and  palpably  erroneoua.  {McJUinn  v. 
mielan,  27  Cal.  300;  People  v.  Bonde,  1  Nev.  35;  State  v. 
Millain,  3  Nev.  469;  Slaie  v.  McQinnia,  5  Id.  337;  StcUe  t. 
Ah  Tbntf,  7  Id.  148;  State  y.  HarHn,  7  Id.  383;  People  v. 
Levison,  16  Cal.  98;  People  t.  Ah  Fung.  17  Id.  379;  People 
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V.  WiUiams,  17  Id.  142;  People  t.  Strong,  30  Id.  151;  Peo- 
ple v.  IHck,  37  Id.  279.)

I.  There  was  no  error  in  admittiDg  the  testimony  of  Mrs. 
Demeiy.  (1  Green,  on  Ev.,  sec.  275.)  The  remarks  of  the 
court  were  not  calculated  to  influence  the  verdict  of  the 
jury. 

II.  An  indictment  for  an  "assanltwith  intent  to  kill,** 
-will  support  a  convictioQ  for  "assault  with  a  deadly  veapon 
with  intent  to  inflict  a  bodily  injury."  (Robey'a  case,  8 
Nev.  312;  People  v.  Davidson,  5  Oal.  134;  People  v.  English, 
30  Id.  217;  22  Wend.  167;  17  Id.  386;  3  Hill,  93;  5  Porter, 
623;  7  Id.  475;  5  Ala.  477;  PeopU  t.  Vanard,  6  Oal.  663.) 

By  the  Coart,  Leonard,  J. : 

Appellant  was  indicted  for  an  alleged  assault  with  intent 
to  kill  one  Hugh  Kelly.  The  result  of  his  trial  was  a 
conviction  for  an  assaolt  with  a  deadly  weapon  with  intent 
to  inflict  upon  the  person  of  said  £elly  a  bodily  injury. 
This  appeal  is  from  the  judgment,  and  from  an  order  over- 
ruling appellant's  motion  for  a  new  trial. 

There  was  evidence  on  behalf  of  the  state  tending  to  prove 
that  on  the  morning  of  the  ninth  day  of  February,  1877,  at 
about  eleven  o'clock  A.  H.,  at  Buby  hill,  in  Eureka  county, 
appellant  and  one  Hngh  Kelly  became  engaged  in  a  contro- 
versy which  arose  in  tiie  following  manner:  Kelly  and  one 
Madden,  at  Smith's  saloon,  were  playing  a  gome  of  cards, 
which  terminated  in  a  fight.  When  Kelly  was  down  and 
being  worsted,  appellant  intervened  and  took  Madden  off. 
Kelly,  who  had  been  drinking  to  some  extent,  asked  appel- 
lant, with  an  oath,  whether  he  wanted  any  of  it.  Appellant 
replied  that  he  did  not.  Kelly  held  in  his  hand  u  miner's 
candlestick,  with  which  he  violently  gesticulated.  Appel- 
lant picked  up  a  stick  and  raised  it  to  strike  Kelly,  but  did 
not  deliver  the  blow.  Kelly  then  turned  and  walked  away 
to  Worry's  lodging-house,  where  he  roomed.  Appellant 
dropped  his  club  and  immediately  went  to  the  aame  Loase. 

There  was  also  testimony  to  show  that  Kelly  was  a  minei 
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aod  bad  come  off  his  aliift  about  one  o'clock  in  the  niomiDg; 
tbat  appellaDt  Tent  np  to  the  upper  story  of  Worry's  boase, 
and  after  pnsbing  in  the  door  of  Kellj's  room,  efaot  Kelly 
in  the  shoulder,  producing  it  serious  wound. 

Mrs.  Kate  Bemery  testified  on  behalf  of  the  state  as  fol- 
lows: "I  was  present  near  Smith's  house  on  the  morning 
of  the  affray  between  Tickel  and  Kelly;  shortly  after, 
Kelly  turned  and  went  to  Werry's  house,  where  he  lodged; 
I  saw  a  man  give  Tickel  a  pistol;  the  defendant  then 
started  toward  Werry's  house,  after  putting  the  pistol  in  his 
pocket,  when  a  man  iu  the  crowd,  addressing  him,  called 
out:  'Gome  back,  Jimmy;'  to  which  Tickel  replied:  'Let 
me  alone;  I'll  fetch  him,'  and  immediately  started  toward 
Werry's  house;  I  afterwards  heard  the  shot,  and  saw  Tickel 
returning  up  the  street." 

Upon  cross-examination  the  witness  was  asked  if  she  re- 
cognized a  document  shown  her  as  her  testimony  given  before 
L.  W.  Cromer,  justice  of  the  peace,  sitting  as  a  committing 
magistrate  in  this  case,  to  which  she  replied  that  she  did. 
Appellant's  oonnscl  then  pointed  out  to  the  witness  the  lan- 
gnsge  in  the  deposition  referred  to,  and  asked  her  if  she 
had  not  sworn  at  such  examination  that  a  man  in  the  crowd 
said:  "Let  him  go,"  and  another  man  said :  "Let  him  go; 
hell  fetch  him."  The  witness  answered:  "I  never  swore 
so;  if  so  written,  it  was  a  mistake." 

On  re-direct  examination,  the  district  attorney  asked  the 
witness  whether  the  justice  had  not  made  a  mistake  in  taking 
down  her  testimony  in  respect  to  the  person  who  used  the 
langnage  written  in  the  deposition  in  regard  to  which  she 
had  been  oross-examiued. 

Appellant's  counsel  objected  to  the  question  upon  the 
ground  that  parol  evidence  was  not  competent  to  vary  or 
contradict  a  deposition  read  over,  signed  and  sworn  to  by 
the  witness,  and  also  moved  the  court  to  strike  out  the 
answer  to  the  previous  question  on  the  same  ground.  The 
court  overruled  the  objection  and  denied  the  motion  to 
strike  out.  Exceptions  were  taken,  and  the  witness  an- 
swered as  she  had  done  to  the  preceding  question. 

The  deposition  and  testimony  referred  to,  properly  signed 
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by  tbe  ^vitoess  and  certified  by  tbe  jastice,  were  then  pat  io 
evidence  without  objectioa.  This  woa  the  testimony  of  the 
witness  at  the  prelimiuaTy  examination,  aa  appears  from  the 
deposition:  *  *  *  "I  was  standing  at  the  door  of  my 
house  at  the  time  tbe  difficulty  between  Tickel  and  Kelly 
oocorted;  I  saw  Kelly  with  a  candlestick  (to  the  best  ol 
my  belief)  going  backward  towards  Nick  Werry'a  saloon; 
a  man  came  oat  and  gave  Tickel  a  shooter;  Tickel  walked 
down  fast  after  Kelly;  one  man  said  'Don't  let  Liro  go;* 
another  said  'Yes,  let  him  go;  he'll  fetch  him;'  *  •  » 
I  did  not  hear  Tickel  say  anything,  but  heard  some  [one} 
say:  'He'll  fetch  him.'"  On  cross-examination  it  appears 
that  witness  stated  that  she  did  not  hear  Tickel  say  anything 
at  tbe  time  Kelly  was  backing  down  the  street. 

L.  W.  Cromer,  thejustioe  before  whom  tbe  preliminary 
examination  of  appellant  was  bad,  testified  that  the  testi- 
mony of  Mrs.  Kate  Demery,  as  set  forth  in  tbe  deposition 
before  mentioned,  was  taken  down  in  his  presence  by  Mar- 
shall Attwood,  acting  as  his  clerk,  and  when  token  down  was 
read  over  to  the  witness,  assented  to  by  het  as  correct,  and 
her  mark  affixed  thereto  in  his  presence,  and  that  he  be- 
lieved the  deposition  correctly  stated  the  testimony  of  tbe 
'witness  given  before  him  on  appellant's  preliminary  exam- 
ination.   Attwood  testified  in  effect  the  same. 

The  conrt,  of  its  own  motion,  asked  the  last  named  wifr- 
neas  the  following  question :  "Don't  yon  ever  make  mistakes 
in  taking  down  testimony  in  a  jnstice's  court?"  The  witness 
aoBwered,  "  It  may  be  possible,  your  honor,  but  we  try  not 
to."  Whereopon  the  court  replied:  "Well,  if  yon  don't, 
yon  are  the  first  justice  of  the  peace  I  ever  beard  of  who 
does  not  make  a  mistake  occasionally." 

One  of  tbe  appellant'a  counsel  then  testified  that  he  took 
full  notes  of  the  testimony  of  Mrs.  Demery  at  the  prelim- 
inary examination,  and  he  found  that  bis  notes,  which  be 
produced,  corresponded  entirely  with  the  deposition  re- 
turned into  court  by  the  justice  of  the  peace. 

Appellant  made  himself  a  witness  at  the  trial.  He  ad- 
mitted shooting  Kelly  in  the  hallway  leading  to  hia  (appel- 
lonfa)  room  in  Weny's  house,  bat  claimed  that  he  acted  in 
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self-defeDse.  He  testified  that  lie  was  a  miner,  and  at  the 
time  of  the  afiray  waa  at  work  on  the  night  shift  on  Bnbj 
hill;  that  he  had  quit  work  abont  an  honr  before  the  diffl- 
caUy  with  K.ellv;  that  he  had  for  two  weeks  prior  to  that 
time  roomed  at  Worry's;  that  he  had  not  slept  at  all  during 
the  preceding  night,  and  was  going  to  his  room  for  the  par- 
pose  of  going  to  bed,  and  for  no  other  purpose;  tbat  he  had 
no  intention  of  meeting,  seeking  or  encountering  Kelly,  or 
of  proToking  a  fresh  quarrel,  or  oontinniog  the  previoas 
one;  that  he  met  £eUy  in  the  hallway  which  lead  to  appel- 
lant's room,  and  was  in  the  aot  of  passing  Kelly,  when  the 
latter  raised  his  candlestick  and  made  a  stab  at  him,  which 
he  avoided  by  leaping  aside;  that  Kelly  then  raised  his 
hand  to  make  another  stab  at  him,  when  he  fired  and  shot 
Kelly  thtougb  the  shoulder;  that  in  so  doing  he  was  under 
the  belief  that  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  fire  in  order  to 
save  bis  life  or  to  protect  himself  from  great  bodily  harm 
from  Kelly;  that  he  did  not  shoot  Kelly  in  his  room,  voi 
push  in  the  door  of  the  room,  but  that  the  whole  occurrence 
happened  in  the  hallway.  There  was  testimony  admitted 
on  behalf  of  appellant  that  a  miner's  candlestick  was  a 
sbarp  instrument,  capable  of  inflicting  a  deadly  wound; 
that  to  the  knowledge  of  the  witnesses,  men  had  been  killed 
by  stabs  inflicted  by  such  instruments,  although  they  were 
ordinarily  used  for  the  purpose  of  lighting  mines. 

The  transcript  does  not  contain  all  theeridence  prodaoed 
on  the  trial.  Four  alleged  errors  are  discussed  and  insisted 
upon  by  counsel  for  appellant:  1.  It  is  urged  that  the  court 
erred  in  refusing  to  strike  out  the  answer  of  Mrs.  Demery, 
"  I  never  swore  so;  if  so  written  it  was  a  mistake,"  given  in 
reply  to  the  question  propounded  by  appellant's  counsel  on 
orose-eiaminatioD  whether  she  did  not  swear  differently  at 
the  preliminary  examination. 

The  statute  provides  that,  depositions  taken  at  prelimin- 
ary examinations  t^  therein  required  "may  be  used  by 
either  party  on  the  trial  of  the  oaose,  and  in  all  proceedings 
therein,  when  the  witness  is  uck,  out  of  the  state,  dead,  or 
when  his  personal  attendance  cannot  be  hod  in  court." 
When  the  witnesses  are  present  at  the  trial,  as  in  this  cose. 
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depositions  may  be  referred  to  by  oouDsel  for  their  oonven- 
ience,  audthejmaj  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  ImpeachmeDi 
in  case  of  discrepancy  between  testimony  given  apon  the 
trial  and  that  taken  down  by  the  examining  m^istrate- 
Fot  the  purposes  of  the  trial  we  know  of  no  other  ase  to 
which  they  can  be  pat.  For  the  parpoae  of  disoiediting  Mrs. 
Demery,  by  showing  a  discrepancy  upon  a  material  point 
between  her  testimony  given  at  the  preliminary  examination 
and  on  the  trial,  she  was  asked  a  question  by  appellant's 
counsel  which  was  susceptible  of  one  of  two  answers  only. 
She  was  able  to  say  that  she  did  so  testify  before  the  mag- 
istrate, or  that  she  did  not.  Her  answer  was  fully  respoa- 
sive  to  the  question  whether  true  or  false,  and  whether  the 
one  or  the  other,  it  was  not  incompetent.  It  is  at  least 
doubtfnl  that  appellant  had  the  right  to  ask  the  witness 
as  to  the  contents  of  the  deposition,  or  as  to  what  she  testi- 
fied at  the  preliminary  examination,  the  deposition  itself 
being  presumptively  the  best  evidence  of  either  fact.  (2ii« 
QueeiiaCuBe,  2  B.  &  B.  287;  JVewcomftv.  QrmooUi,  241*.  Y, 
293;  LigUfoot  v.  lite  People,  16  Mich.  £12;  Ooffhey  v.  2%e 
People,  50  N.  T.  423;  2  PhiU.  Ev.  962.) 

But  as  was  necessary  and  proper,  the  deposition  was 
shown  to  tho  witness,  who  liad  aa  opportanity  to  examine 
the  same,  and  no  objection  was  made  to  the  question  asked. 

Had  the  witness  answered  that  she  did  testify  before  the 
magistrate,  as  stated  in  the  deposition  and  as  asked  by 
counsel,  the  deposition  could  uot  have  been  introduced  in 
evidence  at  the  trial.  "The  rule  is  clear  that  where  a  wit- 
ness admits  the  statement  alleged,  no  other  proof  of  his 
having  made  it,  is  allowable."  (Lighlfoot  v.  Tlie  People 
Biipra.)  But  inasmuch  as  she  answered  that  she  did  not  so 
testify,  appellant  was  required  and  permitted  to  introduce 
the  deposition  which  the  law  presumes  contained  all  the 
testimony  given  by  her  before  the  magistrate.  Whether  or 
not  it  would  have  been  competent  oo  the  part  of  the  state  to 
rebut  the  legal  presumption  of  correctness  in  the  dopositiou, 
after  it  was  admitted  In  evidence,  or  whether  appellant  was 
entitled  to  an  instruction  to  the  jury-that  sach  deposition 
was  conclusive  evidence  of  the  facts  testified  to  before  the 
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magistrate,  cannot  be  decided  at  this  time  for  the  reason 
that  the  record  doea  not  jastif^  an  examination  of  the  pro- 
posed qnestions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  appeal  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that 
it  was  not  more  incompetent  for  the  witnesa,  on  croes-ex- 
amination,  to  deny  making  the  statement  embodied  in  the 
deposition  and  sent  to  the  trial  court,  than  it  trould  have 
been  to  deny  making  the  same  statement  verbally  ont  of 
court.  The  method  of  proving  the  discrepancy  only  would 
be  different  in  the  two  cases.  And  whether  or  not  the 
court  should  have  ordered  the  words  of  the  witness,  "If  so 
written  it  was  a  mistake,"  stricken  oat,  beoanse  not  respon- 
give  to  the  qnmtion,  or  for  any  other  reason,  had  a  motion 
been  made  to  strike  out  snoh  words  alone,  is  not  before  us, 
because  that  motion  was  not  made.  It  certainly  was  nob 
error  to  refnse  to  strikeout  the  whole  answer  of  the  witness 
upon  the  grounds  stated.  Besides,  the  conclusion  of  the 
witness  expressed  by  the  words,  "  If  so  written  it  was  a  mis- 
take,"necesBarily  followed  if  her  denial  of  testifying  as  asked 
by  appellant's  oonpsel  was  in  fact  correct;  and  the  expres- 
sion by  her  of  that  opinion  or  conclusion  was  entirely 
harmless.  If  she  had  testified  before  the  magistrate  as 
appeared  in  the  deposition,  then  her  words,  "If  so  written 
it  was  a  mistake,"  fell  of  their  own  weight;  and  if  she  had 
not  80  testified  in  fact,  then  they  were  inevitably  true, 
whether  she  expressed  them  or  not.  In  other  words,  a  sim- 
ple denial  on  her  part  would  have  performed  the  same 
ofSce  as  was  performed  by  her  whole  answer. 

The  question  asked  by  the  district  attorney,  on  re-direct 
examination,  whether  the  justice  bad  not  made  a  mistake  in 
taking  down  her  testimony,  was  entirely  useless,  but  at  any 
rate  it  was  harmless  in  its  results,  because  the  question  and 
answer  were  merely  a  repetition  of  what  had  already  been 
stated  by  the  witness  on  cross-examination  by  appellant's 
counsel.     The  first  assignment  of  error  is  not  well  taken. 

2,  It  is  next  claimed  by  appellant  that  the  court  erred  in 
asking  witness  Attwood  the  question:  "  Don't  yon  ever  make 
mistakes  in  taking  down  testimony  in  a  justice's  court?"  and 
after  the  reply  of  the  witness,  in  remarking  in  the  presence 
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of  tlie  jury,  "Well,  if  you  don't,  you  are  the  first  justice  of 
the  peace  I  ever  beard  of  wlio  does  not  make  a  mistake 
ocoosioDally." 

It  cannot  be  denied  that  it  was  important  for  the  state  to 
maintuin  the  integrity  of  the  witness  Bemery,  and  that  it 
was  just  as  important  for  the  defense  to  impeach  her.  To 
aocomplish  the  former,  it  was  necessary  for  the  state  to 
make  it  appear  evident  to  the  jury,  that  the  apparent  dis- 
crepancy in  her  testimony  was  the  result  of  a  mistake  on 
the  part  of  the  justice,  rather  than  falsehood  on  the  part  of 
the  witness.  On  the  other  hand,  to  impeach  her  credibility 
it  was  necessary  for  appellant  to  present  to  the  jury  the 
deposition  as  a  dooament,  which  was,  in  fact,  what  it  par- 
ported  to  be.  Whether  or  not  appellant  had  succeeded  in 
showing  the  witness  to  be  unworthy  of  belief,  was  a  ques- 
tion to  be  decided  by  the  jury  upon  legal  proofs  admitted 
without  comment  or  instruction  by  the  court  upon  questions 
of  fact.  It  is  true  the  court  did  not  address  the  jury  per- 
sonally, but  it  might  as  well  have  done  so,  for  no  one  else 
had  aught  to  do  with  the  question  of  fact  then  before  the 
court,  and  no  one  else  could  have  been  influenced  against 
appellant,  or  in  favor  of  the  state  by  the  rensork.  It  is  en- 
tirely natural  that  jurors  do,  and  proper  that  they  should, 
listen  attentively  to,  and  be  greatly  influenced  by,  all  re- 
marks of  the  court.  They  have  the  right  to  confide  in  its 
expressed  opinions,  and  it  is  their  duty  to  obey  its  legal  in- 
structions. It  may  be  said  that  jurors  are  presumed  to 
know  the  law,  that  the  court  has  not  the  right  to  instruct 
them  or  give  its  opinions  apon  questions  of  fact,  and  that, 
therefore,  they  ought  not  to  be,  and  will  not  be,  influenced 
thereby.  In  my  opinion  experience  does  not  justify  such 
conclusion;  but  at  any  rate,  courts  cannot  presume  against 
the  natural  result  of  remarks  or  instructions  improperly 
made.  If  the  court  in  this  case  had  informed  the  jury  that 
it  had  no  right  to  comment  or  instruct  them  upon  questions 
of  fact,  and  that  they  must  not  be  influenced  by  what  it 
might  say,  still  its  expressed  opinion  must  have  influenced 
them.  They  would  have  known  the  opinion  of  the  court 
then  as  now,  and  it  would  have  left  its  impression  upon 
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tiieir  minds,  boweTdr  Lard  tLey  might  hare  tried  to  escape 
it.  Appellant  had  the  right  to  try  to  impeach  the  Tritness 
Demery,  and  the  further  right  to  have  any  evidence  admitted 
for  or  againet  that  effort,  to  go  to  the  jury  unaffected  hy  the 
court's  opinion.  On  the  contrary,  the  jury  were  told  in  this 
case,  upon  a  material  issue,  that  justiceB  of  the  peace  were 
not  only  liable  to  make  mistakes  like  the  rest  of  mankind, 
but  that,  to  the  knowledge  of  the  court  they  did  so  make 
them.  The  language  used  naturally  conveyed  to  the  minds 
of  the  jury  the  impression  at  least,  if  not  the  oonviotion, 
that  they  were  juatiffed  in  looking  at  the  returns  of  justioes 
in  criminal  cases  with  suspicion.  But,  worse  than  all,  the 
court's  words  naturally  left  the  impression  upon  the  minda  of 
the  jury  that  because  other  justioee  had  made  mistakes,  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  judge,  therefore  Justice  Cromer  might 
have  made  a  mistake  iu  this  case.  The  inference  was  far- 
fetched and  unjustifiable.  It  is  enough  for  any  man  to  sus- 
tain the  consequences  of  hia  own  mistakes,  without  being 
made  responsible  for  those  of  his  entire  guild. 

In  The  People  v.  Bonds,  1  Nev.  36,  the  court  say;  "There 
is  nothing  in  the  point  made  by  respondent's  counsel  that 
this  was  not  a  formal  instruction,  bat  merely  a  remark  made 
to  counsel.  Such  a  remark,  made  by  the  presiding  judge 
in  the  heating  of  the  jury,  would  have  precisely  the  same 
effect  aa  if  given  as  a  formal  instmction." 

Iu  2/te  StcUe  v.  Ah  Toug,  7  Nev.  152,  it  is  said:  "  Under 
oar  practice  the  judge  should  intimate  no  opinion  upon  the 
facts.  If  he  cannot  do  so  directly,  he  cannot  indireoUy;  if 
not  explicitly,  he  cannot  by  innaendo;  and  the  effect  of 
such  au  opinion  cannot  be  obviated  by  aunouneing  in  dis- 
tinct terms  the  jury's  independency  of  him  in  all  matters  of 
fact."  (2  Winston,  47.)  One  object  is  stated  to  be  to 
guard  against  the  well  known  proneuess  of  jurors  to  seek  to 
ascertain  the  opinion  of  the  judge  and  to  shift  their  respon- 
sibilities from  themgelves  to  the  court. 

In  Ihe  State  v.  Harldn,  7  Nev.  381,  the  trial  court,  in 
overruling  an  objection  to  certain  testimony,  remarked  in 
the  presence  of  the  jury,  "  that  there  was  as  much  testi* 
mony  that  defendant  had  kicked  deceased  npou  the  chest 
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as  Upon  the  fnoe."  After  tbe  testimony  was  all  id,  and  be- 
fore tbe  argument  of  connsei,  the  court  informed  the  jury 
that  in  making  tha  remark  above  stttted  it  was  simply  ruling 
upon  the  objection  as  it  was  made;  that  the  court  did  noi 
wish  it  understood  as  saying  how  much  or  how  little  testi- 
mony there  was  upon  any  particular  point;  that  the  whole 
matter  was  for  the  jury  to  pass  upon,  and  that  they  would 
observe  for  themselves  what  the  testimony  was.  But  the 
court  did  not  retract  its  opinion  formerly  expressed.  The 
remarks  in  that  oaee,  aa  in  this,  were  not  delivered  directly 
to  the  jury,  as  though  an  oral  charge  was  being  delivered  to 
them,  but  the  conrt  then  spoke  and  acted  more  directly  to 
the  counsel  for  defendant,  white  in  this  case  the  conrt  di- 
rectly addressed  the  witness  alone.  Whether  counsel  or 
witness  was  addressed,  and  not  tbe  jnry,  is  a  matter  of  no 
consequence.  The  effect  upon  the  jury  was  the  same.  In 
the  HarHn  case  this  court  said:  "It  is  evident  that  the 
opinion  of  the  court  can  be  as  effectually  conveyed  to  the 
jury  by  expressing  it  in  their  hearing,  while  ruling  upon  an 
objection  to  evidence,  as  by  embodying  it  in  what  purports 
to  be  a  declaration  of  the  law  for  their  inetraotion.  Aooord- 
ingly,  and  we  think  correctly,  it  has  been  held  that  the 
judge  has  no  more  right  to  volunteer  before  the  jury  hia 
opinion  upon  a  material  fact  in  controversy  while  deciding 
a  question  of  law  on  the  trial,  than  he  has  to  charge  the 
jury  in  respect  to  such  fact.  *  *  *  The  right  to  a  daoiB- 
ion  on  the  facts  by  a  jury  uninfluenced  and  unbiased  by  tiie 
opinion  of  the  judge,  has  been  deemed  wortby  of  a  oou- 
stitutional  guarantee.  It  cannot  be  lawfully  denied  by  tbe 
simple  evasion  of  looking  at  the  jury,  or  foisting  tiie  opin- 
ion into  a  ruling  upon  the  testimony. 

la  JUcMivn  v.  WJtdan,  27  Oal.  319,  a  civil  case,  the  lower 
court  expressed  its  opinion  upon  the  respectability  of  a 
witness  under  examination,  and  the  appellate  court  said: 
"  We  should  not  hesitate  to  reverse  the  judgment  because 
of  it,  if  the  same  depended  in  any  material  degree  upon  the 
testimony  of  the  witness  whose  character  and  standing  were 
thus  indorsed." 

In  our  opinion  the  remarks  complained  of  were  in  sab- 
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stance  and  effect  an  instruction  to  the  jury  upon  questions 
of  fact,  and  that  thej  were  made  in  violation  of  one  of  ap- 
pellant's constitutional  rigbts. 

3.  The  remaining  assignments  of  error  relied  npon  are 
the  giving  of  the  ninth  instruction  by  the  conrt,  and  the 
refusal  to  give  the  third  instruction  asked  by  appellant.  By 
the  third  instruction  given  by  the  court,  the  jury  were  told 
that  if  appellant  acted  in  aelf-defenae  he  should  be  acquitted. 
By  the  eighth  they  were  instructed  that  they  were  to  judge 
whether  or  not,  at  or  immediately  preceding  the  moment  of 
shooting,  appellant  was  in  fear  of  losing  his  life  or  receiv- 
ing bodily  inJQiy  from  Kelly,  and  reasonably  thought  a 
miner's  candlestick  was  a  deadly  weapon,  and  that  Kelly  in- 
tended to  kill  him  or  inSict  upon  him  a  bodily  injury;  that 
if  they  so  thought,  the  plea  of  self-defense  could  be  consid- 
ered by  them.  The  ninth  instmctioD,  of  which  uomplaint 
is  made,  reads  as  follows:  "In  considering  the  plea  of  self- 
defense  it  is  the  dnty  of  the  jurors  to  carefoUy  scrutinize 
all  the  testimony,  and  not  to  be  misled  by  apparent  and  not 
real  facts,  or  inferences  to  be  drawn  from  such  facta." 

It  is  claimed  by  appellant  that  by  the  instruction  quoted, 
the  jurors'  minds  were  directed  against  the  defense  alone; 
that  by  it  there  was  an  intimation  that  the  defense  had.  been 
made  upon  apparent  but  not  real  facts;  in  other  words,  that 
appellant's  testimony,  and  that  given  in  his  behalf,  was  not 
what  It  purported  to  be — that  it  was  falae.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind  that  there  was  testimony  both  fot  and  against 
appetlaut's  claim  of  self-defense.  In  fact,  the  only  real 
issue  in  the  case  was  whether  or  not  the  shooting,  which 
was  admitted,  was  doue  in  self-defense.  Such  being  the 
case,  when  the  court  used  the  words,  "In  considering  the 
plea  of  self-defense,"  etc.,  it  was  the  same  as  saying, 
"In  considering  this  case,"  et«.  We  do  not  think  the  jury 
could  have  understood  the  court  as  intimating  that  the  de- 
fense had  introduced  evidence  of  facts  that  were  apparently 
so,  but  really  were  not  as  claimed.  Inasmuch  as  the  evi- 
dence was  very  conflicting  npon  the  qaestion  of  self-defense 
— the  only  one  in  the  case — it  is  evident  that  there  was,  on 
one  side  or  the  other,  what  the  court  was  pleased  to  call 
Vol.  xm.— 3a 
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apparent,  bat  not  real  facts.  The  jury  were,  therefore, 
told  that  in  considering  the  plea  of  self-defense — that  ia,  ia 
coDsidoring  whether  or  not  appellant  was  guilty,  it  was  their 
duty  to  carefully  scrutinize  all  the  testimony  in  the  case, 
and  not  to  be  misled  by  apparent,  but  not  real  facts.  "Vie 
do  not  think  the  jury  could  have  been  misled  by  the  in- 
struction. 

The  conrt  did  not  err  in  refusing  the  third  instruction 
asked  by  appellant.  As  presented  it  might  have  misled  the 
jury.  From  it  they  might  have  gathered  the  idea,  that 
"malice  or  deliberate  purpose  on  the  part  of  the  defendant" 
was  a  necessary  element  of  the  crime  of  assault  with  inteut 
to  kill,  which  is  not  the  fact.  (State  v.  O'Connor,  11  Nev, 
424.)  In  the  form  presented  the  instruction  was  inapplica- 
ble to  the  case. 

It  appellant  went  to  bis  room  under  the  circumstances 
stated  in  the  instruction  refused,  it  would  have  been  entirely 
proper  to  have  informed  the  jury  that  his  going  thore  was 
not  evidence  against  his  claim  of  self-defense.  Had  snch 
an  instruction  been  asked  it  would  doubtless  have  been 
given,  particularly  in  view  of  the  court's  sixth  instruction. 
The  judgment  is  reversed  and  the  cause  remanded  for  a  new 
trial.  .

Appeal  from  tbe  District  Court  of  tbe  Fonrtli  Judicial 
District,  Hiunboldt  County. 

The  court  below  found,  among  other  facts,  that  Ginaca  & 
Gintz  were  partQera  from  1868  up  to  January,  1875,  eugt^ed 
iu  business  at  Mill  City  and  Winnemncca  iu  Humboldt 
county;  "  that  on  the  twelfth  day  of  November,  1874,  Geo. 
G.  Berry,  as  truatee  of  the  town  site  of  Winuemucca,  having 
received  from  the  aaid  Ginaca  &  Giutz  the  sum  of  four 
hundred  dollars,  in  payment  for  the  premises  hereinafter 
described,  together  with  a  description  of  said  premises  then 
in  possession  of  the  said  Ginaca  &.  Gintz,  and  which  had 
been  in  their  possession,  and  in  possession  of  their  grantors, 
since  1867,  by  a  deed  granted,  bargained,  sold  and  con- 
veyed to  the  said  Ginaca  A  Gintz"  the  land  described  in 
plaintiff's  complaint;  that  on  the  seventh  day  of  January, 
1676,  the  said  Ginaca  Sc  Ointz  conveyed  said  premises  to 
the  Humboldt  M.  &  M.  Co.;  that  it  entered  into  the  pos- 
sessioa  of  said  premises  with  said  Ginaca  as  its  managing 
agent  "up  to,  on,  or  about  the  twenty-sixth  of  June,  1875, 
when  the  said  Ginaca,  with  his  wife  and  children,  moved  to 
the  city  of  San  Francisco,  California,  where  they  do  now 
and  have  ever  since  resided;"  that  after  Ginooa  left  said 
premises,  G.  G.  Berry,  as  president,  superintendent,  or 
general  manager  of  said  Humboldt  M.  &  M.  Co.,  entered 
into  the  possession  of  said  premises,  "and  is  now  and  was,  and 
for  several  months  prior  to  the  commencement  of  this  action 
hod  been"  residing  on  said  premises;  "that  theeaid  Ginaca 
&  Gintz,  as  copartners,  since  they  became  the  possessors 
and  owners  of  said  premises,  have  erected  thereon  several 
buildings  which  were  used  and  occupied  by  their  employees 
^P  to  the  time  of  their  conveyance  to  said  Humboldt  Mill 
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and  Mining  Company;"  "  tbat  the  plaintifia  in  this  suit,  on 
or  about  the  fifteenth  da;  of  April,  1874,  obtained  jodgmeni 
in  this  court  against  th«  eaid  Ginaoa  &  Gintz,  which  jadg- 
raent  on  the  same  day  v&s  properly  entered  in  the  docket 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  this  conrt;  and  that  within  two  years 
from  the  docket  of  said  judgment  an  ezecntion  waa  dnly  ia- 
sned,  and  all  of  the  interest  tbat  the  said  Ginaoa  &  Ginta 
had  at  the  date  of  the  docketing  of  said  judgment,  or  subse- 
quently acquired  in  and  to  the  above-described  premisee, 
was  sold  by  virtue  of  said  execution,  and  the  plainti£b  in 
this  suit  became  the  purchasers;  and  more  than  six  months 
after  the  sale  of  said  premises,  no  redemptioD  having  been 
made,  said  plaintiffs  received  from  the  sheriff  of  said  county 
a  deed  for  said  premises;  that  some  time  in  Jnly,  1875, 
Mrs.  Ginaca,  while  residing  in  San  Francisco,  subscribed 
and  swore  to  a  notice  of  a  homestead  claim  to  a  porrioo  of 
the  premises  above-described;  and  that  said  notice  was 
properly  recorded  in  the  records  of  said  county;  and  that 
defendant  Berry,  at  the  commencement  of  this  action,  was 
residing  in  said  homestead  claim  as  the  tenant  of  Mrs. 
Ginaca;  tbat  all  of  the  homestead  claim  consists  of  real 
property  owned  jointly  by  the  said  Ginaoa  &  Gintz  as  co- 
tenants,  or  tenants  in  common,  and  was  purchased  and  im- 
proved by  the  money  belonging  to  the  partnership  firm  of 
Ginaca  &  Gintz;  and  that  at  the  date  of  said  homestead 
claim  the  said  Ginaoa  and  his  wife  were,  and  have  ever  sinoe 
continued  to  reside,  in  the  city  of  Ban  Francisco." 

M.  S.  Bonnifield,  and  Oeorge  O.  Berry  for  Appellants. 

I.  The  court  erred  in  holding  that  the  statement  and 
affidavit  of  Ginaca  &  Gintz,  authorizing  a  judgment  to  be 
entered  against  them  and  in  favor  of  Friend,  Terry  &  Doan 
without  the  indorsement  thereon  of  "judgment"  by  the 
clerk,  constituted  a  judgment.  (Hahn  Y.Kelly,  31  Gal.  392.) 
An  inspection  of  the  judgment-roll  contradicts  the  entry 
made  in  the  judgment-book  which  was  relied  upon  to  sus- 
tain the  judgment  in  11  Nev.  237.  If  there  was  no  judgment 
in  the  record  there  could  be  no  valid  lien  upon  the  property 
of  Ginaca  &  Gintz,  and  the  entry  of  a  judgment  in  the 
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docket  by  the  clerk  was  a  mere  nullity,  and  could  not  bind 
the  property  of  Glnaca  &,  Gintz,  or  their  grantee,  who  pur- 
chased for  a  valuable  consideration. 

II.  The  court  erred  in  admitting  in  evidence  the  deed 
from  the  tonn-site  trustee  to  Oiuacn  &  Ointz.  The  recitals 
in  the  deed  wholly  failed  to  show  that  they  were  occupants, 
or  in  possession  or  entitled  to  the  occupaocy  or  poSBession 
of  any  part  of  the  land,  or  that  they  either  in  person  or  by 
their  agent  or  attorney,  signed  a  statement  in  writing  con- 
taining a  correct  description  of  the  particular  parcel  or 
parts  in  which  they  claimed  to  be  entitled  to  receive  a  deed, 
and  delivered  the  same  to  the  district  judge.  (Oomp.  L.  sec. 
8859.)  A  deed  given  to  one  not  an  oconpant  is  void.  ( Tread- 
xoay  V.  Wilder,  8  Nev.  98;  9  Nev.  91.  The  sheriff's  deed 
does  not  recite  nor  does  it  shoiv  aliunde  that  the  plaintiff 
produced  a  copy  of  the  judgment.  {Wilooxson  v.  Miller,  49 
Cal.  194.) 

m.  The  ooorfc  erred  in  admitting  parol  evidence  to  show 
that  the  lands  described  in  the  sheriff's  deed  to  plaintiff  as 
being  in  section  twenty,  township  thirty,  north  range  thirty- 
eight  east,  were  sitnated  in  another  and  different  township. 
There  was  no  ambignity  iu  the  description  of  the  property 
88  given  in  the  deed.  (AuAZtVi^v.  ^acie^f,  INev.  360;  Qutvey 
T.  Baker,  87  Cal.  468;  Phillips  on  Evid.  sec.  645;  Cameron 
T.  Jrwiji,  5  Hill.  272;  Ckapin  v.  Glemiteen,  1  Barb.  311;  De 
SeimerY.  OantUloTi,  i  3 ohua.  Ch.  85;  Quiveyv.  Baker,  37  Oal. 
468.)  A  deed  which  &ta  equally  well  different  parcels  of 
land  is  void  for  uncertainty.  (Mesich  v.  Sunderland,  6  Cal. 
297;  Keane  v.  Ganovan,  21  Cal.  291;  Wells  on  Law  and 
Fact,  sec.  145.) 

IV.  The  court  erred  in  holding  the  property  claimed  by 
Mrs.  Ginaca  as  a  homestead  to  be  partnership  property. 
If  it  be  true  that  Ginaca  &  Gintz  were  partners  in  all  the 
lands  claimed  by  them  under  a  possessory  right,  before  the 
deed  from  the  trustee,  that  fact  alone  is  not  sufficient  to  fix 
and  determine  their  interest  in  the  property  under  the  new 
Utle. 

y.  At  the  date  of  the  deed  from  the  tmstee  the  premises, 
described  in  the  declaration  of  homestead  made  by  Martha 
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Oinaca,  was  ooonpied  by  berself,  husband  and  family,  and 
used  as  a  family  residence  with  all  the  character istica  of  a 
homestead.  Martha  Ginaca  was  an  occupant  of  a  part  of 
the  public  domain  within  the  boundaries  of  the  town-site  of 
Winnemucca,  and  had  a  complete  right  to  make  application 
to  the  trustee  for  a  deed  for  the  premises  so  occupied  by 
her.  It  is  shown  by  the  declarations  of  both  Ginaca  and 
Gintz  that  Gintz  at  no  time  claimed  an  interest  in  the 
homestead  property,  and  no  presumption  will  arise  from  a 
general  copartnership  which  would  overthrow  his  declara- 
tions accompanied  with  acts.  Declarations  made  by  a  party 
in  possession  are  always  admissible  against  himself,  and  all 
persons  holding  under  him,  as  to  the  extent  of  his  estate  or 
interest  in  property  held  in  common  with  another.  (Coti' 
non  V.  Stockman,  36  Cal.  536;  McFaddm  t.  Wallace,  38 
Id.  51.) 

VI.  No  presumptions  of  abandonment  of  the  homestead 
will  arise  from  the  fact  that  Mrs.  Ginaca  has  since  been  ab- 
sent from  the  state.     (Comp.  Laws,  187.) 

•7.  £.  Marshall,  for  Respondent. 

I.  The  trustee's  deed  to  Ginaca  &  Gintz  is  for  the  con- 
sideration of  one  dollar;  this  is  sufficient  to  support  a  con- 
veyance of  land.  (OcAe^ireev.  JtfcCTujisr,  7W.  Vir.  232.)  It 
is  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  to  convey  the  fee-simple, 
which  is  all  the  statute  requires.  (4  Kent.  Com.  462; 
Chiles  V.  Conley's  Ildra,  2  Dana,  22.)  The  deed  is  the  evi- 
dence of  the  trustee's  judgment  in  the  adjudication  of  the 
rights  of  Ginaca  &  Gintz.  (Tkcumaeh  Ixywn-eite  Case,  3 
Neb.  276.)  If  the  trustee  conveys  to  the  claimant  before 
the  expiration  of  the  six  months,  and  without  receiving  the 
statement  described  in  Section  4  (2  Oomp.  Laws,  3359),  the 
object  of  the  statute  has  been  accomplished,  and  the  fact 
thtit  the  trustee  waived  the  service  of  the  statement,  and 
executed  the  conveyance  to  the  claimaDts  cannot  vindicate 
the  deed,  when  no  other  claimant  applied  for  the  premises. 
If  the  deed  was  obtained  through  fraud,  it  can  only  be  de- 
clared void  by  a  court  of  equity.     (61  Cal.  158.) 

II.  The  description  in  the  deed  from  the  sheriff  to  the 
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plaintiff  was  sufficient.  The  fact  that  tke  number  of  the 
sectioD  was  not  iuserted  in  the  deeds  makes  no  difference, 
as  the  descriptiona  otherwise  appearing  in  the  deeds  are 
safficientlj  certain  to  designate  the  land  intended  to  be  con- 
veyed,    (_Doe  V.  Boe,  30  Georgia,  553;  Bybee  v.  Hageman, 

66  HI.  519;  67  Id.  489,  581;  Beat  v.  Blair  et  al,  33  Iowa, 
319;  Jackson  v.  Perrine,  35  N.  J.  Law  B.  137;  Lawrence  t. 
Davidson,  44  Cal,  177;  4  Kent's  Commentaries,  467,  and 
Note  C;  Smith  v.  Chaikam,  14  Texas,  322;  Wade  v.  Deraij, 
60  Oal.  376.)  If  a  deed  recites  two  descriptions  of  the 
property  conveyed,  one  of  which  Bnfficiently  identifies  the 
property,  while  the  other  is  false,  in  fact,  the  false  descrip- 
tion should  be  rejected  as  sarplosage.  {Beed  v.  Spicer,  27 
Cal.  67;  Fanse  t.  Fore,  24  Id.  435;  Kimball  v.  Sample,  25 
Id.  440;  Bale'/  v.  Ameshy,  44  Id.  132;  Piper  v.  True,  36 
Id.  606;  Walsh  t.  Hill,  38  Id.  481;  Lavjrence  v.  Davidson, 
44  Id.  177;  Wade  v.  Deray,  50  Id.  376;  Doe  v.  Boe,  30 
Georgia  E.  553;  Bybee  v.  Hageman,  66  111.  519;  67  Id.  489; 

67  Id.  581;  Bed  v.  Blair  et  al.,  33  Iowa,  319;  Jackson  v. 
Pej-rin,  35  New  Jersey  Law  R.  137;  Smith  v,  Chatham,  14 
Texas,  322.)  Parol  or  extrinsic  evidence  is  always  admis- 
sible to  explain  the  calls  of  a  deed  for  the  purposes  of  their 
application  to  the  snbject-matter,  and  thus  give  effect  to 
the  deed.  {AUschul  v.  S.  F.  G.  P.  H.  A.,  43  Cal.  173; 
Bomer  v.  NesmiOi,  34  Id.  624.)  When  the  sheriff's  deed 
described  the  land  as  in  T.  32  W.  H.  9  £.,  without  stating  in 
what  county  or  state  situated,  lield  to  jje  a  latent  ambiguity. 
{Bitlinga  v.  Kankakee  Coed  Co.,  67  111.  489;  see  60  Cal.  376.) 

TTT.  To  impress  the  character  of  homestead  upon  the 
premises,  the  party  claiming  the  homestead  must  be 
actually  residing  thereon  at  the  time  the  declaration  of 
homestead  is  filed.  (Preacott  v.  Prescott,  45  Cal.  58.)  A. 
homestead  cannot  be  carved  out  of  lands  held  in  joint-ten- 
ancy, or  by  tenancy  in  common,  as  the  statute  has  provided 
no  mode  for  their  separation  or  ascertainment.  (Seaton  v. 
Soti,  32  Cal.  483.)  One  partner  cannot,  by  deed  or  other- 
■ffise,  convey  or  dispose  of  partnership  property,  so  as  to 
enable  one  pari:ner  to  hold  a  homestead  on  partnership 
property  and  prevent  creditors  from  selling  it  in  payment  of 
theirdebts.     (5wAop  v.  ^uWiaj-ii,  23  CaL  614.)        ,  GooqIc 
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This  is  an  action  of  ejectmeDti  to  recover  ninety-nine  and 
ninety  one  bundredtlis  acres  of  land  in  the  town  of  Winne- 
mucca  upon  which  are  situate  the  bnildings  known  as  the 
"Humboldt  deduction  Works."  The  plaintiffs  claim  the 
property  by  virtue  of  a  sheriff's  deed,  they  having  pur- 
chased said  premises  at  sheriff's  sale  under  au  execnUoii 
issued  upon  a  judgment  by  confession  in  favor  of  said 
plaintiff  and  gainst  J.  Ginaca  and  A..  Ointz,  obtained  on 
the  fourteenth  day  of  April,  1874. 

The  title  of  Ginaca  &  Gintz  to  the  land  in  controversy 
was  derived  by  virtue  of  a  sheriff's  deed  under  an  execntion 
sale  in  the  suit  of  A.  D.  Splivalo  against  the  Humboldt 
Canal  Company,  which  claimed  this  and  other  lands  by 
virtue  of  an  act  of  congress,  entitled  "An  act  to  grant  the 
right  of  way  to  the  Humboldt  Canal  Company  through  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States,"  approved  June  12, 1866. 
(14  U.  S.  Stat.  Gi.)  Ginaca  &  Gintz  also  claimed  tide 
in  fee-simple  to  the  premises  by  virtue  of  a  deed  executed 
by  the  trustee  of  the  town-site  of  Winnemuoca,  on  the  four- 
teenth day  of  November,  A,  d.  1874. 

The  defendant  Van  Lenuep  was,  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
menoement  of  the  suit,  in  the  possession  of  a  portion  of  the 
premises  as  the  superintendent  and  servant  of  the  Hum- 
boldt Mill  and  Mining  Company,  a  corporation  claiming 
title  to  the  land  by  virtue  of  a  deed  executed  by  Ginaca 
&  Gintz  on  the  seventh  day  of  January,  a.  d.  1875.  The 
defeudant  Berry  was  in  the  possession  of  a  portion  of  said 
premises  as  lessee  of  Martha  Ginaca,  wife  of  J.  Ginaoa, 
who  claimed  the  some  by  virtue  of  her  declaration  of 
homestead  recorded  on  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  Jalyi  A.  d, 
1875. 

The  cause  was  tried  before  the  court  without  a  jury.  The 
court  found  in  favor  of  plaintiff.  The  defendants  appeal 
from  the  judgment  and  from  an  order  of  the  conrt  refusing 
a  new  trial.  We  shall  endeavor,  without  attempting  to  fol- 
low counsel  in  each  of  the  thirty-seven  specific  points  set 
forth  in  appellants'  brief,  to  notice  all  tbe  material  ques- 
tions presented  by  the  record. 

uy ....,  Google 
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1.  The  validity  of  the  judgmeot  by  confeasioo,  entered 
April  11, 1874,  was  sustained  by  this  court  in  JTte  Humboldt 
M.  d  M.  Co.  V.  'Rrry  et  al.,  11  Nev.  237. 

It  is,  however,  contended  by  appellants  that  that  case  is 
□ot  coaolasive  of  the  validity  of  said  judgment,  because  the 
jadgment-roU  was  nob  then  before  the  supreme  court.  In 
the  statement  in  this  case  the  judgment-roll  is  presented, 
and  it  is  now  argued  that  the  judgment  is  invalid  because 
the  words  "  judgment  entered  "  are  not  indorsed  on  the 
statement  and  affidavit  contained  in  the  judgmentrroll. 

The  indorsement  after  the  title  of  the  suit  is  as  follows: 
"  Statement  of  judgment  by  confession.  Filed  April  14, 
A.  D.  1874.  J.  H.  Job,  olerk.  Entered  in  book  'B'  ot 
judgments,  pages  29  and  30,  April  14,  A.  B.  1874.  Attest: 
J.  H.  Job,  clerk."  The  objection  to  the  indorsement,  like 
the  objection  to  the  judgment,  reaches  only  the  foi-m,  aud 
does  not  touch  the  substance. 

If  the  opinion  in  11  Nev.  ia  correct,  and  of  its  correct- 
ness I  entertain  no  doubt,  then  it  follows  that  the  objec- 
tions now  made  are  without  merit,  for  the  indorsement 
does  show  that  the  "  judgment  by  confession "  was 
"  entered  "  April  14,  a.  d,  1874,  in  book  "  B  "  of  judgments. 
The  opinion  of  this  court,  in  11  Nev.  is  conclusive  upon 
the  subject  that  "a  judgment  should  always  be  tested  by 
its  substance  rather  than  its  form."  In  order  to  make  the 
record  of  the  judgment  valid  upon  its  face  it  is  only  neces- 
sary, as  was  eaid  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States 
in  Maxictll  v.  Sletoart,  22  Wall.  79,  for  it  to  appear  "  that 
the  court  had  jurisdiction  of  the  subject-matter  of  the  action 
aud  of  the  parties,  and  that  a  jadgment  had  in  fact  been 
rendered.     All  else  is  form  only." 

The  same  reasoning  applies  with  as  much  force  to  the 
judgment-roll  as  to  the  judgment.  In  this  case  the  judg- 
ment-roll, as  well  as  the  judgment  entered  in  the  judgment 
book,  does  affirmatively  show  jurisdiction  over  the  parties 
and  of  the  subject-matter.  It  would,  of  course,  be  better 
if  clerks  would  alwajs  conform  to  the  usual  and  approved 
forms  of  entering  judgments  and  making  up  judgment-roits. 
The  statutory  provisions  are  not  to  be  ignored.     But  there 
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are  many  mistakes,  omissioDs  and  ambigaities,  which  tlie 
law  overlooks  as  long,  and  only  as  long,  as  they  do  not 
affect  the  substance  of  the  record. 

There  are  several  very  respectable  authorities  which  go 
further  than  it  is  necessary  for  us  to  go  in  this  case,  and 
hold  that  the  existence  of  a  correct  judgment-roll  is  not  ab- 
solutely essential  to  the  validity  of  a  judgment;  that  the 
judgmeot  itself  is  always  admissible  to  prove  that  a  judg- 
ment was  in  fact  entered,  and  that  the  omission  of  the  clerk 
to  make  a  correct  copy  of  tbe  judgment,  and  to  properly 
annex  the  papers  belonging  to  the  judgment-roll,  would  not 
render  the  subsequent  proceedings  void.  (Williams  v,  Mc 
Orade,  U  Minn.  48;  Lickv.  Stockdale,  18  Oal.  223;  Sharp 
T.  Lumletf,  34  Cal.  614;  Gcdpin  v.  Page,  1  Saw.  336.)  The 
testimony  of  the  witness  La  Grave  that  in  his  opinion  the 
word  "judgment"  was  not  in  the  handwriting  of  the  clerk, 
was  insufficient  and  incompetent  to  establish  any  fraud  in 
the  entry  of  the  judgment. 

2.  The  court  did  not  err  ia  admitting  in  evidence  the 
deed  from  tbe  townsite  trustee  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
that  the  government  title  to  tbe  land  in  controversy  had 
been  conveyed  to  Qinaca  &  Giutz.  Tbe  law  does  not  de- 
mand that  the  facts  authorizing  the  grantees  to  receive  the 
deed  from  tbe  trustees  shall  be  recited  in  tbe  deed.  The 
statute  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  trustee  to  convey  the  prop- 
erty  "by  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  of  conveyance"  to  the 
person  or  persona  entitled  to  receive  it.  (2  Comp.  L.  sec. 
3857.)  The  deed  executed  by  the  trustee  is  a  bargain  and 
sale  deed  in  tlie  usual  form,  reciting  a  consideratiou  of  one 
dollar,  and  Is  certainly  sufficient  to  convey  the  title  to  the 
laud.  The  deed  was  prima  facie  evidence  that  it  was  de- 
livered to  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  it. 

In  Sherry  v.  Sampson,  tbe  court  say:  "When  the  probate 
judge  has  made  a  deed  for  any  portion  of  said  land  to  any 
person  it  will  be  presumed  in  the  absence  of  anything  to 
the  contrary  that  he  has  made  the  deed  to  the  proper  person." 
(11  Kan,  615.)  But  even  if  it  were  necessary  for  the  plaint- 
iflEs  to  show  by  evidence  aliunde  that  they  were  entitled  to 
the  deed,  we  are  not  called  upon,  by  the  record  before  us. 
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to  decide  whether  tlie  evidence  was  sufficient  to  aathorize 
tbe  irnstec  to  ezeonte  tbe  deed  because  the  statement  on 
motion  for  s  new  trial  fails  to  state  that  it  contains  all  tbe 
evidence,  and  we  are  therefore  booud  to  presume  that  all 
the  facts  necessary  to  sustain  the  findings  of  the  court  upon 
this  point  were  properly  proven. 

It  ia  true  that  the  judge,  iu  bis  certificate,  states  as  s 
"fact  that  said  statement  contains  all  tbe  evidence  in  said 
cause."  Bat  this  ia  not  sufficient.  The  statute  only  requires 
the  judge  to  certify  that  the  statement  "has  been  allowed 
by  him,  and  is  correct"  (1  Oomp.  L.  1258,  1396),  and,  as 
was  intimated  in  Capl^  v.  Tfte  C.  P.  B.  Co.,  6  Nov.  271,  the 
certificate  of  the  judge  covers  nothing  more  than  ia  required 
by  the  statute. 

3,  The  conoluaioDS  reached  as  to  the  admissibility  of  the 
deed  from  tbe  townsite  trustee,  and  of  its  sufficieuoy  to  con- 
vey the  government  title,  renders  it  uuueoeasary  to  consider 
any  of  the  points  made  by  appellants  with  reference  to  the 
admissibility  of  tbe  deed  from  Splivalo  to  Oinaca  &  Gintz. 

4.  The  court  did  not  err  in  admitting  parol  evidence  to 
show  that  the  land  sold  by  the  sheriff,  under  the  eseontion 
issued  upon  the  judgment  by  confession  against  Oinaca  & 
Gintz,  was  in  township  tbirty-sii:,  as  alleged  iu  tbe  com- 
plaint, instead  of  township  thirty,  as  described  in  the  sher- 
iffs deed.  The  deed  from  the  townsite  trustee  to  Oinaca  & 
Ointz  properly  described  the  land  aa  being  in  township 
thirty-six.  Tbe  sheriff,  in  the  notice  of  sale,  certificate  of 
sale,  and  in  his  deed,  erroneously  described  the  land  as 
being  in  township  thirty. 

Tbe  fall  description  given  iu  the  sheriff's  deed  reads  as 
follows:  "Those  certain  lots,  pieces  and  parcels  of  land  and 
property  situate,  lying  and  being  in  Humboldt  county, 
Nevada,  and  bounded  and  particularly  described  as  follows, 
to  wit:  Commencing  at  a  post  at  the  north-east  corner  of 
the  south-west  quarter  of  section  20  of  township  30  N.,  B. 
38°  £.,  Mount  Diablo  base  and  meridian,  running  west  to 
center  of  Humboldt  river,  following  said  river  to  tbe  junc- 
tion of  T.  Lay  and  J.  M.  Barrett's  land  (or  the  land  formerly 
owned  by  them);  thence  running  south,  47°  16'  E.,  to  a  post 
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at  the  comet  of  Geoi^e  Barrett's  land  (or  the  land  formerly 
owned  by  him);  thence  running  with  a  earre  of  the  Hum- 
boldt canal,  at  a  distance  of  60  feet  north  of  the  center  of 
said  canal,  to  the  south-east  coTnei  of  lot  No.  4,  block  29; 
thence  east  to  a  post  at  the  south-east  comer  of  said  sontb- 
west  quarter  of  said  section  20;  thence  running  directly  to 
the  point  of  beginning;  with  that  certain  quartz-mill  known 
as  the  '  Humboldt  Beduction  Works,'  and  all  bnildinga  and 
improvements  located  on,  or  belonging  to,  said  land;  said 
parcel  of  land  containing  ninety-nine  and  ninety  one-hnn- 
dredths  acres,  as  appears  on  the  map  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  recorder  of  Humboldt  county,  Nevada."  It  is  apparent 
from  this  description  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  grantor 
to  convey  ninety-nine  and  ninety  hundredths  acres  of  land, 
with  the  quartz-mill  known  aa  the  Humboldt  Bednction 
Works. 

The  parol  evidence  shows  that  the  Hnmboldt  Bednotion 
Works  are  situate  in  township  36.  Taking  the  description 
as  given  in  the  deed,  with  all  its  references,  there  can  be  no 
question  as  to  the  land  actually  intended  to  be  convejeil. 
The  description  of  the  land  would  have  been  good  if  the 
to^vnship  had  not  been  specified.  The  references  and  the 
monuments  specified  in  the  deed  control  the  other  ports  of 
the  description,  and,  in  the  event  of  any  discrepancy  or 
mistake,  are  to  be  taken  instead  of  the  designation  of  the 
land  as  being  situate  in  any  named  township.  (Loomisy. 
Jackson,  19  John.  448;  Tenny  v.  Beard,  5  N.  H.  61;  Berry 
V.  Wi-ijM,  14  Tex.  273;  EvereU  v.  Boardman,  68  III.  430.) 

It  was  the  dnty  of  the  court  to  admit  the  parol  evidence 
in  order  to  ascertain  the  correct  description  of  the  land  (not 
to  vary  or  contradict  the  terms  of  the  inatmment),  and  to 
reject  that  portion  of  the  description  which  was  shown  to  be 
false.  {Thompson  v.  Jones,  4  Wis.  110;  Seaman  t.  Hoge- 
fcoom,  21  Barb.  406;  Raymonds.  Co^Tee,  5  Oregon,  134;  5jf6« 
v.  Hageman,  66  111.  521;  Beed  v.  Spicer,  27  Cal.  57;  Fiper 
v.  True,  36  Id.  619;  Haley  v.  Ameatoy,  44  Id.  132.)     ' 

5.  With  reference  to  the  homestead  claim  asserted  by 
Mrs.  Ginaca,  and  relied  upon  by  appellant  Berry,  it  is 
Boffioient  to  state  that,  in  onr  opinion,  the  testimony  clearly 
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shows  that  the  land  was  claimed  and  held  bj  Giuaca  and 
Gintz  as  copartcers.  If,  however,  there  was  aaj  donbt 
upon  this  point,  it  would  be  oar  daty,  inasmach  as  the 
statement  on  motion  for  a  new  trial  does  not  purport  to 
contain  all  the  evidence,  to  presume  that  there  was  ample 
testimoDj  to  establish  this  relation. 

The  declarations  of  Giuaca  were  admissible  to  show  that 
he  and  Gintz  were  copartners  in  the  property  claimed  bj 
Mrs.  Ginaoa  as  a  homestead  prior  to  the  time  of  the  execu- 
tion of  (he  deed  by  the  town  site  trustee.  Such  declara- 
tions would  not  be  conclasive  that  such  partnership  con- 
tinued after  the  ezeoution  of  said  deed,  bat  would  make  it 
incumbent  upon  the  defendants  to  show  that  thereafter  the 
property  was  not  claimed  or  held  in  the  same  relation. 

The  doctrine  is  well  settled  in  California  that  a  homestead 
cannot  be  carved  out  of  land  held  in  joint-tenancy  or  tenancy 
in  common.  {Beaton  v.  Son,  32  Cal.  483,  and  authorities 
there  cited.) 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  affirmed. 

Beattt,  tT.,  concurring: 

In  the  case  of  Eumbotdi  MiR  and  Mining  Company  v. 
Terry  ei  al.  (H  Nev.  237),  I  expressed  the  opinion  (which  is 
only  confirmed  by  the  fuller  presentation  of  the  facts  mode 
in  this  case)  that  there  never  was  any  judgment  lu  favor  of 
these  plaintiffs  upon  the  confession  of  Ginaca  &  Gintz,  and 
consequently  that  the  plaintiff  in  that  action  acquired  the 
title  of  Ginaca  &  Gintz  free  from  any  lien  in  favor  of  these 
plaintiffs.  The  court,  however,  determined  otherwise,  and 
the  question  cannot  be  again  raised  by  the  Humboldt 
Mill  and  Mining  company,  or  those  claiming  under  them. 
As  to  them  the  matter  is  reajudicaia. 

If,  therefore,  Ginaoa  A;  Gintz  conveyed  to  that  corpora- 
tion a  perfect  title  to  the  premises  in  controversy,  subject 
only  to  the  lien  of  these  plaintiffs,  and  if  they  have  pur- 
chased the  premises  under  execution  issued  upon  their 
judgment,  there  is  an  end  of  the  case,  for  no  one  who  is  in 
a  position  to  qaestiou  the  correctness  of  the  former  decision 
of  this  court  can  have  any  valid  claim  thereto. 
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Od  both  these  points  the  Sadings  of  the  district  court  are 
oonclusive,  and  as  there  is  no  statement  of  the  case  which 
purports  to  contain  all  the  evidence,  the  correctness  of  the 
findings  cannot  be  questioned. 

It  appears  therefrom  that  Ginaca  &  O-intz,  as  partners, 
occupied  the  land  and  acquired  the  government  title  thereto 
from  the  trustee  of  the  town  site  of  Winnemucca,  while 
the  judgment  of  plaintiffs  constituted  a  lien  apon  all  their 
real  estate  iu  Humboldt  county. 

They  conveyed  the  property  to  the  Hnmboldt  Mill  and 
Mining  company  subject  to  the  lien.  After  it  had  been  so 
conveyed,  Mrs.  Qinaca  filed  a  declaration  of  homestead,  but 
this  was  totally  invalid,  for  two  reasons :  First,  the  land  was 
the  partnership  property  of  Ginaca  &  Qintz;  and,  second, 
at  the  time  of  making  and  filing  her  declaration  she  had  re- 
moved from  the  state  and  has  never  since  returned. 

Upon  the  other  points  discussed  I  concur  in  the  opinion 
of  the  chief  justice,  and  I  concur  in  the  order  of  affirmance.

Peed — When  declared  a  Mobtoaob  vali'e  of  Pbopertt. — The  mere  fact 
tb»t  propertj  was  oonveyed  for  Um  tb«a  ita  real  valne  ia  not,  of  itoelf, 
anfficient  to  aathorize  the  court  to  declare  a  deed  abaolnte  apon  its  f&oe 
to  be  a  mortgage. 

Idem — Testimony  hitst  be  Cleab. — The  proof  Qeceasary  to  ahow  a  deed  ab- 
soliite,  upon  its  face,  to  be  a  mortgage,  must  be  clear,  coovincing  and 
latufactory.  Testimony  reviewed  and  held  insufficient  to  lultain  the 
judgment.

I.  The  court  below  erred  in  permitting  defendant  to  at- 
tempt  to  prove  fraud  by  witness  Pierce,  as  it  was  not  alleged 
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in  the  ansnrer.     (Maynard  v.  F.  F.  Im.  Co.,  34  Cal.  48,  aud 
caaea  cited.) 

II.  The  contt  erred  Ju  permittdng  defeDdaats  to  ameud 
their  answer,  after  the  trial,  argumeut  and  sabmiBsiou  of 
the  case.  (GUlam  v.  Sigman,  29  Cal.  637;  MoMiun  v. 
O'Connor,  27  Id.  238;  Stringer  v.  Davis,  30  Id.  318.)  The 
evidence  is  insafficient  to  justify  the  findings  and  judgment 
of  the  court,  and  they  are  against  law.  (8  Cal.  574;  10  Id. 
446;  1  Id.  133;  13  Id.  60;  7  Id.  150;  27  Id.  232;  12  Id.  27; 
14  Id.  167;  9  Id.  177 ;  15  Id.  504;  32  Id.  102;  18  Id.  394.)

By  the  Court,  Hawlet,  C.  J. : 

The  important  question  in  this  case  is  whether  or  not  the 
testimony  is  snfficieut  to  sustain  the  judgment  appealed 
from.  On  the  eleventh  day  of  December,  1876,  John  A. 
McDonald  executed  and  delivered  to  the  plaintiffs  a  deed 
conveying  the  real  estate,  the  title  to  which  is  songht  to  be 
quieted  by  this  action. 

The  answer  of  defendants  alleges  that  although  the  deed 
was  in  form  absolute  yet  the  fact  is  that  it  was,  when  made 
and  recorded,  intended  by  the  parties  to  be  a  mortgage  to 
secure  the  payment  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-Sve  dollars  and 
five  cents.  In  an  amendment  to  the  answer,  made  after  the 
admission  of  certain  testimony,  it  is  alleged  "  that  said  con- 
veyance was  made  by  said  McDonald  with  the  intent  to 
hinder,'  delay  and  defraud  his  creditors,  P.  L.  Traver  and 
Sanderson  &:  Horn,  and  that  said  conveyance  was  accepted 
by  *  *  Pierce  &  Vernon  with  full  knowledge  of  the  in- 
tent of  said  McDonald." 

The  court,  before  which  the  cause  was  tried  without  a 
jury,  found  that  the  deed  was  intended  as  a  mortgage  to  se- 
cure the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars  and  five 
cents,  and  rendered  a  judgment  declaring  "that  the  legal  title 
to  the  premises"  is  in  John  McDonald;  that  the  sale  to 
plaintiffs  was  a  mortgage,  and  that  defendant  Traver  should 
be  "permitted  to  sell  the  premises"  to  satisfy  his  judgment 
against  McDonald,  "subject  to  the  lien  of  the  mortgage" 
in  favor  of  plaintiffs. 
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It  is  evident  from  the  findings  and  judgment  that  the 
court  did  not  consider  the  evidence  sufficient  to  estiabUsb 
the  fact  of  frand  as  allied  in  the  amendment  to  the  answer. 
If  the  sale  of  the  property  bj  McDonald  to  Pierce  and  Ver- 
non  was  made  with  intent  to  hinder,  delay  and  defraud  tha 
creditors  of  McDonald,  and  Pierce  and  Yernon  had  knowl* 
edge  of  that  fact,  then  the  sale  was  absolutely  null  and  void, 
and  the  deed  could  not,  for  such  reasons,  be  declared  a 
mortgage. 

The  court  foand  that  McDonald  executed  the  deed  npoa 
consideration  "  that  the  plaintiffs  in  this  action  should  can- 
cel all  the  indebtedness  standing  on  their  books  against 
him,  irhich  amounted  to  twentj'-eight  dollars  and  Bttjr 
cents,"  and  for  the  further  consideration  "that  plaintifib 
should  assume  to  pay  to  Messrs.  Sanderson  &  Horn  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dollars."  This  find- 
ing is  fully  sustained  by  the  evidence.  There  is  no  evidence 
to  the  contrary. 

The  plaintiff  Pierce,  in  testifying  in  regard  to  the  trans- 
action, on  cross-examination,  said:  "McDonald  came  into 
our  store  on  the  eleventh  of  December,  1876,  and  wanted 
to  borrow  money;  I  told  him  I  had  no  money  to  loan ;  he 
said  he  owed  Sanderson  &  Horn  of  San  Francisco,  and  he 
wanted  to  raise  money  to  pay  them,  and  if  X  would  let  him 
have  the  money  he  would  give  me  a  mortgage  on  his  house 
and  lot;  I  told  him  I  did  not  want  any  mortgage,  as  we 
had  no  money  to  loan;  I  knew  that  McDonald  was  not  do- 
ing any  business  and  he  conld  not  pay  me;  I  told  him  he 
could  borrow  the  money  from  some  one  else;  he  went  out 
and  was  gone  for  some  time;  when  he  retnmed  he  said  he 
could  not  borrow  the  money;  he  then  told  me  he  wonld 
sell  me  his  house;  we  agreed  upon  the  price,  which  was, 
that  I  was  to  pay  Sanderson  &  Horn's  bill — one  hundred 
and  twenty-seven  dollars — and  square  him  on  our  books, 
which  we  agreed  to  do;  I  have  paid  Sanderson  &  Horn 
their  money;  *  *  *  at  the  time  McDonald  sold  me  the 
property  he  first  wanted  to  borrow  the  money  and  give  me 
a  morigage  on  the  property;  I  told  him  I  wonld  not  have 
anything  to  do  with  the  property  without  it  would  be  a  bona 
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fide  Bale,  and  if  he  wanted  to  bay  tbs  property  baok  be 
would  have  to  depend  ectirel;  upon  me  for  that."  This 
testimony  is  ancontradicted.  The  testimony  offered  by  de- 
fendantB  conoboratea  it  in  every  partionlar.  McDonald, 
who  was  sworn  and  examined  as  a  witness  on  behalf  of  the 
defendants,  details  the  facts  eabstantially  as  related  by  the 
plaintiff  Fierce.  He  said  that  prior  to  the  ezeontion  of  the 
deed  be  "tried  to  borrow  the  money  from  other  parties, 
but  could  not  get  it."  In  his  cross-examination  he  said: 
"  When  I  spoke  to  Pierce  about  selling  my  property  to  him, 
I  asked  him  how  it  would  be  in  case  I  should  want  to  buy 
this  property  baok.  He  said:  'If  you  want  to  bay  this 
property  back  yoa  must  depend  upon  me  for  that,  or  leave 
that  to  me.' "  In  the  course  of  his  testimony  he  says :  "  I 
never  had  any  understanding  with  Pieroe  &  Vomon  about 
re-deeding  the  property  baok  to  me.  There  was  no  snob 
agreement." 

After  the  deed  was  ezeonted  and  delivered  the  plaintiff 
gave  McDonald  a  written  lease  of  the  premises  for  forty 
dollars  per  month.  McDonald,  however,  never  paid  but 
eighteen  dollars.  After  the  sale  the  defendant  Traver  and 
McDonald  agreed  upon  a  settlement.  Traver  in  his  testi- 
mony says:  "Iwas  to  pay  Pierce  &  Vernon  two  hundred 
and  forty-five  dollars  and  seven  cents  in  money,  give  Mc- 
Donald up  his  note  and  cancel  our  book  accounts  against 
him,  which  amounted  to  thirty  -  five  or  thirty  -  seven 
dollars,  if  Pierce  and  Yernon  would  deed  the  property  to 
me;  I  went  and  saw  Pierce  and  he  told  me  he  woald  deed 
the  property  to  me  if  I  would  pay  him  two  hundred  and 
forty-five  dollars  and  seven  cents." 

There  is  a  conflict  of  evidence  as  to  the  torms  of  this 
agreement,  whether  Traver  was  also  to  purchase  McDon- 
ald's personal  property.  Pieroe  testifies  that  be  agreed 
to  sell  the  premises  for  two  hundred  and  forty-five  dollars 
and  seven  cents,  the  amount  of  their  bill  against  the  prop- 
erty, if  Traver  would  purchase  the  personal  property  of 
McDonald  aud  give  np  McDonald's  noto.  In  explanation 
of  this  Pierce  says:  "I  told  McDonald  I  would  deed  the 
property  to  Traver,  or  anybody  else  that  would  hay  his  per- 
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sonal  property  and  pay  us  onr  bill  of  two  baadred  and 
forty-five  dollsrs  and  aeyeo  cents;  I  was  doing  this  to  help 
McDonald  sell  hia  personal  property — trying  to  befriend 
him." 

The  proposed  agreement  was  never  executed.  Pierce  A 
Vernon  snbsequeutly  bought  the  personal  property  of 
McDonald  and  took  possession  of  the  premises  in  contro- 
versy. Pierce  &  Vernon  cannot  be  bound  by  the  declara- 
tions of  McDonald  to  Traver,  to  the  effect  that  he  only  sold 
the  property  to  Fierce  &  Veruon  to  prevent  his  Sau  Fran- 
cisco creditors  from  forcing  him,  and  that  he  intended  to 
redeem  it,  said  declarations  having  been  made  after  the  sale 
of  the  premises.  There  is  testimony  tending  to  siiow  that 
the  price  paid  by  Pierce  &  Yemon  was  not  a  good  consider- 
ation for  the  real  estate.  There  is  a  conflict  as  to  (he  valae 
of  the  property.  The  testimony,  hovrever,  clearly  shows 
that  it  was  sold  for  less  than  its  true  value. 

The  mere  fact  that  the  property  was  conveyed  for  a  less 
som  than  its  real  value  is  not  of  itself  snfBcient  to  authorizo 
the  conrt  to  declare  a  deed  absolute  upon  its  face  to  be  a 
mortgage.  A  man  in  embarrassed  circamstances  may  often 
be  compelled,  by  the  laudable  desire  to  pay  his  debts,  to 
dispose  of  his  property,  honestly,  for  mnoh  less  than  its  true 
valae. 

The  testimony  in  this  case,  without  conflict,  shows  that 
McDonald  was  unable  to  procure  a  loan  for  the  amount 
necessary  to  pay  the  debt  due  to  Sanderson  &  Horn  b^  giv- 
ing a  mortgage  upon  the  premises  as  security.  McDonald 
testifies  that  prior  to  the  sale  to  Pierce  &  Vernon  he  tried 
to  sell  the  premises  to  Traver,  but  could  not  induce  him  to 
buy  the  same.  The  remarks  made  by  the  court  in  Bingham 
V.  SJiompson  apply,  with  equal  force,  to  the  facts  of  this 
case:  "The  evidence  with  respect  to  the  real  value  of  the 
land  at  the  time  of  the  convpjnnce  favors  the  proposition 
that  the  deed  was  not  intended  as  an  absolute  conveyance, 
bat  it  also  very  clearly  appears  that  the  real  value  could  not 
be  realized  by  the  pluintifi'at  the  time  she  executed  the  con- 
veyance and  needed  the  money."  (4  Nev.  237.)  There  are 
some  other  facts  of  minor   importance   tending,  in   some 
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slight  degree,  to  show  that  the  sale  voa  not,  as  the  deed 
purports,  absolute. 

After  giviDg  dae  weight  to  all  the  testimony  cootaioed  in 
the  record,  we  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it  is  in- 
sufficient to  sustain  the  judgment  of  the  court.  It  is  a  well- 
settled  principle  that  the  proof  neoessarj  to  show  a  deed, 
absolute  upon  its  face,  to  be  a  mortgage,  must  be  clear,  con- 
Tincing  and  satisfactory.  We  agree  with  the  opinion  of  the 
court  in  Bingham  v.  Thompaon,  that  the  ' '  consideration  and 
■weight  which  the  courts  so  universally  give  to  fiolemnly  eie- 
cnted  instruments  conveying  the  title  to  real  property,  should 
not  be  overcome  by  an  appeal  ad  mieericordtam,  or  the  bare 
cry  of  fraud.  Proof  so  cogent,  weighty  and  convincing  as 
to  leave  no  doubt  upon  the  mind  ought  alone  to  overcome 
them."     (4  Nev.  240.) 

The  judgment  of  the  district  court  is  reversed  and  the 
cause  remanded  for  a  new  trial.
